Miss Rothweiler was given the secretaryship of the 
German work, ‘The report of the literature was of the most encouraging 
character, for every periodical had advanced its subscription list, and the 
Literature Committee had published a large number of new leaflets, and 
reprinted many of the former ones, so that the constituency had provided 
for it a quantity of the very best material for developing intelligence. — 

Ten cultivated young women were accepted for service by this 
committee, and nine were accepted by the Reference Committee in May, 
making nineteen in all.

LITERATURE FROM THE FOREIGN FIELD.—In accordance with the 
Publication Committee of last year, a new departure has been made, in 
that your chairman has entered into correspondence with all the mission 
fields concerning the literature prepared upon the foreign field by women 
for women. Eager and appreciative have been the letters from the far 
lands. Many sample copies of women’s conference reports, Sunday 
School papers, leaflets, and so forth,, were found in the exhibit room. 

China :—Foochow conference publishes a monthly paper tor women 
and girls, a monthly romanized paper for women, both in the colloquial 
dialect, while a weekly Sunday school lesson paper, edited by Mrs. 
Emma Nind Lacy, is published for the children. Two women’s confer- 
ences publish minutes of their proceedings. 

Jndia :—The Zenana paper is published in five dialects. (See report 
of Zenana Paper.) Three districts issue minutes in the vernacular for 
the women; while five conferences issue reports of their proceedings. 
Korea publishes a report of her woman’s conference,

YOUNG WOMAN’S WORK AND STANDARD 
BEARERS. 


Wuernas, Since its introduction the Standard Bearer movement has 
proved very popular and successful ; and 

Whereas, Its growth has been so rapid, branching out in various 
ways and in different localities to meet a variety of needs, that the time 
las come when some uniform method of work must be agreed upon ; in 
response to memorials received from several Branches, the following plan , 
is recommended for adoption. 

1, There shall be a general secretary of Young Woman's Work 
and Standard Bearers, who shall be elected by the General Executive 
Committee, attend the sessions of that body and present an annual report. 

2. There shall be a secretary of Young Woman’s Work and 
Standard Bearers in each branch, who shall be elected at the branch 
annual meeting. 

3. Wherever desired, each conference may have a secretary of 
Young Woman's Work and Standard Bearers. 

4. Wherever desired, each district may have a secretary of Young 
Woman's Work and Standard Bearers, ¥ 

5. Names.--The members of this organization may be known as

On page 25, executive report, 1901-1902, it will be noted that a 
committee consisting of Miss L. M. Hodgkins, Auburndale, Mass., Mrs. 
R. E. Clark, Chicago, IIl., and Miss C. J. Carnahan, Pittsburg, Pa., was 
appointed to consider the matter of an appropriate badge, crest and seal 
for the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and to bring a report to the 
meeting at Minneapolis. 

Your committee, aided by the president of the society and other inter- 
ested officers, has made a careful study of church, academic and order 
insignia, and presents to you the accompanying design, of which the 
border will be in light blue, the color of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, the center of gold. 

This same design, with the addition of the words in the border, ‘‘ Of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church,” they recommend ina larger size for the 
crest, and still larger for the seal. It is to be hoped that by wearing this 
symbol a warmer feeling of fraternity will be engendered, women inter- 
ested in the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society may find the badge a 
means of introduction and good friendship, and that all the purposes of 
this society may be aided by the bearing of this outward sign of inward 
grace. 

It is also recommended that the crest be on all official paper, and the 
larger seal on all reports, printed documents and general literature pub- 
lished by the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society.

When our Lord sent His twelve disciples to preach in the cities of 
Israel the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand, He told them to abide in the 
homes of the worthy, and not to provide for themselves, ‘‘ for the work- 
man is worthy of his meat.’’ I think the Lord has judged the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society as worthy to care for the messengers He sends 
to proclaim the coming of the Kingdom of Heaven. We are devoutly 
thankful that He has enabled the Philadelphia Branch to make larger pro- 
vision the past year than ever before. We have aimed for many years to 
reach an amount that would cover our appropriations, exclusive of 
bequests and thank offering. The past year we, have reached that goal, 
and we give thanks to Him, through whom are all things. It has been a 
year marked by earnest prayer, great personal devotion, and untiring 
industry. These faithful laborers find their reward in the success that has. 
been achieved. 

With all appropriations met, the branch has. given a veritable thank 
offering——Pittsburg conference has supplied the Industrial Home for Miss 
Adam’s work in Foochow by $5,000. Thank offering, $3,000, has been 
given to the new school in Guanajuato, and the assessment for the pur- 
chase of property in the Philippines has been met. Through the gift of 
Miss Chambers at our last annual meeting, the Home in Gonda has been 
built, and a special donation of $500 was given to relieve the pressing 
need of Nagoya, Japan, until the remainder of the debt was paid by the 
sale of other property in Tokyo. Besides these extra amounts, there has 
been over $400 sent by individual request to objects not mentioned d inthe 
appropriations. 

One misssionary has returned to Japan accompanied by a new laborer 
for that field. Another new laborer is waiting for company to go to 


* 
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Baroda, India, making our total of representatives on the foreign field 
twenty-one, two of whom are self-supporting, and two are native 
physicians educated in this country. Returned missionaries have spoken 
at eighty-nine different meetings in the branch, and our indebtedness to 
these self-denying workers is greater than any of us cancompute. The 
side lights of actual experience in the field emphasizes the need and the 
difficulties of preaching Christ, while the enthusiastic delight that these 
blessed women evidently take in their work, inspires their hearers to new 
activity as well as better comprehension of what it costs to give the truth 
to those who do not want it. 

For the first time in its history of thirty-two years, Philadelphia 
Branch has to record the passing to reward of one of its foreign workers 
in the midst of her work, Miss Mary DeF. Loyd, for seventeen years at the 
head of Girls’ School and Orphanage in Mexico City, was called from 
work promptly, faithfully executed with entire consecration of heart in 
April of the present year. Her loss is greatly felt in Mexico, and though 
those remaining there are endeavoring to give double diligence to supply 
the vacancy, they feel great need for a woman equally competent to take 
her place and carry on the ever increasing work. 

There has been an increased demand for the support for special 
objects, which has been somewhat stimulated by the liberal use of the 
camera by Miss Williams, of Baroda, but there is also a growing under- 
standing of the importance of less sensational work than orphans and 
bible-women. One society asked that their special fund might pay the 
taxes on one of our properties. Others have been willing to share in the

The Cincinnati Branch was organized thirty-two years ago last 
April. It was the duty of the present corresponding secretary to write 
the report of the first two years, and then after six years’ absence, to take 
same place again, and for twenty-four more years to gather up the 
threads of branch interest and weave them into an annual report. 
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There have been varied experiences, trials and triumphs, seeming 
defeats, ending in victories, in all of which the guiding hand of our 
Heavenly Father has been very manifest. But never has this been so 
apparent as in the year just closed. It opened with a debt in several of 
our mission fields, and that at a time when to cut off or curtail existing 
activities, seemed to distrust our Heavenly Father, in whose name it 
was begun. It was not done, but earnest prayer went up from believing 
hearts and earnest work followed, and every promise claimed was 
more than fulfilled. With overflowing gratitude the acknowledgment is 
made that the good hand of our God has been with us all the year, and 
to Him be glory and honor, and power, forever and forever. In union 
there is always strength, and that has been realized. When from the 
president of the branch to the officers of the smallest auxiliary, there 
has been a blessed union of strength and concert of prayer. Such loyal 
support as is a/ways given by conference and district secretaries in the 
Cincinnati Branch would carry any good enterprise through. Mission- 
aries on home leave have given much of the time in which they are 
supposed to be vesting to work among the auxiliaries, organizing new 
societies, and building up old ones. It does not seem right, and we 
know we should not do it. But they are such w#//ing victims that one 
is tempted to over-step the bounds sometimes, and seemingly ignore the 
object of their home-coming. 

Much has been done in the way of increasing our membership, and 
adding to the sources of financial strength, and the outlook for the com- 
ing year is not only hopeful, but inspiring. Through the Friend and 
our own Oxarterly, the story has been told from quarter to quarter, and 
the exact state of our receipts and expenditures placed before those 
most interested, An advance.in the subscription lists of the Z/ree 
Friends and the Study is most gratefully recorded, a total increase of 
nearly thousand. The Cincinnati Branch was a pioneer in the 
for ‘of Bands and Young Women’s Work, and still has a fine 
record in that direction. The last year has been a very active one and 
a great. deal of our special work is supported by the young branches of 
our larger one. While the Standard Bearers are growing in numbers in 
some parts of our territory, there are many of our successful young 
workers who prefer the old organizations, as giving a better opportunity 
for study, and advance on different lines of work. 

_ Nearly $3,000 came into our treasury this year by bequests, and the 

same amount from one of God’s servants, who delights to give back to 
Him what has been entrusted to her of His silver and gold. 
But two requests for a place to serve in the foreign field have been 


received, and they ara not go out this year. Why is it our years of 


, 
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financial success do not bring many missionary candidates ; and then 
when sorely pressed for money, so many will offer that we have to supply 
other branches? is a question for consideration. Do we only pray for 
what we need at the time, and leave out half the promise? 

Last year our annual meeting was shadowed by a memorial service 
for one of the loved branch representatives, called from labor to reward, 
and ‘‘again the Lord called”’ and this year Lillian Harris went in to be 
‘forever with the Lord’’. Never was faithful service more joyfully given, 
nor truer courage shown, than by this devoted missionary. Mary Loyd 
was ours, too, by love and birthright, though supported by another 
branch. We are rich in the memory of these crowned heroines, with 
whom we include Miss Mekkelson, who was partly supported by the 
Cincinnati Branch, news of whose death reached us after the branch 
meeting, and whose departure in far-away Africa brought sorrow to many 
hearts. ' 

The lessons of the year to the Cincinnati Branch are many. Wehave 
found that in union there is strength ; that when Christian men or women 
go forward in obedience to the call of God, there is no such word as 
fail; that when our weakness is supplemented by God’s strength, we can 
do ‘‘exploits,’”’ and above all we will surely never, zever, distrust our 
Heavenly Father again.

Many of our districts hold their annual meetings immediately after 
the adjournment of the branch meeting. The conference secretaries and 
other representatives who attend the latter meeting, go almost directly to 
the district gatherings and are bearers of the glad tidings which they have 
heard, and are alive with the enthusiasm by which the branch meeting is 
characterized. In this way, the zeal and inspiration which the branch 
meeting always incites, are communicated to all parts of our work. 

The ill health of our president deprived us of her presence during 
nearly the entire year, and has been to us a source of anxious solicitude. 
In addition to the sense of personal loss, which all of us experienced, we 
missed her sympathy and inspiring enthusiasm in all of our enterprises. 

Prayers have been offered continually throughout the branch that 
the Great Physician would mercifully return her to us restored in health 
and prepared for carrying on the work which she so greatly loved. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Patten, our vice-president, has efficiently and’ 
to our great satisfaction, discharged the duties of the executive office. 
Her administration was so generally approved that at the annual branch 
meeting she was unanimously chosen to the presidency. 

The first week of December, 1901, was observed throughout the 
branch as a week of prayer and a time for special offerings. Possibly 
some of our members may doubt the wisdom of making another special 
appeal in addition to our thank-offering, but still it seems to be evident 
that so long as we can report receipts of over four thousand dollars in 
answer to such an appeal, and can realize the unnumbered blessings 
which are experienced in answer to the prayers which are offered in con- 
nection with this service, there can hardly be a question as to its value. 

Our thank-offering is as mucha part of the year’s program as is our 
annual meeting, and there are very few auxiliaries in which it is not ~ 
observed. It becomes more and more a season for remembering our 
blessings and covenanting anew with the Giver of all good, that we will 
devote more of our time and talents and more of ourselves to His service, 
and at the same time it brings many gifts of love into the treasury. With 
thankful hearts, we have been able this year to lay upon the altar nearly 
$25,000, 

_ The statistics of the society show a decrease in the number of 
auxiliaries, but an increase in membership. This loss in auxiliaries is 
greatly to be regretted, and it is difficult to understand the reason 
therefore. New auxiliaries are being organized from time to time. A 
deeper interest in this great work is manifested than ever before, and the 
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receipts of the society are larger. But it is evident, and to be greatly 
deplored, that some of our auxiliaries grow weary of the work and 
abandon it. To those of us who experience the inspiration and fascination 
of the work, it is difficult to explain this fact. And no work of greater 
importance presents itself than to use every endeavor to keep alive the 
organizations of this society. 

‘The young women are becoming better informed on all missionary 
topics and are more interested in the work. Some of their organizations 
have more than doubled their membership. Much of the children’s 
work is done through the Junior League, and if the senior auxiliaries will 
look upon this work as an enterprise for which they are at least in part 
responsible and foster it, its development will be constant and its value 
permanent. The Little Light Bearers make a very creditable showing. 

The interest in the work among our German sisters grows slowly but 
steadily. In the death of Mrs. Achard, they have experienced an 
irreparable ioss.

The Standard Bearer movement has been enthusiastically received 
in many sections of the branch. The Detroit conference reports the 
largest number of members, and Rock River closely follows it. The 
total number of Standard Bearers reported is 6,083, and their offerings at 
the close of the fiscal year were $1,746.00. They have sent out and 
assumed the support of three missionaries. This new organization is a 
ica the society, and strengthens our hopes for the future.

Miss Vickery, ‘Miss Llewellyn and Miss Odgers spent the summer 
fy - vacation with their home friends, but have returued and were at their posts 
before the opening of ‘the school year. During the year Miss Heaton, 
eee. cee Miss Stahl and Miss Minnie Wilson returned to 
elds of work. Dr. Anna Gloss, Miss Marion Newton and 
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Miss Mary Wilson are still with us, none of them being in such health as 
warrant a return to service. Miss Benthein is pursuing some special 
studies that she may be better prepared for her duties. Miss Porter, of 
Bombay, severed her connection with our society on the occasion of her 
marriage. 

The new missionaries who have left us are Miss Pauline Westcott, 
our first missionary from the ranks of the Standard Bearers; Miss Mabel 
K. Seeds, who joined her sister in Fukuoka; Miss Edith Jackson, who 
took up the work begun by Mrs. Curtis in Taipeng, Malaysia; and Miss 
Thirza M. Pierce, who has gone to reinforce our mission in Kiukiang. 

Our headquarters is a center of constant activity. A partial sum- 
mary of the work which has been done is as follows: Number of copies 
of Via Christi sold, 1,811; number of calendars, 9co; number of packages 
sent out, 15,000; number of mite-boxes, 13,448; receipts for the year, 
$2,566. 

The study of Via Christi has been very generally pursued in our 
branch, and with very great profit. Not only has the regular lesson 
been carefully prepared, but the supplemental studies have also been 
read, and in many auxiliaries the search questions prepared by Mrs. 
Budlong have called out the best efforts of the society. In one auxiliary 
neighborhood circles were formed, which met every two weeks for the 
study of this book. We hail with delight this study of missions and 
mission work in a systematic manner. Women who have heretofore 
found their interest in some of the numberless clubs with their exhaustive 
programs, will welcome this new form of literary work, and with the 
result that the cause will commend itself to their active sympathy. 

The conference and district officers have been alert to seize every 
opportunity to present the society’s works and needs, and returned mis- 
sionaries of our own society and of the general board have given time 
and strength to this service. 

We have-had many evidences that the claims of this society are 
commending itself to those who regard themselves as the Lord's 
stewards. A number of gifts and bequests have been received, which 
brought into the treasury the sum of $8,494. Other gifts in the form of 
annuities have been received, which amount to $8,000. 

I cannot close this report without making mention of our annual 
meeting. ‘The number in attendance was unusually large. In response 
to the cordial invitation extended by the society at Bloomington, Indiana, 
over six hundred interested women, coming from every part of the 
branch, were present. It would seem as if so large a number of. visitors 
would have taxed the hospitality of even so generous a city as Blooming- 
ton, which has already one thousand students of the State University 
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domiciled among them. But so generous was the welcome given us, not 
only by our own church, but by sister churches, including the Roman 
Catholic and Jewish societies, that there was ample accommodation and 
room to spare. So large a company of women gathered together with 
the same thought and for the same purposes, could not be but an enthus- 
jastic assemblage, and the many note books which were in use 

the sessions indicated that the record of that meeting, with 
all its helpful suggestions and its wonderful spiritual uplift, will be carried 
back to the auxiliaries, and will stimulate all of our workers to a greater 
activity, and will produce a more abiding interest in this work, whose 
field reaches even to the ends of the earth, 

In thus recounting the successes which have crowned the labors of 
the year, in the references which have been made to the growth, vigor 
and hopeful outlook for the blessed work which,we have undertaken, 
and in the assurance with which a still more glorious future is anticipated, 
it is never for one moment forgotten that all of valuable result which 
has been, or which may be, achieved is by virtue only of the favor of the 
Divine Master, to whom be glory and honor and power and dominion, 
now 5 se aad world without end.

One who has never come under the magic spell of missionary statis- 
tics cannot estimate the delight of reporting an increase of 1228 in mem- 
bership. Toward the making of these goodly figures there have been 
contributed many thousands of miles of travel and hundreds of addresses 
by our missionaries, and the branch, conference, and district officers, 
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together with the steady-going faithfulness of the women in the auxil- 
iaries. Through cold and heat, Misses Evans, Perkins and Trimble have 
come and gone with a constancy that set at naught a natural desire for 
the quiet comforts and restful society of home and friends. Miss Meyer 
also recently found her strength equal to a tour in her own conference, 
and the results financially were most gratifying. Another most important 
helper was Miss Lillie Green, of Northwestern Branch. While visiting 
relatives in Missouri, she gave two weeks of most valuable services in 
places where little was known of our woman's work. Our young Chinese 
students have also come to our aid, and have been cordially received in 
their earnest efforts to enlist helpers in the great work which they so 
keenly appreciate. Did we not have to reckon with those who fall from 
grace every year, the results would be double what we have reported. 
While one has planted and another watered, we to-day look up unto 
Him who alone has given the increase, and pray Him to lead in our 
full hearts the gratitude which our poor words can never tell. All the 
year a heavy burden rested upon our treasury. There rang out from 
branch headquarters a call to believing prayer, to a pleading of the 
exceeding great and precious promises of our God. How graciously He 
heard, how abundantly He answered, the report of the branch treasurer 
“Wherefore David blessed the Lord, before all the congregations, 
and David said : ‘Blessed be thou Lord God of Israel, our Father, for- 
ever and ever.’ Now, therefore, our God, we thank Thee and praise 
Thy glorious name.’ Immediately following our last annual meeting, 
three of our missionaries took their way across the Pacific, to China, 
Miss Ogborn reaching her station in good time.

Our literature sales have touched the highest figure, more than one 
thousand dollars, and are at once an indication of missionary interest and 
a pledge of its increase. 

The Standard Bearers have raised aloft their white pennant, and are 
gathering the young people—a few hundreds of them—we trust the mere 
beginning of a movement which shall speedily assume large proportions. 
In this department, our German sisters have distinguished themselves by 
issuing not only the first Standard Bearers’ leaflet within our siicoosiyy but 
the first in the German language. 

Mrs. Dr. Dorchester, of St. Louis, continues as editor of the Des 
Moines Branch month of the prayer calendar, a service requiring no little 
tact and talent. 

But one of us is not, for God hath taken her, and on the western 
coast of Africa the precious dust of Josephine Mekkelson awaits the 
resurrection morning.

Sub- 
scriptions to our missionary literature has largely increased, She has 
greatly” strengthened the work in all our borders.

Miss Cody has shown herself well adapted to be indeed an intinerant 
missionary during the past two years. She was first appointed to Manila 
to open kindergarten work, but the time was not opportune. She was 
then transferred to Singapore where she was sorely needed, She soon 
had eighty children in her kindergarten with four teachers in training, 
when an urgent call came from Taipeng to take up the work which Mrs. 
Curtis had organized and was compelled by the illness of her husband to 
lay down. The second and the third call came, then she felt she must obey 
and she very successfully carried on the work which Mrs. Curtis so effi- 
ciently organized. Afterafew months Miss Jackson, of the N. W. Branch, 
was sent as missionary in charge of Taipeng. Miss Cody then returned 
to her beloved kindergarten, which had been carried on by the assistants 
and training teachers in her absence. Miss Lilly’s home-coming for her 
much needed vacation threw the care of the Methodist Girls’ School on 
Miss Cody’s hands, She has been on the verge of a nervous break-down 
from such frequent changes and overwork.

Miss Helen Ingram, our English deaconess, of Lucknow, India, is 
with us, and we are rejoiced to hear of the blessed work she is doing 
among our Christians and in the Zenanas of Lucknow. 

Miss Williams, our missionary to far-away West China, has been 
devoting the past year to the study of the language and caring for the 
missionaries who have been so seriously ill during the past summer. She 
will be ready in the beginning of this year to take up the hospital training 
work for which she is so admirably adapted. 

Our LITERATURE.—We are rejoiced to report advance in this 
department also. Last year we lost 64 subscribers to our JZssionary 
Friend. This year we have made up our loss and gained 141 subscribers 
in addition. Our German sisters in our branch have 583 subscribers to 
the German Missionary Friend, which added to our 727 subscribers 
makes a total of 1318, an average of about one subscriber in three of 
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our constituency. We have to report a loss in the Children's Missionary 


Friend of 87. We gained 128 last year so that the actual loss is only 41.

More literature has been sold this year than ever before. We are 
planning for the distribution of more missionary intelligence, and we hope 
thereby for more aggressiveness on missionary lines. 

—It was with fear and trembling that we urged an advance 
last year of a thousand dollars over our Branch annual appropriation. 
We have raised in the regular way $1,600 beyond our advanced appor- 
tionment, and the conference and district secretaries proposed themselves 
this year, an advance in apportionment of $16,500 for the coming year, an 
apportionment equal to our receipts. We have received a bequest of 
$5,000 from the estate of Mr. Lillibridge, who was a much loved and 
highly honored and very useful member of Wesley Church, and where 
his family yet worship. This bequest does not apply on our regular 
work, but will go to special places for the general work. 

Another bequest of $700 from the estate of Mrs. Morse, of Alexan- 
dria, So. Dakota, will be applied in supporting a day school in perpetuity 
in Kucheng, China. 

The secretaries of our different departments have been most earnest, 
faithful and successful in advancing their different lines of work. 

__ The greatest advance has been in the organization of young people

Through the varied experiences of another year the Lord has been 
with us, and ‘‘ there hath not failed one word of all His good promise’’. 

We have made some growth in numbers, the most marked being in 
the Swedish conference, which reports fifteen auxiliaries, with a mem- 
bership of 350. We regret that our receipts are $600 below the previous. 
year, but the decrease is in special gifts and not through the regular chan- 
nels. More members paid dues, the mite boxes yielded a large i increase, 
and the thank offering nearly doubled. 

The German conference, in addition to the apportionment, contrib- 
uted $300 to place a missionary in the field, and a friend in Colorado gave 
a like sum to send another to Sironcha. 

The laborers among the young people are meeting with success. A 
beginning has been made in the enlistment of Standard Bearers, and the 
hope seems reasonable that during the present year there will be increas. 
ingly favorable results. The interest taken in the study of Via Christi is 
gratifying ; nearly 800 copies were sold through our bureau of supplies; 
then, too, the subscription lists to all our periodicals have lengthened, 
hence we trust that as our zeal increases, it is according to knowledge. 
We have been blessed with help from outside. Mrs. Nind, Miss Bing, 
from Japan, and Miss Marks, from India, each gave us six weeks. The 
visible results of their labors are increased interest in the places visited, 
added numbers and more money in the treasury. 

The first foreign news that came to us after the General Executive 
meeting one year ago was the death of Miss Delia A. Fuller, in Sironcha, 
November 14, after a few days’ illness. Miss Fuller went to India in 
1886 and returned after a vacation in 1898. Until fifteen months before 
her death her work was in the North India conference. At that time she 
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was transferred to the South and appointed to Sironcha, being the only 
missionary of our church in that far-away station. 

In her last letter, written three weeks previous to her death, she 
wrote: ‘‘Sironcha is a great field and we are doing our best to glorify 
God and win the people to Him. Our work at present is like a little 
lamp in a dark place, but it will burn brighter and brighter until it shines 
far into the heathen darkness and brings multitudes to Christ.”’ 

We returned one missionary, Miss Watson, to her work in Japan, 
and early in the year sent two to India, Miss Winslow and Miss 
McKnight. ‘We are happy in beginning the new year with three candi- 
dates. *, Miss Urdell Montgomery, will sail in a few days for her 
chosen field, India. The applications of the others will be presented to 
this committee, one for medical work in India, the other for deaconess 
work in the Philippines. 

Our annual meeting, held in Wichita, Kansas, was largely attended 
and enthusiastic. Dr. Stuntz, Misses Trimble, Marks and Mabel Sia gave 
royal service. The audiences were not only interested, but generous. At 
the close of Dr. Stuntz’s address on Monday night he asked for $300 to pay 
Miss Spaulding’s expenses to the Philippines. In response $450 were 
pledged. In addition to this, $150 were given Miss Marks for the purchase 
of a bell for the Ajmer school building, and $75 for an ox-cart to be used 
in her evangelistic work.

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The enthusiasm with which our branch ushered in the new century 
did not die out or even abate with the close of the first year, but has 
increased in scope,and intensity as the months of 1902 have gone by. 
Many circumstances have conspired to add to the success of the year. 
Old friends have not slackened their efforts, and new friends have been 
zealously working to forward our interests. The Standard Bearer move- 
ment has given our young people a widespread interest in our work and 
has opened a door of hope to us for a permanent and satisfactory alliance 
between the young and old, hitherto unattained. 

The united study of missions had right of way in almost all of our 
auxiliaries, and has enlisted a large number of new women. It is needless 
to say that our returned missionaries have done much to bring about these 
changed conditions. With Miss Jewell in the north, Miss Craig near the 
sea on the south, Miss Gilman almost to the desert on the east, and Miss 
Marks north, south and east, and only barred by the Pacific on the west, 
with these and others whose services have added to the general success, 
and with God’s blessing on all our work and plans, the year has been one 
of the brightest and best of any of the fourteen of our history. 

Our missionaries on the field, Dr. Taft, in malarial China, Miss Hol- 
man and Dr. Beck in torrid Rajputana, Miss Holbrook in Japan, and 
Miss Collins in the fever-ladened air of Africa, have all been graciously 
preserved in health. 

Naturally we feel a special interest in Rajputana, so long the field of 
labor of our first missionary, Miss Marks, because of its fearful ordeal of 
famine, plague and fever. The hundreds of famine waifs rescued by 
Miss Marks in 1900 are, with but few exceptions, well and happy. By 
the order of the authorities, the large household was divided and a num- 
ber of the orphans were sent to Phalera, where they are under the care 
of Miss Anna Lawson. 
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Miss Holman has charge df the household at Ajmere, and has proven 
herself to be a worthy successor to Miss Marks. She has true motherly 
instincts and is enthusiastically in love with her work. We sent Dr. Edna 
Beck to Ajmere in February, to the great delight of Miss Holman and the 
partial relief of Miss Lawson. 

Miss Holman is so thankful for the sweet-spirited ready helper she 
finds in Dr. Beck, and Dr. Beck seems to be a born missionary, stepping 
into the ranks and filling her place with such readiness and heartiness 
that her presence in Ajmere has been a delight from the beginning. The 
Standard Bearers of California conference may well congratulate them- 
selves on their chosen missionary. Miss Holbrook was moved to Nagoya 
at conference, and is faithfully studying the language of Japan in prepara- 
tion for the evangelistic work to which she is appointed. We trust and 
believe that she will give many years of effective service to Japan.

A decade of history is now accomplished by Columbia River 
branch, We deem it a happy coincidence that this particular session of 
the General Executive Committee should be held within the territory of 
our beloved ‘‘ Mother Branch’', whose wee daughter we were ten years

ago when consent was given for the erection of our separate household 
of faith. It was well that no vision then appeared of the serious difficul- 
ties which soon trooped after, since God has so graciously guided 
through all, and since we may believe that under His blessing some 
things have been wrought for the world’s redemption that had not been 
without this child of Providence. 

Owing to these and other hindrances incident to the settlement of a 
new country, our work has not broadened to a coveted extent, but it has 
unmistakably taken deeper root, has made substantial advance, and may 
be expected henceforth to move steadily forward. 

The sum total of the contributions of this first decade is nearly 
$40,000, not a bad financial showing, in view of the fact that it was 
almost entirely made up of small sums. Few single gifts of the size of 
$100 have come into the treasury, and above this but one of $300, and one 
of $500. 

As for the work of the past year, we may chronicle the formation of 
several new auxiliaries, an increase in membership, an encouraging 
advance in subscriptions to our periodicals, and the organization of a new 
district at Spokane. The convention where this was effected—first of its 
kind held in that city—was notable for its enthusiasm and fine, well 
executed program. 

The united study of missions has been undertaken in a larger num- 
ber of auxiliaries than was anticipated for the first year. We share in the 
general satisfaction felt within the society that the editor of our 
Missionary Friend has so well executed her task in the preparation of 
its first text book, Via Christi, as to win universal commendation, 

_ A beginning has been made in the enlistment of Standard Bearers, 

Miss Phoebe Parkinson, of Foochow, China, being designated as our 
Pay Standard Bearer missionary. Our first leaflet of such series has just 


been issued, and we hope that ere long one thousand young hearts will 
be beating in love and prayer for Miss Parkinson and her girls in the 
Feochow, Seminary. 


One event which distinguishes the year from others is the home- 
coming of Miss Lilly on her first furlough, after five years of faithful and 
successful labor in Singapore. In her characteristically unselfish devo-, 
tion to the interests of the mission, she threatens to turn back at once if 
relief is not soon sent to the missionaries, who are carrying the addi- 
tional burdens for which there is neither time nor strength without cruel 
sacrifice to themselves and the work. Where are the young women who 
mig help where need is so great? 

Our tenth anniversary was celebrated in historic Taylor Street 
Church, Portland, where the branch was organized. It was throughout 
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an occasion of intense interest and spiritual power. One especially 
attractive feature.was the birthday rally, with its charming greetings 
from branch secretaries, our general president and secretary, our editors, 
missionaries, and early friends, in which they told in choice phrase how 
they love us, and how great and good they expect us to become. Our 
recording secretary skillfully marshalled her select company, who 
delivered these epistles to attentive hearers, and she bids me bear to you 
assurance of our grateful appreciation of these kindly words to the 
‘little sister’, at the same time reminding you that we now lay aside the 
white ruffled apron, appropriate to the childhood days of the first 
decade, and aspire to the dignity of the second decade of young woman- 
hood. 

Remember us still, loan us your best missionary pleaders as they pass 
to and fro to their fields of labor, and by and by the great North Pacific 
territory, that is fast filling with an enterprising population, will render 
double for the Master’s work. , 

A rare heritage isnow ours. There are six young Thoburn’s in our 
western city, two motherless children and four fatherless grandchildren of 
Bishop Thoburn. These shall bind us anew with tender, yet strong 
cords to the great world where the name they bear stands for the glorious 
Gospel of Christ. 

Still another tie holds us to steady service. But afew weeks since 
there was laid to rest in its dove-colored casket, beside the body of the 
dear son, Crawford, in a Portland cemetery, the form of Mrs. Anna 
Thoburn, wife of our Bishop of India. The tribute paid that day to her 
memory by Dr. Oldham, who had been eye witness to the power 
of her character and life on the mission field, will remain with all who 
listened as an inspiration to truer and higher living. Stricken with mortal 
illness in the land of her toil, where ‘‘she had poured out her life’, she 
was brought home, hope vanished from every heart but her own. She, 
brave soul, held on that she might reach the North Pacific coast and get 
well. Thither she finally came and there she was made eternally well. 
And we are left with this confidence that God hath led, not for her sake 
alone, that, having finished her work, she might entrust her precious 
little ones to the care of a chosen daughter, but for ours as well. One of 
our Bishops once declared, ‘‘ The mission field needs more graves’’. So 
may it be true also of that new country of ours, with its pushing self- 
directed life. This honored grave, that Ohio across the continent and 
India over the sea would covet, this cherished grave, low-lying and mute 
at our feet, hath yet its message—of good cheer to the busy toiler, in the 
name of the Master who found His promised inheritance in the rock-

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GERMAN WORK. 


Mysterious unto us are the ways of God. Weare sorely stricken in 
the loss of our beloved mother, the secretary of the German work. If we 
can not report as fully as we wish, we know that you will forgive us, and 
accept this as the best we could do under the circumstances. 

The work among the Germans has received a great impetus 
through the collections of money for the Sieng-Iu Home. The call for 
help has been answered nobly, and our statistics show that the money 
thus collected was not taken from other parts of the work, as the 
treasury for the general fund shows an unusually large increase for our 
constituency. We are sure that the women have been roused not only 
to give but to pray more fervently for our missionaries. Our heart was 
twice made glad by two gifts of $2,000 each, from an unknown friend of 
missions, and we praise the Lord that he has stirred the hearts in such a 
wonderful way. 

Miss Rothweiler has traveled quite extensively, as the German secre- 
tary was not able to leave her invalid husband, and she has indeed 
relieved her of a great part of her work. 

The district meetings have been times of blessings and help to those 
attending them, and the reports from the conference anniversaries are 
more encouraging year after year. 

Our contingent fund has been remembered by the members, and we 
do not have a deficit as usual, but a surplus of $342.63. 

Of our secretaries, two have resigned and their places have not been 
supplied at the present writing, May God give us the right persons for 
these important positions. 

Special work is being supported by our Germans in all branches, 
except the Columbia River branch. There has been an increase of over 
twenty-five per cent. in this line alone. 

We have 381 auxiliaries, increase 69,-with 9,124 members, increase 
of 2,264. . 

Our total receipts for the year are $15,429, $4,000 of this being a 
special gift. The increase over last year is, without this special gift, 
$2,021.51. Of this, about $1,500 was collected for the Sieng-Iu Home. 
This still leaves us an increase of some $500. 

God takes the workers, but the work goes on, and we are glad to. 
know that He will take care of it in the future as He has done in the 
past. May the coming year be rich in service and abundant in fruit for 
the Master’s vineyard.

¥ Thirty. three years ago, our first two missionaries were preparing for 
journey to India, on what to many seemed a rash undertaking. 
oe the intervening years is too well known to need repeat- 
ork of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in the 
erence, as reported at the last session of the conference, 
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covers one hundred and two pages, besides the minutes and reports of 
committees. It contains a wonderful presentation of the work of 
twenty-three representatives of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, and sixteen wives of missionaries, and associate workers in 
this world-wide propagendism of our Christian hope, among the 
women of heathenism. 

Nine presiding elders districts, have each their regularly organized 
work, under charge of our missionaries, except the two districts of 
Sambhal and Pilibhit, where all the work is under the care of native 
workers. There are over five thousand baptized women and girls in these 
two districts. Forty-eight evangelistic teachers and twenty-three bible- 
women are employed in the woman’s work in these districts, and ‘‘the 
entrance of the Word giveth light’. 

MORADABAD DISTRICT is one of the best organized on all lines 
in the North India conference. There are fourteen centers of interest 
from which radiate rays of Gospel light. The Moradabad Boarding 
school, under the care of Miss Alice Means, numbers one hundred and 
ten pupils, and makes a fine record on all lines. A large number 
of teachers and Bible-women received their training in this school, 
and they in turn are giving it to others, and thus the leavenspreads. In 
the Sigler Boarding School at Budaon, Miss Curts, superintendent, 
assisted by two assistants and three teachers cares for 87 girls. There are 
more than four thousand baptized women in this district, and a promising 
work in villages and country places.. 

GONDA DISTRICT work is largely among the villages and country 
people, and is composed of nine circuits, each with its net-work of smaller 
places. It presents a very fruitful field for evangelistic work. Hundreds 
hear the Word gladly. The Gonda Boarding School numbers one 
hundred and seven pupils, and Miss Scott rejoices over the fine report 
she can give of their progress in book learning as well as growth 
in character. An addition to the dormitory is badly needed. Miss Hoge 
had the evangelistic work on this district, but had to come home on health 
leave in January; but the remembrance of the pleading. voices of 
the women she left, as they asked, ‘‘ Who will tell us the way, when 
you are gone’’? and the knowledge that in that land where the 
laborers are few there is not one who could be spared to take 
her place, is not conducive to rest and recuperation. The average 
attendance of those who came to hear the Gospel story each month 
was Over I, Ioo. ; ; 

OUDH DISTRICT and the city of Lucknow, where our work 
first began, is naturally a point of interest which increases year by year, . 
as the work grows in importance and wide-spreading influence. Miss 
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Nichols has bravely met the heavy responsibilities placed upon her, 
encouraged and sustained by her sister missionaries and teachers, who 
were all of one mind, and that to do their very best, and leave the rest 
with the dear Heavenly Father, and when did ever His servants call to 
Him invain? In the Isabella Thoburn College, in city work, in the Home 
for Homeless, the record of the year was very encouraging. It is esti- 
mated that there are three million women and girls in this district, and on 
many of these poor darkened minds the Gospel light has dawned, and 
they rejoice in the blessed assurance that there is hope on earth and joy 
in Heaven for women. 

The Sitapur Boarding School, under Miss Loper’s efficient superin- 
tendence has had a good year, and the record of the year’s work of the 
hundred girls is bright and hopeful. Quite a number have learned 
the “better way’’ and are willing learners in the lessons of self-denial 
and helpfulness, and their growth in character on the best lines cheers 
the heart of their superintendent. Mrs. Messmore has charge of the 
Zenana work in this district, and has eight bible-women under lier 
charge, In looking over the appointments and reports of North India 
conference, the frequent mention of circuit work, brings forcibly to mind 
our own early history, as a church. There are six circuits in Oudh 
District, and in these forty-six bible-women are regularly employed. 

BAREILLY-KUMOAN DISTRICT, combines a wonderful net-work 
of Christian effort, reaching from the hot plains of Central India on the 
south to the borders of Thibet on the north, where Dr. Sheldon and her 
no less brave assistant, Miss Browne, are laying the foundations of a great 
work among the Bhotiyas. We find Mary Reed at Chendag, still 
wonderfully ‘‘ kept’? from suffering and from doubt, and busy with her 
Master’s business. The next is Miss Sullivan and the work at Pithora- 
garh, which she cares for while Miss’ Budden takes her ‘‘ home leave’’.

This makes 356 women who have had more or less training in this school 
in the last thirty years. 

Medical Work. Mrs. Drees reports in city work, 264 patients. She 
also added a course of medical training to the wives of theological 
students. Dr. Margaret Lewis reports a large year’s work in the Mission 
Hospital ; 250 operations had been performed, 120 in-patients in the hos- 
pital. The year’s report for dispensary : total number treated, 21,163, of 
whom more than 7,000 were new cases. She adds, ‘‘we are so glad and 
thankful that so many have heard the message and trust the Spirit has 
carried the good Word to many hearts.”’ 

' The Bareilly Orphanage deserves special notice as it is older than our 
society, and should be treated with due honor. Thousands of girls have 
been cared for there in the thirty-three years. Miss English reports 
285 girls, besides 20 day scholars. 

BIJNOUR DISTRICT.—The work of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary in this district is under the charge of Mrs. Florence Perrine 
Mansell, whose husband is presiding elder. The Girls’ Boarding School 
in Bijnour, is superintended by Mrs. Mansell, assisted by Miss McMullen 
and Mrs. Connelly.. Both teachers are Lal Bagh girls, and under Mrs. 
Mansell’s experienced guidance, are making fine workers. All the board- 
ing scholars’ are members of the Junior League and the older ones also 
members of W. F. M. Society. They manage by working in various 
ways to get some money, and are very generous in giving. City work and 
Zenana work, are under charge of this devoted missionary. The Zenana 
work is promising also. The district work last year was under Miss 
Mary Means until her return to America on health leave. There are ten 
circuits in which forty-six Bible-women visit regularly in Zenanas, or hold 
meetings with those who are not shut in, and they are welcomed.in many 
places, and the seed sown will bring forth fruit in due time.

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Blackstone’s gift — is a delight and a comfort. The additional rooms 
were greatly needed, owing to increase of pupils, and it is satisfactory to 
know that the principal and assistants feel that better work can be 
accomplished since they are emancipated from their cramped quarters. 
One of the promising things in our work is the fact that we are educat- 
ing our own teachers and helpers, and yet we cannot supply the needs. 
Scarcely a month passes that I do not receive urgent letters begging me 
to find a good assistant, bible reader or teacher for some station ; and 
this isnot only for our own conference, but for other conferences also. 

The training school and boarding school have each an increase of 
pupils, and in both the girls are growing spiritually. Indeed, I can say 
this of all our boarding schools, and one of my great pleasures as I attend 
the district conferences and the boarding school examinations is the real 
earnest spirit shown by the women and girls, not only to live right them- 
selves but to teach others of Jesus Christ. : 

The older girls in all our schools take heed to the example they set 
before the younger ones. The Meerut Boarding School stood high in the 
government examination, and all the classes were commended. It is a 
pleasure to see these girls growing up to be true Christian women. Many 
of them will be village workers by and by. The Cawnpore school sus- 
tains its well-earned reputation. The two girls who are in the Dufferin 
dispensary are well spoken of by the doctor in charge, and are learning 
to be very useful. Two of the older girls express a desire to study 
medicine when they have finished their studies. 

We feared Miss Bobenhouse would not be strong enough to hold the 
work in the Aligarh school, but she has improved in health and enjoys 
her work. The school is doing well. Iam pleased with the knowledge 
of the Bible which those poor waifs from heathendom are gaining both in 
Aligarh and Allahabad, where eighty children, large and small, are learn- 
ing to love the one true God. It is wonderful how quickly these poor, 
ignorant children, who seem notfar above animals when they come to us, 
develop and learn. In Ajmer we find the same is true, and this is what 
makes our school work so full of interest. _ 

‘The work of the several districts in our conference, so far as the 
reports have reached me, is going forward as well as possible with the 
limited number of workers. The supply does not equal the demand. It 
is pitiable sometimes to hear people say, ‘‘Why do you not send us. 
teachers? If your religion is better than ours, why do you not teach us?” 
We are doing the best we can; but, oh ! how much there is yet to do! 

The work on the Punjab district will be one of our best and most 
profitable investments. For years we have felt that we were missing an

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ing toward the Light, she wrote, ‘‘ There is positively no limit to oppor- 
tunities for successful work save workers and money.’’ Satisfied that 
she was where God had placed her, she was planning for advance and 
improvement to property that would tend toward self support. 

The women and the children waiting for instruction, our buildings 
vacant and unprotected, and Miss Fuller’s lonely grave, all call loudly 
for two missionaries, one of them having had experience in India. 

RAIPUR. Godavery District, with an area as large as the State of 
Ohio, contains four millions of unevangelized souls, and Raipur City 
and Circuit eight hundred thousand women and girls for whom nothing 
was being done till Rev. George K. Gilder, presiding elder of the dis- 
trict, assisted by personal friends and famine funds, came to their relief. 

In 1899, the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, through the Balti- 
more Branch, entered the field, and its growth has been phenomenal, 

Supervision, of the work has passed from the hands of Mrs. Gilder 


to those of Miss Emily L. Harvey, who says: ‘‘I have never in India 
found people so accessible to the Gospel as are these. They are literally 
waiting for it; hungry for the Bread of Life.’’ Twenty-five acres have 


been purchased, and $1,500 pledged for the first building, an orphanage. 
We have also united with the General Missionary Society in the pur- 
chase of two acres for a burial lot. . 

BIDAR. The small appropriation made for this place has been 
used to support girls in Raichur Boarding School, Hyderabad. Not- 
withstanding the removal of a valuable assistant in zenana work, and 
Miss Evans’ absence, all departments of work have been carried on, 
and the Boarding School has had a remarkably prosperous year. Miss 
Wood has secured a desirable piece of property, well located, for 
a Zenana Home. : 

VIKARABAD. There is an excellent opening for our work here, 
and a lease of land has been secured. We are urged to build Deaconess’ 
Home and dormitories. Bangalore sends an urgent appeal for two mis- 
sionaries, Mrs. Buttrick’s supervision being withdrawn by her return to 
England. There is a fine opening here, it is said, for English work, and 
could we take on the Baldwin School it would soon be self-supporting 
and an honor to the mission. ; 

KOLAR. Miss Maskell’s large work is being vigorously and 
successfully pushed. The boarding school and orphanage in Miss 
Fisher’s hands has been faithfully cared for by Miss Woods. 

RAICHUR. Miss Carver is most grateful for the $225, which put up 
the temporary dormitories, and by this time she probably has purchased 
the coveted piece of land for new buildings. She says Raichur District 
is a fruitful field; the people are turning to Christianity by whole villages 
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and are offering to support their pastors. Asa consequence, her school 
is growing in favor, and a daughter of the chief Mohammedan official 
in Raichur is a pupil. This man is chairman of the Board of Public 
Instruction, and she hopes through his influence and that of the director 
to secure the grant in aid for which she applied. Twenty girls recently 
asked to be received into the church. Of this number she selected ten, 
and they, with five probationers, have been formed into a class for 
instruction, preparatory to reception into the church. 

MADRAS. Work progresses very favorably in all departments. 
More villages are visited, more zenanas entered,-and the schools are 
larger in numbers. Every branch feels the invigorating touch of Miss 
Stephens, its superintendent. Upon her landing in Bombay, letters and 
telegrams of greeting’ poured in upon her, and a splendid ovation 
marked her entrance into Madras. The surprise of her life was the 
Gateway to the Compound, erected in her absence by Baltimore 
Branch. The tablet bears this inscription: Memorial to Grace Stephens, 
Superintendent Madras Mission Work, Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Erected by Baltimore 
Branch. ‘‘ Give her of the fruit of her hands; let her own works praise 
her in the gates.’” Itis calleda Rajah’s gateway. Miss Stephens has copied 
some of our methods; notably the use of mite-boxes. They are placed in 
the Caste Girls’ School and in the poor schools of the villages, the latter 
receiving not money, but rice; oftentimes a portion of the small daily allow- 
ance of the child’s food. A girl came into possession of two small coins. 
Her first thought was to spend them upon herself, but remembering the 
mite-box she started on a run to reach it. Pursued by the temptation 
to self-gratification, she ran the faster, and reaching the school almost 
breathless, she exclaimed : ‘‘ Get the mite-box, quick.’ In Bethesda— 
the little house by the gate—come every Wednesday afternoon the 
poor, the diseased, the halt and the blind who have been led to Christ, 
for further instruction. At close of the meeting each one receives half 
of a loaf of white bread, probably the only good meal they will have till 
base come again. One day of the month Miss Stephens has a zenana-at-

the opportunity. In the home is what she calls her Bethel; a 

room set apart for prayer, and before any worker living on the premises, 
or outside, sets out for the daily task they come there for prayer, And 
she claims that the many idols and other trophies brought in are God’s 
these prayers.

rE robes, Dr. Rudisill says, eclipses those of the Pope of 
Rome. But the most extraordinary is a photograph of the Great High 
Priest Foe and he an uncle to Pres Ammal, her mother’s. 
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own brother. The photo was worshipped for four years; the devotee, a 
pupil of Sooboo’s, giving it to her because she had learned to worship 
the true God. Sooboonagam is doing a beautiful work in a beautiful 
spirit.

BOMBAY DISTRICT, Bombay.—The evangelistic work in this place 
is under the supervision of Miss Nichols, of the New York Branch. The 
past months have been full of trial. The first blow fell when Miss Robin- 
son was transferred to North India. This was followed by the sudden 
death of Mrs. Fritchley, who for years has been the faithful Zenana 
teacher in the homes of scores of women. 
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.—By the transfer of Miss Miller to Basim, Miss 
Lawson (New York Branch) on her return to India, was enabled to resume 
the charge of this work where her many duties, in addition to the respon- 
sibility of the Telegaon School, keep both heart and hands full to over- 
flowing. There have been a number of conversions among the girls, and 
others have received new inspiration from meetings held during the 

Boarding School.—Of this institution Miss Lawson writes: “ After 
thirteen months’ furlough | arrived in Bombay, December 7th, and on 
January 1st took charge of the school. 

I found many changes, for from August to November, there had 
been thirty-three deaths and others were still weak from the disease that 
had carried off somany. Since January six of these have passed away 
and four others, two from acute and two from lingering diseases. 

Seventeen girls I received from the famine districts in 1900 just before 
going home, were recently found to belong to another mission. The 
mistake came through the deceit of a native worker in that district. Of 
course we returned the girls to their homes. By death and removals the 
sch has lost during the year, 79 girls, There have been 23 admissions, 
making the number now enrolled 104. 


The girls have advanced spiritually and in April there were several 
conversions and others received a new impetus in their Christian life. 

At the annual inspection in November all did well and the fancy 
work made for inspection was sold at conference for rupees twenty-five. 

_ Some necessary repairs have been made to the buildimgs, also some 
changes in arrangement of rooms, making the place more comfortable 
and healthful.”’ 

- Telegaon Branch School.—Since January the Telegaon Orphanage 
has been supervised from Bombay. We were fortunate in securing 
Miss Phillips, an English lady, to take charge, and she has been 
doing excellent work. Continued attacks of fever, however, make it 
necessary for her to give up the position, and as we find the facilities for

Zenanus and City Schools, Miss Nicholls writes: ‘‘You 
_betore from me how wonderfully God continues to open doors 
is old plague- stricken city of Bombay, The houses we visit 
iber a bout 2 200, but this, of course, does not include the 
men to whom we have had the privilege of speaking the 
ibly they number from 1,200 to 1,500 weekly.” 
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The word of God is received with gladness by many of these dear 
women. We can only praise Him when we see the eagerness with which 
they welcome us and give a chair or spread a mat on the floor for us 
to sit on, and then say, ‘‘ Don’t go yet ; sit a little longer,’’ calling forth 
from us more words of a Saviour’s love and tenderness. 

A very marked feature in our work of late has been the delight many 
of the high caste ladies take in coming to our bungalo. They take tea 
and cake with us, after which, at their own request, we sing a number 
of gospel hymns. This freedom was a thing unknown a few years ago. 

In February, Mrs. Fritchley, one of our workers, was suddenly called 
to her heavenly home, and it is quite touching to hear these women speak 
so lovingly and tenderly of her ministry to them. 

Our city schools have maintained a fairly regular attendance during 
the year, and the children are usually responsive to scripture truths. Our 
great need now is the funds to open a high caste school for Jeudah girls 
(secluded), These girls are only allowed to go to school until twelve 
years of age, so, if we are going to reach them at all we must not delay, 
for ‘‘now is the accepted time’’. The number enrolled at present on our 
city school book is 60, 

The Marathi Woman’s Friend has been edited monthly and is much 
appreciated by those who read it. 

POONA. Taylor High School, in charge of Misses Elliott and Files, 
is having a very successful year. Miss Files, by her long experience, has 
already made herself invaluable to the schoo] by her work in charge of 
the kindergarten and teachers’ training class. At the last annual exam- 
ination 75 per cent. of the pupils sent up passed, and the three sent up 
for college entrance all passed. Two are employed in our mission and 
one has gone to a medical school to prepare for wider usefulness, Miss 
Elliott writes: ‘‘There are Scotch, Irish, Welsh, English, Australian, 
Norwegian, American, West Indian, Portuguese, Eurasian, Hindu, native 
Christian and Jews enrolled. Two children have come all the way from 
Africa to attend this school, and the parents of two others are in China. 
The majority of the pupils are orphans. There are three circles of King’s: 
Daughters and a Little Light Bearers Mission Band, which is supporting a 
little famine girl. We have been re-enforced this year by Miss McReddie 
and Miss D’Cruize, two B. A.’s from the Isabella Thoburn College. 

One day I was looking worried anda little five-year-old said, ‘“‘ Are 
you worried, Miss Elliott?’’ I said, ‘‘ Yes, dear.’? Her answer was, 
“Don’t worry, Miss Elliott ; just write a letter to God and tell Him all 
about it.”’ ; 

Marathi Day Schools. Mrs. Fox reports for this work: ‘At 
present Poona is free from plague and famine, and the schools have 

« 
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assumed a most cheerful aspect. In one school we have pupils whose 
mothers only a few years ago were among our brightest scholars. We 
frequently meet the old girls, now become matrons, and in almost every 
instance find they are still praying to Jesus and reading the Testaments 
which we gave them when they left the schools. Some, who are not per- 
mitted to read the Scriptures in their husband’s homes, enjoy this privi- 
lege on visiting their parents. 

Whenever we meet these dear girls there is always a happy recogni- 
tion and clinging affection on their part that appeals most strongly to our 
sympathy. Doubtless many would be out-and-out Christians were they 
free to follow their own desires. 

Fiindustani Zenana Work. Mrs. Varden has charge of this work and 
praises God for “‘listening ears’? and ‘‘open doors’. The num- 
ber of houses regularly visited has increased, “the causes of which are 
two, namely, ‘“‘ tie Lord’s blessing on the work” and ‘‘the timely increase 
sent by our soeiety.”’ <A little while ago a Mohommedan woman sent for 
Mrs. Varden and asked if her religion had any message in it for poor 
women and she was glad to tell the old, old story to such a listener. 

Report of Poona Medical Work. Mrs. Stephens writes: Our hearts 
have been made glad many times by seeing our efforts to relieve the phy- 
sical suffering of these poor women and children successful. We have 
been especially successful in our work among children, and it is as well it is 
so, as I treat the children from five different schools. The present year 
has thus far been a very healthy one. Notwithstanding this I have pre- 
scribed for nearly one hundred children per month, and many of these 
have had their medicines repeated several times. [I am thankful to say 
there has been no serious epidemic of any kind. I have many times 
said one sees little results spiritually from an out-patient’s department, 
but we can only go on sowing, and many times our seeds are very small 
indeed, and consist perhaps of only a smile, together with a loving 
interest in, a solicitude for, the suffering one—and these, coupled with a 
gentle touch in examining and dressing, are not lost on those who, to say 
the best, do not receive over and above their share of kindness. How- 
ever, in the midst of all these poor patients I have lately had two from 
a different class of society—one, Tai Maharaj, a widowed princess, who 
has everything in the way of wealth, but alas no son to perpetuate the 
name and title. On the day I was called to see her the lawyers were 
coming to make out the adoption papers in favor of a nice looking lad 
of about 17 or 18 years. She was too ill to sit up and I was asked to 
leave a note requesting the officers to allow her to sign the papers 
while lying down, The other was the wife of a Brahman lawyer of

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confinement. This I did andall passed off well; but just as the nurse was 
about to bathe the baby I was told to ‘‘ bide a wee,”’ and in came the 
father and the family priest. The father proceeded to put a bit of gold 
dipped in sacred oil in the child’s mouth (he never even looked toward 
the mother) to touch its forehead, chin and cheeks. Then the priest 
read the child’s horoscope (fortune) from some sort of an almanac. It 


gave the time when he should be named, his fortune, his success in life,. 


length of life, etc., and so faras I could gather was a most fortunate 
horoscope. They then left us to finish our work in peace. The next 
day when I called I found a band had been engaged to sit in the garden 
and play in honor of the grand event of the birth of a son. Almost every 
time I called some new ceremony was in progress. On the seventh day 
the whole place was almost deluged. A number of people had been 
hired to carry and pour water in the verandah. I suppose the idea was 
to purify the place, not knowing that outward washings cannot cleanse 
the soul. I trust that some seeds we dropped may bring forth fruit. I 
should like to say something also about a purdah party I had, at which 
a young Hindoo girl played on the piano, and also of my Saturday 
morning beggar’s class, where from 60 to too hear the Gospel every 

Saturday and afterwards get a pice each. In all these ways we try to 
spread abroad the knowledge of the love of Jesus. 

CENTRAL PROVINCES DISTRICT. Basim. Mrs. Moore, who 
has had charge of this. work for so many years, was obliged to return to 
America, owing to ill health; and Miss Miller, whose knowledge of Mar- 
athi made her just the one for the place, was sent to take charge. She 
‘says that owing to Mrs. Moore’s discipline in the past years, the work 
was very easy to take up and the school is progressing beautifully. There 
are at present 82 girls on the roll. ‘‘ Many know the Lord and testify to 
the keeping power of Cbrist.’’ 

‘‘Zanana work (or rather house to house visitation, as we have 
no proper Zenanas in Basim) is also very encouraging. The four 
women who work in Basim City are cordially received and the gospel is. 
listened to with interest. We are admitted into many high caste homes, 
and many express their belief in Christ although they have not courage 
to publicly confess Him. We also have bible-women at two out-stations. 
The seed is taking root and we expect ere long to see it spring up and 
bear fruit.’’ 

Kampti. Mrs. Clarke writes most encouragingly of her work in 
this station, especially among the high caste women. ‘‘A young wife 
when very ill requested that prayer be made to the Christian’s God for 
her recovery.’?

baptized. The hopes for the day school are in the future, when the girls 
will have homes of their own. One bright girl died very suddenly, but 
left a beautiful testimony of her faith in Christ.’’ 

Khandwa Boarding School and Orphanage. Miss Elicker reports : 
“Early in January we had a few meetings with the girls, when’ 
many of them gave their hearts to the Lord. We notice a change 
for the better in their lives. The older girls are much interested in their 
Bible study, and each is eager to possess a Bible of her own. Many have 
bought them with money earned by making lace. While at Pachmarlle 
I sold 4o rupees’ worth of lace. We have quite a nursery of babies. 
Within the last ten months we have taken in six, varying in age from 
seven days totwo years. The last is an English child, seven days old, 
whose mother died and the father came to us for help in his distress. We 
are only keeping it until other arrangements can be made. Another 
blessing of this year is a good matron, who relieves me of much anxiety.’’ 

KHANDWA. Zenana Work,under Mrs. Abbott's supervision, is doing 
nicely. “‘ We were much encouraged,”’ she writes, ‘‘in visiting a village 
where a worker had been placed a few months previous, to see how readily 
the Christian girls were learning to read and to hear them repeat the Lord’s 
prayer and ten commandments, also to sing the hymns. One of our 
women working among a low caste has lately gained access to homes of 
higher caste, and the wornen hear her gladly, saying; ‘‘ We thought this 
new teaching only intended for the ‘low caste;’ now we see it is 
intended for everybody.’’ At Barhanpur the native pastor reports the 
women as being cheerfully received wherever they go, both in town and 
Vv 

JABALPUR. Boarding School and Orphanage. Miss Hyde 
says of this institution: ‘‘ Looking back over the first six months 
of the year 1902, I can see how different from our proposal has been 
God’s disposal, and I can praise Him for His wisdom and tender mer- 
cies, which have been unfailing. During the visit Mrs. Calkins made to 
the churches here, the longed-for revival came. Scores of our dear girls 
gave their hearts to Christ, and we are seeing the fruits in their lives, 
though they are indeed ‘ babies in Christ.’ The health of the school has 
improved much during these months and was especially good during 
May and June. The educational work has been very satisfactory. The 
class which made sucha good record in rgor has again been the banner 


class, 79 out of 80 having passed. With a stronger corps of teachers 


good records could be made in all the classes. A few of our great bless- 
ings are: Dr. Norton, soon to be with us; Miss Bennett’s steady improve- 


_ men in health, and my own almost perfect health during the strain of 


heavy work in the hot season. There are 300 girls in the school. 
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The Zenana Work is making as much progress as can be 
expected under the circumstances. Unmarried girls cannot go into this 
work safely, and owing to the ‘‘cut’”’ in the Parent Board appropriations 
and their inability to take on more male workers, there are fewer married 
women to be employed. Then, too, the other societies at work in the 


’ station pay higher salaries than we can afford to give, thus cutting off our 


supply in another direction. The two city schools have been carried on 
under difficult circumstances, and fora time one has been closed, though 
it is hoped it may be re-opened soon or another in its place. Miss Heafer 
has charge of this work. 

NARSINGHPUR. Eight bible-women and one assistant in Nar- 
singhpur have done faithful work among the women of the town and in 
several of the surrounding villages. Many of these women have learned 
several of our hymns and are familiar with parts of the Bible; and we 
know that some of them have given up idolatry. The women in the 
training class have made fair progress in their studies. In the out stations 
our three bible-women have been aggressive in their work ; one 
has in addition to going regularly to the best houses of her village two 
hours a week, taught the Bible and Christian hymns to the girls in the 
Government Girls’ School, taught by a Brahmain. In Gadawara we are 
encouraged by the attitude of the better class of Mohammedan women. 
During the past month we have commenced work in a new village. The 
wife of our preacher, already there, opened 17 houses and has a promis- 
ing Sunday school. 

BARODA. Miss Williams says: ‘‘ There seems to be every prospect 
now that the long delayed purchase of a permanent site for our school 
is now about to be consumated. The details are now being arranged 
and it is hoped to have the matter so far completed that the buildings 
can be begun immediately after the monsoon, and at least, a part of it 
occupied by January, 1903. 

The regular school work has gone on steadily with zeal, and the 
examinations passed were in the most cases satisfactory. The girls are 
instructed in all kinds of housework and it is with satisfaction that we see 
them developing into useful, all-round women with their hands trained 
as well as their minds. We aim to make our school a home where 
our girls can be fitted for true usefulness in any position in which they 
may be placed. 

During the year a series .of revival meetings were held in which 
twenty-five of the girls signified their wish and purpose to consecrate 
their lives to the service of Christ. Some are looking forward to active 
missionary work, and we are expecting much from their lives thus conse- 
crated in their youth to the Master’s service.

The Girls’ School in Calcutta, under Miss Samson’s care, is growing 
in numbers and influence. She has had royal helpers in Misses Stores 
and Henkle. The former has the higher classes in her department, and 
under her skillful training the scholarship of that grade has greatly 
improved. Miss Stores is a rare teacher and gives her services without 
remuneration. 

Miss Henkle has not been strong this year, but has been full of zeal 
for, and interest in, the work which has fallen into her hands. 

Miss Samson has taken several of her older girls on her teaching 
staff and has sent one to Muttra. ‘ 

The Girls’ School at Darjeeling has grown rapidly in numbers and 
in favor with the people. The new building, the Almira Pierce Hall, 
was finished and occupied early in April. It is a three story building, 
strongly built, and very comfortable and convenient. Seventy-three 
pupils have been in attendance, forty of whom were boarders. A goodly 
number of them have been converted. Miss Knowles has rare power in 
_ leading these girls into sincere and earnest Christian lives. She has a 
profound conviction that the wonderful way in which this work has been 
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reopened clearly indicates that it is God's plan for a great work, and she 
is giving herself to it with her wonted zeal and enthusiasm. Miss 
McKinley and» Miss Wisner are her valuable helpers in teaching and 
training these young girls. Miss Wisner is not strong, but the bracing 
airjof Darjeeling makes it possible for her to remain in India, where she 
is doing good work teaching the higher classes. 

A promise ot Rs. 20,000 from the government to aid in the purchase 
of the property has greatly encouraged our workers in Darjeeling. Some 
Nepaulese Christian girls have gathered a Sunday School class of wild 
looking and very dirty children, and are trying to instill into their 
hearts the blessed Gospel truths ‘that have brought such light and 
peace into their own lives. No better proof of the genuineness of their 
own Christian experience could be given than this desire for the salva- 
tion of others. 


MAZUFFERPORE. This is a splendid field, but sadly needs good, 
thorough work. The woman’s work is barely living. One lone assist- 
ant has carried the work, keeping her twenty-five pupils in good order, 
beside doing considerable zenana and Mobhulla visiting, where she 
found ready listeners to her message of hope and love. If a steady 
worker could be sent to this accessible people, many would soon be 
preparing for baptism. 

Miss Maxey has been sick almost all the year, and sends an earnest 
request that some one shall be sent to her relief. Misses Blair and 
Moyer have worked together at Tumlook this year, but have failed to 
send any report. 

Mrs. Byers has had a prosperous year at Asansole, but the added 
care of the work at Mazufferpore has made her duties too heavy for her, 
and she, too, must be relieved as soon as possible. 


PAKUR. Mrs. Meik has had no helper at Pakur since Miss 
Jacobson came to America, and the care of her own little family 
has left her but little time for supervising the interests of the school. 
Let us hope that the new building will give a new impetus to the work 
at Pakur. 

Mrs. Lieden has patiently and lovingly labored to uplift the women 
of Bolpur. At first it seemed almost a hopeless task to teach them to 
sew or knit. After they had learned button making, she taught them 
cr x and sewing. In addition to her Bible classes, Mrs. Lieden 
held a weekly mother’s meeting, and this, added to the work of a good 


bible-woman, is bringing light and hope to the darkened minds of these 
poor 


_ Mrs, Lee writes of most interesting work by the bible-women, and 
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of successful tours taken by herself and husband. Her six day schools. 
are growing in interest and attendance. 

The greatness of the harvest and the fewness of the laborers is the 
burden of every letter from Bengal. 

The further depletion of the ranks this year has increased the 
burden of the little band of faithful, tried and true women who repre- 
sent us in that needy field. Amid all that is depressing and discouraging 
the infinite power of One who ‘‘shall never fail nor be discouraged ”’ is 
undermining the great fabric of heathenism and surely bringing nearer 
the time when ‘‘the kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdoms 
of our Lord and of His Christ’’. 

A sign of His coming kingdom was shown when a congress, with 
representatives from all parts of India, met in Calcutta recently, and 
they were obliged to use the English language in order to understand 
each other, and while the touch of modern civilization is not always 
benign, a universal language will bring all within reach of Christian 
helpfulness.

In the fifteen years since the Maylasia Mission began its existence 
most encouraging results have been attained and the work grown beyond 
expectation. The beautiful Deaconess Home in Singapore is a house of 
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blessing to more than fifty girls, and a center from which radiates many 
lines of influence. The devoted Miss Blackmore is ever on the alert for 
opportunities to advance the cause of Christ among the people. As 
house-keeper, teacher, evangelistic worker, friend and adviser she is con- 
stantly busy and eminently successful in all she undertakes to do. The 
matron, who has been her faithful helper for the past six years, died dur- 
ing the year. The evangelistic work is carried on principally through the 
eight home schools in the homes. Many more such schools could be 
carried on if there were only more workers. 

The Bible Training School has made a satisfactory beginning. There 
is such a demand for trained bible-women, and their services so eagerly 
sought after, that the school was and is a necessity. 

The Singapore Methodist Girls’ School numbers as high as 16s, 
including the kindergarten. Miss Lilly’s home-coming in March left the 
school without ahead. Miss Cody was the only one who was available 
to take charge. She has had the work of two missionaries to do. She has 
been anxiously looking for some one to come to her relief, but as yet no 
one has been sent. The kindergarten training class had to be given up, 
as it was impossible for Miss Cody to continue that work. We plead for 
another missionary for Singapore to take charge of the Girls’ school at 
once, or both school and kindergarten will have to be given up. Miss 
Hemingway, at Teluk Ayer, has 8o children enrolled in her school. The 
building is crowded, and a new building in another locality is much 
desired. There are six and eight pupils at one desk; the desks often go 
to pieces beyond repair, owing to the ravages of white ants. 

Miss Hemingway has also a boys’ class in the Anglo-Chinese school 
of from 75 to 100. Visits to the leper hospital are included in her evan- 
gelistic work. 

At Kwala Lampor Miss Anderson is singing the gospel into the hearts 
and lives of her pupils. Miss Anderson writes: 

_ “We try to keep i in mind that all of our work should be done for the 
glory of God. Believing in the refining, uplifting and transforming power 
of music on our lives, we have earnestly sought to promote its influence 
among our | girls. I try to do some evangelistic work, principally among 
the Tamils, and here there is a wide field for that work. 

There ere onstant demand for a boarding school, and many bright, 
interesting are slipping away from us into the convent ever open 

to receive them. We hope arrangements can be made soon when we can 

otestant boarding school in Kwala Lampor.” 
feek has 45 scholars in the Kwala Lampor school. The written 
Gamonatishe at close of the school were very satisfactory. Two of the

from a Buddhist home, where they have a private temple. This girl is the 
idol of her father, who plainly says she is his favorite child. ‘‘ She 
is interested in the Bible lessons, yet is loyal to her father. If she should 
openly announce herself a Christian, the wrath of her father would be 
more than any mortal girl dare oppose.’’ 

Mrs. Meek is just recovering from an attack of Dengue fever, and is 
far from strong, yet doing her usual work. 

Mrs. Leuring at Ipoh has had a very successful year with 35 pupils. 
She has been assisted in the evangelistic work by a faithful old Chinese 
bible-woman, and in the schoo] work by Mrs. Paul, the Tamil pastor’s 
wife. Mrs. Leuring says: ‘‘For the last three years we have urged the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society to see the great need of deaconess 
work here, as we see it. 

‘“As to my personal work, I wish to say that I have spent every 
school day in the year in school, which considering the fact that I am 
a mother of six children, who all need my help, can scarcely be considered 
fair to my family, but I have done this work because it is of so much 
importance, and because there was no one else to take it up. I now ask 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society to release me from this work 
and send a deaconess at once to take it up.’’ 

Dr. Leuring says, ‘‘I would urge upon the ladies at home the need of 
the southern half of the state of Perak, that is, the circuit of Ipoh, with 
regard to woman’s work. We have here a growing girls’ school and no 
competition whatever, as an educational and evangelistic agency, but 
have failed as yet to secure a deaconess. I have offered ‘to build 
a deaconess home from local contributions free of charge to the home 
committee, if a suitable lady would be appointed. Hitherto my wife, and 
native assistants have done the arduous work aside from her home duties. 
I feel that it is far too much for her to do and hope that a change may 
soon be effected.” ; 

The work in Penang continues to grow despife the uncomfortable 
quarters in which our school and missionaries are located. The Charlotte 
S. Winchell Home has been slow.in materializing, but we trust this year | 
will witness its completion. Miss Martin will come home in the spring 
and we hope our new missionary will be in the field before that time. 
Miss Ellis cannot carry on the work alone. Mrs. Pykett is happy in the 
completion of the new Rescue Home, a suitable and commodious build- 
ing all paid for on the field. 

Miss Jackson, at Taipeng, has been having success, although under 
very discouraging circumstances occasioned by the newness of the work 
and no funds at her command. 

There are forty-three girls enrolled in the day school, also Sunday 
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school and Bible classes for both boys and girls. A house school will 
soon be started among the Tamils, who are too timid to go to the day 
school. Dr. West speaks in highest terms of Miss Jackson and her 
work, 

Dr. Leuring writes, ‘‘Our Mission in Taipeng opens up for us the 
whole north of the state of Perak, which portion contains sooo square 
miles, just as our chief station, Ipoh, commands the other half of the 
territory, vis :—another 5,000 square miles. Our educational work in the 
state with schools at Ipoh, Teluk, Anson and Taipeng, have given us 
a position before the government which has always been highly appreci- 
ated and commended by those in authority. The government has 
always assisted us in grants-in-aid, gifts of land and houses for educa- 
tional | Irposes, and will surely continue their policy so long as we do 
more ent work than other educational agencies. You are aware 
that a beautiful Girls Boarding School has been given us by the govern- 
ment, which aside from the large plot of land on which it is built, repre- 
sents a value of $3,000, and is sure to increase in value from year to 
- year, 

We are requested to make some appropriation for Miss Jackson’s 
special needs in getting her work well organized. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. The last but not the least in the Malaysia 
department is our rapidly growing work in the Philippines. It has been 
difficult to adjust the form of work best suited to the changing conditions 
of the native element. 

The United States government having organized the public school 
system of education, we could not undertake educational work at this 
time. 

Dr. Stuntz, who has charge in the Philippines, has been making 
a careful study of the needs for the work among the women and has 
decided that the deaconess work is best suited for the present. In the 
early summer a valuable and desirable piece of property was unexpect- 
edly thrown upon the market. Some of the army officers, who are 
interested in the spiritual development of our new possessions, advanced

FOOCHOW. Miss Wilkinson and Miss Plumb were appointed to 
the Girls’ Boarding School and day schools. 

Miss Wilkinson, reporting for the Boarding School, strikes her harp 
with a jubilate in praise of Him who hath comforted His people and will 
have mercy upon His afflicted. The enrollment for both terms of the 
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conference year is one hundred and sixty. The largest class ever 
graduated from the school (10) finished the course and have begun the 
work of teachers. The class numbered eleven until November, when 
Pearle Mathews, one of the brightest and best, went joyfully home, to 
be forever with the Lord. Seven of the school’s graduates are teaching 
all day, and four others are employed as personal teachers and do 
class-room work. 

The school now employs but one male teacher all day and two 
others for one hour each day. Miss Plumb's illness would have been a 
much harder blow for the schoo] had not two of these personal teachers 
by their knowledge of English, rendered invaluable assistance. Miss 
Plumb is greatly beloved by the pupils, and they greatly regretted he: 
illness. — 

Day Schools. This year Foochow has twelve day schools, 
and they are doing well. As the Boarding School is turning out more 
teachers each year, and as calls for day schools multiply, more funds are 
required. 

Conference Seminary. Miss Parkinson, in charge of the semi- 
nary, says: “God has kept us all in perfect health, and we praise 
Him for His watchful care and guidance.”” The enrollment for the year 
has been twenty-three. Three of these were Catholics, who, by reason 
of priestly interference, soon withdrew. Estimates for building and 
scholarships are renewed; Miss Wilkinson stating the scholarships are a 
necessity if the girls are to have enough English to be helpful to them 
and to others ; the scholarships to be given solely as rewards of merit 
to those who have passed successively the first two years of the semi- 
nary course. Miss Parkinson has shared with Mrs. Tippett the care of 
the orphanage, and is grateful for so efficient a matron and faithful 
Amah. The children have been kept in health. Two of the older girls 
are doing drawn work, and proceeds of sales will help to clothe them. 
In addition to the number resident in the orphanage, there have been 
forty kindergarten and day pupils. 

_ Woman's Training School and Romanized School. Miss Carrie 
I. Jewell in charge. Prevalence of \cholera and plague delayed 
opening of schools till October. For a time five hundred were carried 
from the city gate daily, and that did not include the many who died 
in all the closely surrounding villages. 

_ Miss Jewell returned to Foochow from her vacation September 
2oth, that she might, previous to opening the schools, make some 
changes in the building that, with a small outlay of money and a larger 
no Pac aN strength, would accommodate more women. Total 
, forty-five. To Miss Jewell a specially pleasing 
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feature of the year was the punctuality of the women in returning for the 
opening of the school. ‘‘When forty women,’’ says Miss Jewell, ‘who 
have lived in different homes, come together in one, and when work, 
study, home-life must all be planned together, it is inevitable for offenses to 
come, but it is remarkable how well they get on most of the time.”’ Four 
who were probationers were received into full membership, and three 
joined on probation. There has been much house to house evangelistic 
work. The pupils. grouped into divisions and so planned that each 
woman had her share of the work. Miss Jewell’s rest and association 
with Christian workers in Japan were delightful, and she hoped to return 
invigorated in body and spirit to do better work for the Master. 

Industrial Work. Miss Jeanne Adams is a personal illustration as well 
as teacher of that much-coveted object in all missions — self-support. 
With the love of Christ constraining, she renounced a life of ease and 
pleasure, and at her own expense went to Foochow, and since January 1, 
1900, has maintained herself, bending her seemingly inexhaustible energy 
to instructing other women to be self-respecting and how to meet their 
needs. The untidy are taught to be clean, the indolent to be industrious, 
the wasteful to be frugal, and the blind to see Him whois the Light of the 
World, 

Articles of beauty and utility made by these women find their way 
into brighter homes than theirs, and the sales hold ‘‘ the wolf” at bay, 
though he often comes painfully near the door. 

MING-CHIANG. Woman’s School. Misses Longstreet and 
Glenk cared for the woman’s school, the day schools, bible-women and 
their work in the district in Miss Peters’ absence.. After conference Miss 
Peters, accompanied by Miss Longstreet, returned to Ming-Chiang, she 
taking charge of the woman’s school, Miss Longstreet of day schools and 
evangelistic work. She found a warm welcome on every side ; perhaps 
the most hearty from the native Christians. She was so happy as to secure 
during the New Year vacation the same teacher she employed in the 
school before leaving for home. The school opened with the largest 
attendance they ever had. Miss Longstreet’s illness preventing her return 
after New Year vacation, threw upon Miss Peters the additional burden 
of the work Miss Longstreet had accepted. She made a trip over the 
district in April and May and was much pleased with the work deine in 
the schools and by the bible-women. 

The work opened in new places is especially interesting, — Mieeesoo! 
opened within the year has 27 pupils ; some of them are women who can- 
not leave their work through the day, andso come at night. An excellent 
bible-woman is at work there; a good many have joined the church, and 
they are planning to build a house of worship.

_ Whenever doctor could get away from hospital routine there was 
some one waiting to conduct her to property that he was anxious to sell 
and which was just the place for her hospital. And so she has walked 
‘miles and miles to view land which she had no idea of buying. Every 
smile of approval sent the price up tens of dollars. No one at home, she 
Says, can have any idea of the labor involved in the purchase of a piece 
of land. However, like all earthly ills, this had an end, Land was pur- 
chased, plans drawn, estimates submitted and accepted, and the hospital 
is being built. It makes the heart ache to read of the disadvantages 
under which this skilful surgeon has done her work—conditions which in 
America would not be tolerated for a day. 

 HOK-CHIANG AND NGU-CHENG DISTRICTS, Miss Allen in 
charge. The spring term of the Girls’ Boarding School opened with 57 
pupils, and five graduated in June, two of the number remaining as 
teachers. The kindergarten department, recently opened, is a great blessing 
to the little ones and the teacher—one of the first fruits of the Ngu-Cheng

KU-CHENG. Loarding Schools.—Three schools ought to be 
reported under this head. But the Romanized school, which has aimed 
to send out 4o women each year—-women who have learned to read in 
four months, has had to be closed, because one pair of hands and one 
tired head could not direct so many departments. Girls’ Boarding 
School has had a blessed year. The enrollment is not so large as last 
year, but the work has been first-class. This school has been in existence 
nine years, and 25 of its graduates are now teaching in day schools, and 
eleven more will go out ina few months. Four times in its history the 
school has been disorganized by troubles local or general. This has been 
an exceptional year; exemption from sickness and peace in our borders. 
The Woman’s Training School has had its usual enrollment. Sunday and 
Thursday evening prayer-meetings have been a help in uniting the girls 
and women in Christian work. Many times the women have hesitated to 
take part in meetings in the presence of the girls, as they have felt 
the girls were so much better educated than they, but these union prayer- 
meetings have drawn them together. A new department for the deaf and 
dumb has just been started, and prayers are asked for that it may prove 
a blessing. : 

Evangelistic.—The church has been thrilled with Miss Glenk’s 
report of the unparalleled turning to God in these districts; nothing like 
it ever before known. After a month spent among the villages 
she returned to Ku-Cheng with trophies of the conquering power of 
the Gospel; hundreds of idols, ancestral tablets, incense burners and 
other idolatrous things were surrendered to her—more than she could 
take away, and a bonfire was made of them in the street. Her report 
is replete with marvelous incidents of quick and piercing conviction 
for sin, followed by instantaneous release through believing on Him, 
who said, ‘‘I will in no wise cast out’’. But time and space fail to tell 
of superstitions destroyed ; usages of a life time ignored ; fetters removed 
from soul, mind and feet. 

IONG BING DISTRICT.—Misses Hartford and Linam received 
their conference appointment to the work on this district and took 
up their abode in Yenping. Trials of house-cleaning and repairing, such 
as we experience, are simply play spells in comparison with what con- 
fronted them, and it was January before the Girls’ and Woman’s Board- 
ing School was. regularly opened, though previous to that a few who 
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‘@ 1 ae turned away were allowed to remain. There were many

It is a joy to be able to report at this time ‘a better equipment for the 
work in Hing-Hua conference than for some years past, although all 
pressing needs, especially of workers, are not met. In Hing-Hua city the 
unsanitary native housesso long in use for the Hamilton Girls’ School 
and the Juliet Turner Woman’s Training School have been replaced by 
new and commodious buildings, suited to their purposes. By wise fore- 
sight and management these were constructed largely from material in 
the old buildings, the surplus stone being sold so as to nearly cover the 
cost of building. Mrs. Brewster has rendered valuable aid in superin- 
tending the erection of these buildings, 

The girls’ school will accommodate 1oo or more boarders, besides 
furnishing a chapel and rooms for recitation and industrial work. Miss 
Varney is in charge. Her sphere embraces the mental, spiritual, physi- 
cal and industrial training of the girls. No wonder she finds her strength 
sorely taxed under the strain. 

One new missionary, Miss Westcott, has been sent during the year 
to reinforce the mission at this point. She reports herself as much inter- 
ested in and drawn to the people. In writing of the school she says: 
‘Special stress is laid upon Bible study. As the girls graduate they are 
employed as teachers in the school or sent out as day school teachers. 
All the large girls are taught to weave and cook, while all the students 
share in the household duties. Thus they are taught how to keep their 
own homes clean. This is most important, for the Chinese are very delin- 
quent in regard to cleanliness. The students are very industrious. During 
school hours they are busy with their study, and in the interval they do 
their own laundry work as well as their sewing. Nearly all make their 
own shoes. I like to watch the process. A paper pattern is pasted on 
the material to be used. For their best shoes they use delicate fabrics, 
silk or wool. Then stamped upon the shoes are very elaborate embroid- 
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“ery designs, which they work with colored silk thread. If they can 
afford leather they use it for soles, but often these are made of old cloth, 
pasted together, which serves the purpose very nicely. The rain shoes are 
made of felt, with wooden soles." 
iss Wilson has been greatly missed from the evangelistic and Bible

SIENG-IU. Miss Lebeus and Miss Nicolaisen have been made more 
than thrice glad this year over special gifts for buildings, for which they 
have been praying.

The Germans, who are partic- 
ularly interested in this station since the missionaries are theirs, have 
contributed the amount needed for a home, while an elect lady of the same 
nationality has pledged herself to build a memorial church, in place of 
one that already outgrown, and to supply the greater part of the sum 
reais che erection of a hospital.

Our report from this field must be fragmentary, gathered from per- 
sonal letters, as no formal report has been received. It may be well to 
preface with Bishop Moore’s communication, in which he states that for 
practical reasons the women met in Teintsin for their conference while the 
annual conference was in session in Peking. Both societies have pro- 
vided to re-open work on the old lines in Tsun Hua, and to send mission- 
aries to Shan Hai Kuan. Bishop Moore says: ‘‘I visited Tsun Hua and 
a number of country appointments before the meeting. All had had 
their baptism of blood. Chapels had been rebuilt better than ever. All 
the people seemed well disposed, and every prospect was encouraging. 
In Tientsin you will need to sell out and get nearer the Chinese. Your 
property is in the French concession, is very valuable and should relegate 
with money to spare. This is very important and urgent. The Parent 
Mission proposes to sell out its compound, which will, of course, neces- 
sitate our removal,’’ 

Mrs. Jewell and Miss Gilman arrived in Peking about the middle of 
August, having been detained in Shanghai several days for passage- 
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north. It was soon decided that Miss Gilman would be needed in Tein- 
tsin as long as the Peking school remains there. 

The uniting of these three schools demanded more room for their accom- 
modation. Some rooms in the hospital were utilized, but they were so 
cramped that they mus¢ have more room, and they added two or three 
rooms and made some changes in the old rooms, so that the congestion 
was somewhat relieved, but when the school year opened with an enroll- 
ment of one hundred and sixty pupils it was still quite a problem how all 
of this large family could be cared for in these limited quarters. 

At the present time all are anxious for the school buildings to be 
ready for occupancy. As plans had not been forwarded to Peking, the 
waiting for the arrival of Mrs. Jewell caused some delay in commencing, 
but now with plans matured the work will be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Already urgent appeals are reaching us for more workers to be 
sent that they may have an opportunity to make a good beginning on the 
language before plunging into the work which must be done. 

May the glad day soon come when our mission stations shall be 
so fully equipped with workers that each new recruit shall have a few 
months at least, to devote to study of the language before assuming care 
and responsibility of the work. 

Our medical ladies have not been idle. Dr. Stevenson had the care 
of the widows and destitute among the women, Then in October she 

10 to some Chinese houses that Dr. Lowry allowed her to use, and 
here she had a dispensary and six rooms for in-patients, where she has had 
quite a patronage. She reports 6,632 treatments, and very many oppor- 
tunities for telling of the Great Physician, 

P Dr. Benn and Dr. Martin have both had thrilling experiences in con- 
nection with their work in Tientsin. 

Some of the day schools have been kept up with fair attendance, 
despite the depressing influences and unrest of the past two years. We 
note with real gratitude of heart that dear old Sister Wang, of ‘‘ wheel- 
barrow fame’, still lives to tell redemption’s story, and her heart’s desire 
now is to be permitted to make a journey to Peking to give the Gospel 
message in person to the Empress Dowager. May this strong desire to 
be bearers of the ‘blessed tidings’’ to the ends of the earth greatly 
increase from this occasion, with its hallowing influences, and through 
our intensified faith and zeal, the missionary fire shall burn and glow on 
ep teartaliars among the women of Methodism, who have

Miss Gertrude Howe says of Central China: ‘‘It is a great field, the 
heart of China. When you have won it for Christ, the world will be 
fairly won.’’ The battle now is not ‘‘against flesh and blood,” as in the 
uprising of rgo0, but the God of this world is trying new tactics in grave 
spiritual dangers before the Christian church. No longer regarded as 
barbarians, with monstrous ulterior purposes under pretence of benevo- 
lence, the foreign Christian element has come to be considered as a power 
to be manipulated for temporal aims; so that there needs to be a constant 
anointing of the eyes to discern the true disciples from the false, and not 
to be dazzled by appearances. The question now is, not how to gain 
members to the church, but how to exclude those who seek it for other 
than spiritual reasons. 

Large numbers north of the Yang-tze river have attended the meet- 
ings for women held there. Some have doubtless been quickened by the 
Holy Spirit. But when long lists of names were handed in, they were 
not entered as ‘‘enquirers’’ until they had attended gospel instruction 
for several months. One came from a distance ‘‘ to study the doctrine ”’ 
and showed great eagerness to learn. But gradually the secret motive 
was revealed. She was seeking the temporal sovereignty of the church 
to help her defy a husband whose beatings she was not willing to endure. 
When she found the missionaries could only offer her salvation through 
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repentance and faith in Christ, while it remained that in this world, 
must suffer tribulation, she went away to wait for a more convenient sea- 
son, So it is in Central China as it was in Galilee, where the Maste:

The Girls Boarding School has fifty pupils. One is the dauntiee of 
a prominent official at Nanchung. As all the girls take part in household 
work, sweeping, dusting, etc., she also has performed these tasks cheer- 
fully and faithfully, and has won the respect of all. She manifests a 
desire to learn the truth, and has unbound her feet. The new rule, 
requiring all pupils to pay something toward areal expenses is successful 
beyond expectation. 

Evangelistic Work.—Three bible-women are employed, holding 
meetings and visiting in the homes. Hundreds of women attend the 
meetings. It would be difficult to reach these women in their scattered 
homes, but our Father has laid his hand upon them in the great Yangtze 
flood, and sent them, as refugees, to our door. ’ 

Kiu Kiang Medical Work.—Cholera has been raging, and many 
patients have been sent away from the crowded hospital. Drs. Ida Kahn 
and Mary Stone have found all their hands and hearts could hold to do. 
The floods sent to them so many helplessly sick, that had not the promise 
of God to supply all their need been fully trusted, they would have 
despaired. But the treasury has kept up, like the widow’s meal, always 
just enough for the time being. Beds have to be made up on the floor 
for extra patients, and the plea is urgent for a new wing to the hospital 
so that more women may be reached. So many come suffering fearfully 
in mind and body, and often on the verge of desperate suicide. They 
gladly welcome the hope of a better future.

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West China. First came the news of serious illness among our mission- 
aries, scarcely one of whom escaped. They have all been restored to 
health and are now able to attend to their duties, for which result we 
are devoutly grateful to ‘Almighty God. 

We were next disturbed by the report of the tragedy at Tien-Sen- 
Chiao, where seven of our native Christians were cruelly killed by the 
Boxers, i> 

And recently the Secular papers reported that Chentu had been sur- 
rounded by the Boxers, and that our little band of workers who are 
located there, was in imminent danger. Up to this date, that report has not 
been confirmed, and consequently it may be hoped that it was incorrect. 
It is difficult to dismiss all concern about the Chentu situation, but each 
passing day which brings no news concerning it, gives us additional 
assurance that all is safe. 

In the meantime, the Lord has wrought wonderfully among the 
people, and great numbers of the Chinese are inquiring as to the plan of 
salvation as it is taught in the Gospels. Mr. Lewis has written at length 
concerning this movement. I quote from him as follows : 

‘“The converts come from all classes of the city. The believers. 
range through all social ranks, from officials and wealthy citizens to the 
lowest coolie. A hopeful feature in the work is the fact that about nine- 
tenths of the converts are able to read. The new work, too, is to a 
large extent self-supporting. Although a score of new preaching places 
have been opened, the society has not been required to contribute any- 
thing for the purchase of property, for rent, or for furniture. All these 
things have been provided by the converts themselves, As preachers. 
cannot be furnished for every place, the converts meet together, and the 
one among them who is most competent is their leader. It is wonderful 
what advancement is often made under such unfavorable conditions. 
Some of these converts, when they meet thus for the first time, have 
already committed the entire catecism to memory; and have acquired 
some intelligent ideas as to Christian truth and doctrine.” 

While these conditions were so favorable so far as they related to the 
men, the women were not being reached. Early in the spring, Miss 
Galloway went on an itinerating trip in the Pisan district. In her report 
she says : 

‘“This district embraces a territory one hundred and fifty by one 
hundred and forty English miles, and includes four large cities, and many 
small towns ; in all of these cities and in sixteen of the villages the gen- 
eral missionary board of our church has work established; the natives 
themselves having rented and fitted up buildings, making them more or 
less suitable for meeting places. In each of these twenty places, a Chin- 
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ese Christian has been placed in charge of work, and to the best of his 
ability he leads and teaches the flock who meet each day for morning 
and evening prayers, and on the Sabbath for the regular church 
services. A foolish Chinese custom makes it improper for men and 
women to assemble together (a custom which we try to teach them need 
not be observed when they become Christians), the result of which 
custom is that the women in these out-stations are wholly untaught, no 
work whatever being done among them. Rev. Spencer Lewis, super- 
intendent of our mission, desiring, if possible, to obviate this difficulty, 
conceived the plan of appointing a Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
worker to visit these stations at regular intervals, accompanied by a 
native bible-woman; the entire time of said workers was to be given to 
this sadly neglected class of out-station people. Previous to our 
arrival in Chung King, Miss Manning, with a bible-woman, had made 
a two-weeks’ trip in the district, visiting a number of the stations. Since 
our appointment in January of the present year, we have spent two 
months on the road, visiting those who manifested a desire to identily 
themselves with Christians. Our plan is to remain several days in the 
larger places, conducting schools for the women and holding evangelistic 
services for them, the morning being given to those who desire to learn 
to read, or to become familiar with the doctrine contained in the 
catechisms which have been translated for our people; then in the after- 
noons we meet and talk to them collectively. In the last city visited we 
had at each of these afternoon meetings from one hundred to two 
hundred. and seventy-five women, who sat quietly and listened very 
attentively to the old, yet ever new and attractive story of Jesus and His 
love. Possibly many are entertained, rather than instructed. Yet we 
hope that some among them will believe and be saved. Since March 
first, we have thus met and given the Gospel message to about two 
thousand and five hundred women. Of this number, not more than 
twenty have we found who were able to read in their own language, and 
not more than five who could read with any degree of fluency, To reach 
this: e have traveled about one thousand miles, the mode of

“This work is one of faith. Rarely are we stimulated by the knowl-

¢ are much slower to respond to teaching than men. One’s 
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patience is often tried to the uimost waiting for them to comprehend the 
simplest truth, ‘This is the result of their haying been for centuries con. 
sidered nothing more than the servants of man, and being constantly 
reminded that they are not capable of thinking or reasoning, ‘They are 
often questioned after a hall hour's instrnetion and almost invariably 
express surprise that they should be expected to remember anything they 
had heard, often sayings ‘1, why | have no memory; my husband or my 
son believes the Jesus doetrine, but 1 could never learn ft,’ Oeenslonally 
a brighter one may remember that she was told that there Is but one true 
God, and He the erentor of all things, or that Jesus (a name familiar to 
almost all Chinese now, even in the remotest distriets) is the Son of God 
and the Saviour of the world, Our last tip, from whieh we have just 
returned, extended over two weeks, six days of that thie being spent 
ina city which, three years ago, would not permit anyone professing: to 
be a follower of Jesus to reside in it, At that time a riot oeeurred, when 
all native Christians were driven out and thelr property confiseated or 
destroyed, Now we are welcomed, and men and women are privileged 
to worship God aeeording to the dictates of consclenee, Tere we were 
met every day by hundreds of women, many coming through eurlosity to 
see the foreign woman, who was the first one to remain within thelr elty 
gates any length of time, From this elty of HloeCheo we went by 
special invitation to the home of a well-to-do farmer, who had become a 
Christian about three years ago, ‘To reach this plaice we were envied by 
our faithful, sure-footed chairman over the most dangerous mountatn 
roads | have ever traveled, and through a drenching rain for a distanee of 
seventy ‘li’, or about thirty English miles, On reaching the home it 
beeame very evident that we had been invited under protest, for there was 
no welcome for us save from the Christian man, who had invited ws in 
the hope that his family might be won to Christianity, Pe had endured 
much persecution from them, atone time being driven from his home, 
Under all this trial he had not faltered, The members of his household 
came gradually to treat us more kindly, and we remembered no more the 
toil of travel in the consciousness that hearts were melting under the fire 
of divine love, and had that road been a thousand times as long and 
dangerous, we should have felt amply rewarded, Our visit resulted in 
the conversion of four members of that family the mother of the Chris- 
tian, his wile, sister-in-law and her son, a young man of a4 all of whom 
gave very clear testimonies to their belief in Christ as the Son of God and 
the Saviour of the world, and to a personal conselousness of sing for-

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completed. But above all else the desire is that they may have a personal: 
knowledge of salvation through Jesus Christ, and have their heartsso filled 
by the Holy Spirit that they may prove a great blessing to their sisters 
who are in the darkness of heathenism. 

The William E. Gamble hospital for women and children is now 
completed. We are greatly indebted to Dr. Hall, who has given much 
time to the supervision of it. His description of the building and the 
work involved in its erection cannot but be of interest. 

‘My time for the most part is being given to hospital building. The 
William Gamble Memorial Hospital for Women and Children is now 
completed. It consists of three buildings; the central structure is of brick 
and stone, two story with dormer roof, and accommodates eighty beds. 
It consists of five large wards, two small wards, seven private rooms, a 
private room for foreigners, office, reception, operating, sterilizing and 
bath rooms. There are three separate verandas opening off irom each 
floor. A brick building in the rear contains kitchen, laundry, morgue 
and servants’ rooms, and-.opens back on to the city wall. In front, a dis- 
pensary consists of four rooms. Gateman’s rooms, a guest hall and a 
chair house are conveniently arranged about the gateway, in a brick build- 
ing with verandah facing the hospital. The grounds of the hospital are 
small and would cause one to feel very much shut in if it were notforthe 
broad view over .the city and away to the mountains across the Yangtze 
from the front porches, and off upon the winding course of the Ja-li river 
300 ieet below the city from the rear porches. ~The building faces south- 
west, so the sun shines on all sides of the building some time during the 
day, and at least two porches afford shade at any time. ’ 

‘‘A few facts concerning the difficulties to be overcome in building 
work here may be interesting. Chungking is situated on an uneven, rocky 
eminence 300 feet above the two rivers that nearly surround the city. 
Stone walls enclosing the city follow an irregular course about the mar- 
gins of the cliffs, and are pierced by-nine gateways-of massive masonry. 
Within the city is a sea of roofs of about five square miles area. The 
buildings are chiefly of wood with tile roofs and heavy enclosures of 
brick, stone and dirt. The debris of the decayed houses of centuries 
covers the rock once bare. As you look outon this scene you first must 
ask, ‘How did all this material get here?” Not only these buildings of 
the presentand past, but all the food and even all the water used by their 
occupants during these centuries, has been carried up from the riverside 
on the backs of men. There is not the simplest form of labor-saving 
machinery in use; even the lever and wheel are never used to save labor; 
continuous rotary motion is practically unknown. There has never been 
any steam or electric power applied to mechanics, and even the use of the 
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horse or ox is very rare. This may be well understood when the price 
of human labor is known. The average mechanic receives less than ten 
gold cents a day and boards himself. The day laborer gets but six cents; 
his food consisting of three meals of cooked rice a day with one variety 
of green vegetables, and an addition of one-half pound of pork once in 
two , costs four cents a day. Considering the difficulties of poor 
and rough material, the labor of ten men aggregates the finished 
priate one day’s work at home, yet each man needs more oversight 
than at home. Building is usually let by contract piece work, and often 
a is unable to measure or estimate the total value of his labor. 
All lun must be bought green in the log and sawed and cured on the 
ground. To illustrate the extreme of patience exercised in labor, I have 
seen a boy seven years old carrying one brick at a time up from the river 
side, 700 steps for one-twentieth of a cent. He would therefore climb 
17,500 steps with his burden and return for one cent. A woman with 
bound feet, bowed with age, said to be over 7o years old, carried a bur- 
den of 45 pounds of sand up these steps for one-fourth of a cent, repeat- 
ing the until dark to earn her food, thus needing to climb over 10,000 
and return for one day’s provisions.”

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‘Last year we failed to report the work at Chentu because we were 
not at that time allowed to return to the station. As soon as permission 
was granted for women to travel in the interior, I left Chung King in 
company with Mr. Lewis, to make the trip to the capital, a distance of 
three hundred miles, by the land route. Thus we were able to visit all 
the out-stations and had opportunity to preach the Gospel to large 
numbers of women. Many of them, of course, came out of curiosity to 
see the foreign woman, but many stayed to listen to our message. At 
one large town where we stopped for the night, I was greatly disap- 
pointed that only one woman came to the inn. She was from a village 
twenty miles away, and said that she wanted to hear all that I could tell 
her in the evening, that she might tell the people at home. We have since 
heard that several in that place have become interested in the Gospel 
because of what they heard from her, At Tien-Ku-Chioa,the scene of the 
horrible massacre in June, the people came for miles around and filled the 
little chapel to overflowing. A widow and her two sons walked a 
hundred miles to attend the services. At all these places where the 
general board has opened work, men are coming into the church by 
hundreds, but there are very few women. Why is this? They are con- 
stantly visiting these stations and holding meetings for the men, but until 
Miss Galloway returned this year, we have had no one to do this work 
among the women. We are by no means keeping pace with the other 
society in West China. Miss Galloway will probably be able to make 
trips’as far as Tsi Tseo, but the territory from that city to Chentu is still 
without a worker. During the trip of twenty-one days, we saw much to 
encourage us. After having been away for fourteen months, it was with 
joy and thanksgiving that I returned to our people at Chentu. Nearly all 
of the old members had remained faithful and a few new names had been 
added. We divided them into classes for Bible teaching and organized 
daily classes for teaching them to read. 

A day school was opened at the gate, mecha is taught by the bible- 
woman from eight until one o’clock. Her afternoons are spent in house 
to house visitation. Ten girls were received into the boarding school at 
the beginning of the year. Four of the girls came from Tien-ku-Chiao. 
In all probability they would have been murdered had they not been with 
us. The father, mother, and brother of one of them, were burned in 
their home, One was married ashort time ago to Dr. Canright’s medical © 
assistant, and thus the light of the Gospel radiates from another Christian 
home. Another, after having been with us for five months, sickened and 
died. It was wonderful how she developed during that short time. 
I wish the friends at home, who sacrifice for these children, could have 
the privilege of seeing what a clean home, good food and teaching can do 
for them. 
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Mrs. Scofield, who a few months ago went to her reward, gave 
money for aschool building. A site has been secured on the opposite 
side of the street from the compound of the general board and we hope to 
build during the coming year. We need women to work in Chentu and 
the surrounding district. We have but one representative in a city of a 
million inhabitants. |! trust that some af the other branches will see their 
way clear to help to send the Gospel to this great field.”’ : 

Another missionary and a convenient building are greatly needed in 
Chentu. From a bequest of Mrs. Elizabeth Scofield, of Illinois, we have 
already received one thousand dollars for this purpose and an additional 
one thousand dollars will be available from the same source when the 
estate is distributed. Mrs, Cady, while at home, also received pledges oi 
about five hundred dollars, and the New England Branch has contributed 
five hundred dollars. Thus three thousand dollars is Secured. But to 
purchase the land and erect a suitable building, will require about five 
thousand dollars, as both real estate and building materials in every part 
of China have greatly increased in price.

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| isnetiniebisceesiodt tn the spread of Christ’s kingdom have given 
thanks and rejoiced over the wonderful revival of the Christian religion 
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which last year accompanied the labors of Mr. John R. Mott in Japan. It 
is even more blessed to know that the work of the Holy Spirit did not 
cease in that country when he left, but has been going on, spreading 
from town to town, and through districts north and south, led and pro- 
moted by numbers of native Christians, as well as some foreigners. They 
found that good seed had been gown by prayer and holy living in soil 
prepared by the Spirit, that was ready to blossom and bear fruit, some 
thirty, some sixty, and some a hundred fold. In inland villages, far away 
from central travel and traffic, our bible-women find hungry souls eager 
for the truth, having heard a rumor, or caught a glimpse of a better way, 
are ready to listen to and believe the wondrous story. 

All our schools have shared in the enriching streams flowing from 
the river of God. 

In Tokyo, they offer in their report special thanksgiving for five day 
pupils and a number of boarders, and one teacher who became 
Christians; for the decision of four pupils to become bible-women, and 
for many wonderful answers to prayer. The Aoyama Jo Guakin, our 
largest and most important school in Central Japan, is raising its 
standard of study, closing the primary department, and opening a post 
graduate class for these young women, for those who desire a teacher 
government license. The graduates go into the Bible Training School, 
become teachers in our own institutions, Christian wives, and everywhere 
are a savor of life unto life in their environments. The school has had a 
larger attendance this year, and needs the completion of the series of 
buildings planned some years, but as yet only partially completed. 

The work of the Harrison Industrial School was highly praised at 
the annual exhibition of the Ladies’ Fine Art Society in Tokyo, and 
received a silver medal, one of the two highest prizes given at the exhi- 
bition, Each year the standard of Christian living grows higher among 
the pupils, and several of them have found the blessedness of helping 
others, and find time to do some work among the neglected children. 
Here, also, the quarters. have become too straight for the increasing 
occupants, and additional rooms are asked for. 

In the Thanksgiving paragraph for Yokohoma, thanks for a growing 
desire manifested by Japanese Christians for the salvation of souls, 
resulted in a gracious revival. What a beautiful condition for the Bible 
Woman’s Training School to be in. Another sentence reads : “Thanks 
for half the pupils and three teachers becoming Christians in the Blind 
School.’’ Miss Clarissa Spencer, receiving word of the necessity of her 
return home, in consequence of the death of her father, leit Yokohoma 
only two days before Mrs. Van Petten’s arrival, who immediately 
’ resumed charge of the school. The Christmas celebration was one of 
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giving as well as receiving, and from the plan of each one bringing some- 
thing for a poorer one, help was given to fifty sufferers from hunger and 
cold. Sixty-two bible-women have completed the regular course and 
gone into Christian work from the Higgins Memorial Bible Training 
School. 

The special Thanksgiving in the day school department is for the 
securing of land for the new school, the Maud Simons Memorial, From 
these small, and sometimes criticised day schools, have come blessed 
fruit to the glory of God. Several teachers have been converted while 
teaching in them, and others standing high in the community, trace the 
beginnings of their Christian life to the Bible lessons learned in them. In 
one of these schools, a new feature has been well carried out by the 
principal. A saving system has been introduced, which has proved of 
great value to the children and their parents. A rin (1-20 of a cent) is 
frequently given to the children to spend in sweets, possibly to make up 
for the scantiness of food at home. The children are encouraged to save 
these, a faithful account is kept, and at the New Year some were enabled 
to get portions of their new outfit, others paid for their first ride ina 
train, and visited Tokyo. So the first lessons in thrift, as well as a better 
and truer life, are taught. The children’s meetings in these schools, that 
accompanied the revival, were full of interest and instruction. 

The Thanksgiving song of Nagoya had for its key note the payment 
of the debt on the school building, so long a burdensome and disheart- 
ening experience to the teachers. Yet the work went on with patience, 
faith and cheerfulness. Fifty-four pupils have been in attendance, and 
the regular teachers are all Christians. This is a light shining in a dark 
place, and at this source many a little lamp is lighted and set up as a 
testimony in the midst of heathen bigotry and superstition. Miss Bender 
remained at the head of the institution till all financial obligations were 
cancelled, and then, through the appointment of the bishop, followed 
God’s call as principal of the Aoyama school, on which she enters this 
season, Five bible-women have been visiting and teaching under Miss

In Northern Japan are three stations occupied by missionaries of our 
society, and, strangely, at the present time a common need—that of new 
buildings—rests upon all. Our missionaries in this region are skilled 
workers among the Japanese, most of them having had years of experi- 
ence on this field. The work has steadily. advanced under their wise 
management, while they have been enabled to train helpers for them- 
selves and for others and thus to conserve large interests. 

The Caroline Wright Memorial School, of Hakodate, pioneer in the 
north, has grown to such proportions that the efforts which have been 
made year by year to remodel an old building so as to accommodate the 
increasing number of pupils must cease for lack of ground space. 
Additional land and buildings are imperatively needed. Miss Hampton 
writes that 132 pupils are crowded into one school room intended for 
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eighty. She says, ‘‘Last year for the first time several of the graduates 
from the Hakodate government school came to us. They were opposed 
by all the teachers, and their friends boycotted them, but they remained 
and love our school and are much interested in the Bible study. Now 
others are applying but we have to refuse all applicants for lack of room, 
and it is hard to turn away any who are willing to come under the 
influence of Christian teaching.’’ 

The number of pupils enrolled is 208, including the kindergarten of 
forty-seven. Among the boarding pupils all the older girls are Christians 
and some are earnest leaders in Christian duties. Many little meetings are 
held among themselves. One thoughtful student holds a daily prayer 
meeting for the younger girls. At the request of the day pupils, in 
addition to the daily morning prayers and Bible classes, a special halt 
hour of I le study has been held for them after the noon recess. 

__ Miss Singer reports progress in her department of music. She says,

The building which is so generously furnished by 
the Japanese fora Home is now old and unsuited to a rigorous winter 
climate, besides being a long distance from the school and the railway 
station, thus requiring of our missionary teachers and district evangelist 
too great an expenditure of strength in going to and from their work. 
Would that this crying need might awaken a practical response from 
some of God’s stewards ! 

The school enrollment was 200, exclusive of the kindergarten. Mr. 
Kudo remains the efficient and earnest Christian principal, but not with- 
out personal sacrifice. Early in the year he was urgently solicited to 
accept a position in a school of another denomination in Yokohama, at a 
salary nearly twice the amount he was receiving. After due considera- 
tion of the alluring proposal—one feature of which was an opportunity 
for study in a literary center—his decision to remain was based upon the 
general desire as conducing to the best interests of the Hirosaki school. 

During the year a band of evangelists visited Hirosaki and found 
a field well prepared for a goodly harvest. At this time thirty of the girls 
came to a decision for Christ. 

The arrival of Miss Griffiths as Superintendent of Bible-women and 
District Evangelistic Work was hailed with joy, and this work has been 
greatly strengthened under her able care. She reports that one delight 
on her new district has been to find so many of the graduates of our 
various schools engaged in active service for the Master. The names of 
fifteen such are mentioned in this connection, and she adds, ‘‘ Besides all 
these, there are the girls from Hakodate, who are doing faithful service 
in our Hirosaki school and Sabbath schools ; not to mention some of the 
graduates of the Hirosaki school itself, who are steadily following Jesus, 
though holding positions in government schools and elsewhere, where 
they are surrounded by influences inimical to Christianity. I mention 
these facts to encourage you who are working to maintain these schools 
and to train these girls for Christ. They are a power in this land.” 

SAPPORO.—Miss Imhof and Miss Hewett have carried the work of 
this northernmost post and the outlying country for the past year, during 
the continued absence of Miss Bing in America. In her report Miss 
Imhof tells of a new opening to them. She says, ‘‘There is located in 
Sapporo a large linen factory, in which are employed about 1,700 men, 
women and children. Women and girls are brought here from all parts 
of Japan on condition that they remain in the employment of the factory 
for three years. We had often been told that there existed a great deal 
of immorality among the employees, and we earnestly longed to tell the 
girls of pure and holy living. After repeated efforts and prayer to God 
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that the doors might be opened to Christian teaching, permission was 
granted. At our first meeting about 120 crowded into the room and 
listened most attentively while my assistant and | sang and prayed and 
talked, Our own souls were set on fire, and we thanked God from the 
very depths of our hearts for such opportunities. After we closed 
several piabe men i in authority, who were present during the meeting, 
invited us to ‘Come often, come every night if you can.’ We have gone 
every Saturday and on their three holidays each month. The girls are 
gaining confidence in us and occasional callers come to our home, reveal- 
ing their trials and Jonging to know more of the truth as it is in Christ 
Jesus.”” 

A Home is needed here, not only to afford a comfortable habitation 
for our missionaries, free of rent, but also to furnish rooms that may 
serve as gathering places for the instruction of the women, which are

The Fukuoka school is a preparatory one—the pupils pass by regular 
grades through the lower school, to the college classes in Nagasaki. 
This is a new departure that promises much for these educational institu- 
tions. Miss Mabel Seeds is principal of the Fukuoka school, which 
reports a year of most successful work. Miss Gheer is superintendent of 
the bible-women and evangelistic work in Southern Kiushiu. She has 
fourteen bible-women under her care ; one of these, with two assistants, are 
working in Loo Choo. Bishop Moore visited Kagoshima and reported the 
work in good condition. With Loo Choo and Formosa as the foreign work 
of this brave little conference, there need be no fear of spiritual decline. 
Such an outlook would stir the heart and kindle the enthusiasm of the 
most impassive worker. Miss Gheer has only her native helpers and 
should be reinforced as soon as possible. Bishop Moore hopes to visit 
the Islands of Loo Choo and Formosa on his next visit to Kagoshima, and 
doubtless will establish another frontier post. 

Miss Leonora Seeds has charge of bible-women and evangelistic 
work in North Kiushiu, a work for which she is especially fitted, not 
only by preparation, but by experience. The division of the work prom- 
ises to make it not only more efficient, but will also relieve the mission- 
aries from trying to do two things at the same time, who though con- 
scious of failure in a measure, is afraid to drop either one for fear of shutting 
another door that has been partially opened. The work in Nagasaki was 
never more prosperous and efficient, and yet never more in need of help. 
There should be some one on the way to take Miss Melton’s place, who 
greatly needs her furlough, and each member of the mission is carrying 
double burdens. The college should have two new ladies, one for 
music and one for kindergarten. Bishop Moore strongly urges new 
workers, and the presiding elder, Rev. H. B. Swartz, writes, pleading 
that this school be re-enforced in all its departments, from the kinder- 
garten up to the college class. He says: ‘‘ There has been improvement 
in government schools in the past ten years, but those for young men are 
still unequal to the demand, and in the way of higher schools for girls 
there is hardly a beginning. See to it that Kwassui is kept up! The girls 
are doing good work, and the religious spirit of the school cannot fail to 
tell powerfully for good in the future of Kiushiu. A deep revival interest 
prevails. The last meeting I attended—a school prayer meeting—the 
experiences I heard the girls relate, made me think of the old revival 
meetings in the Ohio Wesleyan chapel at Delaware.’’ Much good seed 
has been sown in the year.

The death of Miss Lloyd in May, after seventeen years of devoted 
consecrated work in Mexico, seemed almost an irreparable loss to the 
girls in Mexico City. The faculty, however, redoubled their zeal; every- 
one took hold with firmer grasp, determined that no backward steps 
should be taken. Her mantle seemed to have fallen upon all those who 
worked so harmoniously with her. Miss Ayers added the treasurer’s 
department to her duties as school superintendent, relinquishing a long- 
cherished purpose of entering upon more strictly evangelistic work. New 
native professors have been employed, and the school has taken a step in 
advance and established a thorough normal department. It is proposed 
to center allthe normal work in our girls’ schoolin Mexico, in Mexico 
City and Puebla, making the other boarding schools preparatory to these. 
A normal graduate is asked for Mexico City, that as far as possible Chris- 
tian instructors may have charge of the girls in this formative period of 
their lives. One of the best professors from the Government Normal 
School is temporarily employed. He meets the teachers of different 
departments once a week in a conference on methods and practical peda- 
sogia ) 

Our new representative, Miss Kurtz, has supervision of the classes in 
mathematics and the musical department, giving lessons on the piano and 
organ, and in voice culture. A kindergarten i is maintained, in charge of 
Miss Butler, and a primary class in English is formed for very young 

parents desire this course for their children. 
= ‘The school in Puebla continues to advance in every department, and 
its. receipts in self-support last year were $2,982. This is proof of its 
efficiency. An exclusive English department has been 
commenced under the care of Miss Bumgardner, formerly of Orizaba, 
crease is very gratifying, as it pays its entire additional outlay. 
ing teacher, who likewise was no additional expense to the 
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school, was obliged to return’ home after severe illness, but hopes to take 
up the work again in a few months. A consecrated, trained normal 
kindergarten teacher is much needed in Puebla, as is also an addition to 
the dormitories to accommodate the many who wish to enter the school. 

It may be asked, Why lay so much stress upon normal work, when 
the government is opening these schools in many districts of the republic? 
Our church enters this field that it may fulfill its purpose of evangeliza- 
tion. The State. Normal Schools are agnostic, materialistic or atheistic 
in their tendency. »’The spread of Christ’s kingdom depends upon the 
training of youth under Christian influences; for only in this way can any 
country fulfill God’s mission for it in the world’s history. So we seek to 
base all instruction upon the use and understanding of the Bible. It is 
said that during the years the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has 
been in Mexico none of the graduates have left its schools without giving 
evidence of true conversion. ' 

In the twenty-six years of the existence of the girls’ schools in Pach- 
uca, 3,000 girls have come under the influence of its Christian teachers. 
At the beginning of 1900 Miss Bohannon became principal and the school 
has continued to increase, and its utmost holding capacity is reached. As- 
at Puebla, an exclusively English department has been successfully pros- 
ecuted, and is self-supporting. This was opened two years ago and now 
numbers §0 scholars. 

The fourth girls’ boarding school in Mexico is at Guanajuata, and 
hopes to advance more rapidly when the new school building is com- 
pleted. ‘The very unsanitary localities which this school has been com- 
pelled to occupy in rented houses have interfered with its highest 
efficiency. The new building is being pushed on vigorously, and by the 
first of the coming year it is expected the new quarters will be ready for 
occupancy. 

Miss Foster, the new teacher at Orizaba, is reported as pron an 
admirable worker. The school having been closed for three months, for 
want of a teacher, is naturally hindered in its progress, but is now grow- 
ing again. Miss Sanchez, a graduate of our school in Mexico City, has 
charge of the Mexican department, and is a devoted Christian and a 
competent teacher, 

In most of the day schools a good work of grace has been:very 
evident during the past year. Fifteen hundred and five girls have 
matriculated in all of the schools under our care, all the teachers are 
members of the church, and fifty-one pupils have been received into the 
church during the year. 

MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. The presiding elder writes: The He er 
of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in the Mountain District 
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includes the schools in Apizaco, Tetela and Tlaxcala. These schools 
constitute in each of the places where they are located, the strongest 
support of our Christian propaganda, not only because we draw our 
church members from them, but also because owing to their wholesome 
influence upon the people we have conquered many rebellious hearts for 
the kingdom of Christ, and have turned into friends many others who 
Nave been bitter enemies of the Protestants.”’ 

APIZACO. This school is superior to any other in the town, either 
official or Catholic, for its more excellent methods of teaching and 
Strictly Christian morals. The girls of the best class of people attend 
this school, although its doors are widely opened for all classes, The 
examination at the end of every scholastic year is always something new 
and full of interest. The Jefe Politico, the town mayor, and many other 

® distinguished persons come to witness the annual examination, and all of 
them help in some way to make of the closing exercises a delightful 
affair. From this school some of the most advanced pupils have- gone 
out to take normal courses in our own schools, and others remain and 
join our ¢ .

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received by the children who have already been educated there and by 
those at present being educated, were plain to all. 

As our self-support is small, as I have already said, and we have no 
other income than the help furnished us by the society, we have not been 
able to improve the school furniture, nor to make some very urgent 
repairs in the class-rooms. Ever since the Misses Hewett, Dunmore and 
Vandorsten, who will ever live in the memory of the people, were in 
charge of this school, no benches or desks have been bought, and the old 
ones are in a dilapidated condition. We have neither been able to buy 
school supplies nor to replace our old collection of wall charts, on 
account of their being rather expensive. We earnestly hope that the 
noble society by whose generosity this school is supported, may see its 
way to render us a special help for this purpose. Our school in Tetela 
would do more efficient work and gain a great deal with the people if we 
could meet our present needs. 

TLAXCALA. The small school we established in Panotla was, 
with the consent of the society, moved to Tlaxcala, capital of the state of 
Tlaxcala, one mile from Panotla. The reasons for this change of place 
were: Firstly, that Tlaxcala is more centrally located with respect to 
several other smaller towns—Panotla included—where there are friends 
and brethren who promised to send their children to our school if we 
made the change—a promise they have kept. Secondly, that the few 
friends we have in the city of Tlaxcala begged us to open a school in that 
stronghold of Catholic fanaticism, for they were not satisfied with the 
public schools there. And lastly, that Tlaxcala, being the capital of the 
state, we thought it desirable to have it as the headquarters of our 
Christian work in that part of the country. By doing so we expected to 
accomplish the double purpose of making the spirit of our work better 
known to the people and to be nearer the government of the state and 
more easily exact the guaranties and protection for those of our brethren 
who are persecuted on account of their religious opinions in other parts 
of the state. 

The change has been favorable to us in more than one sense. 
Although our beginnings were small, for we opened the school with only 
twenty girls, the enrollment has been continually increasing; the masses 
are commencing to have confidence in the school; the most fanatical have 
more respect for Protestants, and the government understands now that 
our schools are elements of progress wherever they are established. In 
addition to this, our members have greatly increased: their zeal, and the 
religious services are well attended. All this shows that our Christian 
work in general in the state has received a new impulse with the moving 
of the school to the’ city of Tlaxcala—one of the most fanatical places in 
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Mexico—and the prospects for the future are brighter than ever before; 
our opportunities to successfully continue the preaching of the blessed 
and comforting doctrines of our Savior to those people that for centuries 
have lived in the deepest darkness of superstition are greater.

But Miss Swaney succeeded by reducing the number of pupils in the 
boarding department, making a few changes in some of the rooms, as 
suggested by the authorities, or rather, as required by them; she was 
allowed to continue until the close of the school year. This has been a 
hard year, but she has made no complaint, and seems to be planning for 
the future of the work with a good degree of faith and courage. 

In Montevideo every department of the work is prospering. Firstly, 
the school is fuller than at any previous time in its history. In the 
large school room, Miss Hewett writes, they have had to put chairs in 
the aisles, as every seat was occupied. In the English primary, with 
seating capacity of thirty-two, they had in the month of March, the first 
days of the school year, an enrollment ot fifty in that room, and more 
applications coming every day. As long as the weather was fine, we 
could let them overflow into patio, sitting near the doors so that the 
teacher could look after them. This is the department where so many 
native children enter for the English, and where we have a grandchild of 
the president, and a daughter of the vice-president, and several other 
children trom influential families. When the Bishop was there and saw 
the crowded condition of the school, he urged that they rent another 
room, but none could be found in the vicinity. They were having an 
increase in tuition from the increased attendance, and decided to build a 
room at once, putting this money into a building instead of into rent. It 
was arranged for immediately; the room was finished and dedicated the 
4th of July and was then half paid for, from the extra tuition of these 
additional pupils. Miss Hewett writes: I wish you could see the room, 
It is built in the space formerly occupied by a small flower garden, just 
beyond my own room, is well ventilated, with good light, is exceedingly 
plain, but strong and comfortable. They are delighted with this new 
room, and they certainly know how to appreciate it, for they have been 
compelled to have two classes reciting in the same room at the same 
time. Miss Kneeland puts in a strong plea for the hall, which is so much 
needed, Besides their school work, they are putting in some tenement-. 
house work. They have a bible-reader and go out with her in the work 
of visiting from house to house, which has resulted in the opening of 
regular Gospel services on the Sabbath. Not a large number attend, 
but these poor women and girls seem eager to listen to the reading of 
the Word. Oy

seems to have accepted for her motto, one which has 
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been much at command in Sunday School circles, ‘‘Do the best you can 
with what you have,’’ and the success which has attended her work 
thoroughly vindicates the sentiment. All the facilities at command for 
carrying on her work are utilized to the utmost. Her economies are sur- 
prising, and although the price of many staple articles is as high as it is in 
this country, she succeeds in paying all expenses and incurs no debts. 
One can only admire and praise the efficient administration which pre- 
vails in every department. 

In the matter of discipline and scholarly attainment, the heretofore 
high character of the institution has been fully maintained. Thorough- 
ness of instruction is never sacrificed to considerations of expediency and 
the students who graduate from the school fully earn and deserve the 
distinction which they receive. 

The religious interest which pervades the whole organization is grati- 
fying and inspiring. The weekly conference and prayer service is well 
attended, although such attendance is purely optional. Twenty-five of 
the girls have been regularly present at said service throughout the year. 
The influence of such a service cannot but be most helpful and edifying. 
From time to time the most assuring testimonies of that influence come 
to the knowledge of the instructors. Recently, a student writing from 
her home in vacation, told Miss Davis that she regularly held a similar 
service even when she was the only person to attend it. 

The girls who have completed the course of study and have gone out 
from this school, are scattered widely for they come from all parts of the 
country. Miss Davis says: ‘‘We have the most convincing evidence 
that the influence of the school and the change which through its agency 
have been effected, are permanent. I was particularly impressed with 
this fact when, after attending the conference last spring we returned by 
a different route for the purpose of visiting the Hotantza School and the 
village of Hibilee, and, in a word seeing as much as was possible of the 
village people who are within the influence of our people. In the mere 
matter of cleanliness the difference is most marked and impressive. A 
village girl who has attended our school for even one year, will not be con- 
tent to live as she has lived before. The improvement in manners and 
surroundings is always noticeable. I think that it is good ground for 
encouragement and hope with all our people, that so small an amount of 
Protestant leaven is so effective in securing among those people, a 
general cleaning up of their homes and an improved manner of living. 
Nevertheless it must be admitted that even after such an improvement 
has taken place, a real, genuine Protestant home is as different from its 
neighbors in point of cleanliness as black is from white. In the matter of 
firm adherence to their own religious opinions there is constant gain. In 
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spite of the ridicule and reproach which they are sure to receive, we have 
had more women at our meetings than ever before, and they persist in 
coming and taking active part, not only in the program of our Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society, but on each Sunday and in the public service. 
There is no other explanation of this fact than that they are acting in 
accordance with a fixed principle. Their steadfastness means for them, 
annoyance, vexatious trials, and oftentimes persecution, and their fidelity 
is evidence of the sincerity of their professions.”’ 

_ The Epworth League of the Loftcha church includes among its mem- 
bers all of our teachers and more than twenty of the students. This fact 
entitles the league to notice in this report. The prayer meetings which it 
maintains have been profitable and. are well attended. Special religious 
work has-been taken up in two villages, one or both of which have been 
visited by league members every Sunday since last March, Great inter- 
est has been manifested in the Bible study class which meets weekly 
under the auspices of the literary department and _ is led by the pastor. 
There has been more enthusiasm than ever before in the reading of mis- 
sionary literature. This fact is of special interest and suggests that the 
missionary spirit has a strong hold upon the sympathies of these people. 
Since last September the league has paid $20 toward the twentieth cen- 
tury fund of the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society. It had previously 
paid $20 to a similar fund for the use of the general society, making a 
contribution of $40 for the year. It is now earning money to purchase an 
organ for the Loftcha church. The Loftcha Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society Auxiliary has been especially prosperous during the last year. 
There is a girls’ mission band that works in connection with it, and 
which renders valuable service. The monthly mectings have been well 
attended, _ The programs are more interesting and profitable and the con- 
tributions are larger than at any previous time.

But the band of 
faithful workers considered that both their faith and endurance had been 
fully compensated when, at a celebration of the Lord’s supper the next 
morning (the occasion being the quarterly meeting), the invitation was 
given for ‘‘all who truly and earnestly repent of their sins to draw near 
and partake of the holy communion,’ a number of girls who never 
before had participated in this service, promptly rose from their seats and 
knelt at the altar. This was a great surprise to the missionaries and an 
important step for the young women. With these people the taking of 
the communion is equivalent to an open break with the Orthodox church 
and practically ranks the participants with the despised Protestants. 
With them, too, the taking of the communion is attended with so much 
of traditional observance and superstition that it is difficult for them to 
comprehend the simple significance of the sacrament. There were some 
of these girls who had never been instructed in the superstitions of the 
Greek church, and who had received instruction in our school and who 
were, therefore, willing to accept the Christian religion as a part of their 
education; but to those who had been more fully instructed and who had 
a more mature understanding of the situation, there was a full realization 
as to the consequences which the step involved. The proceeding was by 
no means an unpremeditated one. The girls had studied the matter 
carefully and had conferred with each other and had decided before they 
went to church just what they ought to do, Let us hope that their fidelity 
may be most amply rewarded. 

Miss Davis writes, in summing up one of her letters and reviewing 
the work of the year: ‘‘I cannot think that it was a mistake to open this 
school, nor that it is a mistake to keep it open. How could it be, when 
in all Northern Bulgaria there is no other place where girls can go for an 
education which shall include training in a living evangelical faith ?

These state- 
ments are made by Orthodox people, who care nothing for our religion, 
but who do care to have their girls given the training of this school, and 
who, above all, desire to feel that their daughters are perfectly safe. At 
the same time they will say that they do not dare to send them to their 
national schools because of the low state of moral instruction and 
observance. Two of our girls last year came from the city in which is 
situated one of me best of our national schools, and both expect to return 
to us next year.’ 

Miss Davis further says: ‘‘I cannot but believe that this oie has

The membership of the school is constantly increasing, Thirty new 
pupils entered during the last year, making a total enrollment of sixty- 
four girls. Many applications for admission for the coming year have 
been received. But the accommodations of the building are already 
taxed to the utmost, and every consideration of health and discipline 
forbids any addition to the number of occupants. It is greatly to be 
hoped that the way may be found to largely increase the present facilities. 

The interest and enthusiasm in all departments of the school work 
are gratifying, and seem to be increasing. Several girls are taking the 
normal school course, preparing themselves for the profession of 
teaching. Among this number is a young lady who has completed her 
studies, and who now returns to her home in the Island of Elba, to 
engage in school work there, and another will accept a position in our 
own school, in the kindergarten department. 

A few of the students are being trained in industrial work. This 
department is one of very great importance and will be more and 
more developed as opportunity and facilities for so doing can be 
provided. 

Miss Odgers writes: ‘“‘A change is coming to the people. They do 
not now fear our Protestantism as heretofore. They have been taught 
to hate us by their church, but nothing has happened to the children who 
have been trained in our school, and our system of instruction is superior 
to that givenin the convents. Hence, we are gaining ground as that old 
fear of the Protestant religion dies away, as they see more clearly the 
results of our work among their people. Thus greater opportunities are 
opening to us and to our work. 

‘‘A father with three motherless children brought them to the school 
to be cared for. Being himself a Protestant, he desired for them a 
Christian education. The school officers had no funds which could be 
used for their support, but the father pleaded so hard that they were 
finally received into the school, he agreeing to pay all that he could, and 
in this way provide at least for their partial support. Not long 
afterwards, some good friend sent a gift of $60, with instructions that the 
money should be used for the support of the children; and this fact seems 
to suggest some acts of charity may be undertaken, even where the way 
out is not at the time discernible. All through the year help has come to 
us when it was most needed. The helpful word and kindly thought, the 
ready sympathy and kindly support of those who labor for us in the home- 
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land, will be remembered by an abundant harvest of golden sheaves which 
have been gathered in the Eternal City.” 

Miss Beazell, having recovered her health, has returned to Rome to 
work with Miss Odgers in the Via Garibaldi school, while Miss Bowne 
returns to this country for rest. 

_A problem which may or may not become a serious one confronts us 
at Garibaldi. The hospital which adjoined our property has been 
removed to a new building outside the city, but there is a constant fear 
that the old one may be converted into a hospital for the treatment of 
contagious diseases, in which case our property would be useless for 
school purposes, If the money were available for the purchase of this 
property, it would, after being somewhat changed and repaired, provide 
us with the room which is so greatly needed for the enlargement of our 
work, Fyuks 

_ Theconstituency of the Via Garibaldi school is froma class of society 
entirely different from that which gives its patronage to the institute ; but 
the education and Christian training of these girls is not, therefore, a 
matter of less importance, or a less valuable contribution to the forces 
which are working for the regeneration of Italy. This school is doing a 
splendid work. Its: curriculum is carefully and wisely adapted to the 
present needs and prospective life of the students. An earnest effort is 
made to help them achieve the best possible results under any circum- 
stances by which they may be surrounded, and over and above all the 
consideration which is always emphasized, is the development of Chris- 
tian character. That being secured, there necessarily follows Christian 
training for the children, Christian homes for the people and finally Chris- 
tian life for the nation. In anticipation of this result, even if its achieve- 
ment be far in the future, we find cause for present congratulation and an

stic year opened as heiebis the first of October and, as has 
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been the fact in each preceding year, the student “attendance was again 
doubled ; 228 pupils were enrolled, of whom 54 are boarders. When we 
remind ourselves of the various calumnies which have been circulated 
about the school and the continued efforts to depreciate it in the public 
estimation, this large increase could not but give us a more confident and 
satisfying trust in Him who has promised that ‘ All things work together 
for good to them that put their trust in God.’ 

Our work here is taking on a more pretentious character. In addition 
to the elementary, preparatory and intermediate departments, a normal 
course of three years was organized this year. Professor Tauro, presi- 
dent of the National Pedagogical Society and editor of the Italian Teach- 
ers’ Journal, aman whose liberal and evangelical principles are well 
known, and Madame Bodrero, who has had twenty-five years’ experience 
as a principal in the municipal schools of Rome, have been added to our 
corps of teachers, making a total of 33 professors and instructors, whose 
salaries are paid entirely from the local income of the institute. 

In our student community all classes are well represented. We thought 
that ample provision had been made for recitation rooms. These are 
now so crowded that it has been a serious question how we shall 
accommodate the large increase which is already with us for work during 
this new school year. ; 

The professors of the music school offered three competitive scholar- 
ships to pupils of talent who were unable otherwise to secure the best 
instruction. This attracted the brightest pupils in Rome to the institute, 
and gained for us the sympathy of many who, under other conditions, 
would not have been interested in the school. Under the direction of 
Prof. Sgambati the pupils of the music school gave evidence of their 
ability and progress in five public recitals, before large audiences gathered 
in the Methodist church. In this way the people generally had an oppor- 
tunity to judge of the excellent work which is being done in this depart- 
ment. ; 

On Easter morning and at various other church festivals the chorus 
class of the institute sang sacred anthems; which were very much appre- 
ciated by the pastor and the members of the Italian church. 

Our Italian minister, Rev. A. Tagliatela, took charge of the classes 
in moral philosopy and sacred history. His instructive lectures and les- 
sons necessarily reflected his own deep spirituality, and infused into the 
minds of his pupils a love and a respect for the Christian evangelical 
faith. pa 
Mlle. Delord merits special praise for her help in the administration 
of the institute and her untiring efforts to promote the spiritual life of the 
home. Every Thursday evening she has gathered the Protestant girls 
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eo room for earnest and confidential conversations as to their 
Christian experience, and for sincere prayer for such strength and light as 
would render them living examples of Christ's power to save and enable 
them to impress their Catholic companions by the excellence and consist- 
ency of their personal characters. 

Following the good Wesleyan doctrine that ‘Cleanliness is next to 
Godliness,” when Miss Llewellyn took complete oversight of the house- 
hold, she insisted upon scrupulous neatness in all the rooms, bureau 
drawers and wardrobes of the girls. Though her methods were radical, 
she was able to enforce her rules by first winning the hearts of the girl

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When, after years of brave struggle, Rome was finally wrested from 
Papal power and made the capital of united Italy, Garibaldi, the leading 
spirit of the progressive party, with wonderful foresight exclaimed : 
“Yes, we men have done all that we could; our work is finished and we 
give our children a country. But oh, women of Italy, if you do not give 
us true, loyal Italians, our victory over error will be in vain’. The 
check that came to Italy’s progress after her brilliant revolution was 
caused by the failure of her women, so crippled by priestly influence, to 
respond to this sacred trust. The great, deep, inexorable need of Italy 
to-day is not for women of high culture, of refinement and learning; of 
these she has always had her share; but for women of high character, 
who are sure of their own convictions, capable of self-control; women 
whose religious sentiments are formed from the depths of their own 
consciences and personal experiences, and not moulded by crafty 
priests; mothers who are gifted with that strength of soul and purpose 
which only the highest spiritual culture can impart. Only bring it to pass 
that Italy has women of character to stand as examplars of the Christian 
religion, and the dark clouds of superstition and ignorance, and the fatal 
control of priests, will vanish as if by magic before the sun of 
righteousness. 

To unite all our forces and do all that we can to respond to this 
urgent need, appears each day more distinctly, more forcibly, our one 
mission in Italy. Knowing that it is not what we teach, not even what 
we do, but what we really are, that will most influence the girls 
entrusted to our care, we have insisted this year on having only 
Protestants and active Christian teachers in the house. Persons whose 
lives are a continual testimony for Christ. This has created a new atmos- 
phere of unity and love in the home and has made possible a more 
direct spiritual work than in the past years. 

A few weeks ago, a mother who took her nine-year-old child from 
the nuns to put ber in our school, and who then seemed very much 
afraid that the child’s soul would be lost in consequence, came to me 
with tears in her eyes to thank me for the great improvement that had 
taken place in her little daughter: ‘ Not only has she surprised me with 
her progress in her studies, but she has grown so good and so gentle, 
and when she talks to us about religion she is so earnest that she makes 
us cry. For weeks she has begged me, every time she sees me, to buy 
her this book, the only thing she wanted. No other gift would satisfy 
her.’ My cup of thankfulness was full, when the mother, who a few 
months before begged that her child might not hear the Bible read, 
handed me a beautiful copy of the New Testament, her gift to her 
daughter. ‘This little one has also persuaded her two brothers to attend 
our church. 
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Each class is opened every morning with prayer and every evening 
all the boarders unite in family worship. Nothing contributes more to 
the mutual support, kindness and confidence of our large house hold than 
these moments of sincere and devout study of the Word. The girls sing 
with enthusiasm our sweet, sacred songs, and give their earnest attention 
to the prayer, which occasionally is offered by one of their own number, 
and all join in repeating ‘ Our Father.’ 

Never before as during this year, has the desire to do good, to be 
te and render service to others, been so marked, and this sentiment of 

and charity has been strong enough to sweep away differences in 
creed and thought, and throughout the year, Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish girls, and those who profess no special faith, have united in perfect 
accord in the common desire to help suffering humanity. On their own 
initiative and with the result of many little sacrifices of dainties dear 
to their hearts, they provided and served a sumptuous New Year’s dinner 
to seventy-six poor children gathered from the streets of Rome. They 
amused the little ones with a good program of music and recitation and 
sent each one away happy in the possession of a gift from the Christmas 
tree. A group of the older girls made it their special work to visit the 
hospitals of Rome, carrying fruit and books to the suffering inmates.

One of the 
pupils teaches a class in the Sunday School and another won the first 
prize for proficiency in Bible study, in a competitive examination in which 
all the Sunday School scholars of Rome took part ; and, in the last Italian 
conference, the pastors of both the Italian and American churches, 
expressed their warm appreciation of the services of the pupils, and spoke 
in terms of warm approval of the institute itself. 

These girls are surely learning what it is to lead Christ-like lives, and 
while we ardently desire that the time may come when they will openly 
confess Christ and ally themselves to our evangelical church, yet when we 
see. the marked improvement in their lives and characters, we can be 
patient, knowing that God looks at the heart; and though they may, 
like the Zenana women of India, make no public professisn of their faith, 
He knows that they are His children. 

Crandon Institute has come to be one of the objects of special inter- 
est to tourists and other visitors to Rome, as well as to those persons 
who are in some way, directly concerned in missionary and educational 
work. Every day many callers, who desire to inspect the building and 
secure information concerning the school are received. The locationand 
beauty of the school property command universal admiration, and the 
character of the school work that is there carried on, and the almost ideal 
social life of the institution, have received such elaborate and such 
frequent commendation, as to render extended reference to them, now 
unnecessary. 

The October number of the Woman’s Missionary Friend contains a 
gratifying and appreciative article on the institute and its work. An 
article whose perusal will amply repay anyone: who is interested in 
the Italian work of this society.

The famine has made an especially hard year. Most of the girls 
remained during the New Year vacation because food was so scarce in 
some of the country districts. Class work has been carried on without 
interruption, and the heart-life of the’girls is full of encouragement. 

In several instances they have voluntarily apologized for hasty words 
and acts of disobedience, and expressed a desire to live closer to the Mas- 
ter and overcome all that is displeasing to Him. 

_ SEOUL. £vangelistic Work has been done principally by our bible- 
women, whom Miss Frey calls the five fingers of her right hand. 

_ Some of the women have formed a ‘society under the leadership of 
Mrs. Mary Whang for various benevolences. When discussing how much 
to give toward the Bible fund, the leader said, ‘‘ Let us give well, for the 
Bible is soul food”. During the year 69 women have given their names 
as probationers, through the influence of Dr. Pak’s dispensary, Ewa 
> sao day schools, and through the bible-women and other 


yoann oop Dong dispensary 1,198 cases have been treated, and 
tote heals been 2,002 return visits; 128 out-calls to Korean houses have 
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been made. The total number of treatments is 3,328, including school 
girls of Ewa Haktang. 

All the patients have an opportunity to hear of Jesus. Many have 
been turned away who needed hospital care because there was no room 
to receive them. The great ignorance of the Koreans is shown in their 
methods of treating disease, such as filling the mouth of a consumptive 
with raw rice and using it afterwards as a specific for malaria ; making a 
paste of egg mixed with earth from drains, for inflamed joints ; and the 
thought of washing or cleansing an abscess never enters their minds. 

Miss Pierce says: ‘‘ Although Miss Hammond and herself were left 
bereft when Dr. Scranton and Mrs. Scranton went away, they have been 
helped day by day over the rough places and stand now with a stronger 
faith in the mighty power of God than ever before. 

They have made careful house-to-house visitation, and thus have 
come close to the people. The Wednesday morning prayer-meeting has 
been well attended, and often every one in the room, from dear old 
Rachel, 80 years of age, to little Lena, who can barely lisp the name of 
Jesus, has told of His love in her heart. 

The sad face of old Deborah has been missed. Often with tears 
running down her face she has asked prayer for her wicked son. Her 
Father saw it was enough ; she had been faithful over a few things, and 
He called her to her reward, She was laid to rest with a quiet service, 
held by her son’s permission in his house. 

The boys of the Paul Andrew Memorial School have sung for the 
Epworth League young men in their street preaching services, and 
hundreds of men and women, too, have been attracted by the song, 
‘““Onward, Christian Soldiers,’? and Christian words to the Korean 
national tune, and have listened to the Gospel story.. 

The numbers of women reached through the schools, the evangelistic 
tours, the meetings for prayer, and the medical work, really surprises us. 
The perseverance, unfailing love and enthusiasm of every missionary, and 
the really effective service of the native helpers, fills us with grateful 
praise for the grace and goodness of the Lord. ‘‘One of our bible- 
women,’’ Miss Pierce says, ‘‘with her head upon my knee, shaking with 
sobs, told me the story of her defeat in the effort to save a girl of sixteen 
from the power of an evil life. My heart was touched as I saw the aching 
heart and tearful eyes of this teacher sent of God. 

“Tt is in these times, when we see one of our saved ones bearing on 
her own heart the burden of another’s soul, that we realize the strength 
and beauty of the Gospel we preach. If we have been weak, then we 
grow strong; if we have been discouraged, we look up again. Thank 
God for even a few such lives as these.”’

Every 
patient in the dispensary, before she leaves, has heard some part of the

her people. 

The reports of our missionaries are full of instances of women hold- 
ing fast to Christ amid persecutions, which remind one of the e arly days 
of Christianity. Not all who hear the word receive it. As in the days 
of our Lord \ upon earth, the ‘‘ lust of other things choke the word and it 
becometh uufruitful’.

Folwell, seemed to realize that the end was near, and said, as she gazed 
at the tired form resting, ‘‘I think Lily must be entering upon her last 
sleep.’? Her rest was short, and she wakened still unconscious. About 
ten o’clock her sufferings ceased and her spirit took its flight to that 
Heaven of which she seemed to catch occasional glimpses during her 
illness. Suddenly, one day, she attempted to rise, moving aside those 
who stood by and gazing up with face illumined she exclaimed, ‘“‘ beauti- 
ful! beautiful !’’ Miss Pierce says: ‘‘ The impressions I formed of Dr. 
Harris in our journey together to the mission field four years and a half 
ago, have grown more firmly fixed as the days went by. The same use- 
fulness that characterized the friend of a few hours was still to be seen on 
that Sabbath night in May when, thinking only of the relief she might 
give the sick woman who called her, she forgot her own tired body, 
burning then with fever, and went in the middle of the night to help one 
of Christ’s littke ones. To be in conscious accord with the will ok the 
Master was the greatest desire of her heart.” 

Miss Estey loves to recall the scene as one day the doctor folded her 
hands in prayerful attitude and said, ‘‘ Power from above to do thy 
perfect will, O God!’’ At another time, ‘‘ Praise on earth for all He 
gives to us ; O, how good the Lord is to us.’’ A little clipping tacked on 
the wall of her dispensary explains the motive of her living ; ‘‘Just to let 
love be our daily key. That is God’s will for you and for me.” 

Some one has said, ‘‘ there is nothing fruitful but sacrifice.’? One 
death in the mission field is worth six lives at home, seems a strange 
saying, but one may gather something of its meaning, perhaps, from the 
scene the morning following the death of Dr. Harris.

the resurrection, 

Remembering Dr. Harris’ life and her tender service for others, 
it seemed as if God Himself must have seen she needed rest and took 
her to be with Him. His will for her had been accomplished, and 
ee took her home.”’ 

Surely one such death as this is worth more than the combined lives 
of the many hundreds of women even in the Christian Church,

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Mrs. Rasmussen went early in June to the Kraal of Chikonga, eight 
miles from her home, in Hartzell Villa, Old Umtali. Here she planned 
to stay a month, studying the language and people. But in two weeks 
word came that old .King Mtasa was very ill, and Chikonga said Mrs, 
Rasmussen must go with her to see her father. This she did and found 
not only the old king but many other patients needed her ministry. All 
the people, even the babies, drink beer. Soap is all but unknown, and 
the children wear the most abbreviated clothing. The nights are spent 
in drinking, dancing and hideous songs. The great soul need of the 
people is apparent. 

Here our good missionary found a field for labor, and secured three 
girls. One is unmarriageable because she cut her upper teeth first, but 
seems very promising. It will cost $40 or $45 a year to support these 
girls. The missionary cannot live on less than $600 a year. We must 
pray for this great field, and our missionary in Rhodesia, that the Holy 
Spirit may be indeed poured out upon them. 

_ QUESSUA. Early in the year Miss Mekkelson’s letters had a tone 
of sadness. It was so lonely and she had frequent fevers, and no one of 
her own race to care for her. When Miss Collins arrived there was great 
rejoicing. She worked in the villages and helped everywhere. But she 
was distressed at Miss Mekkelson’s condition and notified her secretary. 
At the May meeting a resolution passed, requesting Miss Mekkelson to 
leave Angola at once—go to Rhodesia, where African fever is almost 
unknown. But alas, the message never reached her. The Bishop visited 
the station in May, and with the six other missionaries made large plans 
for the future, which filled Miss Mekkelson’s soul with praises. He sent 
her down to Loanda for a rest and change from this place. On June 
11th her last letter was written. It was full of Christian joy. 

But again she came down with fever, and on July 5th she laid down 
her life for the cause of Christ in Africa. Her last message to the secre- 
tary was: ‘‘lamso glad you let me come. I have never regretted it, 
but I am sorry that I could not stand it longer. Let not the work stop. 
There are precious lives here. Let all be faithful.’’ We can only try to 
comfort our hearts with the Master’s own. words: ‘‘Except a grain of 
wheat fall into the ground and die, it abideth alone; but if it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit.’’ 

Dr. Dodson wrote of her : ‘‘ With bowed head and dropping tears I 
received the news of the death of our noble Sister Mekkelson. She was 
truly a noble—a Christian young woman.”’ We, too, bow our heads and 
drop sorrowful tears for this precious one, who taught us so many lessons 
of faith and trust. 

Bishop Hartzell says that Loanda has been neglected for years for 
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lack of workers, but being on the coast and the port of Angola, is a 
most important station. “Within seven miles of the mission the re are 
forty thousand people, of whom five thousand are Portuguese. Here

In January, 1901, Bengal-Burma Conference was divided, and all the 
territory east of the Bay of Bengal was formed into the Burma Mission 
Conference. The work in this new conferenee is largely among the 
Eurasians and the other English-speaking residents. 

ie In 1892 Miss Wisner started a little school for Burmese girls, first as 
a Sunday school, the year following as a day school, which for lack of 
room elsewhere, was held on the veranda of the house of Mrs. Julius 
Smith. After the first year Mrs. Smith was in charge of the school. At 
the end of two years the school was removed to a rented building. 

As long as we were obliged to borrow teachers for these girls from a 
sister church the need for larger and permanent quarters was not urgent, 
but since our own Misses Stockwell have taken charge of this most inter- 

work, the growth and prosperity of this school has exceeded our 
expectations. In May it was found necessary to move the school, 

with its 48 girls, to the old orphanage, on Levis street. Two months later 
the number of pupils had increased from 48 to 80 and the number of board- 
Se With but two school rooms and three rooms for board- 
will have to close the doors to all new-comers or 
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have alarger home. She and her sister are obliged to live at our mission 
home on Lancaster road, far distant from the school. The girls greatly 
need their personal supervision and the refining influence of their con- 
stant presence among them. At this critical juncture government has 
thrown open a tract of land in the most healthful part.of Rangoon, in the 
center of a population of 20,000 Burmese. The land is given.ona go-year 
lease to anyone who will build on it. 

This seems a providential opening for us to secure a permanent home 
for our first and only Burmese school. Who will furnish the money for 
the building ? 

Miss Stahl says ‘‘ the Burmese are a very bright and interesting peo- 
ple and seem to me superior to the Indian people in many ways’’. 

THANDAUNG. Miss Rigby and Miss Illingworth have bravely 
assumed the new responsibilities imposed on them by Miss Perkins’ 
absence. 

At the opening of the school year they found themselves with two 
new classes (Standard, VIII and 1X) and without a teacher for them. In 
May, Miss Turnell was released from the Rangoon school and went to. 
Thandaung to share the work of the over-burdened missionaries. 

Miss Illingworth says of Miss Turnell: ‘‘ She is a great, sweet-spirited 
helper, and we wonder how we ever managed to do without her.” 

This school at Thandaung is developing a fine lot of cheerful, useful 
and self-reliant girls. Three of them have been responsible for the cook- 
ing for afamily of fifty, and they seem to do their work ‘‘ heartily as unto 
the Lord’’, for they keep sweet and sunny all the time. Miss Turnell 
brought up one of the Rangoon girls to teach in the Lower Standards, 
and these added helpers-with their love and sympathy and cheerful co- 
operation make easy many a hard place. : 

The school should now rank as a high school, but the Director of 
Public Instruction refuses to register it as one. The work in Burma has 
taken on new life during the year. The Rangoon girls’ school and the 
Burmese school are growing rapidly, and the Thandaung school is a 
bright example of the wisdom of industrial training combined with school 
work, : i

REPORT OF SCANDINAVIAN WORK. 


Work among the Scandinavian women commenced only a little over 
a year ago. Miss Alma Jacobson, one of the society’s missionaries 
located in Pakur, India, had a very interesting work among the women 
and girls of that station, but there was no suitable house for a home and 
school. In order to secure funds for building, Miss Jacobson came to 
America, and as soon as she landed in San Francisco commenced 
holding meetings. 

Since then she has visited four Swedish conferences, with one 
hundred and fifty churches, and several Swedish churches in American 
conferences, and spoken about two hundred and seventy-five times. 

One hundred and seventeen auxiliaries have been organized, with 
twenty-five hundred members. 

In accomplishing this work Miss Jacobson had to travel extensively, 
as the Scandinavians are widely scattered, the Swedish and Norwegian 
conferences extending over a large territory throughout the west.

The oldest missionary report is the thirteenth chapter of Acts, 
beginning with verse 16, and is made by St. Paul. It emphasizes two 
things : the historical evidence of God’s faithfulness of purpose to save 
the world, and that His missionaries ‘‘ should stand for salvation to the 
ends of the earth’’. Twice is emphasized the value of literature : in verse 
37, by exhortation to heed it, and in verses 33-35 by quoting it. 

We have traveled far from the day when that twelve-paged little 

paper came out in Boston, in June, 1869, with the ever-remembered and 
lamented Mrs, Warren as editor. In 1886, at Providence, R. I., some 
one said, in answer to the Macedonian cry from the German consti- 
tuency, ‘‘Let us have a German Friend,” and the Avauwen-Mssions- 
Freund was born. Jn r18go0, at Wilkesbarre, Pa., another said, ‘‘ Let us 
have a children’s magazine,’’ and the Children’s Missionary Friend saw 
light. In 1894, in Washington, several said in chorus, ‘‘Let us have 
Quarterlies,’’ and that beautiful, co-operative editorship that added 
twelve pages to the /viend was inaugurated. The same year saw the 
Study, that had been a part of the /vzexd since 1878, started as a separate 
periodical. It was not a Methodist voice, but a chorus of Christian 
voices that said, ‘‘ Let us have a United Study of Missions,’’? and 1900 
saw the foremost of our plans inaugurated, that is blessing the new 
century by such a rousement in missionary study as those that are oldest 
never dreamed. 
_ We came perilously near not falling in line in time with that, but who 
ever knew Methodist Episcopal women bringing up an inglorious rear? 
The first leaflets floated by us, but when the genuine work began it 
found us ready, and it is to the United Study of Missions we owe, I 
believe, through our awakened intellectual and spiritual sense, not only 
the wonderful advance sales of literature and our wide subscriptions, but 
our advances in receipts. 

Last year’s report, an artist would say, had a rather drab tone; this 
year’s has, as you will note from the publisher’s report, taken on 
another color. It is not far-sighted to take or lose heart from any single 
year’s record, because the record for any single year is misleading; for 
five years it is leading.

Anxious to set people to thinking in what way the Study could be 
improved, the editor asked, that in the annual district meetings held 
spring and fall, as well as at branch anniversaries, symposiums be 


; arranged as one of the features of the occasions, in which to discuss pro- 


grams in general and our new studies in particular, bringing out what 
proportion of the members possess Via Christi and the Study, the dif- 
ferent methods in use in regard to the latter, also any hints upon its 
improvement and future treatment. To get the concensus of opinion a 
roll call of auxiliaries has sometimes been called for. From the spirited , 
reports received, we are glad to find that mainly the Study is not ‘read 
as it is writ”, in a perfunctory manner, but is usually divided by its 
paragraphs, gg to different individuals to serve as a basis 
for the additional material gathered—that the references are used and the 
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suggestions frequently followed. In some cases a real conversation has 
ensued, taking the sub-topics for headlines.

Se had kept up 
to the age in style and embellishment, even changing her name, as do 
most young women before reaching the age of 33,’’ and adds, probably - 
to save the editor’s feelings, ‘‘does not the Sfdy richly deserve a new 
dress once in eight years, since she is crowded full of facts and illustra- 
tions which require search through an ample library to glean’’.

Were I to come across an old number of 1894 or 5, I must 
needs put on my glasses and look very carefully at the diminutive figures 
before I can tell that it is not the one for our next auxiliary meeting.’’ 

4. ‘Why may not blanks be left in which each auxiliary may insert 
the day, hour and place of their meeting, thus giving a more individual 
character to its distribution ?”’ 

5. ‘‘We would like the paragraphs so separated as to leave room to 
insert the names of the persons to whom the topics are assigned.” 

6. ‘To give freshness and an up- ae date appearance, let us have a 
small illustration to head each number.’ 

Another suggests that enough copies be taken so that one may be 
given to every member of the society and many of the church and con- 
gregation, being invited, in this pleasant way to the meeting, promising 
that every woman who receives a copy should either bring it to the 
meeting herself, give it to some one who will attend, retain it for home 
study or return to the secretary. 

Greater variety in opening exercises rejoins another. 

‘“Simplify,’? a voice pleads; but this note comes’ from a city of 
libraries and manifold helps, and not, as we might imagine; from an 
auxiliary ata country cross roads. From some of these sound, eager 
words of encouragement, ‘‘the topics are piety ” say they, ‘“‘but we will 
make a jump at them if we cannot reach them.’ 

Glad are we that this quest upon which we have entered, this world- 
wide and interdenominational Study of Missions is ‘‘a story without an 
end’. The orbit of vision broadens every year, larger things than we 
have seen lie just ahead. The new COneuEy ideals are coming true.

Resolutions adopted at the General Executive Committee in Minne- 
apolis, Minn., November, 1902 : 2 

Resolved, That hereafter special committees appointed by the Gen- 
eral Executive Committee prepare their reports in such time that a copy 
shall be in the hands of each Branch Secretary at least two months before 
the meeting of the General Executive Committee. 

WHEREAS, Our Missionary Bishops, Hartzell and Warne, and our 
Visiting Bishop, Moore, have manifested great interest in the work of our 
society in their respective fields, carefully inspecting the same, and report- 
ing frequently to the Corresponding Secretaries; therefore, 

Resolved, That we give expression to our appreciation of their fra- 
ternal services, gratefully acknowledging our indebtedness, and trust they 
will continue to grant us similar favors. 

Resolved. That no woman not elected delegate or alternate by her 
Branch to the General Executive Committee shall be admitted as a mem- 
ber of said committee. 

Resolved, That reports presented by the various committees and 
individuals authorized by the General Executive Committee shall be lim- 
ited to ten minutes in length of reading. 

Resolved, That all resolutions adopted by the General Executive 
Committee or proposed changes of Constitution shall be classified accord- 
ing to subjects and printed in the General Report immediately following 
the minutes of the meeting. 
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It is with pleasure that I bring my twentieth financial report which 
shows an increase in all departments. 

We will ask “‘ What has brought about this result of such a splendid 
increase, first, of 7,169 in all the periodicals and of the cash in hand of 
$1,761.14?” We note frs/ that it goes without saying that the high char- 
acter of all our periodicals would warrant such an increase. 

Second, we must never forget the faithfulness and persistence of our 
local agents in the auxiliaries. Through summer’s heat and winter’s cold 
these faithful‘agents go from house to house and not only gather in the 
old subscribers, but make a persistent effort to gain new ones, and 
the result of this year has certainly shown that their labor has not been in 
vain, and I trust the day is far distant when any action shall be taken 
or any new methods adopted which shall interfere with this great source 
of strength in our periodical department. There is many a secular and 
religious paper that would be grateful for such a working force, and 
great praise should be given to these agents. 

Thirdly, the conference and district secretaries have been faithful in 
the presentation of the periodicals at the conference and district meet- 
ings, and that has greatly assisted in this advance. 

Having served as publisher for twenty years I may be pardoned if I 
present the inside view of the office work. There have been received this 
year 12,508 letters with remittances varying from ten cents to two hundred 
dollars. These letters, the most of them, must be handled six times, and 
many of them ten times, before they are ready to put away in the file for 
future reference. Added to this there have been 1,200 more letters 
enclosing from one cent to ten cents, with small orders for leaflets. 
These are kept by themselves and-noted in the cash book in the agegre- 
gate. The above are cash letters. We belong to an itinerant band and 
have an average of 2,00co changes of residents a year ot our periodicals, 
and added to this about 2,000 other Jetters of various inquiries, making 
an aggregate of 17,508. There have been handled in the office 88,976 
periodicals per month, making an aggregate of 1,067,712 periodicals in the 
year, with a total number of pages of 17,679,600. Added to this there 
have been issued from the office 277,600 leaflets with a total number 
of pages of 3,905,200, making a grand total of 21,584,200 pages of litera- 
-ture that has been distributed zz the office and owé of it in the course 
of the year, besides thousands of pages of the older issue of leaflets.

Last year marked a new epoch in the Little Light Bearer realm. Dur- 
ing the previous ten years of its existence these little ‘‘ morning glories” 
of the missionary cause had had many a kindly nod of approval and 
many a God-speed from this body, but not till last year did they receive 
the official recognition which calls for a report. By a vote of the execu- 
‘tive committee the enrollment cards, which had heretofore been the 
property of the N. E. Branch, were to be handed over to the whole 
society ; but before this should take place an opportunity was given the 
branches to unite in ordering a large quantity direct from the factory, 
thus securing the advantage of lowest rates. 

' In this our publisher acquiesced, as it was thought it would give a 
new impetus to the Little Light Bearers’ work, encouraging the branches 
to make them free. 

Most of the branches availed themselves of this privilege, all under- 
standing that when the cards were handled by our society, the cost of 
storage, office help, would necessitate an increased price. 

Two appeals were next prepared, one for conference and district 
secretaries, and the other for auxiliaries. The latter was sent to the 
depots of supplies, and the district secretaries were requested to obtain 
Pa them from there and send one to each auxiliary. These appeals asked 

j that each auxiliary choose a committee to have charge of the Little 
Seema department and report the same to the district secretary, 

_ The suggestion was also given that the committee appointed secure 
Re a Little Light Bearers’ outfit, which would explain the method fully to 
indiestore unfamiliar with it. 

_ That each auxiliary recognize this department by putting it into the 
Haina of acommittee, seemed a perfectly natural and reasonable thing 
to ask, yet like so many plans which are thought out with such great 
care and sent out with such earnest hopes and prayer, the plea in many 

cases seemed to fall upon stony ground. But this was only in the seem- 
_ ing, it surely awakened a greater interest; and while the outcome did 
c up to our hopes, yet there are continued evidences of fruit- 
results. In some instances a second supply of these appeals was 
dered ete our depots of supplies to meet the demand. Letters express- 

eat interest in va work and rich with promises for the future, ee 
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letters are cherished treasures. With the blessing of God we build great 
hopes upon them. 

About 210 personal letters to local workers have been written by the 
secretary this year. ( 

In the interest of this department six new leaflets have been issued : 
“Why be a Little Light Bearer !’’ ‘‘ Hints on Best Methods,” ‘‘ Christian 
Methods,” ‘‘ Motherhood in Heathen Lands,” and “ Little Light Bearer 
Echoes,”’ the last four to be used in making up a program for mothers. 
A program, together with two little poems, was also printed for this pur- 
pose. 

The new plan of brightening the Little Light Bearer page of our 
‘* Children’s Missionary Friend’’ with the face of some Little Light 
Bearer who has been made a life member by the payment of $10, has just 
been inaugurated. This has called forth kindly messages of approval 

‘from many of our workers and awakened considerable interest, which we 
hope will increase. 

Every name means more than the $10. It means help for the Lit- 
tle Light Bearers cause generally and added interest in the little paper. 

The difficulty of conducting with any degree of satisfaction a personal 
correspondence with our too conference secretaries led the general secre- 
tary to send a request to each branch annual meeting, asking that a 
branch secretary be appointed, through whom the general secretary may 
work. 

Several branches have complied with this request, and we trust that 
others will see their way to do so. This is a decided step in advance, 
and will enable the work to be carried on much more effectually. _ 

Toward the close of the year a communication was sent to each con- 
ference secretary, asking for a report of Little Light Bearer work in her 
conference. Thirty-four responded. Six had no work but were hoping 
for it. 

Information was also asked concerning space for Little Light Bearer 
reports in printed blanks, and find in a number of branches no space is 
given, which adds to the difficulty of getting reports.

The purpose of this Society is to engage and unite the efforts of 
Christian women in sending missionaries to the women in foreign mis- 
sion fields of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in supporting them 
and native Christian teachers and Bible readers in those fields and all 
ara work carried on by the Society. 
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ARTICLE II].—MEMBERSHIP. 


The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute Membership, 
and twenty dollars Life-Membership. Any person paying one hundred 
dollars shall become a Manager for Life, and the contribution of three 
hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a Patron for life. 


ARTICLE IV.—ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of this Society shall consist of a General Execu- 
tive Committee, Co-ordinate Branches, District Associations, Auxiliary 
Societies, to be constituted and limited as laid down in subsequent 
articles, ; : 


ARTICLE V.—GENERAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


SEcTION 1. The management and general administration of the 
affairs of the Society shall be vested in a General Executive Committee 
consisting of a President, Recording Secretary, General Treasurer, the 
Corresponding Secretary and two delegates from each branch, the 
Literature Committee, and the Secretary of German Work. The 
President, Recording Secretary, General Treasurer, .and Secretary 
of German Work shall be elected annually by the General: Execu- 
tive Committee. The two delegates and reserves shall be elected at 
the Branch Annual Meetings. | Said committee shall meet in Boston, 
the third Wednesday in April, 1870, and annually, or oftener, thereafter, 
at such time and place as the General Executive Committee shall 
annually determine.

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ARTICLE X,—RELATING TO THE MISSIONARY AUTHORITIES OF 
THE CHURCH. 


Sec. 1. This Society shall work in harmony with and under the 
supervision of the authorities of the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The appointment, recall, and remuneration of mis- 
sionaries, and the designation of their fields of labor shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Managers of the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and annual appropriations to mission fields 
shall be submitted for revision and approval to the General Missionary 
Committee of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Sec. 2. All missionaries sent out by this Society shall labor under 
the direction of the particular Conference or Missions of the Church in 
which they may be severally employed. They shall be annually 
appointed by the President of the Conference or Mission, and shall be 
subject to the same rules of removal that govern the other missionaries. 

Sec. 3. All the work of the Woman’s Society in foreign lands shall 
be under the direction of the Conferences or Missions and their com- 
mittees in exactly the same manner as the work of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Superintendent or 
Presiding Elder having the same relation to the work and the person in 
charge of it that he would have were it a work in the charge of any 
member of the Conference or Mission. 

Src. 4. The funds of the Society shall not be raised by collections 
or subscriptions taken during any of our regular church services, nor in 
any Sunday-School, but shall be raised by such methods as the Consti- 
tution of the Society shall provide, none of which shall interfere with 
the contributions of our people and Sunday-Schools for the treasury 
of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church ; and the 
amount so collected shall be reported by the pastor to the annual Con- 
ference, and be entered in a column among the benevolent collections 
in the Annual and General minutes. 

Sec. 5. Section 4 of this Article (X) shall not be so interpreted 
as to prevent the women from taking collections in meetings convened 
in the interests of their societies ; nor from securing memberships and 
life memberships in audiences where their work is represented, nor from 
holding festivals, or arranging lectures in the interest of their work.

By-Laws 


OF THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


I.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society. 

2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of all proceed- 
ings of the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and place the same in the safe of the Publication 
Office. 

She shall present at the anniversary of the Society a report of the 
year’s work. She shall also forward to our foreign treasurers, as soon as 
practicable after adjournment of the General Executive Committee, a 
copy of the appropriations for each mission. 


II.—BRANCH CORRESPONDING SECRETARIES. 


1. The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall superintend all the 
interests of their respective Branches ; conduct the correspondence of the 
Society with foreign missionaries; be present at all Branch, annual, and 
quarterly meetings, and present a quarterly report of the work of the 
Branch, and give to the public, or direct to be given, all communications 
and plans of the business of their respective Branches. 

2. Each Corresponding Secretary shall be required to en in her 
report to the General Executive Committee the following items: Number 
of Auxiliary Societies, members, life members, honorary patrons and 
managers, subscribers to the Woman’s Missionary Friend and the 
receipts of the Treasurer. In her report of the foreign work she shall 
include the number of missionaries, Bible readers, boarding omnia and 
orphans supported by her Branch, 
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III.—BRANCH TREASURERS. 


t. Branch Treasurers shall be required to publish quarterly in the 
Woman's Missionary Friend their reports of moneys received. 

2. The financial year of the Society shall commence October rst. 
Branch Treasurers will close their accounts for the year by Septem- 

a. The money received from annual memberships shall not be 
used to make Life Members, Managers or Patrons. Life memberships 
shall be made by the payment of twenty dollars, given specifically for 
that purpose. If in installments, the final payment shall be made as 
soon as practicable, and the membership reported as complete only 
when that has been done; all the installments to be credited on the 
Treasurer’s book and acknowledged in the Woman’s Missionary Friend. 

4. Im case any Branch is unable to meet the obligations it has 
assumed, any other Branch may, by the action of the Executive Board, 
be permitted to use its surplus funds in aid of the Branch deficient. 

5. Any bequest or donation made to the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Branch within 
whose territory the bequest or donation is made, unless otherwise spec- 
ified by the donor. 


IV.—-SECRETARY OF LITERATURE. 


There shall be a Secretary of Literature elected by each Branch, 
whose duty it shall be to assist the Literature Committee through cor- 
respondence, by suggestions, by presenting the needs of their respective 
Branches, and aiding in any other way the Literature Committee may 
desire. It shall also be the duty of the Branch Literature Secretary to 
advance the interests and increase the circulation of our literature and 


publications in every possible way. 


V.—FOREIGN TREASURERS.

x. Our Foreign Treasurers shall forward their estimates, properly 

approved and printed, if possible, to each Corresponding Secretary 
before October 1. 

2. The Treasurers in the foreign field are instructed, upon receiv- 
ing remittances, to immediately forward receipt for the same ; also to 
forward semi-annually, January 1 and July 1, a financial statement 
together with balance in United States currency to the Branch Cor- 
responding Secretary and Treasurer. Any appropriation which, for any 
reason, is not required on the field, shall be so reported by the Treas- 
urer on each April 1 and October 1. 
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3. The appropriations for the foreign fields shall be paid on the 
basis of the currency of the country, the exchange therefrom accruing 
to our treasury with, the exception of the salaries of the missionaries 
and buildings, which shall be paid on the basis of American gold. 

4. The funds of the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be entirely under the control of the General Executive Committee, 
to be used only for the purposes designated by that committee. Our 
missionaries shall not exceed in expenditure the amount appropriated 
by the General’ Executive Committee. Emergencies arising during 
the year can be met only by application, properly endorsed by the mis- 
sionary authorities, to the Committee of Reference. 

5. If any surplus funds remain in the Foreign Treasuries from 
unused appropriations, exchange, or any other source, they must be 
reported to the Branches, and held subject to the order of the Secretary 
of the Branch from whose moneys they accrue. 


VI.—OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE, 


The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall correspond with the 
missionaries, so as to be able to present a full report of the work in each 
mission, such information to be presented to the General Executive 
Committee, the fields assigned to the several Secretaries. to be arranged 
by themselves. 


VII.—INSTRUCTIONS TO MISSIONARIES. 


We call the attention of the missionaries of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society especially to Article X, Section 3, of Constitution, in 
compliance with which they will consult the Superintendent of the mis- 
sion in which they are laboring on all general plans of their work, and 
advise with him as to the most effective measures to be taken in the pur- 
chase of property, building and any important undertaking belonging 
to their special interest. 

1. They are expected to attend the annual meeting or enerenice 
of their mission, and they may confer with other members of the mission 
upon all topics connected with their own department, and — Teport | 
quarterly to the Superintendent. 

2. They will be expected to devote their entire time and attention 
to their legitimate work, as all their temporal necessities will be pro- 
vided for by the Society. rear 

3. They are required to send quarterly reports to the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Branch having charge of their work, and the action 
of the General Executive Committee will be communicated to’ messi 
through the Recording Secretary of the Reference Committee. 
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The General Executive Committee of 1901 authorized the formation 
of a Field Reference Committee in each of the annual Conferences or 
missions in foreign fields, each Field Reference Committee to be elected 
annually by its respective annual Conference or mission. 

4. Each Field Reference Committee shall be composed of such 
workers as each conference or mission shall elect. The duty of said Field 
Reference Committee shall be to consider all matters of general interest 
arising during the interim of their annual meetings or conferences, 
and to report the same to the Reference Committee of the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society. No communication to the Home Reference 
Committee shall be considered official without the signature of the chair 
man or secretary of the Field Reference Committee. Said Field Refer- 
ence Committee may meet at stated times, or on call, according to their 
discretion.

The General Executive Committee 


THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL SESSION 


In the year 1875, when the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society 
was just six years old, the General Executive Committee held its 
session in the City of Baltimore, in the old First Church, where only 
four years previous the Baltimore Branch had been formed. There 
were then seven Branches only, and just one missionary candidate 
was accepted for service, and only two returned missionaries were 
present, both from India, the writer one of them. We rejoiced over 
$60,000 paid into the treasury, of which amount the Baltimore Branch 
had paid $4,581. 

Bishop Ames, who radtiies in the city, attended the sessions 
nearly every day and presided at the anniversary. .Nine years pass 
and again the committee is in Baltimore in the Madison Avenue 
Church, receiving words of welcome from that incomparable Chris- 
tian woman, the beloved President of the Branch, Mrs. F. A. Crook, 
of whom it was said: “She carried in her face the peace of God.” 

The devoted Corresponding Secretary, Miss Isabel Hart, was the 
great inspiration and director of the meeting. Four missionaries 
were in attendance, and the Treasurer’s report reached the sum of 
$143,199. During the week a meeting was held in the Mount Vernon 
Place Church for the purpose of creating a public sentiment in favor 
of establishing a Woman’s College in the city. Mrs. Skidmore, Mrs. 
Cowen, Mrs. McGrew and Mrs. Nind, the gecords say, ‘made charac- 
teristic and telling addresses.’’ Sentiment soon crystallized, as the 
ten great stone and brick buildings, fully equipped, testify, while from 
the College halls have gone forth cultivated Christian women to 


_ several of our mission fields. 
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Again the years pass, nineteen busy years, and the committee in 
October, 1903 is again in Baltimore in Grace Church, so transformed 
with its flags and beautiful decorations that one could almost imagine 
being transported to an Oriental clime. So gracious was the hos- 
pitality bestowed all the week of our sojourn, so delicate the atten- 
tions on the part of the women of Methodism in the city, that, as 
Paul said to the Corinthians “We ourselves are your servants for 
Jesus’ sake,” for such was their spirit. Memory was busy those days. 

We -recognized that Baltimore skies were just as blue, the 
autumnal tints just as perfect, the aif just as balmy as aforetime, 
but many that greeted us in days past have gone and we longed for 
their presence. 

To make us realize that we were on historic ground, Mrs. E. B. 
Stevens, the Corresponding Secretary of the Branch, had compiled 
a sketch of historic Methodism in Maryland, with illustrations, which 
was presented to every officer, delegate and missionary. Upon the 
beautiful badges provided were pictures of Lovely Lane Meeting 
House, where only a few blocks from where the Committee was in 
session, was the spot on which stood this little building, where the 
Methodist Episcopal Church was organized in 1784. 

Wednesday evening was given to a royal welcome from pastor 
of the church, Presiding Elder of the District and President of 
the Branch. City, Church and Branch united to assure the Com- 
mittee how glad they were to have such a gathering within their 
borders. To these words the Secretary of the Columbia River Branch 
responded, reviewing the work of the nineteen years since last we 
met in the city. . ; 

The days spent in session from October 29 to November 5 were 
full. From 9 o’clock in the morning until 12 every minute was filled 
with business, reports, plans, while the last half-hour was given to 
introductions and announcements. Many visitors were present from 
all parts of the country and many officers from the various Branches. 

The Communion Service, in charge of the Presiding Elder, 
assisted by many of the ministers, was a very sacred hour. It is 
always impressive to see the secretaries and workers from all over 
ihe country kneeling together with the missionaries who have toiled 
often in weariness and loneliness, all partaking of the Sacrament. 
It was a preparation for the days of work and care that followed. 

How the Society has grown! There were present forty-six mis- 
sionaries, eleven of them now or formerly connected with the Gen- 
eral Board, while thirty-five were members of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. Every afternoon and evening some phase of 
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their work was presented. Every country where the Society has 
work was represented save two. Bulgaria has had no missionary 
present in six years, and while the one with us this year talked of 
her school, she made no reference to her isolation in that lonely 
country. 

The report of the treasurers was a cause of great rejoicing. 
Never had they gleaned so much. After months of toil and prayer, 
they reported the largest offering made in the Society’s history— 
$491,091—an advance of over twelve thousand dollars. Surely there 
were glad and grateful hearts. 

On Sabbath many of the missionaries spoke in the churches, 
resulting in an addition of about two hundred members to the Society. 

The anniversary in the evening was a memorable occasion. The 
audience completely filled the church. Most excellent music, a report 
of the year’s work, singing by Anna Stone, the Chinese student and 
missionary, and a most practical address by Rev. Dr. Taylor, Field 
Secretary of the General Missionary Society, were the features of the 
occasion. 

Many of, the Methodist ministers were in attendance, and on 
Monday morning the Preachers’ Meeting adjourned and came bearing 
greetings through one of their members, to whose words Mrs. EJ; 
Knowles of New York, made fitting reply. 

It was a great pleasure to have present two of the founders oi 
the Society—Mrs. Dr. Butler and Mrs. Kingsbury. Mrs. Butler spoke 
in a church where, thirty-two years before, she had organized 
an auxiliary society. Upon every appearance she was greeted with 
enthusiasm. | 

A very pleasant social occasion was the reception given by Dr. 
Goucher at the Woman’s College. An invitation came from the 
Washington District for the Committee to visit Washington at the 
close of the session and to attend a reception at the Presidential 
Mansion. Many availed themselves of the privilege, while others 
reluctantly had to forego the pleasure. 

Rev. Dr. Colt, the pastor of the church, was in hearty sympathy 
with the spirit of the occasion and untiring in his attentions, while 
Mrs. Stevens and her faithful co-workers left nothing to be desired. 

Of the results of the work of the Committee, the business trans- 


acted, this Report will give information.

A rising vote was called for, resulting in a 
vote of sixteen to four for referring to Missionary Candidate Com- 
mittee, 

Mrs. Pooley moved a reconsideration of her motion to refer to 
Publication Committee, which was carried. 

Mrs. Wilkinson was asked to explain what the society Had 
pledged financially. In reply Mrs. Wilkinson read the action of the 
General Executive Committee held in Philadelphia, 1901, regarding 
the Permanent scholarship fund, as follows: 

WHEREAS, One year ago the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society decided to create a permanent scholarship fund for Folts Insti- 
tute, to be raised within three years, we recommend that earnest 
effort be made to complete this work according to the plan already 
adopted, which plan is as follows: $100 for each district of the New 
England, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Cincinnati 
Branches; $100 for each conference in the Northwestern Branch; 
$50 for each conference in the Minneapolis, Des Moines and Topeka 
Branches; and $100 each for the Pacific and Columbia River 
Branches, to be raised within three years. We further recommend 
that as far as practicable, gifts from individuals, rather than from 
auxiliaries, be solicited in the raising of this fund. 

It was stated the amount paid in the two years was only $3,148.80, 
the Branches having paid the following sums: New England, $101,85; 
Philadelphia, $508.13; Baltimore, $156.75; Northwestern, $86.36; 
Pacific, $100.00; and New York, $2,196.70. 

Mrs. Stevens explained that the tequirement of $100 from each 
District was not accepted by the Baltimore Branch, but the Branch 
had decided to raise $300. Mrs. Cowen explained that this action was 
not obligatory, but the amount to be raised whenever practicable.’ 

Reports were called for from the missionaries and speakers 
who had visited the various churches on Sabbath. Mrs. Dr. Butler 
reported speaking in Strawbridge Church, where she had organ- 
ized an auxiliary society thirty-two years ago. Thirty-one visita- 
tions to churches were reported, resulting in the addition of 
about two hundred members, and good collections for the treasury 
of the Society. 
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The time having arrived for announcements, the following were 
presented to the Committee: Mrs. C. W. Baldwin, Hostess; Miss 
Tomkinson, preceptress of Rust Hall, Washington; Mrs. E. L. 
Harvey, Superintendent of Young People’s Work of the Baltimore 
Branch; Mrs. Ockerman, Secretary of Literature: Miss Elsie Wood, 
of South America; and her sister Miss Bertha Wood; the Rey. T. 
Ukai, Pastor of the Central M. E. Church, Tokyo, Japan. 

Rey. Mr. Wilson, fraternal delegate from the Preachers Meeting 

- was introduced and extended the greetings of that body to the Com 
mittee. Mrs. J. H. Knowles, of New York, responded to these 
greetings on behalf of the Committee. Mrs. Dr. Butler was called, 
and made reference to the hearty co-operation of the ministers of 
Baltimore in the early history of the Society.

Mrs. Smith, Secretary of Publication, presented a partial report, 
and it was moved and carried to consider item by item. This report 
covered fifteen different items. The first item was adopted. The 
second concerning blank form of bequests, devise of real estate, and 
annuities called out quite a discussion, and as the number of Branches 
are incorporated, and the laws concerning these matters are different 
in the various Branches, it was recommended that each Branch should 
send out its own form. The third was in relation to the abridged 
annual report, with the recommendation that thirty thousand be 
issued by the middle of November. Some statements were made to 
the effect that it would be impossible to do it so early, Mrs. Stevens 
made an amendment that it be done as soon as practicable. This 
amendment was carried and the item adopted as amended. 

It was recommended that the list of Missionaries in Annual Re- 
port, pages 233-36 be alphabetical, and the initials of the Branches be — 
inserted. After some discussion, this was laid on the table. The eighth 
item that the Annual and Branch Reports, Calendar and Publications 
be printed in blue bearing motto and seal was adopted. The ninth reso- 
lution about Friend, Children’s Friend and German paper was 
adopted. The tenth about the increase of subscribers was adopted. 

The eleventh item, that for every ten new subscribers or fifteen 
new or old, one free copy of Friend be given, was adopted. 

The twelfth concerning permanent fund for Folts Institute was 
adopted. 

The thirteenth, the recommendation that Missionary Candidates 
be required to attend Folts Institute for one year before entering the 
foreign work, called out a very general discussion. It was proposed 
to leave the matter in the hands of the Candidate Committee of the 
Branch. The suggestion was made that the secretaries may set aside 
this rule when. necessary. 

Mrs. Mitchell offered an amendment to the resolution by insert- 
ing the words “when practicable.” The amendment was lost and 
the original item was re-read and the vote taken and carried. 

The fourteenth item was concerning a change of title of the 
Young Woman’s Work and Standard Bearers. This was amended 
by adding the word Companies after Standard Bearers. The amend- 
ment was adopted and the resolution adopted as amended.

The first three items were 
adopted, the fourth in regard to making the District Meeting a dele- 
gated body drew out an animated discussion, and several changes 
were sugggested, but the constitution was finally adopted as read. 
The last part of the item on programme was recommended to be 
inserted as a By-Law of District organizations. A Constitution for 
Children’s Work was then presented. The first two items were 
adopted. The following item which was adopted, is to be inserted as 
a By-Law of the Society. There shall be a General Secretary of 
Young Woman’s Work and Standard Bearer Companies, and a 
General Secretary of King’s Heralds and Little Light Bearers, who 
shall be elected each year by the General Executive Committee. 

The item recommending that an edition of 12,000 copies of the 
General Executive Committee Report be printed with the price, ten 
cents, printed on the cover was adopted. 

The item recommending that in all Branch Reports a table of 
cost for special work be inserted was adopted. ; 

The next item recommended that the following be incorporated 
as a part of Article IV, page 245, in General Report. She shall have 
charge in connection with the Literature Committee of the exhibi- 
tion and sale of our. Literature at the various public gatherings and 
conventions throughout the country, the expenses to be borne by 
the Branch where the Convention meets. ,When, as frequently 
occurs, the Epworth League or Student Volunteer, or other conven- 
tion is held outside of our own country, this duty shall belong to 
the standing Literature Committee, the expenses to be met from the 
treasury of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

The item concerning the election of Miss Clara M: Cushman as 
General Secretary of Young Woman’s Work and Standard Bearer 
Companies was adopted. Miss Cushman was elected. 
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The report of Publication Committee was then adopted as a 
whole. Mrs. Pooley, chairman of Literature Committee presented 
the following which was adopted. 


Wuereas, Some Branches have this year published leaflets of

Resolved, That all material of general interest be submitted to 
the Literature Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, and that the Branches publish only such matter as is of 
Branch interest. 

The following notice of change of Constitution was presented 
by Mrs. Thompson.

The Railroad Committee, Mrs. R. E. Clark and Miss P. J. Wal- 
den, made a report that the expenses of the officers and delegates in 
attendance at the Committee had been reduced to the amount of 
about six hundred dollars by the certificate plan. A rising vote of 
thanks was tendered the committee for their efficient services. 

A communication from the missionaries in attendance was read 
by the seciveary. It referred to the employment and remuneration 
of Native and Eurasian workers coming to this country for educa- 


tion. They recommended that they be returned to their respective 


fields as Christian workers in the employ of the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society, and not accredited as full missionaries, unless 


‘the conference to which they go shall by a two-thirds vote request 


such a relation, and that the salary of such workers be determined 
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by the Financial Committee of the Woman’s Conference with which 
the workers are affiliated. A motion to lay on the table was lost, 
and after some discussion the item was adopted. 

Mrs. Huston nominated the Board of Managers for 1904, who 
were unanimously elected. 

Miss L. C. Rothweiler was re-elected Secretary of the German 
work. Mrs. Andrew Farrell was re-elected Secretary of Scandinavian 
work. 

The report of the General Treasurer, Mrs. H. B. Skidmore, was 
received and adopted. The money to meet these general expenses is an 
assessment of one and a half per cent. for adult members, and comes 
from the contingent fund of the Branches. 

The place of holding the next session of the General Executive 
Committee was considered, and Miss Pearson extended an invitation 
to meet within the bounds of the Des Moines Branch, the place to 
be announced. The invitation was accepted with thanks. 

A vacancy occurring in the Literature Committee by the expira- 
tion of time of Mrs. R. H. Pooley, a nomination was made from the 
central section of Mrs. Wm. Gamble, of Cincinnati, to fill the va 
cancy. Mrs. Gamble was elected. A word of appreciation of Mrs. 
Pooley’s services was voiced by Mrs. Gracey, and the Committee 
gave Mrs. Pooley a rising vote of thanks. 

Mrs. Gracey made some statements in regard to the endowed 
room at Clifton Springs. She reported that three of the Society’s 
missionaries had spent some time there during the past year, two 
from China and one from Japan. She urged that all missionaries 
desiring to take advantage of the room should make application to 
Mrs. J. T. Gracey, and not to the officers of the Sanatarium. 

Mrs. S. A. Hill, Associate Secretary of Baltimore Branch, was 
appointed to prepare the annual report of the society. 

Miss Todd, formerly of West China, was appointed Field Sec- 
retary. Mrs. Abel Bliss and Mrs. Legge were appointed a committee to 
arrange for her itinerary. The following arrangement was submitted 
and accepted. 

For January, February and March, Philadelphia Branch. April, 
May and June, New England Branch. July, New York Branch. 
August, vacation. September and October, Des Moines Branch. 
November and December, Topeka Branch. Any person desiring her 
services must apply to an officer of the Branch. 

Miss Holt moved that when the Committee adjourned, it be to 
meet at 1.30 o'clock.

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Report of Literature Committee 


One more year’s work for Jesus, 
One less of life for me; 

But Heaven is nearer, 

And Christ is dearer 

Than last year—to me— 


And let me add to our motto, Saved for Service, “Love lives to 
serve’ and wherein we have failed to serve, it has not been for lack 
of love. Ideals lead us on and work for Christ, for love, for heaven, 
though falling far short of our ideals will bring forth fruit mayhap— 
a hundred fold. 

If anyone could have foretold the future to this committee as we 
parted in that beautiful city of Minneapolis one year ago, each in turn 
would have cried out as did old Nokomis, “Wahonowin! Wahonowin!” 

Flood and destruction of property, sickness followed by eternal 
life, known here as death, have entered our homes, and the sun goes 
on its journey of day and night in a routine known only to the waiting 
heart. Ofttimes the messages have been sent over the country from 
aching hearts and heads, but we remembered the kindly constituency 
that welcomed the printed page sent out by this committee and took 
courage. 

We have completed the first trio of years under what will 
ever be known as the new regime of Literature Work in the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. Only one member of the former Liter- 
ature Committee, your present chairman, was left to face the new 
problem, and during these three years she has had at different times, 
five different helpers, only one of whom has been able to serve two 
years. Hence we feel that in this time, but a faint idea has been 
obtained of what can be accomplished by this sectional representation. 

The growth of this department of literature has been marvelous. 
In one Branch alone, the sales this year have increased $1,000, or 
more than double those of two years ago. 

The report and samples of literature from Japan, sent by Miss 
Georgiana Baucus, are a delight to our souls, She says: For a week 
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or ten days we had our literature on view at our rooms in the hotel 
at Karuizawa, selling and taking orders and consulting with other 
workers. We have returned from this trip, full of enthusiasm and 
fresh energy to write and translate and print with all diligence and 
speed, to supply the constantly increasing demand for christian 
literature. The walls of prejudice have fallen, people are ready to 
hear and ready to read, and the limitless opportunities that stretch 
out before us are tempting beyond description. It is a grand time to 
be a worker in Japan. Miss Baucus reports 16 new publications, 12 
reprints, total, 519,800 pages, 276,000 cards. 

The Woman's Conference Minutes and other publications are as 
reported last year, and we also acknowledge with pleasure, the receipt 
of many sample programs and various college announcements. 

The report of the German Literature as presented by the Sec- © 
retary, Miss Rothweiler, is very satisfactory indeed. All the expenses 
of this department were met from sales, which amounted to $125, a 
small increase over last year. The “Study” is printed, the “German 
Friend” and some of the younger people have made use of “Lux 
Christi.”

Again we send you a Calendar which we believe will prove of 
help in daily prayer. A beautiful new song, “Who will tell the 
eleven,” adds grace to our collection of gems. 

Once more have our faithful Branch Secretaries of T nani: 
made a thorough canvass for subscribers to our “Friend,” and with 
the hearty co-operation of our editor in giving us: articles upon our 
Lesson Topics, with one accord we intend to make our “Friend” 
as indispensable to the industrial member of the auxiliary, as is The 
Chautauquan to the Chautauqua student. 

After several years of well laid plans, we are delighted that we 
are able to give you a short, practical, up-to-date Reading Course for 
the children. (See Octobér “Friend.’’) 

As to the publications in the various Branches literally, millions 
of pages have been sent free to our readers as well as many excel- 
lent paid leaflets and Quarterlies. The best and most important 
book was issued by the Des Moines Branch. It is entitled “The 
Missionaries of the Des Moines Branch” by Mrs. Mary L. Huston 
and Kate E. Moss, a book of 125 pages. For further information 
upon Branch work, see December “Friend” and tabulated report. 

Special thanks are due the loyal women who have so nobly given 
of the power of their pen to this literature department, and enabled 
us to report an expenditure of only $25 for manuscript work, and less 
than $100 for the past three years. 
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In this report we can give you but a glance at the year’s work, 
but our hopes are bright for the future, and as we lay aside for a 
time at least the active recognition of joyous service, we add these 
beautiful words, “The Lord watch between me and thee, while we 
are absent one from the other.”

When, one year ago, we were induced to take the position the 
duties of which had been so long and faithfully performed by another, 
we were comforted in the thought that our dear Mrs. Alderman was 
still in our midst, and would aid us with her counsel and prayers. 
In this we have not been disappointed, and as we have left her after 
an interview, we have earnestly prayed that the same sweet spirit 
of devotion, the same unwavering faith in God, might characterize 
our prosecution of these duties. Although feeble in body, her inter- 
est is unabated in all that pertains to the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, to which she has' devoted so many years of service. 

At our last General Executive Committee Meeting we were 
forced to exceed the amount voted by our branch for appropria- 
tions for the foreign field. Our receipts during the year have not 
reached this amount. Much prayer has ascended to the throne of 
God, great efforts on the part of the secretaries have been pe forth, 
but we have failed to reach our aim. 

Although the financial results are not so large as we could 
desire, we believe that great advance has been made in unifying 
our interests, and in spreading broadcast information of our methods 
of work, and of the objects to which our funds are devoted. We 
quote from the report of our Home Secretary: “The general lack of 
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growth in New England Protestant churches because of the influx 
of foreigners of another faith and the departure of many of our most 
active young people has affected our Society, yet we must rejoice to 
know that those trained in New England are going to help the other 
branches where they are eagerly welcomed.” 

The branch mectings have been occasions of unusual interest, 
and have been quite largely attended. The programs have included 
some unique features, and a lively interest has been manifested in 
the various topics discussed. 

At our Anniversary meeting, there was a larger representation 
than usual of conference and district officers, who were alert and 
eager to study the best and wisest methods for the awakening of 
and preserving interest in foreign missions. A spirit of unity, of 
prayer and of deep consecration characterized all the sessions and 
services, and the influence of the “Quiet Hours” will remain with us 
throughout the year. Mrs. Butler's emphatic exclamation, “Hosanna, 
for the Lord God Omnipotent reigneth!”” made us feel that never 
again could we be discouraged in this work that belongs to the Lord. 

We were favored with addresses by Mrs. Moore, Miss Nichols, 
Mrs. Wilkinson, Miss Sites and Mrs. Brown. A Round Table was 
admirably conducted by Miss Northup, when many topics of interest 
relative to the extension and advancement of our work were dis- 
cussed in a spirited manner. Much to our consternation and grief, 
five of our long-time faithful and efficient branch officers felt com- 
pelled to lay down their duties. These places have been filled by 
others who courageously take up these duties with a deep sense of 
the great responsibility resting upon them. We trust that rich and 
abundant blessings may come to them as they endeavor to do the 
Master’s bidding. 


There have been several itineracies through the branch which 


have been productive of good results. Having no missionary of our 


own at home during most of the year, it has been very difficult to 
secure | from this source. Missionary speakers are urgently 
asked for, but as these workers are at home for rest and recuper- 
ation, it seems cruel to draw upon their time and strength for such 
service. 
We are strongly of the opinion that many of our home workers 
do effective | service along this line if they would study thor- 
organization, read comprehensively our literature, keep 
closely in touch with the foreign field by looking watchfully for the 


information now to be obtained almost everywhere, thus becoming 
saturated, as it were, with missionary knowledge, and filled with a 


aa 
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true missionary zeal, su that they could speak with such enthusiasm 
that their hearers might be led to ask, “When did you return from 
the foreign field?’ With such speakers in the field, surely we might 
secure many members: from those yet unawakened to the great needs 
of heathendom. 

To our Headquarters many callers and visitors have come 
during the year, and none have gone away without an effort being: 
made to interest them in our society and its ever present needs. 
The sales of literature and supplies have been larger than in any 
former year, which shows the desire of many to gain information. 
The study of Lux Christi has been carried on with vigor in many 
auxiliaries, and India will cease to be an unknown country to some 
of our members. ‘ 

The Thank Offering was carefully planned, and was devoted to 
our teachers and assistants. 

Good Friday was observed as a Day of Prayer, a leaflet being 
prepared and sent throughout the branch. 

The Standard Bearers’ Work in one conference has been very 
prosperous, but in others there has been no great gain, owing perhaps 
to a less careful organization and supervision by the auxiliaries. 

The new supplies for the. King’s Heralds have met with high 
praise, and the workers are encouraged by such helps to their hands. 

There has been a gain in the Little Light Bearers’ membership, 
which shows that this peculiarly interesting field is being cultivated. 

Our German and Swedish sisters have brought in good reports, 
the latter having contributed a good sum towards the building in 
Pakur, India. 

With our branch are affiliated one auxiliary in Peking, China, 
reporting thirty members and ten auxiliaries in Mexico with two 
hundred members. = 

There have been several changes in‘our corps of twenty-one 
missionaries. Last April, Miss Stearne, of the Isabella Thoburn 
College, was married to Prof. Badley, and remains in Lucknow. 

In May, Miss Croucher returned from Tientsin, China, to this 
country and later was married to Dr. G. H. Packard of Medford, 
Mass.

Branch headquarters is a place of busy interest, with missionaries 
from almost every branch coming and going; visitors making 
inquiries and looking over the literature and ministers wishing imfor- 
mation about our work. 

The sale of excellent tea imported by our headquarters com- 
mittee from India. has proved a financial success, the profits being 

applied to the headquarters’ expenses. 

Conference anniversaries and district meetings have been well 
attended and excellent programs have been given. The day of prayer, 
preceding our branch annual meeting, was especially marked as a 
time of spiritual strengthening. The branch annual meeting held 
in Elmira, N. Y., had many tokens of the Divine favor. The small 
deficit with which our fiscal year closed was there made up by 2 
liberal gift from Troy Conference and the pledges of other confer- 
ences and individuals.

They are finding 
the secret of strength to overcome the wicked one in the abiding of 
the word of God. : 

The darkest hour of our history was reached when our dearly 
loved president made known her unalterable decision not to accept 
renomination for the ensuing year. We were bereft, and found it 
difficult to adjust ourselves to the new situation. You who have wit- 
nessed from year to year her masterly presiding hand will sympathize 
in our loss and join us in prayer for God’s blessing on her own 
future and also upon her successor. We enroll a new name at our 
head this year, but surely God has answered our earnest prayers, 
and “though the lot is cast into the lap, the disposing thereof is of 
the Lord,’ and we welcome a new worker in our midst. 

One of oug best beloved and honored vice-presidents has entered 
the land of the just made perfect. Mrs. Pricilla L. Bennett, of 
Wilkesbarre, one of the noblest women in our Church, and always 
an active sympathizer and generous contributor to the W. F. M. S., 
left us in her 85th year. There are but few such women in a genera- 
tion, and their loss seems to us irreparable. 

Four new missionaries have gone to the foreign field from the 
branch since the meeting of the last executive: Miss Turner started 
for Baroda, India, in January, Miss Soper for Japan in August, Miss 
Fenderich and Miss Guthapfel are now on the ocean,’ guided, we 
believe, by the Father’s hand, the one to Seoul, Korea, the other to 
Raichur, South India.

There never has been a time in our branch history that the 
summing up of the year’s work was done with such an over- 
whelming sense of God’s presence and blessing. There seems to be 
a new spirit of zeal and willing-heartedness animating the whole 
force of workers, an increase in membership and organization, a 
great development of the work among the young people and chil- 
dren, and while we have known heretofore that God was with us 
according to His promise, it never was so apparent as in the year 
just closed, nor is it hard to find from whence the growing interest 
has come. Following almost immediately after our annual meeting, 
came the memorable Cleveland Missionary Convention, which wil! 
be historic in church history, /marking as it does a new departure 
in missionary effort. That part of the country covered by the Cin- 
cinnati Branch, was well represented in that wonderful gathering, 
where, when they talked and prayed and waited, the “fire fell,” and 
many gave themselves to God for better service, and later, before 
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large audiences in cities or districts, the subject of missions was 
brought before the people with intense zeal and enthusiasm. One 
notable meeting, held at Upper Sandusky, had all the characteristics 
of the Cleveland session. So it is not strange that early in our 
branch year, it became evident that there was a “going in the tops 
of the mulberry trees,’ betokening an advance movement. New life 
and vigor were manifested in pressing the work of our society. 
‘though our debts remained, and had been with us through several 
weary years, we are thankful now that our pledges were not lowered, 
because of them, even though that was a sore temptation. The 
uunual meeting was like a jubilee. The treasurer's reports told 
the story with an emphasis and an eloquence, which will be appreciated 
all over the branch. In every conference there was an increase over 
last year’s report. Every pledge was met, our debts were paid, and 
like Longfellow’s blacksmith, “We look the whole world in the 
face, for we owe not any man.”’ There is an increase in membership, 
and a glow of enthusiasm that has changed an irksome task to a 
joy and a privilege; while past pledges have been redeemed, and larger

And, judging from the way 
the young people are moving forward, the support of one missionary 
will have to be given to a district instead of a conference.

and but one provided for by our appropriations; Miss Alexan-

All 
this was made possible by our increasing receipts. God has been 
very good to us, and we think now, that we never will distrust Him 
again.

In the administration of the affairs of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, the General Executive Committee requires an- 
nually what is known as a “Home Report” from each of the several 
branches into which the organization is divided. The purpose and 
significance of this report, may in part be easily understood and 

\, 
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appreciated. In so far as it deals with facts concerning the in- 
crease or decrease in number of auxiliaries, or the membership ef 
the society, or with the details concerning the publication and dis- 
‘tribution of the society's literature, or of the year’s financial history, 
_or the outlook for the year to come, there is but slight liability that 
the report will not proceed along lines that are fairly well defined, 
or that this data will be fairly accurate and comprehensive. 

The presentation of this information is not only important but 
essential. Without it our future plans could not be intelligently 
formulated or prosecuted. The facts referred to constitute the frame- 
work of our enterprise, and as frame-work the knowledge of them 
is indispensable. 

But to be of real value, the report should also deal with inter- 
ests which are of vastly greater significance than those details to 
which reference has been made. It ought to be—possibly, one 
would be justified in saying it must be—in some sort a response to 
the question which comes from all parts of the work, “Watchman, 
what of the night?” It is a reply to the inquiry often asked and 
always suggested—“Is there among our home people an increased 
interest in the glorious missionary enterprise?’ Do the needs of the 
unsaved women in heathen lands appeal to the constituency of our 
society with greater and still greater effect, and have we been aroused 
to greater efforts in their behalf? Are there more workers, who, 
when the demand for help in foreign fields is presented, are saying 
to themselves and to us—‘‘Here am I, send me.” Is there throughout 
our borders, a greater zeal for souls, a greater interest in our own 
part of this missionary work, greater faith in the Divine approval 
and aid of our plans, and is there more fervent and believing prayer 
offered for the success of the cause? 

On the answers to these inquiries rest the hopes for the future 
success of our enterprise. Without that inspiration which can only 
be induced by conditions that warrant an affirmative answer to the 
above suggested questions, no enduring prosperity will be practica- 
ble. The vitalizing influence and power which come from an earnest 
longing to bring the lost to repentance and salvation, is as indis- 
pensable to the maintenance of the missionary spirit, as is air to 
the support of physical life. Where this influence is felt, every self- 
sacrifice, every sort of service, every form of energetic effort may 
be expected, and the anticipation will not be disappointed. 

_ The Northwestern Branch can confidently trust to the record 
Bo the year’s achievements for its own response to the queries which 
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Our statistical reports show the loss during the year of thirteen 
senior organizations, which we greatly regret, but the new auxili- 
aries formed, and the increased number of organizations among the 
Young Women and the Standard Bearers, has much more than made 
good the falling off in the older societies. 

Our conference and district workers have never .given more 
diligent and effective service. Their constant aim has been to pro- 
mote the interests of: the society wherever an opportunity offered, 
and they have been cheered and encouraged by the increased support 


that has been shown in so many places. 


. 


A “week of prayer’ was substituted this year for our previous 
“self-denial week,’ and no appeal was made for special offerings. 
Nevertheless, not a few of our devoted women, always ready and 
eager to demonstrate their love for that Saviour who is ‘““woman’s best 
friend,’ made free will offerings to the amount of $2,000. Our Thank- 
offering amounted to $23,452, and was distributed to many different 
missionary interests. There has also come into our treasury, $6,895 
from our Mite-boxes, $9,308 from bequests, and $4,500 from annuities. 

A list of all the stations, and of all the different interests which 
received some portion of this Thank-offering fund, might create 
some surprise, even among our own branch members. A part of it 
paid for needed land, another portion paid for buildings which were 
even more needed than the land. Some of the fund helped to cancel 
indebtedness that had annoyed and embarrassed us at home and in 
the field, and all of the money has been so applied that it has aided 
in making the situation of our missionaries more tolerable, and has 
lightened many hearts and homes. 

The urgent need and the importunate appeals which are con- 
stantly being received for more missionaries, coupled with the fact 
that nine young women have been accepted for missionary service 
and are now waiting for their commissions, prompted the Branch 
Executive Committee to authorize the publication of an appeal for 
special gifts to enable the society to send these recruits to the 
stations where their help is so greatly needed, and to furnish them 
the requisite support. Several hundred dollars was secured through 
the efforts of members of the Board of Managers, and at the annual 
branch meeting, seven thousand dollars more were pledged for this 
purpose. Confiding in the loyal support of the branch membership, 
three of the nine have already been sent to the front, and this Gen- 
eral Executive Committee will be asked to pass upon the creden- 
tials of the six who are still with us.

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_ The missionaries of our branch now at home on furlough, are, 
Miss Benthein, from Bombay, and Miss Newton, of North India; 
Miss Merrill and Mrs. Davis, from Central China; Miss Melton, 
from South Japan; Miss Blackburn, from Bulgaria; and Miss Vick- 
ery, from Rome. 

Immediately after the last session of this committee, Miss 
Wright returned to India, and was assigned to the school at Budaon, 
and soon after, Miss Mary Wilson was appointed to the same station. 
Miss Greene went to Phalera, in Northwest India, and Miss Fisher 
to Kolar, South India. Dr. Gloss has returned to Peking, and Miss 
Longstreet to Ming Chiang, China. 

The additional missionaries whom we have sent out, are, Miss 
Alice Northrup, to the Isabella Thoburn College, at Lucknow; Miss 
Dorothy Jones, to Chung King; and Miss Maud Wheeler, to Peking, 
China. Miss Wheeler is the daughter of Dr. L. N. Wheeler, one 
of our earliest missionaries in North China. He subsequently inau- 
gurated the work in West China, and his body now sleeps in the 
cemetery in Shanghai. Our Miss Wheeler is the third daughter 
who has given herself to the work of bringing China into the num- 
ber of christian nations. We count it a rare privilege to have been 
enabled to send nine consecrated women to our mission fields in 
foreign lands in a single year. 

As we come together from year to year, we miss one and another 
of those who through many years have been our co-workers in this 
society, associates who have endeared themselves to us by a loving 
companionship and an unselfish devotion to the cause which all of 
us serve. Fidelity characterized their service, and a self-sacrificing 
loyalty to duty always governed their lives. They wrought will- 
ingly, ably, royally, and the Master honored their labors and their 
devotion. Then He opened the pearly gates and called them home. 
-“They rest from their labors and their works do follow them.” 

It was while this body was in session, one year ago, that a mes- 
sage was received announcing the death of Mrs. David Preston, of 
Detroit. Her association with the society dates back to its earliest 
days. One of the first auxiliaries in the Northwestern Branch was 
organized in her parlors, and her name appears on the first list of 
life members im the Society. For two years she discharged the duties 
of branch treasurer, and her fidelity, efficiency and accuracy, left 
us nothing to be desired in the administration of that office. Loyalty 
and thoroughness were among her prominent qualities, and we loved 
bad ree ist anes was and what she did. 
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When the Northwestern Branch began its work of organiza- 
tion, there was imperative need for some one to meet the women in 
the various churches, and to explain to them our work and methods. 
Miss S. A. Rulison, of Flint, Michigan, accepted this service. She 
resigned a congenial position as teacher, and for many years gave 
herself to the effort of interesting Methodist women in the cause 
of missions and gathering them into auxiliary organizations. At a 
later date she undertook the preparation and publication of the Mis- 
sionary Lesson Leaf—a most valuable and almost indispensable aid 
in carrying out the scheme of uniform mission studies. Earnest, 
faithful and true, never faltering in her service till the Master called 
her home, she has left us a legacy of good deeds and successful 
work which is an inspiration to all her associates. 

A little later, and just at the opening of the New Year, our 
well beloved Mrs. Bishop Ninde, joined the great host who have 
passed up into the Everlasting Kingdom. She was never officially 
connected with the Northwestern Branch, but she was not therefore 
the less interested in its aims and work or the less helpful to its 
treasury. Her contributions were numerous and generous, and 
her home was always open to the weary missionary who was ever 
welcome to its boundless hospitality, and her words of sympathy and 
encouragement will be long remembered. 

Another beautiful, earnest, generous co-laborer was lost to us 
and to our society when Mrs. Laura A. Calder, of Evanston, 
answered to the summons, “Come up higher.” She had been both 
recording secretary and home secretary of the branch, and in each 
position, her work was beyond criticism. But while as an officer she 
was both faithful and efficient, still it was by her intense interest in 
the cause generally, her absolute devotion to all of its interests, and 
her generous gifts to its treasury, that she was most widely known 
and most fondly loved. The Mabel Colvin Home and Dispensary, at 
Brindaban, are among the tangible tokens of her generosity, and 
constitute an enduring monument to her memory, and nearly all of 
her estate was bequeathed to the society. 

There is still another whose presence we miss and whose loss 
has brought to us an inexpressible sorrow. On the fourteenth 
of June, and in the hush of the early Sabbath morning, the spirit 
of our loved and beautiful Letitia Mason Quine, left its earthly home 
for its heavenly inheritance. Her life had been a long devotion to 
the missionary cause and missionary service. It is now more than 
thirty years since as a lovely maiden, she consecrated her life and 
skill to the ministry of healing, among the women of China. As a 
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_thedical missionary she labored and sacrificed, unti] prostrated by 
pain and sickness, she was compelled to leave the land to which her 
coming had been a benediction. Returning to her native land, her 

‘ health was restored, and here she sought to enlist others in the work 
4 _ to which she had given so much, and for which she was still anxious 
to toil. For five years her name stood at the head of our roll of 
branch officers, and for four years, and until weakness and suffering 
_ laid her aside from active duty, she gave herself with conscientious 
care to the work. Her delightful personality, her persuasive voice, 
her large executive powers, rendered her a leader that all rejoiced to 
follow. The purity of her life, her serene faith, her deep spirituality, 
combined with her dignity, graciousness and gentleness, made her a 
iy priceless friend. To the last, her love and prayers went up for those 
who were striving to build up Christ’s Kingdom. We miss her dear 
sweet face as the days come and go, but in loving memory of what she 
so truly exemplified of Christ-like unselfishness, we must be glad that 
the joy of heaven has come to her, “and she will live forever in the

Miss Blackmore seems equal to all emergencies, and 
carries the interests of the Deaconesses’ school, and even the whole 
mission most cheerfully and successfully. Miss Martin, of Penang, 
came home last May for her vacation, having served more than five 
years in that tropical climate. She expects to return to her much loved 
work in the early spring,

Miss Blackstock, of the Harrison industrial School in Tokyo, 
Japan, is closing the sixth year of her second term in that trying 
climate. 

We are glad that we have been able to send two missionaries to 
the field within the past two months. Miss M. E. Olson, of Afton, 
Minnesota, sailed from San Francisco in August, for Penang, to take 
the work laid down by Miss Ellis. 

Miss Mabel Lee, of Grand Forks, North Dakota, sailed for 
Tokyo, Japan, in September, to take charge of the Harrison Indus 
trial School. 

Is it not true that as soon as a missionary is found ready to go, 
the money comes in with which to send her to the field? As soon 
as we found the worker for Penang, a generous friend, not a member 
of our church, offered to pay her outgoing expenses, which we 
gladly accepted. 

The year financially, has been one of great prosperity. With 
the exception of one small bequest at the beginning of the year, the 
funds have all come from the regular channels, dues, mite-boxes 
and thank-offerings.

The twentieth year of Topeka Branch has been the best of all 
the years. Our numbers are greater, interest deeper and receipts 
larger than any in our history. 

The subscriptions to the periodicals show a slight gain, but not 
in proportion to the added membership. We have yet to secure 
two hundred and thirty-five subscriptions before we can count one 
in five of the membership who are subscribers to the “Woman’s 
Missionary Friend.” The numbers of “King’s Heralds” are but five 
hundred and thirty-five, yet we have a subscription list to the “Chil- 
dren’s Friend” of eighteen hundred and ninety seven. 

In this way seed is being sown, and the harvest for which we 
are looking is a large and speedy increase in the number of children 
enlisted under the motto, ““The King’s business requireth haste.” 
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The Standard Bearer work is making a satisfactory growth, 
almost the entire enlistment having been secured during the present 
year. We are so fortunate as to have a secretary whose husband 
Owns a printing press, and who free of charge, prints all the letters 
from our Standard Bearer missionaries. 

The literature sales have amounted to nearly nine hundred dol- 
lars, and two thousand five hundred and seventy mite-boxes have been 
placed in circulation. 

The fact that cight hundred and fifty three copies of “Lux 
Christi” have been sent out from our headquarters, is evidence that 
interest in the United Study is not waning. 

Self-denial and new membership work is coming to be one of 
the important features of the year, in that it brings numerical and 
financial strength as well as spiritual power. 

Universal interest was shown in our Thank-offering, due in 
part to the fact that the money gathered thus is to be used for thx 
erection of a building for the Burmese Girls School, in Rangoon, 
to bear the name of Mrs. Harriet Shattuck, the first correspond- 
ing secretary of the branch, and as long as health permitted, one of 
the most earnest workers. 

We have not been blessed with much help from outside. With 
the exception of a few week’s service given by Dr. Donahue, a few 
days by Dr. Dease, three conference anniversaries addressed by Rev. J. 
W. Robinson, and one by Miss Trimble, the work has been done by 


’ the faithful home women. How frequently have we sighed for a 
Field secretary, a branch organizer, a returned missionary, or any 


consecrated worker to help arouse and organize the women, enlist 
the young people and gather in the children who are scattered over 
our territory of mountain and plain, waiting for and needing the 
blessed missionary service. 

The annual meeting was one of interest, and Rev. J. W. Robinson, 
of India, Miss Varney and Miss Trimble, of China, Miss Imhof, of 
Japan, and Mrs. Smith of Burma, gave splendid service. Doxolo- 
gies were constantly in our hearts, and frequently upon our lips 
for the success which has attended our efforts and the victories won. 

Immediately after our meeting, one year ago, Miss Montgomery 
sailed for India, and at the session of the South India Conference, 
was appointed to the Baldwin High School for girls in Bangalore. 
She accepted this work as from the Lord, and has had a happy 
prosperous year. 

Dr. Tuttle reached India in January, and soon began her min- 
istry to the needy in Baroda. A recent letter tells of her serious 
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illness from fever, caused by the unsanitary conditions under which 
the missionaries live. F 

Miss Spaulding landed in Manila in May, and finds the need 
for workers not overestimated, and the opportunities unlimited. 

Dr. Stevenson reached this country for her second furlough 
early in December, but in response to the urgent needs of the work, 
remained with the home folks only until July, when she again set 
sail for North China. 

Miss Imhof and Miss Varney, after years of service in their 
respective fields of Japan and China, are with us, today for the first 
time in General Executive meeting. To them we accord a hearty 
welcome, not only because of their worth, but for the work’s sake. 

To our branch has come sorrow, and to the individual members 
a personal bereavement in the going to Heaven of Mrs, Bishop 
Ninde, who for seven years so faithfully, loyally and lovingly served 
us as president. After her removal from our territory, Mrs. Ninde 
ceased not to care for us, but frequently sent messages of love and 
assurance of continued interest. 

We believe that much of our present success is due to the years 
of ther faithful work, when she spared not herself, but gave of time, 
money and effort to the furtherance of the cause. She has gone 
from us, yet not absent but present in the sweet incense of her life, 
and the beneficent influence of her work. 

For the new year our faith is strong and hope buoyant. : 

The rallying cry is, one in ten of our Methodist women a 
member of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society; one in five 
of the membership a subscriber to the “Woman’s Missionary Friend ;” 
five thousand young people enlisted as Standard Bearers; two thou- 
sand children in the ranks of the King’s Heralds, and $30,000 for 
the treasury of our Lord.

The eleventh year of Columbia River Branch will ever stand 
out alone, characterized by unusual features and overshadowed 
by a great sorrow. For the first time, we have been called to 
mourn the earthly loss of a branch officer, our beautiful and greatly 
beloved president, Mrs. Earl Cranston. Worthy was she by every 
measurement of the responsible honors that were hers. Well and 
with gentle humility did she grace such high positions as mistress of 
an Episcopal residence, branch president in the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and presiding officer for two sessions of the 
Japan Mission Woman’s Conference. Worthy also was she to be 
named with the martyred host whose lives have been the price of 
service in mission lands. We count her now our crowned President 
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Emeritus, in the faith that she “being dead yet speaketh.” Steps 
have been taken to perpetuate her name on the mission field, and 
the privilege has been granted of making the new building to be 
erected for the Foochow Conference Seminary, the Laura Cranston 
Memorial Hall. It is eminently fitting that such testimonial for one 
whose gentle spirit was so like her Master's, should be placed in 
China, where the first shock that dissolved her earthly house of this 
tabernacle was received from pagan hands. This memorial in her 
name shall bear its part in hastening the time when China’s daughters 
shall become the cultured christian mothers under whose potent influ- 
ence deeds of-riot shall forever cease. 

In this annual review we gratefully bear witness to a com- 
forting truth, verified anew, that whenever great sorrows and bur- 
dens come to God’s children, He remembers their frame and, lest 
they be tried above measure, grants other gifts as evidence of 
continued and watchful care. To Him be praise for many tokens 
of favor. 

Added interest in the great missionary cause is shown by an 
increase in the number of auxiliary societies, in the membership, in 
the lists of our periodicals, in the sales of literature, and in the 
receipts of the treasury. There has also been a greater demand 
for special objects of support, and from more unexpected sources 
than ever before, and many links have been formed between the 
workers at home and abroad, which we hope will grow stronger 
with the opportunity for mutual interchange thus established. 

Owing to the difficulty in securing leaders for these departments, 
the work of Standard Bearers and King’s Heralds has not made 
such advance as we might wish, or as we hope for the future. 

One district has been newly organized in the Puget Sound 
Conference, under the courageous energy of its secretary, though 
she counts less than a half dozen little scattered ‘societies in her 
territory. The district meeting at which this organization was 
perfected, was made especially interesting by the presence and 
address of Miss Glenk, fresh from China. 

Miss Lilly returned to her work in Singapore in April, and at 
the same time Miss Parkinson arrived from Foochow on a special 
call for family reasons. That she reached home a few days too 
late for the farewell greeting of her sister, stands as a reminder of 
the sad possibilities that confront all our missionaries. In order 
to A eit ae Parkinson the usual eto of furlough without taxing 
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Stephenson, an experienced teacher from the High School of Seattle, 
her friend, Mrs. Lippy, bearing all the expense. 

Mrs. Emma Ferris Shellabear, one of our first missionaries, who 
has been sojourning within the branch for the past three years, has 
been very helpful in its work, as has her husband. 

Our ladies of Puget Sound have profited by the visits of a 
considerable number of missionaries who have sailed from the ports of 
Tacoma and Seattle. 

It was a pleasure to greet for a brief call, our Publisher, Miss 
Walden, and the secretary of New England Branch, Miss Holt. 

Of other guests we may mention only Mrs. Wilkinson, Presi- 
dent of Folts Institute, who, stopping over Sunday in Portland, made 
the address at the Thank-offering service in First Church, which re- 
sulted in the largest offering in the history of the society, and was the 
indirect means of winning a pupil for our Training School in Her- 
kimer. 

Our conference anniversaries attracted unusually large audi- 
ences, and were more than ordinarily successful. For this we are 
greatly indebted to Bishop McCabe, to Dr. Leonard, and Dr. 
Smyth, and to Bro. Shellabear, of Singapore, who made the addresses 
of these occasions, and who verily did in right royal manner fulfill 
the injunction to “help those women.” Two of our conference 
secretaries deserve mention for special features inaugurated in con- 
nection with these anniversaries. Mrs. Henry Brown, of Columbia 
River, made so thorough a canvass for the “Woman’s Missionary 
Friend,” that her list has reached thirty-five, forwarded by herself, 
in addition to other pledges for subscribers to be added to home 
lists.

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GERMAN WORK 


Includes 10 Conterences in America, 3 Conferences in Europe.

A review of the past year which was entered upon with a great 
sense of responsibility and fear, gives occasion for sincere and heart- 
felt gratitude to God for his help and blessing. 

Many fears were never realized, and our small faith was put to 
shame by having so much more given than we had dared hope for. 

The causes for fear that we should fall behind were several, among 
them the loss of our tried and trusted leader, Mrs. Achard; another, 
that during the preceding year great efforts had been made to raise the 
money for the Sieng Iu Home, many gifts for this having come from 
those who had no connection with our society, while some of our 
own members had given sums that we could not expect to have 
repeated, then also, one generous friend had given $4,000. 

Now while we are obliged to report a decrease in total receipts 
of $3,552.31, we do not feel depressed, but rather we rejoice, for 
excluding the one large gift, we have an advance of $447.60. 

The total receipts, $12,035.15 include no large gifts whatever, 
but represent thousands of small gifts made possible only by the 
greatest self-denial, and, as one lady said, ‘‘each small gift is wrapped 
in prayer’—prayer that will certainly bring God’s blessing. : 

We can report 18 new auxiliaries. We have 20 Standard Bearer 
Companies, almost all organized during this year, and 11 King’s 
Herald Bands. The increase in total membership is over 600. There — 

' is an increase of 122 in the subscribers for “Children’s Missionary 

, Friend,’ and a few for the ‘““Woman’s Missionary Friend.” The 

German paper has increased its circulation but 51. We had hoped for 

better increase here. 

We have welcomed one new conference, the Southern German, to 
the ranks of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. Though no 
organizations have yet been effected a great deal of preparatory 
work thas been done, and some money has come in. We expect 
good things from this Conference next year. 

The Northwestern leads in the advance, reporting 11 new Stan- 
dard Bearer Companies, and an increase of $275.00 in receipts. The fact 
that they have a conference missionary helps greatly. 

Chicago Conference last year reported an increase of about 
33 per cent, and this year has another increase of 13 per cent. 
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St. Louis and Western Conferences feel greatly indebted to 
the Misses Stone and Tany, for the interest that they helped to 
arouse by visiting various churches, a (istrict meeting and a con- 
ference anniversary. We are also favored by having Miss Lebeus 
devote a good part of her too short vacation to visiting various 
churches, especially in the Eastern and Central Conference. Great 
interest is shown where she has been. 

Two Conferences, the Northern and Northwestern, each have 
their own missionary, and we hope to have others follow their example. 

We had hoped soon to have another of our own girls in the field, 
but for the present the Lord has laid his, hands upon her. She is 
trying at present to serve by waiting, hoping still to be allowed 
to enter active service. 

More literature has been sold than last year. We have serious 
obstacles to overcome here. The subscriptions to the “Friend” are 
slowly growing. Our people read it, many auxiliaries having more 
subscribers than members. We do hope for a greater increase in 
the coming year. 

We as Germans, labor under great difficulties in that our work 
is scattered among so many branches. This is being realized more 
and more, and the necessity for some change is being recognized. 
We ask for Divine guidance in this as in all things. 

We praise God for His help during the past year, and trust Him 
for the future.

In reviewing this year’s work, I can truly say the Lord has 
been with us and His guiding hand we have felt. A year ago when 
I was elected to superintend our work in America, I feared that it 
would be impossible to continue the work as it has been commenced, 
but God’s blessing has been manifested in both the work and work- 
ers. It is true that it has required hard work and great watchful 
ness from all the officers and individual members in every auxiliary, 
but they have willingly and faithfully overcome all obstacles. 

We have added a few new auxiliaries, but the increase in mem- 
bership is slight. The reason for this is that when the societies were 
first organized, many joined who were not members of the M. E. 
Church, and most of them left us after awhile. 

During this summer, several of our conference secretaries made 
visits to their auxiliaries, thereby trying to encourage the members. 
We have also been favored in the Northern Conference by having Mrs. 
I. W. Joyce with us, and Miss Clara Martin, from Penang. At Lake 
View, Chicago, the Central Conference had Mrs. Oldham, the first 
Sunday in July. The Eastern Conference had a special meeting for 
the missionary cause at the session of the conference in April, at 
Providence, R. I. 

I attended the Northern Conference, which held its session at 
Marionette, Wis. While there I read the conference secretary’s report, 
and spoke of our work to a large audience. I wish it could have been 
possible for me to have attended all our conferences. : 

In the beginning .of the year, Miss Jacobson, in Pakur, India, 
wrote a long letter to each auxiliary, which was very much appre- 
ciated. She writes that the work on the buildings is progressing, 
and she is looking forward to the time when they will be completed. 
She thinks that then they will be spared much sickness, which 
comes from damp and poor houses. In her last letter she tells of 
Mr. Meik’s sickness. He managed the work on the buildings, so it 
would be hard for them if he should have to leave soon. She her- 
self has not been feeling well for some time and needs a missionary 
there as soon as possible. She asks for a name for the building. 

Miss Mary Olson, who went to Penang in August, was well 
and hopeful when last heard from. She feels sure that she will like 
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her work there. She believes fully that God will keep her for His 
service. The auxiliaries in St. Paul and Minneapolis gave Miss Olson a 
purse of $29 for her outfit. 

Our Editor, Mrs. Wm. Henschen, of Chicago, has been most 
faithful in her work. She has had about four columns of missionary 
information every other week in our church paper. This literature has 
increased the knowledge of our work among the members, and has 
also been of interest to them. She has done all the translating for us. 

We have had 3,000 copies of the ‘Constitution,’ and 3,000 of 
a leaflet, the ‘““Woman’s Cry,” published and sent out to the auxil- 
iaries. Of the “Hindu Women and their Homes,” we have had 
4,000 copies printed. These we sell at one cent a copy. Next year 
we must spend more on free literature. There are 298 mite-boxes 
in use among us. 

We can truly say that we have more faith and courage in store 
for the coming year than we had last year, believing that when our 
weakness comes in contact with God’s strength, there will be no 
failure.

Another year of most successful work has crowned the labors of 
our missionaries and teachers in this, the first field in India, and indeed 
in any country for distinctive work under the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. : 

Nine Presiding Elder’s Districts are included in this Conference, 
in each of which our Society holds an important place in the propa- 
gation of the Gospel story of peace, and though handicapped by an in- 
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sufficient force of workers, so that some important centers have been 
left without a missionary, still a most successful year has been added 
to those reported heretofore. 

BAREILLY-KUMOAN DISTRICT with its far-reaching terri- 
tory takes in many mountain stations, and includes very important work 
on the plains. Naini Tal the noted mountain station with the Welles- 
ley High School, keeps up a record for character building as well as 
for scholarship, and for growth on all lines. Miss Easton is still at 
the head, after giving a quarter of a century to this work of uplift- 
ing India’s daughters, whether native or of foreign parentage. Hin- 
dustani work under Mrs. Neeld’s superintendence is carried on by one 
assistant, four teachers and three Bible-women. Naini Tal, Tarai, and 
Bhabar work are under the care of Mrs. Knowles and a large force 
of teachers and Bible-women are employed. New recruits have been 
gathered in Huldwani and Isai Nagar. 

THE DWARAHAT Boarding School opened with twenty-six 
girls, and though poorly equipped in the way of teachers finished the 
year with credit. Nineteen villages are regularly visited by Dwarahat 
Bible-women. 

BHOT. Dr. Sheldon and Miss Brown still hold the fort on the 
Thibetan border. Once they got over the lines and did some work 
but were discovered and escorted back across the border, not however 
until they secured a Thibetan teacher. Their work continues to be 
self-supporting. Pithoragarh Circuit includes the Girls’ Boarding 
School, the Home for Homeless Women, medical work and evange- 
listic work and all these interests are in a flourishing condition. 80 
girls are in the Boarding School, 70 in the Woman’s Home, which is 
really an Industrial Home as the women work in various ways, ten of 
them being blind. One Bible-woman goes from village to village, 
sometimes groping her way or led by another, and tells the story of 
peace wherever she can find an auditor. 

BAREILLY. This brings us down to the plains where the mul- 
titudes are found and the poor are always present. The Orphanage 
and Boarding School with three hundred and thirty-one on the roll, 

would be enough to keep one busy. Miss English reports a good year, 


though a very busy one. The Woman’s School under Mrs. T. J. Scott 
_ is composed of the wives of preachers who are in the Theological 


Seminary. 53 names were on the roll during the year, 34 took the 
Bible reader’s course of study and most of them passed. The good 

‘by this school can hardly be over estimated. The open- 
ing of Medical Work in Bareilly was early in the history of our Soci- 


ety, and was specially notable by the gift of the Nawab of Rampur of 


rem rn reentrant 
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property valued at $15,000, which was a great help in creating senti- 
ment for this society not in India only, but with the doubting Mar- 
thas in our own land. Dr. Margaret Lewis reports most fully and 
encouragingly of the work under her care. The attendance is about the 
same as last year, rich and poor, high and low caste Mohammedans, 
Hindus and Christians have come for treatment, the daily attendance 
varying from 40 to 200, the greatest number during the hot months, 
the smallest the weeks of heathen festival. All who come spend a 
time in the waiting room listening to the Bible-woman who sits read- 
ing Bible stories or singing bhajans and gazals in which the story 
of salvation is told, and in many ways the seed is sown day by day. 
During eight months of 1903 the patients in the dispensary have num- 
bered 5,760, with 10,229 return visits, a total 15,998. This year so far 
we have 325 in-patients, double the number for the corresponding 
months last year. We average about 20 patients at a time. A year 
ago we began using the larger rooms for wards, which has largely 
increased the in-patient work; we have been granted support for six 
beds which has been a great blessing especially to the poor christians, 
who could not stay unless we gave them food. In the coming year 
we hope to have twelve beds supported, and need many more, besides . 
the Zenana and village work in Bareilly, work is carried on in eight 
large circuits by 31 Bible-women, many of whom are wives of the 
native pastors. 

WEST SHAHJAHANPUR. The Bidwell Memorial School is 
under Miss Organ’s superintendence, where 80 girls are given chris- 
tian teaching with most satisfactory results. 

GARHUAL DISTRICT includes the Pauri Gadoli Circuit with 
headquarters at Pauri. The Girls’ Orphanage and Boarding School 
at Pauri numbered 118 and reported a prosperous year, though with 
many trials. The district work was superintended by Mrs. Messmore, 
and consisted of the labors of six Bible-women, and here as sudan 

“His word will not return unto Him void.” ; 

MORADABAD DISTRICT is a very compact one consisting of 
eleven large circuits, each with its net work of christian work. Besides 
the city and village work in Moradabad and Budaon, there are two 
Boarding Schools, each meeting a great want and mir a good 
record. 

SAMBAHL DISTRICT consists of seven large circuits. The 
Woman’s Work is superintended by Mrs. M. Adams, the Sunday 
Schools are well attended and the Bible-women’s work rich in results. 

BIJNOUR DISTRICT has nine large circuits besides the work 
in Bijnour. Mrs. W. A. Mansell is in charge here and reports en- 
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couragingly of the boarding school and city work, 19 Bible-women are 
employed in the various out-stations, and in most of them there is 
also a day school, and in some cases the fear and prejudice is giving 
way to the first steps in christian life. Pilibhit District like Sambahl 
is all native work and is under the superintendence of Mrs. Bella 
Cutling. There are ten out-stations or circuits. The number of bap- 
tized women and girls is 2,159. Hardoi District is under the care of 
Mrs. Tupper, wife of the Presiding Elder of the district. She is also 
a medical graduate and finds a wide field for helping the body as well 
as the soul. Mrs. Parker who has charge of the evangelistic work, 
remembering what it was ten years ago, sees a great advance. Then 
no one thought a girl could be educated, now there is a fine boarding 
school with over 50 girls in it. The Woman’s Conference was pre- 
sided over by the native Presiding Elder's wife, and all the business was 
well conducted. 

OUDH DISTRICT occupies a territory of five thousand square 
miles, and reaches from the Ganges on the south to the borders of 
Nepaul on the north, six million people are accessible, half of these are 
the objects of interest and labor to the W. F. M. Society. The story 
of peace must reach them from a woman’s lips. Besides the centers 
at Lucknow and Sitapur, there are nine large circuits in which 350 
Bible-women, with the aid of 214 evangelistic teachers carry the bread 
of life to those who are ready to perish. They are greatly aided by the 
wives of our missionaries, many of whom do double work in assisting 
their husbands, yet find a place for this distinctively woman’s work. 
There are 15,112 baptized women and girls in this district, Sitapur 
Boarding School with 70 girls under the care of Miss Loper, has passed 
a successful year, A deep religious interest and the decided stand taken 
by many for the right are among the things to be thankful for in this 
school at Lucknow, with College and High School and a prosperous 
city work. Progress is reported on every line from College to Kin- 
dergarten, and the need of help is very urgent. The Deaconess Home 
fills a great want and is a help to each of the other divisions.. Hos- 
pital visitation, temperance work, cottage prayer meetings, Bible read- 
ings and many other helps come from this quiet stream of influence 
that enriches as it flows onward. 

GONDA DISTRICT consists of Gonda proper and nine circuits 
_ in which 32 Bible-women are employed, and the average attendance 
of listeners each month is 1,235. 27 Bible-women are employed. The 
removal of Miss Hoge from this district withont sending some one in 
her place was a necessity perhaps, but it left a heavy burden on Miss 
Scott. The Boarding School is happy in the fact that the assistant 
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teachers come from Miss Easton’s School, at Naini Tal, and are 
thoroughly prepared for their work. ’ 

This district needs to be reinforced and the school building should 
be enlarged and that, speedily. 

Summing up the work of the North India Conference at the close 
of 34 years we have

“These ought ye to have done and not to leave the other undone.” 

Following the conference in January, there was a revival in the 
school, conversions were of the old stamp, convictions genuine. I can- 
not say that all of the girls were converted but many were reached and 
decided definitely for Christ. In our class meeting the power of God 
is felt and we continue to plan and work for the future, for there is 
much territory yet for grace to gain in the hearts of these girls. 

In our Meerut district we have sixty village teachers, most of 
whom are wives of our Pastor teachers. They are, as a rule simple 
village women, not long christian, having received their instruction in 
our training schools. We find them most helpful in the work among 
the people. Of the eleven thousand christians in this district, forty-six 
hundred are women and girls, nine hundred of whom have been bap- 
tized this year. For these girls and women we have 54 Sunday schools 
and 24 day schools. There has been steady growth among the people 
and whenever they have had proper care, real advancement in the 
christian life. Though our chief work has been to care for the chris- 
tians, yet we have not been unmindful of the heathen. As a rule each 
Bible Reader has a circle of Hindu and Mohammedan houses where 
she visits and teaches the women and girls. 

MUTTRA. Miss McKnight writes: We have had a good year. 
In the spirit of the school especially we feel that otir prayers are 
being answered. The girls are interesting and lovable. The more 
I get hold of the language, the easier it is to get hold of the girls. The 
inspectress spoke of improvement in discipline as well as scholarship 
which is a great encouragement. When our school opened again in 
July, nearly all of our girls returned and with them sixteen new ones. 
Of the five girls who finished their course in May, one is at work with 
Mrs. Mansell in Bijnour, one who was from the London Mission re- 
turned to them in Almora, and is now doing Zenana work, the other 
three were sent here by Miss Budden of Pithoragarh, and have re- 
turned to her. She expects to use them in her evangelistic band this 
cold season. She says her best and most reliable Bible Readers are 
Muttra trained girls. One of the most interesting new girls we have 
had during the year is a girl who ran off and came here. She was mar- 
ried when a child. Her people are christians but her husband’s are not. 
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He took her to live with them and they greatly mistrusted her and 
when she could bear it no longer started out and walked through 
country, inquiring as she went the location of the mission. She finally 
found us and seems contented and happy. One interesting feature of 
the training work has been a three weck’s trip into the villages with all 
the English students and the senior class of the Hindustani stu- 
dents. By this trip they had an insight into the conditions as they 
exist, into methods of work, and gained a real interest in the develop- 
ment of the ignorant village christians. There has been a marked 
difference in the enthusiasm with which they have taken hold of prac- 
tical work since then. The preachers and their wives were the 
teachers, and the classes sat under the shade of the trees or 
in the wide verandas of the mission houses. Bishop Warne 
was present five days and led many to know Christ bet- 
ter. The Bible Readers who had finished the course were taken 
through Acts and Bible catechism. One old sister, Salome Das, 
almost too old to work, became so interested that she said she saw in 
her dreams, Paul on his journeys. Inthe classes the women were seated 
on the floor, babies in arms and several little ones around them work- 
ing at their lessons, the wonder was that they could remember any- 
thing. Yet women who had never known a letter nor written a stroke 
could read and write the Hindu alphabet before the school closed, and 
by next summer school they will read the first Hindu book. Dr. Emma 
Scott of Brindaban opened a little dispensary and cared for the sick, 
as this is the time for fevers and sore eyes. 

BRINDABAN. Our workers here are living in hope that it will 
not be long before the new hospital building will be in process of 
construction. For this building we want a piece of land adjoining 
the present. property, which is owned by several people. The agent is 
friendly and says there is no doubt but we can secure the land in 
time. Meanwhile, writes Dr. Scott, we are busy trying to care for those 
who come, and we enjoy making plans for the new building. The 
total number of visits for the year is 20,800, of new cases, 6,553, be- 
sides many who have been treated in Muttra during the summer 
school and district conference, lasting over five weeks, an average of 
over 40 patients a day. 

On our workers go out in three groups to hold schools. 
They are usually held by the road-side under a tree and the children 
are taught songs and the catechism and given a picture card each 
Sunday. The Dispensary Bible-woman is very faithful in the delivery 
of the message, she sits on the veranda or in the waiting room and 
teaches the women as they go in and out or are waiting for their 
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turn to be treated. They listen with great interest and occasionally 
come just to listen. We hope to have a more permanent influence 
over them when our new building is completed and we can have them 
for some time under our care. 

AJMER. Notwithstanding the fact that in the city of Ajmer 
niore than sixty evangelistic meetings are held weekly by the Meth- 
odist Episcopal mission alone, yet there are thousands untouched by 
the gospel. As we enter the gates of the native city and see on all sides 
heathenism rampant, and nothing to remind us of christianity, our 
hearts cry out for more laborers in this whitened harvest field. The 
work of the Bible Readers is systematically arranged so that different 
mohallas and families are visited each day in the week. The women 
are eager to hear, and many of them we believe are christian at heart, 
but open confession would mean the sacrifice of homes and friends, 
and these sheltered women do not dare to take the stand. 

The Girls’ Boarding school has had a year of prosperity. The 
Lord has been good, no epidemic has entered the compound and not 
one of the girls has been called to the other shore. The school is mak- 
ing rapid strides in educational lines and it is most encouraging to 
note the progress in a class from one quarter to another. 

What wonderful things the Lord has wrought in these poor fam- 
ine children. Two years ago they were mere physical wrecks, but now 
in the full bloom of health, their mental development is nothing less 
than marvelous. The eagerness with which they apply themselves 
warrants us in any effort or expenditure. Frequently an entire class 
comes to ask for longer hours of study, or for advancement to more 
difficult branches. 

PHALERA. The year has brought improvements in many ways. 
A new mud-walled thatch-roofed church has been built and a new 
school house in the girls’ compound built of the same primitive 
material and in the same manner, with a broad veranda on all sides 
in which the classes sit for recitation. Fifteen of the more ad- 
vanced girls have been transferred to the Ajmer school, and at 
present there are 256 girls and 46 women. 

About one hundred bushels of grain were harvested, and all the 
vegetables used by this large family were raised by the girls and 
women. They cut the grain and winnowed it. The women also spin the 
yarn used in making the beautiful rugs turned out by the Boys Or- 
phanage. 

During the winter 75 girls were received into full membership of 
the church and all the new ones after careful instruction were bap- 
tized. A mela and camp meeting held at Tilaunia were a source of: 


. ia 
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help and blessing to many. Nearly a thousand boys and girls were 
in attendence, the future hope of Rajputana. 

CAWNPORE. The total enrollment for the Cawnpore Girls’ 
High school has been 161, of whom 84 have been boarders. The 
health of the school has been excellent, and although plague was ram- 
pant in the city, in the words of scripture, “It has not come nigh our 
dwelling.” In this school there has been great need for a missionary, 
Miss Lauck having given eleven years of faithful service without a 
furlough, but before time for another report we hope this need will 
have been abundantly supplied. 

_ Although no official report has come of our work on the Allaha- 
bad District Orphanage and Day schools, Aligarh Orphanage, Indus- 
trial home and District work, and of the Punjab and Kasganj Dis- 
tricts, yet did time and space permit, we could tell of much that has 
reached us from various sources to encourage and cheer at each point 
and in every department. To God be all the Glory.

RAIPUR. Miss Harvey is holding the fort here under such ser- 

“ee ious conditions as imperil life. The widows and orphans are crowded 
: into close and poorly ventilated quarters in the cold season, and washed 
brary entir pune them when it rains. They sit at night on the veranda 
Lis 8 Laat ta on the driest spots they can find, and it is 
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ones, so badly does the store-room leak. It is not surprising that 
sickness to an alarming extent has prevailed, so that Miss Harvey 
has been obliged to crowd eighteen into two rooms occupied usually 
by four. 

The strain and .anxiety resulted in fever for herself, and when 
that was over ophthalmia set in, and with bandaged eyes suffering 
agony she lay in a dark room for days. Her assistants, she says, are 
pure gold, and they have cared for all the work when she was laid by 
or absent to the best of their ability. Her Bible-women are doing ex- 
cellent work and reporting converts and inquirers. Improvement with 
the children in their studies, morals and deportment is very encourag- 
ing. She is constantly refusing admission to the girls that come, and 
that need so badly the protection and training the school and orphan- 
age would give. We have in South India at the present time no need 
so great as that of an associate missionary to Miss Harvey, foarte 
with the buildings the work requires. 

SIRONCHA. Here interests are still in the hands of the native 
pastor and his wife Deborah. Rev. C. B. Ward, acting presiding 
elder in the absence of Mr. Gilder, reports the school work advanc-_ 
ing satisfactorily and the health, morals and spiritual life of the women 
and girls well looked after. Two of our missionaries should soon be 
sent to Sironcha. Who will offer herself? 

HAIDERABAD. Miss Wood says: We are enjoying our Zenana 
Home. You doubtless have seen it illustrated in the South India 
Woman’s Conference report, and I must say that it looks better out- 
side than it does inside. It had always been used as an office, and 
after it had been renovated and put in order the change was very 
marked. She expresses with confidence the hope that the work we are 
doing in the hearts and minds of the women and girls in that- Moham- 
medan city may produce as great a change. When she meets dis- 
couragements she looks backward and measures success. It is not 
long since every Zenana was barred, now more doors are open than 
they can enter. Her Zenana patty was a decided success, and women 
from the city have visited her, one party remaining two days and two 
nights. The school work is very encouraging, attendance constantly 
increasing. The Bible-women in twelve different villages ant spo 
hoods are doing regular work. 

KOLAR. Miss Fisher reporting says: Miss Maskell’s sae" has 
been specially blessed of the Lord. Several converts have received 
* public baptism, and one Gosha woman (Mohammedan) who felt she 
could not face the public, having been so carefully concealed in her 
home, came to the Deaconess Home and was baptized, that being the 
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first time she had looked upon a man other than her immediate family. 
Three other Gosha women stole away from their homes at night and 
came in at a back door of the Home to the public Sunday evening 
service. Many more have given up idol worship and abandoned 
heathen ceremonies. The village schools are very prosperous, and in 
revival services conducted by Miss Maskell nearly all the boys and 
girls sought Jesus the Saviour and were saved for service. Many are 
total abstainers from intoxicating drinks and actively engaged in tem- 
perance work. Fifteen new girls have been received into the orphan- 
age and its fame has spread to the city of Mysore. This the result 
of a prize competition for one yard of lace. One girl received the 1st 
prize in the All-India Sunday School examination in Kanarese. There 
has been much sickness and some deaths and only an intemperate native 

doctor to look to for help. 
VIKERABAD., The Woman's Foreign Missionary Society found 
itself very unexpectedly, at the close of the last South India Con- 
ference, in Vikerabad, by the transfer of Miss Wells from Hyderabad. 
Let this be our interpretation of the unexpected: God knew better 
than we what we could do, and so thrust us out. Miss Wells finds 
ample opportunity for building up a great work, and her strength is 
taxed to the utmost. With her Bible-women she visits in eight vil- 
lages each week, going to the nearer ones more than once. She 
} says: “Think of a parish of two thousand and four hundred square 
miles, containing a half-million souls, with yourself the only W. F.

Nothing was lacking but good 
blessing, which of course she gave, and Philadelphia, 
rd, P alepplied the vacancy. Land for buildings, appropri- 
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ated for last year, had not, August 6, been secured, but there was fair 
prospect of getting a fine site soon. 

The latest report of the school was fifty-five pupils. Miss Carver 
wrote, “We have so many grown girls in the School, some acting as 
pupil-teachers, that the discipline of the school is an easy problem. 
Lying and stealing, faults so common in this land, are almost un- 
known among us, and a more trustworthy set of girls it would be 
dificult to find. 

MADRAS. “Embarrassed by my riches” I scarcely know how 
to cull from them the brief report I am permitted to give. Of the 
schools I offer this testimony to their excellence and Miss Stephens’ 
management. After an examination made by the Government In- 
spectress, without Miss Stephens’ solicitation, she received a grant 
in aid of Rupees 1,300. This for native mission work is extraor- 
dinary. Dr. Rudisill made the Scripture examination of the orphan- 
age and schools and says: “On occasion of my first examination I 
thought your schools did finely, but on this they did what one would 
call the ‘impossible,’ were he not present and heard for himself the 
amazing rapidity, fluency and correctness of the replies to the ques- 
tions put to all standards from the seventh to the kindergarteners. 
Of the 1,500 questions asked, but nine called forth the slightest hesi- 
tancy, and only two were missed.” The Skidmore: Orphanage re- 
ceives frequent accessions, and its motherly arms are always extended 
to the unfortunate ones who need its care. Miss D’Jordan in charge 
of Zenana work reports 17,283 visits made in the city by herself and 
her assistants. 335 women regular pupils and 11,487 listeners. Soo- 
boonagam, the high born and once haughty Brahmin is being more 
and more transformed into the likeness gf Him who said, “I am 
among you as one who serveth.” She spent Christmas morning in 
the hot kitchen preparing a Christmas dinner for the poor village 
christians, and in Bethesda, the little house at the gate, she served 
them. Miss Stephens says “you can judge what their condition was 
when I tell you I did not dare loan them our dishes, and the food 
was placed on leaves that they might be destroyed when used.” Such 
service makes a profound impression. The Holy Spirit through 
Sooboonagam has made many converts, and some are waiting on 
God to show them his time to forsake all and in baptism acknowledge 
him Lord and Master. The keeper of the temple with which John 
the converted priest, “the man with the noseless face” was identi- 
fied, and the goldsmith are among the more noted conyerts, but the 
one that caused her most anxiety and which placed her entire com- 
pound in greatest peril was a girl named Lingamah, “a little queen

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statement can be made of the attitude of the women toward the 
Bible teaching they receive from the workers. That can only be 
illustrated by the parable of the sower. We are earnestly praying 
for fruit. Thus far but one woman has been baptized, a Parsee lady 
who is the first convert in Mrs. Bhimjibhoy’s. work. I am teaching 
the Life of Christ to a Brahmo Samaj lady of more than ordinary 
intelligence. She has the Unitarian conception of Christ but is 
without knowledege of the facts of His Life. y 

Miss Newing has come to take Mrs. Fritchley’s place. We 
hope she may in time fill the place in the hearts and homes of the 
women which her predecessor did. Visiting the church members is 
very absorbing work, They are always willing to call their neighbors 
in while the Hindus and Mohammedans are more exclusive. 

City and Day Schools. We may have to lay dear old Raibai aside 
to do only Bible-woman’s work, She has been teaching a Hindu 
day school for thirteen years. The other day school, which was closed 
on account of plague has about one hundred children now. We 
would like to rent larger quarters and introduce Kindergarten work 
but it is difficult to get teachers. In connection with each of these 
schools is a Sunday school. We started an open air Sunday school 
in front of Sarahbai’s house before she got plague. Now that she 
has recovered we hope she and the school may be the means of evan- 
gelizing the large district of more than sixty families, where she 
and her husband are the only christians, 

An ideal plan for the work in Bombay would be to have one 
nissionary with plenty of resources to open and supervise day schools 
and Sunday schools and have a training class for teachers. 

The Marathi Woman’s Friend, I fear has suffered by change of 
editors but I hope by practice to make it helpful to mothers and 
children. It opens new houses for us continually.” 

Boarding School. Miss Lawson reports as follows: We praise 
God for having brought us through danger, for although plague 
threatened to invade our school, and.we were obliged to move to 
Telagaon, still the only case that occurred was a girl whose father 
insisted upon taking her home. Shanti contracted the disease while 
there and died. She was one of the brightest girls and was in the 
high school. Early in the year measles claimed one victim and other 
diseases took away others and there has been much sickness, We 
shall be glad when we can have a new and sanitary building. — ; 

The girls did well at the annual inspection and we added a 
matriculation class. This has necessitated taking on another assist- 
ant. The spiritual condition of the school is good and there have 
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been several conversions. In November twenty-two were received 
into full membership and on Conference Sunday nine were baptized. 
Yesterday Bishop Warne spoke to the school and baptized five little 
girls. . 

POONA. Day Schools’ and Evangelistic Work. Of this work 
Mrs. Fox says: “For the seventh time since 1896 the plague com- 
pelled us to close our schools, some for two months, others for three. 
For some time before they were closed, the attendance dwindled, 
owing to the removal of many families from the city into the country. 
Many of our pupils died and in many cases whole families were wiped 
out. One little girl said to her mother shortly before she died, ‘Do 
not cry mother, I am not yours now, I belong to Jesus and am going 
to Him.” We rejoice that we have been able to tell these little ones 
of Jesus’ love. We have a bright new room for the Frederick Rice 
Memorial, but the rent is considerably higher than we were pay- 
ing for the other, which, however, had become really unfit for use. 
The Bible-women have worked faithfully and not without results. 
One woman, a Brahmin, has been baptized and her little boy is now 
attending one of our low caste schools. 

Taylor High School for Girls. In addition to her other duties, 
Mrs. Fox has had the charge of this school, which duty, she only 
agreed to undertake with the understarfling that some one would be 
sent from America for that purpose as soon as possible. Mrs. Fox 
writes, “It gave me great joy to hear that Mrs. Eddy had consented 
to come, for I believe she will prove God’s chosen one for the place.” 
A spirit of love and harmony pervades the school and the work is 
progressing steadily, though we have been somewhat crippled by 
Miss Files’ extended stay in the hills owing to the state of her 
health. I have been especially pleased to see the willingness of the 
other teachers to assume extra duties when necessity required. The 
Wednesday morning prayer meetings are seasons of spiritual bless- 
ings. We could use more scholarships if we had them. One of our 
last year scholarship girls passed the matriculation examination and 
has entered the Isabella Thoburn College to fit herself more thor- 
oughly for teaching. j 
Poona Medical Work. From Mrs. Dr. Stephens who is in charge 
of this work comes the following: ‘“I have had much joy in seeing 
some remarkable recoveries among our poor patients. Many others 
have been relieved and we have had to mourn over those whose lives 
could not be saved. From December rst, 1901, to November 34d, 
1902, we have had 3,058 new cases and 4,252 return visits. The work 

being largely among our Christian school children, both English 
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and Native, we have not had the results in conversions we would 
otherwise have had. My weekly class with the beggars has been 
regularly held. They are attentive and responsive and Bishop Warne 
remarked. when he, conducted the class sometime ago, “The 
fruit of this work will be seen in heaven.” The three girls in training 
for Bible-women are doing well, as is also Ramabai, whom I taught 
compounding and who is now learning nursing in Ludhiana. 

GUJARAT DISTRICT, Ahmedabad. Rev. Mr. Robbins reports 
for this work, that during the past year Sonabai Yakub and her hus- 
band have been opening up new work in the city which is more 
difficult than the village work. She assists her brother in the day 
school and Sunday school besides having five mohallas to visit as 
a Bible-woman, with an aggregate attendance of about one hundred. 
Laverbai Punja and her husband are stationed this year at a village 
named Kanj, where they have a community of about one hundred 
christians who are being faithfully instructed. She had a day school 
till the services of the children for gathering fruits were in such 
demand that she had to relinquish it for a time. 

BARODA. Orphanage and Boarding School. Miss Williams who 
is the superintendent of this school rejoices in that they have at last 
begun to build, and hopes soon to be in their new quarters. Much 
credit is due to Rev. Mr. Frease and Rev. Mr. Ayers who have been 
untiring in their efforts to secure the property, and now Mr. Ayers 
is superintending the erection of the buildings. Concerning the 
Orphanage, Miss Williams writes: “The number of the girls is on 
the increase and our work among them has been blessed and pros- 
pered. We find them ready hearers of the word and many are doers 
also. The school work has gone on steadily during the year, and with 
our staff of competent teachers the progress of the school has been 
most satisfactory. Our hearts are filled with joy and thanksgiving 
as we enumerate the Father’s gifts to us, for surely our cup with 
blessings overflows. May we be found worthy of all the loving kind- 
ness and measure up to his will concerning us.” 

Woman’s Evangelistic Training School. The school has grown in 
numbers and grade so that a second teacher has been employed. 
For the past five months the sessions have been held in the new 
church and school building, in which we have three beautiful class 
rooms besides a larger assembly room in connection with the Men’s 
Department. Forty-six. women have attended during the past year, 
sixteen have been appointed to the work, three have withdrawn, and 
one has died, making the first death in the school. The daily sessions 
are opened with devotional exercises, and of course regular instruc- 
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tion is given in the Bible, catechism, etc. During the last District 
Conference at a special service conducted by Bishop Warne, a num- 
ber of. the women came forward to receive a fuller baptism for ser- 
vice and at the Love Feast Sunday morning all testified to having 
received it. There has been a real work of grace done in their hearts. 
Godhra Evangelistic Work. Mrs. Phulbai Ward writes of this 
work; “The seven women whom I have regularly employed are 
most. iby them doing steady and faithful work here in spite of the 
fact that woman’s work is as hard in this place as in most other 
countries. When Bishop Thoburn visited our circuit last March, he 
hentired eight hundred and thirty-seven people, of whom at least 
were women. This was due to the faithful work that had 
i done by the women. I regularly conduct the Sabbath school 
in ‘connection with the Girl’s orphanage, and the circuit workers’ 
wives. During the Bishop’s visit we had the pleasure of seeing 
ninety-nine baptized. I hope shortly to establish some fresh work- 
ers in a neighboring state, where there is no christian work what- 
ever,” 4 
Godhra Girls’ Orphanage. Miss Abbott continues to labor in this 
work with success. During the past year she has been surrounded 
by plague, but with two exceptions the girls were kept free from it, 
and in both those instances the patients recovered. The girls do all 
their own work and are diligent students of the Bible, and consider- 
ing their inheritances have made wonderful progress during the 
time they have been in the school. More than three hundred have 
been cared for in the school during the past year and the health on 
the whole has been very good. 
Gujarat Evangelistic Work. Miss Holms who has charge of four 
Circuits of, this work reports most encouragingly of it. She says: 
“The two Bible-women whom I have under my care and who are fully 
trained haye done excellent work this year. The evangelistic teach- 
ers number eighteen in all. The village day schools are under their 
care. They conduct school for five hours daily, and are responsible 
for, the Sunday school in the village where each one resides. They 
also very often go to other villages to condugt service among the 
heathen. These gatherings have increased in numbers and baptisms 
; are reported. The workers all gather together in one place monthly 
to submit their reports, talk over the different phases of the work, 
and to pray one for the other, thus strengthening each others hands. 
Our general jitinerating, though difficult, is a decided success. To 
meet one’s workers just where they live, is just what is needed. 
_ They are encouraged by our visits and they have a standing among 
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the heathen which they otherwise would not have. The villagers 
are learning to trust us. At the beginning of the year I had the 
opportunity of nursing a plague case, the person recovered, and this 
helped us to win their confidence. God is doing His work through 
us and being with us He must win. 

Padra and Savali Circuits. Mrs. Frease reports that in these two 
circuits are found 1,731 christian people, of whom 815 are women and 
children in seventy-five villages. For this large number there are 
only 10 women workers, but small as the number is it is an increase 
over last year. ‘Some 600 people are ready for baptism which will 
increase our responsibility and obligations. There are 79 Sunday 
schools and 39 day schools where 2,597 children and grown people 
attend the Sunday schools and 565 children the day schools. We 
rejoice in the arrival of Miss Turner for evangelistic work and Dr. 
Tuttle for both evangelistic and medical work. 

Wasad Circuit, which has been assigned to Miss Turner contains 
30 villages containing in all 800 Christian women. There are 8 
evangelistic teachers, and the day schools, Sunday schools and prayer 
meetings are well attended. Miss Turner writes: “On one of our 
village trips last week the whole christian community came out 
to see us. Collectively they stayed close by during our entire stay, 
not excepting the time we were taking a nap and when we turned 
our faces homeward they ran after us for a long distance to speed 
us on our way and begged us to come very soon again, but how can 
we when there are so many people to visit and so few to do the work? 
We need for this circuit a number of Bible-women and more evan- 
gelistic teachers for new schools. My prayer is that’ God may so 
pour out His spirit upon us, may so completely take possessoin of 
us, that in the coming year we may be used mightily in the salvation 
of souls.” 

Hindustam Zenana Work. Mrs. Vardon has charge of this work 
and praises God for what He has done and prays for more laborers. 
From thirty-five to thirty-eight houses are on her list, and she could 
add more but does not deem it wise to’ take up work which she and 
her Bible-women cannot do. She writes: “We have had some very 
encouraging testimonies that the seed has not been sown in vain, 
and thank God specially for the assurance we had from two young 
women on their death-beds that Jesus was with them, and that they 
feared no evil. 

CENTRAL PROVINCES DISTRICT. Basim. Miss Miller is 
thankful for the many mercies received since the beginning of the year 
for although an epidemic of whooping cough attacked about half the 
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girls in the school, all recovered except baby Susan who was too deli- 

cate to stand the strain. After school closed for vacation, a spirit of 
prayer came over the girls and all over the compound bands of girls 

in some secluded place of their own planning, could be heard pray- 

ing and urging those who were unsaved to yield to Christ. This was 

their own plan, after an hour of prayer and entreaty by Miss Miller, 

who urged the girls to make the vacation a time of blessing to them- 

selyes and others. The compound seemed like a camp-ground for 

some weeks, and continued so until every girl had united with the 
praying bands and yielded to Christ. The school work is progressing, 

and the health of the girls is almost perfect. The Presiding Elder in 
visiting this schoo! some months ago remarked that he had never seen 
healthier looking girls anywhere. Miss Miller who has the evan- 
gelistic work as well as the school work writes: “The work is 
intensely interesting. I did some itinerating last cold season and 
found the people respectful, attentive, and some hungry for the 
“Bread of Life.” One of my faithful Bible-women is dying of con- 

: sumption, which decreases the force. Many in Basim express their 
heart felt belief in Christ, but dare not take an open stand for Him. 
KHANDWA. Evangelistic Work. In an unusual manner sick- 

ness has invaded the homes of the workers, interfering greatly with 

the teaching by the women, nor has the home of the missionary,

The 
Mission Band meetings are still continued and the girls are quite 
faithful in paying their dues.” 

JABALPUR. Boarding School and Orphanage. Miss Hyde who 
has had the charge of this institution for more than five years, re- 
turned to America in the Spring, and Miss Heafer was appointed by 
Bishop Thoburn to fill the position. Miss Heafer- writes that the 
annual inspection was very encouraging. Fifty-two girls were passed 
into the fifth class, and nearly all the classes did well. A spirit of 
helpfulness seems to pervade the whole school. One of the teachers 
remarked some time ago, “It is really a pleasure to help these girls, 
they try so hard to be helpful.” One of the most patient girls in 
sickness, who had been ill more or less for years, was called to her 
rest not long ago. A few days before her death she called for the 
superintendent and said, “I should love to get well so as to be a 
help to you and get ready for God’s work, but it seems that it is not 
His will so I am going to Him.” Thirty-seven were received into 
full membership in the church a few days ago. 

Zenana Work. Miss Heafer writes that it was closed car 
for more than three months during the raging of the plague, and that 
in some places) where the women had been working, whole families 
were carried off by the frightful disease. Many moved away and it 
has been a constant effort to get the work into shape again. Even 
now they have not half the number of pupils and listeners as there 
were at the end of the year, but it is God’s work and He can and will 
take care of it. 

NARSINGHPUR. No lady missionary hag had. charge this 
year, but Dr. Johnson reports that the work has beem going on as 
usual. Mrs. Felt who has been in America for some time is expec- 
ted early in October and will in all probability sake up the monks in 
this place.

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The Calcutta Orphanage, under the care of Misses Campbell and 
Smith has but one need, more room. Some way their house full of 
girls is cared for without charge to our Society. These girls are 
not only learning books and sewing, but are reaching out a helping 
hand to others) by making text cards for the sailors and scrap books 
for the Hospital. They carefully preserve all books and papers and 
send them to the Hospital and other needy places. Ome of these 
girls is the faithful President of the Junior League. 

Hindustani Work. Miss Stumpf has taken hold of her new work 
with vigor. The two Bible-women under her care visit 65 homes 
where they meet large numbers of men, women and children, and 
tell them the story of redeeming love. A good day school and a 
Sunday schoo] are connected with this work. 

TAMLUK. Miss Moyer writes of a large attendance and a 
growing interest both in pupils and parents. Two day and three 
Sunday, schools have been opened in nearby villages. The great 
lack of preachers and teachers greatly retards this work. Miss Blair 
continues her Bible work, visiting 60 families and reports an in- 
crease of interest and attendance. She hopes soon to, be in her 
new home. 

Darjeeling Girls’ School. Miss Knowles writes hopefully of her 
work, Two years ago she had but 20 boarders, now she has 70, She 
reports a new building and the taking in of 20 small boys. These 
boys are in charge of Miss McKinley, in a separate building, 
although they recite and take their meals with the girls. Miss Wis- 
ner has oversight of the school, and does some teaching while Miss 
Knowles has general oversight of all the work inside and out. Great 
harmony thas prevailed, the religious influence has been excellent, 
and several of the older girls have joined the church. A heavy debt 
still rests on the property. 

MAZAFFARPUR. Indiana Conference assumed the support 
of the Mazaffarpur mission. The site purchased by Mr. Byers 
comprised 5 acres of land. On it was an excellent brick bungalow, 
a series of stables, a well, a number of large trees and a plentiful sup- 
ply of grass. To put the mission in shape for work, required the 
remodeling of the stable into dormitories, the erection of store 
rooms and matrons’ quarters, the building of a wall around the girls’ 
quarters, and general making over of the premises. On September 
19, a great meeting was held and the new buildings, were opened. 

Bishop Warne recently visited Mazaffarpur and was delighted 
with everything. A reception was given at the time of his visit 
when 22 were served to tea on the lawn and inspected the new 
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school premises. The little iron cots were spotless in new cotton 
sheets. At the head of each bed were two pegs, one for clothing, the 
other for a clean towel. At the foot of the beds of the larger girls 
were neat wooden boxes containing their personal belongings. There 
are now 34 girls in the school. It is difficult to get girls to come to 
a christian school, yet the work is growing. 

ASANSOL, A visitor to Miss Forster’s school says: “I found 
Miss Forster and her older girls a quarter of a mile from the house, 
and in the hot sunshine doing their weekly washing. They have no 
other place in which to bathe or wash their clothes. The bright faces 
and happy christian songs of these girls were in striking contrast to 
the sad lives from which christian love had rescued them. At one 
end of the dormitory which is in perfect order, is the sick room, 
where a sweet faced girl has found her proper place in her tender 
care of the sick, In an atmosphere of love these girls are trained for 
their life work as Bible Readers, teachers, and best of all perhaps,: 
as wives of the chiristian young men who are trained in Mr. Byer’s 
school. 

_PAKUR. Mrs. Meik writes that this has been a year of spirit- 
ual awakening. Several of the girls have been converted. Others are 
seeking the Saviour and striving after a better life. The new build- 
ings are going up and will probably be ready for occupancy by 
January, 1904. The mental wear and tear of the work of building 
far away from supplies, with no professional supervision has been 
trying beyond words to express, but the joy of occupancy will com- 
pensate for all these vexations. A new era of usefulness is opening 
up for these faithful workers. 

Miss Jacobson has done much visiting with her Bible-women 
and crowds listen to her message. The dispensary has helped the 
work much, as all who receive medical aid are ready aii receive the 
gospel message. 

-  BOLPUR. Mrs. Culshaw has 7 widows in training who are 
daily drinking in the precious truths of God’s word that they in turn 
may give the water of Life to others. 

Village Work. The Bible-women visit 26 villages near Bolpur. 
A bee school was opened in one of these villages where 30 or 40 
little girls are taught. A Sunday school has been opened by 
Rebecca the good Bible-woman, where 35 children are learning the 


' way of truth. A native man offers his house free of rent for a day 


school at this place. Mr. and Mrs. Culshaw are practically the only 
missionaries in Bolpur, a district of nine hundred thousand people, 


and are doing most excellent work. The compound is a busy hive 
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of effective work, yet these workers find time to teach day schools 
and Sunday schools in the nearby villages.

RANGOON. Misses Stahl and Foster have had a good year’s 
work in the Girls’ High School. There has been an increase of 
twenty-five per cent in numbers. The finances have improved: so 
that they have been able to remodel and paint the home buildings 
on Lancaster Road. The spiritual tone of the school is excellent, 
teachers and scholars are working together for success. Their last 
new boarder is a fair haired blue eyed girl of ten, whose parents are 
both drunkards, and who was being left to run the streets. A Euro- 
pean gentleman brought her to the school and is paying her fee. 

Burmese Girls School. Miss Emma Stockwell has had two serious 
illnesses and Miss Grace Stockwell has had to bear most of the 
burden of this school. Miss Emma, while growing, strong at Than- 
daung, ha$ been getting a better command of the language. The 
work being done by the school is well illustrated by the following 
incident. 

“At a meeting held at the English church two of the girls were 
baptized. Both were from Buddhist families, but both had the full 
consent of their parents. The youngest, a little girl of seven, looked 
so small as she stood before the alter that some thought she should 
receive infant baptism. As the services proceeded, her father came 
in and went to the front seat. After the services he said: “Now - 
we are a divided family, my little daughter a Christian and we are 
Buddhists.” Then he told how she had preached to him the last 
time he was at the school to see her. Among other things she said, 
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“Father you are on the wrong road, why do you worship idols? 
They can’t see, they can’t hear, they can’t help you.” He said, “I 
could not sleep all that night.” He asked us to pray that they 
might become Christians. A little child shall lead them. 

Miss Rigby brings glowing reports of white harvest fields. 
She speaks thus of a recent visit: “Armed with 500 Scripture por- 
tions, 100 small books, and 1000 tracts for free distribution, two 
Bible-women and myself went aboard a steam launch and started for 
Twante, a large village some twenty miles from Rangoon. Our 
work began at once for there were about 150 Burmans on board, 
and the journey furnished a good opportunity to reach them. Soon 
nearly all were reading our books. Then we sang and a number gath- 
ered around us. One old woman became so interested that she 
came and sat on the floor at my feet, took my hand and listened 
eagerly. Some one tauntingly called out to her, ‘So you are going 
to follow them are you?’ ‘Yes,’ she called back, ‘I am going to 
follow.’ On reaching Twante we spent our mornings in selling 
Scriptures in the homes and bazaar, our afternoons in preparation 
and the evenings in mectings. The meetings were well attended. 
There were three baptisms. Eagerness to purchase the Scriptures 
is everywhere manifest.” 

THANDAUNG. Miss Illingworth who had had charge of the 
Industrial School and Orphanage during the absence of Miss Perkins 
in America, was able to hand things over in excellent condition. 
The attendance is increased, the finances are improved, the girls 
and boys are all taking an active interest in the work of the home 
and school, the Epworth League is flourishing. It is fully officered 
by the girls and boys. The devotional meeting on Thursday eve- 
ning gives an excellent opportunity for public prayer and testimony. 
Regular school work in nine grades is carried on. There are now 
forty-eight children, from two to eighteen years old. The gift of

and plumbing, and they now have hot and cold water laid on in 
enemabentry and laundry.

Let us rally to the 
support of this very needy work in this important center and give 
an increased appropriation for teachers and provide a suitable school 
building. Miss Hemingway writes: “In addition to my school work. 
I have been editing a four page monthly Zenana paper published in 
Malay. I have translated the material for five numbers, which means 
much time and thought, but it is an enjoyable work and a privilege 
to be able to reach so many women in their homes with the Gospel 
story.” 

KUALA LUMPUR. Mrs. Meek gives a most interesting ac- 
count of the growth and development of the children in this school, 
in their christian character as* well as mental acquirements. She 
says: “We have a Sunday school of forty, which meets at 8 A. M. 
At 10.30 A. M. every Sunday morning I am in the Chinese congre- 
gation. I do mot understand Chinese, but I play the organ and lead 
the singing and after the service speak to the women in Malay. The 
Government has officially given over to us the school property, 
with permission to build a boarding school for all nationalities. 
The Government will give half the cost of the building, provided the 
mission will raise the first half. A Boarding school building will 
cost about $8,ooo—silver. The Government will pay half and the 
English friends of the school will raise $2,000, and it will only require 
$1,000 gold from the Society at home to give us a fine substantial 
building which is very much needed. 

Miss Anderson who has charge of the musical and evangelistic 
work writes in a cheering way of the advancement of her pupils and 
the conversion of some of the children. She says: “Never has the 
outlook seemed more encouraging. The schools are growing in 
numbers and interest, and since Bishop Warne’s visit a decided 
advancement has been made in the spiritual life of the church. Music 
is much appreciated here in this rapidly growing city and capital 
of the Federated States. We are convinced it can be made a strong 
branch of our work. In fact music has done much in brightening 
the lives of the children and in cultivating heart and mind, 

“In the evangelistic work we have one Tamil Bible-woman whe 
is a faithful worker, going out daily, reading and selling portions of 
scripture. We cannot refrain from speaking of the value of the 
Epworth League to our work in this distant corner of the world. 
When first spoken of, it was thought by some to be impracti- 
cable, but a trial of a systematically organized League among Tamil 
children and adults has proved that Methodist methods are adjust- 
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able to all nations and conditions. Our Epworth League has thirty 
members enrolled. 

During Bishop Warne’s visit here children’s meetings were held 
and several of our largest boys were converted. These children are 
reading the Junior League reading course books, and the Epworth 
Herald. Their weekly prayer meeting is conducted by one of their 
own number. We feel that God's approval is upon this work of train- 
ing the young for future intelligent work in His Vineyard.” 

PENANG. Our hearts are aching over the serious illness of 
Miss Ellis, who was in charge of the work after Miss Martin came 
home, after an absence of six years. Miss Jackson has been a sis- 
ter true and faithful and nursed her carefully until, by order of the 
physician she was able to start to the homeland. Our prayers are 
constant for her restoration to health. In the loving home circle, in 
the midst of friends we hope she may soon recover her lost strength 
and vitality. 

The Minneapolis Branch has sent Miss M. E. Olson, a Min- 
nesota girl and a graduate from Hamline University, to take up the 


work. She sailed for Penang in August. 


Miss Martin requests that her vacation be shortened that she 
may return to Penang in the early spring. 

The full amount necessary to finish the C. S. Winchell Home 
has been sent to the Treasurer by the Minneapolis Branch. 

The Alexandria Home for destitute women is a very substantial 
and commodious building.

The Roman Catholics are pushing their work most 
persisteritly and relentlessly. They are equipped with a full corps 
of workers and seem to have all the money they need to prosecute 
their methods of work. If we as Protestants could have full supplies 
both of workers and money, how soon we might capture the nations 
of the earth. ; 

Miss Jackson ought to have an associate worker. She would 
rejoice to go into the evangelistic work and visit in the homes of 
the women and a new missionary: could carry on the school work. 
Let us reinforce our lone missionaries and double our forces on 
the field. 

The Sanitarium which was sorely needed has been purchased 
and this summer our tired missionaries from the Plains have gone 
for their needed rest to this delightful retreat in the Larut hills. 

IPOH. Mrs. Leuring writes: “Our school has an average 
attendance of 26. The possibilities are very great, but I have not 
the time or strength to give to it. Mr. Leuring has built a Deaconess 
Home during the year. Surely the Conference should send us a 
Deaconess to give her whole time to the work.” 

The needs of the Malaysia Conference are four new missionaries, 
the half expense of a Boarding school at Kuala Lumpor, a new 
plain, substantial school building at Teluk Ayer in the densely pop- 
ulated Chinese quarters of Singapore and a Deaconess for Ipoh. 

PHILIPPINES. This new mission field is full of glowing 
possibilities. Our Topeka Branch sisters are the pioneers in this 
great harvest field, having sent out the first Deaconess, Miss Wini- 
fred Spaulding to open a Training school for native workers. In the 
Philippines, Deaconess means Pastora or shepherdess. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society did not make a mis- 
take in the purchase of the Home in Manila. It is a roomy, airy, 
well built house, with six bedrooms, a reception room, dining room 
and kitchen with other conveniences. Much of the furniture is alsu 
there. 

Miss Spaulding is enthusiastic over the country, the people and 
the opportunities. She has secured the first pupils for the Training 
School. a

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eadbiclins School. Misses Bonafield and 
‘real joy to take up our work with the new 
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strength and the new ideas which a year in the homeland for one of 
us and a summer in Japan for the other, had given us. 

One hundred and thirty girls have been in attendance and no 
serious illness has occurred. Just before the Chinese New Year a class 
of nine nice girls graduated. Five of them remain in the school as 
teachers, one in the Seminary as student, and another has gone to long 
Bing and is teaching in Miss Hartford’s boarding school. 

The larger number of the new girls are over twelve years of age 
and have come from the day school; any entering under that age must 
pay a nominal\fee for board. 

The special-events of the year were the celebration of the forty- 
third anniversary of the school, Christmas, week of prayer and Easter. 

Since 1888 fifty-four girls have been graduated and thirty of them, 
all engaged in christian work, were present at the anniversary. One 
member from each class reported for her class. 

The Christmas celebration was held in the church, with an attend- 
ance of eight hundred. The program was prepared for heathen women 
and girls, who were noisy and not very attentive, but they did learn 
that the christians were celebrating the birth of the Saviour of the 
world. The week of prayer resulted in the quickening of the spiritual 
life of many of the christian girls and in marked conversions. Ten of 
the older girls are class leaders, and each worked especially for het 
own class, and none were more blessed than the class leaders. 

At Easter the students of the three Missions having work in Foo- 
chow met in our largest church to sing Easter anthems. It must have 
been an inspiring sight tc see over one thousand boys and girls lifted 
from heathenism singing the praises of Him who was crucified for their 
sins and rose again for their justification. Some who were present 
could remember when there was not a christian in that part of China. 
They looked, listened, reflected and said, “What hath God wrought.” 
Thirty of the girls have, by lace-making, contributed $60.00 to the 
school fund. There are fourteen day schools in the District, the most 
of them doing splendid work. ’ 

Mary E. Crook Memorial Orphanage. That she might give closer 
supervision to the children, Mrs. Tippet had a’ room made for herself 
on the upper floor of the school building, where she spends the days. 

She has had thirty-one orphans in the orphanage and some board- 
ers, mothers having learned that babies have better care there than they 
can give them. There has been but one death, the Valentine baby, sent 
down with two others by Miss Rouse. The kindergarten and primary 
school have been crowded, and “No” has been repeated ae times to 
those who wished to attend. 
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Industrial Work inaugurated by Miss Bonafield and followed up 
and expanded by Miss Adams, was put under Miss Wilkinson’s care 
upon the return home of Miss Adams. Two hundred and fifty women 
are being helped through this agency to their daily bread, while relig- 
ious instruction is given two afternoons of the weck and in Sunday 
school. 

Bible-Women. Eight Bible-women are reported. Miss Wells says 
that as a rule they are brave and often more persevering thanthe native 
preacher. They exhibit wonderful tact in adapting themselves to cir- 
cumstances and in overcoming the prejudice of the people. Miss Wells 
suffered from a form of low fever in the spring that interfered with 
her work and caused anxiety to her friends. We are glad to report 
her much improved. © 

Island Hospital. The latest report from Dr. Lyon, who is in charge 
of the Liang-au, or Island Hospital, was sent July 29th, and is without 
statistics, giving only a general account of the work. She says it has 
gone on miich as in other years. Some one wrote to her, “What a bless- 
ing the Hospital is! If nothing else is done, so many get baths and 
they must remember forever the good feeling it gave them.” 

“But,” says Dr. Lyon, “some die and then, of course, it was the 
bath that killed them.” So afraid are they of going into the next 
world minus a limb that they will die rather than submit to an am- 
putation. She cites two cases of death, one from bound feet that 
she felt sure amputation would have saved. Some of the time, ver- 
anda and halls have been filled with patients. 

' Woolston Memorial Hospital. Dr. Hu King Eng in charge writes: 
“Here we are, still in the same old little hospital in the walled city. 
How much longer shall we live in it? The ordinary reasons for not 
building a hospital are mostly due either to want of money or a good 
site on which to build, but we have both. Moreover, many of my Chi- 


_ nese people know and say that it is a great blessing to them to have the 


hospital, and yet we wait. You ask what is the hindrance then? It is 
the obstructiveness of certain officials who do not want a foreign build- 


She asks prayer of those who are supporting the work that God will 

_ guide and show them the best way to proceed. 
On account of her mother’s prolonged illness, and having many 
patients outside the city, and the city gates being closed at night, she 
was obliged to spend many of the nights at home. Her going back and

much anxiety, K ety, but she was graciously preserved from harm. This has 
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been her fifth year in city work, and she recalls pathetically her shrink- 
ing from it, havng been told the city people were proud and hard to 
manage. She says if God never helped any other person by the story 
of Lot, He certainly helped her by it, and she went to the city because 
she didn’t want to be like Lot. As she bade goodbye to the students 
in the Island Hospital she said “they wiped away their tears as hard 
as they could,” and when she met the students in the City Hospital 
they were like “laughing Buddhas,” for their term in the little old 
hospital had expired. She relates a number of incidents of 
cure resulting in destruction of faith in the idols, and frank 
and open testimony to the excellence of the foreign hospi- 
tal, the purity of the Doctrine and the acceptance of Christ. 
She writes sadly of the death of one of her students, who had been 
with her three years, and to whom when sick her heathen people gave 
a kind of pill made of thirty vile things, among them buffalo flies. 

She reports: Fees, $820.64; thank-offering (Mrs. Plumb), $10.00; 
total receipts, $830.64. Hospital in-patients, 902; attendance, 370; dis- 
pensary patients, 12,929; patients in homes, 1,080; total prescriptions 
written and filled, 15,509. 

MING CHIANG. Miss Peters has had a very busy and a very 
blessed year. As many women as could be accommodated were re- 
ceived into the Woman’s Training School, and a number well prpoed 
have joined the “field hands.” 

Day Schocls. Examining the schools, Miss Peters found a number 
of the girls who had finished the two years’ course of study and were 
ready to enter the Boarding School. Death has removed some of the: 
most effective Bible-women. Much time has had to be given to over- 
seeing the building of the school. 

Medical Work. Dr. Carleton says medical work has had to be sec- 
ondary to the constant supervision of the building of each section of 
the Hospital. She was obliged to dismiss her matron, as she had be- 
come a chronic invalid through grief over the death of a son. She has 
secured as teacher a man who has had some training in the Community 
Hos;ital under an English physician.’ He has an exhorter’s license 
and is ready to assist her in any undertaking. She has had three stu- 
dents, and has secured as assistant a graduate from the Foochow Hos- 
pital. She hopes with her to resume her itinerating trips. 

It is difficult to give regular religious instruction in the Dispensary, 
as the Chinese do not observe the hours, but they gladly receive por- 
tions of scripture in tract form. She has not had many in-patients on 
account of poor accommodations, receiving only such as would not be 
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turned away. There has been a decided increase in number of calls to 
outside patients. Dispensary patients, 3,298; Hospital patients, 12; 
visits paid, 345. 

HOK CHIANG. The Girls’ Boarding School, in charge of Miss 
Allen, has had an attendance of 59. Mabel] Sia returned from America 
in time for the spring term, and her teaching in this school and in the 
Woman's Training School has been a great help to the girls and women. 
Seven graduated, all going into religious work, five remaining as teach- 
ers. All take an interest in Epworth League, Sunday school and class 
mecting. Twenty-three women have been in the Woman's Training 
School the past term. Four graduated and are now Bible-women. 

The Romanized School is doing good work in preparing women 
for the Training School and teaching christian women to read. Total 
attendance for the year, 18. 

Bible-Women, Seventeen have been at work during the year, and 
are well reported by the presiding elders. They have been instrumental 
in the unbinding of many feet, and have taught the women to walk in 
the way that leads to life everlasting. 

Day Schools. -Sixteen have been jin operation this year; some of 
the women attend at night, as they cannot leave home through the day. 

Miss Allen, feeling that she could not carry the work on in three 
districts, closed the Hai Tang Woman’s School till Miss ‘lrimble’s re- 
turn, when it will be opened again. Thirteen Bible-women are at work 
on this Island District, all doing good work. Eleven day schools are 
now in session and other places are asking for schools. Miss Allen has 
replied to the call from Duai Dieng by sending them a teacher, and 
hopes someone will send the requisite $30.00. 

During Chinese New Year the Bible-women and teachers came 
together for study, and hearing of the work of the Missionary Society 
‘at home, were much impressed with the amount of money raised, and 
of their own accord contributed one-fourth of their month’s salary and 
sent the amount to Khandwa to support a girl there. 

Medical Work. Dr. Masters writes: Notwithstanding the 
anes rain during the spring, it was not sufficient to increase 
the water supply in our wells, so we ‘have not been able to re- 
open the wards. The Hospital has been closed since April 1, 1902, and 
we have no hope or prospect of reopening until we get water. As in 
former years we have had regular hours each day, Sundays excepted, 
to examine and prescribe for cases that come to us. We have success- 
fully performed several surgical operations, among them removal of 
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cataract, and what a joy it has been to give sight to the blind. Some of 
these cases were over eighty years of age. 

Dispensary patients, 327; prescriptions filled, 606; visits paid pa- 
tients in their homes, 42; patients in school, 48; total number of 
patients seen, 483. 

KU CHENG DISTRICT. Miss Rouse says of the Woman's 
School, Romanized School and Girls’ Boarding School, that they have 
all been full and never in the history of the work has there been so 
much illness». Matron, teachers, pupils, all sick at once. Miss Rouse 
kept well until vacation and then had remittent fever. Three babies 
left at her gate were sent down to the Foochow Orphanage. Eighty 
girls in the Girls’ School and twenty in each of the two Woman’s 
Schools, with no foreigner to help, have kept her busy. Miss Glenk’s 
return home has left the day schools and Bible-women without a 
superintendent, and she could give them but little attention. 

The deaf and dumb department has six little mutes, all learning 
quickly. 

YENPING DISTRICT, South. Miss Hartford in charge of 
Girls’ Boarding School, Day Schools and Bible-women’s work. It 
would require a red-hot pen and more time and space than I am allowed 
to report adequately the experiences and work of Miss Hartford. She 
has straightened tangles, won the goodwill of magistrates, nursed the 
sick, buried the dead, suffered from hunger and cold on evangelistic 
trips, beside caring conscientiously for the work to which she was ap- 
pointed. A sister missionary says, “I have known many unselfish, 
sympathetic women, but never her equal. Spend and be spent is in- 
woven in every fibre of her being.” She reports all the work in pros- 
perous condition. North. Miss Linam says: There are fifteen women 
in the Training School. One of the pupils takes the Sunday services 
when the preacher is away, and all the older pupils spend one afternoon 
of the week visiting in the homes. Every preacher on the district is 
asking for a Bible-woman, and we have only two on the entire district. 
Consequently Miss Linam has spent a good deal of time on the dif- 
ferent circuits, with good results. There are but two day schools 
in the district, four Epworth Leagues and three Junior Leagues. One 


of the Junior Leagues paid $10.00 on the preacher’s salary and $5.00 
to missions.

In Sieng Iu the illness of Miss Nicolaisen puts upon 
Miss Lebeus all the varied interests of that district, while in the great 
districts of Ing Chung and Toa Chhan Misses Todd and Marriott are 
unable to spare from the city schools and other work the necessary 
time to superintend properly their Bible-women in the distant villages.

SIENG IU. Miss Lebeus returned from her furlough to find Miss 
Nicolaisen much worn by the heavy duties performed alone’ during_ 
her absence. The Woman’s School numbers twenty-six, be- 
sides thirteen babies; the Isabel Hart Girls’ School, called in Chi- 
nese ‘‘Do-deh,” which is interpreted ‘“‘virtuous actions because of the 
Doctrine,” numbers thirty-one—Bible-women, ten; day schools, seven. 
The tabulated report of the year’s work of the Bible-women of this 
district shows that over 14,000 persons were taught to repeat the 
Lord’s prayer, or the Ten Commandments, or to read Romanized 
Chinese. 

Miss Nicolaisen says as to progress: ‘We have a better quality 
of church members, and in respect to collections our poor, frugal.Chi- 
nese are way above the home church, In many instances one-tenth is 
the least they give, but the self-denial of these people can be under- 
stood only by those who know how little they spend upon themselves. 
To judge by the contributions which they make out of great poverty 
our people value their religion and are anxious that it may be pro- 
claimed to others. A number of women have unbound their feet. It 
means a great deal to these sisters of ours to take this step, to be willing 
to endure the severe pain which follows the removal of the tight ban- 
dages, as well as the ridicule or persecution of their own relations and 
neighbors. We therefore rejoice when the grace of God is thus mani- 
fested in them. I heard lately of an old woman who unbound her feet: 
upon her death bed, because, said she, ‘I am afraid to thus appear be- 
fore God!’” 

ING CHUNG. Miss Todd writes from the city of Tek Hoe: “The 
Carrie R. Donnell Memorial Woman’s School has been more than full, 
as it is planned for only thirty-two women and babies. This year it 
has had to be stretched to accommodate women, babies, girls and our- 
selves. We have waited and prayed for the money to build the Girls’ 
School, but it has not yet appeared. Will not some one take pity on us? 
Many new students have come in. We have been especially fortunate 
in getting childrcn about nine years of age. These have taken hold of 
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the work and lessons and have greatly enjoyed the religious meetings. 
It was very sweet to hear one of them lead their little prayer meeting. 

The last few weeks of school were the best of the year. We held 
special meetings, first with the teachers, then with the older students, 
and finally with the entire school. Two girls who had been particularly 
naughty were greatly changed before they left. 

Weare thankful that God has sent us a native helper, Chrysanthe- 
mum by name, a graduate from the Hing Hua Girls’ School, to take 
cae. oraa the Bible-woman who died.

W. F. M. S. in this city the past year. She writes: “Reconstruction 
has been a very prominent feature’ of the work. The Home and 
Boarding School are nearing completion. We expect to open school 
in the new buildings Oct. 15th. The building is all nicely done, thanks 


to good Dr. Hopkins and the very best native contractor that I have, 


ever had the good fortune to know. I am grateful every day for the 
good Providence that gave us Dr. Hopkins to direct this building. 
He is one of the rare men who can do almost anything and do it well. 
He undertook our buildings when he had a mammoth amount of 
other work on hand, but notwithstanding, nothing in any detail has 
escaped his careful direction and oversight. The W. F. M. S. owes 
him a deep debt of gratitude.” 

A class of women has been under Mrs. Jewell’s instruction since 
last December. Two of these will probably be able to do Bible- 
women’s’ work the coming year, and one or two more in another year. 
There seems to be a great improvement in the appearance of the women 
of the Sunday congregation over that of former years. They are tidy 
looking women and children who set an example of good behavior 
before the heathen women, whom they often bring or who come of 
their own accord. There have been two day schools in Peking the past 
year, in one of which there has been a regular attendance and the chil- 
dren have done good work. A half dozen of them are ready to enter 
the Boarding School. A woman’s prayer meeting is held every Satur- 
day afternoon and the Peking Auxiliary of the W. F. M. S., affiliated 
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with New England Branch, meets once a month. ‘hat its members are 
alive and interested may be inferred from their generous contributions, 
one giving one-sixth of her earnings and another five ceuts a month. 
‘The woman's medical work has been carried on under several disaa- 
vantages this year. Indeed, this work and the evangelistic work which 
2 _ accompanies it, would have lapsed altogether had not Mrs. Headland 
, generously come to the rescue. She reports that our temporary dispen- 
Sary is situated in a very objectionable quarter, making it very uncom-

“Miss Young reports for the combined schools Peking, Tientsin, and 
fen Hua, still held in Tientsin, as follows: “The past year has not 
been marked by any stirring events, but for the peace and quiet that 
have reigned we thank our Heavenly Father. We had hoped to be 
_ able to move to Peking this year, but as the buildings were not com- 
pleted, we: were obliged to stay in the crowded quarters in Tientsin. 
We have been crowded to our utmost capacity, the total enrollment

work as teachers. The two elderly men who assisted last year 
also been with us, one giving his time to teaching the Chinese 
d the character, and the other giving more valuable service 
ng general history, church history and composition.

Miss Croucher carried on the industrial work 
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and Dr. Martin has had her school clinic each day. Although there 
have been no special revival services this year, the girls have not been 
going backward in their christian lives. Eight have been baptized, 
four taken in on probation, and two others have joined in full.” 

Miss Croucher returned in May last and has since married, 

Mrs. Jewell writes: “I feel that during the past two 
and a half years the school girls, in common with many of the other 
native christians, have been passing through deep waters. When the 
storm of persecution was raging and death was imminent their faith was 
unconquerable. During my two weeks stay with the girls, I listened 
to their testimonies, and I felt that there had been times when they 
knew something of Elijah’s juniper tree experience. hen as I listened 
to their prayers and renewed consecration I knew that God was deal- 
ing with them as He did with Elijah—very compassionately, strength- 
ening them with food from His own storehouse.” 

TIENTSIN. In West City Miss Lizzie Martin has been doing 
evangelistic work. She found twelve or fifteen women who were 
already church members and who have been faithful in attendance upon 
the services all winter. As the chapel was destroyed in the Boxer up- 
rising, the services are conducted in a dwelling house, which serves 
also as city dispensary. Dr. Emma Martin attends to the medical work 
in this city and reports that there has been much to be thankful for 
and to encourage in the year’s record. The number of in-patients in 
the French concession has been less than last year, showing that our 
location here is growing less desirable to the Chinese, but the work at 
the West Gate among the heathen is much more than it was last year. 

A good many patients this year have come from a distance, which 
is quite encouraging, for since the late trouble few have dared to ven- 
ture so far away. 

TSUN HUA. At the last conference Dr. Terry and Miss Glover 
were appointed to this field of work, but later in the year it was decided 
not to rebuild at Tsun Hua. Accordingly, these two workers have made 
evangelistic tours throughout the Districts of Tsun Hua, Lan Chou and 
Shan Hai Kuan. In some places the heathen were still afraid of the 
foreigners, while in others crowds followed from house to house listen- 
ing when their curiosity was satisfied. 

Last February Miss Glover went to An Ko Chuang to hold a sta- 
tion class. Fourteen women and six girls have done more or less study- 
ing, and the eight women and five girls who stayed to the close of the © 
three months have done good work. Two girls and one woman un- 
bound their feet and others are planning to follow their example. 
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In January last a day school was opened at Pai Tao Tzu, one of 
the Peking school girls being put in as teacher. Fourteen girls have 
tegistered and eleven has been the usual attendance. 

Dr. Terry gives an interesting account of her trip through these 
Districts, and writes: ‘The spiritual results of our itinerary work may 
be as hard to tabulate as the medical, yet I am more and more con- 
vinced that going from place to place is the way to reach both the bodies 
and the souls of the great mass of the people. Many would never hear 
the Gospel but for the opportunity thus offered. I must speak of the 
faithful work done by one Bible-woman. Much of the talking to the 
heathen must be done by her, as the doctor’s busy time comes when 
the medicine box is opened. As an encouragement to ourselves and 
an example to others, I want specially to mention the collection given 
to our W. F, M. S. by the women alone on the Lan Chou District. 
Their collection of thirteen Mexican dollars, about five and a half dol- 
lars gold, was handed to me with pardonable pride by the native pre- 
siding elder, showing that he as well as the preachers under him 
appreciated the work of the W. F. M. S. 

The number of villages and towns visited during the year is 67, 
and the number of prescriptions given 1880.” 

Bishop Moore writes: “After careful consideration, covering all fea- 
tures of the situation, it has been decided to maintain a strong native 
station at Tsun Hua and build the hospitals, schools, etc., at Ch’ang 
Li, qn the railroad between Lan Chou and Shan Hai Kuan.” The 
building is already begun and’ it is hoped that ere long Dr. Terry and 
Miss Glover will be located in this place to which they are appointed. 

SHANTUNG. Miss Steere returned to this place last fall to find 


-that many Society and personal belongings had disappeared, so that it 


took some time to make the Chinese buildings habitable. The Board- 
ing School was opened in December. During the year the girls have 
done excellent work, their studies covering the course from primary 
to high school. The accommodations have been poor, fourteen sleep- 
ing in one. room and that not a large one. More property has been se- 
o there will be better accommodations another year. Two small 

100ls have been started, but being new have nothing special to 
report. — , 

Dr. Benn, in charge of the medical work here, says: “The future 
holds large promise for our work in Shantung. When the W. F. M. S. 
gets ‘the land necessary for the various buildings, and the buildings on 
the land and the pupils and patients in these buildings, and a foreign 


house for us to live in, with the north windows and veranda giving us 
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the beauties of old T’ai Shan, she will have great reason to be proud 
and rejoice over her Shantung station.” 

She further pays a beautiful tribute to Mrs. Wang: “Both in the 
daily work at the dispensary and on the country trip we took together, 
and in the daily prayers, she has been a real inspiration to me. To see 
her wrinkled old face light up as she talks of Heaven is almost to catch 
a glimpse of the pearly gates,” and she closes by saying, “A gentle 
woman! A mother in Israel! Would that she might live another 


eighty years!”

Within the bounds of the immense territory of this mission there 
is not a city, town, or hamlet where we could not have entered and 
freely preached the Gospel, if we had had workers to do so. Not one 
adult in ten thousand has had a fair opportunity to know int igently 
the truth of the Gospel, and not one child in ten thousand has had the 
opportunity of securing a christian education. 

From Chin Kiang the request for a teacher for the Girls’ School 
is urgent. The women of.Chin Kiang District are accessible and willing 
to hear the Gospel, whether in a place of worship or their own homes. 
The doctors give the Gospel to their patients. But their time is limited, 
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and the evangelistic work connected with the healing art is of first 

’ importance. Someone is needed to go out with the native helpers, as 

on account of Chinese customs, they cannot go alone. ‘his makes the 
request for two new missionaries for Chin Kiang most urgent. 

Nanking School has greatly outgrown its accommodations. It has 
a good reputation and is attracting pupils from the higher classes, and 
to meet the needs we must enlarge our buildings at once. If we do not 
buy the land this year we are in danger of losing our opportunity and 
so crippling our work. Bishop Moore has approved of the purchase of 
land and the plan of buildings. ‘Two additional missionaries are asked 
for. Ii possible they should be sent at once. The evangelistic work 

' both in city and country constantly increases, but it cannot be carried 
on with our present staff of workers. 

The Philander Smith Memorial Hospital helps a multitude of sui- 
fering human beings each year.

| The twenty-five scholarships asked for are not more 
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than half the number that will probably be in school, but it is expected 
that the others will be self-supporting. Unless these are granted, al- 
most without exception, the girls of the church, in whom is our hope 
of helpers for the future, will be crowded out, and the school made one 
of single-handed work against heathenism, because of the lack of co- 
operation in the homes from which the pupils come. We are exceed- 
ingly glad to be able to establish a work in a place where about fifty 
per cent of the pupils will be self-supporting, and where every pupil 
will be expected- to pay something from the first. But we must not 
value self-support beyond the training of girls in christian families, 
thus overlooking the time-honored custom of our church at home of 
giving special help to those who give promise of service to the church 
in future years. It grieves us to know that the Kingdom of God is 
held back from coming to these vast and populous regions, ready as 
they have never been before to receive it, for the lack of money—a sum 
so small that in many another enterprise a multiple of the amount 
could be raised with enthusiastic ease. 

Eight new missionaries are asked for in Central China, buildings 
for hospitals, dispensary, school, and home for missionaries. The re- 
sults of our work in that vast territory, the wide open doors, are surely 
the call of the Spirit to the church at home. He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear.

CHUNG KING. Our work in West China has been somewhat 
embarrassed during the year by the serious illness of Miss Decker, which 
lasted through the first half of the year. Miss Galloway gave as much 
time to the care of the school as it was possible to spare from her du- 
ties as superintendent of the hospital, but the crippled condition of the 
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working force rendered the fulfillment of our anticipations in regard 
to the success of the school an impossibility. 

At the present time there are thirty-five girls in the school. ‘he 
attendance could have been largely increased if it had been thought ad- 
visable to burden a single missionary with the additional care and work 
which their presence would necessarily involve. 

The course of study has been rearranged, so as to cover a period of 
eight years instead of ten as heretofore. ‘he Bible course has been 
planned so as to give the students some knowledge of the entire book; 
only selected portions having previously been made the subject of in- 
struction. The curriculum has also been so enlarged as to include his- 
tory and natural science. Miss Decker writes hopefully, almost enthu- 
siastically, as to this work. She says: “It is gratifying to see with 
what interest the students take up the new studies which have been proé- 
vided for. These are not only enjoyed, but they seem to have especially 
developed the reasoning powers of the girls. The progress that they 
have made in the matter of thinking things out for themselves is notable 
and encouraging. They are far from being satisfied with memorizing 
the text books, and are constantly reaching out into the nature of cor- 
related facts, and what in a more pretentious institution would be called 
original research.” 

The William Gamble Memorial Hospital was not opened until May 
19, 1903, with Miss Galloway as superintendent. She reports that many 
things seemed to conspire to cause delays. “Orders for supplies and 
equipment need to be sent to America to be filled. Not a single article 
of hospital furniture could be procured at the station. One realizes, too, 
how far these people are from the ordinary routes of travel, from the 
fact that it requires a full year to receive the goods which are ordered 


from the homeland. If we attempt to secure here the manufacture of 


any special article, it is first necessary to send a man across the river 
to buy a pine log and to call a carpenter and explain to him in the 
greatest detail, not only what it is that we want manufactured, but also 
just how it is to be made. After all this is done it requires an immense 
amount of argument and effort to secure an agreement on his part to 
do the work at a reasonable price. If the article in question needs to 
be painted, a similar proceeding is necessary in regard to the painter, 
so that the completed article not only represents a certain cost for ma- 
terial and labor, but also an indefinite expenditure of persuasion, pa- 

For the simplest splint which is used in reducing a fracture, or the 
construction of an operating table, we must depend on carpenters who 
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have not the slightest knowledge of a hospital’s needs, and it follows as 
a necessary sequence that to succeed in securing the proper manufac- 
ture of any article, constant oversight and supervision on the part of the 
superintendent is absolutely essential. In order to meet the demands 
of the situation a missionary to West China needs to be far more than 
an intelligent christian; she must also be an architect, a master 
builder, an artisan of various accomplishments and a skillful manager 
of workmen, Missionaries having these qualifications are in demand 
for the West China work. 

The task of operating a hospital without any trained assistants is 
not an easy one. ‘The mission is comparatively new, and there are few 
trained women of any sort from whom our helpers can be selected, and 
as a matter of course, there are no women who have had the slightest 
experience as medical assistants. It is difficult to find women with 
unbound feet who have sufficient education or experience to qualify them 
even for elementary nursing. It must constantly be borne in mind 
that all of these people are only ‘first generation christians,’ and that 
our material for any service is very, very crude. ‘The occupation of 
nursing is not attractive to these natives. ‘They seem to regard it as a 
menial employment, and have yet to learn that the appointment to min- 
ister to those who are afflicted is a call to a blessed privilege.” 

During the first two months of her service, Dr. Edmunds treated 
twelve hundred patients. Poor, old, decrepit women who, taken in the 
aggregate, seemed to present every possible form of physical suffer- 
ing, came to her for relief. ‘Lo all of these, of course, she ministered. 
Some of her most pitiful experiences have been with little children. 
One of her first cases was a little slave girl who was suffering from 
tubercular abscesses. Her owners, considering her only a burden and 
hence a nuisance, had thrown her out into the street to beg or to starve, 
and when she presented herself at the hospital she had been without 
food for two days, and had been sleeping in the streets. Under Dr. 
Edmunds care her condition has been very greatly improved and the 
Doctor writes: “As I was making my rounds this morning and heard 
her cheerful voice and merry laugh, and looked into the face once so 
pinched and worn, now replaced by such a healthy, happy look, I gra.e- 
fully realized that here is the evidence that our labors for her have not 
been in vain. She is a sweet child, loved by all who know her. How 
we shall provide for her when she is fully recovered I cannot tell, but 
we cannot think of sending her back to those people who cast her out 
when she most needed their protection and care.” 
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Another child only fifteen years old came to the hospital with one 
hand enormously swollen and discolored. The teeth marks, which 
were plainly visible, gave a clue to the origin of her suffering, and upon 
being questioned, she admitted that her husband in a fit of anger had 

_ bitten her. In another instance, a woman with her nose half gone 
said that “the outside of her house,” meaning her husband, “had bitten 
it off.” 

Many of the outside patients have been of the better class, and 
Dr. Edmunds hopes through them to gain access to the wealthier homes, 
which hitherto have been persistently closed aganst the entrance of the 
Gospel. She says: “In the homes of luxury we do not find the poverty 
and distress which exist among the poorer classes, but we do find mis- 
ery in another and even more hopeless form. Many of the inmates are 
slaves both to wine and to opium. Men and women alike are the 
victims. They have neither the desire nor the will power to escape 
from their thraldom. Divine power alone can savg them, or even 
create in them the slightest desire for salvation.”

“In 1 an attempt to establish work there was paid for with the 

life of one of our bright young medical students, but God has used the 

Mac ead event to bring the truth home to the hearts of many good men and 
women in that place, and the work there is growing and expanding 
_ beyond what man dared to hope. Traveling by boat we were met by 
several of the leaders and stewards of the church there, waiting our 
arrival. Among them, and the most cordial to receive us, was a fine 
looking, middle aged man, with a strong character marking his features. 
He was one of the three literary men who instigated the murder of 
young Tang when they thought the persecution of the christians was 
_ their duty to their own religion. This man is now a class leader in our 
_ church and willing to suffer the persecutions which come to the name of 
_ the christian for the sake of his living Saviour. About ten o'clock on 
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Saturday morning the women began to come. The Bible-woman, the 
preacher's wife and myself took turns talking, telling them the 
simple truths concerning our Saviour. The attention was good, though 
the ignorance of their minds and the newness of the story prevented 
them taking in much the first time. However, the meetings were con- 
tinued all day long for three days and some of them came over and 
over again. We believe some seeds of the truth were planted in their 
hearts. The last day one nice looking old lady came with a few hundred 
cash. She said she liked the new faith, but had heard them say it cost 
money to belong, so she had brought some money and wished to have 
her name taken. We told her the Gospel was as free as the air she 
breathed, and that money could not buy Christ’s love, and sent her away 
with her cash to learn a little more, though we felt assured that if the 
faith appealed to her purse and she was yet willing to accept it, that 
there must be some hope of her.” 

Miss Dorothy Jones, from the Deaconess Home in Milwaukee, was 
appointed to Chung King, and in September last commenced her long 
journey to this distant station. But how inadequate to the demand for 
helpers is one missionary, when the work calls for perhaps a dozen. 
With our limited resources, it is always impossible to realize ideal con- 
ditions, either as regards the number of our missionaries or the equip- 
ment which we can provide for them. At the very least we ought to 
send two more missionaries to Chung King to care for work there which 
ought not longer to be neglected. 

Perhaps some of us remember the encouraging report which one 
year ago Miss Galloway made of her personal work among the native 
women; a work: that promised most gratifying results and which, on 
every account, it was desirable it should be extended. The subsequent 
marriage of Miss Williams rendered it necessary to supply a new stper- 
intendent for the hospital. Miss Galloway was the only available per- 
son for the work, but by this transfer her evangelistic work was un- 
provided for, except as some consecrated women under the charge of 
the General Board have been able to give it some attention. 


Miss Manning is already the housekeeper of the Deaconess’ Home, | 


the treasurer of the mission, and superintendent of the Woman's 
School and of the day schools. A year hence she ought to come home 
for a vacation, but we have no one in the station. who is being prepared 
to assume her duties, and unless we arrange soon to send another mis- 


sionary to the assistance of Miss Jones she will be left at the end of 


another year to assume the entire care of the boarding school. 
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Although this is a new mission, it would be a very vigorous and 
prosperous one if it could be reasonably supported and encouraged 
through that period which is necessary to prepare native workers for 
such duties as they can be trained to perform. One of the missionaries 
has sfated the situation with great force and accuracy: 

“Workers whose lives would be invaluable to the church and to the 
missions are going home, having become practically physical wrecks 
by the attempt to carry more work than it was possible to do with 
safety. Money is being wasted and the grade of work lowered by the 
policy which seeks to supply the places of experienced workers with 

missionaries. The new workers are not sent until the mis- 
sionary in charge must go home, therefore the work must stand still 
until the new arrival has acquired a sufficient knowledge of the lan- 
guage to say to the pupils, ‘go on and study what the last teacher 
taught you unti! I have learned a little more of the language,’ or some 
other worker, more experienced, more familiar with the language. 
but with equally heavy responsibilities can come to assist the new 
teacher, who is doing the best that she can, but whose limitations 
render her work inadequate.” 

This statement is in no particular overdrawn. The situation is not 
less serious than is here represented. Some persons will say “but this 
condition exists in all our mission fields.” That, however, would not 
be quite true. It is true that everywhere and always workers are too 
few, but there are in the older missions a larger number of native 
Bible-women and teachers, who have been years in training, and on 
whom some of the many duties connected with the missionaries’ admin- 
istration may be imposed. 

CHENTU. For six years Miss Collier has striven all alone to 
care for the interests connected with our station at Chentu. With a 


splendid courage, a patience that has known no wearying and a fidelity 
that has never faltered, single-handed and alone, this brave woman 


has rendered signal service to our cause. Is it not possible that we 


have been in some measure remiss in not giving attention to her pleas? 


Tt seems small wonder that she writes: © 


“I know that Chentu is a long distance from home and friends, 
and perhaps some other mission fields are in themselves more attrac- 
te But it seems as though there might be someone somewhere who 
is willing to come to this work. I think it is impossible for any one 
‘who has not tried it to realize what it means to live among a heathen 
a after year, and be obliged to meet, single-handed, all the 
difficulties with which we have to contend, without com- 
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panionship, sympathy or helpful support. If it is at all practicable, 
please send some one to Chentu. In the meantime I realize that this is 
the Lord’s work, and that hitherto He has wonderfully sustained and 
blessed me.” 

It may seriously be doubted whether under any circumstances, in 
a station so isolated and remote, a missionary should be left alone to 
deal with a situation which must be fraught with difficulties and dis- 
couragements. Miss Collier certainly deserves our sympathy. She is 
entitled to assistance, if by any means that assistance can be afforded. 
One of our missionaries writing concerning her, says: “A complete 
physical breakdown in her case is greatly to be feared, unless relief can 
be sent to her soon.” That no report of her work has been received 
is a cause for regret, but it is certain that the failure to receive a report 
from her implies neither negligence nor indifference on her part. We 
must do whatever is possible for the Chentu Mission, and in the mean- 
time we may rejoice that as the result of such service as hers there is 
today all over China a manifest turning away from the foolishness and 
childishness of idol worship, a groping after something more reason- 
able, a cutting loose from the ancient moorings of Confucianism, 
Buddhism and Taoism, to which they have been chained so long, and 
also suggest that unless the home churches are awake to their oppor- 
tunity, and quickly, cautiously and with a strong hand throw out the 
“life line” to these drifting ones, they will fall back into a state of 
unbelief worse than idolatry.

In central Japan seventeen missionaries are enrolled, four of whom 
are home on health leave. Twenty-five Bible-women are employed, 
who reach between thirty and forty different stations. Three girls’ 
boarding schools, one Bible-woman’s training school, one industrial 
school and seven day schools are in operation, employing eighty-five 
native teachers, both male and female, many of the latter being gradu- 
ates from our own institutions. These schools have an attendance of 
1,311 pupils, 

TOKYO. The oldest work is Aoyama Jo Gakuin, and it is being 
arranged so as to complete a course of high school, if not collegiate, 
instruction, to which all other girls’ schools in the Conference shall 
send their pupils for whom a higher education is designed. Fourteen 
of the girls in this school have been received as probationers during 
the year, while others are waiting for the consent of their parents to 
identify themselves with the Church: It became very evident that Ja- 
panese girls were suffering in health and physical strength for lack of 
outdoor exercise, and much more attention has been given to this 
department of physical culture the past year. A new playground has 
been leased, and there was a day of public field sports given on the 
anniversary of the founding of the school, which attracted much 
attenti 

The E arrison Industrial School was organized to open to Japanese 
women new fields for self-support, and it has been most successful in 
accomplishing its aim and in establishing among its pupils the spirit of 
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a pure, unselfish christianity. In Sendai they combine industrial work 
with intellectual and christian training. The building long desired 
for its accommodation is now under way. 

NAGOYA. Six of the teachers in the school af Nagoya are gradu- 
ates of Aoyama, who have proved themselves well trained and have 
done faithful work. All the pupils are from heathen families, but, 
being brought into direct contact with christianity, the influence 
is carried intoytheir homes; six have become professing Christians 
during the year, which has been marked by triumph in the midst of 
difficulties and a general advance in the prosperity of all departments. 
Constantly in our mission school is verified the promise: “When a 
man’s ways please the Lord he maketh even his enemies to be at peace 
with him,” 

The Training School for Bible Women at Yokohama has had a 
prosperous season, with the largest class to enter on the first year’s 
studies that it has yet known. Each year the graduates are appointed 
to certain fields of labor, where they are visiting, teaching, helping the 
native pastors in their care of the congregations, strengthening the 
weak, instructing the ignorant, visiting families, diffusing christian 
doctrine and exemplifying christian life in their own daily walks and 
labors. 

The day schools are situated in different localities in the large cit- 
ies, two in Tokyo and five in Yokohama. These schools have a direct 
evangelistic effect in their neighborhood, and are often placed in the 
most depraved parts of the city. Visiting evangelists have found near 
them a people very ready to hear and receive the Gospel; many of the 
children are converted, and the native teachers are nearly, if not all 
christians. In Yokohama is a kindergarten, for which a friend gave 
the money for a new building with a play ground. This makes the third 
new building finished in the past year for the day schools of this city, 
and extensive repairs have been necessary in other sites. Schools for 
the blind are established in some of the cities of the missions, these 
are largely the result of Mrs. Draper’s practical sympathy; she has 
gone to her reward, but the benevolences she initiated have grown 
and multiplied, so that numbers of this helpless and hitherto neglect- 
ed class have been helped to the means of earning a comfortable 
livelihood, and have learned the blessedness of christian faith. 

Mother’s meetings are held in Tokyo and in Yokohama by 
Miss Chappel and Mrs. Draper. Some of these are attended by 
women of the official classes, as well as of the laboring people; practi- 
cal subjects are presented and the christian ideal is kept before all.

HAKODATE. The past year was marked by the return of Miss 
Dickerson, accompanied by Miss Carnahan, of Pittsburg, who might 
be termed a round-the-world mission visitor. Their arrival a few days 
before Christmas afforded occasion for a series of delightful greetings, 
combined with holiday festivities, which were crowned with a baptis- 
mal service on the following Sunday, when seven girls took upon them- 
selves the vows of the church. Miss Carnahan, remaining through the 
winter, proved a most helpful companion and adviser in all the work 
of the school and the church. 

The number of pupils in the Caroline Wright Memorial School, 
known there as the “School of Memorial Love,” was the largest ever 
enrolled, being 233, including the kindergarten. 

Over three-fifths of these were day scholars, “for which,’ Miss 
Dickerson says, “we are glad, for it means the entrance of the Jesus 
Doctrine into many more homes and many more people interested in the 
greatest cause in the world.” 

Eight young women, all Christians, were graduated, and have since 
taken places as assistant teachers in Hirosaki or Hakodate. 

Miss Ella Hewett, who had assisted in the Hakodate work during 
Miss Dickerson’s absence, herself returned on home furlough a little 
later. She speaks especially of her delight in the Bible studies of the 
school, and of the impressions these made upon the hearts of the girls, 
as witnessed in their daily lives. The Epworth League Sunday after- 
noon prayer meetings and the daily Bible classes for the younger girls 
have been under the care of their Japanese teachers, wae have shown 
great efficiency and loving interest in their work. 

Miss Singer reports encouraging progress in her department of 
music. She says: “Of the important place music occupies in the evamn- 
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gelization of the world I need not write, except that year by year we 
catch enlarged visions of its importance.” Miss Singer has charge 
also of the little school for the blind, where the pupils have made their 
own hymn books and are now at work on the Bibles. 

This eminently successful school has finally reached a point where 
new and larger plans are required. Miss Dickerson writes: “It was 
originally built for about twenty girls. It has been added to and sub- 
tracted from, and changed and repaired as its numbers have multiplied, 
until a long rambling building without unity of design stretches from 
one end of the compound to the other, leavitig but small space for the 
necessary play ground. There are kindergarten, primary, intermediate 
and high school grades, all in a connected building. The lack of beauty 
and harmony in architecture did not trouble the workers until the rav- 
ages of the damp climate made floors shaky, stairways tremble, and 
chimneys lean dangerously out of plumb. But even these disadvantages, 
added to dark and inconvenient classrooms, have been patiently en- 
dured and the school has flourished in spite of them. And they could 


_be borne longer, perhaps, were it not for the fact that even such build- 


ings as they are, are overcrowded, and the very girls for whom the 
work is planned must be turned away for lack of room.” 

In view of these conditions it has been determined to purchase 
property in a newer part of the city and to erect buildings there for the 
home and the boarding and higher departments of the school. 

Philadelphia Branch will appropriate their thank offering to this 
purpose. — 

The evangelistic work under Miss Hampton has gone forward 
without special incident. Five street Sunday schools are carried on by 
the older girls under her supervision. These, located in different parts 
of the city, attract many besides children, who thus hear the life-giving 
word. 

HIROSAKI. Many changes have taken place in the Girls’ School 


‘by removal of several teachers, among them the Japanese principal, 


under whom for a number of years excellent progress has been made 
in spiritual as well as temporal things. There is no evidence, however. 


of retrogression in the efficiency of the work done. A Japanese lady 


principal, a graduate from our Aoyama school and a successful teacher, 
has been secured, who is winning the esteem of all as a competent per- 
son for her responsible position. Since the arrival of Mrs. Alexander 
Miss Southard has transferred to her the superintendence of the school 
and is once again giving her time to the kindergarten. 
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The new home, so long greatly needed, will soon be under process 
of construction. This is to be the gift of the young women of a con- 
ference of the Northwestern Branch. ‘ 

The district evangelistic work, under the efficient care of Miss 
Griffiths, is full of interest. In writing of the Bible-women of one sec- 
tion Miss Griffiths says: “By the grace of God they have worked on 
patiently and effectively day by day teaching the children, guiding in- 
quirers and instructing believers. Often they are placed in positions 
requiring tact, patience and wisdom, but even the youngest of them— 
and she is but twenty years of age—has won and held the respect and — 
confidence of old and young. How often during the past years have 
the words given to Moses been echoed in my own heart: ‘Charge Joshua 
and encourage him, and strengthen him, for he shall go over before 
this people and he shall cause them to inherit the land.’ 

It is no mean part of missionary work thus to seek and encourage, 
by every means in our power, our Japanese co-workers. Through the 
quiet, but steady and effective work of our Bible-women, supplementing 
the labors of the pastors, many souls are being led to Christ and then 
further instructed in the faith. One of them told me of a Christian man 
who attributes his conversion to the lecture of a Buddhist priest. The 
lecture was one round of abuse of Christianity, and as the man listened 
he decided he would go and find out for himself what it was that was 
so dreadful in the Jesus doctrine. He went, not once but many times, 
and ere long became a follower of Jesus.” : 

SAPPORO. Miss Imhof reports a busy year in her city evangelis- 
tic work, which includes Bible classes, sewing classes, women’s meet- 
ings, Sunday schools, work in the linen factory and calling in the 
homes of the people, to which comprehensive list she adds “‘etc., etc.,” 
possibly lest we might conclude her time not fully occupied. The work 
in the factory has been rewarding, as evident in the great improve- 
ment in the general appearance of the girls in tidiness of person and 
brightened expression of face. A considerable number have manifested 
a desire to follow and obey Christ. Special encouragement has been 
received from the fact that hereafter every Sunday instead of three in 
the month is to be a holiday. 

Miss Imhof is now once again at home on furlough, at the close of 
fourteen years of service, her place being supplied by Miss Alexander. 

Mrs. C. W. Huett notes signs of progress in her district work. 
“The Yamahana Sunday school is carried on by three young girls who 
walk three miles every Sunday morning to the Sapporo Sunday school 
and then go back and gather up the sixty or more children of their 
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neighborhood in the afternoon and teach them what was taught them- 
selves in the morning. All through our work we notice the spirit of 
helpfulness among the Christians. They are more ready to do what 
they can, and it is not so difficult to find Sunday school teachers and 
such helpers.”

NAGASAKI. Twenty-five years ago our two brave pioneers, 
Misses Russell and Gheer, landed in Nagasaki. Neither home nor 
welcome, not even pupils awaited them, and to doubting hearts it 
would hhave been a trying time. But they were made of strong fiber 
and were there in obedience to the Master’s command “Go ye,” and 
so were neither discouraged nor afraid. No open door awaited them, 
nor was the General Missionary Society strongly entrenched there. 
The story of their faith, as well as their works, makes a chapter of 
missionary history that strengthens this faith and gives courage to 
the weak. From that day of small beginnings we trace the growth 
of women’s work in South Japan Conférence to an educational work 
reachin, from kindergarten up to college grade, with day schools and 
if c work, Sunday schools and Bible-women, medical work 
ory form of christian helpfulness, all of which has grown from

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lines of work. The boarding school is full to overflowing, with ap- 
plicants waiting a chance to enter the first opportunity that opens, 
and the city work, under Miss Melton’s care, has grown in power 
and influence. This covers Sunday schools (fifty in number), Bible- 
women’s work, women’s meetings and every other way of telling the 
“story of peace” to these poor sin-burdened people. 

The dispensary, under Dr. Suganama, continues its work of Gospel 
healing, and through this open door many are reached. The Sunday 
school taught there by girls from the Biblical department of Kwassui 
reaches many who could not be won in other ways. The addition of 
Misses Davison and Thomas to the working force will lighten the bur- 
den somewhat, but does not remove it entirely. Two more are needed, 
one for city and evangelistic work and one for kindergarten training. 
The evangelistic work in North Kiushiu is under Miss Leonora Seeds. 
She has eight Bible-women under her charge. There are nine Sun- 
day schools, one woman’s meeting and one Foreign Missionary Society. 
They have received the gospel into their hearts and so must wish to 
send it further. Through these Bible-women many have come into the 
church during the year. When a Sunday school is opened in a new 
place it is not long until it becomes a preaching appointment. Bap- 
tisms from the work of these Bible-women have become so frequent 
that they are expected naturally to follow the Bible teaching. 

FUKUOKA. Miss Mabel Seeds, of Eiwa Jo Gakko, makes her 
first report, which is a very good one. There is a total enrollment of 
ninety, forty of whom are boarders. Many of the day pupils have be- 
come earnest inquirers during the year and some have already been 
baptized. Physical culture is a new feature in this school and is given 
by a Kwassui graduate. Lessons on the organ and vocal music are a 
welcome addition to the curriculum. Most grateful mention is made of 
much needed repairs in the building, as well as a new coat of paint in- 
side and out. Miss Seeds writes that much of the year’s success is due 
to the head teacher, a Kwassui graduate also. 

SOUTH KIUSHIU. Evangelistic work is superintended by Miss 
Gheer. During the year she has been assisted by fourteen women in 
the different departments. Of these three are only employed part of the 
time and one only in the night school at Loo Choo, which is the mis- 
sion of a mission. Cholera has interfered somewhat, yet in spite of all 
drawbacks, the work everywhere is most encouraging. The Bible- 
women report over 6,000 calls, and the number of those who have come 
to them is probably nearly as large. Three women are employed in 
Loo Choo. A night school for girls is supported there for women and 
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girls varying in numbers from fifteen to fifty. Formosa has been placed 
in this district. There are some members of our church on the Island 
and they are pleading for help, and so the blessed leaven spreads, for 
no matter where the hungry souls are found the Master’s charge to his 
disciples, “Give ye them to eat,” is just as imperative today as when 
given to His disciples in the days of His earthly ministry.

ours and the Presbyterian—with hundreds of members, Mission- 
aries can go thirty days through the country and preach to a Methodist 
congregation every night. Our new missionary home is altogether sat- 
isfactory. It has bedrooms and studies for four missionaries. The 
Woman’s Hospital, remodeled under Dr. Cutler’s supervision, will be 
admirable when completed. 

The Girls’\School Building is convenient and well adapted to its 
purpose, but it is-desirable to purchase more ground near by as soon as 
possible for a boarding school, which will soon be a necessity. 

CHEMULPO. It is of the utmost importance that our mission- 
aries here have a home. A piece of ground adjoining Parent Board 
property is offered us at a reasonable price. Bishop Moore advises its 
immediate purchase and the home built at once, as he says it is putting 
the lives of our missionaries in jeopardy to require them to live in their 
present unsuitable dwelling. 

SEOUL. The large influx of Japanese opens new opportunities 
for Gospel teaching and calls for more Gospel teachers. A new hospi- 
tal building is an immediate necessity in Seoul. 

For all our workers in Korea we have from Bishop Moore the high- 
est praise. He says four others of equal excellence should be sent at 
once to reinforce this work, so grand in present results and rich in 
future promise. 

All the schools in Korea have had their best year. Thus far the 
girls have shown increasing interest and their grades have never been 
better. A few steps in self-support have been taken and very many of 
the pupils this year have had their clothing furnished from their homes. 
The Christmas time was made very happy by the boxes sent from 
America. 

Yo tell of medical work in the hospitals and dispensaries would 
claim all our time and space. There is much to be thankful for. Evan- 
gelistic work goes hand in hand with it, as also with our school work. 
No one seems ever to lose sight of the first duty of a missionary—to 
_ set forth Jesus before the people. At one of the recent baptismal serv- 
ices one of the number gave her experience. She said she had known 
that to steal or murder was sin, but as she had never done anything of 
that kind she did not know that she was a sinner till she read the Bible. 
Then she began to feel her sins growing heavier and heavier till she 
could bear the weight no longer. Her bright face, as well as words, 
told that she had found one who had lifted the burden and given her 
peace. Soon after this her father’s birthday came and, according to 
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custom, she must help prepare the sacrificial food and take part in the 
ceremony. This she refused to do, suffering patiently the persecutions 
of ker relatives, because she stood firm in her new-found faith. Her 
sister-in-law is a probationer and her mother has since become inter- 
ested. In this way light spreads from heart to heart. 

“Why do you not come to our village?” is the plea everywhere, and 
lack of workers, time and strength is the only answer that can be given. 
The story of the earnest faces of the women; the pathetic eagerness to 
read the Bible; the prayer for the Living Bread, stirs one’s soul: to its 
depths, and we wish as we pass over Korean scenes and read the letters 
of our missionaries from this and every other land that we had the 
millions of the world’s wealth at command. But we remember that 
Jesus has and we humbly say, “Lord Jesus, help us to be willing and 
obedient. It is all we can do.” }

The academic year at our girls’ school, 
which closed on June 24, 1903, was in many respects memorable. At 
the very beginning the institution had as many students as could pos- 
sibly be accommodated. The aggregate enrollment numbered sixty-two 
and was about evenly divided between the boarding school and the day 
pupils. Failure in health compelled one of the girls to return to her 
home before the end of the first half year; and at a little later date one 
of the youngest pupils, a sweet little scholarship girl, who was also an 
caraemees.

2, Little by little patrons of the school are learning its 
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value and are becoming more and more willing to pay in cash for the 
privileges that their daughters enjoy. The large number of boarding 
pupils who were self-supporting was not made an excuse for less care 
in the matter of domestic economies. The same watchful oversight of 
all departments, the same carefulness in preventing little wastes, the 
same foresight in providing what was necessary, and in planning 
for plenty without superfluity, all combined have rendered the manage- 
ment of the home department a marvel of efficiency. Miss Blackburn, 
through years of experience has grown to be a veritable adept in the 
multitudinous cares of domestic management. 

While we have our congratulations in the success which has at- 
tended the administration, there is even more reason for congratula- 
tion in the growth and progress manifest in the life of the school 
throughout the year. This is not a reason for astonishment. Before 
the year began much prayer had been offered and special preparations 
had been made by the missionaries for the work which was before 
' them, and it ought never to surprise God’s children to receive substan- 
tial answers to prayers offered in faith and followed by earnest en- 
deavor. From the beginning, the native teachers who are employed in 
the school have worked in hearty sympathy with us and much credit 
is due them for their earnest efforts. It speaks well for the work of the 
school that these teachers, whose training was all received within its 
classes, are proving themselves by their daily work to be so worthy its 
past benefaction and its present confidence. 

As the church at Lovetch (the Bulgarian name is now used to the 
exclusion of the former Turkish one), aside from the school contin- 
gent, is small, the various lines of church work are so planned that the 
initiative is taken in the fall, when all the students have returned to 
Lovetch. The first weeks of school life are therefore busy ones, when 
not only in the school, but in the church across the way, plans and ar- 
rangements for the coming year are being made. September of 1902 
was no exception to this rule, meetings following each other in such 
close succession that it seemed almost a wonder how the time was found 
for each and all. 

Right bravely in the church the members took up the problem of 
finance and each subscribed so generously that the pledges more than 
equalled the apportionments. The local Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society chose for its study for the year “Via Christi” and pursued it 
faithfully until the close. The book was apportioned chapter by chap- 
ter, but the work was necessarily made comparatively easy to follow, 
for we had few helps to study and not all of those who studied could 
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translate the work for themselves. A few in the auxiliary were unable 
to read, even in the Bulgarian tongue, for the membership of the 
church is not by any means confined to the membership of the school. 

For the help of such persons and also to aid those who could not 
Study in the English, volunteers offered themselves for preparatory 
study each month. ‘The president conducted a monthly drill designed 
to supplement and fix in mind the study assigned to the month. Local 
work in the society was not neglected, nor can the influence of the faith- 
ful service among these Lovetch women be estimated. One dear little 
woman has been most keenly tried during this past summer, even to the 
extent of threats on the part of her husband to drive her from her 
home with their two little ones if she does not relinquish her faith, but 
she stands firm, resisting bribes, bad treatment and threats and still 
hopes to win her husband to a belief in God and the church. ‘he 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society again undertook the raising of 
twenty dollars for the Bible work in Bulgaria, a real test both of faith 
and financial ability. Faith and prayer and work conquered, and the 
money was paid to the conference treasurer in February. 

Words can but feebly express our appreciation of the valuable 
gifts made to the school by and through the efforts of our honored and 
beloved Bishop Vincent. To him we are indebted for a theograph that 
has been most helpful to us. A beautiful set of Cosmos pictures, which 
serve at once the double purpose of instruction and adornment, was 
also his gift, and lastly we have received from him a very superior 
magic lantern that will be of inestimable value in our work. 

By work in the same line, but through a different channel, another 
twenty dollars has been raised for the support of an orphan in the 
district of India. This has been done by a missionary society

treasury arranted it in sending an order for the organ, for the pur- 

 ehisee of er it had been gathering the littles for more than a year 
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past. The organ in question was to be a gift to the church, thus making 
it possible for the old one, which had been used there, to be placed in 
the lower room used by the League for its prayer meetings. As soon 
as the new cabinet ‘could perfect its arrangements, the purchase was 
made, for every one wanted the new organ in its place before the open- 
ing of the annual conference last April. Much time and no small de- 
gree of patience are needed for such matters as these, but at the very 
last moment, as it were, the creaking buffalo cart brought the organ 
on the last stage of its long journey, and it was a very happy League 
that helped to welcome the Bishop and the conference when they gath- 
ered in Lovetch, happy in the consciousness of having done its part in 
the general work of preparation for the anticipated event. 

The League did not confine its efforts, of course, to the purchase of 
that organ. Every department pushed its work, endeavoring to live in 
accordance with the motto, “lift up” while striving ever to “look 
up” towards the One who is our guide in every endeavor. The Satur- 
day evening prayer meetings have been of great help and have been the 
means of leading into active service the younger people who are timid 
in the larger meetings. 

Every Sunday afternoon some members of the League, accom- 
panied by one or both of the missionaries, visited a neighboring village, 
destitute of any other religious service whatever, and held a little infor- 
mal Sunday school for the children and for any others who wished to 
profit by the meeting. At first these were little outdoor gatherings under 
the trees, but as cold weather approached a village home was opened to 
the visitors and there in a little room not more than 12 by 15 feet in 
size, twenty people were often gathered to listen to the simple Gospel 
story, the word of prayer and the sacred songs. The one window, about 
six inches square, afforded little light,so the coor was usually left open, 
even in midwinter, with the thermometer at the zero point. Blessed 
indeed was the satisfaction of these Leaguers as at last the childish 
voices of those peasant children joined them in singing in their own 
tongue, “Jesus loves me, this I know,” and other like songs. All felt 
wellrepaid for the time and labor involved in these weekly visits. Thou- 
sands of tracts were distributed, numbers of Bibles, Testaments and 
other religious literature were either sold or given away, and the tem- 
perance work was pushed. A Bible study class was maintained and 
monthly literary meetings were held. Mercy and Help work ‘received its 
share of attention, and in fact, it seemed that these young Leaguers had 
a hand in every good word and work. If any of our friends doubt the 
depth and earnestness of the work, a few instances may be Cited to 
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° ‘contrary. A young man from Lovetch attended our mission 
‘school for boys in Sistof some years ago. He was converted and in 
consequence was refused admittance to his home for the vacations. He 
found refuge in the home of a brother, worked his way through school, 
gtaduated and went into business for himself at Lovetch, his native 
town. For eight or ten years his father’s door had been closed to him. 
_ Less than two years ago a change came. They had watched his life and 
_ were convinced he was worthy their confidence. His parents invited 
_ him to make his home with them and he accepted the invitation. As a 
result, his two sisters, now grown to womanhood, attend our church 
; _ and Sunday school regularly, and his mother, a woman of unusual deter- 
bias shes and of more than ordinary ability, has taken down the images

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Nor is it simply in Lovetch that we are getting a hold for Christ. 
In the past year a whole village near the Danube has come, as it were, 
into our hands and care. During his residence in Europe, Bishop Vin- 
cent has organized a little society for people who would not join the 
church. He calls it the Society of the True Life. He has written man- 
vals for their use, which have been translated into the Bulgarian lan- 
guage, entitled “The True Physical Life,’ “The True Intellectual Life,’ 
“The True Domestic Life’ and “The True Spiritual Life.” A thousand 
people have joined this society. Through this “True Life Society” a 
church organization has sprung into life in Vratza, an entirely new 
point. At the last conference session a pastor ‘was assigned to that 
charge. In still another village a new church has been built and dedi- 
cated and great advance has been made. 

Coming one Sunday afternoon from the Sunday school work in the 
village the way led past a gay company engaged in a dance just at the 
edge of the city. A young woman of our company, a graduate of our 
girls’ school and also a League member, remarked to the missionary, 
“How can those people find enjoyment in passing the Sunday thus?” 
Then, as if to reprove herself, she added, “But I remember when I 
could not spend a Sunday away from a dance. Now I care nothing for 
it.’ She had found something better and more satisfying, and although 
from a Greek Catholic home, in a few months from that time she had 
obtained permission from her parents and united with the Methodist 
Church, Another home opened! 

In writing of the estimates, Miss Davis says: “There is, as you see, 
one new item—a teacher for a village school. The opening seems one 
that we ought to make provision for, and I have myself been to the vil- 
lage to see the people. They are a village of Bohemian emigrants, 
driven from their homes by persecution, and trying to make homes in 
Bulgaria, where their Protestant faith may be tolerated. They have be- 
come members of our church, and Dr. Constantine regularly visits 
them and ministers unto them. For six years their children have had 
no opportunity to attend a school. I asked them if they could prepare 
a place for a school and a room for a teacher; the mere possibility of a 
school was a joy to them, They thought they could arrange so as to 
use their little chapel for the school itself, and that a room could be 
added to one of their houses, so that it would be possible for a teacher 
to come and live among them. ‘Their houses are only of beaten mud 
and the room could not be built until the harvest work is done. When 
done a teacher can live with them very comfortably, teaching their 
children and working among the women, The school, if started, will 
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number from forty to fifty children. They are to me an exceedingly 
interesting people; quiet, devout, hardworking, making no complaint 
over the hardness of their lot, although the trials they have suffered 
must have put their courage to the test. Driven by persecution from 
their former homes, they sought a refuge in Bulgaria; when just fairly 
settled in their new homes and getting their land under cultivation, 
they were mobbed and driven out by jealous Bulgarian villagers, and 
in the wet, cold season of the year had to wander forth again home- 
less. The Bulgarian government punished the offending villagers, but 
could not rebuild the homes of the victims for them. The government, 
however, gave them a new site whereon to build, a barren, uncultivated 
field and there these brave people dug into the hillside and made shel 

ters for themselves and their children till the weather made it possible 
to build their little homes of beaten mud. That was two years ago, and 
now if they secure what their harvest ought to bring them this year, 
they will be able to live without fear of starvation this winter. They 
have cultivated that barren field and are already an object lesson to the 
dirty villagers around them. 

I believe that if we can give them a teacher now that after two or 
three years they can pay a teacher’s salary themselves, but at present 
the most they can do is to provide a hore for her. 

The primary school in Hotantsa has an enrollment of nineteen pu- 
pils and good reports have been received concerning it. 

Mr. Constantine’s report to the conference indicates that there is 
a real spiritual awakening among the people. In one of his visits to 

Hotantsa special services were held for ten days, which were occasions 
of interest and Divine blessing. A young girl not over thirteen years old 
led the way toward the higher life. Another was a man eighty years of 
age, who stood up for the first time in his life to testify that he wished 
to give what was left of his earthly life to the service of the Master. 
His attempts to make known his desire were not very successful, and 
he tried to pray and commenced to repeat the Lord’s Prayer, alternat- 
ing between the Bulgarian and the Slavic dialects, but could his stam- 
mering tongue have only uttered: \

- a Than all the creeds on earth.” 
“wenty-five persons of various ages expressed a desire to forsake 
their sins and henceforth to lead christian lives. 

_ Let those who can measure the value and influence of one loyal 


soul won for the Master, of one true christian home, sound, if they will, 
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the first note of retreat and say that the work in Bulgaria should be 
abandoned, and these uplifting agencies and influences withdrawn. We 
prefer the encouraging words of the Saviour concerning those who give 
but “a cup of cold water in His name,” and the poor woman “who hath 
done what she could.”

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ROME. The opportunity to visit Rome and to become personally 
familiar with the character and extent and future outlook of the mis- 
sion work which is being carried on in that city, was afforded me last 
March and was eagerly embraced. It was in fact the realization of a 
dream which, at frequent intervals, had woven its elusive imagery with 
the experiences of many years. 

Correspondence, the use of maps, photographs and knowledge 
gleaned from personal conversations with those who were actively 
connected with Italian missions, but who, from one or another reason, 
had been on visits to the home land, had enabled me to form something 
better than a crude idea of the several enterprises in which our Society 
is interested, but no representation, or report, or description can ade- 
quately take the place of that knowledge which actual contact with a 
situation affords. The reality always is very different from the picture 
and the reality is more impressive than any portraiture of it can be. 

For some reason, which it is difficult to define, the Italian missions 
have never seemed to appeal to our Society with the same interest that 
has been manifested in the work located in India and China and Japan, 
and yet no work for which the Society is responsible has more claims 
for recognition, is more efficient, or has shown greater advancement or 
success. , 

The home school on Via Garibaldi was our first investment in 
Rome. The property which was purchased for this purpose cost fifteen 
thousand dollars, but it could today be easily sold for twice that sum 
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if we desired to part with it. Some alterations have been made in the 
building to render it less like a nunnery in appearance and to better 
adapt it to the purposes of education and as a home for the bright and 
happy girls who live there. In the ample garden which is attached to the 
school, there are orange and lemon trees and fruits of many varieties. 
Flowers and vegetables are also cultivated and are arranged with such 
skill and taste that the whole appearance is exceedingly beautiful and 
artistic. These grounds also afford a superb view of Janiculum Hill, 
with its graceful trees, its beautiful drives and parks, and its splendid 
statue of Garibaldi, the Liberator of Italy. 

The value of our work in Rome and the importance of maintain- 
ing it have often’ been insisted upon in the reports which have been 
placed before this General Executive Committee. In none of our mis- 
sion stations is there any greater need for Gospel instruction than in 
Rome, and nowhere have the results of mission effort been more tangi- 
ble and beneficent. In the midst of the greatest papal city in the world 
the representatives of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society have 
been successful in establishing schools of recognized merit, and in which 
the christian faith, as it is accepted and believed and proclaimed by the 


_ Methodist Episcopal Church, forms not only a part of the instruction, 


but is earnestly urged upon students as insuring to those who accept it 
“Peace on earth and in the end everlasting life.” 

In co-operation with the missionaries appointed and supported here 
by the general missionary society, regular preaching and Sunday school 
services are constantly maintained, and through these agencies many 
of the people have been converted and are-enabled to rejoice in the 
christian assurance and hope. Hitherto, the support given by the secre- 
tary of the Northwestern Branch to our Italian interests was inspired 
by faith in the reports of the work which from time to time came to us 
from those who had it in charge. The opportunity to become personally 
familiar with its methods, influence and outlook, has most abundantly 
justified that faith and transformed a former conviction into a realized 
knowledge. The importance of our Italian missions is not second to 


any work which we support. 


Dr. Clark, whose long residence in Italy and whose intimate knowl- 
edge of its people and conditions, enable him to speak with an authority 
which cannot be called into question, says: “To the masses of the peo- 
ple of this country the Gospel of Jesus Christ is entirely unknown. It 
can scarcely be less known to the masses in China, India or Japan. 
While Italy may not be called a “heathen country” it is nevertheless in 
no sense in which we understand the term, a “christian country.” 


a 
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Those persons who think and say that there is no need of preaching 
the gospel to these people because they are already christian, only 
show that they have no adequate conception of the moral and spiritual 
destitution which prevails in Papal lands.’ 

Professor Merriam, of the University of Naples, a man of broad 
culture and perhaps as familiar with the moral and social conditions of 
the country as any living authority, a man who was himself born and 

reared in the Roman Catholic Church, and who has never yet with- 
drawn from it, speaking of the religion of that church says: “It may, 
indeed, have had its days of glory and usefulness, but it has now become 
a pure formalism, it has no power over the morals of the people; it does 
not attract or educate or uplift the masses; it simply holds them under 
its sway by force of habit, and its ultimate result can only be ignorant 
credulity in the midst of ignorant incredulity.” 

Under such conditions is it possible to conceive of a land where 
missionary effort is more imperiously demanded? Its history and civili- 
zation and its art only emphasize the density of its moral degradation. 
Its people, when they can be reached, respond readily to Gospel in- 
struction. Shall we send it to them? 

As in pagan lands, so here the most effective and permanent agency 
for the redemption and salvation of the people is through the children. 
The schools that have been established are exerting a constantly in- 
creasing influence, which is gradually but certainly permeating the en- 
tire community. 


Miss Martha Diem, of Switzerland, who comes to us from a mis- 
sionary family and with a missionary spirit, will have the departments 
of Domestic Science and French Language, and we shall make train- 
ing for domestic service a special feature, training girls particularly for 
housekeepers. We shall also open in October our own industrial school 
and not continue to send the girls across the city to the government 
school, as we have been doing. We shall then have all the labor of the 
girls and it will in time be a great source of revenue to the school. 
But more than this, they will be under the influence of christian teach- 
ers all the time. Our home is badly arranged for the industrial work 
and cannot be adapted to it without radical changes, but we shall do the 
best we can and hope to earn part of the money for the new building. 
By spring we hope to be able to fill orders for lace and embroidered 
handkerchiefs, collars and various other kinds of fine work. 

The “Schuola Margherita,” which our girls have been attending, 
refused last year 300 pupils for want of room, and there is every reason 
to believe that many of those who cannot be admitted to that school will 
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come to us as day pupils. Had we room, we could now have more than 
double the present number of boarding pupils from all parts of Italy. 
We are receiving applications every day. Many of these are from 
Catholic parents, who say they had rather pay us more money than the 
nuns ask than to have their children under their influence, because they 
want them to learn to be honest and good, not to lie and deceive and 
Say prayers as they are taught in nuns’ schools. We always say, “But 
they must study our Bible and go to our church and Sunday school.” 
And invariably the answer comes, “I want them to do so. They will 
learn something there. The name of the church is not important. I 
want my child to have character.” 

The standard of excellence in scholarship and character has been 
steadily raised and this has come through the prayerful efforts of the 
girls for self-mastery, assisted by the conscientious exercise of strict 
discipline by the authorities. Their religious lives have been helped 
by the morning and evening Bible study and prayer, students and 
teachers taking their turns in leading; by evening services held in the 
chapel, by regular Bible classes, by quiet heart to heart talks with in- 
dividuals and small groups of girls, besides the regular attendance of 
the entire school at Sunday school and divine service in the church. 
This school has never had a brighter outlook than it has today. It is 
just beginning to reap the advantage of the christian training given the 
girls, first by Miss Hall, then by Miss Vickery and Miss Bayse, and 
the older girls have been greater support to us the past year than our 
teachers. Occupying positions as teachers this year, they will be of 
still more value. All the other teachers we have engaged are not only 
experienced teachers but earnest Christians, and we are looking for 
an outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon our girls. 

Of the fifty-three pupils enrolled during the year, 30 are in the kin- 
dergarten and 5 in elementary grades. This department is ably super- 
vised by Professor Gasparini, who gives the government examination. 
Eight who have finished the elementary course are now day pupils at 
the normal school, one of them standing among the highest in the class. 

Through the generosity of an American friend we were enabled to 
equip a room for the kindergarten and install one of our own graduates 
“as teacher. She has not only made a success of the kindergarten, but 
has taught the primary Bible classes with equally good results, and 
though but a pupil last year has maintained better discipline during her 
hours of surveillance than any other teacher in the school. The work 
of the home has always been done by the girls, but this year it will be

arranged in a more systematic manner than has hitherto been prac- 
ticable. j 

For four weeks we enjoyed the hospitality of Crandon Hall. Dur- 
ing this time we became familiar with the management and methods of 
the institution, as well as with the discipline and spirit which per- 
vaded it. ; ; 

In the matter of instruction this school takes rank with the very 
best. Many of the teachers and professors have the highest reputation 
in their respective specialties, and the grade of scholarship which is 
required for graduation is not below that of any similar institution. 

Connected with the scholastic curriculum there is also a religious 
education, which in a sensible and effective form is insisted on through- 
out the course. 

Animated by the desire that all connected with the school should 
be active, christian Protestants, we have made several changes in the 
corps of teachers. Miss Swift graduated from Boston University, 
where she was beloved for her christian activity, has joined our ranks 
with the hope of consecrating her life to mission work, and at present 
has charge of the English Department. The resignation of Mlle. 
Roque made it necessary to renounce the much appreciated help of 
Miss DeLord in the administration, that she might dedicate all her 
time to the numerous French classes. We heartily welcomed as one of 
our number Miss Edith Burt, whose deep piety and facility with several 
languages singularly fit her for this mission. ; 

The death of Fraulein Mahraun left the whole of the German de- 
partment to the intelligent care of Fr.- Bollenger, who is not only a 
strong moral force in the home, but who also renders a great service 
to the institute in her scrupulous care of the books. To supply Fr. Bol- 
lenger’s place as an assistant to Miss Llewellyn in the supervision of the 
house, we were very fortunate in securing the services of Fraulein 
Muller, also a Protestant and earnest Christian. Miss Fillipini, who 
took her degree last year from the Roman University, a daughter of the 
Rey. F. Fillipini of the Wesleyan Church, has been added to our corps 
of normal teachers, while Miss Bacon and Mlle. Davio, both daughters 
of Methodist ministers, have assumed the care of the new kindergarten. 

The work of all of our 35 professors and teachers has been most 
thorough and showed constant vigilance for the best interests of 
the school. My words of praise and gratitude can add nothing to 
the satisfaction each must feel in having done her duty. The Insti- 
tute owes special gratitude to Miss Llewellyn for her efficient aid 
in its direction. 
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Our growth in numbers has come to a standstill owing to our 
restricted space, hence the 267 pupils registered this vear represent 
progress in quality rather than in quantity. Only pupils who would 
follow regular courses of study, and who seemed most amenable 
to christian influences were accepted. American students and Ital- 
ians following courses of study not included in our curriculum, had 
to be refused. We regret very much our inability to receive these 
young women who have come to Rome for the highest diploma the 
Government gives, and who represent the future educators of the 
Nation, for it is very evident to all that a christian influence upon 
them is of the utmost importance. I have, however, succeeded in 
interesting the Roman Branch of the Y. W. C. A. and soon they 
hope to open in Rome an International Home for their special care 
and protection. 

As last year, the 20th of December, the anniversary of the ded- 
ication of Crandon Hall by our beloved Bishop Vincent was chosen 
for the distribution of prizes merited by the pupils for excellent work 
heb. the year. Our hearts were gladdened on this occasion in 

the many rows of bright faced girls who crowded the 
e Italian church, with the handful of pupils that represented the 
school at the dedication of the building. Truly the three years have 
been rich in fruit. The pupils of Prof. Sgambati rendered a much 
appreciated musical program, and Prof. Tauro won the hearty 
applause of the large audience of parents and relatives of the pupils 
by an instructive discourse on “Some ideals on the modern education 
Sareea Time will not permit extracts from this discourse 
jhich was full of rich suggestion. It was noticed favorably and 
largely ‘quoted in many Italian periodicals and printed in full by the 
Institute. 
her change has been made in the management and direction 
the Music School which was frequented this year by 122 pupils 
ane gave five public recitals and two concerts, thus providing the 
funds for two free scholarships to be given by competitive exami- 
nation to pupils with decided musical talent but deprived of the 
means necessary to secure the best instruction. 

Rev. A. Taglialatela who kindly assists in the religious instruc- 
tion of the pupils, was compelled by overwork to renounce a part 
of his program—a projected course of moral lectures—which we 
hoped would reach many of the Catholic day-pupils. The teachers 
and most of the boarders, however, have been greatly helped by his 
thoughtful and spiritual sermons. The attendance of our pupils 

2 hei, > fuga and Italian churches, has been continually on 
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the increase and we feel now that we have reached the point where 
we may requive their regular atténdance at all the church services. 
A short prayer is held every morning with the day pupils, but we 
cannot expect the best results from this service until we have a chapel 
large enough to accommodate all the pupils in a general assembly. 
The evening prayer with the boarders, on the contrary, has yielded 
most satisfactory results. The boarders thoroughly enjoy the hour, 
an atmosphere of spiritual communion prevails and the hymns are 
sung with enthusiasm and a deep appreciation of the words as well 
as of the melodies. The words of these songs carried home, promise 
much, We have seen just recently, an awakening interest in the 
study of the Bible; many have bought their own copies, others have 
received them as the presents they most desired. A short time ago 
opening suddenly a door of one of the dormitories, I was moved to 
find a little Catholic girl nursing a sick companion with the words 
of the Great Physician. It was such a surprise, I seemed to hear 
the Master's words, O thou of little faith! Another little one who 
came from a bigoted Catholic family openly says that she is a Protes- 
tant at heart; though quite young she has already acquired an aston- 
ishing knowledge of the Bible, and has shown such earnestness that 
even her family has been touched and interested in. the Protestant 
belief. The mother told me lately that she had purchased a Bible 
owing to the entreaties of her daughter. The little one seems to have 
been called like Samuel and says she intends to become a missionary. 
Were it not for the fear of betraying heart-to-heart talks, I might 
repeat many conversations and quote from numerous letters which 
show clearly that the spirit is working in our midst. In many there 
is a slow transformation of the heart, a different attitude towards 
our religious exercises; in others a fierce struggle between old and new 
ideas, and in all an evident desire for spiritual light and growth. 

Every Sunday morning unless prevented by absence from Rome, 
Dr. Burt has presented the bread of life to these hungry souls; the 
message has been gladly received and left a deep impression on the 
hearts of both pupils and teachers, There has been also unusual activity 
in the various circles of the King’s Daughters. 

From the profits of several entertainments and the sale of their 
own handiwork to which the members have devoted every spare 
moment, they have raised enough money to help support an orphan 
in the Via Garibaldi School and have given aid to the Creche and 
to many of the church poor who needed special care. Last week 
the larger girls arranged an interesting entertainment with a lecture 
on Maxim Gorki, laying special stress on the beautiful Christ-like 
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maxim of the duty of each individual to dedicate all his resources 
to the good of his less fortunate brothers, 

Miss Swift has also organized a band of Standard Bearers who 
have taken a pledge of ten dollars a year for Missions, and she aims to 
keep all interested in the progress of Missions throughout the world. 

We could not hope for a more satisfactory financial condition, The 
local receipts from May 1, 1902, to April 30, 1903 amount to lire 77, 
377-03 ‘ey and have not only provided for all running expenses 
—board, light, heat, taxes, service, two scholarships and the salaries 
of the teachers (34), but have also paid more than $500 on the 
property debt. We are proud to note that no other school of the 
missionary society has made a better record for self-support in so 
short a time. 

It may be of interest to know some of the opinions expressed 

those who have the best opportunities to know the standing 
school, The Inspector for Public Instruction in Rome says 
: “Crandon Institute is without doubt the best private institution 
Rome, and the Government schools.seem like prisons after 

its bright, airy rooms. The superintendent of studies in the 
Government schools said to a teacher, ‘You are fortunate to have 
a position in Crandon Institute, for it is one of the best in Rome. 
A lady of culture and wide experience, a member of the Waldensian 
Church said, ‘Crandon Institute is accomplishing the best evangel- 
ical work ever done in Rome, and the only work the clericals fear.’ ” 
The Kindergarten and day nursery are cared for by Mrs. Burt 
who has two Italian assistants. Sixty little children are every day 
the recipients of its care and instruction. They are taught the kin- 
dergarten games, learn to sing, listen to simple Bible lessons and 
‘are served with an abundance of good wholesome food. For this 
care and instruction and oversight, the parents of the children pay 
for each, one cent a day. This is surely an inexpensive institution 
‘ 80° far aed its patrons are concerned. 
Mrs, F. P. Crannon, Official Correspondent, 
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The W. F. M. S. has work in twelve stations in the Republic 
of Mexico, the four Boarding schools are in Mexico City, Pachuca, 
Puebla, and Guanajuato. Pachuca, one of the latgest girls schools 
in our mission, is arranged for but few boarding pupils; Mexico City 
and Puebla give normal instruction, and Guanajuato is about to 
open a Bible-woman’s Training School additional to its boarding and 
day school. 

MEXICO CITY. In April Miss Laura Temple, of New 
York Branch, entered upon the duties as principal in the school 
in Mexico City, and has been most successful in her man- 
agement. Miss Ayres is preparing to enter. more directly 
into evangelistic work, and thus fulfill a long cherished de- 
sire of her heart. This school has grown far beyond the ca- 
pacity of the building bought twenty years ago’ and has be- 
come very crowded and inconvenient; recently it has been sold for 
nearly three times the amount of its original cost, and another 
property bought in a cheaper part of the city, which all the mis- 
sion think very desirably located, and on which it is the intention 
to build immediately. During the absence of Miss Bohannon of 
Pachuca, on health vacation, Miss Hewitt who had had charge of the 
English department, took the superintendence of the native school, 
and aiter Miss Bohannon’s return she took a short vacation, and will 
soon go back to Pachuca to assist in the same institution. 

PUEBLA is continually increasing in influence and prosperity 
as a normal school, the expense of much of its growing efficiency 
is met from self support. A higher grade English class has been 
made necessary by the large number who are asking instruction in 
that language; Miss Limberger has the general oversight of the 


school, with several classes, Miss Purdy teaches Natural Science, 


General History, two English classes in the normal school, and 


<<. oe 
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with Miss Limberger keeps in close touch with the spiritual life 
of the girls, eleven of whom united with the church in the last year. 
Miss Juana Palacios, after having given a year to additional study 
in Boston, returned to Puebla refreshed morally, intellectually and 
spiritually; she has organized an Alumnae Association, which had 
its first meeting last spring. It was inspiring to see that these 
graduates of other years had developed into intelligent christian 
women. They not only brought gifts to the school, but formed 
themselves into a society for the support of a scholarship, an addi 
tional course of study, and the formation of night schools for mothers 
who do not know how to read or write. Two teachers of special 
branches from the States, are maintained by tuition fees from their 
pupils, and a third will probably be added on the same terms. 

The’ new building at Guanajuato is progressing, and is on'y 
waiting for additional funds for its completion, and already it is 
occupied by teachers and pupils. 

In Mexico 1626 scholars are under instruction in our dif 
ferent schools, 63 teachers are employed, 57 of whom are members 
of our church. | 

The statesmen of the present day look to the Pacific Ocean as 
the arena of action of the world’s nations in the near future. Our 
own Government cannot be a silent or uninterested looker-on in 
any event that ruffles its waters.

MONTEVIDEO. The school opened favorably, more pupils 
being enrolled than at the same time last year. The visit of Bishop 
and Mrs. Joyce was a great blessing to the school. Miss Hewett 
writes: “The first Sunday after they left us I talked with my pro- 
bationers’ class of Spanish girls, trying to impress them with the 
importance of each one working if we realize the revival that the 
Bishop prayed for. Each girl at my request offered prayer, the first 
time they had prayed in public. I so much enjoy the work among 
the Spanish people. In breaking away from Romanism, they seem 
as hungry for the gospel as the people in real Pagan lands.” 


Miss Hewett works indefatigably in the school teaching from 
ten to four each day with the exception of two half hours spent in 
visiting classes. By her own testimony she seems never to be tired. 
Last February Miss Kneeland on account of illness was ordered to 
the country for two months much to her sorrow. During her ab- 
sence Mrs. Craver and Mrs. Batheson took charge of her classes. She 
returned somewhat benefited by the change, and resumed her work 
but under some disadvantages. So many boarding pupils came into 
the school that she was obliged to give up her room and for four 
weeks went to the neighbors to sleep, taking her meals in the school. 
Later she took a room at the Boys’ School with Dr. Long. From 
this we can see that the school is crowded and more room needed 
for comfort and effectiveness. Miss Kneeland writes that all of our 
graduates of last year are at work either here or in other schools. 
Some of the girls have been received into the church on probation 
this year. The work is going forward and the seed sown is bearing 
fruit. Later news from Miss Kneeland shows that her health is not 
greatly improved and she will probably be obliged to return to this 
country at no distant day. Both missionaries plead earnestly for a 
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helper who shall be proficient in Primary and Kindergarten methods 
in order to train some of our girls for this kind of work. 

BUENOS AYRES. Our school property in this city is rented 
and the work has been greatly hampered through inadequate ac- 
commodations, the school rooms being dark, the dormitories crowded 
and the roofs leaky, endangering the health of both pupils and 
teachers. Through an increased appropriation for rent, the owner 
of the house was enabled to build an addition which was sorely 
needed. Miss LeHuray says: ‘The building is just completed and 
will be occupied as soon as we can get our new school furniture out 
of the custom house. This building occupies two sides of a square 


“in a garden neariy half a block in length. It is but one story high 


and the new rooms have a corridor some seventy five feet long. 
We have twenty-two rooms, two bath rooms and a store room. 
The rooms are large as is apt to be the case in this country, and as 
the house is brick with thick walls, cool and pleasant even in the 
heat of summer. The school rooms seat about one hundred and 
fifty children. We have enrolled one hundred and two since March 
and could have had more had our rooms been ready at the begin- 
ning of the term. Of these twenty-six are boarding and scholarship 
girls. We educate thirty children entirely free. Our conference 
lays great stress upon this point, also the city board of education 
under whose authority we work. We send them monthly and quar- 
terly reports and are subject to their inspection at stated intervals. 
As we are thirteen blocks from the Spanish church and still farther 
from the English church, it is our intention to hold services twice a 
week in the new communicating school rooms. Many of the poorer 
Italians live just down the hill from us and we want a service within 
easy distance of them, hoping that at the same time it will be of 
great benefit to the girls resident in the house. The Italian pastor 
is lately out from Rome, and is a man who draws the people, and 
having no church of his own he makes use of private houses for 
services in many parts of the city. Two Bible-women, also Italians, 
are employed under our society. As one of the main objects of our 
school is to prepare Protestant teachers for our work, we always 
have some girls in the Normal School that they may get a govern- 
ment diploma. We have five such this year, and as four of them are 
members of the church, we hope much from their future.” An 
earnest plea comes for at least one more teacher. 

ROSARIO. “I have been waiting, hoping for a telegram that 
should say, ‘Build.’ As nothing has come I can only continue wait- 


ing for letters now,” so writes Miss Swaney, our efficient worker

in this place, in December last. From the above we may know the 
conditions in Rosario, and as yet we have heard of no definite move 
towards erecting a new building’although a loan was authorized. 
If a new building is not soon to be erected the need for repairs in 
the one now occupied is imperative. The floors are in bad condition 
and the dampness is a constant menace to health. Chareoal braziers 
are used to dry the bedding during the day and the little wood-stove 
in the office which is also the sitting room saves the books. The 
school year closed with 200 girls in the two schools. The school 
had one grade higher than any previous year, the grade preparatory 
to the normal course. The various members of the class gave prom- 
ise of usefulness. Two were to enter the National Normal School 
for the regular course. Another from a good family expected to go 
to Germany for training in Kindergarten work, a fourth was to 
devote herself to music in the Rosario Conservatory, two more 
might remain in the school as assistant and pupil teacher. Miss 
Swaney reports further: ‘Our schools are working as usual since 
the 9th of March. That in Laprida is up to last year’s mark. The 
charity school is full to overflowing and many are turned away. We 
are doing good teaching and, I think, good christian work. Th: 
Home has only the scholarship girls. We can take no others till 
we build. One of our teachers who was the first girl received on 
scholarship, was married in May. WHer husband is liberal though 
not openly a christian. She expects to open a school and Sunday 
school in the suburb in which they live. It will be a little lamp in 
a dark corner.” Miss Swaney closes her letter as follows: “I am 
impressed that our work must be more than ever christian; spiritual 
for the forming of character.” From another source we quote: “In 
Latin America the stirrings toward religious and civil liberty are 
almost everywhere manifest. Romanism has been tried and has been 
found wanting. It has met the need neither for social nor for indi- 
vidual regeneration. The numerous republics of South America and 
Mexico are throwing off the yoke of Rome to the extent that never 
since the beginning of the Roman Catholic ascendency have there 
been such promising opportunities for evangelical occupation.”

It is not generally known that Africa was the first field to which 
our general missionary society directed its labors, but the fatality to 
missionaries was so great that this work has never been pushed there 
as it hasbeen in othet countries. In “The Price of Africa,” which 
was the leading volume in the study of our mission classes a year 
ago, the opportunities to win that land for Christ are presented with 
vigor, “From the beginning of the christian era it has been a bat- 
tle ground where christianity has had its hardest fight.’ Another 
fact not generally known is that in apostolic times the christian 
church was planted in Africa and by the middle of the second cen- 
tury christian churches were found in every important town and city. 
There was intellectual leadership in the earlier centuries that woul. 
compare favorably with later times; but the battle was not pushed 
to the gates, and the title “The Neglected Continent” has been ap- 
propriately applied to this great field. Later developments in our 
day are convincing, that the time is now ripe for the evangelization 
country. True it was bathed in the blood of carly mar- 


tyrs, but today as never before Africa is stretching out her hands 
unto— The last year has been one of unusual success and fai’- 
ures,

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God’s kingdom. The girls whom Mrs. Rasmussen had so faithfully 
taught went home and did not return, and they had been such a 
short time in her care that she felt discouraged as to any steadfast- 
ness in their christian lives. On the East coast the difficulties in 
securing native girls in this region are very great and can be only 
gradually overcome. Mrs. Rasmussen is well and full of plans for the 
future. Her most satisfactory work during the past two years, Bishop 
Hartzell says, has been in mastering the native Chikaranga language. 
and in preparing an English-Chikaranga vocabulary. 

INHAMBANE. Miss McAllister is to return to Africa this fall 
but is appointed to the East coast. With her will go Miss Sworm- 
stedt of Cincinnati Branch. Bishop Hartzell has made us a most gen- 
erus offer. They will give us free of rent a large building for the 
school and home for the missionaries until such time as we can 
erect buildings ourselves. He has secured the support of thirty girls 
for five years at fifteen dollars a year, and at this station there seems 
to be no trowble to secure the girls for training. When we are ready 
to build Bishop Hartzell offers one thousand dollars toward a five 
thousand dollar school building. He has in hand twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars which he will turn over to our society for the use of a 
medical missionary, when we are able to send one to Liberia. 

One valuable feature of the training given these African girls is, 
that they are not only learning the text-books but are trained in do- 
mestic duties, and/fast acquiring what has never been known in 
Africa, the ability to found and conduct a christian home. 

Mrs. Camphor, of Monrovia, tells of a little girl who sat sew- 
ing, one day, and asked “What is it to be a christian?” When her 
question was answered satisfactorily, she said, “I will try to be a 
christian so that when I am a woman, I can tell my people about 
Jesus, and tell them that he even loves Golah people. They do not 
know about Sunday. They cut rice and work on the farm, or hunt 
or fish, and do the same things on Sunday that they do other days. 
When I am a christian and a woman I will tell them better.” 

It made my heart leap for joy to hear this child recently taken 
cut of heathenism express herself. What a power for good it would 
be in the years to come if only fifty or a hundred of these girls were 
sent out through the country thoroughly trained for their Lord’s 
service. cS 

If our christian women at home could see the condition of these 
African women, they would give themselves without stint to the 
uplifting of our heathen sisters in this land. The church of Christ 
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is just beginning to put forth her might for the redemption of Africa, 
but, already, the work being carried on in that continent should si 
lence any doubting Thomas who objects to further investment of life 
and treasure.

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When a year ago these conferences were found to have made an 
advance of over $200.00, due greatly to the inspiration of seeing and 
hearing Miss Lebeus, none of us dared hope for a turther advance 
this year. Our joy and gratitude may be imagined when we found 
that though one conference reported a slight decrease the others 
had made enough advance to make a net increase of $50.00 for the 
whole. P 

The Conference in Switzerland has made slow but continuous 
advance for the last nine years. South Germany advanced for some 
years, but then came four years of continuous decrease until last 
year the phenomenal increase of 37 per cent. was reported. North 
Germany has fluctuated more or less, but last year reported a gain 
of over 15 per cent, and follows with another gain this year of 48 
per cent. This, following a reduction of appropriations there of over 
50 per cent, is certainly reason for singing praises to Him who has 
been with us in all this work. 

Conditions in Europe are so different. Money is scarcer, and 
obligations to the State church so heavy that an aggregate of $1,220.78 
from these conferences represents more of real self-denial and mis- 
sionary zeal than we here ere able to realize. ‘he Lord will not 
leave unheeded the many prayers that accompany the thousands of 
contributions that go to make up this sum. More and more inter- 
est is being shown in special work. Children’s bands, Sunday- 
schools, Deaconesses and private individuals report at present two 
Bible-women and six scholarships. 

The appropriation given to Switzerland helps to support Bible- 
women in four places, Lansanne, Ziirich, Herisan and Adlisweil. 
These go about visiting, nursing the sick, helping the poor, holding 
meetings with children, with factory girls, or with mothers, trying in 
every way to win souls for the Master. Conversions through their 
efforts are not infrequent. 
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South Germany received no appropriation, but nobly did their 
best to help themselves in order that so much more may be sent to 
their heathen sisters. 

In North Germany: the work, in Berlin, formerly supported by our 
society is being carried on with the help of gifts from private indi- 
viduals, and the appropriation given to that conference helps to sup- 
port one Bible-woman in Schneeberg and Chemnitz. 

A very urgent request, heartily endorsed by Bishop Vincent, 
comes from this conference for the establishment of a school in 
Neusatz Bacska, South Hungaria, similar to our school in Loyetch 
Bulgaria. In that country where so many are turning from Rome 
to Protestantism there seems great need for a school of this kind for 
the daughters of those who are able and anxious to provide a better 
education for them than the elementary government schools provide, 
but who are not willing to send them to the schools of the Roman 
Catholic Church. : 

The conviction is expressed that such a school would meet its 
own expenses when once in running order. 

Praising God for His very present help and blessing in the past 
year, we look forward with greater courage and hope to the future, 
knowing that He who has helped will help again.

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Report of Woman’s Missionary Friend 


. 


_ Do you ever stop to think as you take, month by month, a fresh 
Friend in hand of the “power-house” it represents? First, a great 
idea—the idea of aiding in the conversion of this world to our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Second, an army of 200,000 women representing the 
choicest and best of 2,000,000 women, and that, in turn, a part of 
the hosts of the Lord which we call the Protestant Church of Christ. 
Third, a power-distributing agency, establishing schools and colleges, 
hospitals and dispensaries, churches and Sunday-schools through 
out the world. Fourth, an attempt to familiarize the reader with the 
best methods and best thoughts on the evangelization of the chris- 
tian world. 

Nineteen hundred and three completes a decade of the present 
editorship, a decade that has seen many a change, indicating, we 
trust, that we have been going on and on, not round and round. Miss 
Frances J. Baker, in her study of July 1903, enumerates the new fea- 
tures that have kept the old face of the Friend new and her complex- 
ion fresh. The re-naming of the magazine, historical articles and 
statistical tables on our schools and orphanages; a series of illus- 
trated articles showing the contributions of missionaries our col- 
leges are making to missions; a series of articles of international inter- 
est; the introduction of the P. O. Box, Roll Call notes, certain special 
funds, as the 20th Century Thank-Offering, and thé Peking Building 
Fund, both now completed, and the Folts Institute fund still in pro- 
cess of addition, What is Interesting Us, Worth Reading, the Quar- 
terlies, the Books and Magazine column, and the latest fashion of an 
occasional symposium, showing up the present status of a mission 
field. Other new features have been Tidings from fields in general, the 
column to meet the needs of the Literature Committee; the reports of 

_ Significant meetings from special correspondents and from all over the 
world, as the Keswick Convention in London, the International Mis- 
sionary Union, the Ecumenical Conference of 1900, the Madras Decen- 
nial and the Young People’s Movement, centred in New York. Con- 
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tributions have been solicited and received during the decade from the 
best writers on missionary themes. 

The Young Women and Standard Bearer page, under the gifted 
guidance of Miss Mary L. Ninde, whose resignation is sincerely re- 
gretted, has made our young people’s work more of a reality. It 
waits for still further enlargement in the way of suggestive reading. 
Some of the many courses of study and endeavor which were recom- 
mended at the Conference of Young People, at Silver Bay, have 
been adopted. The carnation seems to be the popular flower, and 
our young women have the honor of being the first to assume it. 

But with every innovation let us hope there has been improve- 
ment, and that 


“All the good the old time had 
Remains to make the new time glad.” 


Since her election ten years ago, your editor has pushed one 
thought: Make wider use of the printer and of our literature. And 
she has seen this thought promoted by the constituency until the 
magazine which in 1893 had 21,529 subscriptions, now has a. 
circulation of 25,000, and a paid subscription list of 24,120, while the 
literature sales have extended commensurately from a few hundred 
to over $11,000. 

An attempt has been made to publish a list of such auxiliaries 
as have one hundred or more subscripeions to the Friend. There 
ought to be fifty, at least, of our large city churches that could be 
added to such a list; at present but two have reported. Harlan P. 
Beach wrote the editor, during the year, “Books can never serve 
the purpose of acquainting the public with the situation at the front. 
Before they get through the press they are out of date; the mission- 
ary magazine, on the contrary, consists in perpetually bringing news 
from the front.” 

The sixth year of the magazine fund to send our best periodicals 
to our missionaries that began in 1808, with twenty-five responses, almost 
half of which were from the editor’s own exchanges, sees in 1903 a list 
of 115. The magazine fund ought to be called a cheer-up factor of our 
work, and nothing calls out more gratitude on the part of missionaries. 

Out of the thirty-two different magazines, McClure’s and the Cen- 
tury have led with seventeen and fourteen respectively. 

The year 1903 has seen the largest amount of manuscript re- . 
ceived, and in consequence the largest amount rejected. Two points 
are always taken into consideration, availability and timeliness, Ac- 
cepted contributions are as follows: Home, 47; foreign, 61; of which

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3 came from Africa, 20 from India, 20 from China, 6 from Straits 
Settlements, 2 from Bulgaria, 4 from Japan, 1 from Italy, 1 from 
Tibet, 1 from Burma, 2 from South America, 1 from Korea, 2 from 
Mexico. 

But we are by no means content with what the Friend has 
achieved. If we were satisfied, how little we would be satisfied with! 
At the start the Friend was launched beyond the breakers and has 

had for the most part fair winds and seas and skies. She asks only 
for a little more searoom in the way of still longer lists of subscrip- 
tions, larger appropriations for contributions and cuts. 

The editor takes this opportunity to thank one and all for gen- 
erous letters of commendation, but genuine praise is the extension 
of the influence and power of a thing, and the editor always feels 
disposed to say in response to each kindly word, “Now, what have 
you personally done for the Friend this year?”

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Report of Children’s Missionary Friend 


With gratitude for the many tokens for good which mark the 
history of the twelve past months, we report that in some respects 
the year has been one of experiment and anxiety. At Minneapolis 
a decided advance was made in the Department of Children’s Work. 
A new name, new constitution, new methods of work under a new 
general superintendent produced a radical change, which, like all new 
ventures, aroused an interest quite beyond the ordinary. The cheer- 
ing results of this change belong to the Superintendent's report. But 
one change—the enlargement of the paper from twelve to sixteen 
pages—directly affected the editor, bringing additional responsibility 
and care, while giving to subscribers just double the size with which 
we started in 1890. Z 

The question was: “Shall we have a subscription list to cover 
additional expense?” A dear little girl wrote soon after this enlarge- 
ment, “I have hurried around and got two new subscribers to help 
pay for the four new pages.” And this was but the beginning of 
helpfulness which has sent the list from 27,123 up to 29,560, a )gain 
over last year of 2,437. But alas! this generous response did not quite 
meet the demands, and we cannot be satisfied until every earnest 
friend has “hurried around” and got at least two new subscribers that 
we may not only cover expenses but pour a surplus into our treas- 
ury. 

-. Before yielding to ‘the least discouragement, however, the 
Branches must remember that through the Little Light Bearer life 
‘membership plan enforced by the bright faces given month by month 
in’ the paper, more than $300.00 has been given to their treasuries, 
our publisher generously bearing the entire expense of reproduction, 
thus accounting for a large part of the deficit of $90.00. 
Contributions have been generously furnished by our mission- 
aries in the foreign field and at home, but more of these are needed.

to help largely in training the future workers for foreign mission- 


aries at home and abroad?

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Home talent is secured to a limited extent by small remunera- 
tion, but more incidents, stories, items, songs and reports of good 
things are earnestly desired, 

Our King’s Heralds are developing new strength in many di- 
rections. Better entertainments, more original work, and a large 
increase in financial results are noticeable. If our auxiliaries real- 
ized what a mine of wealth lies in the ability of our boys and girls, 
they would be more faithful in developing it. 

Our lessons in the Children’s Friend for 1904 will follow the 
lines of study marked out for auxiliaries. The subject, “China” 
opens a wonderfully interesting field, which we shall explore as fully 
as possible. 

‘The Children’s Reading Course is a new venture for 1904, and 
consists of the Children’s Missionary Friend, Bits of Gilt-Edged 
China, and ‘Twelve Little Pilgrims who stayed at Home. The entive 
course, were the paper taken in clubs, will cost but $1.25. The names 
of those who finish the course will be given from time to time 
in the paper, and a neat certificate will also be given on application

The outlook for the new year is most encouraging. Publisher

REPORT OF THE ‘SFRAUEN-MISSIONS-FREUND” 


When the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, eighteen years 
ago, decided to publish a German paper, it was filling an urgent 
need. Nobody who can read English need lack information in mis- 
sionary matters, but it is different with our mother tongue. Though 
our church paper has a missionary column, and the small local 
papers devote some space to missions now and then, in our own 
church, in this country, we have no paper that is written especially 
to disseminate missionary knowledge. 

The German is slow in taking up anything new, and our paper 
has grown slowly, but in all these years there has never been a de- 
crease, and for this record we praise our Master. We have limita- 
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tions, of course, and can never reach the large numbers our sister 
papers have reached, but we are satisfied that there is still a large 
increase possible, and we hope it will be attained in the years to 
come, 

It is a very gratifying fact that in America three out of four of our 
members, that is 75 per cent, take the Freund. If we combine Europe 
and America we have more than 50 per cent of members who are sub- 
scribers to the Freund, besides the 76 reported, and a number of unre- — 
ported subscribers to the English Friend. 

The Freund has tried to bring as much fresh up-to-date mis- 
sionary information as the allotted space allowed. There was a series 
of articles published in which we endeavored to acquaint our mem- 
bers in as simple and clear language as possible with the workings 
of “Our Clockwork,” and we hope that all who studied them know 
now how the small and large wheels go around, 

We are very much indebted to our German Secretary for her 
ever-ready counse] and’ prompt contributions, and also to the pray- 
ing hands of the hundreds of women that have been upheld in our 
behalf during this trying year. May God bless them and knit the ties 
of fellowship closer still around our beloved women of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

The increase of subscribers is not as large as last year, being but 
51, and making the whole list 4,250. 

Financially we have a deficit owing to the failure of one European 
conference to pay for this year’s subscriptions. 

We are very desirous of an increase in the size of the paper once 
a quarter, making four twelve-page issues instead of two during 
the year. It will then be possible to devote a little more space to 
homework. 

May God continue to bless this as well as all other efforts in 
behalf of the people that sit in gross darkness.

. PREPORT OF THE STUDY 


the December number of the present year the Study com- 
pletes s ninth volume. The year has been one of experiment in the 
effort to find the form that should most nearly meet the average need 
of our wide and varied constituency. This has not been an easy task, 
for the themes assigned have been so large that it has been impos- 
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sible to present more than a suggestive outline in a leaflet of four 
pages, one of which must be devoted to opening exercises. 

The general plan followed in the earlier numbers was to use 
the entire space fot’ a running account of the subject assigned. 
In the later numbers it has seemed wiser to condense the material 
and provide for a drill on the matter set forth by means of test 
questions, to be assigned in advance, believing that one fact mastered 
is better than a dozen in nebulous form. 

With one or two exceptions, the test questions have been 
framed with direct reference to the subject matter of the leaflet, the 
text-book or the supplementary program helps. 

The supplementary program helps have been classified under the 
head of Library References, current magazines and leaflets, the aim 
being to keep pace with the best contemporary literature, and to use 
our own output of special leaflets. In every instance it has been 
made possible for auxiliary workers to secure some reference litera- 
ture at small expense. Occasionally it has been necessary to apply 
to another denomination when a leaflet upon a general theme was 
not found in our own catalogue, and once a leaflet was hastily com- 
piled to meet an imperative demand for something bearing directly 
upon one of the earlier chapters of ‘Lux Christi.” 

The regular study column has been provided for the “Woman’s 
Missionary Friend,” but the open column of last year has been re- 
linquished to give place to more pressing needs. Special treatment of 
the study for the month has been prepared for the “German Freund.” 
The co-operation of the editors of these papers is cordially acknowl- 
edged. The ‘“Woman’s Missionary Friend” has rendered invaluable 
service with articles bearing on the topics assigned. 

It is a pleasure to report an increase in subscriptions of 1,053.

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Report of Publisher 


The experiences of the past year have been somewhat varied from 
the usual routine work. Soon aiter the session of the General Execu- 
tive Committee, the publisher received the following from the secre- 
tary of the Constitutional Publication Committee. 

“At the last meeting of the secretaries in Minneapolis, as Consti- 
tutional Publication Committee, a vacation of three months was voted 
our publisher, with $100 per month from the publication funds for 
expenses. ‘The action was unanimous, and it is the hope of the com- 
mittee that you will have a complete rest from the work of the office 
and everything connected therewith.” This came as a great sur- 
prise, but I was very grateful for this recognition of my twelve years’ 
service. It was one of the hardest things I have done in connection 
with the work to bring my mind to take the amount offered to me 
from the funds which have been held so sacred, and guarded from 
anything but legitimate expenses. As I long had a desire to visit 
the two branches on the Pacific Coast, they being the only branches 
which I had not yet visited in connection with the meetings of the 
General Executive Committee, and as my health demanded a change, 
and the committee asked that I have a complete rest from the work 
of the office, and as the Pacific coast was about as far away from the 
Atlantic coast as I could get in this country, I concluded to accept 
the kind offer, and to go west. I trust that the work of the Society, 
as well as my own pleasure, was increased thereby, 

I want here to express my gratitude to the loyal women of the 
two branches, who received me as cordially and lovingly into their 
hearts and homes as if I had always belonged in their midst. God 
bless the royal women of the Pacific and Columbia River branches, 
and increase their number an hundred fold. 

I present to you my financial statement as publisher. You will 
see that the expenses, after deducting the $600 which was transferred 
to the Investment Fund, have been $21,888.67. The receipts, $21,051.68, 
so that the actual net gain has been $63.01. In the financial report — 
of the literature you will see that there has been a large cash deficit 
of $1,200. This comes partly from the effort to advance our chil- 
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dren’s work in the King’s Herald Supplies, involving much cost, and 
the receipts were not equal to the cost, but there is a stock on hand 
which will be available for future use. 

The work of the year has been difficult to manage in many re- 
spects, because of the King’s Herald supplies, and the demand for 
them came before we could consider what was the best thing to put 
forth, and personal sorrows came to many connected with the litera- 
ture work, which made it difficult for us to do our best, but the out- 
put of the year has been quite creditible, and we present for our con- 
sideration the following statistics: 

There have been in the four periodicals 19,365,312 pages sent out, 
and in the Annual Report and leaflets 5,662,200, making a total of 
24,020,510 pages of literature, an increase of 2,443,312 over last year. 
The combined circulation of the four periodicals has been 93.084, an 
increase of 43,108. 

I am pleased to say that the corps of workers in my office during 
my absence were most faithful ard diligent. It would be a sad com- 
ment on my work if everything had gone just the same as if 
1 were present, but I am sure there was no neglect that could possi- 
bly be avoided, and I think that the output for the year showing an 
advance on all lines is an evidence that the workers in the publica- 
tion office have by no means been idle.

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Report of King’s Heralds and Little 
Light Bearers. 


It has been said that “The recognition of childhood is one of the 
best thermometers of the progress of an age or a nation and a sure 
test of the narrow or full development of christianity in its midst.” 

From this standpoint, our Society, which officially recognized 
the Little Light Bearers two years ago and inaugurated the King’s 
Heralds one year ago, has placed itself in the line of true progress. 

Within a few hours after the adoption of the new name and plan, 
and before the close of the last general executive meeting, circulars 
announcing the King’s Herald plan were out and distributed among 
the officers and representatives of the different branches, to be car- 
ried back to their several fields of labor. They could not have been 
placed in better hands for circulation. 

This. circular also contained a request that each auxiliary at once 
choose a committee to care for its children’s department; for it is 
becoming more and more evident that if we wish to build upon a 
solid foundation, the auxiliary is the place to begin. 

Not till the local auxiliaries recognize this responsibility and 
“mother” the bands, instead of leaving them to depend upon the 
enthusiasm of an individual leader, can they be considered upon a 
permanent basis, 

The name of King’s Heralds has met with general favor. Only 
kind words of appreciation and enthusiastic interest have reached the 
secretary. This proves the loyalty of our workers. 

The growth of the King’s Heralds in what can hardly be con- 
sidered a full year is very encouraging. 

We hope by the close of the coming year that all our junior work 
will appear as King’s Heralds, even though a few may hold sacred 
some special name; yet let them be known officially as King’s Her- 
alds and wear the badge. 

At the close of the last General Executive Committee Meeting, 


; the new secretary of children’s work found herself face to face with 
_ the fact that there was an utter absence of any of the appliances 
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necessary for the launching of this little King’s Herald craft; hence 
initiatory steps had to be taken, one after another, in rapid succession. 

Sincere thanks are due our publisher and her helpers for “the 
splendid spirit in which they accepted the situation, and with wise 
judgment and untiring labor made ready for the King’s Herald cam- 
paign. In addition to the regular work of our busy publishing office, 
this sudden inroad must have taxed them to the utmost; but patience 
never failed, and in a short time the results became manifest in the 
appearance of King’s Herald membership cards, ritual, song, manual, 
constitution, organization plans and blanks; mite-boxes and badges 
followed shortly, and Hai Tang thank-offering letters, programs, 
sections of wall and Little Light Bearer thank-offering windows. | 
Hai Tang is to be the general thank-offering for another year. We 
trust that the letters and sections of wall will be made free in the 
various branches, and that the children will be encouraged to own at 
least one ten-cent brick in this much needed school and home. Many 
are doing much more than this. 

The editor of our matchless little paper, in her efforts for a gen- 
eral thank-offering object, certainly merits the hearty co-operation of 
the branch treasurers in reporting. The paper is already a great 
power and we can hardly estimate its influence if we do our part. 

It is hoped, also, that the time will soon come when space will 
be regularly devoted to helps for leaders of bands in the columns of 
the Woman's Missionary Friend, or, perhaps, in the quarterlies. No 
one could be more cordial than our bright and progressive editor 
has ever been in welcoming any contributions that will help the chil- 
dren’s work. 

The Little Light Bearer page of the Children’s Missionary Friend 
has been brightened by the sweet little faces of 28 little life members, 
eleven of these from New England and nine from New York. Others 
have reported whose faces have not yet appeared in the little paper, 
making 35 in all, New York and New England Branches leading with 
13 each. 

If you will look in the March number and admire the seven little 
faces which adorn one of its pages you will see what one interested 
worker can do. These are all from Newark District in the New York 
Branch. This same splendid worker has also been gathering memo- 
rial life members among the children. We trust this interest will be 
manifested by many others the coming year. 

Requests were sent by the secretary to all the branch annual 
meetings asking— 
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(1) For a branch secretary of children’s work where they had 


(2) That a committee be appointed to consider the needs of 
children’s work. 

(3) That in cases where the branch secretary of children’s work 
could not attend the Advisory Board, that some visitor be appointed, 
if possible, to fill the place and represent the branch 

We have now seven branch secretaries of children’s work. 

Very interesting folios prepared by the several branches repre- 
senting its children’s work will be found in the exhibit. They consist 
of statistics by conferences, a recital of some methods which may 
prove suggestive to others, a list of life members and samples of 
any devices which have been prepared and used by the local branch; 
also some papers written by King’s Heralds on “Why I would not 
like to live in India.” 

We have reason to be proud of this, our first effort in this line, 
and next year we will show you what we can do. 

The equipment oi the King’s Heralds’ department has occupied 
so much of our time that very little new material has been prepared for 
the Little Light Bearears. To make this branch of our work more 
effective, our immediate needs are Little Light Bearer life member- 
ship certificates, the ones now in use not being suitable, a simple 
graduation service and diploma and a Little Light Bearer mite-box, 
which should be made free. 

I would also suggest that special conferences of leaders be 
held in the branches wherever possible, and also that organizers of 
children’s work be employed. 

Let us follow the example of the Great Teacher, who set a little 
child in the midst. Give them their rightful place and they will teach 
us many lessons of love, enthusiasm and self-sacrifice.

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Constitution 
OF THE 


WOMAN'S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


ArTIcLE I.—NAME, 


This organization shall be called “Tar Woman’s ForeicN MIssion- 
ARY Society oF THE MerHopist Eprscopa, CuHurcH.” 


Article II.—PpuRposE.: 


The purpose of this Society is to engage and unite the efforts of 
Christian women in sending missionaries to the women in foreign 
mission fields of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in supporting 
them and native Christian teachers and Bible readers in those fields 
and all forms of work carried on by the Society. 


ArticLe II].—MEMBERSHIP. 


The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute Membership, 
and twenty dollars Life-Membership. Any person paying one hundred 
dollars shall become a Manager for Life, and the contribution of 
three hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a Patron for life. 


ArTICLE IV.—oRGANIZATION, 


The organization of this Society shall consist of a General Execu- 
tive Committee, Co-ordinate Branches, District Associations, Auxil- 
iary Societies, to be constituted and limited as laid down in subse- 
quent articles, 


ArTICLE V.—GENERAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


SECTION I. The management and general administration of the 
affairs of the Society shall be vested in a General Executive Oom- 
mittee consisting of a President, Recording Secretary, General 
Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary and two delegates from each 
Branch, the Literature Committee, Secretary of German work and the 
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Secretary of Scandinavian work. The President, Recording Secre- 
tary, General Treasurer, and Secretaries of German and Scandinavian 
Work shall be elected annually by the General Executive Committee. 
The two delegates and reserves shall be elected at the Branch Annual 
Meetings. Said committee shall meet in Boston, the third Wednesday 
in April, 1870, and annually, or oftener, thereafter, at such time and 
place as the General Executive Committee shall annually determine. 


Section 2. The duties of the General Executive Committee shall 
be: 

First. To take into consideration the interests and demands of 
the entire work of the Society as presented in the report of the Branch 
Corresponding Secretaries, and in the estimates of the needs of mis- 
sion fields; to ascertain the financial condition of the Society; to 
appropriate its money in accordance with the purposes and method 
therein indicated; to devise means for carrying forward the work of 
the Society; fixing the amounts to be raised; employing new mission- 
aries, designating their field of labor, examining the reports of those 
already employed, and arranging with the several branches the work 
to be undertaken by each. 

Second, To transact any other business that the interests of the 
Society may demand, provided all the plans and directions of the com- 
mittee shall be in harmony with the provisions of the Constitution.

1. This committee shall be composed of the Branch Correspond- 
ing Secretaries. 


2, It shall meet and organize immediately after the adjournment 
of the General Executive Committee, by the election of a Chairman 
and Secretary. 


3. All cases of emergency concerning publications, arising in the 
interim of the sessions of the General Executive Committee, shall be 
submitted to the Constitutional Publication Committee, and the case 
shall be decided by the majority vote. 


4. This committee shall take charge of the missionary periodi- 
cals of the Society and arrange for the publication of an annual report 
of the work of the Society, and shall have supervision of all business 
concerning the publications. This committee shall report annually 
to the General Executive Committee. 


5. The publisher shall give the Chairman an itemized report ‘of 
the receipts and expenditures of the periodicals properly audited, by 
the first of October. If she finds it necessary to deviate from the 
published instructions of the General Executive Committee, she shall 
lay the matter before this committee, and be subject to its direction. 
She shall report semi-annually to the Constitutional Publication 
Committee. 


6. A committee of three shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
stitutional Publication Committee, to whom shall be intrusted the 
investment and control of the funds of these publications. 


7. The publisher shall commence and close her Anansi year 
with October 1. 


8. If the office of editor, publisher or member of Liedraiee Com- 
mittee becomes vacant during the year this committee shall have the 
power to fill the vacancy. tho

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Sec. 2. The officers of each Branch shall consist of a President, 
one or more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding 
Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor and such other officers as shall be 
necessary for the efficient work of the Branch. These with the excep- 
tion of Auditor, shall constitute an Executive Committee for the 
administration of the affairs of the Branch, nine of whom shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. These officers shall be elected 
at the annual meeting of the Branch, and shall continue in office until 
others are chosen in their stead. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall have supervision of the 
work assigned to the Branch by the General Executive Committee, 
provide for all the needs, and receive reports from all forms of work 
carried on by the Society, who, by the plan of the General Executive 
Committee, are to be supported by the Branch. 

Sec. 4. No Branch shall project new work, or undertake the sup- 
port of new missionaries, except by the direction or with the approval 
of the General Executive Committee. 

Sec. 5. Each Branch may make such By-Laws as may be deemed 
necessary to its efficiency, not inconsistent with this Constitution. 


Articte VIII.—vIstricT ASSOCIATIONS, 


District Associations shall be formed wherever practicable; said 
associations to have supervision of all auxiliaries within their limits. 


ArtTIcLE IX.—AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 


Any number of women who shall contribute annually may form a 
society auxiliary to that Branch of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, within whose prescribed 
territorial limits they may reside, by appointing a President, one or 
more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secre- 
tary, a Treasurer, and Supervisor of Children’s work, who together shall 
constitute a local Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE X.—RELATING TO THE MISSIONARY AUTHORITIES OF THE CHURCH. 


Sec. 1. This Society shall work in harmony with and under the 
supervision of the authorities of the Missionary Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. The appointment, recall, and remuneration 
of missionaries, and the designation of their fields of labor shall be 
subject to the approval of the Board of Managers of the Missionary 
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Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and annual appropria- 
tions to mission fields shall be submitted for revision and approval 
to the General Missionary Committee of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 

Sec. 2. All missionaries sent out by this Society shall labor under 
the direction of the particular Conference or Mission of the Church 
in which they may be severally employed. They shall be annually 
appointed by the President of the Conference or Mission, and shall be 
subject to the same rules of removal that govern the other mission- 
aries. 

Src. 3. All the work of the Woman’s Society in foreign lands 
shall be under the direction of the Conferences or Missions and their 
committees in exactly the same manner as the work of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Superintendent or 
Presiding Elder having the same relation to the work and the person 
in charge of it that he would have were it a work in the charge of 
any member of the Conference or Mission. 

Src. 4. The funds of the Society shall not be raised by éallactitigs 
or subscriptions taken during any of our regular church services, nor 
in any Sunday-School, but shall be raised by such methods as the 
Constitution of the Society shall provide, none of which shall inter 
fere with the contributions of our people and Sunday-Schools fo 
the treasury of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; and the amount so collected shall be reported by the pastor 
to the annual Conference, and be entered in a column among the 
benevolent collections in the Annual and General minutes. 

Src. 5. Section 4 of this Article shall not be so interpreted 
as to prevent the women from taking collections in meetings convened 
in the interests of their societies; nor from securing memberships and 
life memberships in audiences where their work is represented, nor 
from holding festivals, or arranging lectures in the interest of their

ArticLe XI.—cHANGE OF CONSTITUTION. 


This Constitution may be changed at any annual meeting of the 
General Executive Committee, by a three-fourths vote of those 
present and voting, notice of the proposed change having been given 
at the previous” annual meeting; but Article X shall not be changed 
except with the concurrence of the General Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. 
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By-Laws 


OF THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


IL—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society. 

2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of all pro- 
ceedings of the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, and place the same in the safe of the 
Publication Office. . 

She shall present at the anniversary of the Society a report of the 
year’s work. She shall also forward to our foreign treasurers, as soon 
as practicable after adjournment of the General Executive Commit- 
tee, a copy of the appropriations for each mission. 


Il.—BRANCH CORRESPONDING SECRETARIES, 


1. The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall superintend all 
the interests of their respective Branches; conduct the correspondence 
of the Society with foreign missionaries; be present at all Branch, 
annual, and quarterly meetings, and present a quarterly report of the 
work of the Branch, and give to the public, or ‘direct to be given, all 
communications and plans of the business of their respective 
Branches. : 

2. Each Corresponding Secretary shall be required to furnish in 
her report to the General Executive Committee the following items: 
Number of Auxiliary Societies, members, life members, honorary 
patrons and managers, subscribers to the Woman’s Missionary Friend 
and the receipts of the Treasurer. In her report of the foreign work 
she shall include the number of missionaries, Bible readers, boarding 
schools, and orphans supported by her Branch. 


III.—BRANCH TREASURERS, 


1. Branch Treasurers shall be required to publish quarterly in the 
Woman’s Missionary Friend their reports of moneys received. 

2. The financial year of the Society shall commence October 1. 
Branch Treasurers will close their accounts for the year by Septem- 
ber 30. i 
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3. The money received from annual memberships shall not be 
used to make Life Members, Managers or Patrons. Life Member- 
ships shall be made by the payment of twenty dollars, given specifically 
for that purpose. If in installments, the financial payment shall be 
made as soon as practicable, and the membership reported as com- 
plete only when that has been done; all the installments to be credited 
on the Treasurer’s book and acknowledged in the Woman's Missionary 
Friend. 

4. In case any Branch is unable to meet the obligations it has 
assumed, any other Branch may, by the action of the Executive 
Board, be permitted to use its surplus funds in aid of the Branch 
deficient. 

5. Any bequest or donation made to the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Branch within 
whose territory the bequest or donation is made, unless otherwise 
specified by the donor. 


IV.—SECRETARY OF LITERATURE. 


There shall be a Secretary of Literature elected by each Branch, 
whose duty it shall be to assist the Literature Committee through 
correspondence, by suggestions, by presenting the needs of their 
respective Branches, and aiding in any other way the Literature 
Committee may desire. It shall also be the duty of the Branch Liter- 
ature Secretary to advance the interests and increase the circulation 
of our literature and publications in every possible way. She shall 
have charge in connection with the Literature Committee of the 
exhibition and sale of our literature at the various public gatherings 
and conventions throughout the country, the expenses to be borne 
by the Branch where the convention meets. When, as frequently occurs, 
the Epworth League, Student Volunteer: or other convention is held 
outside of our own country, this duty shall belong to the standing Lit-

MR MSby “se VI.—FOREIGN TREASURERS. 

1. The Foreign Treasurers shall forward their estimates, prop- 
erly approved and printed, if possible, to each Corresponding Secre- 
tary before October 1. 
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2. The Treasurers in the foreign field are instructed, upon receiv- 
ing remittances, to forward immediately receipt for the same; also to 
forward semi-annually, January 1 and July 1, a financial statement 
together with balance in United States currency to the Branch Cor- 
responding Secretary, and Treasurer. Any appropriation which, for 
any reason, is not required on the field, shall be so reported by the 
Treasurer on each April 1 and October 1. 

3. The appropriations for the foreign fields shall be paid on the 
basis of the currency of the country, the exchange therefrom accruing 
to our treasury with the exception of the salaries of the missionaries 
and buildings, which shall be paid on the basis of American gold. 

4. The funds of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be entirely under the control of the General Executive Committee, 
to be used only for the purpose designated by that committee. Our 
missionaries shall not exceed in expenditure the amount appropriated 
by the General Executive Committtee. Emergencies arising during 
the year can be met only by application, properly endorsed by the 
missionary authorities, to the Committee of Reference. 

5. If any surplus funds remain in the Foreign Treasuries from 
unused appropriations, exchange, or any other source, they must be 
reported to the Branches, and held subject to the order of the Secre- 
tary of the Branch from whose moneys they accrue. 


VII —OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE, 


The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall correspond with the 
missionaries, so as to be able to present a full report of the work in 
each mission, such information to be presented to the General Executive 
Committee, the fields assigned to the several “Secretaries to be arranged 
by themselves. : 


VIII.—INSTRUCTIONS TO MISSTONARIES. 


We call the attention of the missionaries of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society especially to Article X, Section 3, of Constitution, 
in compliance with which they will consult the Superintendent of the 
mission in which they are laboring on all general plans of their work, 
and advise with him as to the most effective measures to be taken in 
the purchase of property, building and any important undertaking 
belonging to their special interest. 

1. They are expected to attend the annual meeting or Conference 
of their mission, that{they-may confer with other members of the mis- 
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sion upon all topics connected with their own department, and will 
report quarterly to the Superintendent. 

2. They will be expected to devote their entire time and attention 
to their legitimate work, as all their temporal necessities will be 
provided for by the Society. 

3. They are required to send quarterly reports to the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Branch having charge of their work, and the 
action of the General Executive Committee will be communicated to 
them through the Recording Secretary of the Reference Committee. 

The General Executive Committee of 1901 authorized the forma- 
tion of a Field Reference Committee in each of the annual Confer- 
ences or missions in foreign fields, each Field Reference Committee 
to be elected annually by its respective annual Conference or mission. 

4. Each Field Reference Committee shall be composed of such 

orkers as each conference or mission shall elect. The duty of said 
Field J Reference Committee shall be to consider all matters of general 
interest arising during the interim of their annual meetings or con- 
ferences, and to report the same to the Reference Committee of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. No communication to the 
Home Reference Committee shall be considered official without the 
signature of the Chairman or Secretary of the Field Reference Com- 
mittee. Said Field Reference Committee may meet at stated times, 
or on call, according to their discretion. A majority vote of said 
Reference Committee shall be binding. Any action requiring the 
sanction of the home authorities must be made through the Field 
_ Reference Committee. This measure is intended in no way to pre- 
Vaal Watidiet presentation to home authorities, but simply to indi- 
cate ar maintain the purposes of the mission, or conference as a unit.

. All solicitations for funds for special work must be made 
the proper official authorities, and missionaries are instructed 
o apply to private sources for aid or support of their work. 

. The “estimate for conveyances, munshis and teachers shall be 
ed 5 the estimates for Bible-women and zenana workers. 
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g. The estimates for support of scholarships shall include the cost 
of fuel and lights, medicines, and any minor expenses that are included 
in the expense of maintaining schools. 

10. A medical missionary shall be accountable to oe Branch 
from which she was sent. She shall keep an itemized account of all 
receipts and disbursements, and report them quarterly to the Treas- 
urer of the Mission, any surplus being remitted to the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society, and her medical outfit shall be the prop- 
erty of the same. 

11. If there prove to be a manifest unfitness for missionary labor, 
the General Executive Committee may cancel its obligations to a 
missionary whom it has appointed, three months’ notice having been 
given to such appointee by the Committee of Reference, return pas- 
sage to be paid by the society, provided she return at the expiration 
of the three months. 

12. A lady missionary desiring her expenses paid by the Society 
for a return home from any other cause than that of ill health, must 
secure permission from the General Executive Committee or Com- 
mittee of Reference, through the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Branch supporting her. 

13. All missionaries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Soci- 
ety are instructed not to adopt any child as their own, and are asked 
to give a promise that they will keep this rule. 

14. All rules pertaining to the relations of the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church with its mis- 
sionaries shall be published in the general annual report. 

15. The Corresponding Secretary of the Branch by which any 
missionary is sent shall be required to sign the following contract: 
ers cigttvents © ...-, Corresponding Secretary of ..... . Branch, by which 
the money is raised for the support of ........, agree, on the part of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, to pay the traveling expenses 
OPV Neate from the time of her leaving home.to that of her arrival 
in her field of labor, and also her salary from the latter date. In case 
of illness, I agree, on the part of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, to submit a resolution to the General Executive Committee, 
or in the interim of its sessions, to the Committee of Reference, asking 
the privilege of her- return home. Such permission being granted, I 
agree to pay her return passage; and in case her relations to the 
Society are harmonious, her salary for the first year shall be $350. 

If her health demands her to remain in this country, the second 
year she shall receive $300; and if her detention at home is necessary

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for a longer period, her case shall be in the hands of her Branch for 


adjustment. 
In case of emergency demanding her immediate return home, she 
shall bring a certificate of disability from a physician and the super- 


intendent of the mission. 

We agree to furnish our missionaries with necessary outfit and 
$100 for furniture, if needed, the same to be the property of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

All new missionaries and those returning after a five years’ term 
of service, shall have a salary which includes all expenses hitherto 
classed as incidentals and shall be: In Africa, $500; Bulgaria, $600; 
Central China, Foochow and Hing Hua, $600; North China, $650; 
West China, $450; India $600; $50 additional in Bombay City for 
house expenses; Italy, $600; Japan, $700; Korea, $700; Malaysia, $425; 
Mexico, $750; South America, $750. 

First year’s salaries: $400, where full salary is $425, $450 where 
$500; $500, where $600; $525, where $650; $550, where $650, $700, where 
$750. 

16. We recommend, when practicable, that such an arrangement 
be made for the duties of our missionaries during the first year’s 
service as shall allow them considerable time for the study of the lan- 
guage, and that their salary for that year shall be $400, with $150 for 
incidentals. - Medical missionaries shall from the first receive full 
salary. 

17. Each returned missionary shall be expected to attend the 
first General Executive Committee session after her return, and her 
traveling expenses to and from the place of meeting shall be met by 
the Branch supporting her, unless otherwise provided for. Mission- 
aries returning home will please take notice that the charges on 
freight and duties are very large, and are requested to make these as 
light as possible, leaving heavy and unnecessary things in the country 
where they have been working. 

18. We accept the relation of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society to the authorities of the Church, and to our workers in the 
field, as interpreted by the delegated conference in India, in their ses- 
sion of 1881, as follows: 

Wuereas, Certain usages have grown up and been found accept- 
able and successful in connection with our older mission field in India, 
we deem it expedient to formulate the same in the following rules: 
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1. In general: The position of a lady missionary, placed in 
charge of work in connection with any of our circuits or stations, is 
the same as that of a second missionary or “junior preacher” to 
whom special work is assigned. : 

2. In particular: The general plan of work, such as establishing 
new schools, employing and dismissing head teachers, arranging 
terms of tuition, board, etc., and preparing. a course of study, when 
these matters are not fixed by the Educational Committee, selecting 
classes of people among whom work may be more successfully carried 
on, arranging dispensaries and deciding the proportion of medical 
work to be given to natives and Europeans, Christians and non- 
Christians, etc., all such general plans shall be arranged by the lady 
in charge of the special departments of work, after free consultation 
with the Superintendent or Presiding Elder. 

3. The lady missionary in charge of work has full liberty to do 
the work assigned her in her own way, and to carry out the internal 
arrangement of her department in the manner which she deems best 
adapted to secure success. 

4. The relation of the Superintendent or Presiding Elder to the 
work under the charge of a lady is the same as it would be were it 
under the charge of a member of conference—he having a general 
advisory supervision, auditing the accounts (when not done by trus- 
tees), making suggestions, etc., exactly as with all the other work of 
his district. 

5. Lady missionaries in charge of work, and all missionaries of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, are appointed by the Pres- 
ident of Conference, at the same time and in the same manner that 
the appointments of conference are made. Should, however, a Pres- 
ident of Conference at any time decline to so appoint, the Superinten- 
dent or Presiding Elder in Council will arrange the same. 

6. All new buildings or expensive repairs or changes shall 
receive the sanction of Superintendent or Presiding Elder, even 
though no appropriations of money be asked. 

7. Aclass of laborers is employed in our work, known asi “as- 
sistants.” In the employment or dismissal of these ladies, the 
consent of the Superintendent of Mission or of the Presiding Elder 
must be secured. They may be transferred by the Presiding Elder, 
with the consent of the lady in charge of the department in which 
they are employed. When these lady assistants, being metnbers of 
our Church, by several years of faithful service, have come to be 
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received as belonging permanently to our body of laborers, they may, 
on the recommendation of the Woman’s Society, when such exists, 
or by quarterly Conference, be formally recognized by Conference, 
and appointed the same as women missionaries are. 

8. In case of a transfer of a woman missionary or an “assistant” 
from one Conference or charge to another, a written permission shall 
be secured, signed by Superintendent or Presiding Elder in whose 
jurisdiction the person may be employed, when, according to the con- 
dition in Rule 7, the engagement may be completed. 


OFFICIAL RELATIONS OF LADY MISSIONARIES. 


1. Definition of relations of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, as given by the Bishops in May, 1881. 

“To the ladies of the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society: 

“Te your questions we respectfully reply as follows: 

“Tst. We take the liberty to refer you to our action bearing date 
November 22, 1877, a copy of which is as follows: 


TEACHERS IN MISSION SCHOOLS. 


“1. In the judgment of the Bishops it is not within the right 
of the Superintendent of the mission to remove Jay teachers from the 
schools to which they have been appointed, nor to interfere authori- 
tatively with the internal arrangements of the schools, unless such 
right be expressly granted by the missionary authorities at New York. 

“2, In case of difference between appointee and the Mission 
(including the Superintendent), which cannot be adjusted between the 
parties without unreasonable delay, we recommend that such differ- 
ence, with the papers and facts, be referred by the parties to the 
Bishop in charge for final decision. 

“3, It is our judgment that the missionaries sent by the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society should be permitted to be present at the 
meetings of the Mission and to speak on all the matters relating to their 
work. Most respectfully and sincerely,

BA? REQUIREMENTS OF MISSIONARY CANDIDATES. 


1. Each Branch shall appoint a standing committee of five, of 
which the Branch Corresponding Secretary shall be chairman, who shall 
the case of any candidate within the limits of the Branch, 

and shall supply such candidate with blank for health certificate and 
constitutional questions, to be filled out and answered by her; and when . 
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practicable a personal interview shall be had with the woman. by two 
or more of the committee before her papers are forwarded to the Refer- 
ence Committee, or the Committee appointed at the General Executive 
meeting. The Corresponding Secretary of the Branch presenting mis- 
sionary candidates shall have a personal interview with each woman 
presented before her final appointment to a foreign field. 

2. A missionary candidate must believe herself Divinely called to 
the work of a foreign missionary, and assert her belief that she is 
actuated only by a desire to act in accordance with God’s will. 

3. She must indicate her ability to work in a foreign field by Chris- 
tian usefulness at home. 

4. She must declare her intention to make foreign missionary work 
the service of her effective years, and agree to give at least five years of 
continuous service, as a single woman, to the work of the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society, unless prevented by ill-health; this is not 
to be understood in the sense that the obligation to remain in the field 
ceases at five years, but that her obligation to refund passage and outfit 
money is binding for that length of time; she must also assert her will- 
ingness to labor in any field, though her preference is always to be 

“taken into account. 

5. The age of candidates must not be less than twenty-five, years, 
or more than thirty years. A special facility in acquiring languages, 
or call to English work, may be considered sufficient reason for devi- 
ation from this rule. 

6. Financial and executive ability, and power of adaptation to cir- 
cumstances, are essential qualifications. 

7. She must present a certificate of health from a competent phy- 
sician, and give satisfactory answers to the medical questions authorized 
by the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society. 

8. Every missionary candidate is requested to sign the following 
contract: 


SUT, covet tae tsa aes , agree to conform to the above requirements and 
conditions while in the employ of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, and failing in this, to refund the amount of outfit and passage 
money.” 

9. After the adoption of a missionary candidate, she shall be 
regarded as under the direction of the General Executive Committee, 
and of the Committee of Reference, in. the interim of the sessions of 
that. committee. 
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to. The case of any accepted candidate not sent out during the 
year, shall be brought before the General Executive Committee at its 
next session. 

11. The application of a missionary candidate with corresponding 
testimonials shall cover the following particulars: Health, adaptability 
to people and circumstances, executive ability, intellectual qualities and 
culture, religious experience and usefulness, and general fitness for the 
work. 

First. Wealth, attested by a properly certified health certificate. 

Second, Personal religious experience. Belief in the doctrines and 
identification with the membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
experience and efficiency in christian work, conviction and call to 
Missionary work, and the intention to give to it the service of her life. 

Third, Testimonials are further necessary as to grade of scholar- 
ship, whether it includes the study of Latin or any modern language, 
with facility in its acquirement; knowledge of music, vocal or instru- 
mental. Diploma of Scholarship. 

Certificate of experience and success in teaching. 

Fourth, Testimonials are also required as to executive ability, 
adaptability to people and circumstances, and whatever personal quali- 
ties are necessary for greatest efficiency in Christian work. 


IX.—PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


I. The periodicals of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
shall be known as the Woman’s Missionary Friend, Children’s Mission- 
ary Friend, Der Frauen-Missions-Freund and The Study. 

2. The editors and publisher shall be elected annually by the 
General Executive Committee. 

3. In the interim of the sessions of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, the management of the society’s periodicals shall be under the 
control of the Publication Committee provided by the Constitution. 

4. The proceedings of the General Executive Committee shall be 
repotted in the December number of the Woman’s Missionary Friend, 
excluding appropriations and unimportant. details. 

5. The minutes of the General Executive Committee shall be in- 
corporated in the Annual Report. 

6. The postage and traveling expenses of the editors of Woman's 
Missionary Friend, Children’s Missionary Friend, Frauen-Missions- 
Freund and The Study and publisher of these papers, and members of 
the Literature Committee, to and from the sessions of the General Ex- 
ecutive Committee, shall be paid from the funds of these publications, 
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7. In no case shall the amount used in publishing interests, or for 
any other demands, infringe upon a capital of $5,000 to be retained in 
the treasury of the Society’s publications. 

8. There shall be a Constitutional Pubhoamoes Committee, consist- 
ing of the Corresponding Secretary of each Branch, to take charge of 
the missionary periodicals of the Society and to arrange for the publica- 
tion of an annual report of the work of the Society. This committee 
shall report annually to the General Executive Committee. 

g. The territory of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be divided into three sections: The Eastern section to be composed of 
New England, New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore Branches; the’ 
Central section, Cincinnati and Northwestern Branches; the Western 
section; Minneapolis, Des Moines, Topeka, Pacific and Columbia River 
Branches. 

10. The Literature Committee shall be nominated by the delegates 
from the above sections, and elected by the General Executive Com- 
mittee for a term of three years on the rotation plan. The Committee 
shall report to the mid-year meeting of the Constitutional Publication 
Committee, to the Annual Meeting and to the General Executive Com- 
mittee. 

When the Epworth League Student Volunteer or other Conven- . 
tion is held outside our own country the exhibition and sale of our litera- 
ture shall be under the supervision of the Literature Committee, the 
expenses to be met from the treasury of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. 


X.—ZENANA PAPER. 


1. The Constitutional Publication Committee shall take charge of 
the funds raised for the endowment of the Zenana Paper and control of 
their investment and expenditure, and have the general supervision of 
the interests of the paper. 

2. The Corresponding Secretary of each Branch shall have the 
control of the investment of the funds raised for the support of the 
Zenana Paper within the bounds of her Branch, with ‘the approval of 
the Constitutional Publication Committee ; the interest on investment 
to be paid semi-annually to the Treasurer of the Zenana Paper. 

3. The Woman’s Conference in India shall nominate a committee 
consisting of five persons, three ladies and two gentlemen, one of whom 
shall be the publisher, to supervise the interests of the paper and arrange 
with the Press Committee for editing and publishing the Zenana Paper. 
in the various languages and dialects required; these nominations to be 
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subject to the approval of the Constitutional Publication Committee in 

4. The Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society in India shall send an Annual Report of the Zenana Paper 
to the Chairman of the Constitutional Publication Committee, with the 
amount of circulation and items of interest, in time to be presented to 
the Annual Meeting of the General Executive Committee in America. 

5. The Treasurer in India of the funds of the Zenana Paper, shall 
furnish the Constitutional Publication Committee an Annual Report of 
the receipts and expenditures of said paper, in time to be presented to 
the General Executive Committee meeting in America. 

6. A report of the Zenana Paper shall be published in the Annual 
Report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

7. The Treasurer of the Zenana Paper funds in America shall 
send the interest on the investments direct to the Treasurer of the 
Zenana Paper in India, only upon order of the Chairman of the Consti- 
tutional Publication Committee. 


XI.—ANNUAL MEETINGS, 


The General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign

This committee shall carefully examine the receipts and ex- 
penditures of each department and as far as possible determine the 
source of any unnecessary or undue expense. 

3. It shall nominate agents and editors and recommend amount of 
salary to be paid to each. 

4. It may recommend the authorization of certain amounts con- 
sidered necessary to secure satisfactory results in the issuing of periodi- 
cals and other literature, being always careful to observe the require- 
ment mentioned in Sec. 9, Art. 7, of By-laws of Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. 

5. As far as possible it shall consider the literary matter of all 
publications. 

The committee recommends also the defining of the duties of the 
Standing Committee on Missionary Candidates.

Mrs. Crandon spoke of the beautiful life and character of Mrs. 
Anna C. Davis, missionary from the Northwestern Branch to Nanking, 
China, going first in 1893, she returned after five years for two years’ 
rest, then joyfully returned to her chosen work, but not for long, be- 
cause the Lord soon called her to the higher service of heaven.

The General Executive Committee convened at the usual hour, 
with the President in the chair.

A discussion arose as to the 
clause in the minutes regarding the acceptance of the report of. the 
Constitutional Publication Committee—‘“For further consideration.” 
Mrs. Huston moved that this action be reconsidered. The motion was 
lost. 

The report of the memorial service was read by the secretary 
and approved. The report of the Woman’s Missionary Friend was 
presented by the editor, Miss Hodgkins, the report of Der Frauen 
Missions Freund by the editor, Miss Achard, and the report of Zenana 
Paper from Mrs. Messmore, the editor, by Miss Holt, These reports 
were accepted and referred to the Standing Publication Committee. 
Miss Prather of Des Moines Branch sang, “I Leave It All With Jesus.” 

"Mrs. A. L. Marshall brought greetings to the Committee from the 
Woman's Foreign Missionary Society of the Methodist Church South. 
The brief review of twenty-five years since their organization, told 
the same story of devotion and blessing so familiar in our own his- 
tory of ten more years, and every heart felt the thrill of union in Christ 
Jesus; which sentiment was expressed in the few words of re- 
sponse by Mrs. Foss. : 

Official correspondence was read as follows: Central China by 
Mrs. Knowles, South America by Miss Holt. It was moved to ex- 
tend the time allotted to the reports from foreign fields, to twenty 
minutes in order to hear from missionaries present. The motion was 
lost. It was moved that Miss Rouse should be heard for ten minutes 
in place of Mrs. Stevens’ correspondence from Foochow. The motion 
was carried. Miss Rouse was listened to with intense interest. On 
motion of Mrs. Huston the reading of foreign reports was suspend- 
ed for the presentation of reports from Standing Committees. A 
partial report of the Missionary Candidate Committee was read by Mrs. 
Howard, Secretary of the Committee, The name of Miss Frances 
Clippenger of Topeka Branch, was presented. After careful consid- 
eration of her testimonials it was moved to accept this partial report 
leaving the responsibility of Miss Clippenger's going to the foreign 
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field to the Topeka Branch. After discussion this motion was lost and 
the report was referred back to the Missionary Candidate committee. 
The committee on memorials presented a partial report through Mrs. 
Hill, the secretary of the committee. It was moved to consider this 
report item by item. The motion was carried. Memorials from Colum- 
bia River Branch. Item one: That the age limit of Little Light Bear- 
ers be extended from five to eight years, thus avoiding the gap be- 
tween Little Light Bearers and King’s Heralds, and doing away with 
Advanced Little Light Bearers. Also that the Little Light Bearer’s 
badge may be constructed in the form of a pin. Carried. 


Item two: That the paragraph, Plan of work for Little Light 
Bearers, page 268 of the Annual Report, referring to Advanced Lit- 
tle Light Bearers be omitted. Carried. 

From New York Branch, item one: That Rates of Annuities, and 
Forms for Will, Devise, and Annuity, be published not only in the 
Annual Report of the Woman’s Foreign Misionary Society, but also in 
the Reports of each Branch. The item was adopted. 

Item two, referring to harmonizing of by-laws, page 257, Annual 
Report, was referred to Committee on By-Laws. 


Item three: That there shall be a standing building committee in 
each foreign mission and conference elected by a majority vote of the 
General and Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societiés. Referred to com- 
mittee on By-laws. ‘ 


Item four: That all gifts to Folts Institute be included in the 
Treasurer’s report of Foreign receipts. This item was laid on the 
table. 

The memorial committee recommended that a brief financial state- 
ment of Folts Institute be placed in the Society's Annual Report. This 
recommendation was adopted. 

Item five from New York Branch: That because foreign missions 
abroad are rapidly becoming conferences, our By-Laws shall be made 
to harmonize with this fact. Referred to Committee on By-laws. 

Item six: That the nomenclature for our Home work shall be 
uniform in the various branches. This item was re-committed. 

The memorial from Northwestern Branch: That Home Secre- 
taries be made members of the General Executive Committee was laid 
on the table. n 

Mrs. Crandon called attention to the proposed change in the Con- 
stitution regarding the formation of a German Branch, and moved 
that it be made the order of the day for Monday at 11 a. m. The mo- 
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tion was carried. Mrs. Thompson called attention to the proposed 
change in Article IX of the Constitution, page 250 of Annual Report. 
Because of a fault in the phraseology, this proposed change was not 
effected. The following ministers were introduced, Rev. Dr. Stew- 
art, Rev. Messrs. Lumbeck, Bradford, Eaton, and Harris, Also Miss 
Meyer, missionary from West China, Miss Kneeland from South 
America, Miss Gibson, Principal of the Scarritt Bible and Training 
School of Kansas City, and Miss Clippinger. Announcements of lit- 
erature were made by Mrs. Legg. Mrs. Crandon moved that all 
persons who are to speak in the churches confer with Miss Pearson 
regarding the taking of’ collections and subscriptions at the Sunday 
services. 

Carried. 

It was moved and carried that messages of love and greeting 
should be sent to Mrs. Nind by Mrs. Cowen and to Mrs. Gracey by 
Mrs. Huston. Other announcements were made. Miss Forster sang 
a beautiful solo, and the benediction was pronounced by the Rev. Dr. 
Stewart. Adjourned. 


FOURTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
MONDAY, OCTOBER 31, 1904. 


The General Executive Committee opened at 9 a. m. with the 
devotional exercises in charge of Cincinnati Branch. Mrs. Cowen led 
in prayer. The roll was called and the minutes read and approved. 
The report of the Study was presented by Miss Northup. It was ac- 
cepted and referred to the Publication Committee. The report of the 
Literature Committee was presented by Miss Northup, the chairman. 
It was accepted and referred to the Publication Committee. The 
financial report of the Literature Committee was read by Mrs. Gamble. 
It was accepted and referred to the Publication Committee. 

Mrs. Crandon read the official correspondence from Bulgaria, Mrs. 
Fisher from Hing Hlua, and Mrs. O’Neal from Burma, also the Home 
Report of Pacific Branch. Miss Prather sang “My Lord and I.” Mrs. 
Crandon read the ‘official correspondence from West China, and Mrs. 
Keen from Japan. All official correspondence read was accepted to 
be printed in the Annual Report. 

Mrs. Quayle, the hostess for the day, was introduced, also Rev- 
Dr. A. S. Griffith, Dr. W. M. Dudley and Dr. J. B. Trimble. 
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The report of Folts Institute was presented by Mrs. Wilkinson, 
who added to the written report a plea’ for a special’ column in the 
Treasurer’s reports, acknowledging subscriptions to Folts Institute, 
and giving reasons for her request. Mrs. Wilkinson’s report was ac- 
cepted and referred to the Missionary Candidate Committee ; ‘also to 
be printed in the Annual Report. Mrs. Crandon offered the follow- 
ing resolution: That all money contributed by the auxiliaries or in- 
dividuals in the several Branches for Folts Institute shall be reported 
in a separate column in the Annual Branch Reports. The resolution 
was carried. 

The order of the day for eleven o’clock was taken up, viz.: The 
change of the constitution providing for the formation of a German 
Branch.

to have this action taken, presented some of the difficulties which might 
follow, one of which was the expense of sending delegates to Branch 
and General Executive meetings. Miss Rothweiler answered these ob- 
jections, showing the growing interest of the German churches in the 
contingent fund to meet expenses. Mrs. Joyce, Mrs. O’Neal, Mrs. 
Longley and Mrs. Fisher spoke against the proposed change. Miss 
Achard, Mrs. Thompson, Mrs. Stevens, Mrs. Huston, Mrs. Davis, Mrs. 
Crandon and Mrs. Cornell spoke in favor. A standing vote was taken 
resulting in 24 in favor and 12 against. A three-fourths vote of those 
present and voting being necessary to a change, the motion was lost and 
the change not effected. : 

Announcements of literature were made by Miss Northup. Other 
notices were given. Rev. Dr. Geo. B. Smythe, Miss L. M. Strow en 
route to Foochow, Dr. Koons, also going to China, Mrs. Calhoun ot 
China, and Mrs. McNabb of China were introduced. Dr. Smythe led 
*n prayer and pronounced the benediction. 


FIFTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 1, 1904. 


The General Executive Committee convened at the usual hour 
with the President in°the chair. The opening devotional exercises | 
were conducted by Mrs. Imboden of Topeka Branch. Miss Porter of 
Baker University read selections from the twentieth chapter of II 
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Chronicles and the sixth chapter of Ephesians, and Mrs. Wilder led in 
prayer. After calling the roll the minutes were read and approved. 
The business was taken up and a partial report of the Publication 
Committee was presented by Mrs. Spaeth. On motion it was con- 
sidered item by item. Item one, two, three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight, nine and ten were adopted. Mrs. Hill moved that the edition 
of the Annual Report shall be five thousand copies. Mrs. Fisher 
moved as a substitute that the decision regarding the number of 
copies shall be left to the Finance Committee. The substitute was 
carried. Item eleven, recommended that for every ten new sub- 
scribers to the Woman’s Missionary Friend and Der Frauen Missions 
Freund one additional copy shall be given. This item was not 
adopted. Mrs. Knowles moved that item three, page 41, of the Annual 
Report, be adopted, with the addition of Der Frauen Missions Freund. 
Adopted. Item twelve, was adopted. Item thirteen, was discussed and 
with some verbal changes adopted. Item fourteen, adopted. Item 
fifteen, by vote of the Committee was stricken out, making the next 
item number fifteen, which was adopted. Item sixteen, was adopted. 
Item eighteen, regarding the list of delinquent subscribers to be sent 
to Branch Secretaries of Literature, after discussion was deferred for 
future action. Item nineteen, regarding the sending of the Woman’s 


Missionary Friend one month after the expiration of the subscription 
was deferred. Items twenty, twenty-one and twenty-two were 
adopted. 


__ The Missionary Candidate Committee reported through Mrs. M. 
E. Howard, the Secretary of the Committee. Miss Daisy May Griggs 
of Topeka Branch; Miss Mabel Lossing, of Des Moines Branch; Miss 
Esther Gimson, M. D., of Northwestern Branch; Miss Laura Austin, 
of Columbia River Branch, were recommended and accepted. A reso- 
lution presented to the committee by Miss Achard regarding candi- 
dates in foreign countries was adopted. The recommendation of the 
Committee to accept Miss Clippenger, leaving the responsibility of 
her health with Topeka Branch was adopted. 

_. Mrs. ‘Thompson presented the report of the Committee on By- 
Laws. Item one, relating to the election by ballot of General officers 
of the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society; item two, to the elec- 
tion by” ballot of Secretaries of Departments; three, to Bequests; 
four, to Medical Missionaries; five, to furloughs; six, to Missionaries 
returning after home leave, were adopted. Item seven regarding the 
adoption of children by missionaries and bringing to this country any 
Pade of foreign countries, was recommitted. Item eight, regard- 
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ing outfit and furniture, was adopted, leaving out the words “if 
needed.” Item nine,. regarding salaries of missionaries, and ten, re- 
garding first year’s salaries, were adopted. Item eleven, recommended 
to strike out articles 16 and 17, page 257 of Annual Report, as not 
appropriate to be printed as By-laws. Carried. Item twelve, to 
change the standing Committee of five on Missionary Candidates 
(page 259, Annual Report) to not less than five. Carried. Item thir- 
teen, regarding age of Little Light Bearers, was re-committed. Item 
fourteen, on building committees in foreign fields was adopted. 

The report of the committee on memorials was presented by Mrs. 
Hill the secretary. Item one, declaration against the union of the 
Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies, and a recom- 
mendation regarding a leaflet on this subject. Action upon this item 
was deferred to the next morning. Item two, regarding the duties 
and power of the President, Recording Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and necessary expenses 
incurred by these officers in the interim of the sessions of the Gen- 
eral Executive Committee, was carried. Item ‘three, regarding uni- 
form nomenclature, was deferred. 

Literature was announced by Miss Hodgkins and Mrs. Wilder. 
Other announcements were made. Rev. Dr. Hughes, pastor of the 
Independence Avenue Church, Rev. Mr. Heaton, Rev. Julius Smith 
of Burma, and Rev. Dr. Campbell were introduced, also Mrs. Cooper, 
Mrs. Bing and Mrs. Fitch; and Miss Mabel Lossing, and Miss Mary 
F. Melton, missionaries. ° Dr. Hughes led in prayer and pronounced 
the benediction. 


SIXTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 2, 1904. 


The General Executive Committee convened at the usual hour, 
with the President in the chair. The devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by the delegates of the Baltimore Branch. The roll was called 
and the minutes read and with a verbal correction adopted. 


The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Joyce: Whereas, 
Ten years ago Mrs. Mary C. Nind gave property, located in the city 
of Minneapolis, to the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, Minne- 
apolis Branch not being an incorporated body at that time. 7 

Therefore, Resolved, That the President and Secretary of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society are hereby authorized to sign 
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the necessary papers for the transfer of this property to the Minne- 
apolis Branch. 

Adopted. 

A partial report of the Publication Committee was presented by 
Mrs. Spaeth, and considered item by item. Item one, on Branch 
Treasurers reporting money from Children’s Societies, quarterly in 
the Children’s Missionary Friend adopted. Item two, on arranging 
for Auxiliaries to begin the Study Course each year, October 1. 
Adopted. Item three, for twenty-five thousand copies of the Sec- 
retary’s Annual Report to be printed as a free leaflet. Adopted. 
Item four, to appropriate one hundred dollars for the use 
of the Literature Committee. Adopted. Item five, that definite and 
detailed instructions as to their duties shall be given to the Publication 
Committee. Adopted. Miss Barge, Field Organizer of the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society, was introduced, Her few words of greet- 
ing were heard with pleasure. 

Mrs, Hill presented a partial report of the Committee on Memor- 
fatey Tt. was considered item by item. Item one, that the fee for Life 
Membership in Young People’s Societies shall be fifteen dollars. 
Adopted. Item two, on uniform nomenclature. This item was di- 
vided, in order to consider each name separately, 1. Secretary of 
Home Department. Approved. 2. Superintendent of Young People’s 
Work. Approved. 8. Superintendent of Children’s Work. Approved. 
4, Secretary of Special Work. Approved. 5. Secretary of Depot of 
Supplies Laid on the table. Mrs. Hill moved the reconsideration of 
the item just passed, ‘The motion was lost. Item three, against the 
formation of union organizations of the Woman’s Home and Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Societies, and recommending the publication of 
a free leaflet on this subject, to be issued by the Boston office. Adopted. 

Mrs. Keen called for the report of a special committee on publi- 
cations appointed at the mid-year Reference Committee meeting in 
Los Angeles. Mrs. Huston presented the report in part as follows: 
This committee met in New York City, August 15th, and after a 
careful consideration of the subject, would respectfully suggest the 
following: 

‘There shall be an Sider of general literature, who with the pub- 
lisher, shall have supervision of the preparation and output of all lit- 
erature except that of the periodicals, 

2. The manuscript of all literature shall be submitted to and 
ok upon by the editor of general literature. 

3. The Secretaries of literature of the various Branches together 
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with the present Literature Committee shall constitute an Advisory 
Board to co-operate with the Editor. These items, after some discuss- 
ion as to the constitutionality of the plan, were adopted. The remain- 
ing items of the report were withdrawn and notice was given by Mrs. 
Huston of the following change in the constitution to be presented 
at the next meeting of the General ‘Executive Committee, (Page 246 
Annual Report.) 


In Article 5, Section 1, to amend by substituting after the words 
Corresponding Secretary, “three” instead of two delegates from each 
Branch; after the words Secretary of Scandinavian work, the third 
delegate shall be chosen from the different Branches so as to secure 
four Secretaries of Literature, four Secretaries of Home Department, 
and three Presidents or Treasurers to be selected from the Branches 
in regular rotation. 


The Missionary Candidate Committee presented a partial report. 
Miss Pauline Grandstrand, Minneapolis Branch; Miss Caroline 
Blanche Ruebright, Philadelphia Branch; Miss Louise Stixrud of Min- 
néapolis Branch; Miss Hilda Swan, Topeka Branch; Miss Nabel Lucy 
Crawford, Des Moines Branch, were recommended and accepted. Miss 
Li Bi Cu, New York Branch, was accepted to be sent to China as a 
native worker. Mrs. Davis presented the report of the Committee on 
Titles and deeds of property in foreign lands. The report was ac- 
cepted to be printed in the Annual Report. A rising vote of thanks 
was given to Mrs. Foss and Mrs.Davis for their excellent performance 
of a difficult task. It was voted to reappoint the Committee. Mrs. 


Joyce presented the following which was referred to the Committee 
on By-Laws. 


Whereas, there is no recognition of Deaconesses or their work in 
our constitution or by-laws. 


Therefore resolved that a by-law be framed and placed in the 
Annual Report, defining their relation to the Society, and fixing their 
salaries. : . 


Mrs. Thompson reported for the Committee on By-Laws as follows. 
Item one, concerning the furloughs of missionaries and assistants 
whose homes are in the foreign field, recommitted. Item two, regarding 
the adoption of children by missionaries and the bringing to this 
country of foreign born girls and helpers. Adopted. Item three, con- 
cerning missionaries’ attendance upon the General Executive Com- 
mittee. Adopted. Item four, concerning plan of work for Little 
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Light Bearers, recommending change of age limit. Adopted. Item 
five concerning the striking out of paragraph on Advanced Little Light 
Bearers, Adopted. 

Mrs. Crandon asked for a revision of the wording of some by- 
laws now in print, and moved that the present committee be made a 
Standing Committee on By-laws and constitutional changes. The 
motion was carried. 

Notice of change in constitution was given by Mrs. Crandon that 
in Article VII of the Constitution of the Society there be inserted 
after the enumeration of Branches the words, German Branch. All 
German Conferences in the United States and Europe. Mrs. Thomp- 
son gave notice of change in Constitution, Article VI, Section 1, the 
paragraph relating to Reference Committee to read “The Committee 
of Reference shall be coinposed of the President of the Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society and the Branch Corresponding Secretaries.” 


Mrs. Wilder offered the following, which was referred to the 
Branch Corresponding Secretaries. = 


Wuereas, Many of the German Conferences are in three or four 
Branches, 

Resolved, That we respectfully request the various Branches to 
effect an arrangement by which each German Conference will report 
to but one Branch. 

Miss Holt gave notice of request to transfer Item 1, page 
259, of Annual ‘Report, to the Constitution, and making it read “each 
Branch shall appoint a Standing Committee of not less than five.” 

Ballots were passed for the election of officers, resulting in the 
unanimous election of Mrs. Foss, President; Mrs. J. T. Gracey, Sec- 
retary; Mrs. J. M. Cornell, Treasurer. 

“Miss Todd presented her report as Field Secretary of the Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society. The report was accepted to be 
printed in the Annual Report. 

Several missionaries present, leaving in the afternoon en route 
to China, it was moved to suspend business fr a parting service of 
prayer. “God be with you till we meet again’ was sung and Mrs. 
Knowles led in prayer. The report of the Treasurer was read 
by the Secretary, and approved to be printed in the Annual Report. 


‘The Secretary read a communication from Mrs. Gracey saying six 


missionaries have found rest and restoration at Clifton Springs during 
the year, through the kindness of Mrs. Henry Foster’s gift to, the 
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Woman’s Foreign Missionary. Society of an endowed room in the San- 
itarium, Miss Glenk, Miss Imhoff, Miss Hyde, Miss Melton, Miss 
Nichols, Miss Collier. Miss Hodgkins called attention to the products 
of foreign industrial schools on sale in the lecture room. Mrs. Gam- 
ble and Miss Rothweiler announced the literature. Other announce- 
ments were made. Rey. Dr. J. B. Young, Rev. Mr. Bateman, assistant 
editor of the Central Christian Advocate, were introduced, and Miss 
Lorenz, en route to China. Mrs. Longley, of Minneapolis delegation, 
Mrs. Gillilan of Topeka, and Miss Kanaga of Pacific, were excused 
by their request from further attendance upon the Committee. Mirrs. 
Mary Wilson, reserve delegate, took Mrs. Gillilan’s place in Topeka 
delegation. Prayer was offered and the benediction pronounced by 
Rey. Dr. Young. 


SEVENTH; DAY’S: PROCEEDING 


> THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 3, 1904. 


The committee convened at 9 a. m. Devotional service was con- 
ducted by the delegates of Northwestern Branch. Calling the roll 
was omitted. The minutes were read and approved. The Publication 
Committee presented a partial report which was considered item by 
item. 1. Commending The Study. 2. Commending the work of the 
Literature Committee. 3. Concerning Life Membership of Young 
People and Standard Bearers. 4. Nominating Miss E. C. Northup 
as Editor of Literature at a salary per year of $700. Adopted. The 
report of Publication Committee was adopted as a whole. 


The missionary candidate committee recommended Miss Maude 
Hamer, Cincinnati Branch, Miss Sarah C, Cantwell, Cincinnati 
Branch, Miss Mildred Scheetz, Topeka Branch, Miss Bessie F. Crow- 
ell, New England Branch, Miss Harriet R. L. Grove, Northwestern 
Branch, Miss Lottie M. Whittaker, Minneapolis Branch, all of whom 
were accepted, with the provision that a complete medical certificate 
be furnished by Miss Cantwell, and the New England Branch Candi- 
date Committee approve the testimonials of Miss Crowell. The Mis- 
sionary Candidate Committee also reported that the report of Folts 
Mission Institute referred to them had been carefully considered and 
approved. It recommended there should be in the blank to be filled 
by missionary candidates, a place for the age of the candidate; the 
committee also presented the following resolution: 


‘Whereas, the candidate committee has been greatly hampered in 
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its deliberations by the fact that many of the candidates have been 
already appointed by their Branches and are en route to these fields 
before acceptance by the General Executive Committee, be it 


Resolved, That we recommend that no definite steps be taken 
toward providing outfit or securing passage until candidates have been 
accepted by the General Executive Committee. Adopred. 


The report of Missionary Candidate Committee was adopted as 
a whole. The Committee on By-laws presented a re-committed item 
concerning expenses and salaries of missionaries during furlough. 
Adopted. To add to article 3, page 266 of Annual Report, in Con- 
stitution for Young Woman's Societies and- Standard Bearers, “Fif- 
teen dollars shall constitute Life Membership,” and on page 268, 
paragraph 1, plan of work for Little Light Bearers to add “the payment 
of ten dollars shall constitute Life Membership.” Adopted. 
On page 252 of Annual Report relating to officers, to say 
“The officers of this Society shall be a President, a Vice 
President, a Recording Secretary and a Treasurer.’ The ques- 
tion was raised whether the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society 
desired to create the office of Vice President. In order to bring it 
before the meeting, Mrs. Wilder moved that. such office should be 
created. By a rising vote, the motion was lost. The item regard- 
ing duties of President and Recording Secretary was adopted; that 
concerning duties of Treasurer was referred to the permanent com- 
mittee on by-laws. 


It was moved to strike out the paragraph on page 273 of Annual 
Report regarding duties of Treasurer, since the same power is now 
vested in the President and Recording Secretary. The report of by- 
laws committee was accepted as a whole. Mrs. Cornell extended an 
invitation from New York Branch to meet within the bounds of that 
Branch in the fall of 1905. The invitation was accepted with thanks. 


Miss Holt called attention to a recommendation of the constitu- 
tional Publication Committee that the literature of the Young People 
and Standard Bearers be turned over to the central publishing office, 
and moved that it be adopted. The motion was carried. Also: to the 
recommendation that Miss Baker edit the Annual Report for 1905, 
and moved this be adopted. It was so ordered. Miss Watson nom- 
inated Miss Kate Moss of Des Moines Branch to take the place of 
Mrs. Wilder, whose term had expired on the Literature Committee. 
The nomination was confirmed by unanimous vote. Miss Clara 
Cushman was nominated Secretary of Young People’s and Standard 
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Bearers’) Work. On motion the Secretary was instructed to cast the 
ballot. Miss Cushman was declared elected. Mrs. Lucie F. Harrison 
was nominated secretary of Children’s Work; the secretary was in- 
structed to cast the ballot. Mrs. Harrison was declared elected. Miss 
Todd not being able to continue at present the work of Field Secre- 
tary, Miss Anna Gallimore was nominated for the office. The nom- 
ination was accepted, the secretary instructed to cast the ballot, and 
Miss Gallimore was declared elected. Miss L. C. Rothweiler was re- 
elected Secretary of German work and Mrs. Andrew Farrell secretary 
of Scandinavian work. All foreign correspondence not yet read, on 
motion, was placed in the hands of the secretary to be printed in the 
Annual Report. Reports of the Sunday services in the city churches 
were called for. Results in new memberships, subscriptions, and col- 
lections were in every instance gratifying, and interesting incidents 
connected with the services were told. 


Mrs. Crandon offered the following: 


Resolved, That the corresponding secretaries of the several 
branches shall secure from their branch treasurer a correct copy of 
their receipts, disbursements, and balances, prior to the opening of 
the session of the General Executive Committee. Carried. 


Mrs. Hill asked what should be included in receipts. By gen- 
eral consent it was agreed that all money recetved during the year 
from whatever source should be included, but no balance from the 
previous year. Mrs. Stevens offered the following from the com- 
mittee appointed to decide questions regarding Life Membership. 
Resolved, That no money shall be used for life members, life man- 
agers, life patrons, unless raised for that specific purpose. The reso- 
lution was not carried. Miss Watson presented the following nom- 
inations from the Reference Committee. Miss E. C. Northup to rep- 
resent the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society on the Interdenom- 
inational program Committee for Summer Missionary Schools; Mrs. 
J. H. Knowles to represent the Society on the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and organization of the conference of Woman’s Boards of the 
United States and Canada; Miss Leaycraft to represent the Society 
at Silver Bay, Mrs. Patten at Lake Geneva, Miss Dickson at Winona 
Lake, Miss Lulu Heacock at Capitola, Miss Elizabeth Pearson at the 
August Assembly in Des Moines Branch; the nominations were con- 
firmed by vote: The Reference Committee recommended that 6,500 
copies of the Annual Report be printed. The motion was carried. 
Miss Juliette Smith moved that permission be given to have a type- 
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written copy of the Publication Committee report sent to each Corre-’ 
sponding Secretary. Carried. 

Mrs. Hill presented the following from the committee on memor- 
jals. Resolved, That the Home Secretary of each Branch be a dele- 
gate each year to the General Executive Committee. After discus 
sion the motion was lost. 

The report of Committee on Memorials was adopted as a whole. 
Mrs. Clark and Miss Walden, Railroad Secretary, reported that be- 
cause of reduced World’s Fair rates the amount saved to those in at- 
tendance at this meeting cannot be determined:as easily as usual, but 
certainly $250 had been saved on short distances of travel by railroad 
certificates.

Miss Anna Galli- 
more, the newly elected Field Secretary, will be available during the 
coming year for work, Branches desiring her help may correspond 
with the Chairman of the Committee. Signed, Mrs. Abel Bliss, Mrs. 
M. S. Huston, Mrs. Sarah C. Legg. Miss Forster sang, “His Love Can 
Never Fail.” Resolutions regarding the establishment of Central 
Headquarters, and a salaried secretary of headquarters were 
presented by Mrs. Davis. Miss Northup spoke in _ favor. 
Mrs. Keen moved the matter be referred to a committee 
of five to be appointed by the Chair who shall report to the mid-year 
reference committee, also to the next General Executive Committee.

4. To transfer item 1, page 259, of Annual Report, to the Con 
stitution, and making it read, “Each Branch shall appoint a standing 
committee of not less than five,” etc., to be sec. 4, on page 250. See: 
tion 4 to be section 5, section 5 to be section 6. (M. E. Holt.) 


5. Article 7, section 2 to read, “The officers of each Branch shall 
consist of a President, one or more Vice Presidents, a Recording Sec- 
retary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, and such other off- 
cers as shall be necessary for the efficient work of the Branch. There 
shall also be not less than ten managers. These officers and man- 
agers shall constitute an executive committee, nine of whom shall be 
a quorum, to administer the affairs of the Branch. Officers and man- 
agers, together with an Auditor, shall be elected at the annual meeting 
of the Branch, and shall continue in office until others are chosen in 


their stead.”. (Mrs. Crandon.) ,

PERMANENT FUND FOR FOLTS INSTITUTE. ° 


WuHereEAS, The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has received 
the magnificent gift of Folts Institute at Herkimer, N. Y., believing 
that it should become a great factor in our work; therefore, 


Resolved, That we recommend that a fund called the “Permanent 
Scholarship Fund” be raised to provide for the expenses of such 
pupils of Folts Institute as are unable to meet their expenses, and 
that we recommend this apportionment: one hundred dollars for each

Report of Folts Mission Institute for 
| the Years 1903-1904 


The Institute stands for one thing—the technical religious training 
of women-workers. It does not discountenance the willing heart but 
it magnifies as equally important training and skill. What the normal 
school is to the teacher, what the theological school is to the minister, 
the missionary training school is to the missionary candidate. It does 
not do the work of the college and the college cannot do its work. 
Let our prospective missionaries receive the most broad and thorough 
preparation possible, but by no means let them omit the specialized 
training for a specialized work. 

This year has seen encouraging progress along all lines, in the 
strengthening of the curriculum, the enlargement of the teaching force, 
the growth of the student body and substantial money gifts. The In- 
stitute has seven resident and two non-resident teachers, and the work 
of the faculty is supplemented by well chosen lecture courses by spec- 
jalists and missionaries. The President has classes in church history, 
history of education and homiletics. Miss Lillian B. Miller, a student 
of the Divinity School of the University of Chicago, a graduate of 
Bible Normal College and Hartford Theological Seminary, has the de- 
partment of Old Testament and comparative religions. Miss Jennie 
M. Bingham teaches the New Testament, history of missions and relig- 
ious pedagogy, including methods in the Sunday School and young 
people’s societies and a personal worker’s class. Miss Anna R. Hart of 
Syracuse University has sociology and. bookkeeping. Miss Elizabeth 
Beaman of Teacher’s College, Columbia University, has charge of a 
thorough two years’ course in kindergarten which prepares for the 
state examinations. Another Teachers’ College woman, Miss Ida S 


' Robinson, conducts the work in manual training, including wood- 


work, bent iron work, basketry, drawing, clay modeling, sewing, and 
she also supervises the boys’ and girls’ clubs and the sewing school. 
For eleven years Mrs. Nellie Piper Drake has taught instrumental 
music at the Institute. Miss Mary V. Fox of the Potsdam Normal 
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and the Crane Institute of Music is one of the new teachers and has 
done excellent work in sight singing classes and private voice cul- 
ture. During the year cooking and home economics were added to the 
curriculum, and Miss Elizabeth Tyler of the Boston Cooking School 
was the teacher. A course of lectures by a woman physician, talks 
on nursing by a resident trained nurse of experience, an hour weekly 
with Miss Hyde of India during her stay at the Institute, physical cul- 
ture indoors, basket ball and tether tennis outdoors have filled the 
busy days with happy, helpful work. 


For the first time in the history of the school, the building has 
been well filled so that further increase necessitates the appropriation 
of one of the adjoining Institute houses. Seven students sailed during 
the year to the foreign field and as many more entered responsible po- 
sitions at home. The Institute points to these as its jewels— precious 
stones in the temple of our God. 


The financial report is also most encouraging, and a condensed 
statement reads:

_ But above all else, teacher and student acknowledge with profound 
thanksgiving the Radiant Presence Who has reinspired the Word in 
the class-room, Who has been the source of all success in jail meeting, 
mission Sunday School, club sewing school, personal work, and Whce' 
has been leading young women into the place of service where He 
wants them to be, and where they can be their very best for Him and 
His needy world. More workers are needed. The great lack of the 
Kingdom is laborers. So we ask our women in whose ears has sounded 
the wail of Christless womanhood to place us in prompt communica 
tion with strong young women who show splendid possibilities of use- 
fulness. Pray that the young women who leave our halls may be truly 
God’s women, ready to do God’s work in God’s way and ever and only 
for God’s glory.

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Of miscellaneous literature there should be recorded the comple- 
tion of the Pioneer Series with sketches of John Williams and Joseph 
Hardy Neesima; a “Trip Ticket” with accompanying leaflet, giving a 
course of study for our young women; three leaflets—“Christmas for 
the Little Chaps Over the Seas,” “A Cotton String,” and “Why ?”—a 
series of attractive helps for King’s Heralds and Little Light Bearers, 
including gift cards, diplomas, certificates, etc.; and a Prayer Calendar 
surveying our entire field of missionary operations. To this should be 
added nine reprints, among them Miss Belle Hart’s Seven Reasons, 
one of the earliest of our publications,—giving a total issue from the 
Boston publishing office of 1,963,400 pages. 


The reports from our German and Swedish constituency also in- 
dicate progress. A majority of the German auxiliaries are following 
the Uniform Study, either as outlined in the Freund or in some other 
way, and there has been an increased sale of annual reports. There 
have been issued 133,600 pages of literature, and arrangements are 
being made for the appointment of a special agent of supplies. © In 
the Swedish tongue 106,000 pages of literature have been published, 
and of these 70,000 have been issued free. It is pleasant to note that 
the inspired leaflet, “If They Only Knew,” has been translated for 
this progressive constituency. 

Reports from’ our Japanese publishing work are of unusual in- 
terest at this time. “Our special need just now,” writes Miss Baucus, 
“is for a grant in aid for free literature for the soldiers. They are so 
glad for something to read, especially the sick and wounded, for 
whom new hospitals are being built daily. The out-going soldiers, too, 
are thoughtful and appreciative.” This is a plea that makes a strong 
appeal. 

Of the Tokiwa, our Japan Woman's Friend, 11,125 copies have been 
issued, half the new subscription receipts during the summer months 
being devoted to soldiers’ families. There have been issued 454,000 
pages of new literateure, besides twenty-three varieties of gift cards, 
dissected pictures, book-markers, and artistic devices setting forth 
eternal truths—and thirteen reprints, giving the surprising total of 
568,450 pages of general literature and supplies. Surely this work 
has earned its special aid in the opportunity now offered by Japan’s 
time of trial and heroic endeavor. 

When figures run into the millions it is not easy to realize their 
significance, yet it is certainly well to make an effort to comprehend 
the grand total of general literature; home and foreign, for the year 
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just closed, of 2,771,450 pages,—exclusive of periodicals. If we were 
to add to this the Branch annual reports, which have an issue of 
2,695,240 pages—besides the literature issued for special Branch pur- 
poses, which it is impossible to compute—we should have a_ vivid il- 
lustration of the fact that “information is inspiration under another 
name.” 

With the aid of the Branch secretaries of literature, the Literature 
Committee has again collected figures for a tabulated report of the 
year’s work in the Branches. These figures show large increase in 
sale of the United Study text book, Rex Christus; and in a majority 
of instances, increased sales of literature at the Branch annual meet- 
ings. Thousands of pages of literature have been distributed free by 
the Branches, some of the printed matter for Branch use being of a 
very high order. The use of printed programs by the auxiliaries is 
on the increase, and the pale blue of the Society is quite generally em- 
ployed, The foreign conference reports also show an advance in 
quantity of material and style of printirig. 

The Literature Committee, in conjunction with the editor of the 
Children’s Friend and the Secretary of young woman’s work, has is- 
sued printed slips giving outline courses for the coming year’s study, 
the course for young women being based on the interdenominational 
young people’s text book, Sunrise in the Sunrise Kingdom. A course 
for auxiliaries, entitled “Under the Sun-flag and Other Topics,” and 
a reading course have also been projected, and many of next year’s 
helps for the study of Japan are now on sale. 

The year has been one of earnest effort to excel—to make our 
literature so effective and attractive that interested readers may be 
kept informed concerning the great work of foreign missions, and in- 
different ones enlisted in our ranks. Our greatest need is for more 
free literature and a more efficient method of circulation, in order that 
this arm of our service may become even vastly more potent than 
ever before.

We began the new year in New England Branch relying upon this 
promise. Our twelve general officers have been spared, while in the 
ranks of Conference Secretaries all remain save one, Mrs. C. E. 
Thompson, who, for twenty years, gave wise and persistent service 
in the New York East Conference within our Branch. Her place has 
been filled by Mrs. W. N. Rice. 


The Branch meetings have been largely attended. The Anni- 
versary meeting held in New Haven, Conn., will long be remembered 
because of the manifest presence of the Holy Spirit throughout all the 
sessions. In the hush of the closing hours, when the subject of the 
appropriations for the coming year was discussed, an increase was 
voted without a dissenting voice. The program for our Day of 
Prayer was carefully planned and successfully carried out. Those 
. who were present in Tremont Street Church, Boston, on Holy Thurs- 
day will never forget the influence of that all-day service. One Dis- 
trict Secretary writes: “There has been a song in my heart all day. 
Never were we so prosperous as an Auxiliary and I trace it to this 
prayer service when God seemed very near.” 

Our Thank Offering again devoted to our native assistants and 
teachers, was not so productive of large results as we had hoped for, 
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but we are confident that a sentiment is being formed which will 
bring about an increase in gifts in the near future. 

We regret that there has been a falling off in the number of 
Standard Bearers but we rejoice that those who remain are faithful 
earnest and consecrated young people. With pleasure we chronicle the 
fact that the Standard Bearers’ Thank Offering, in the two years just 
closed, is sufficient to pay our proportion of the debt on the Manila 
Deaconess’ Home. We regret that Mrs. Nutter, who has conscien- 
tiously and effectively led our young women during nine Ahab has 
felt compelled to relinquish this work. 

Under their new leader, Mrs. Durgin, the children have brought 
in a goodly sum of money which has helped in the support of their 
missionary, Miss Hemingway of Singapore, and towards the building 
in Hai Tang, China. Twenty-eight child life members have been 
made during the year. ; 

Our Agent at headquarters has worked zealously, and, as a re- 
sult, the sales of literature have far exceeded those of former years. 

Rex Christus and Dux Christus have sold readily and in large 
numbers. Our loan library numbers 200 volumes. Thirteen large 
mission boxes, the contents valued at about $400.00, have been sent 
to different missionaries. 

There has been an increase in the number of subscriptions to 
both the Woman’s and the Children’s Missionary Friend. 

Miss Todd, Miss Nichols, Miss Cushman, Mrs. Hoskins, 
Miss Hemingway and others have aided in the itineracy work during 
the year. Miss Danforth has traveled quite extensively through the 
Branch. During the coming year she is to act as our Field Secretary. 


At present we furnish the full support of eighteen missionaries 
and half support of two others. We still consider Dr. Sheldon as 
ours, although now self supporting. Miss Siddall, who went to Luck- 
now last November, returned to this country early in the year. Miss 
Ada Mudge, through the generosity of Mrs. C. C. Corbin, has. gone 
to Lucknow to take the vacant place in the Isabella Thoburn College.

It has not been easy to prepare this report. I took the respon- 
sibility at the request of our beloved Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. 
Skidmore, before she knew her work upon the heavenly side of service 
would be begun, before this meeting of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, and before the New York Branch had elected a Secretary for 
its Home Department. I have fulfilled her request, though inade- 
quately, as a sacred trust. 


t 
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It is difficult to do justice to either the work of the New York 
Branch, or its workers. It is hard to refrain from telling in detail 
the facts of self-denial, consecration, and devotion and to be silent in 
regard to answers to prayer, unfailing endeavor, and unquenchable 
zeal among officers and members of the Branch, Conferences, dis- 
tricts, and auxiliaries. It is a stirring record. We wish it might be 
reproduced here in full. But it stands without a line, dot, punctuation, 
question mark, or point of glad surprise omitted in the books that will 
one day be opened, from which true account the King will pass the 
final judgment, and say where all will hear, to every faithful servant, 
“enter into the joy of thy Lord.” 


The Treasurer’s Report is the pulse of our progress. Receipts 
for the year, $84,324, an advance of $8,395. On September first, there 
was an untoward combination of an empty treasury and $20,000 needed 
to meet our obligations before the close of our fiscal year. The appeal 
went forth and the Angel of the Lord surely went with it. Six weeks 
later when the treasurer’s books were closed only $784 was lacking of 
the needed $20,000. Why that little deficit? Why not all, since so 
much was given? Perhaps, as the Treasurer suggested, it was to 
make us glad in knowing how God can supply our need and yet not 
let us feel He will relieve us of a proper sense of our personal re- 
sponsibility. 

The outfit and passage of three missionaries, has been met during 
the year, and the passage of four without outfit. Several emergencies 
have taxed our treasury. The call for relief for Miss Gheer in Japan 
was so urgent that it seemed imperative Miss Long should go at once. 
To the statement of facts presented with force and pathos by Miss 
Mary A. Queal, Central New York Conference Secretary, at our 
Branch Anniversary Meeting, the audience responded by an offering 
of $706, more than sufficient for her outfit and passage, and a generous 
friend of missions, Mr. Linegar of Embury Church, Brooklyn, pro- 
vides her salary for a year. 

To a request sent through the Branch for thirty persons to sub- 
scribe twenty dollars per year for five years for Miss “Strow’s salary 
in China, forty persons promptly and gladly responded, so that her 
outfit, passage and salary for five years are thus secured. 

New York Branch headquarters becomes more and more a center 
of activity. We shall greatly miss Miss Strow who has been our most 
efficient office secretary for ten years; but we are gratified to say that 
her place will be well supplied by Miss Anna L. Cole. We hope, as 
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heretofore, to make Room 401 a “welcome home” for all missionaries 
going or coming, from every Branch, and for all visitors of the W. F. 
M. S. from Earth's wide bounds and ocean’s farthest coast. 

’ The Young People’s Work has developed rapidly, on a solid 
foundation, under the direction of our Branch Secretary of Young 
People’s Work, Miss Ella P. Chase. We are sorry indeed to accept 
her resignation which she has felt she must present. 

We regret to lose our Branch Secretary of Literature, Mrs. Bishop 
Neely. Sales and distribution of literature exceeding any previous 
year show her efficient service in this department. Mrs. F. B. Turner 
will: succeed her. 

Among thé many influences which have increased the interest 
of our Constituency is the circulation of missionary letters among our 
auxiliaries. 

Special work has been carefully supervised by Miss Helen Miles, 
and patrons have no cause to feel their orphan or Bible Woman is a 
myth. The custom of a conference, district, or church providing for 
the support of a missionary is growing, we believe with good results, 
‘in our Branch. 

Our Field Secretary, Miss Jennie v. Hughes, has made a fine 
record, having spoken in 236 churches in the ten conferences, often 
several times in the same church, reporting in all 2,064 new members. 


We note the following regarding New York Branch Mission- 
aries. Miss Ladona Deavitt sailed for Wuhu with Miss Emma Mitchell 
in December. Miss Kate O. Curts went to India in March; Mrs. 
M. L. Scranton to Korea in August; Miss Leona Vasiliva to Bulgaria 
in July; Miss Elsie Wood to Peru in November; and Miss Agnes Saxe 
to Bareilly; Miss Martelle Elliott married Mr. Arthur Davis in July; 
Miss Fannie M.. English returned from Bareilly and Miss Elizabeth 
Maxey from Calcutta in May; Miss Dreibelbreiss will return.on fur- 
lough from Kiukiang; Miss Lucy Hoag, M.D., from Chinkiang, and 
Mrs. Mary C. Meek from Kuala Lampur. Miss L. M. Strow will 
sail for Foochow in November; Miss Hortense Long will soon go 
to Japan; Miss Effie May Enos and Miss Jennie V. Hughes are un- 
der appointment. 

The keynote of our message is gratitude—the report from every 
line of effort is, Advance.. We sit in the shadow of a great bereave- 
ment; the Lord has taken away our leader from our head today. The 
rare qualities of mind and heart, the strong personality and the wis-

Among the ceremonials for worship, given by God to Israel, was 
the Feast of Tabernacles, held after the harvest. “When ye have 
gathered in the harvest of the land, ye shall keep a feast unto the 
Lord seven days.” 

The Philadelphia Branch comes again to this holy feast, her 
arms laden with sheaves to tell of a yet more plentiful harvest than in- 
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any of the past years. God has given grace to his handmaids to pray 
much, to labor diligently, to ask for wisdom, and trust Him with 
unwavering faith. I wish I could tell you how at our annual meeting 
a few weeks ago, I was impressed with the evident spiritual advance- 
ment of our beloved co-workers. They have increased in the knowl- 
edge of God. The prayers of the first hour of consecration came 
from hearts that knew what it was to have the Holy Spirit abide with 
them. 


The gold of Ophir, the refined silver the glistering stones of 
divers colors, that went into the magnificent temple, were not all the 
gift of wealth nor of one tribe; “but they came everyone whose 
heart stirred him up, and everyone whom his spirit made willing, both 
men and women, as many as were willing hearted, and offered an of- 
fering unto the Lord.” We have not the wealth of some others, to 
give so abundantly as they, but we joyfully bring our offering of 
$62,850, and are so glad that it is an increase. 


Missionaries have stirred up our’ faith by facts and appeals, Stand- 
ard Bearers have rallied their companies, King’s Heralds have lifted 
their trumpets, Little Light Bearers have waved their flags, and in 
many parts of the camp there has been a stir. Some have passed 
away, leaving their benedictions upon us, some have dropped out but 
the aim is still forward, and the ranks are filling. 


Since our last gathering, we have sent three new missionaries 
into the field, one each to South America, Korea, and South India. 
Miss Fenderich has been changed from the school to evangelistic 
work, Miss Gutapfel has been able to give time to the study of the 
language, as the war has limited the operations of our women in 
Korea, Miss Wood in Peru is Principal of the school, where she re- 
ceived her own early education. Two new laborers have started to 
the foreign field, Dr. Koons to North China, Miss Payne to Guana- 
juato. Miss Kyle has returned to us for a furlough after eight years 
of steady work in Pauri, India. 

Beautiful reports come to us of the increasing efficiency of the 
Bible Women we support. The listeners multiply, more believers ac- 
knowledge Jesus, new by-ways are opening off the beaten tracks, and 
thousands are crying for the Gospel to be sent faster. 

The Branch has contributed $9,300 to thirteen buildings and debts 
on buildings, besides its Thank Offering to Hakodate and Baroda. 
After many and long vexatious delays, arising from the fact that the 
site of the Baroda Orphanage was upon land owned in the native state, 
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and not directly under British control, we have finally secured a legal 
consent to the erection of our buildings, and one of the best equipped 
Orphanages in India is now completed. The old school at Hakodate 
has been uncomfortably crowded all the year, but the war has so de- 
nuded Japan of its men, that the new building has not made much 
progress. We have the money, however, in hand to finish it on the 
estimate sent, without debt. 


Several of the schools where our own Branch Missionaries are 
working, have. had blessed revivals, young hearts have opened to fhe 
truth, and received the Word gladly, and as one Japanese student ex- 
pressed it, he wanted “to be hot-blooded for God.” 


We have made a laudable increase in our lists to all the period- 
icals, the total in excess of last year being 658, much the largest num- 
ber, however, being to the Study, demonstrating the value of putting 
information in a popular form, and gratifying to those who spend so 
much labor upon its constant improvement and advance. The sales of 
literature have grown, especially in the neighborhood of our large 
cities. We have not yet satisfactorily solved the problem of getting 
the literature into rural districts, and creating a thirst for more knowl- 
edge of what the eyes do not see, nor the hands touch. 


And now we give thanks to God for consecrated enthusiastic 
workers, for the increase given to our toil, and for the consciousness 
that we can still say, with our sainted Wesley, “The best of all is God 
is with us.”

Sunshine and storm were never more fittingly illustrative than in 
recalling the events of the past year. 


With what pleasure we anticipated the meeting of the General 
Executive Committee! What inspiration and courage and blessing it 
brought us! With highest hope we addressed ourselves to the work 
of the new year. These were our days of sunshine. Three short 
months, and then came our baptism of fire. For thirty-six hours, 
February 7th and 8th, the devastating element raged through the very 
heart of the business section of our prosperous city, and left behind it 
one hundred and seventy-three acres covered with debris of stone, 
granite, marble, brick, iron and steel. Streets and boundaries were 
obliterated; it was one vast stretch of ruin, These were our days 
of storm. We thought of our enlarged appropriations; of the great 
loss to many, and the total loss to some of our members, and a sickening 
fear assailed us. We looked unto the Lord from whom our help must 
come, and we were not disappointed. Then a call to sister secretaries 
to accept as their very own some part of our appropriations, and with 
few exceptions the response was prompt and in the affirmative. 

These rays of sunshine revealed the silver lining to the dark 
cloud, An appeal to auxiliaries unharmed by the fire to increase their 
regular contributions followed, and again we were encouraged. The 
Methodist Book Depository went down in flames, and with it Wesley 
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Hall—our place of meeting and our depot of supplies. That was a 
a most grievous loss; it made the Branch a homeless beggar. But 
not for long. Strowbridge Church—noted for its liberality and its 
pastor—Rev. C. E. Guthrie, for his interest in the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society—opened the doors of its Guild House and bade 
us come in. Gifts to restock our supplies came from the Publishing 
House in Boston, and from many Branches—Northwestern leading, 
with one hundred dollars—and help from auxiliaries for refurnishing. 


Treasures whose value we could not compute, and which can never 
be replaced, were hopelessly lost. 

All ordinary means for gathering members and dollars have been 
utilized—camp and conference anniversaries; Easter celebration; berry 
excursions; district annuals and branch quarterlies; but the largest 
gain is found in the deeper consecration of our members and the en- 
larged faith of the conservative and timid that voted aye to the motion 
to increase appropriations over those of last year. 

There has been an increased number of Young Woman’s auxiliar- 
ies and Standard Bearer companies; King’s Heralds and Little Light 
Bearers, but a falling off in subscriptions to some of our periodicals. 
This must be remedied.

The Cincinnati Branch reports another year of great prosperity, 
and with grateful hearts ascribes all the praise to Him in whose Name 
we set up our banners thirty-five years ago. While remembering the 
many times the Lord has helped us in the past, still, it can be grate- 
fully recorded that never was the Guiding Hand more apparent than 
in the year just closed. There has been advance on all lines of service. 
The pledges made one year ago have all been met, and in addition 
several thousand dollars above our appropriations was sent out to meet 
exigencies in the field, or in sending missionaries to some place where 
help was greatly needed. Of the five missionaries sent out this year 
three were above our appropriations, as well as money for needed re- 
pairs or additions to buildings in different fields amounting to more 
than two thousand dollars, all made possible by our growing receipts, 
. and it was such a luxury to say “yes,” instead of “no.” The addition 

of a Home Secretary to our working force has lifted a heavy load 
from other shoulders, and simplified many things that dragged heavily 
for want of special help in this department, and the Branch was for- 
tunate in the selection of Mrs. R. L. Thomas for this office, whose 
‘ zeal and devotion made work that others might find burdensome, pos- 
sible. 
Missionary candidates have not been lacking, while our represent- 
atives on the field have filled the year with earnest successful work, 
and those on home leave have been “in labors most abundant.” 


Two years ago Miss Lotta McHose was accepted for foreign 
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work, but home cares and duties prevented her going at that time. Last 
April an urgent call for help came from Sieng Iu China, and was an- 
swered by her with a glad “yes,” and she left for her new field of 
service on a week’s notice, traveling alone. z 


’ Dr. Betow was accepted a year ago, but wishing longer time for 
preparation, in view of difficulties to he met in foreign practice, re- 
mained a year longer for special study, She left in August for Sieng — 
Tu, and will find it a great help to have a Hospital ready, and a trained 
nurse also. Miss Norah Belle Waugh was sent out in August to the 
large and important school at Naini Tal, India. A special request for 
her services was sent from there, in view of her peculiar fitness for 
the place, one to which Miss Easton was sent by the Cincinnati Branch 
twenty-five years ago, and to which she has given almost continuous 
service ever sinee, having only had one “home-leave.” Miss Waugh 
left with Bishop and Mrs. Oldham in August for her native land. 
Miss Lois M. Buck, another missionary daughter of India, educated 
as was Miss Waugh at Delaware University and specially fitted for 
evangelistic work, by training, as well as by ability, was also sent by 
the Cincinnati Branch to the Northwest India Conference, in company 
with her father and mother. She, too, was above our appropriations. 
Then Mr. and Mrs. Brewster came home for a short visit; and like 
other missionaries, had an eye to the “King’s business,’ and found 
Miss Mary Thomas of Lancaster, Ohio, a teacher of experience, a 
leader in her home church, a loving daughter and sister, by whose help 
a sister was prepared and sent to the foreign field. Then the dear 
mother was taken home to heaven, leaving Mary with no special or 
persona) duty this side of the ocean, and with her heart turning towards 
foreign service for her Master. At this time she met the Brewsters, 
the needs of Hing Hua, was presented in vivid colors, The result 
was another “hurry call;’ her papers were accepted and in two weeks 
she was on her way. And so they come and sometimes they go; as a 
recent letter announces the marriage of Miss Shockley to Dr. Deane 
of Peking. The increase in the subscription lists of the missionary pa- 
pers has been gratifying. There has also been much progress in put- 
ing the details of the home work in better shape for aggressive work, 
and the new officers of the Cincinnati Branch will reap the benefit of 
the experience of the past. The missionary headquarters of the Branch 
has been a busy workshop, sending out literature and helps of all kinds. 


Closing the record of thirty-five years service a glance backwards 
is perhaps not out of place. During these years the names of seventy- 
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four candidates with their testimonials here passed through the hands 
of our Branch Committee and been accepted for service, Of these 
eight has received their crowns, sixteen have married, generally mis- 
sionaries of the General Society, so their services continue, with some 
limitations. Three have retired, eight given to other Branches, leaving 
thirty-eight names on our roll today. 

During the thirty-six years the sum of $1,046,000 has been gathered 
up and disbursed by the Cincinnati Branch. 

The retiring secretary has been upheld by the prayers and faith 
and courage of the rank and file, as well as the officers of the Cincin- 
nati Branch. Perhaps there may be just such women in other Branches, 
but these true yoke fellows have been tried and not found wanting. 

Thanking God for past help, and looking forward to the golden 
opportunities awaiting our whole Society, the Cincinnati Branch would 
send this watchword: “Speak to the Children of our Israel that they 
move forward.”

a an army at the front can only accomplish its best work, or in- 
deed can be in any respect effective, when it is equipped and supported 
by a faithful and reliable home constituency, even so must our mis- 
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sionary army in its perennial campaign against heathenism and idolatry, 
depend for its success on the fidelity, generosity and sympathy of their 
associated missionaries who are carrying on the work in what is de- 
nominated the “Home Department.” 


In all of our success and achievement, there is represented not less 
the self-denial and fidelity and the consecration of a great host of un- 
known but faithful women, who in city and town and hamlet through- 
out our land, and reaching even beyond into the lumber camps of 
Wisconsin, or the mining regions of Michigan and on the prairies of 
other States, with a patience that knows no wearying and inspired by 
a love for the Master and a zeal for the conversion of the world, 
glean here and there, the small contributions on which the sum total 
in the missionary treasury, so largely depends, than the earnest and 
effective service of those who have forsaken home and country, and 
have not even counted their lives dear to themselves, so that they 
might bring the knowledge of the Saviour to their sisters who dwell 
in benighted lands. 


Most surely we are grateful for the generous gifts which from 
time to time find their way into the treasury, but their amount at the 
times of their coming are so uncertain that no plans for continuous 
and aggressive work could be intelligently based on such a support. 
We have learned to base all our plans upon the unfailing receipt of 
those smaller remittances which represent so much self-denial, personal 
sacrifice, careful economies and special effort, and bear with them the 
effectual fervent prayers of our honored sisterhood. 


The Society has been increased by the addition of 1,411 members, 
but it is also true that the number of auxiliaries is less by one, than it 
was last year. 


The King’s Heralds and the Little Light Bearers are active and 
successful both in the matter of new organization and increased in- 
terest in those which have already been established. 


The observance of the “Week of Prayer for Missions” is becoming 
almost as general as is that of our annual thank-offering. In many of 
the auxiliaries a daily service is held for which a program is prepared. 


It is now twenty-one years since our annual Thank Offering serv- 
ice was instituted. From the first, this service has been an enthusiastic 
success. Its recurrence is always anticipated with the greatest satis- 
faction and the gifts which have been received from this source in the 
various auxiliaries throughout the Branch, have aided in the last 
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twenty-five years in building twenty-five homes and hospitals and 
schools and orphanages. 


The work at our headquarters is constantly increasing, both as to 
its amount and its efficiency. In addition to the office secretary, whose 
entire time is devoted to this service, certain members of the Execu- 
tive Committee spend at least one day in each week in assisting the 
secretary in the routine duties of the office and so interested have they 
become in these administrative affairs, that they find the work inspir- 
ing rather than monotonous. 

The interests in our work at the camp meetings grow in popular- 
ity> Oftentimes a large tent or cottage is used as a missionary head- 
quarters. Here tables are arranged and these are well supplied with 
our literature, and to this headquarters, the people who have any in- 
terest in missionary enterprises come for information, for conference 
and for advice. Frequently a daily meeting is arranged for, at which 
methods of work, of organization and other matters of general interest 
are discussed, prayer is offered for the Divine blessing upon our work 
and our workers. The Annual Meeting was as ever a time of rejoicing. 
The increase in ovr receipts, the enthusiasm awakened, the manifest 
presence of the Holy Spirit made all who were present feel that they 
had indeed been tipon the mount of blessing. 

The two young women to whom were awarded the use of the 
fmily Scofield medical scholarships, in the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Chicago, have been graduated. Dr. Gimson will probably 
be sent to India, while Dr. Koons has been sent by the Philadelphia 
Branch to North China. We have also had the privilege of sending 
out five new missionaries. Miss Grace Crooks, Miss Edith Crane and 
Miss Alice Peters to China, Miss Susan A. Walker to Montevideo, and 
Miss Evelyn Toll to Taipeng in Malaysia. Miss Blackburn, Miss 
Vickery and Miss Merrill, who were home for a respite, have re- 
turned to their respective stations. Miss Rowley of Nanking, and 
Miss Beazell of Rome have left our ranks for homes of their own. 

It is with deep sorrow that we have to record the death of one of 
our most valuable and successful missionaries—Mrs. Anna L. Davis, 
of Nanking. Her death occurred-on May 3rd, 1904. For eleven years 
she had been in the service of the Northwestern Branch. One of her 
associates at Nanking writes: “We can never adequately estimate 


‘Mrs. Davis’ loss to our school; an untiring worker, thoroughly in love 
with the cause to which she had devoted herself; a gifted teacher, 


whose greatest aim was to lead her pupils to Christ, she has left in

For two brief years her name has stood upon the list of our mission- 
aries—Mabel Sia—the first of Chinese daughters to come within our 
borders for college work. She spent a few years seeking additional 
equipment for service among her own people, continually illustrating 
to us the beautiful possibilities of Chinese womanhood. Upon her 
return to China she was granted a few months of service, when, in 
November the dread disease of diphtheria cut her off.

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she succeeded Miss Lauck as Principal of the Cawnpore Girls’ High 
School. In July, Misses Glassburner and Bartlett went to Ngu Cheng, 
China, to the help of Miss Allen; and at this meeting three others are 
upon the eve of sailing—Mrs. Holland and Miss Lossing for India, and 
Miss May Hu of Foochow, China, returning to her own land after 
four years of study here. One of these, Miss Lossing, is the first 
“birthday missionary” of our Society. ‘ 

The boarding school building at Hyderabad, India, bearing the 
name of Mrs. Stanley; for twenty-five years our treasurer, is now an 
accomplished fact. By its side and connected with it by a corridor is 
the missionary home, named for our long-time secretary, We are 
gratified to know that these companion buildings, the Mary S. Huston 
Home and the Elizabeth K. Stanley Girls’ School are not only beauti- 
ful and imposing, but substantial. 


A less pretentious building, but one promising much of utility and 
comfort is the Saint Louis Cottage at Kolar, provided for the use of 
Miss: Maskell, and her zenana and village workers. 


Miss Elicker’s building enterprise for the housing of her orphan- 
age at Khandwa, was the special sufferer from the bank loss, yet she 
perseveringly holds on her way, and presently the work will be com- 
pleted. ;

With good cheer we bring to you our twenty-first annual report. 
As we look back over the years, we see all the way the directing hand 
of our God. 


We have added to our numbers during the year twenty-nine or- 
ganizations, with nine hundred members, and our receipts are $3,700.00 
in advance of 1903, and the -encouraging part is that this increase is 
distributed among the conferences, nearly every one having a share in 
it; the special gifts aggregating but a few hundred dollars. Never in 
one year have so many young women responded to the call for service 
in the foreign field. Miss Mary Henry accepted by the Reference Com- 
mittee last May, has her passage secured and in a few days sails for 
India, and we present for consideration at this meeting the testi- 
monials of five others, all of whom we hope will be at their posts be- 
fore another twelve months. 


Early in September, Miss Imhof returned to her work in Japan, 
and very soon Miss Varney, who has been detained by the illness of 
her mother, will set her face toward China. For the second time one 
of our workers has gone over to the ranks of the Missionary Society. 
Last May, Miss Emma Stockwell of Rangoon, after two and one-half 
years acceptable service, was married to Rey. F. B. Price, presiding 
elder of that district. 

The year has not been without shadows; the same week brought 
word of the serious illness of Miss Spaulding of Manila, and Miss 
Montgomery of Bangalore, and for weeks we waited for the news that 
finally came, that both were getting back to health. 
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We had a good annual meeting. How could it be otherwise, with 
the welcome Kansas City gave us, and the presence of so many vis- 
itors, who responded to our invitation for help. Bishop and Mrs. 
Warne, Mrs. Wilkinson to turn our prayers and gifts to Folts, Mrs. 
Harrison, who belongs to the children everywhere, Miss Frances 
Baker, equal to any emergency and ready for any work, Rey. Julius 
Smith, who knows better than any other what are Burma’s needs, Mrs. 
Badley, whose interest in India never wanes, and Miss Todd, Field 
Secretary of the Society. é 


At the close of the Sunday morning address by Bishop Warne, Dr. 
C. B. Spencer, editor of the Central Christian Advocate, voluntarily 
took the floor and asked the congregation for two hundred dollars to 
pay the passage of one of our outgoing missionaries, and the response 
was two hundred and sixty dollars. Blessings on the Doctor for so 
kindly a service and upon the Advocate as well, whose columns are 
always open to forward the interests of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. Perhaps the hour of greatest interest was the one 
of retrospect when those who participated in the organization of the 
Branch gave reminiscences of the early days and spoke of the faithful- 
ness of the workers, some of whom have heard the “Well done,” and 
others who have gone out from us and continue their labors in sister 
branches. The sales of literature amounted to one hundred and fifty- 
nine dollars, an auspicious omen for the new year. 


During the hurried, closing days of the year, these words have 
been often with us: “Call unto me, and I will answer thee, and show 
thee great and mighty things, which thou hast not known.”

Early in the year Miss Marks sailed for India, but alas for hu- 
man plans, a Presbyterian M. D. captured her at Shanghai, and the 
weary waiting women at Ajmer took up their burden again, but God 
had not forgotten His work, and even before Miss Marks’ marriage, 


Miss Mary A. Hart had applied to our Branch for acceptance as a

missionary. Her long business training, as well as her efficiency in 
church work, gave assurance of her fitness for the work to which 
she has been called. Miss Collins is the queen of a happy household 
in the hills of West Africa, and the house which Northwestern Branch 
has provided for, will be built as soon as Bishop Hartzell reaches 
there.\ 


Miss Holbrook has been busy in hospital work in Japan since 
the opening of the war, and is having access to many who were in- 
different hearers in time of peace. Dr. Taft finds her hospital work 
in Chinkiang increasing to such an extent that added buildings have 
become a necessity. Ground has at last been secured, but the in- 
tricacies and mysteries that go with all legal work done by tne 
Chinese, made this transfer cover months of time, and while it was 
annoying, it afforded much amusement for our good doctors and their 
household. 


Miss Holman has spent a year of weariness and-pain, staying at 
Ajmer, and doing what she could until a complete breakdown sent 
her to the Hills where she will remain until her return to America 
this autumn. ~Dr. -Beck has spent another year in caring for the 
Home and School at Ajmer, giving up her loved profession for the 
greater need. 


The death of our California German Conference Secretary filled 
our hearts with sorrow, and for a time we were sorely perplexed to 
know who would take her place. Happily for us, Mrs. Wm. Scamutz- 
ler, wife of the German Presiding Elder and a life-long friend of 
Mrs. Meyer, reluctantly assumed the vacant place. She has proven 
herself a charming co-worker and a most successful Conference Sec- 
retary. Three of our Managers have been called to their heavenly 
home, and one of them, Mrs. R. S. Maclay, was a woman who has 
filled an important place in the missions of Methodism in China and 
Korea. At home she kept missionary fires Durning on all altars which 
she touched, and her home-going is a great loss to Pacific Branch.

Twelve years of history now lie back of Columbia River Branch. 
Possibly the stature attained is below that expected in a child step- 
ping into her teens. Certainly our growth has been steady rather 
than remarkable. Gradually heavier burdens have been assumed, 
even to the extent—as expressed by a Japanese brother—of “making 
our back-bone bend.” 

Our receipts for the past twelve years foot up $55,509.00. The 
membership and list of subscribers to our periodicals show a gain, 
though not as big as our hopes. Eleven new auxiliaries have been

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organized during the year, seven Standard Bearer companies, .and 
two King’s Herald bands. 


Our department of young people’s work has lacked direct super- 
vision, a need which was considered and provided for at the Annual 
Meeting, by the election of. a Secretary. 


Our first King’s Herald Folio was prepared this year and _ in- 
cludes the sweet faces of three Little Light Bearer Life Members. 
The number of Little Light Bearers enrolled during these years is 
1,000—the banner company at the present time being in Salem, 
Oregon, with a paying list of 106—fifty of whom are Advanced Light 
Bearers who hold very enthusiastic monthly meetings. 


During the early part of the year Miss Parkinson did effective 
work as a speaker of more than ordinary ability, and later, Miss 
Nicolaisen seized an opportunity afforded by a few days’ delay in 
the sailing of her steamer to stir about among the German Churches 
within reach, winning friends and gifts for Sieng-iu. 


The July Quarterly Meeting was one of peculiar interest. Bishop 
Thoburn was there on crutches to give his first address after the 
injury that had kept him prisoner for months; Bishop and Miss 
Cranston were there to tender their final service on removal to the 
Nation’s Capital, and pervading all, was the tender memory of another 
whose gracious presidency had added charm to preceding assemblies 
in that place, but who now dwells in God’s own glorious city. 


Our Annual Meeting was pronounced the very best of all such 
gatherings. The reports given indicated a general advance, that of 
the Treasurer showing the unique fact that the disbursements had 
exceeded the appropriations by $1,277.00—nearly one-sixth of the 
amount appropriated—due to emergencies and gifts for specific pur- 
poses. 

Each year witnesses an increase in the sales of our Depot of 
Supplies, which may be attributed largely to the adoption of the 
United Study of Missions and to the introduction of the Prayer Cal- 
endar and of our beautiful badges—emblems of our confidence that 
the “Cross” of Christ shall dominate the world, that the “white pen- 
nant” shall be unfurled above the flags of all nations, that the “silver 
trumpet” of the King’s Heralds shall sound throughout all lands, and 
that the “Star” of Bethlehem shall shed its soft rays on the cradle 
of every dear little baby born under the skies. 


In the discussion on methods of increasing the circulation of our 
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periodicals, one good brother asked the privilege of the floor to re- 
late his experience with the Children’s Friend in the Sunday School. 

He first subscribed personally for eighty copies for the school 
and at the end of the year found no difficulty in securing its adoption 
as part of the Sunday School literature to be statedly supplied. 

Mrs. Stephenson, just returned after her year as supply for Miss 

Parkinson in the Foochow Seminary, was on hand to render her re- 
port and to make us glad again for the special gift and the willing 
service which had met that need. 
; It was a good Providence that gave us that prince and prophet 
of missionaries—Bishop Thoburn—and the Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Frease, 
who for the past ten years have directed that marvelous mission in 
Gujarat, India. 

Bishop Thoburn’s half-hour, noon-day Bible talks on “true prayer” 
and on “the office of the Holy Spirit” will linger in memory.

Report of German Work for 1903-4 


With hearts filled with praise and thanksgiving we come to the 
close of the year. The Lord has blessed the efforts of our workers in 
so wonderful a manner that everyone of our ten conferences in the 
United States report an increase in receipts, in number of organiza- 
tions,. of members and of subscribers tu periodicals. The European 
conferences each report a slight decrease, not in regular contributions, 
but in special gifts. No large sums, no bequests have come to us, our 
receipts of $15,293.42, an increase of $3,258.27 over last year, represent 
thousands of gifts, many made possible only by the greatest of personal 
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self denial sends support for a scholarship, a part of this was given by 
inmates of an infirmary, among whom is a Protestant woman, who is 
accustomed to relate’'to her Romait Catholic companions what she has 
heard in the services of our church. She told them that the women of 
her church were trying to raise the money for the support of a child in 
India. They were so enthused that they determined to help the enter- 
prise, but how could they when they were objects of charity themselves: 
They counseled and finally found a way, which was none other than to 
do without a part of their breakfasts. Such gifts are precious in the 
sight of the Lord. 

Early in the year Miss Nicolaisen of Sieng-Iu was obliged to come 
home. We rejoice that she was so restored that she has been able to 
return and while here she did excellent work in several of our con- 
ferences, organizing new auxiliaries and enthusing some who had 
grown cold, also securing many pledges for special work. The Me- 
morial Home in Sieng-Iu has been completed, and is without a dollar 
of debt. 

The matter of forming a German Branch has been quite gener- 
ally discussed throughout our German work, and has been voted upon. 
One hundred and fifty-four auxiliaries representing a membership of 
3,972, reported 1,704 votes for and 468 against a German Branch; six 
conferences representing 461 active ministers passed strong resolu- 
tions for the same, two conferences, representing seventy-eight minis- 
ters; passed resolution against the matter. One conference of fifty- 
six ministers did not wish to put itself on record either for or against 
and from one of twenty-three I have not heard. Putting it in another 
form, 77 per cent of the members who voted on the question were in 
favor of a Branch; so also were 78 per cent of our ministers in the 
United States, 

We await the decision of this meeting in the matter, praying that 
it may be in accord with’ the will of our Master and then we know it 
will be for the best interest of this cause for which we labor. 

We are glad to record an increase in the sale of literature and in 
subscribers to the Freund, also a lively interest among many for the 
Uniform Study. 

Young people and children are being enlisted more and more, the 
children of one Conference brought in $95.00. 

We thank God for the help He has accorded us in the past and 
trust Him for greatér things in the future. He will not leave us 
alone.

We close the year’s work with the full assurance that this is the 
Lord’s work and therefore we trust in Him for future success. 


Our conference secretaries have met heroic sacrifices. 


In the Northern Conference during our camp meeting a mis- 
sionary meeting was planned for by our conference secretary, who had 
chargé of the meeting. We there had with us the President of the 
Minneapolis Branch, Mrs. W. H. Landis, Miss Tang of China and Rev. 
Charles Rydell, who some years ago was a missionary in China. Each 
of them gave a short address. A great interest was taken in this: 
meeting as was shown by the attendance from both Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. Collection amounted to $536. 


At the conference session held in the first church, Minneapolis, 
our work was represented one afternoon. Addresses were given by 
Mrs. Joyce and Miss Grace Todd. The collection was $12.75. 


In the Central Conference our wide-awake conference secretary 
has had excellent programs every quarterly meeting. She, being in 
Chicago, has been able to secure Bishops Warne and Oldham, and 
also Mrs. Hamilton, a missionary from India. The Young Ladies’ 
Society in Fifth Avenue Church, Chicago, has given $60 to Pakur this 
year. Last year they gave $50. One lady in the First Church, Chi- 
cago, who wishes to remain-unknown, has promised $100 for Miss 
Swan’s traveling expenses. Others in and around Chicago have given 
small sums for the same purpose, amounting to $60. But this money 
cannot be used for any other purpose. — a 

The Eastern Conference Secretary has gone through a trying 
year. But, like a brave woman, she has not laid down her work. 


The Conférence Secretary in Western Conference has, by sick- 
ness, been hindered in her work. But when I received her year’s re- 
port I felt-encouraged: to find an increase of $33.30. In this confer- 
ence I made arrangements with Miss Minnie Gabrielson of Lincoln, 
Neb., to visit the auxiliaries. At a camp meeting held in Stromsberg, 
Neb., she hired a tent in which the ladies could examine the literature 
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she had brought with her. The offering she received covered her 
expenses. 

The Des Moines Branch President, Miss Elizabeth Pearson, spoke 
at the conference session held in Des Moines, Ia. 


Our new California District Secretary gave me a pleasant visit 
this summer. 


Our Editor, Mrs. Wm. Henschen, Chicago, has edited the mis- 
sionary department in the church paper with ability. The four col- 
umns semi-monthly make over one hundred columns of good litera- 
ture such as the: story of Sooboonagan Ammal, which Mrs. Henschen 
has translated and printed in installments. She has also translated 
the book containing. Isabella Thoburn’s life. Besides this she has 
gotten letters and information from almost every mission field. Her 
editorial department has been instructive and interesting. 


This has been a very busy year. Coming home from the General 
Executive meeting last fall I commenced to plan for an annual report 
of our Swedish work. This, our first report, is small and insignifi- 
cant, although it took a good deal of work, time and money to get 
it out. Three thousand, five hundred (3,500) copies were printed. 
I sent a copy to every Swedish Methodist Preacher in America. Copies 
were distributed to all the members of the auxiliaries. One hundred 
and six thousand (106,000) pages of literature has been published this 
year, excluding blanks and receipt cards. 

About seventy thousand (70,000) of these pages has already been 
sent out for free distribution. We do not succeed very well in sell- 
ing our literature. 

I have had a number of letters from Mrs. Culshaw in Pakur, India. 
A missionary ought to be sent there immediately. She says: “Plead 
with the secretaries that they may see the necessity of sending some 
one to help me quickly.” $5,000 more is needed to finish the buildings. 


In summing up the year’s work we find that a number of auxili- 
aries have abandoned the work and that we have lost some members. 
But we also find that this year’s receipts are somewhat larger than last 
year’s. Last year’s receipts amounted to $2,755.44. This year the 
amount is $2,831.97. When we consider the great difficulties under 
which we labor I think we have done well.

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Report of Young People’s Work 


| & ALL this big world there is nothing more win- 
some than the young woman as she stands at the 
gateway where the paths diverge and consciously 
or unconsciously, chooses which she will take for life. 

How important she becomes to our society, as we see the 
weary veterans lay down the armor for the crown, and realize that 
she alone can fill the empty place and without her our army will cease 
to. exist. 

How desirable she looks as we think of her warm heart, fer- 
tile brain, hopeful spirit, generous impulses, her skillful fingers and 
ready feet, and know that won now she is ours for life. So far reach- 
ing are the results that repay work done for young women that we can- 
not wonder that one of our best beloved Bishops used to say, “I had 
tather one-half hour with a class of young people than a thousand 
years in glory.” 

Our official name, Young Woman’s Societies and Standard Bearer 
Companies, seems too long and cumbersome for every day use in this 
busy life, and, in fact, is seldom used in correspondence, conversation 
or reports, and I would recommend that the simple term, “Young Peo- 
ple’s Work” as the official name when speaking of all our organiza- 
tions collectively. 

To avoid confusion with the regular officers of the Society I 
would recommend that our District and Conference Officers be called 


Superintendents instead of Secretaries. Our reporting should be 


made as simple as possible and down through the regular officers and 
our Superintendents be considered as assistants to them and work 
under them. 
During the year our Young Woman’s Societies have gone steadily 
and faithfully on, doing splendid work. Many dainty programs at 
hand prove that the work has been well planned. 

-. : Money. spent for printed programs is well invested. Many so- 
cieties have invented unique and bright methods of earning money, 
while others with high ideals plan only for generous gifts and offer- 
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ings that involve sacrifice, remembering that “Sacrifice is gold in 
Heaven.” 


On January 24, 1901, the first company of Standard Bearers was 
organized in Southbridge, Miass. From the Atlantic to the Pacific 
an army wages its peaceful warfare with encampments all along the 
line. We have crossed the Pacific and enlisted black-eyed girls in 
Peking and India and. have organized companies in Germany and Mex- 
ico and Italy. Five nationalities were represented in that first Stand- 
ard Bearer meeting in Rome. 


Forty thousand little badges, wearing on their white bosoms the 
blue cross, have been ordered, and forty-nine missionaries are now 
assigned to Standard Bearers for support. Truly God has blessed 
the plan which He gave us. 


We Methodists know about revivals, and, alas! we know too well 
what becomes of converts who are born into a cold and careless church, 
and we are beginning to realize that our Standard Bearer Companies 
must be nourished and mothered. 


I once climbed a high, steep mountain, where Chinese women go 
to pray for children, and oftimes with weary, aching feet, make the 
second long pilgrimage that they may lay their thank-offerings at the 
feet of their heathen God. Many a time on the mountain top, have I 
thanked God, with a glad heart, for the hosts of young people He has 
given us. 


As some of the Branches have reported decrease, admitting it is 
because the Companies have not had the care they should have had, 
down, down into the valley I have gone praying, “Oh, Father, give us 
more mothers for our young people. Give us more women, who are 
willing, if need be, to sacrifice time and strength and talent to win and 
hold the hearts of the young people for the great cause of missions. 
We need Supervisors in each church for our work as well as for the 
children’s work. We have seen that young people can be enlisted 
easily, and we can hold them, if we can get each Company thoroughly 
organized, and hard at work. We should by all means perfect organi- 
zation, whenever it is possible. 


We rejoice today in a grand total of 41,672 members, an increase 
- of over 3,000. 

We may well thank God and take courage as we think that more 
than one-fifth of all the missionaries of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society have been assigned to the Standard Bearers for support, 
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and that our various Societies are caring for seventy-five Bible wom- 
en, 177 orphans, 208 scholarships, nineteen day schools. 

We appreciate the page that has been given us in the “Friend,” but 
with only 700 words, for the coming year, it will be impossible to do 
justice to so large a constituency. There should be room to give helps 
on the year’s program, to report best things done in the Societies, and 
to give suggestions for work. 

Earnest effort should be made to place this most helpful maga- 
zine in the hands of the young women. 

The scrapbook is growing in favor. There should be at least one 
in every society, and better yet every member should have one. 

The birthday of the Standard Bearers was observed as Recruiting 
Day, and hundreds were enlisted by the recruiting cards. 

Many leaflets and help have been issued by various branches for 
local use. 

We have to thank Miss Butler for her beautiful leaflet on “Stand- 
ard Bearers at Home and Abroad.” 

The new manual and long slip should be introduced in every com- 
pany. As the life membership for the children is ten dollars, and that 
for the auxiliaries is twenty, I would ask that the membership for the 
young people be placed at fifteen dollars. This will give a regular 
graduation, and allow the member who begins early to be made a life 
member three times. If this membership can be placed at $15.00, and 
we have a new and attractive certificate we will aim for one hundred 
life members this year. 

I would beg the editors of the Quarterlies to grant our secretaries 
space in every issue, and to head the space with the cut of the flag. 

Sunrise in the Sunrise Kingdom has been chosen as our text- 
book for the new year. The year’s program appeared in the October 
Friend and may now be had on little slips free of expense. The plan 
is that two meetings of each quarter be devoted to the study of the 
textbook, and that the Quarterly meetings be general musters of a more 
social character, with a Japanese Festival for one, an Evening in Ko- , 
rea, a Trip to Manila with King’s Heralds as guests and a Christmas 
Rosary with a reception to the Auxiliary. 

We have begun the formation of Reciprocity Bureaus among ad- 
jacent societies, each planning to prepare the best possible program, 
which they will give upon invitation in nearby places. 

It has been a great sorrow to receive the resignation of some of 
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our best secretaries, but their hearts are still ours, and God has kindly 
plete, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, with secretaries in every Branch. 
given us new leaders, and now, for the first time, the chain is com- 
“Tf the Powers that be” will give us an attractive mite box, a nice 
new certificate of $15.00 Life Memberships, a Reading Course, a Hand- 
book of Methods, plenty of space in the “Friend,” a Missionary pre-

Only a very few such years 
and the baby will have crept out of babyhood and the 
juniors out of boyhood and girlhood, and our opportunity 

to make first impressions has gone, 


LITTLE LIGHT BEARERS, 


Little Light Bearers. The Little Light Bearers, the 
beautiful Morning-glories of our Society, have had a 

prosperous year. 
New mite boxes have been prepared for them with a 
little child prayer on one side of the box and the others 
made attractive by dear little faces from our own and other lands. 
Any Branch can obtain these cuts from our publishers and get the 
boxes manufactured. This, as well as other helps, ought to be fur- 
nished free by the various Branches. 


We have asked the Branches to endeavor to secure an average of 
ten Little Light Bearers to each Auxiliary for the coming year. This 
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would mean 60,000 instead of the 10,000. It is often difficult to find 
leaders for the King’s Heralds because so many fear a lack of ability 
to hold the attention of the children, but no such problem is met here. 
One or two little gatherings a year, a quiet call at the home, and the 
enrolling of the new members ought not to appall ‘any one. What 
Auxiliary can have sufficient reason for neglecting this department? 


The work is equally fascinating and equally appropriate for young or 
old. 


The Columbia River Branch has the largest number of Little Light 
Bearers in proportion to the number of Auxiliaries. 


Sweet little graduating diplomas are ready and await your call. 
They are to be awarded to the graduates as they enter the King’s Her- 
alds’ ranks. Space is left on them for little silver stars to indicate 
the number of years the child has been a Little Light Bearer. 


King’s Heralds. Good use has been made of the King’s Heralds’ 
supplies, and there is a continued and growing interest among the boys 
and girls. - 

Life membership certificates have been artistically designed, and 
the Dollar Brigade cards for those who raise one dollar above mem- 
brship dues, in mite boxes, Thank Offerings or in any other way. 


The Baltimore Branch has the largest number of King’s Heralds 
in proportion to its Auxiliary membership. 

The duties pertaining to the office of Supervisor of Children’s work 
are to keep in touch with the King’s Heralds and Little Light Bearers, 
to report at the monthly meetings of the Auxiliary, also to secure Su- 
perintendents for the King’s Heralds and Little Light Bearers where 
none exist, and to see to the circulation of the Children’s Missionary 
Friend. 


Life Members. Life memberships among the children are awaken- 
ing a splendid interest. Eighty have been reported the past year. Dis. 
trict, Quarterly and Branch annual meetings and even our General 
Executive meetings are not quite complete without a new child life 
member. On one happy day in May nine little cousins were made life 
members at a family gathering in Michigan by Mrs. Hohlfelder of 
Lakewood, O. This made our July number of the Children’s paper 
the banner one, for seventeen dear little faces of life members greeted 
us. F

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bers. New England Branch has secured twenty-eight, New York 
Branch nineteen, Northwestern Branch fifteen, Cincinnati Branch 
twelve, Columbia River Branch, Minneapolis Branch, Baltimore 
Branch and Topeka Branch each three new ones; Philadelphia and 
Des Moines each one. We have asked the Branches to try to get an 
average of one child life member in each district next year. Beauti- 
ful life membership certificates have been issued, and 102 are already 
adorning as many homes, 

Folios. There has been a marked improvement ‘in many of the 
Children’s Folios in the exhibit this year. The papers on “Why I 
would not like to live in China,” by the King’s Heralds show a good 
knowledge of this country. 

Children’s Missionary Friend. It is gratifying to note that our 
membership and subscriptions to the Children’s Missionary Friend keep 
pace with each other. The Auxiliary members ought also to subscribe 
for this little paper to keep in touch with our work. I have asked 
the Supervisors to urge upon these clubs of ten to read and then dis- 
tribute among the children. 

Reading Course. Considering that last year was the first in our 
Children’s Reading Course, perhaps we ought to feel encouraged. It 
is hoped that Mrs. Scott’s beautiful book, “Twelve Little Pilgrims” 
will be much more largely read during the coming year.

The above $6,666.69 for new buildings and $1,866.04 for new mis- 
sionaries, has been placed in Corea, Japan, China, Malaysia, India, 
South America and Mexico. 

The year has been given to Northwestern, Baltimore, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, New England, New York and Minneapolis Branches. 

One service was given to Philadelphia in a Young People’s Mis- 
sionary Mass Meeting under the Epworth League. 

By request of the Exhibit Committee, three weeks of May was 
given in Los Angeles, Cal., to assist in the Missionary Exhibit in con- 
nection with General Conference. 

One service was given during a four days’ Epworth League Con- 
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vention, held in Thousand Island Park, when one day was given to 
Missions. Bishop, Hartzell of Africa and Dr. Jones of Corea were 
speakers on this day. 


Ten days of July was given to the Young People’s Missionary 
Movement Conference, held in Silver Bay on Lake George, New York. 
Over four hundred leaders from among the young people of fourteen 
denominations, here gathered in conference over the greatest enterprise 
ever put forth in the world, the winning of all nations to Christ’s King- 
dom. At the opening twenty-seven gave their names as candidates for 
the foreign field. At the close this number was doubled. In no work 
through the year has God’s power been so manifest, as when praying 
or talking with persons of this Conference, considering the foreign 
field as a life work. 


The least offering in almost five years of field work was given this 
year, in a town of 1,200 people, church membership 120, and an audi- 
ence of eight persons—with $.30 on the plate. 


The greatest offering was given this year in Cincinnati District 
Meetings held in Cincinnati. Mrs. Wm. A. Gamble giving $1,000, with 
representatives from the city and district in less than ten minutes giv- 
ing $1,500, making a total of $2,500. 

The above report includes a travel of 85,105 miles, 305 addresses 
(or short talks), and the time spent in over 300 homes. 

As in all plans, God has brought about the above results, using 
many a consecrated woman, who has quietly, patiently and faithfully

Dr. J. E. Robinson, of Calcutta, urged the prompt 
payment of the debt on the Darjeeling property, Miss Maxey gave 
an account of the purchase of property for a Deaconess Home in Cal- 
cutta. Bishop Moore plead for a more liberal support of the work 
in West China.

Mr. Frease related the difficulties encountered in securing 
property in Baroda, and spoke of the splendid plant now owned. He 
also gave a history of the Godhra work. 

Miss Swaney is permitted to commence building in Rosario, S. A. 
Miss Davis was granted power of attorney to purchase more land in 
Lovetch, Bulgaria. Darjeeling and Aligarh, India, were made objects 
for Thank Offering in Young Woman’s Societies. 

Proceedings were authorized looking toward the establishment in 
Foochow of a college for women. 
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Bishop Hartzell spoke in the interests of Africa, urging the send- 
ing of a missionary to Inhambane, and the erection of a building to 
cost $5,000. He stated a second missionary is needed at Quessua. 

Miss Rothweiler presented a petition for a German Branch, and 
Mrs. Joyce a resolution from the North German Conference protest- 
ing against the proposed change. 

Bishop Warne considered with the Committee the needs of India, 
for several hours. Rey. Julius Smith recommended speedy payment ot 


the debt at Rangoon. 


Mrs. Joyce presented this proposition from Dr. Stuntz: Mrs. 
Harris of Chicago offers $5,000 to the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society to be applied on the purchase of property in Manila to be used 
as a Deaconess Home and Training School, cost not less than $15,000, 
to be secured within a year, which was unanimously and gratefully 
accepted. © 

At a meeting of the Finance Committee held in Kansas City, 
after adjournment of the General Executive Committee, a vote was 
taken to purchase property in Calcutta for a Deaconess Home and 
call it the Anne Thoburn Deaconess Home.

Thirty-five years ago on Novémber 2, the two first representatives 
of the Society sailed for India. They were the advance guard of a 
host that have followed to this and other lands. It had been demon- 
strated that to the caste-bound women of India, especially, only a wom-

an could carry the story of redemption to these millions who were 
heirs of God, but yet had never heard the story of their heritage. There 
was Criticism and opposition in many directions, but, obeying the call 
of duty, they were neither discouraged nor afraid. In a wonderful 
way the work began in faith has grown and prospered, and in six an- 
nual Conferences in India the women’s work has kept in touch with 
every new opening, and in each Conference every form of religious 
work is carried forward by the agents of the Society. The Lord of the 
harvest has blessed the work of His servants, and “His word has not 
returned unto Him void.” 

In North India Conference there are nine Presiding Elders’ Dis- 
tricts, and in each of these the Society is represented by a large and 
growing work. 

BAREILLY DISTRICT. In the Bareilly District from the dis- 
tant mountain circuits to the crowded stations on the plains, the work 
of evangelization has been prosecuted with vigor as well as faith, and 
a good year of ingathering is reported. This district includes the far- 
away station at Bhot, where Dr. Sheldon and Miss Brown are kindling 
watchfires that will carry th Gospel light into Thibet. At Naini Tal 
Miss Easton has added another successful year to the twenty-five she 
has given to this most successful educational plant. Miss Sellers’ re- 
turn for a much needed change is made possible by the appointment of 
Miss Nora Waugh, who returns to the land of her birth well equipped 
by education and strength of character for leadership. Other work in 
the “hill country” should be mentioned. 


DWARAHAT HULDWANI-PITHOGRAPH circuit, with the 
large amount of work, covering schools, boarding as well as day 
schools, Industrial Home and Bible-women, all have prospered. Com- 
ing down to the plains the Bareilly work first calls for notice. Here 
where the work began in the early days, and has grown with each year, 
the Orphanage and Boarding School with its past history as well as 
present success, calls for special. mention. In the absence of Miss En- 
glish Mrs. Chew is in charge, and a successful year is reported. Mrs. 
T. J. Scott’s School for the benefit of native preachers’ wives has been 
a great blessing from the first. The Bareilly Women’s Hospital, the 
first. in the history of this or any other Society, is still fulfilling its 
Christ-like mission under Dr. Lewis’ patient, skillful superintendence. 
Four hundred and eighty-two patients were treated in the Hospital last 
year and 23,368 in the Dispensary. There is also a large circuit and 
village work, : 
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MORADABAD DISTRICT has thirteen large circuits in which 
one hundred and four Bible-women are regularly employed. The 
Moradabad Boarding School, under Miss Alice Means: for the last five 
years, has had a good year in spite of many drawbacks caused by 
sickness and calls for the teachers’ services in other lines of work, 
which could not\be abandoned. One hundred and twenty-seven names 
were enrolled, including twelve day schools. In the large circuit 129 
Bible-women are employed; also eighty-eight evangelistic teachers. The 
city and village work is under the care of Mrs. Parker and Miss 
Briggs. 

BIJNOUR DISTRICT. Besides Bijnour city, with its boarding 
school and city work, the district work covers a large territory and 
gives promise of rich returns in the near future. The removal of Dr. 
and Mrs. Mansell will be felt, but other hands will carry on to full 
success the work so well begun. 


BUDAON DISTRICT has nine large circuits, each in charge of 
a native preacher, and it has forty-six Bible-women. The City Schools 
and the Boarding School, under Miss Wright’s supervision, reports a 
good year in spite of many drawbacks and trials. 


PILIBHIT DISTRICT is composed of ten large circuits, each in 
charge of a native preacher, assisted by a Bible-woman. 

HARDUI DISTRICT also has ten circuits. There are twenty 
Sunday Schools which are well attended. Much persecution has been 
met in this district, but the faithful native Christians stand firm. The 
Week of Prayer was faithfully observed, and to many it was indeed a 
week of blessing. 


OUDH DISTRICT is well organized, having seven large circuits, 
and surrounded with a network of smaller stations, doing aggressive 
work. Mrs. Rockey is superintendent of the district work, where four 
assistants and fifty-four Bible-women are regularly employed. Luck- 
now; with its city schools, its Home for Homeless women, its city work 
and deaconess work, as well as its Boarding School and College 
closed a most successful year. The marriage of one missionary and 
the sad death of another left a weakened force of workers with added 
duties; but they have “held the fort.’ The return of Miss Nichols will 
be a joyful day, as the burdens have pressed heavily. The death of 
Miss Cartwright so soon after herarrival was a sad providence, and we 
must wait for eternity to reveal the mystery. But the dear Father 
doubtless accepted the offered service to which she would gladly have. 
given the lengthened years had it been permitted. The Lord doeth all 
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things well, and careth for His own, and now we can trust, sometime 
we will understand. 

GONDA DISTRICT consists of five large circuits, where twenty- 
hine Bible-women and seven assistants are regularly employed. The 
Boarding School, under Miss Fannie Scott, has cared for sixty girls 
and the record of the year’s work was very good. One hundred and 
thirty-nine villages are regularly visited by the Bible-women and 1,039 
women are under regular instruction. 

SAMBAHL DISTRICT is largely evangelistic work and a fruit- 
ful year is reported. 

CARWAHL DISTRICT includes the girls’ Orphanage at Pauri 
with its large number of girls, and the trained force of Bible-women 
who are seeing the work grow under their care, according to the word 
of the Lord, whose promises “faileth never.”

This conference includes seven Presiding Elders’ districts; in three 
of these are no representatives of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, the work being cared for by the wives of missionaries. The 
only handicap to the progress of the work in this part of India is the 
lack of workers and money. One of our missionaries writes of her 
school: “The children work with an earnestness and zeal which re- 
wards our every effort on their behalf. They assist in the field and 
compound work. On the few acres belonging to our mission a crop 
of grain was harvested, which added something to our storehouse sup- 
plies. The harvesting was done almost entirely by the girls who, while 


the appreciate their educational advantages, do not’ despise manual 
labor.

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During this year we have been greatly blessed spiritually, our 
Sunday morning class meetings have been turned into evangelistic 
services and we have had clear and definite conversions among the 
girls. One of our girls was married to a pastor teacher who was as- 
signed to work in the city. Her training in the school has better fitted 
her for the work of a Bible reader than many of our older workers. 

The day schools we consider one of the most important features 
of our city work. The homes, the lanes, the streets are filled with idle 
children who are but waiting to be gathered together and organized 
into schools. We are overwhelmed with the opportunities before us.” 


From another city the missionary writes: “We are proud of our 
girls and look forward to the time when they will go out to teach 
their own people many of the truths they have learned here and arouse 
in them a desire for intellectual life and attainments. It has been a 
pleasure to start a kindergarten training class with three pupils and a 
little kindergarten of twenty children. 

Our girls are industrious; they take hold of work with a vim 
that is really surprising. As our buildings are of sun-dried bricks, 
constant repairing is necessary so they carry mud and other materials 


. and keep them in order. At.one time the school room needed white- 


washing and the masons of the station were all employed on railway 
buildings, so our girls, equal to the emergency, did the work with their 
own hands. All this work, especially the out-door part, has been very 
beneficial in building up physical strength, and it has had a good effect 
on their moral natures as well. We note with joy an increasing desire 
among the girls to love and serve Christ.” 


From another district a worker writes: 

“Among the many blessings which we could name are, first, a new 
dormitory; second, a new building containing a sick room, a matron’s 
room; a dispensary, and a library and reading room; third, the health” 
of the girls has been excellent. With both plague and cholera very 
bad in the city, and claiming victims even within a stone’s throw of our 
mission compound, we have not had a single case. This seems such a 
wonderful thing to the native people that they continually remark 
upon it. Our native Christians usually reply in the words of the 91st 
Psalm. 

___ I read yesterday in my home paper that the Northwest Kansas 
Teachers’ Association had one thousand and more dollars in the 
treasury and wished to put it out at interest. How I wish I might get 
the ear of that Association, many of whose members I count among 
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my friends, If they would just let me tell them how to invest it. If 
I could tell them of Northwest India and what lovers of education 
could do for these children who never saw the inside of a school house, 
or the outside for that matter, I feel sure they would give me a per- 
petual lease of that money without interest, for Kansas teachers are a 
goodly set. In case their eyes fall on these lines, let me say that in 
this city of 130,000 inhabitants a Kansas teacher has a school for native 
girls, and this school is in need of more class room. Applications for 
admission are constantly being received. Six new girls were admitted 
this month. We must have room for them. Class rooms are a lux-, 
ury, but we must have some place for classes, so I am going to ask 
somebody to build: us a veranda on the east side of our school build- 
ing for class room work. It will take about two hundred dollars. We 
need books for our library, too. A good book is a teacher. I was 
talking with a district Superintendent of Police, an Englishman, and 
he said a common crime here in this section of the country is the 
killing of a child by its parents, to throw the blame upon another for 
revenge. In a land of public schools and good books this would be 
impossible. We long to make a beginning of better things through 
good books placed in the hands of these girls. We have made a be- 
ginning, but our library is far too small. Fifty dollars would buy’ 
most of the good books available in the vernacular.” 


Mrs.- Wilson, who is in charge of the Agra Home, reports: “In 
the Home for medical girls, established almost twenty years ago, we 
have twenty-one students; there could be many more but we have 
not the money to buy conveyances, and only room for three more in 
the dormitories. While our numbers are not large, the work of send- 
ing out consecrated medical women is far-reaching. The first two we 
sent out have been at work all these years and have the love and re- 
spect of all who know them and witness for Christ in their lives.” 


Mrs. Wilson also superintends the evangelistic work of the Kas- 
gan} district and writes of this: “The work of the out-of-the-way 
places is most encouraging. I go when I am not expected and find 
women and girls who can read the Scriptures more than I have found 
in any of the country districts. They always give of what they have 
for the Lord’s work with willing hearts. A society in England gives 
me money for the free distribution of the New Testament, so when- 
ever I find a woman who can read, I give her a copy in the vernacular, 
then she is a real missionary, for she reads it to her village women. 
I was present at the district conference and have visited all the cir- 
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cuits where preachers in charge live, as well as a good many of the 
villages where the teachers and Bible readers work and find we are 
gaining a good entrance among all castes in the different circuits. 

The Sunday Schools are promising, the girls sing hymn after 
hymn; some come ready to repeat the golden text, having been taught 
by their parents, others pray extempore.” 


Perhaps no other Province in this great mission field affords such 
striking and boundless opportunities for aggressive work as the 
Punjab, Of this Mrs. Thomas writes: “We have been here three 
years and in that time more than twenty-five new stations have been 
opened, and our staff of workers has been increased more than ten- 
fold. Last year 1,934 persons were baptized, more than one thousand 
of whom were converts from these new places which have only re- 
cently been opened to the gospel. The number of inquirers is simply 


beyond computation, and literally thousands are pressing us for bap- 
tism. Only yesterday one of our Christian teachers came in from the 
village and showed me a letter from a man who has recently become 
a Christian, and he states that seven hundred of his people are ready 
to accept Christ and urges us to send them a preacher at once and re- 
ceive them into our communion. In another place more than one 
thousand are reported to be ready for baptism as soon as we can 
make proper provision for their instruction. These instances are no 
exception, and show the state of the people throughout this province. 
The Missionary Society has just bought a splendid site in Lahore 
and are now-building a mission: house and are planning to build a 
training institute for native workers, a Hindustani church and a board- 
ing school for boys. We want the Woman's Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety to erect a girls’ boarding school. The needs for this school are 
imperative. The Punjab is a province of 200,000 square miles and 
has a population of 22,000,000 and there is not a Methodist Boarding 
School in the whole province. Our native Christians in the villages, 
numbering several thousands, are anxious to have us take their girls 
and educate them and train them for Christ. Recently I was in a vil- 
lage where we have three hundred Christians who are only one year 
old, spiritually, and I was beseiged by the women begging me to do 
something for the training of their girls. I believe that one village 
would give us twenty-five Christian girls for a boarding school. 
During my sixteen years in India, I have seen nothing like it. 
As a rule in the beginning our people have to be persuaded to send 


their girls to us, but here as soon as they become Christians they 
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seem to think the very next step as a matter of course, is the educa- 
tion of their children, and such bright, promising girls they are, too. 
I feel sad when I think that in this province we have not a single 
school into which we can bring even a part of them. 

“Surely the sisters at home, when they hear of the great oppor- 
tunity, will come to our help.”

BANGALORE. Miss Montgomery, appointed in 1903 to Banga- 
lore as superintendent of the Baldwin Girls’ School, says: “Of the 
many who did not approve of my appointment to this place and this 
work, I think no one disapproved it quite as much as I did. But as

the days go by, I am convinced God’s will was done by the appointing 
power.” 


While the purpose for which the School was organized is the 
training of assistants and teachers, it is not the same as that of the 
missionary training school. They take girls who have already a desire 
to enter missionary work, and show them how to do it. This School 
takes girls who have no such desire, and Miss Montgomery’s aim is to 
get them to see Christ, and then to see India through His eyes. 


KOLAR. Miss Fisher says: This year opened with a great re- 
vival in the Church, which spread among the girls until not one was 
left without “change of heart.” Among the more noticeable changes 
is that of a girl who had fled from her heathen home to the Mission, 
and her parents did not think her worth bringing away, so she has re- 
mained undisturbed. Her body bears marks of cruel treatment, 
wounds and broken bones given her by her father when in a rage. 
The girl inherited his fearful temper, and it required all the patience 
that Miss Fisher could exercise to manage her. The girl gave her 
heart to God soon after coming to the Mission, but “the strong man 
armed” was not easily driven from his citidal, and at times it seemed 
as though she would never gain the victory. But now a few moments 
spent in prayer accomplishes what days before did not. Five of the 
girls this year have entered into service, either as Bible women or 
teachers. Another is taking the Teacher’s Normal Course of Study 
in the Wesleyan Mission Bangalore, and still another is assisting Miss 
Woods in Raichur. Three of the little ones have dicd; one of them 
by black plague. The school work has been exceptionally fine. Six 
girls were sent for the Government Secondary Examination, which is 
equivalent to passing out of the grammar school here. 

Miss Maskell has charge of zenana, village work and day schools, 
and reports each department in prosperous condition. She relates in 
teresting incidents of conversion and baptism among Hindus and Mo- 
hammedans, brought about by the teaching and lives of those who were 
once idolaters or believers in the false prophet. Two day schools, one 
for Brahmin girls and one for high caste girls, have been opened this 
year. The imperative need in connection with our work in Kolar is 
a medical missionary and a well equipped hospital. 

HYDERABAD. Miss-Wood says that the work is growing and 
spreading on all sides. Very encouraging testimonies have come from 
women living behind the purdah, as well as from the low caste village 
women. The confession of a Mohammedan was especially gratifying. 
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The husband has always been unusually liberal minded, and it is 
expected that his wife will lead him to Christ. 


Three more Sunday Schools have recently been opened, and other 
villages are asking that their children may be taught. Miss Murray, 
the new assistant, visited the menabazar, where women come together 
to visit the tombs and pay their vows. There were two or three hun- 
dred women there and she sold Scripture portions and gave away 
tracts, and.at last there was such a rush for them there was danger 
that she would be crushed. She relates a very interesting case among 
the Sikhs, who are the warrior caste, very courageous and faithful, 
who stood by the English Government during the mutiny, A woman 
of this caste that she was visiting asked Miss Murray if she knew 
she was going to heaven, and Miss Murray promptly gave a reason 
for the hope that was in her. The woman said she knew she was going, 
too; that she always prayed to Jesus, though she sometimes forgot his 
name, and then she called him “Guru Maha Raj.’ which means priest, 
and king of kings. When the Sikhs want their sins forgiven they go 
to the place where their priest lives, with a lamb or goat, and he offers 
a part of it on the altar and gives a part to them to eat. He then puts 
two bracelets on their left arm and a girdle for the waist, an instrument 
like a knife to be worn under the head covering. The men vow they 
will never use a razor or cut their hair. After the woman had told this 
she lifted her hands and said: “See, I have no bracelets. Jesus Christ 
is my Guru Maha Raj and he has signed his name on my heart.” 
Another woman said: “Where is Jesus? If these idols keep me from 
seeing him, here they go,” and she threw them into the fire. 


Miss Evans says the Mary S. Huston Home and the Elizabeth 
K. Stanley Girls’ School are the admiration of all that see them. 
Twelve of the girls were received at one time into full membership 
in the church. 


Miss Ross took a course of training in kindergarten methods in 
Calcutta, which is of great advantage to the school. The failure of 
Watson & Co. added, for a time, much to Miss Wood’s care and labor. 

VIKERABAD. Miss Wells, 1 assistant, 2 teachers and 14 Bible 
women are the entire force of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
in Vikarabad and adjacent villages. Rev. J. H. Garden, missionary 
of the General Society in Vikarabad, writes: “I cannot say too much 


by way of honest and heartfelt appreciation of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society.” 


The accommodations for the school are very unsatisfactory. A 
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four-roomed bungalow serves as residence for the missionary and ner 
assistant and as dormitory for all the girls. A front veranda is utilized 
for the school room and the back veranda for a dining room and place 
for grinding and doing all kinds of work. 


RAIPUR. Conditions and needs reported last year have been 
intensified and have rendered this of all the years of service Miss Har- 
vey has given to the Society the one of heaviest burdens and greatest 
trials. Inability to erect the promised buildings has obliged her to 
remain in the rented ones that are the poorest apology for shelter, and 
much sickness has resulted. More than half her number of widows 
and orphans have required medical treatment, and a number—it is 
feared—will become totally blind. Disappointed where she had looked 
for sympathy and help, and the lapse into sin of a native Bible woman 
briefly outline her sorrows. 

SIRONCHA. Appointed by Bishop Warne to supervise our in- 
terests here, she made with Miss E. J. Wells, the four days’ journey, 
and afterward sent two highly recommended ladies from the Woman’s 
Union Mission in Calcutta to care for the work until other arrange- 
ments could be made. They have withdrawn and Sironcha still waits 
for the much needed missionary. 

RAICHUR. Miss Fenderich, sent out to take the place of Miss 

Carver, after her marriage, had charge of the Girls’ Boarding School 
until Miss Grace Woods, transferred from Kolar, arrived to take that 
work, Since that time she has had charge of the evangelistic, city and 
village work. She began with twelve Bible women, but in a short 
time, owing to removals and sickness only two were left; she now has 
three; three village schools and seven Sunday Schools. The message 
has been delivered in nine villages. Seventeen homes are regularly 
‘visited, and 4,371 street services held. Workers have attended three 
melas, following enquirers to their homes. The first village school 
opened homes for the Bible women, and the first Mohammedan 
zenana was recently opened. A Scripture roll was the key that turned 
- the rusty bolt. 

MADRAS. It is impossible to so present the work here as to 
give any just conception of its development, and the new chapters 
Miss Stephens might add to “Triumphs of the Cross in Madras.” In 
the “Nicodemus Home” are now five refugee converts with Sooboo- 
nagam for Matron. Two others have by force been dragged away by 
their enraged relatives, putting Miss Stephens and her family in peril. 

While the heathen rage the work goes on. Visits in the zenanas 
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are continued and new ones are opened. A training school on the 
compound is answering to the call for more laborers, and those pre- 
pared are promoted to more responsible positions. Joseph, “from the 
pit,’ has been advanced from teacher of one village school to be over- 
seer of all work in a cluster of villages. 


How real the photos have made the activities in this hive; the 
groups of children, the zenana women who have come to the compound 
and with uncovered faces are receiving their certificates, having passed 
the Scripture examination. The village workers, the cart, Miss 
Young, the directress, standing beside it, and with her the singer, and 
the fiddler, and grand old Elizabeth, the evangelist, hugging her Bible. 
_ Perhaps the most extraordinary event was the recent visit of some 
representative men asking her to buy land—several acres in the vil- 
lages—and allowing the tenants to be responsible to her; their object 
that they might become Christians, and receiving baptism in such num- 
bers escape the persecutions (loss of home, cattle, grain, etc.,) that 
would inevitably come to them if they offered themselves in groups 
only. They. said they are ready to burn every idol, destroy every 
temple, or convert them into churches and school houses. 


Miss Stephens holds the proposition under advisement.

BOMBAY. English work. Miss Davis is Deaconess for Bowen 
Church, which provides her support. As there was a vacancy of six 
months in the pastorate she has had no lack of employment. She has 
made 1000 visits including many to the plague patients in the Hospital. 
It is English work, yet in the congregation almost any Sunday evening 
are Italians, Mongolians, Greeks and Japanese. 

The business managers of the American Board in Bombay said to 
her recently, “I am so thankful for the very important work the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church is doing here among the English. Our Church 
is not touching it and where should my own little boy go to Sunday 
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School if you were not doing this work. But you have no day school, 
and we are trying to teach him at.home. Do complete what you have 
so well begun and give us a day school.” 


In line with this suggestion comes a strange appeal from the Pre- 
siding Elder, Pastors and official members of Bombay Methodism, for 
a well-trained kindergartener to open the school so greatly needed. 


Evangelistic. Miss Helen E. Robinson with all the perplexities 
and trials of the year, has yet found comfort in the faithfulness of her 
assistants and the work is being rewarded by confessions from timid 
souls who have lost faith in their household gods. She says: “The 
zenana work among high-caste women the past year shows steady 
interest on the part of those whom we visit. The aim has been to 
provide every home with a Bible or Scripture portion and an exam- 
ination was to be held Easter, on the parts studied. Side by side 
with this, has been the application of the truth. At our recent zen- 
nana party for Hindu and Beni-Israelite women, we were encouraged 
to hear one read a paper on the subject of her own selection—the 
Life of Charlotte Elliott—author of “Just As I Am,” which she read 
in The Marathi Woman's Friend. In the paper, she showed such 
appreciation of Christian truth, that we were surprised, and when 
we asked her what she and her husband thought of Christianity, she 
said: “We are thinking it over very carefully.” The districts vis- 
ited by our workers, include the whole native town of Bombay—being 
eighteen of the twenty-three districts into which Bombay is divided. 
The Bible Women have worked faithfully; one woman—a Brahmin 
widow and her little boy have been baptized and since then her son 
has been attending one of our low-caste schools.” 


City Schools. There are two of these, each with its Sunday 
school. The small one has lost in number, owing to the clearing away 
of many of the old huts where the children are recruited. The pupils 
are not of the permanent class, but several of the girls who started 
here some years ago, are growing up into nice bright girls. Down in 
Colaba, the factory people and grain dealers are sending their chil- 
dren. The government has granted a small aid to the school. Two 
new Sunday schools have been opened in connection with our work. 


Boarding School. The sudden increase of rental in the property 
occupied by Miss Lawson rendered it wise to consider a change of 
location and this year an experiment is being made; the school is 
temporarily in Telegaon—a country station near Poona. It is found 
that expenses are lighter here and health prospects are good. Tem- 
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porary accommodations were being provided for present needs. Only 
two or three deaths have occurred this year. It was necessary to 
send one girl to the leper asylum. Twelve new girls have entered 
since the first of January. Sixteen have been received into full 
membership in the church. It is the desire to open up village work. 


POONA. Mrs. W. H. Stephens reports the Bible women doing 
good work and finding among the people they visit, those who desire 
to confess Christ. Some of the women as far as they dare, do 
serve Him. One Bible woman found a high caste girl who had at- 
tended one of the city schools and had taught her parents about 
Jesus and they have not prayed to idols for years. The city schools 
are doing good work. There has been an encouraging break among 
the village people and a number are being baptized—many of them 
being women and girls. The people are anxious to have their chil- 
dren taught. 

Soondrabai is proving a most valuable helper in her medical 
work. She has been well trained and has treated this year perhaps 
4,000 people, many of them terrible cases. Through these means, 
many have been reached with the Word of Life, as a Bible woman 
constantly teaches in the dispensary. She also visits the women in 
their homes. They say, “we never heard anyone telling about God.” 

BARODA. The Girls’ Orphanage and Boarding School_—The 
new buildings add much to the comfort and efficiency of the mis- 
sionaries and girls and are more favorable to the health of the school. 
The new quarters have enabled our women to make a beginning in 
industrial work—the need of which has been felt for years. Weaving 
gardening, poultry-raising and basketry have been started and drawn- 
thread work has been made a specialty. The girls are able to do all 
of their own work. A number of girls have been converted. 

Woman's Evangelistic Training School reports a good year—46 
in attendance and twenty gone with their husbands to work in the 
villages. It would be better if they could longer remain in the school 
but the village work demands so many teachers that they must go; 
yet they continue their studies in their homes and come in for exam- 
inations. We want our women not only to learn to read the Bible 
and understand the catechism, but we desire also that they may be 
able to cut and fit their own and their children’s simple garments, for, 
as they teach Christ to their benighted sisters, they must also repre- 
sent a higher type of womanhood. 

GODHRA. Girls’ Orphanage. Owing to severe illness Miss Ab-

bott was away for some months, but she is again at her post and, al- 
though far from strong, is going on with her work with the assistance 
of Miss Curts who had carried it on in her absence. This station is 
in great need of a new and strong worker wno should be sent at once. 
Miss Abbott writes: “We are stricken with terror at the prospect 
of another famine. There have been almost no rains, and the rainy 
season is nearly past. The main crop of grain is already lost. With 
the Watson bank losses and grain fifty to one hundred per cent above 
normal we are in a desperate condition financially. Just what we shall 
do is more than I can say. The Protestant missionaries of Gujerat 
have just held a meeting in which it was decided to send home an ap- 
peal for help. The government is ce hae taking active measures to 
prepare relief works.” 


Circuit Work. Mrs. Ward sends encouraging word of interesting 
meetings with the women. She has been able to employ several new 
workers and could still add to her force, if the means were available. 
She finds continued improvement in the character of the women and 
clear evidence that the work is fruitful. 


GUJARATI. Village Work. The opportunity for teaching the 
Gospel is unlimited. Some time ago a large company of people were 
found gathered for a heathen feast. Our workers told them the story 
of the Cross. The story of the Prodigal Son also was a fruitful theme. 
The plague has been terrible but our Christians die well. To one who 
has put away his idols, Jesus is very precious when facing death. The 
field is white and if some one would help us financially, we could soon 
possess it for the Kingdom. In one group of its circuits, there are 200 
villages and over 3,000 women who have received baptism. The. evan- 
gelistic teachers visit from house to house; conduct day schools and 
hold evening prayer meetings for the women. What royal welcomes 
our workers réceive and what sights greet their eyes—feeble old wo- 
men cast out wandering from place to place begging for food. Heath- 
enism rears no home for the aged. 

Dr. Tuttle writes of her work: “The present medical work while 
of only a few months duration has yet reached many people; 2,500 
have been treated. The plan for the present at least, is not to have 

.one large center with a hospital, but three centers with a dispensary 
in each, to which the people of the villages may come for treatment and 
for medicine.” 

CENTRAL PROVINCES DISTRICT—BASIM. Early in the 
year, plague broke out in this station but that the girls were saved from 
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the disease is due to some extent to the fact that they were all inocu- 
lated, The faith and courage of the girls increased during those try- 
ing days. Evangelistic work has been carried on by five faithful 
workers, but the leadership of the school is now vacant since the 
marriage of Miss Miller, 


CHINDWARA CIRCUIT. Here the work has been interrupted 
by the plague but the scourge has passed away. 


Kamti. The plague raged here also and the woman’s work was 
carried on although much work was disorganized. Great good has 
come out of this epidemic—for just before an awful outbreak, a feast 
was held in honor of the Goddess Kali. It lasted for many days 
and the priests declared the Goddess was now appeased and the plague 
would cease but it was followed by an epidemic of severe character 
which carried off thousands in a few days and the people were so 
greatly disappointed that the effects were distinctly noticeable in a 
marked increase of willingness on the part of the people to hear the 
truth, One woman said: “Our priests are liars; our gods are no gods; 
tell us about the Christ.” 

Khandwa. Miss Elicker says concerning the work, the promise, 
“As thy days so shall thy strength be” has been verified in our midst 
this year. Although we have had many trials we also have had many 
blessings. The plague came into our midst, and we had the girls in 
camp for over three weeks but none of them took the disease and the 
servants recovered. In the midst of losses, sickness, death, and the 
putting up of new buildings, their trust and confidence has been in the 
Lord. The girls are steadily advancing in their Christian life. They 
are interested in their Bible studies and are “hiding the Word in their 
hearts.” 

The loss of the money during the Watson failure, has been a 
great embarassment. Yet, somehow, the building is going on and no 
doubt a portion of the buildings are now in use. 

Evangelistic Work. Mrs. Abbott superintends the work of eight 
Bible women on the circuit. “We visit a large number of hamlets and 
find excellent opportunity of giving the gospel but plague broke into 
the work and we turned our faces homeward to care for the sick. How 
grateful we were for the Divine Hand that protected us all. Whether 
among women shut in by narrow walls or narrower lives or out among 
the masses in the streets, we rejoice that our gospel is one of hope and 
cheer and the songs of the Bible women are always welcome and find 
ready listeners.” 
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Narsingpur. Zenana work is under Mrs. Felt’s care. It was 
broken into by the plague but was resumed in April. Many houses 
formerly visited were found empty—the inmates had either deserted 
their homes or fallen victims to the terrible disease. During those 
months when the plague was cutting down its victims in large num- 
bers, not one of our Christian community suffered. This has not been 
without effect upon the non-Christians whom we found more ready 
than ever to hear the truth. New houses are being entered and the 
hands of our Bible women are full. We hope soon to organize a 
training class of young married women who are just out of our schools 
at Jabalpur and Khandwa. 


Jabalpur. Miss Heafer has been alone this year but makes a grate- 
ful report that the girls are still marching Zionward. 


A class of fifty-four was received into full membership in the 
church. Prayer-meetings, class meetings, missionary and Epworth 
League meetings are well attended and bible study receives much at- 
tention. Thirteen girls are training for a teacher’s certificate, and we 
hope to present them for examination in October. The kindergarten 
class is having careful training and is making good progress and the 
classes in physical culture are times of delight; although there is 
neither a doctor nor nurse on the premises, yet the health of the girls 
has never been better. There is a good staff of assistants who are 
not only assistants, but real helpers—doing much outside their classes 
for the good of the work. When Miss Hyde returns this Fall with 
one or two additional missionaries, this good station will be supplied 
as never before. 

Evangelistic Work. Owing to Miss Heafer’s heavy duties as 
superintendent of the Orphanage as well as Treasurer of the Confer- 
ence, the Presiding Elder, Dr. Johnson, relieved her of the Zenana 
work at the beginning of the year and reports for the same. There 
are six Bible women at work at present—two of whom are in villages 
eighteen or nineteen miles from the city. Clarabai, who has had many 
years’ experience, gives both morning and afternoons to the work, 
visiting more than fifty houses weekly. She is over-worked, and I 
hope she may soon have an assistant to go with her and do a good part 
of the teaching and reading, otherwise I fear her health may give way, 
which would result in great loss to the work. The other women visit 
from sixteen to twenty houses each. A new school for girls has been 
opened in the city and is taught by a young Christian woman assisted 
by her mother-in-law. There are hundreds of homes accessible for 
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which there are no workers. I have for years been hoping that two 
daconesses might be appointed to Jabalpur and open a Training Home 
and School for workers and take charge of and develop this most im- 
portant work in the city and district.

The Bengal Conference includes the Eastern part of India, with 
Calcutta as the chief city. It extends from the Himalaya mountains 
on the north to the Bay of Bengal and the Madras presidency on the 
south, with Assam to the east and the Central Provinces and United 
Provinces to the west. Its territory is larger than the states of Illinois, 
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Indiana, Iowa and Kentucky combined, and a population of 78,000,000 
people, or about the same as the whole of the United States. Cal- 
cutta is a city of 850,000. The population of Muzaffarpur district 
(county) with no large city, is 916 to the square mile. The rice-fields 
of Bengal are noted throughout the world, and Bihar has been cele- 
brated for its Indigo plantations.. The Methodist Episcopal Mission 
work of this vast\territory is included in one annual conference. There 
are four Presiding Elders, one of them a native. Our working force 
is so limited that we are able ‘to occupy only a few points. We have 
3,400 Christians. 


Diamond Harbor District lies south of Calcutta on the Bay of 
Bengal. The language is chiefly Bengali. Miss Blair and Miss 
Moyer and their helpers represent the W. F. M. S. work Since the 
early part of the year Miss Blair has been editor of the Indian Witness, 
in place of Bishop Robinson, and the quality of that paper evidences 
the high grade of work she has done. Miss Moyer and her native 
teachers and Bible women have kept the schools in Tamluk and in 
the villages in good running order. Three of their Sunday Schools 
have been held in Hindu temples during the rainy season. They have 
approached the very seat of Satan and taught the Gospel of his Van- 
quisher. The Zenanas have been visited regularly, and the good Word 
has been dropped into the hearts of many women. 


The new bungalow is finished and ready for occupancy. It has a 
fine location, is very attractive, light, airy and comfortable. 


The Tirhoot District is at the north end of the Conference, in the 
- Ganges. Valley, with a population of 23,000,000. The principal lan- 
guage is Hindi, with its Bihari dialect, and a fair per cent. of Bengali. 
The continued illness of Mrs. Denning’s little son has kept her from 
her work several months. On September 3d she started with him 
to America. Two excellent European assistants with their Bible 
women, have greatly extended the Zenana work in Muzaffarpur. The 
best houses of the city are open to their weekly visits. The women 
listen attentively and some enthusiastically. Arrangements are béing 
made for a Bengali lady to assist in the teaching of the Bengali 
families. The work is most encouraging. In Sitamarhi the wife of 
the native pastor has been visiting a number of houses. 

Miss Jessie I. Peters, of Chicago, arrived in January and took 
charge of the Girls’ School and Orphanage. She has taken hold of the 
work: vigorously, and is also making good progress in the language. 
The girls have an excellent compound, dormitories, etc., built last

year, and all paid for. They are making good records in their studies 
and handiwork. Three young women have recently been secured from 
Miss Sunderbai Powar’s Training Home in Poona. They will be 
a great help in the teaching and Zenana work. 


In Muzaffarpur (a city of 45,000) there is no school of any kind 
for girls, except our Orphanage. Many of the Zenana women are 
asking us to start a day school for their girls. This is a great 
opportunity and we must not miss it. We think we have secured a 
teacner for the Bengali girls, and expect to begin the school soon, 
teaching both Hindi and Bengali languages. This will be for high 
caste girls, and will give us a hold on many of the best families. 

Thanks are due the ladies of the Indiana Conference and to their 
vigorous secretary for their special interest in this field. 

The Calcutta Districts. Miss Henkle reports progress financially 
numerically and spiritually in the Calcutta Girls’ High School. 105 
Boarders and 175 day scholars. The increased attendance in the 
lower standards omens well for the future. The girls are taking 
more active part in religious work and their personal experiences of 
salvation are much brighter. Miss Pyne has been unceasing in her 
efforts for the success of the kindergarten and has had good success. 
Miss Storrs, volunteer teacher, has been of invaluable service. The 
school needs more room, and more help in the teaching staff. 

Queen’s Hill Girls’ High School, Darjeeling, is on the Himalaya 
Mountains, where the summers are cool and the winters have frost 
and snow; 60 boarders and 20 day pupils this year. Our patronage 
from Burma is increasing. Ten pupils from there this year, two of 
whom are American girls from Pennsylvania. We are having increase 
in the number of younger pupils also. The school is well located. 
Our debt, at first rupees 70,000, has been reduced to rupees 36,000 
($12,000.) Government has helped us, and Mrs. Crandon has been 
very kind. We want this burden removed. Then the patronage will 
support the school. 

: The Calcutta Girls’ Orphanage is located in the lower story of the 

Deaconess’ Home and the girls attend our High School. Over 50 girls 
have been in this year, but never over 48 at one time, as that is our 
_ limit. New quarters with a large airy compound are greatly needed. 
The spiritual life of the girls has been very encouraging. 

Miss Stumpf, with her two teachers, two Bible women, and two 
volunteer workers has work among the Hindustani speaking people 
of Calcutta. Day schools, Sunday schools and Zenana work keep them 
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busy. There are 150 children in the Sunday schools, and 100 homes 
are visited at least once a month. 


Mrs. Lee, in Calcutta, has 129 girls in her Training School, and 
100 girls remaining from famine time. She has-.13 day schools, and 
very encouraging work in the villages outside the city. A very 
promising work has opened among the ladies of the Brahmo Somaj, a 
society of Hindu reformers resembling Unitarians. A trained kinder- 
gartener is greatly needed. The girls have made good progress re- 
ligiously. The number in the Training School is the largest in its 
history. 


Miss Pritchard reports a good year for the Deaconess’ Home. 


Mrs. Shaw has both English and native work in Kidderpur, near 
the shipping yards of Calcutta. She is very active in the Temperance 
work and has seen good results. She has a wide field, and though 
difficult, yet promising. 

Mrs. Culshaw has had the Conference Treasurership, two circuits, 
and her own family to look after. Her boarding school at Pakur is 
well in hand and the Government inspector was well pleased with the 
condition, especially the kindergarten work. The village schools and 
the Zenana work at Pakur and Bolpur are in healthy condition; 400 
children attend the 12 Sunday schools. The Epworth League has been 
a great help to the school girls. 


Asansol District lies northwest of Calcutta. Bengali is the prin- 
cipal language, with a liberal per cent. of Hindustani and Santali. 
Miss Forster’s leave in America has thrown additional responsibility 
upon Mrs. Byers.

RANGOON. High School. The year has been one of steady 
‘ growth, 26 girls are now enrolled. The attendance and general tone 
of the school has been excellent. The Grant-in-aid received from 
* Government is the largest in the history of the school. The grounds 
of the Charlotte O’Neal Hall are very beautiful. This property is 
fully proving the wisdom of Dr. Smith in its selection. A similar 
site just across the road has just sold for Rs. 200,000. We could not 
today secure anything equal to our present holdings either on Lan- 
caster Road or Lewis St. We trust that the $4,000 which we are ask- 
ing for may be provided and this fine property cleared of the debt now 
on it. Miss Stahl has been quite well during the year. Miss Foster 
has been compelled to take a rest and did so in a trip to India. She 
returned greatly benefitted. 

BURMESE WORK. Evangelistic. Miss Rigby has had to push 
this work alone, as Miss Grace Stockwell has had to look after the 
Girls’ School. She goes from village to village teaching and selling 
Scripture portions, while in Rangoon she has found the Sunday School 
an excellent agency for getting hold of the people. 


THANDAUNG. School and Orphanage. School work, Home 
and Church have all continued to grow. “We have been unable to take 
in all who wish to come. Our building is not large enough, so we 
are compelled to dream of a new one and we have gotten out plans for 
it. We must have a new house within the next two years as our pres- 
ent one will not last longer than that. Our estimates call for $15,000. 
The Inspector of Schools is to be here next week to look over the 
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grounds and report on our needs. We will then know what the 
Government will do: toward it. Miss Illingworth has been largely re- 
sponsible for the school work. She has completed six years of un- 
broken service (save two months). The finance committee have 
asked that she have a vacation. The Epworth League is in a pros- 
perous condition and the young people are showing a real growth in 
spirituality. This beautiful -Hill station is growing in favor as a 
health resort, and our mission station there with its ample grounds 
is most delightfully and advantageously located. The opportunities for 
enlarging our work in Burma are great and full of promise, especially 
in the native work, and more teachers are needed. “Whom shall we 
send? and who will go for us?” 


Within two weeks after they went into the new house fourteen 
new day pupils and a few new boarders had been admitted. A series 
of meetings were held in the school and at their close four girls were 
baptized. Mrs. Emma Stockwell Price is helping her sister by looking 
after the material interests of this Burmese School, while Miss Grace 
gives her time to the teaching and training of the pupils. The lack 
of teachers so keenly felt now will soon be supplied, as the older girls 
graduate. 

Y Burmese School. This native school is now in charge of Miss 
' Grace Stockwell, who moved her school into their new building, erected 
by the Topeka Branch, August 22.

nishing an attractive place for the crowded countries of India and 
China to which to overflow. 


Our Missionaries in Singapore are reaching out to the regions 
beyond, and are sending urgent messages to our Board to send on 
more missionaries. Mr. and Mrs. Shellebear have returned and set- 
tled in Malacca and making plans to open woman’s work and a school 
for girls. Mr. Denyes, when he returns, will not stop in Singapore, 
but will open a work in Java, and is asking for help for the woman’s 
work. Mr. Hoover has been sent to Borneo. The Presiding Elder, 
Dr. West, writes concerning the need in Borneo for woman-workers, 
“I baptized on a recent trip in Borneo not less than thirty women and 
girls, and they need a teacher, a friend, a leader. The great Chief 
of 50,000 warriors offered to build me a house and supply me with 
anything I needed, if I would but come and live with him and his 
people. At the present time there is but one Methodist missionary, 
Rev. J. M. Hoover, who has six stations under his charge with about 
600 members and probationers. These are all Chinese. The Dyaks 
are insistent for work to be undertaken among them.” 


Miss Archer of Los Angeles has been sent by the missionary 
society to assist Mrs. Hoover. We have two Chinese Bible women 
doing very efficient work, sent over by Miss Blackmore of Singapore. 


We cannot stay the tide of this Missionary aggressiveness. It 
is the Master’s plan to go into all the world, and we as loyal sub- 
jects must obey. The field is inviting and our hearts would respond 
to these appeals, if we only could. The work in hand has been so 
inadequately supplied with funds and workers. 


There is yet a debt of $2,200 on the Deaconess Home in Singa- 
pore. Miss Blackmore each year urges the payment of this debt. The 
Home needs enlarging. They are over-crowded and need more 
dormitory room. Miss Blackmore needs an assistant. She has been 
managing the Home with its fifty boarders, is Treasurer of the Mis- 
sion and carries the evangelistic work—and manages to find time to 
give talks to the boys in the Anglo-Chinese College, once a week. 
Her work has been and* is remarkable. 

Miss Lilly writes that “The Methodist Girls’ School is larger 
than ever before, and that the fees exceed any previous period.” 

The Teluk Ayer School was originated under Mrs. Shellebear’s 
influence. Later Miss Edith Hemingway has had control of it and 
under her management it has grown into a successful and flourish- 
ing work. At the last Conference Miss Anderson was appointea 
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Principal, as Miss Hemingway had gone home on furlough. There 
are four teachers employed and 100 pupils enrolled. Miss Anderson 
writes: “When parents bring their children, I have it definitely un- 
derstood by them that this is a Christian school, that the doctrines of 
Christianity are taught here daily. I have put music in the school 
and they are delighted with it. They have finished the first chart in 
the series in a little over one month. Very good for Chinese girls, 
is it not? We have the song book “Junior Praises” which they all 
enjoy so much, but we need three dozen more. We have thirteen. 
The work is very interesting and we are praying for larger op- 
portunities for this work. 


I attend the Tamil Church every Sunday morning and assist in 
the singing; they are quite proud over having an old organ repaired, 
“good as new.” Now we have choir practice once a week, With 
visiting in the homes and all other demands of general religious work, 
I am very busy, but very happy.” We greatly need a building for this 
bright and interesting school work. It is in a center of great pos- 
sibilities for the Chinese work in that great city. 


Kuala Lumpur. When Miss Anderson was removed to Teluk 
Ayer the new piano went with her which caused great sorrow among 
the pupils, but friends contributed funds with which to purchase a 
second-hand one, and now all are happy over the music question. Mrs. 
Meek has the school thoroughly organized and a competent corps of 
teachers give able assistance. The lower part of the building has 
been finished off—thus giving two more rooms—one of which will 
be used for a gymnasium. The Government Inspectors have been 
so kind as to rank this as a first class school and given the highest 
grant allowable under the law. Mrs. Meek writes: “The school is 
out of debt and we see our way clear. If God be for us, who can be 
against us: We have every reason to be thankful and go forward 
trustfully. The work among the girls is very encouraging, but they 
are here today and gone tomorrow. ‘The personnel of our school 
entirely changes in a short time, but who knows, it may be a part 
of God’s plan the more rapidly to sow the Gospel seed. All of the 
older girls are Christians and I trust this school will prove a blessing 
to all this Eastern world.” 

Penang. Miss Martin and Miss Olson in charge. We are glad 
to report this station well supplied with workers and a Home, In 
April last our boarding school was transferred to the new, beautiful 
and commodious C. S. Winchell Home. The missionaries are happy 
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to get out of the dark, damp, native house in which they have been 
existing for the past six years. The outfit consists of a Home and 
School combined. The limited amount of land made this plan neces- 
sary. There are four large class rooms and an office on the first 
floor. On the second floor there are accommodations for four mis- 
sionaries. The entire building is surrounded by a wide veranda which 
is protected from the fierce Oriental sun by a lattice work. The dor- 
mitory is also two stories with 16 rooms upstairs and a large study 
hall and living rooms down stairs. There are also servants’ quarters 
and a cook house. This is all paid for by the Minneapolis Branch, only 
a debt of $2,000 remains for the land.. There are twenty-six board- 
ing pupils and eighty-six day pupils. Two Chinese Bible women are 
doing most effective service. 


At Taipeng Miss Jackson is rejoicing over the coming of Miss 
Toll sent out by the Northwestern Branch. She arrived in July last. 
This is a growing work. The day school has increased to 62, and 
boarders are coming almost daily. Miss Toll will have charge of the 
school and Miss Jackson will be free to engage in evangelistic work. 


The school work at Ipoh has been closed, Mrs. Leuring’s health 
having failed and there was no one sent to carry on the work. Dr. 
Leuring has built a Deaconess Home and now awaits the coming of 
the Deaconess. Some one ought to be sent to Ipoh, the need is very 
great. 


The Sanitarium has been a Mount of Transfiguration. to those 
who were privileged to make the journey. I have taken some ex- 
tracts from a letter written by Mrs. Meek, which reveals the vast 
store house of pure invigorating air and quiet restfulness to be ob- 
tained upon application for it, and is found in such abundance iin the 
Larut Hills. 

“T have lived for four and a half years three and a quarter de- 
grees north of the Equator, and for the first time have the pleasure 
of breathing the cool upper air; for this sanitarium is four thousand 
feet above the level of the Strait of Malacca, which we can see in the 
west like a sheet of silver. The continued heat wearies and exhausts. 
This sanitarium on the mountain-top is a gift for which we are 
grateful to our heavenly Father and to the kind friends in America. 


“We are a party of missionaries up here, and it is a very pleasant 
precious time. When one comes up weak and weary, a few days in 
the clear, pure air puts vigor into us, and we walk and walk along the 
mountain-path, seeing enough beauty to hush us into silence. 
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“For two days it has rained constantly, and we have been shut in, 
but we have a wood fire, good books and a congenial company; so the 
days speed by all too swiftly. ‘It is good to be here,’ and the thought 
will come, how fine it would be to stay here always, away from the 
sin and the turmoil; ah, yes, and the people who need us! But, no; 
we will all go down, stronger for this visit to the mountain-top.” 


We congratulate ourselyes—the work and the workers that for 
the first time in its history, Malaysia is fairly well provided with 
Missionaries, with good buildings and a most encouraging outlook for 
future aggressiveness. 

But what of the Philippines with its eight million population. The 
Church has been stirred by the burning words of Dr. Stuntz, as he 
has brought to us the glowing reports of the hundreds and thousands 
of converts during the past four years and of the earnest desire of 
the multitudes to accept Protestant Christianity. We rejoice over the 
hearty response of the people to the call of the Holy Spirit, and pray 
that the work may continue to grow with ever widening facilities for 
usefulness. 

We deeply sympathize with our dear Miss Spaulding, our first 
deaconess in the Philippines, who has been laid aside for a few weeks 
in the Government Hospital, caused by a surgical operation. It will 
be some time before she will fully regain her strength. She has been 
in labors abundant, having had twenty girls in the Training School 
during the year. The work is so new and in its formative period, it has 
required rare skill and tact to successfully launch such a great enter- 
prise. Miss Spaulding has more than met the expectation of her 
friends in the wonderful beginnings of this far reaching and powerful 
arm of service, the Deaconess Training School in the Philippines. 
There must be help sent at once. Miss Parkes helps in the Home, but 
does not teach, her work is evangelistic, visiting in the homes and 
holding Bible Classes among the women. The wives of our Mission- 
aries have given very valuable assistance. We must have two more 
workers in this great enterprise for training the girls and women to 
help in reaching their own people with the Gospel story. One of the 
much needed deaconesses must be a music teacher. There is not a 
niace in all the world todav which needs help at once more imperatively 
than we need reinforcements at Manila. Cannot all the Branches unite 
in this enterprise for this once in its crucial history? 

There are a few facts in connection with the founding of the work 
in the Philippines which ought to be recorded for future reference and 

_historical data. Some extracts from Mrs. Cornelia Moot’s Journal. 
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FIRST METHODIST MISSIONARIES IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


The person who blazes a way through an unknown forest, marking 
danger spots to be avoided as well as a safe path for those who shall 
follow after, may be too busy to record his labors, but that work is no 
less meritorious than that of those who, following after, travel on to 
wider accomplishments. The above thought is brought to my ‘mind by 
reading in the Advocate of June 4 the following words you have taken 
from the Daily Advocate, from an article of Dr. Stuntz: 


“When the last general conference met there was but one Method- 
ist missionary in the islands, and less than one hundred probationers.” 


Had Dr. Stuntz said there was but one Methodist missionary sent 
by the general society of our church, he would have been correct; but 
the fact is there were four Methodist missionaries in the islands, all 
sent by the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of our church, and 
they were there over two months before the opening of the confereffte 
mentioned. 


Being one of that number, I purpose taking a few facts from my 
journal, hurriedly written during those busy days of history-making 
for Protestantism, Methodism and our own woman’s society; for it 
seems that I am the only one who, during the stress of work, took time. 
to record anything of the beginnings of our regularly organized church 
work in the Philippine islands. 


Bishop Thoburn preached the first Methodist sermon in Manila, 
March 2, 1899. The following November found him in the meeting of 
the W. F. M. S. executive board held in Cleveland, arranging to send 
missionaries to Manila. The result’ was the Cincinnati Branch sent 
out Miss Julia Wisner and Mrs. Annie Norton, M. D., and Miss Mary 
Cody, sent by the Minnesota Branch. I went out under the auspices 
of the Northwestern Branch, bearing my own expenses until the ad- 
vance of prices in the islands became so great the branch came to my 
aid with supplementary funds. All my work there is to be credited to 
the W. F. M. S. 


It was thought that a self-supporting high school and kindergarten 
work could be carried on; and for this purpose Miss Wisner was sent 
to found a high school for girls, and Miss Cody for kindergarten work. 
When more knowledge of the conditions was obtained we knew that 
such school must be supported for a long time by funds from home, 
and after a few months the project was given up. We are learning 
what some of us saw from the beginning, that it was not the best 
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thing to drop the school, and Methodism will yet put in Manila a good 
high school or college for girls, or fall short of doing her duty to those 
people. Space forbids mentioning here reasons for failure of a self- 
supporting school. In a later publication I shall treat this subject more 
fully. 

Before a year had passed Miss Cody had been removed to Singa- 
pore and Miss Wisner to India. My work in the islands covers a period 
of two and a half years, Dr. Norton the same, then she was sent to 
India. 

When we landed in Manila, Feb. 26, 1900, there was no organized 
Methodist Church, although there had been preaching since the pre- 
ceding June in the Soldiers’ Institute. 

March 5, eight days after our arrival, Bishop Thoburn and Rev. 
F. M. Warne (now Bishop) arrived from India. Tuesday, March 6, 
a few Methodists gathered in the Soldiers’ Institute to organize the 
first quarterly conference of our church ever held in the Philippine 
Islands. The following are all the persons present: Bishop Thoburn, 
Rev. (now Bishop) Warne, Mr. and Mrs. Prautch, Rev. and Mrs. 
Goodrich, Miss Julia Wisner, Miss Mary Cody, Chaplain Stewart, five 
Filipinos and myself. Three of these natives were members of the 
Zamora family; one was Nicolas Zamora, now called the “apostle to 
the Philippines,” a suitable name indeed. 


The very first act of this conference was to take Nicolas,Zamora 
in on probation, Two of these natives were ready to study for the 
ministry. Was such a thing ever known in mission fields before, that 
there were natives anxious to study for the ministry before there was 
any organization of the church they wished to serve? Yet these men 
had had months of Christian privileges with the little band of Chris- 
tians who regularly gathered for worship, while-waiting the coming of 
one to organize them into a society. Dr. Annié Norton was appointed 
Sunday school superintendent, and not only had a Sunday school, but 
an Epworth League among the Filipinos before Bishop Warne reached 

the islands the following year. Turning to me, Bishop Thoburn said, 
“Mrs. Moots, you will be class-leader and look up your own class.” He 
could not have bestowed a greater honor, and I now rejoice that it 
was mine to be the first Methodist class-leader in the Philippine islands, 
and praise the Lord over and over as I think of the times of refreshing 
and the glowing testimonies of scores of our soldier boys who came 
at nine o’clock Sunday mornings, and spoke with power that cometh 
from above. On Sunday, March 18, 1900, Rev. F. W. (Bishop) Warne 
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organized my class, and it is a pleasure today to look over the eight 
names recorded in my class-book, as they were given in that day of 
beginnings. 


The first Protestant work ever done in the province of Nueva 
Ecija was done by Dr. Norton and myself, and when later arrived mis- 
sionaries finally went to San Isidro, where we worked, they found 
sixty-three people ready for a Protestant organization. 


The story of this work in Nueva Ecija is only one of many in- 
tensely interesting stories that might be told of God’s wonderful 
workings in these beautiful islands of the sea. For the encouragement 
and pleasure of our people at home I am sorry that our missionary 
four did not each keep a journal of those days; but, weary with the 
multitude of things that came day by day, the other three seem to 
have worked on and made no record, 

O that the treasures in the hands of the home church might be 
given to carry on all kinds of missionary work in those whitened fields 
across the sea!

Peking. Mrs. Jewell says: “At the last session of Conference 
the school was in progress in Tientsin. It is now in session in Pe- 
king. The Tientsin school has been merged into the Ch’ang Li and, 
until we have a re-enforcement of school workers, the present school 
under the name of ‘The Peking and Ch’ang Li Combined School,” will 
remain in Peking. Those who have supported scholarships in the 
Tientsin school will note that these have simply been transferred to 
the Ch’ang Li division of the combined school. Miss Young went 
with Miss Steere to T’ai An for her needed summer vacation. School 
closed June 24th, and with the exception of the Shan Tung girls, all 
who had homes were returned to them. Our native preacher at 
Tsun Hua kindly kept an oversight of a half dozen of the remaining 
girls whom we placed there in the good country air. Miss Gilman 
and I took those left to Peking where we spent the summer together 
in the Chinese quarters which Dr. Lowry had lent me for my home 
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and woman’s study class. The school belongings were removed to 
Peking and stored until the new building should be ready for occu- 
pancy. When it was found that the school building could not be 
ready September 15th, the date fixed for the opening, word was sent 
around postponing the return of the girls. During the following 
weeks as much as possible was done towards “hustling the East” and 
with the usual result. Another date was fixed for the last of Octo- 
ber and, although the building was not complete, the girls were met 
by Miss Gilman and myself at the Peking station. Escorted by the 
University boys in their uniforms and with lanterns we marched to 
our new building. After many vicissitudes and much confusion the 
school was finally ready for opening and on Christmas Day the first 
gathering in the audience room occurred. The room was decorated 
with the pretty gifts sent out by friends in America and the girls 
thoroughly appreciated the place and enjoyed the occasion. The girls 
were glad when study began and have kept at it with zest ever since. 
219 Girls have been registered this year. Four graduates of the 
school with one man, a Chinese scholar, make the native part of the 
Faculty. Miss Wheeler proves to be the right woman in the right 
place, and her coming is much appreciated by the workers in the 
school. She is putting her musical skill to good use in behalf of a 
class of girls who are taking organ lessons. The scholarships are full 
and overflowing. This year the first entirely self-supporting boarding 
pupil has been received. There are indications that the well-to-do 
class of girls and women is beginning to want to learn some things, 
especially English, but, because of irregular attendance, and for other 
reasons it would probably be better to have a separate school for such 
pupils. Eight girls would have graduated last spring but for the fact 
that the course of study was extended. This class has been a great 
help in its influence upon the new girls in the school. Nothing is 
more apparent than that God’s spirit is working in the hearts of the 
girls. The old time evening prayer meetings have been revived. 
Again would we express our appreciation of the valuable assist- 
ance rendered by Dr. Hopkins at great expense to himself in the erc- 
tion of the school buildings which are his highest testimonial. These 
buildings now completed, are neat, healthfully ventilated and will eas- 
ily accommodate 240 pupils besides a kindergarten. Because of nec- 
essary improvements and the enlargement of the building and because 
the purchasing power of a dollar has decreased by at least twenty-five 
per cent. since the estimates for indemnity were made, nobody will 
be surprised that the indemnity money does not cover the expense of 
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rebuilding. We had expected to run over our indemnity fund about 
$4,000. We fear it will be double that amount when the final reckon- 
ing is made. The incurring of this debt is a heavy burden upon my 
heart, yet in spite of it I am glad that the buildings and their occu- 
pants are here in the capital of China. They are indications to every- 
body that the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society is in earnest and 
that in the face of difficulties, it neither deserts nor falters nor faints 
but with redoubled vigor moves forward for the uplifting of Chinese 
womanhood.” 


The Tartar City Day School has had an enrollment during the 
year of thirty pupils and has been in charge of Mrs. Kang, who has 
given satisfaction in her work. Eight children have entered the 
boarding school.

Dr. Gloss reports for the medical work as follows: “The native 
rooms that had been used for two years for a dispensary were too 
far away from the compound to work to advantage and were not well 
situated for a woman’s clinic. When the girls’ boarding school was 
finished we gladly accepted the use of two rooms in the basement for 
a dispensary. The larger one was fitted up with some rude benches 
for a waiting room and the smaller one has served as drug room, con- 
sultation and waiting room. Notwithstanding these inconvenient and 
unsuitable accommodations the clinics have grown in number from 
one or two to thirty or forty. Many were patients whom we had 
known in former years. All wished to know if we were not soon to 
rebuild the hospital, and expressed grief over the loss of the one 
which they describe as perfect. By the first of January two dilapi- 
dated Chinese buildings were fixed up for hospital wards. These, 
with some crowding, could be made to accommodate six patients. 
Dr. Headland has probably made more calls than she has reported. 
Daily may be seen at her door the carts of princesses and ladies of 
highest rank. Their homes are open to her and she is enjoying the 
rare opportunity of preaching Christ to those who can be reached by 
few. Mrs. Li is still our faithful Bible woman and comes every day 
to talk to the patients in the waiting room. One of our former school 
girls is our assistant and, though hospital work was quite new to her, 
she has been a valuable helper. The troubles of 1900 have left their 
mark on the nervous system of the Chinese and the proportion of 
nervous diseases we have to treat is much greater than before that 
date. We are encouraged in the work and plan to begin the rebuild- 
ing of the Sleeper Davis Memorial Hospital-next March.”

Tientsin. Miss Martin in her report of this district gives some 
account of the native city woman’s work. In the average attendance 
there has been encouragement for the increase has been a third over 
that of last year: After the week of prayer several of the women gave 
evidence that they wished to live a more earnest life and three were 
baptized. Of the evangelistic work Miss Wilson writes: “The first 
trip made during the year was- over the Tientsin District which, per- 
haps, is the most needy division of our North China field. The vil- 
lages where there are no chapels and yet where there are believers, 
are cut off from the sound of the Gospel for months at a time without 
the Christians go long distances to Sunday services. I have known 
women with imprisoned feet to walk four and five miles to attend 
a Christian service. At such villages we try to have as many services 
as possible for their benefit.” 

The medical work in Tientsin is carried on by Drs. Martin and 
Stevenson, who report the number of in-patients as having increased 
during this year. They are looking forward to the time when they 
can move to the new place that has been filled in this year near the 
city where work will doubtless be much larger. 


Chang Li. Dr. Terry reports that this is the year of begin- 
nings in this field. We have a fine piece of property outside the east 
gate of the city and a ten minutes’ walk from the railway station. Al- 
though it was late in the autumn before work on the buildings could 
be begun, yet before Christmas they were ready to be occupied. For 
lack of room the medical work could not be very well organized this 
year. During the winter the patients were received either in Dr. 
Terry’s room or in that of the Bible-woman. After the dismissal of 
the Training School a room in that building was set aside for pa- 
tients. The country work has been much interrupted this year, still 
seven short trips have been made and nineteen places visited. Last 
year we were proud to report the amount of money given to the W. 
F. M. S. by the native women in the Lan Chon District which was 
over $5.00 gold. This year the amount is more than $12.00 in the 
District. 


The Station Class, in charge of Miss Glover, began its work in 
the city but at Christmas time moved into the new buildings where 
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twenty women and young girls spent the winter studying. It was 
decided to advance on the line of self-support. Mrs. Davis kindly 
opened an industrial department which has been of great service to 
all the women. ‘There are three day schools in this District which 
have been carried on during a part of the year. One teacher writes: 
“T think the pupils all love to study. There are more bright girls 
than stupid ones, I hope much for them, but they are so very poor 
that the most of them cannot afford to go on to schcol.” 


Shan Tung. Miss Steere says: “In consequence of closing 
school early for Conference, I opened in July with an attendance of 
twenty-four pupils. We have enrolled during the year thirty names, 
and hope it will reach the fifty mark next year. All are aspiring to 
the honor of attending the high school in Peking, and in another 
year we hope to begin sending classes there. I was persuaded by 
one of the helpers to let a five year old girl come to school, as she 
had no home and she had an older sister in school. She proved more 
self-reliant than the older sister, gives no trouble and works at her 
books in a very satisfactory way. She was.the most solemn looking 
mite when she came; she had evidently forgotten how to smile, if 
the poor little thing had ever known how, and she was so thin I 
hated to touch her for I felt almost as if she would fall to pieces. 
She is fat and happy now. 

Mrs. Verity has spent half an hour four or five time a week 
teaching the girls singing, and they have made marked progress. There 
has been a decided improvement in the school in conduct, lessons and 
desire to do right, over last year. Most of the girls are trying to live 
as Christians should, and it is no unusual thing to hear the smallest 
children say in prayer meeting, ‘I love the Lord,’ or, ‘I want to be 
the Lord’s child.’ 

Our girls’ schools here in China have turned out some beautiful 
characters, some of whom have already heard the well done, while 
. others are still working for the Lord, joyful in the knowledge that 
they can work for Him. We are in great need here of new school 
buildings. The day schools fluctuate. Three are the most we have 
had and a little of the time there has been none. We could have one 
in Chi Ning, but we have no teacher, in fact, more helpers are badly 
~ needed in all lines of work here. As compared with those of last 
year the schools have advanced in the right direction. One has en- 
rolled eleven pupils, one six and one five, but the attendance has been 
very irregular. I have several girls in the boarding school who have 
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come from the day schools, and I hope, in time, these schools will 
become regular feeders.” 


The T’ai An Station Class has had eighteen women on its roll 
with an average attendance of perhaps eight. Mrs. Lin, widow of 
Lin Chi Hsien, who was killed during the siege of Peking, has been 
an invaluable assistant. Among the Bible students there have been 
three old women seventy years of age. Mrs. Verity who has taught 
these women, hopes by another year, to have the training school on 
a self-supporting basis. Of the medical work, Dr. Benn writes: “Not- 
withstanding various delays in the beginning of the year we have seen 
more clinic patients and almost doubled the ward patients and trebled 
the out-calls of last years report, which shows that T’ai An medical 
work is advancing. The people are losing their fear of the knife and 
allow me to use it. They still fear the evil eye, or some other uncanny 
influence to guard against which they have a piece of scarlet cloth 
attached to their clothing. Much of a physician’s experience is of 
necessity sad. The saddest part of this year’s experiences has been 
the sudden death of Mrs. Ch’en’s (my former school girl, Sai Na) 
little girl. As I stood vanquished in the presence of death with 
whom I had fought for the precious little life, and with a breaking 
heart witnessed the grief of the mother who had clasped the child 
in her arms and was mourning over it as only a true mother can 
mourn, suddenly she hushed her crying, and exclaimed, “My beloved 
daughter, you have gone to Heaven before your mother. Wait for 
me,” and set about dressing the child for burial. The fruit of our 
labors is such motherhood in a heathen land where such a death is 
believed to be wrought by devils and no one dares to touch the child . 
till it is dead, and then only to throw it to the dogs to devour, that the 
devil may be rebuked.” .

Chin Kiang. Dr. Lucy Hoag, whose work since 1872 is really a 
magnificent record, is advised by all the missionaries to come home 
to rest. Twenty years ago the Chin Kiang Girls’ School began its 
career, with recruits from the highways and hedges, lightly esteeming 
what was freely given. Now how changed. ‘The interest taken by 
the people in the education of girls is noted in the number and char- 
acter of visitors, including the former Vice President of the Peking 
Government University, the Director of Education of three Yangtze 
Provinces, and six other gentlemen all connected with schools of 
“Western learning.’ In common with other schools a contribution 
was made to the St. Louis exhibit, showing actual work done. The 
results of Miss White’s musical instruction were gathered up in a 
fine musicale, attended by sixty-four delighted foreign residents, 
among them the British Consul. 
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The Century has been a welcome visitor for three years and 
loaned to others less favored. The Philadelphia Evening Post has 
been added this year, »We want to make mention of the patchwork 
quilts—“flower quilts’—as the Chinese call them, originally sent to 
the Hospital by New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
other auxiliaries, but coming in such showers that the school was 
favored with the overflow, Miss Robinson succeeded in getting the 
services of a skillful oculist, belonging to another mission, to test the 
eyes of the girls, many of whom were threatened with blindness. 


When the rioting in May in full view of the compound, was at 
its height, a woman came to the Hospital and said to Dr, Taft: “I 
feared you might be alarmed and I have come to tell you that you 
may find shelter in my house, It’s a dirty place, indeed, but come, 
all of you, the school girls, too, and I'll keep you safe, You have 
done much for me and saved my children. I want to do something 
for you,” 

In the next five years a railroad willbe an established fact, writes 
Miss Robinson. Before this comes we must extend our compound, 
This school will take on some distinctive characteristic features, per- 
haps a normal school. 


Nanking. During the year Mrs. Davis has died, Miss Rowley 
has married and Miss Crane has come to our relief. Mrs. Davis’ loss 
cannot be estimated, She was an untiring worker, a gifted teacher, 
whose greatest aim was to lead her pupils to Christ, 


The China Central Conference met here in November, Miss 
Shaw has been unceasing in evangelistic labors, visiting country ham- 
lets, holding meetings on the boat, and in the chapels, and when in 
a station where there were Christians, daily meetings for instruction 
in fundamentals. Miss Shaw had to be drafted for school work. 
They had a gracious revival in April, May 2nd they observed as 
Anniversary Day with grateful mention of the sainted woman, Mrs. 
Adeline Smith, whose consecrated wealth made the school a pos- 
sibility. 

One day in June came the word that the loved teacher would 
never return. It was hard to tell the pupils for they all loved Mrs. 
Davis and their sorrow was genuine, A beautiful litthe memorial 
service was held and the testimony of all was “She tried to teach 
us to be true.” 


Nan Chang. The Baldwin Memorial is a comforting fact. The

first term of school, writes Miss Ogburn, was very encouraging. The 
girls have taken to discipline and to study most kindly, and have 
improved in manners, looks, and character. Some of the girls have 
made an open profession of faith in Christ and nearly all yield Him 
the mental honor of being the only true God. 

Kiu Kiang. Conditions for work are more favorable than ever 
before. The attitude of the people toward the Gospel message has 
undergone a change, one gentleman said to one of our Bible women: 
“Very many of us earnestly believe in the Christian doctrine.” Many 
are sending their sons to Japan for education, and some daughters 
covet a like privilege, even to the undertaking of a runaway journey. 
Patterns are in demand for natural-footed shoes and stockings. Every 
line of work, says Mrs. Howe, I believe has been honored of God in 
influence for good. 

Dr. Mary Stone has made some short trips to different hospitals, 
having been back in China eight years and feeling rusty; leaving the 
work in charge of her nurses. “More room,” is the cry. A special 
need is an isolation ward. Every day about a hundred visitors come 
within reach of the Gospél. “My sister, Anna, is already making 
friends with the patients and will follow them up after they leave the 
hospital. We have great hopes for the coming year and expect to 
see many more needy suffering bodies healed and sin-sick souls 
saved,” Cen 

Hospital Statistics as follows: Visits to dispensary, new, 5,280 
old, 8,064, visits to patients’ homes, 306. In-patients 195. Total num- 
ber treated, 13,845. Amount received from the Society, Mex. $2,- 
425.78; on the field, $2,585.98. 

Wuhu. It was a great joy to Miss Mitchell to return accom- 
panied by Miss Deavitt. Bishop Moore says she has the confidence 
of all the officials and its entrenched in the love and esteem of the 
Chinese people.

Chung King. The Woman’s Foreign’ Missionary Society and 
especially the West China Mission are again indebted to Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Gamble of Cincinnati for the generous gift of one thousand 
dollars. To this amount the Cincinnati District (Branch) has added 
fifteen. hundred dollars, and with these funds a new building will be 
erected which will be known as the Fidelia De Witt Training School 
for Bible women. 


Miss Dorothy Jones reached Chung King just before the annual 
meeting and after three months of continuous traveling. Of her ar- 
rival and her first impressions of the city and the surroundings of 
the mission station she writes: 


“My first impressions of Chung King as I was carried up the 
countless numbers of steps from the river to the city, were not favor- 
able and as I rode on and on through the narrow, dirty, muddy streets, 
I said to myself that had I come for any other purpose than that of 
helping these people, I would most surely have been discouraged. 
But how these external considerations sink into insignificance when 
we learn to love the people and are conscious of an earnest desire 
for their improvement and salvation. One sees so much to be done 
that it is indeed difficult to sit day after day with a Chinese teacher, 


going over the queer looking characters and apparently accomplish- 
ing so little.” 


Miss Decker has continued in charge of the girls’ school. She 
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says; “While not really satisfied with all that the year has brought, 
I feel, that in many respects, it has been the best one that I have 
known. I have tried as much as possible to advance the older girls 
in their studies and they have done most of the teaching of the 
younger children.” 

The woman’s work in Chung King is very promising. One of 
the most encouraging features is that the native workers are taking 
a deeper interest in the instruction and training of the women in 
their charge. New stations are constantly being opened. Seven 
have been established within the last year. Miss Manning says, 
The wave of religious interest which has swept over this part of our 
territory, turning thousands of people towards Christianity, is a 
special manifestation of Divine favor and as we witness the results, 
in gratitude we exclaim, ‘What has God wrought.’ ” 

There is among the people an increasing dissatisfaction with 
their idols and the idol worship, and among the more influential and 
intelligent Chinese, there is anxious solicitude concerning the future 
of the country. 

Dr. Edmonds and Miss Calloway are doing a blessed work in 
the William A. Gamble Hospital. Some of their experiences are very 
pathetic. On one occasion a woman was brought to the hospital suf- 
fering from a fearful wound in her head, which had been inflicted 
by her husband. Her injuries were carefully treated and she made 
a good recovery, and when ready to leave the hospital she was 
asked if she intended to go back to her husband. Her reply was— 
“What else can I do? I must either live with him or beg, I have no 
other choice.” Upon inquiring what punishment would nave been im- 
posed upon her husband if she had died, the Doctor was told that 
when a man kills his wife, he may be imprisoned for twenty-seven 
months, if any one considers it of sufficient importance to prosecute 
him; but if a woman kills her husband, she is slowly tortured to 
death by being sliced to pieces with a long knife devised for that pur- 


The Bible woman meets at the dispensary thousands of women 
to whom she tells the story of Christ’s love and of salvation through 
believing in Him. This Bible woman is supported by a young woman 
in this country who says—“I am interested in all missionary work, but 
I find myself looking anxiously for news from West China and es- 
pecially | from Chung King, because I have a little Chinese teacher 
there, who honors me by calling me ‘her partner in the soul saving 
businéss’.” 
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The officials in some provinces have recently ordered that schools 
for girls shall be opened and supported by the Government. In Chung 
King an association has been formed for this purpose, with a man of 
high literary attainments and reputation at its head. The school has 
been opened and is called “Girls’ School for Instruction in Virtue.” 
The teacher of this school has unbound her feet and the girls are pre- 
paring to follow her example. She paid a visit to our school and 
Miss Decker presented her with a copy of the New Testament. 


The demands for new missionaries at this station are imperative. 
Miss Decker will sever her connection with our society early in the 
current year, and Miss Jones will then be left to care for the board- 
ing school and its associated interests. Miss Manning has already 
been granted permission to return home and if the society hope to 
preserve her for future service and “usefulness her return must not 
now be delayed. 


The very helpful work among the women at this station will 
necessarily be closed when Miss Manning returns unless some one is 
sent to take her place, and the responsibility of discontinuing this sta- 
tion and of allowing the native women, among whom so goodly a 
work has already been wrought, and who are so eager for instruction, 
to lapse back into heathenism, because we fail to send them a teacher, 
is too great. to be incurred. 


Chentu. Chentu is one of the most needy places in all our mis- 
sion fields. Miss Collier has been for six years without any associate. 
Her physical resources were so exhausted that she found herself 
absolutely unable to carry her burden and responsibility any longer, 
and she was compelled to return home for rest and medical treat- 
ment. 


Nearly two years ago a piece of land was purchased for. a home 
for the missionaries and school. In the meantime rooms were fitted 
up in an old Chinese house to accommodate Miss Collier and the 
school girls, but just as they were ready to build, Miss Collier was 
ordered home, and since then all work on the building has been sus- 
pended. 


Six of the older girls were brought to the boarding school at 
Chung King and Mrs. Canright very kindly consented to look after 
the remainder. Mrs. Canright reports the work among the women as 
very encouraging. “Among the new inquirers there are some who 
appear to be very much in earnest. They are able to read and are 
greatly interested in the Bible.” 
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The attendance at church is very gratifying and in marked con- 
trast to what it has been in former years. Even on rainy Sundays it 
is not unusual to have the woman's side of the church filled, while on 
pleasant days it is difficult to find seating room for all who want to 
hear. After the preaching service is over, the women are usually 
invited to remain for a sort of conference. At these meetings ques- 
tians some times voluntarily tell their own experiences in answer to 
‘in as plain and convincing a manner as possible. The native Chris- 
tains some times voluntarily tell their own experiences in answer to 
the questions of the inquirers, and the story of their victories help 
to kindle the desire for further knowledge in the hearts of their more 
ignorant sisters. 

Mrs. Canright, adds—‘The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
needs at least three workers here now. And how many have we? 
Well, when the overworked sister, who is now home on furlough re- 
turns and brings with her the two needed recruits, we shall have 
three. In the meantime, the Society is represented by one assistant 
missionary, borrowed from the ranks of the Parent Board workers, 
who in addition to her service, looketh to the ways of her house- 
hold, and such ways, only those who have looked to them in China 
can know.” 

A missionary writing in that Province says: 

“In a crowd of women to whom we were talking one morning, 
when out on an itinerating trip, why was it our attention was directed 
especially to one white haired woman of seventy? She became re- 
sponsive, telling of her “Gin-tang” (prayer hall) that is, special idols 
set up in her own home to whom she chants prayer daily. The new 
message she was hearing evidently impressed her and she was strong- 
ly inclined to accept, till alas, the command ‘Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me’ was presented, when ‘she must take time to con- 
sider and get the idols comfortably settled in some temple.’ The 
suggestion that burning them and accepting Jesus Christ only was 
the right thing to do no doubt, struck dismay into her devout heart. 
At a second visit we were glad to see her again but after listening 
pn two successive days most attentively to the story of salvation 
through Christ, her conclusion was, that it was too late for her to 
change. ‘If one had told me this news thirty years ago when I went 
to Chung King on purpose to learn these prayers and set up my “Gin- 
tang, I would have accepted; now I am too old to change. Our heart 
asked as we heard that sad conclusion—‘Oh, why was Christ’s mes- 
senger not here at that time?’ How many other souls will likewise 
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upbraid us who have known the glad tidings all our lives long? 
Away in a small country village a woman first listened attentively. to 
the Gospel one day last. winter. Time was short, there were many 
similar villages to visit, so after two or three hours work, we passed 
on, hoping to pass that way again. Three months later the Presiding 
Elder -of that district again visited that village. Mrs. Liang came up 
for examination and was enthuiastically reported by the examiner, as 
passing a “better examination than most of the men.’ In the three 
months so diligently had she studied with her husband that she knew 
the catechism by heart and not a little of-the Gospel narrative. Well 
done, for a woman who had previously no acquaintance with the 
difficult Chinese idiograph. Her husband, though a student of and a 
believer in the Word, has not been taken on probation because a slave 
to opium. After another interval of three months, word came back 
from this same pastor, ‘Mrs. Lang is still doing well and will probably 
be baptized in six months.’ The message was heard but once, yet 
taken by the Spirit into her heart with this happy result.” 


Can this important plea that is repeated from every mission 
station in the far away lands, like the refrain of a song, receive any 
affirmative response? Are we able, or will we be able, to say to. those 
who on the border land watch and wait and importune us—“Hold 
the fort for we are coming?” Sometimes in our earnestness it seems 
as if we can only cry, “How long, O Lord, shall we wait for Thy sal- 
vation,” and then we remember that 

“Thousands at his bidding speed 


And post o’er land and ocean without rest; 
They also serve who only stand and wait.”

MISSIONARIES IN CHARGE OF WORK.

Girls’ 


Boarding School, 145 pupils have been enrolled, each one clothed 


by her parents or relatives; forty-one paid board in full; 


thirty 
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paid in part by working at lace making part of the day. A marked 
advance in sentiment and principle from the days when parents 
received fees for allowing their daughters to attend, and everything 
was furnished the girls without cost. Fourteen are from the Mary 
E,. Crook Children’s Home. At the Chinese New Year seven were 
graduated, of whom two were married, and in their homes are 
living for Jesus and teaching in our schools. Three give all their 
time to teaching in our schools, and the other two have entered the 
Seminary, but teach half a day in the Boarding School. The grow- 
ing sentiment against early betrotnal is seen in the large number of 
the unbetrothed in the school. In the spring twenty of the girls 
united with the church and a number more were baptized. There 
are eleven day schools scattered through the District with 150 pupils. 
The Society has a most desirable site for the Home for the In- 
dustrial Work, carried by Miss Adams; a self supporting work by a 
self supporting missionary. She was happy to return and help her 
200 widows; making a brave struggle for life. Miss Parkinson writ- 
ing September 7, says: “I have been a little more than a month in 
Foochow, and have been attending to repairs in order that the Sem- 
inary may be in good condition for the opening of school, the 10th 
inst. The work is progressing nicely and we hope the next semester 
will show a greater improvement in every respect, in this department of 
the work. Miss Ruby Sia will work with me next year. Work at 
the Liang Au Hospital has been carried on by Drs. Lyon and Masters 
and the evangelistic by Miss Wells. Dr. Masters has had the out 
cases and part of those at the schools, and has served as treasurer 
since Mrs. Wilcox’s retirement. Dr. Hu has continued to use the 
little old building called the City Hospital, and the latest word was 
that there is hope of better accommodations; a beginning having 
been made for the new hospital on a site secured by Dr. Masters. 
A small building 24x28 feet, two stories in height with seven airy 
rooms, especially for contagious cases when needed, and two kitchens, 
had been commenced. She hoped for its completion in October. 


When the foundations were being laid quite a crowd gathered, 
and the doctor thought it was a good opportunity to find out if they 
were pleased to have the hospital in their neighborhood, so, calling 
a literary man she said: “Are you not glad to see us building? We 
will soon be your neighbors.” He replied immediately: “We are 
delighted, a hospital is very different from a church. Doctor, you 
have made many cures in our families, of course you don’t remember 
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us, but we will never forget you.” Doctor says they will soon find 
out that a Christian hospital is part of a Christian church. During 
the year the hospital has had 925 patients; the dispensary 15,590; 
patients in homes, 905; making a grand total of patients 16,495. 


In the hospital the message has been given to 16,746 hearers and 
in the dispensary to 19,731. Total of hearers is 43,322. It may well 
be called Grand total. 

Mary E. Crook Children’s Home. Mrs. Tippett’s heart and hands 
have been full as she has mothered thirty-three babies and seven 
boarders. In March seven of the little ones too small to walk, 
were baptized. She says: “The Heavenly Father did not give 
me the privilege of promising for my very own, in baptism, that I 
would bring them up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, but He 
has for these, and how I do praise Him that he so entrusts me, and 
what a sense I have of the responsibility.” When Dr. Lyon was 
planning to vaccinate them she reminded me that “Sonny’s” father 
said “Sonny had been both baptized and vaccinated, and neither 
took. I hope, said Mrs. Tippet, in this case both will take. She 
gave much time and oversight to building the addition to the Home, 
and expected it to be ready for use in August. 


Ming Chiang. Blessings in abundant measure have rested upon 
Miss Peters and the students in the training school. Miss Long- 
street’s return to the district work, left Miss Peters free for the 
interests of the school and oversight of the new buildings for home 
and school, in which they are now located. 

She is pronounced in praise for her native teacher, and her helper, 
a girl of 29 years, who has served also as matron. ‘Thirty-two has 
been’ the average attendance at the school. Miss Peters tells of a 
girl admitted under peculiar circumstances, to the school; her age 
represented to be thirteen, though in fact, not more than nine or 
ten. After one term she was taken out to live with her husband in 
a house occupied by three hundred people, sixty of whom use opium. 

.. Dr. Carleton rejoices over her new hospital, the Nathan Sites 

Memorial, called the “Good Shepherd Hospital,” which will accom- 
modate twenty-five patients, without crowding. All are under one 
roof, hospital, dispensary and home. 

Ku Cheng. Miss Rouse broke down under weight of the work 
she was carrying in the city and the District, and a return home be- 
came imperative. Miss Travis, sent to her assistance, has made fine 
progress in the language, and is helpful in many ways. 
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Districts. Miss Allen reporting for Hok Chiang, Hia-Lang 
and Ku Cheng districts, says: “Located at Ngu Cheng we have 
a Girls’ Boarding School, a Woman's Training School of twenty wo- 
men, and a Romanized school of fifteen women, At Tang Tau, the 
largest place on Hai Tang island we have a Woman's Training school, 
Scattered over three districts we have thirty day schools and twenty- 
nine Bible women. How many missionaries are there to look 
after this work and do evangelistic work on these districts? Only 
one! She speaks of the impossibility of teaching in the schools and 
examining the day schools in the districts and helping the Bible 
women in evangelistic work. For three years Miss Allen worked 
alone, with the exception of four months’ assistance from Mabel 
Sia. What a sad disappointment that death has been to all of us? 
Before Miss Allen took the work Miss Trimble carried it on alone. 
Miss Allen has given her time chiefly to the schools in Ngu-Cheng. 
A girl teaching in the boarding school, occupied the pulpit for three 
Sundays in her village. Her audience consisted of about 200 sturdy 
farmers. If our people realized the beautiful results that follow the 
distribution of pictures from the Sunday school lesson-rolls more 
of them would be sent. The Christian women of the three districts 
have given $35 to support an orphan in India. ; 


One old lady walked ten miles to bring in $8, her missionary dues 
for three years; no one having called for it. 


Miss Linam, reporting from North Yeng Ping District's Wo- 
man’s Training School, says that though smallpox, measles and other 
diseases have been prevalent about them, they have had very little 
sickness. Seventeen has been the average attendance. Not all re- 
main through the entire course of study, but even one term works 
a surprising change in their lives and homes. This year the women 


paid $10 missionary money, and $20 toward buying seats for the new 
church, 


The Bible women have had an unbroken year of service and great 
good has resulted from their efforts. The day schools are all in better 
condition than last year. Besides the girls who come regularly 
each day, a number of women attend in the evening. Two new 
schools have been opened. 

The W. F. M. S. auxiliary on Feng Ping District is very much 
alive; they raised this year $50. Miss Hartford in charge of the 
south Yeng Ping district, with its boarding school, day schools and 
Bible women’s work has cared for these great interests with her 
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characteristic faithfulness, though interrupted in service by frequent 
illness, herself and others, requiring several trips to Foochow. She 
was in Dr. Hu’'s hospital for some time. She reports everything in 
good condition.

Hing-Hua. Early in the year the Hamilton Girls’ School was 
removed to its new and commodious quarters. Much more satis- 
factory work is now possible, especially in the housekeeping depart- 
ment, which is carried on entirely by the girls. Miss Westcott has 
been alone in the care of this large school during Miss Varney’s 
absence on furlough. 

In writing of the evangelistic work Miss Wilson reports that at 
the close of the Bible Training school in the spring, she held a three 
weeks’ Normal school for teachers and bible women. 

‘Her examination of the day school gave evidence of a higher 
grade of work than formerly. A class of fifteen that had completed 
two years’ course was received into the Boarding School. ° 
pas Many of the pupils have been led to decide for Christ. In one” 
school all the girls, who, with a single exception, come from heathen 
families, are asking for baptism. They are intelligent and earnest 
and give evidence of being truly converted. They plead with their 
parents to become Christians, and no amount of ridicule turns them 
from their purpose. 

The Bible women are doing faithful work. Under their in- 
struction a much larger per- cent. of women than ever before can 
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read their Bible. Nine Bible women were sent out from the Train- 
ing School the past year. Several women are waiting to enter when 
the funds on hand are sufficient. 


Miss Wilson makes a strong plea for a Widow’s Home, and 
the Finance Committee approves an estimate of $2,000 for this: pur- 
pose. She writes: “On my country. trips I find so many poor wo- 
men left husbandless, childless, homeless, friendless, by the plague 
which increases from year to year. These poor creatures plead for 
something to do. ‘Surely you have some work; only enough to 
feed us.’ One woman followed me for miles, saying: ‘Ill do any- 
thing you want me to do.’ If there were any place where these 
women could be sheltered there might be work found for them, but 
as it is there is nothing but turn them away.” 


Sieng-iu. Miss McHose will have charge of the Jsabel Hart 
Girls’ School, for which she is well qualified. 


In June four women graduated from the Bible Training School, 
of whom Miss Lebeus says: “It is really wonderful how these 
womert unfold when they are taught.” Considerable excitement was 
occasioned by a case of plague which occurred in the school. Miss 
Lebeus served as physician, nurse and general director and saved 
the woman’s life. She was made very happy by the fact that none 
of the students left through fear and that all cheerfully obeyed orders 
in every particular. 


Much of her time has of necessity been given to supervising the 
erection of the German Memorial Home for the missionaries, which 
they are now joyfully occupying, and the Margaret E. Nast Hos- 
pital, which nears completion. The latter is the gift of Mrs. William 
Gamble in memory of her mother. They are indebted to a non- 
Methodist gentleman for several fine cases of instruments, valued 
at $500. Dr. Emma Betow has been sent out to take charge of this 
hospital. Before the building is ready for its final purpose, it will 
_ be used in the entertainment of the Annual Conference, which meets 
in Sieng-iu this fall for the first time. Surely it and all the com- 
pound will be hallowed by the presence of the workers, native and 
foreign, numbering over one hundred. 

Ing-Chung. Miss Todd and Miss Marriott have toiled on another 
year by themselves in this great western district, and still without 
the Home and the Girls’ School buildings so long prayed for and 
so sorely needed. One cannot avoid wondering however they man- 
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aged in the crowded Woman’s School building during Miss Mar- 

riott’s severe illness with small pox. That Miss Todd was enabled 

to nurse her back to health affords reason for deep gratitude. 
These faithful missionaries should be reinforced without delay.

While war and rumors of war have filled many a native heart 
with fear there has been but very little real hindrance to our work, 
none at all in the south, but very, very little in and around Seoul, 
and even in the north it was but a short time that there was any 
disturbance. The fact that, when Dr. Allen, the United States 
minister, sent up a cruiser to bring away the ladies and children, they 
could not bring themselves to leave the native Christians to their fate, 
none of our W. F. M. S. workers leaving except Dr. Esther Pak and 
two assistants, gave courage to the natives so that those who had fled 
soon returned. 
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The Exodus to Hawati in consequence of efforts from planters 
there to secure laborers, has caused much more anxiety and loss to 
our work. Not only common laborers, which class includes many of 
our most reliable Christians, but teachers and interpreters were called 
for, and such inducements held out to them that the people in their 
poverty believed Hawaii to be a land in which milk and honey flows 
and for a time it seemed as if we were to lose all of our best trained 
workers. The only comfort is in the thought that the Spirit of the 
Lord will be with them and use them to the saving of souls in these 
plantations. 


Seoul. In the boarding school only 7 new girls were taken in 
early in the fall, because it was not deemed wise tw increase the num- 
ber of pupils at a time when no one knew what dangers were before us. 
The teachers resolved that they would not, in case of trouble, send 
the girls to their homes as was done in the time of war in 1894, a 
number of them being lost to us by being married into heathen homes, 
unless they themselves were forced to leave. They laid in large 
supplies of rice, beans, dried fish and fuel, so that if it had been nec- 
esary they could have endured a seige of six months. Fortunately 
this did not come, but when the presence of thousands of Japanese 
soldiers caused exorbitant prices for everything to be asked they were 
very glad of the stores on hand. ° 


Mrs. Grace Morn, the very efficient native teacher, went to Hawaii 
with her husband, but her place has been very satisfactorily filled by 
another of the former pupils, Mrs. Jennie Kim. 


The evangelistic work has been carried on as usual, though with 
a.depleted force of workers, not the needed attention could be given 
it. With the return of Mrs. Scranton to Maud Memorial, Miss Guth- 
affel somewhat initiated in the language and the help of Miss Miller, 
more can be done. Mrs. Lewis, and Mrs. Sharp have devoted much 
of their time to country work. The medical work has been carried on 
under difficulties, the greatest of which has been the lack of a new 
hospital building. The only operating room is not only very small, 
but must be used as consulting room for the daily clinics. The wards 
are far too few and too small as well as inconveniently situated. The 
great need of our work is this new hospital which has been asked for 
again and again. 


Miss Edmonds has worked hard in opening and. carrying on the. 
work of training her first class of nurses, a faint idea of her’ difficulties 
can be gained when we remember that the language had not even a 
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word for nurses. The return of Dr. Ensberger leaves Dr. Cutler even 
more burdened than before. 

Chemulpo. The work on this district includes not only the sea- 
port and outlying village, but numerous islands and also more distant 
work on the mainland. The work has been encouraging. Prayer 
meetings have been well attended and the Epworth League in the 
town has often had an attendance of over fifty on Tuesday afternoon. 
On February 9th, while the battle was raging in the harbor the League 
was holding its regular service. The day school here, which has al- 
ways been considered a very successful one, has passed all former 
records deSpite the fact that four times a change of teacher was nec- 
essary. Since April 1st an Ewa girl, newly married to a young 
Christian here has been in charge and not only has the enrollment 
increased from 25 to 70, but excellent work is being done. Emma, 
the teacher, came into the Ewa school some years ago as an ignorant, 
lawless heathen child, but she has developed into a strong Christian 
woman who is doing splendid work for the Master. At Kangwna we 
have a school of fifteen girls whose teacher works without salary. Our 
ladies have done a great deal of traveling in the district and have held 
six Study Classes, with an aggregate attendance of 189 women, many 
walking long distances to come to the Class, one woman came twenty 
miles, carrying her baby of one and a half years old on her back. This 
work was so successful that they hope to spend the entire coming 
winter holding such classes. We hope that the promised and as much 
needed home for our missionaries in Chemulpo can be built during the 
coming year. 

Pyeng. Yang and the north. This part of the country was for a 
time quite excited about the war and the presence of large numbers 
of soldiers frightened many into leaving their homes, but the very 
fact that our missionaries remained helped much to reassure them and 
our work went on as before. Study classes were held here, one was 
attended by 120, the other by 95 women. The women gathered from 
a radius of fifty miles or more. The spirit of self support is encour- 
aged, not only in these Study classes, where only the most needed are 
helped, but throughout the country our people are doing well in sup- 
porting the church by their gifts which, though small, represent much 
Sacrifice, : 

The people on the whole are receptive and ready to hear, our 
Christians are anxious to learn, native workers must be trained in 
large numbers. Those on the field are doing their utmost, but all they 
can do is but little in comparison to what is needed. More mission- 
aries must be sent or the work suffer.

Hakodate, The past year has brought an experience of mingled ‘ 


rejoicing and grieving to the missionaries of the Girls’ School—re- 
joicing over the bright prospect of enlarged accommodations, so long 
needed, and grieving over the present lack of room which compels re- 
fusal of a large number of applicants for admission, Especially is this 
true of the kindergarten that has an average attendance of over fifty 
children, while seventy are awaiting their turn to enter, A.plea was 
made by Miss Singer for an extra allowance to rent another room for 
these, which unfortunately could not be granted, The total enrollment 
in all departments was 279, 


The work of the school has progressed satisfactorily, although 
under same difficulties, Miss Dickerson writes: “We have such a con- 
tented, happy lot of girls, We are soon to lose another teacher by 
marriage, the third this year, but as she has given us eight years of 
faithful service since graduating, we ought not to complain, and do not 
—only—sometimes we do wish that men would not choose our teach- 
ers for their wives, it is so upsetting,” 


Much interest has centered about the new: property, consisting of 
eighteen acres of rolling meadow land, well located on the Isthmus, 
where stashine and fresh air and opportunity for out-of-door exercise 
will materially contribute to the physical well being of the pupils. 


ee € 
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Plans for the buildings are perfected and active work upon them will 
begin in the spring. 

Miss Hampton has been unable to devote as much time as usual 
to the evangelistic work. The Bible women have labored faithfully. 
In addition to their ordinary duties they planned for the visit of Miss 


Smart, temperance evangelist, arranging for all the meetings and col- 
lecting whatever was needed to cover expenses. 


Hirosaki. Mrs. Alexander, principal, reports a good year for the 
Girls’ School. She was much pleased with the work of Mrs. Takasugi 
as head teacher, but, as it is sometimes difficult and embarrassing for 
a woman to represent the school before the public, it was considered 
best by all concerned to return to the custom of having a man for 
that position, and Mr. Yoshida, an earnest Christian, was secured to 
take charge of the opening of the spring term. 


During the year seventeen girls were baptized. 


Mrs. Alexander says, “One of the pleasantest events of the year 
was an informal social and religious meeting with mothers and grand- 
mothers of our girls. The phonograph broke the ice and loosened 
the tongues, and we had such a good time together that all were 
delighted with the suggestion that we have such a meeting every two 
months. Thus we have the nucleus of what we trust may prove a 
flourishing mothers’ meeting. Some of the women probably heard 
the story of Christ for the first time, but we believe it will not be the 
last. 


Hirosaki is a great military center, and twice this spring when 
the reserves have been called in, the school building has been used 
as a distributing center for bedding for the soldiers. The King’s 
Daughters are busy knitting warm gloves for those called to the 
front, and on a recent holiday the girls requested that the money 
usually spent for cakes be contributed instead to the war fund.” 

Miss Southard, in reporting the work of the Kindergarten, men- 
tions the encouraging fact that mothers are taking notice of the im- 
provement of their children in disposition and conduct, and are thus 
growing more and more to consider their own responsibility as moth- 
ers and to realize the necessity of co-operating with the teacher to 
obtain the best results. Miss Yoshizawa, who has received special 
training in Folts Mission Institute in this country, succeeds Miss 

’ Southard, returned on furlough. She has entered upon her work 
with enthusiasm, but already send back a touching plea for larger 
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quarters in order to accommodate many who must otherwise be 
turned away. 


Miss Griffiths and her Bible women have had a busy year in 
city and evangelistic work. She says, “All Bible women have worked 
well. There has been no failure anywhere. Twice during the year 
they have met together in Hirosaki for conference, Bible study and 
prayer, and these have been times of refreshing to all. The evident 
growth in love for God’s Word, of confidence in the power of prayer, 
of joy in service, and longing for more spiritual power and wisdom 
in dealing with souls, augurs well for the solidity of their work. * 


“Several places have been visited for the first time and in some of 
these our meetings were the first Christian services ever held there. 
One village meeting was held in the play ground of the school house, 
with the permission of the head man of the village who was himself 
one of the sixty attentive hearers. We had met his wife at a store 
down the street, where others were demurring about letting us hold 
a meeting, and we overheard her say, ‘It is a good doctrine, Shall 
we not listen to it?? Then she hurried home and pretty soon the 
desired permission came. : . 


“Thus the work spreads. The Lord’s name be praised!” 


Sapporo. Miss Weaver, who was sent from the Central Conference 
to assist here during Miss Imhof’s furlough, expresses herself as 
delighted with the interesting city and with the class of people, who 
are less conservative, more intelligent and more like the people of 
the home land than in the South. She says, “Everywhere we find 
strong Christian women, graduates from our own schools, which 
makes us realize more than ever the value of our Boarding School 
work. One of the judges of Sapporo is the husband of one of our 
Aoyama girls. This man is not a Christian, but he says this of 
_ Christianity, ‘I think my wife is the finest woman in Japan, and that 
Christianity has made her so. If I ever become a Christian it will 
be owing to her influence.’ ” 


Miss Alexander has charge of the district work and reports that 
the faithful service of her Bible women is a constant joy. One of 
these made nearly one thousand calls, not altogether in one station 
but in outside places as well, where Christians live long distances 
apart. Another walked twelve miles and back in order to summon 
Christians to a special meeting. 


Mrs. Huett’s mothers’ meetings, sewing and cooking classes, are 
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an effective means of reaching the non-Christian women. 
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Her talks 


° to mothers are very popular as well as helpful, and embrace health 


talks and care of little ones, together with Bible lessons. 


A fine lot of one and a half acres has been purchased for a Home 


very greatly needed here.

The division known as Central Japan in our Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary statistics, has its centres in Tokyo, Yokohama, Nagoya, 
and Sendai, with their outlying districts. In this territory three girls’ 
boarding schools, two industrial schools, one Bible Woman’s training 
school are sustained, also seven day schools. These give instruction 
to three hundred and thirty-five boarding pupils, and one thousand 
and thirty-eight day scholars. Twenty-six Bible women are employed, 


three of whom are supported by the Bible Society. 


‘ 
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Tokyo, The report of the Aoyama Jo Gaquin in Tokyo, speaks 
of many changes during the year in the corps of workers, both foreign 
and Japanese, Miss, Bender, the Principal, is still at home on health 
leave, as is also Miss Daniel, Miss Weaver went to Sapporo, and Miss 
Alling is obliged to lay aside all work for a time. The school has 
been in charge of the Vice President, Miss M. A. Spencer, who has 
also kept an oversight on the evangelistic work to which she had been 
appointed, The newer teachers have put in extra hours of teaching, 
giving up study of the language, that the efficiency of the school might 
not be impaired, 


Within the year twelve young Christians have been baptized, and 
over forty are on probation, Four graduates of the higher class have 
received diplomas, and commenced teaching. From the academical 
course sixteen have graduated, seven of whom remain in the school 
for higher study, These are all earnest well-trained Christians, ready 
to promulgate the truth in any field’ to which they may be assigned. 
Application made to the government for recognition to the higher 
course of study has been approved. The advance in all respects has 
been noted with approval at the educational headquarters. One of 
our Christian graduates of Aoyama was employed in a Government 
school, consequently a non-Christian institution, Fearlessly she lived 
for Christ, winning the confidence of those in authority, who gave her 
responsible positions. When she finally left to be married, they ap- 
plied to Aoyama for another teacher of the same kind. 

The Harrison Industrial School reports one of the best years in 
its history, not in respect of numbers, but in the religious progress 
of the pupils, eleven of whom entered the church on probation, A 
new industry, the weaving of gold brocade, has been added to those 
already successfully taught, and a class of Physical Culture has been ~ 
introduced, 

Yokohama, The Higgins Memorial Training School in Yokohama 
has had thirty-three pupils in the year: Five graduates have entered 
work in as many fields, and there is a demand among the Bible Women 
themselves for a still more advanced line of study. 

Nagoya, The school at Nagoya, superintended by Miss Atkinson 
and Miss Watson, has quietly and steadily continued in its success. 
The additional accommodation, given by an alteration in the Chapel 
building, has added two new recitation rooms, and a room for physi- 
cal culture and organ lessons. Eleven of the girls united with the 
church on probation, eight of them being from heathen families. 
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Friday afternoons are given to class meetings for the Christian girls, 
and classes for special instruction to non-Christians. 


Sendai. The completion of the new building for the Industrial 
School at Sendai, was an occasion of rejoicing, and Miss Phelps writes, 
“the record of the year has been one of answered prayers.” The ap- 
propriation for the building was discovered to lack $200 of the neces- 
sary amount to make the building complete. A garden party was 
proposed by one of the Church members, which proved successful in 
raising the entire sum. 


The day schools are all in prosperous condition, though some of 


_ them are greatly needing larger and better accommodations. Any one 


interested in the beginnings and growth of Christian sentiment and 
experience in Japan, should read what is said of these schools in the 
last report of the Woman’s Japanese Conference, Seed is sown in 
the hearts of young children, that is shown in the fruit of later years. 
They have been the nucleus of many of our native churches. 


Mothers’ meetings, schools for the blind, King’s Daughters circles, 
Epworth Leagues, all combine to extend the knowledge of Jesus and 
his work through this still heathen country, which is so rapidly 
adopting western civilization. 


God has blest the undertaking to edit and publish a magazine in 
a foreign land, and in a foreign language. The Tokiwa has over seven 
hundred paid up subscribers. One woman sent in January five half 
year subscriptions to be mailed in her name as New Year's gifts. The 
popularity of the publications is shown in the fact that constant re- 
printing is necessary. A tract on the “Care of Young Children” and 
a “Wash-board Talk,” have each come to the third edition, and the 
“Invisible God” has reached the fifth edition of 10,000 copies. The 
editors are very ingenious and successful in seizing upon Japanese 
customs in preparing cards and rolls that will carry Bible truths, one 
was a set of illustrated Proverbs, another a monthly text roll, and a 
love calendar for 1904 on long narrow cards, convenient for hanging 
in Japanese houses. 

The patriotism of the women and children, finds expression in 
various forms of aid prepared and sent to the soldiers, who they feel 
are fighting and dying for the existence of their country. Surely every 
believer in Christ, and His Word, will pray that even this cruel war 
may hasten the coming of God’s kingdom to this whole nation, and 
throughout the world,

Wars and rumors of wars have not affected the growth of the 
work, or daunted the courage of the faithful band of workers in this 
field. Armies have marched and countermarched, but the work has 
gone on. The privations that always follow war has made it harder 
to stretch the appropriations so as to cover the greatest need. The 
schools are full and all the services are kept up. 


Nagasaki. Miss Russell, writing of the Nagasaki School the week 
of opening for the new. school year, said, “ninety-nine boarders al- 
ready there, and more were expected. Another foreign teacher is 
needed, and some one to care for the city and evangelistic work was 
urged as an imperative need. There are twelve woman's meetings 
held in the city of Nagasaki. These are regular services and exert a 
wide influence, besides Sunday schools, prayer meetings, and other 
forms of religious work, While the war has raised prices on évery- 
thing, and caused much privation to many, it has not shut any door 
open to Christian worship or Christian teaching, and we should be 
very careful that such a responsibility does not rest with us. It is a 
wonderful thing to follow the work in this big city. A little Sunday 
school soon grows into a preaching place, and the work of the Bible 
women bears fruit in new members and is soon followed by a preach- 
ing appointment and thus the leaven spreads. The medical work 
under Dr. Suganama, has also prospered and has proved as heretofore 
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a strong ally to the evangelistic work. Miss Melton’s return fills one 
great need in this district. 

Kagoshima. Miss Gheer who has “held the fort” alone for so 
long a time that we begin to think her equal to every call, needs another 
evangelistic worker. But this should be remedied speedily. 

Fukuoka. The school at Fukuoka, under Miss Mabel Seeds, has 
prospered in spite of short allowance of teachers and other helps, and 
the evangelistic work under Miss Leonora Seeds has been vigorously 
prosecuted, but she leaves for a short home trip and some one should 
take her place soon as possible. Japan should have not only the sym- 
pathy and help of the Christian world, but the prayers as well. It 
has been said that Japan was the “Great Britain of Asia.” Whether 
this is so or not, the redemption of Japan would be a large factor in 
sending the Gospel light to the dark countries in that hemisphere, and 
for this America should not give only, but pray.

. Besides the four girls’ boarding schools in Mexico, the W. F. M. 
S. supports eight day schools, the pupils numbering altogether 1,435 
children under our care. Sixty-five teachers are employed, fifty-nine 
of whom are members of the church, and eighty-four girls from the 
school have been received during the year into the Church. Two mis- 
sionaries employed last year have left our work, and another lady is 
_ on her way to supply one of these vacancies. 
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Mewico City, We were obliged to give immediate possession of 
the property sold in Mexico City, about the time of our last Execu- 
tive meeting; and having no suitable quarters into which to move, the 
Normal scholars of the school were sent to Puebla, two of the De- 
partments were closed, and the remainder of the pupils divided in 
separate houses, a necessity which greatly added to the labor of con- 
ducting the school and has been a serious inconvenience,  Conse- 
quently the attendance at this school has been only about one-third 
of that of last year, The new building was undertaken at once, and 
is rapidly approaching completion; it is expected to be in good shape 
for work by the first of the year, The Principal, Miss Temple, though 
comparatively new in her position, has proved equal to all emergen- 
cies, and the outlook ‘of the school is most encouraging, when under 
her capable and intelligent supervision it shall occupy the larger and 
more commodious habitation new being provided, Another Normal 
teacher will be needed immediately, upon the re-opening of the new 
building, Miss Ayers relieved from the necessity of teaching, has 
certainly found her true sphere in the evangelistic work she has so 
ardently desired for the two or three past years, She has drawn 
scores of poor Mexican women about her, and brought them into the 
Chureh, who through her are now living in the enjoyment of a per 
sonal experience in divine things, 

Puebla. The Normal School at Puebla was sustained at its high 
proficiency by Miss Purdy, while Miss Limberger was on her well- 
earned furlough, during the first six months of the year, The teach- 
ers of Drawing and English, both from the United States, have re- 
ceived their support from the tuititon fees in these departments, and 
great satisfaction is expressed with the progress of their pupils, When 
Miss Linberger returned ty May, renewed in strength of body and 
mind, a most hearty welcome greeted her, The first evening after her 
arrival, she slipped into the prayer meeting, finding the same earnest- 
ness and devotion in the services as before she left She wrote just 
then: “When I looked into the faces of those earnest, thoughtful 
girls, and saw how their clothing revealed the struggle they are mak- 
ing with poverty, in order to acquire an education, I wished I had 
more strength and opportunity to plead for them, while T was in the 
States.” She longed for the power to reach many more, than the 
present accommodations of the school permits, 

Guanafwato, Early in the scholastic year, one of the teachers left 
Guanajuato to return to the States. The additional work thrown 
upon Miss Dunmore was beyond her strength, and for some months

past she has been very ill, much of the time in the hospital. The school 
has been carried on by the native teachers, who are graduates from our 
own institutions in Mexico. A Bible Woman's Training School was 
commenced and successfully carried on while Miss Dunmore’s health 
permitted. It is probably the only one of its kind in Mexico, and has 
recently been under the care of the Pastor. 


Pachuca. There has been considerable gain in the number of 
scholars in Pachuca, to whom the Misses Bohannon and Hewitt give 
their entire devotion, and the school constantly expands in its influ- 
ence in the community. Excellent, though meagre accounts reach us 
from the day schools, especially those at Miraflores and Oroizava, 
these are shining as lights in dark places. Year after year the esti- 
mating committee of the Mexican Conference asks us to extend our 
work into Oaxaca, Leon and other places where the general Society 
is preaching the Gospel, and feels the need of girls schools to enforce 
and make their labor effectual. Year after year we leave out these 
places from the list of our appropriations, because we have not suffi- 
cient money to undertake new work. 

How long shall our Lord wait till His people shall hasten with 
the angel, who now “is flying in the midst of heaven, having the 
- everlasting Gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, to 
every nation, and kindred, and tongue and people.”

Montevideo. “The Revolution has played havoc with all my plans” 
so Miss Hewett writes early in the year, “and our school is much 
smaller than usyal, still we hope that in a few months peace may 
again reign, 166 Pupils were enrolled, many of whom were from the 
most. wealthy and influential Spanish families in Montevideo, and 
these were Roman Catholics. All studied the Bible and received 
Christian teaching. The wealthy families pay tuition as do most 
others, but we never turn away a poor Spanish girl. The rich and 
the poor sit side by side.” This is the only one of our W. F. M. S. 
schools that carries the girls through the higher grades and sends 
them out as teachers. Four graduates have gone as Christian teach- - 
ers to Paraguay, three to Argentine Republic, while most of our 
own teachers are graduates from our school. Both Miss Hewett and 
Miss Kneeland renew their pleading for a new hall, which is greatly 
needed for the further advancement of the school, (there is space 
for such a building in the rear of our lot) which could be an as- 
sembly all, class rooms and gymnasium. With these additional rooms 
the boarding department can be enlarged and more girls taken in, 
whereas, now some are being refused on, account of lack of room. 
The demand for the English language in Montevideo is great at this 
time and all eyes are turned toward our school. Could the accom- 
modations be enlarged, the enrollment would doubtless be doubled ~ 
in a few months. Last commencement a celebrated physician, influ- 
ential in political circles and a strong Roman Catholic, said to Miss 
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Hewett, after congratulating her on the work of her school: “What 
this country requires is a few hundred women like the American wo- 
men who come down here.” Our school is training native girls to be 
earnest Christians with strong self reliant characters. 


Early in the year Miss Susan A. Walker went to Montevideo 
to take the place of Miss Kneeland, whose health demanded her re- 
turn home, and bravely entered upon the duties of the school and 
later was left alone to have the supervision of all the work, as Miss 
Hewett felt obliged to take her overdue furlough. Had it not been 
that Miss Hewett confidently expected a helper to be sent to Miss 
Walker, she would have delayed even yet longer taking the rest which 
she much needed. Cheerfully and uncomplainingly has Miss Walker 
borne the burden of the new work, which has been neither easy nor 
without perplexity. On account of scarletina the house was closed 
for a month and the sessions of the school were held in Victoria 
Hall, recently built by the English people. Through Miss Walker's 
wise management the disease did not spread. Miss Hewett writes 
that the general condition of the Home and school which are to- 
gether is quite pleasant and comfortable, The dormitories are not» 
as convenient as could be desired, but do not leak as in former days. 
A wooden floor in the parlor has replaced the one of tile, which 
gathered the dampness during the winter, causing much discomfort. 


The Primary room-has been a great comfort and because of it 
many more new pupils have been cared for. More workers are ear- 
nestly desired for this needy station. 


Rosario. Miss Swaney reports as follows: “The schools opened 
promptly in March, and have continued without interruption. The 
attendance was affected in the day school by unusually severe winter 
weather causing colds and influenza. There has been no illness in 
the Home. The charity school keeps a roll of 140 girls and continu- 
ally refuses others for lack of room, The city schools are insuffi- 
cient. The poor are crowded out and come to us. I wish the pay 
school were as full. The hard times keep us at last year’s numbers. 
Besides while we delay building, the Catholics are putting up fine 
schools at a great cost and drawing the pupils.” 


Most of the teachers in these schools received their preparatory 
education in our own mission schools, and all are native born of 
European descent, more or less remote. It has been necessary to pay 
higher salaries on account of the increased living expenses, in one 
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instance, Miss Swaney making up the amount by giving private les- 
sons to a high-class pupil. Miss Swaney further writes: “The cost 
of living gives anxious care in the Home. It is hard, even impossible, 
to make the scholarship money cover everything. I have refused fif- 
teen applications for places in the Home this year.” 


From the foregoing we see the imperative need of larger accom- 
modations, 


The latest letter from Miss Swaney reports that a fine piece of 
ground on which to erect the long-desired building has been pur- 
chased on the Boulevard Argentine on the south side of the city. It 
is twice as large as the old site, having a front of 110 feet, and a depth 
of 802 feet. It faces the south and is on the middle of the square. On 
this land it is the plan to erect a roomy building of two stories and 
a basement plain, solid and permanent. With the arrival of Dr. 
Drees on the field the building operations will doubtless be pushed 
as rapidly as possible. 


Buenos Ayres. At Conference Miss Le Huray reports: “The past 
year has been a most successful one. With increased accommodations 
we have been enabled to take in more children, the numbers being 
112, 27 of whom have been boarders, while 6 hold scholarships under 
our Society, Our teaching force consists of the same seVen teachers 
as last year, One of our graduates from the normal school, a former 
scholarship girl, now places her services at the disposal of this So- 
ciety, before looking elsewhere for work, which shows a sense of obli- 
gation for benefits received at the hands of the W. F. M. S.. The 
Bible Women have worked for the Society, but one, owing to sick- 
ness in her family, has been obliged to resign her position. 


Lima. Miss Elsie Woods reports as follows: “The four schools 
in Callao belonging to the mission closed before Christmas for the 
summer vacation and all finished up very successfully. These schools 
mean much to the community, as they are forming a new kind of 
young people. I entered new work the first of February here in 
Lima, the school of Miss Elvira Garcia y Garcie, who was broken 
down under the stress of carrying the burden of day school, boarders 
and financial risk, She has built up what, in many ways is the best 
girls’ school in the city. I am responsible for the day school. There 
are 140 pupils in the school, a falling off from the last year’s num- 
bers, partly because of the plague and partly because the friars have 
warned the mothers not to send their girls to a heretic. When we 
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have a building, which is much needed, we can be independent of the 
friars and have a large Sunday school.” Miss Bertha Wood has 
charge of the girls’ high school in Lima this year.

Lovetch. “When school was opened in September, 1903,” says 
Miss Davis, “the prospects were not the most encouraging. Miss 
Blackburn had started westward in the July preceding for her regular 
year’s furlough. That left one missionary alone to “hold the fort.” 
To be sure, the spirit was willing and the flesh was certainly of aver- 
age strength, but simply holding the fort meant in this case the 
carrying of the entire responsibilities of the station and school, add- 
ing to the regular hours of class-work, feeling constantly the need 
of more accurate command of the Bulgarian language for all school 
work is in the native tongue. 

And in all was the constant sense of loneliness like unto that of 
the desert island for the two W. F. M. S. missionaries form the entire 


English-speaking population of Lovetch and aside from the annual 
visit of the Bishop no face from the home land is seen from beginning 


to end of the year. 


Moreover, merely to “hold the fort” does not satisfy either of 
these two missionaries. Whether both are on the field or only one, 
neither is content unless advance can be reported. 


So, under the circumstances, it was with real apprehension that 
your solitary representative met the opening of the school year. Other 
unusual phases of the situation played their part in affecting the 
prospects, Where the missionary force is small the absence of one 
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is the more noticeable and enemies of the. work are prompt to assume 


and announce that it, betokens failure and is the beginning of. the 
end, etc. 


Unusual disturbances distressed the land and affected the home 
life of the people. Every boy and man subject to draft into the army 
had received his billet requiring instant preparation of equipment and 
demanding complete readiness to march on active duty on twelve 
hours’ notice. War was daily expected and regarded as all but in- 
evitable and the effect on the nation was almost as serious as if it had 
actually broken out. Parents hesitated to send their daughters from 
home to school and either kept them at home or delayed the sending 
so long as to seriously hinder school work. Prices were of course 
affected so that the matter of keeping down the bills, always a care 


bringing more or less anxiety, became an item of more than ordinary 
difficulty. 


The regular day for opening fell early on the calendar and-only a 
fraction of the usual number of pupils presented themselves. _Es- 
pecially of tne boarding pupils but a small proportion were promptly 
here on time. Day by day, however, attendance increased till the en- 
rollment was full. One new girl among the boarding pupils was taken 
sick soon after arrival and had to be sent home. As the graduating 
class of tne previous year was unusually large (over one-fourth of the 
entire school) their passing out left many vacant places and in con- 
‘sequence many of the pupils this year were new. 


By a judicious dividing up of class work Miss Blackburn’s classes 
were all provided for among the regular teachers. Changes in the 
faculty made the employment of three new teachers necessary; only 
one, however, being entirely new in the school, that of the French 
department. This place was filled by Miss Hanna Diem, a sister of 
Miss Lydia Diem, whose work here for a number of years aS a mis- 
sionary is well known. Miss Hanna Diem is a young woman of most 
lovely and lovable character so that in addition to her work as in- 
structor in French she is an acquisition of rare value in the school; — 
one whose influence will tell not only as she goes in and out among 
the girls from day to day, but also in the deeper, more lasting way 
by which we so earnestly hope and seek to win the whole lives of 
these girls committed to our care. ; 

The other two new teachers, Misses Ella and Freda Gutt, for 
sewing and music respectively, are both graduates of the school. They 
are young women of noble character and exert a wholesome and 
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beautiful influence in the school. After finishing the course in the 
school at Lovetch they spent two years in study at Dresden, Miss 
Ella Gutt making special preparation for teaching sewing and draw- 
ing while doing advanced work in English, German and French; her 
sister devoting her entire time to study in the Dresden Conservatoty 
of Music. Miss Freda Gutt is a naturally gifted musician. When 
entering the Conservatory the praise given her for her excellent train- 
ing was a fine commendation for the musical course of our school. 
Her work here this year, although her first experience in teaching 
showed how well merited was the praise of her instructors both here 
and at Dresden. 

Among the new girls of those supported on scholarships two were 

especially interesting. One Elenka Draganova, is the daughter of a 
shepherd who, entirely alone in his locality, bravely maintains his 
Protestant principles, training up his children in the faith and making 
his home a veritable light set upon a hill. Elenka is a bright, frank 
little maiden, full of fun, but always ready with her lessons. She had 
made a beginning in the study of English at home so that she was 
able to omit the first class and enter the second, where she promptly 
took her place among the best and maintained it throughout the 
year. Her letters to her father were full of accounts of the meetings 
and her enjoyment in and benefit from them. 
: Another as interesting, though from an entirely different home, 
was Sofieka Manolova._ Her father, a musician in the army, con- 
verted some two or.three years ago, is staunch in his new faith and 
able to hold his own in its defense against any attack. The family 
in their home have endured constant persecution from the priests 
who did not hesitate when the husband was first converted, to use 
their utmost endeavors to destroy their family life. They offered 
to put the children into schools and support them if the wife would 
leave her husband. The wife, although not then converted, pluckily 
replied that her husband was a much better man and husband than 
before the change in his faith, and she would not leave him nor give 
their children into the care of the priests; that if his Bible and 
Protestant faith had been the cause of the change in her husband, she 
was willing, and hoped he would keep both; and that as the priests 
had never discovered them in their poverty before her husband be- 
came a Protestant she thought they could get along now without them 
when their life was happier and better than they had ever known be- 
fore. Later the wife herself came into the church and the family 
is now a happy unit in its faith.

From such a home we received Sofieka, a bright little girl ready 
for the second class in school, Though very quiet, she seems to 
possess something of: her father’s resolute spirit and among the girls 
is ever ready upon occasion to show her colors. Though the family 
have come so recently into the church, their experience with the priests 
have sharpened their wits in defense of their faith and Sofieka, al- 
though young, has already learned much of the spirit of the Ortho- 
dox church and how it must be met, 


Routine school work is never to be regarded as the ultimate end 
of our work here. So this year, while we tried to fulfill faithfully 
these lesser requiremeyts, the higher aims of our work were never 
forgotten, Throughout the year with earnest prayer and tactful care, 
constant endeavor was made for advancement in the true aim of the 
work, the training of these girls in the principles of Christianity and 
the awakening in their hearts of a desire for and a knowledge of a 
faith that shall be more real than the Bulgarian blind obedience to 
the three church rites that comprise nearly the sum total of their so- 
called “christianity,” i, e, the Orthodox church ceremonies for bap- 
tism, marriage and burial, 


It was a pleasure beyond words to see the new girls coming— 
(voluntarily)—into the Tuesday evening class meeting. This meeting 
is primarily for Protestant girls, their own meeting for prayer and 
testimony, heart-to-heart talks on the daily experiences of their Chris- 
tian lives. Attendance on it by an Orthodox girl is usually regarded 
as a tacit admission that she is no longer fortifying herself against 
“Protestant influence” and not seldom has a girl through this small 
beginning learned to love the Christ whom her own church does not 
exalt. 


A good spirit of religious interest seemed present among the 
girls at all times during the year, At the mid-winter holidays special 
meetings of a revival character were held and a class of girls was 
received into the church in full connection. 


The Epworth League had a prosperous year. Of especial value 
and interest were the monthly literary meetings where the characters 
of world-famous people of modern times were studied and discussed. 

In the W. F. M. S. local auxiliary “and systematic study of “Lux 
Christi” was made the basis of work at the monthly meetings. Great 
credit is due this Bulgarian auxiliary for its up-to-date mission study 
since the greater number of its members have only a very modest 
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knowledge of English, many are entirely unable to read any _——— 
but their own and some cannot do that. 


The work of the “Woman's Society,” as we call it here, how- 
ever, we count one of the best means that we have for interesting 
the native women in something outside of their idle superstitions and 
doorstep gossip. Of all classes the women I think are the hardest to 
reach. Outside of the school and through the League it is compar- 
atively easy to win the confidence of the younger people, both girls 


_ and boys; but the older women are so devoted to observances even 


when admitting their senselessness, so suspicious of anything new, 
so persistently content in their own miserable condition, they seem 
often utterly unapproachable. Persuaded now and then into attend- 
ance at a church service they may admit afterward that it is good, 
even better than their own, that the Protestant faith brings what their 
own church never teaches, but their approval, if given, always ends 
with, “But it is not for us, not for us.” They may even be willing 
that their children should adopt the new ways, but for themselves 
will say they are “too old to change,” falling back at last on the in- 
variable and deep-rooted maxim of Bulgaria that “what has not 
been, cannot be.” 

But in the Woman’s Society they become interested in something 
outside of themselves; as they study the development of Christianity 
elsewhere they cannot fail to learn at least a little of its sweet influ- 
ences and s0 little by little the leaven enters their lives. 

You will remember the village of. Bohemian Slavs for whom a 
teacher was asked when_I wrote about the appropriations a year ago. 
Government permission to open the school is still ungranted although 
petition after petition has been made and I have myself seen and 
personally interviewed the Minister of Education in regard to the 
the matter. At one time the District Inspector frankly assured the 
people that he would “guarantee the permission within three months 
if it was to be a public school,” but that we cannot agree to for ob- 
vious reasons. For a few weeks last winter a woman of the village 
who understood how to read and write gathered some forty of the 
children daily into her home and tried to teach them a little of what 
she knew, but even this is not permitted by Bulgarian law, and was 
at the risk of imprisonment. 

And so the poor villagers are still without the teacher we are so 
desirous of sending them, although efforts are still making for the 
necessary permission. 
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Looking back over the year it seems one continuous proof of the 
guiding providence of our Heavenly Father, who daily accepts the 
humblest efforts of His children. And so we leave it with Him, filled 
as it was with anxieties and joys, with cares and blessings, knowing 
that all was an offering ‘for the love of Christ and in His name,”. and 
that no bit of service so far as it was faithful can ever be lost.” 


Miss Blackburn is welcomed back with hearty love and together 
we are praying and planning for the coming year that it may be better 
than any have yet been.

When Miss Vickery entered upon her furlough, Miss Llewellyn, 
who has for three years given her time and strength to this institu- 
tion freely, without compensation, remained in charge of the school, 
but was called home by serious illness in her family, This left the 
responsibility upon Miss Swift, who proved herself equal to the 
problems that arise in every Protestant school in Roman Cathglic 
countries. 

The school has been well named International Institute. As has 
been reported before, pupils have come from Norway, Russia, Egypt, 
Japan and from our own country. During the past year a former 
pupil in our school in Aoyama, and now the wife of a member of the 
Japanese. consular service in Rome, entered the school, itt a course 
of study in English and French. 


After Miss Vickery’s return her first problem was what to Rea: 
inate, as it was impossible to ‘continue all the departments with pres- 
ent accommodations. After having built up a school that commends 
itself to all ranks of people in Rome it seems a misfortune to dismiss 
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pupils for lack of room and restrict the course of study. The ques- 
tion then is whether to continue the school in the present desirable 
location, or secure property in another location where a larger con- 
stituency can be accommodated. 


N. Walling Clark says: “Among the forces that are making for 
the evangelization of Italy, Crandon Institute occupies a unique po- . 
sition. It demonstrates to Roman society that the highest type of 
womanhood can only be produced through the refining influence of a 
pure evangelical faith. This lesson, so well understood in our home 
land, has yet to be learned in Italy. 

Hundreds of families in the highest social position are awaken- 
ing to a realization of the fatal defects in the educational systems that 
emanate from the convent and the confessional, and by their observa- 
tion of Crandon Hall, they are learning the singular superiority of that 
intellectual culture which finds its chief inspiration in love for God 
and loyalty to Jesus Christ.” 

“There is no more important work in the world,” says Bishop 
William Burt, “than that which the W. F. M. S. is doing in Rome. 

“The International Institute aims to develop,” says Bishop John 
H. Vincent, “in Christ’s own gracious way, a piety that is open and

—the kindergarten playthings in religion—but that enters into the 
fibre of character developing solidity, positiveness, naturalness and 
sound sense, and that is compatible with refined and cultivated social 
life, interest in commercial and political affairs and at the same time 
is inspired with genuine Christian enthusiasm.”

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Via Garibaldi School. The success attending the new Industrial 
Department demanded enlarged room, where a kindergarten too could 
be provided for. Learning the art of dress-making, bookkeeping, fine 
embroidery, plain sewing, etc., will be a great factor in self-support. 
A friend in America sent a knitting machine to them last year, which 
is a great saving of time to the girls. The educational standing was 
never better. One girl who graduated from the Normal last year is 
teaching in the Government School in Naples, and identifies herself 
with the church work and Sunday school, Another has received a 
diploma in kindergarten work and will now take charge of that de- 
partment in this school. She is a sweet Christian girl, of unusual 
force of character. Two offers, promising a large salary, have been 
refused by her in the Government school because of her indebtedness 
for her education to Via Garibaldi School. The great aim is to make 
every girl who goes out from this Institution self-supporting. One 
of the older girls has been taken by a wealthy English lady to Sar- 
dinia, and will accompany her to England. The new girls recently 
came from a convent. The last one insisted upon calling Miss Odgers, 
Mother Superior, kissing her hand and dropping down on her knees 
when near her, and praying. It took a long time for her to under- 
stand she must not do so. Miss Odgers has been obliged to select 
the most promising applicants who give promise of greater usefulness. 


Isabel Creche. We have no more attractive and encouraging work 
than is carried on at the Isabel Creche. Mrs. Burt has had charge 
for three years during Mrs. Clark’s absence, and sends a most en- 
couraging report. The aim of this school is to take these little ones 
whose ages range from two to six years, keeping them from eight or 
nine o'clock in the morning till three in the afternoon, giving them a 
mid-day meal, teaching them to be good and clean. The mothers pay 
one cent a day for each child. Special gifts help in the matter of 
finances, the dues of the Roman auxiliary of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, money donated by visiting friends and the annual 
Spuhnoon of the “King’s Daughters” society belonging to Crandon 

all. 


A missionary asks: “Why should image worship in the Orient | 
be called idolatry while the same kind of worship in Roman Catholic 
‘countries is called a Christian religion? The Roman Catholic’s idea 
of God behind his image is pretty much the same as that of the pagan 
-behind his hideous idol, and the mummeries of the heathen can 
scarcely be said to differ from the Ave Marias and pater nosters of 
the Roman Catholics.

West Africa. Quessua. The Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety has a station at this place 400 miles from the coast. Miss Col- 
lins is in charge—a faithful and successful worker. She has eighteen 
girls in the Orphanage. Last year a comfortable house was built, but 
she needs another, to be used entirely for school purposes and as a 
residence for the teachers. A great victory has been won in securing 
native girls. Heretofore the parents have refused to let their girls 
go, but now we have reached the point where we can secure as many 
girls as we can care for. Quessua is to be the principal interior sta- 
tion for our church in Angola. There are now six missionaries, in- 
cluding our Miss Collins and several native workers besides. This 
is the opportune time and there is needed at this center, an additional 
missionary to share with the one already there, the burdens and pos- 
sibilities of a growing work. If the woman can be found who will 
plan to give a life time to.the womanhood of that region,—mastering 
the Portugese and Kimbunda languages, and taking hold upon the 
really shrewd and, as their lifé goes, cultured native women, we could 
make such impression for good as is not possible with one lone mis- 
sionary and her company of orphanage girls. The railroad runs two 
hundred miles from the coast and auto service is being established, 
the remaining one hundred and fifty miles to Malange,—five miles 
from Quessua, so that its accessibility is now an assured fact. 

Loanda. At this place is an opening simply, where, in a popula- 
tion of 25,000, the large majority of whom are high-class natives, a 
school for girls could be readily established. , 

East Africa, Inhambane. Miss Swormstedt went out last year to 
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Inhambane, in Portugese East Africa and at Bishop Hartzell’s sugges- 
tion, $1,000.00 raised by Miss McAllister for East Africa has been 
turned over to the W. F. M. S. as a beginning on a new building 
which is greatly needed. The Society should at once have $5,000.00 
put into buildings there. Literally hundreds of girls are waiting to 
come in and be taught and Christianized and prepared for future 
usefulness. Miss Swormstedt has made a good beginning in her 
work, An additional worker should be sent to her at once. 


Old Umtali. Mrs. Rasmussen is in charge of the school at the 
Industrial Mission in eastern Rhodesia and finds much to gladden 
and encourage her heart, in that God manifests his presence and 
bestows blessings both temporal and spiritual. Finances had been 
in bad condition, There were drought, crop failures and losses among 
the cattle, but the Industrial Farm work is having a good year, a 
better crop was being harvested than she had dared to hope for. 
The wind-mill was grinding corn and some of her boys are rising 
to the occasion, showing cleverness in the managing of the mill and 
trustworthiness in the managing of the accounts, The missionary 
tells of a hitherto unheard of thing in Eastern Africa, a Missionary 
Conference, made possible by the opening of the railroad, Inci- 
dentally, she was afforded a glimpse of the influence of the Gospel. 
A veteran missionary, Rev. Mr. Helm, who for thirty years has been 
at work in that region, recalls the early years when truth and hon- 
esty were unknown and murder the common order of the day. Thiev- 
ing was punishable with death; yet every one stole, stole anything, 
anywhere, but by way of giving a glimpse at that same people in the 
present day she says, “I was at Hope Fountain at the dedication of 
the new native church which had just been built by the Industrial 
Class and though hundreds of natives swarmed the place—having 
free access to all parts of the house and grounds, not a penny’s worth 
disappeared, and as about twenty white people had come over from 
Bulawayo, harnesses, wraps, etc., were all about the premises. Nearly 
a thousand natives had gathered to the dedication—most of whom 
were young—the women and girls in clean, neatly fitting print dresses 
made by their own hands, and the young men neat and self-respect- 
ing, dressed chiefly in white duck. Nearly all, both men and women, 
carried a hymn book and Bible or Testament tied up in a white 
handkerchief with their collection. The church was dedicated as all 
churches should be, free from debt and the money, you must re- 
member, was raised from those living in the Kraals. This has been 
a year of first things—there was their first proper Christmas cele- 
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bration and the first native wedding; the first reception into church 
membership, the first communion, the first baptisms; in other words, 
the first harvest during these twelve months. The climax of the 
school year was reached three weeks ago in its closing with fifty 
pupils, and on the Sunday following; five boys were received into 
the church in full membership and participated in our first Com- 
munion service. Mrs. Rasmussen says: “You may think us very 
slow, but we feel that this is the safer course. As I sat at the organ 
facing the congregation Sunday and looked at the seventy interested 


_ persons present and allowed my mind to wander back over the three 


years since I first came, I felt that we had not been so slow after all. 
One of the boys to be received was the first and only convert before 
we came; another was the first and only boy with whom Mr. Greely 
could begin school four years ago, The third boy had been with us 
only two years, but has already shown extraordinary ability as a 
teacher, leader and preacher. Of these three boys, two are already 
teachers, giving me great assistance in the school, and the third is our 
very best interpreter, and all three are noble Christian boys. The 
fourth and fifth boys joined by letter, having united with our church 
in Umtali previously. One of them has a wife and two children 
here with him. He has given up a position of thirty dollars a month 
to come here to school. He seems to be a very capable, earnest fel- 
low. The other boy is about sixteen with the blackest, brightest face 
in the Mission. It cheers one just to get a glimpse of that radiant 
face. He, too, gave up good wages to come here.” But that Christ- 
mas!—the best and happiest one this good missionary ever saw. In 
the gray, chill, early morning, there was a procession of singers and 
the song was the one heard so long ago by the shepherds who were 
“abiding in the fields keeping watch over their flock by night.” The 
song was the same and the joy was the same, only this was in East 
Africa and the voices were those of the boys of the Industrial Mis- 
sion. So the long deep night of Africa’s woe is being shot through 
with some pencilings of the day. 
“The dawn is not distant 


Nor is the night starless, 
In the dark and mournful land.”

THE MAGAZINE FUND. 


This enterprise for supplying our missionaries with popular maga- 
zines, begun in 1897-8 with the sending of twenty-five magazines largely 
from the editor’s exchanges, has developed into one of our most flour- 
ishing projects. The goal of a magazine for every station has been 

.reached and passed, with a hundred and thirty-six magazines the 
present year. This year we set the new standard of a magazine for 
every missionary. 


THE BIRTHDAY MISSIONARY. 


But we believe the best enterprise started during the year by THE 
Frienp is that of “The Birthday Missionary.” This came from the 
merest ghost of a suggestion from the Free Church of Scotland, Wo- 
man's Missionary Magazine, in which was suggested the possibility. 

The response to the editorial in The August FrreND was instant. 
Des Moines has the honor of sending the first “Birthday Missionary,” 
but in the farther future, we believe no Branch will be without this 
certain contingent of aid which shall result in enlarged prayer and sec- 
ond in enlarged force, and lastly in enlarged treasury. 


DISAPPOINTMENT 


We have been disappointed in the attempt at the “Honor list” of 
one hundred subscriptions for each of our large churches, through- 
out the organization. To Pittsburg conference belongs the double 
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credit of attaining that number in three churches, and loyally work- 
ing out the plan. Shall we try again? 

All noble employments have their reward apart from what is 
achieved, the delight of speeding truth throughout the world is an 
unmixed joy. In the time of the Indian mutiny Sir John Lawrence 
was asked by what method he was able to produce such results. His 
answer was brief, “It is not our method, it is our men.” The success 
of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in the department of its 
periodicals is not due with its steady sure advance to its methods, but 
to its women.

Report of Children’s Missionary Friend. 


The Children’s Missionary Friend sends warm greetings to this 
executive bédy,—to Branch Secretaries, delegates, literature com- 
mittee, returned missionaries and guests. 

Tt was at Detroit in 1889 that this paper was voted into being, so you 
perceive that this is its fifteenth anniversary, while January, .1905, will 
be its actual birthday. Growth and prosperity have marked its devel- 
opment under the mother-care of the Woman's Foreign Missionary 


Society, and since, 


“Tis those who plough and those who sow 
Who love to see the harvest grow,” 


it is always a pleasure to bring the annual report before this com- 
pany of sympathetic and responsible workers. In reviewing the past 
year we first notice: } 

Reports of both home and foreign work. The system of reporting 
what the children are doing in the home field has been gradually im- 
proving, and when all the secretaries pass along the items as a ball 
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passes from one player to another on the “diamond,” we shall be 
charmed with our system. 

One recent change’ brings all reports to Mrs. Hartison first. 
(Please note this). And through her to the paper, thus saving much 
perplexity and postage. It is the privilege of our general superintend- 
ent to more thoroughly present reports from King’s Heralds and all 
junior workers and also to give such exhortations as seem desirable, 
but one word additional may properly come from the editor and it is 
this: The Children’s Friend wishes always to be a medium through 
which every branch may make appeals for Christmas boxes, cards, or 
anything demanding special attention. You could have Christmas 
boxes to send every needy school if you would use this advertising 
agency. . 2 

Reports from our mission schools have been few the past year, 
and the paper would welcome more, including those from Mexico, 
South America and Italy. When conference year books are sent, we can 
cull for ourselves; but often our letters bring no responses from busy 
workers. But, dear missionaries, it pays to send a word of cheer to 
the children, and we appreciate the faithfulness of many workers who 
in the midst of heavy cares, do remember this. 


Our Lessons. During 1904, China has been otr fruitful topic, and 
our readers have reason to thank the missionaries in China for stories, 
sketches and photographs to enrich our feast. The effort to com- 
pass the great subject has been like trying to eat with chop-sticks,— 
we have not got enough to satisfy our hunger. The Chinese Empire 
is by no means exhausted! But with Japan in view—brave picturesque © 
Japan—there will be no lack of interest in next year’s program. Les- 
sons given in the little Friend are simply like bare arches which lead-— —__ 
ers are to beautify with flowers and foliage. Give the children specific 
work to do in this department. One consults history and another a 
map,—one reads a missionary letter and another brings a curio,— 
and lo! your “lesson” becomes the centre of vital interest. But su- 
perintendents and leaders certainly need the framework of facts, and 
will find, more and more, that the Children’s Missionary Friend sup- 
plies the felt need. 

Thank Offering. Do you watch the list every month which is 
headed: “Thank Offering for Hai Tang, China?” If so, you have no- 
ticed how, like quicksilver in a thermometer, it is slowly rising under 
the warmth of the children’s love gifts. Long ago it left the zero 
mark, and will continue to rise until that school is an assured fact. 
As you have opportunity speak a good word for Hai Tang. 
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Perhaps you may be interested, on this anniversary, in a brief re- 
sume of all the children’s enterprises reported through the little 
Friend. 


From the first, your editor desired to make the paper a channel 
through which its readers might reach helpful hands to those “other 
children” in such dire need, but it was not until 1897 that it became 
practicable. 

Then the terrible famine desolated India, and the New England 
Branch asked that a leaflet be prepared appealing to the children for 
gifts, and promising to report the same in the paper. In a few months 
$425.00 was contributed, largely from the New England Branch, but 
_ some from other branches where hearts had been touched by the ap- 

peal. 

No other opportunity along this line was granted until the Twen- 
tieth Century Thank Offering was projected, when our readers were 
given the privilege of building an orphanage in Baroda, India, for 
famine waifs. A beautiful spirit was aroused in this effort, and many 
children who had never given to foreign missions before, raised large 
sums for the orphanage. Near $8,000.00 was reported in 1901, and ~- 
now, after long waiting, pictures of the completed buildings appear 
‘in the November Children’s Missionary Friend. 

A missionaries’ home in Chemulpo, Korea, was our next “Spe- 
cial.” This did not touch the popular heart like Baroda, and some 
of the branches also at this time gave a part of their regular work 
to the children. However, $710.00 came in for Chemulpo. 

Then in 1902 the children were asked to build a school house and 
home in Hai Tang, China. That has been their Thank Offering for 
1903 and 1904, and up to the present time nearly $1,500.00 have been 
reported for that fund. 

The last love gifts which the little Friend reports are coming 
in response to Mrs. Harrison’s happy thought which is rapidly devel- 
oping a picture gallery filled with beautiful Little Light Bearers. One 
hundred of these have been reported, also to King’s Herald life mem- 
bers, This means $1,000.00 in round numbers. 

Aggregating these gifts for the past seven years, we have $10,050.- 
00. Some of this money would doubtless have come into your treas- 
ury without the appeal of the little Friend, but we are very sure that 
a large proportion of it would not, and so rejoice with you over the 
success which has crowned our united efforts. 

Shall we “make a point” just here by asking: /sn’t it well worth 
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your while to circulate your children’s paper, not only because it edu- 
cates and inspires, but, because it helps bring our Lord’s money into 
your treasury ? 

Our Circulation. St. Paul says: “Lest I should be exalted above 
measure * * * there was given me a thorn,” and now, after this 
pleasant record of service the little Friend was brought down to the 
valley of humiliation by its “thorn,” which came in due season when 
the publisher reported a decrease of 156 subscribers. 


The fatal figures do not reveal why they are on the wrong side, 
nor can we explain it. The best we can do is to divide them giving to 
each branch—fourteen and two-elevenths subscribers to make it up— 
here at this very meeting if convenience so advises. But in some way 
we must overtake ourselves, and press on to better things without de- 
lay. Perhaps we may be reminded just here of the school children’s 
rally call. Have you noticed what it is? Troops of them pass our 
parsonage every day, and the exclamation which rings out oftenest, 
morning, noon and night is “Hurry up! Oh, do hurry up!” 

We of slower step may not enjoy the hustling spirit of Young 
America, but nevertheless if we wish to give them the “hall mark” of 
missionary enthusiasm, we too, must “hurry up.” 


So in the new canvass which should easily give us a birthday 
present of 50,000 subscribers, don’t delay. Give those bright King’s 
Heralds specimen copies and send them out. Subscribe as auxiliaries 
for a mission Sunday school, and send ten or twenty copies to that lit- 
the country church you know. The boys and girls among the mountains 
and out on the wide prairies who have time to read and think are 
coming to us as our best missionaries by and by. 


But wherever the children of our beloved Methodist Church are— 
in city or in country—the least you can do is to put into their hands 
a telescope that shall reveal to them the desolation of heathenism and 
the change that comes when Bethlehem’s Star illumines the darkness. 
And the name of that telescope is Children’s Missionary Friend. Fe

: REPORT OF ZENANA PAPER. 

Mrs. Messmore reports as follows: 

_ The editing of our paper, the Rafig-i-Niswan, has been an 
work all the year, though it has not been a pastime. We have tried 
to give good food to its readers, and we think it has been palatable 
from the notes of appreciation that have come from men who take 
the paper for their wives and from the boys and girls who read the 
stories. : 

This year the paper has published two serials,—a condensed story 
of Helen Keller, which was finished in the November number, and 
Booker T. Washington, not yet finished. The wonderful story of Helen 
Keller created no end of interest and comment, so that extra copies 
were in demand. One boy said: “I have read the story so often to 
my mother that I know it by heart.” 
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Each paper contains a story in the interest of “Mercy and Help.” 
These stories delight the children who read them to the inmates of 
the home, who may not be able to read. One boy is trying to 
teach his mother, so she may read the paper herself. Many women 


-can read the paper and the Munshi thinks it is having an influence 


to make other women wish to learn, 


The stories sent through the paper have been the best we could 
find or make, and all have contained some teaching fact. One small 
boy was heard remonstrating with another boy for beating his donkey, 
and he took the boy to the office for the paper that contained the story, 
as proof that such deeds were cruel. 


We mention these little things to show the drift of the paper’s 
mission. It has a mission to cheer and brighten homes, to strengthen 
the weak-hearted, to encourage attempts to be and to do. New illus- 
tration blocks have been sent and are now ready for use. We hope 
to have a more attractive paper, also a larger paper by the addition 
of four pages of reading matter. 


Our thanks are heartily given for the illustration blocks, and also to 
Rey. D. L. Thoburn, Agent of the Lucknow Press, for his help so 
kindly given in so many ways. Through his careful management of ex- 
penses in connection with the Rafiq-i-Niswan, we are enabled to increase 
the size of the paper now, and in the near future to make other im- 
provements. 


Miss Ruth Robinson reports for the Marathi edition as follows: 


“The paper of course does not pay for itself, as the subscriptions 
are very low enabling missionaries and schools to order large quantities 
of them for distribution. It has been sent regularly to Pundita Ramabai’s 
school, and to mission stations both outside and inside of Bombay of 
different denominations. Many Hindu women subscribe for it, but we 


‘give the paper to many who cannot or will not subscribe for it out of 
_ prejudice or poverty. The copies that are left every month we distrib- 


ute as tracts in Bombay, on the streets, on the cars, in hospitals, at 
railroad stations and in shops. It even finds its way to distant villages 
from chapels or preachers. Though we may never hear a single re- 
sponse from a. reader of its pages, yet we are sure it is one means of 
conveying the truth to hearts and homes where no other preacher of ~ 
the Gospel is heard or known. May it be filled with clear, simple, lov- 
ing messages is my constant prayer.”

WOMAN’S. FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE 
METHODIST. EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


ARTICLE I.—NAME. 


This organization shall be called “Tue Woman’s Forercn Mis- 
SIONARY SOCIETY OF THE MeTHopIstT EprscopAL CHURCH.” 


ArTICLE JJ.—PuRPOSE. 


The purpose of this Society is to engage and unite the efforts of 
Christian women in sending missionaries to the women in foreign mis- 
sion fields of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in supporting them 
and native Christian teachers and Bible readers in those fields and all 
forms of work carried on by the Society. 


ArticLe I]].—MEMBERSHIP. 


The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute Membership, 
and twenty dollars Life-Membership. Any person paying one hundred 
dollars shall become a Manager for Life, and the contribution of three 
hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a Patron for Life. 


ARTICLE IV.—oRGANIZATION. _ 


The organization of this Society shall consist of a General Execu- 
tive Committee, Co-ordinate Branches, District Associations, Auxil- 
iary Societies, to be constituted and limited as laid down in subsequent 
articles, 


ARTICLE V,—GENERAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Section 1. The management and general administration of the 
affairs of the Society shall be vested in a General Executive Com- 


CONSTITUTION. 245 


mittee consisting of a President, Recording Secretary, Treas- 
urer, the Corresponding Secretary and two delegates from each Branch, 
the Literature Committee, Secretary of German work and the Secre- 
tary of Scandinavian work. The President, Recording Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Secretaries of German and Scandinavian Work 
shall be elected annually by the General Executive Committee. The 
two delegates and reserves shall be elected at the Branch Annual Meet- 
ings. Said committee shall meet in Boston, the third Wednesday in 
‘April, 1870, and annually, or oftener, thereafter, at such time and 
place as the General Executive Committee shall annually determine. 


Section 2. The duties of the General Executive Committee shall 
be: 

First. To take into consideration the interests and demands of 
the entire work of the Society as presented in the report of the Branch 
Corresponding Secretaries and in the estimates of the needs of mis- 
sion fields; to ascertain the financial condition of the Society; to 
appropriate its money in accordance with the purposes and method 
therein indicated; to devise means for carrying forward the work of 
the Society; fixing the amounts to be raised, employing new mission- 
aries, designating their field of labor, examining the reports of those 
alréady employed, and arranging with the several Branches the work 
to be undertaken by each. 

Second. To transact any other business that the interests of the 


Society may demand, provided all the plans and directions of the Com- 
mittee shall be in harmony with the provisions of the Constitution. 


ArtTIcLE VI.—PERMANENT COMMITTEES OF WOMAN'S FOREIGN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


REFERENCE COM MITTEE, 


1. The Committee of Reference shall be composed of the Branch 
_ Corresponding Secretaries. 

2. It shall meet immediately after the adjournment of the General 
Executive Committee, and organize by the election of a Chairman and 
Secretary. 

3. All cases of emergency that would come before the. Genera! 


Executive Committee, arising in the interim of its sessions, shall be 
submitted to this committee, and decided by a majority vote.

4. The Chairman shall send each resolution that is submitted to 
the committee to each member, and when all have returned their votes, 
the Recording Secretary shall declare the result, and record both reso- 
lutions and votes. 


5. The committee shall present a full report of its action during 
the year to the General Executive Committee for approval and perma- 
nent record. e 


6. This committee shall hold a semi-annual meeting, at such time 
and place as shall be designated by the Chairman and Secretary. The 
expenses of this meeting shall be paid from the general treasury. 


CONSTITUTIONAL PUBLICATION COMMITTEE, 


1. This committee shall be composed of the Branch Correspond- 
ing Secretaries. } ; 


2. It shall meet and organize immediately after the adjournment 
of the General Executive Committee, by the election of a Chairman and 
Secretary. 

3. All cases of emergency concerning publications, arising in the 
interim of the sessions of the General Executive Committee, shall be 
submitted to the Constitutional Publication Committee, and the case 
shall be decided by the majority vote. 


4. This committee shall take charge of the missionary periodicals 
of the Society and arrange for the publication of an annual report of the 
work of the Society, and shall have supervision of all business concern- 
ing the publications. This committee shall report annually to the 
General Executive Committee. 


5. The publisher shall give the Chairman an itemized report of 
the receipts and expenditures of the periodicals properly audited, by the 
first of October. If she finds it necessary to deviate from the published 
instructions of the General Executive Committee, she shall lay the 
matter before this committee, and be subject to its direction. She 
shall report semi-annually to the Constitutional Publication Commit. 
tee; 


6. A committee of three shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
stitutional Publication Committee, to whom shall be intrusted the in- 
vestment and control of the funds of these publications. 

7. The publisher shall commence and close her financial year with 
October 1. 
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8. If the office of editor, publisher or member of Literature Com- 
mittee becomes vacant during the year this committee shall have the 
power to fill the vacancy. . 

LITERATURE COMMITTEE. 

There shall be a Literature Committee of three whose duty it shall 
be to provide all the literature of the Society, except the periodicals and 
General Executive Committee’s report. 


Articte VII.—co-orDINATE BRANCHES.

This plan, however, may be changed by an affirmative vote of three- 
fourths of the members of the General Executive Committee present at 
any annual meeting of the same. 


Sec. 2. The officers of each Branch shall consist of a President, 
one or more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding 
Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor and such other officers as shall be 
necessary for the efficient work of the Branch. These with the excep- 
tion of Auditor, shall constitute an Executive Committee for the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Branch, nine of whom shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. These officers shall be elected 
at the annual meeting of the Branch, and shall continue in office until 
others are chosen in their stead. 


Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall°have supervision of the 
work assigned to the Branch by the General Executive Committee, pro- 
vide for all the needs, and receive reports from all forms of work car- 
ried on by the Society, who, by the plan of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, are to be supported by the Branch. 


Sec. 4. No Branch shall project new work, or undertake the sup- 
port of new missionaries, except by the direction or with the approval 
of the General Executive Committee. 


Sec. 5. Each Branch may make such By-Laws as may be deemed 
necessary to its efficiency, not inconsistent with this Constitution. 


ArticLte VIII.—pistricT ASSOCIATIONS. 


District Associations shall be formed wherever practicable; said 
associations to have supervision of all auxiliaries within their limits. 


ArtTIcLe [X.—AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 


= Any number of women who shall contribute annually may form a 
society auxiliary to that Branch of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, within whose prescribed 
territorial limits they may reside, by appointing a President, one or 
more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secre- 
tary, a Treasurer, and Supervisor of Children’s work, who together 
shall constitute a local Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE X.—RELATING TO THE MISSIONARY AUTHORITIES OF THE CHURCH. 


Sec. vy. This Society shall work in harmony with and under the 
supervision of the authorities of the Missionary Society of the Meth- 
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odist Episcopal Church. The appointment, recall, and remuneration of 
missionaries, and the designation of their fields of labor shall be subject 
to the approval of the Board of Managers of the Missionary Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and annual anpropriations to mission 
fields shall be submitted for revision and approval to the General Mis- 
sionary Committee of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Sec. 2. All missionaries sent out by this Society shall labor under 
the direction of the particular Conference or Mission of the Church in 
which they may be severally employed. They shall be annually ap- 
pointed by the President of the Conference or Mission, and shall be 
subject to the same rules of removal that govern the other mission- 
aries. 

Sec. 3. All the work of the Woman’s Society is foreign lands 
shall be under the direction of the Conferences or Missions and their 
committees in exactly the same manner as the work of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Superintendent or Pre- 
siding Elder having the same relation to the work and the person in 
charge of it that he would have were it a work in the charge of any 
member of the Conference or Mission. 

Sec. 4. The funds of the Society shall not be raised by collections 
or subscriptions taken during any of our regular church services, nor 
in any Sunday-School, but shall be raised by such methods as the Con- 
stitution of the Society shall provide, none of which shall interfere 
with the contributions of our people and Sunday-Schools for the treas- 
ury of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church; and 
the amount so collected shall be reported by the pastor to the annual 
Conference, and be entered in a column among the benevolent collec- 
tions in the Annual and General minutes. 

' Sec. 5. Section 4 of this Article shall not be so interpreted as to 
prevent the women from taking collections in meetings convened in the 
interests of their societies; nor from securing memberships and life 
memberships in audiences where their work is represented, nor from 
holding festivals, or arranging lectures in the interest of their work. 

4 ARTICLE XI.—CHANGE OF CONSTITUTION. 

This Constitution may be changed at any annual meeting of the 
General Executive Committee, by a three-fourths vote of those present 
and voting, notice of the proposed change haying been given at the 
previous annual meeting; but Article X shall not be changed except 
with the concurrence of the General Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. . 


By-Laws 


OF THE 
» WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


I.— OFFICERS. 


The officers of this Society shall be a President, a Recording. Sec- 
retary and a Treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot at the annual 
meeting of the Society. 


II.— DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society and 
with the Recording Secretary and Treasurer shall have power to trans- 
act all business of an executive character arising between the annual 
meetings. 


2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of ali pro- 
ceedings of the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and place the same in the safe of the Publication 
Office. 


She shall present ‘at the anniversary of the Society a report of the 
year’s work. She shall also forward to our foreign treasurers, as soon 
as practical after adjournment of the General Executive Committee, 
a copy of the appropriations for each mission. 


3. The Treasurer shall. receive and disburse all money paid into 
the general fund pro rata by the several Branches, for the general ex- 
penses of the Society. She shall also have charge of all money re- 
ceived from gifts and legacies to the Society not specifically devised to 
any Branch, holding such funds subject to the order of the Reference 
Committee. 


III..—BRANCH CORRESPONDING SECRETARIES, 


1. The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall superintend all 
the interests of their respective Branches; conduct the correspondence 
of the Society with foreign missionaries; be present at all Branch, an- 
nual, and quarterly meetings, and present a quarterly report of the 
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work of the Branch, and give to the public, or direct to be given all 
communications and plans of the business of their respective Branches. 


2. Each Corresponding Secretary shall be required to furnish in 
her report to the General Executive Committee the following items: 
Number of Auxiliary Societies, Members, Life Members, Honorary 
Patrons and Managers, subscribers to the Woman’s Missionary Friend 
and the receipts of the Treasurer. In her report of the foreign work 
she shall include the number of missionaries, Bible readers, boarding 
schools, and orphans supported by her Branch. 


IV.—BRANCH TREASURERS. 


1. Branch Treasurers shall be required to publish quarterly in the 
Woman's Missionary Friend their reports of moneys received. 


2. The financial year of the Society shall commence October 1. 
Branch Treasurers will close their accounts for the year by September 
30. 

3. The money received from annual memberships shall not be 
used to make Life Members, Managers or Patrons. Life Memberships 
shall be made by the payment of twenty dollars, given specifically for 
that purpose. If in installments, the final payment shall be made as 
soon as practicable, and the membership reported as complete only 
when that has been done; all the installments to be credited on the 
Treasurer’s book and acknowledged in the Woman’s Missionary Friend 

4. In case any Branch is unable to meet the obligations it has 
assumed, any other Branch may, by the action of the Executive Board, 
be permitted to use its surplus funds in aid of the Branch deficient. 


5s Any bequest or donation made to the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society shall, unless otherwise specified by the donor, be paid 
to the Treasurer of the Branch within whose bounds the donor resided 
at the time of death. 
Y.—SECRETARY OF LITERATURE. 


There shall be a Secretary of Literature elected by each Branch, 
whose duty it shall be to assist the Literature Committee through cor- 
respondence, by suggestions, by presenting the needs of their respective 
Branches, and aiding in any other way the Literature Committee may 
desire. It shall also be the duty of the Branch Literature Secretary to 
advance the interests and increase the circulation of our literature and 
publications in every possible way. She shall have charge in connec- 
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tion with the Literature Committee of the exhibition and sale of our 
literature at the various public gatherings and conventions throughout 
the country, the expenses to be borne by the Branch where the con- 
vention meets. When, as frequently occurs, the Epworth League, Stu- 
dent Volunteer, or other convention is held outside of our own country, 
this duty shall belong to the standing Literature Committee. 


VI.—GENERAL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


There shall be a General Superintendent of Young People’s work 
and a General Superintendent of Children’s work who shall be elected 
annually by ballot by the General Executive Committee. 


VII.—FIELD SECRETARIES, 


Field Secretaries may be employed to travel throughout the So- 
ciety for the promotion of the work. They shall be elected annually 
by ballot by the General Executive Committee. 


VIII.—FOREIGN TREASURERS. 


1. The Foreign Treasurers shall forward their estimates, prop- 
erly approved and printed, if possible, to each Corresponding Secretary 
before October 1. 


2. The Treasurers in the foreign field are instructed, upon re- 
ceiving remittances, to forward immediately receipt for same; also to 
forward semi-annually, January 1 and July 1, a financial statement to- 
gether with the balance in United States currency to the Branch Corre- 

“sponding Secretary and Treasurer. Any appropriation which, for any 
reason, is not required on the field, shall be so reported by the Treas- 
urer on each April 1 and October 1. 


3. The appropriations for the foreign fields shall be paid on the 
basis of the currency of the country, the exchange therefrom accruing 
to our treasury with the exception of the salaries of the missionaries, 
and buildings, which shall be paid on the basis of American gold. © 


4. The funds of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be entirely under the control of the General Executive Committee, to 
be used only for the purpose designated by that committee. Our mis- 
sionaries shall not exceed in expenditure the amount appropriated by 
the General Executive Committee. Emergencies arising during the 
year can be met only by application, properly endorsed by the mission- 
ary authorities, to the Committee of Reference. ; 


i” = 
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5. If any surplus funds remain in the Foreign Treasuries from 
unused appropriations, exchange, or other source, they must be reported 
to the Branches, and held subject to the order of the Secretary of the 
Branch from whose moneys they accrue. 


IX.—OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE, 


The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall correspond with the 
missionaries, so as to be able to present a full report of the work in 
each mission, such information to be presented to the General Execu- 
tive Committee, the fields assigned to the several Secretaries to be ar- 
ranged by themselves. 


X.— INSTRUCTIONS TO MISSIONARIES. 


We call the attention of the missionaries of the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society especially to Article X, Section 3, of Constitution, 
in compliance with which they will consult the Superintendent of the 
mission in which they are laboring on all general plans of their work, 
and advise with him as to the most effective measures to be taken in 
the purchase of property, building and any important undertaking be- 
longing to their special interest. 


1. They are expected to attend the annual meeting or Conference 
of their mission, that they may confer with other members of the mis- 
sion upon all topics connected with their own department, and will re- 
port quarterly to the Superintendent. 


2. They will be expected to devote their entire time and atten- 
tion to their legitimate work, as all their temporal necessities will be 
provided for by the Society. 


3. They are required to send quarterly reports to the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Branch having charge of their work, and the action 
of the General Executive Committee will be communicated to them 
through the Recording Secretary of the Reference Committee. 


The General Executive Committee of 1901 authorized the formation 
of a Field Reference Committee in each of the annual Conferences 
or missions in foreign fields, each Field Reference Committee to be 
elected annually by its respective annual Conference or mission, 


4, Each Field Reference Committee shall be composed of such 
workers as each Conference or mission shall elect. The duty of said 
Field Reference Committee shall be to consider all matters of general 
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interest arising during the interim of their annual meetings or Con- 
ferences, and to report the same to the Reference Committee of the 
Woman's Foreign Missonary Society. No communication to the Home 
Reference Committee shall be considered official without the signa- 
ture of the Chairman and Secretary of the Field Reference Commit- 
call, according to their discretion. A majority vote of said Reference 
Committee shall be binding. Any action requiring the sanction of the 
home authorities must be made through the Field Reference Commit- 
tee. This measure is intended in no way to prevent individual pre- 
sentation to home authorities, but simply to indicate and maintain the 
purposes of the mission, or conference as a unit. 


5. They shall incur no expense during the year to be met by this 
Society for which the estimate has not previously been submitted to, 
and approved by the General Executive Committee at its annual meet- 
ing. ° 


6. They shall credit to the Society all donations received for the 


support of their work, and annually report the same with their finan- 
cial statement. 


7. All solicitations for funds for special work must be made 
through the proper official authorities, and missionaries are instructed 
not to apply to private sources for aid or support of their work. 


8. The estimate for conveyances, munshis and teachers shall be 
included in the estimates for Bible-women and zenana workers. 


9. The estimates for support of scholarships shall include the cost 
of fuel and lights, medicines, and any minor expenses that are included 
in the expense of maintaining schools. 


10. Medical Missionaries shall keep an itemized account of all 
receipts and disbursements, and report them quarterly to the Treasurer 
of the Mission, any surplus being remitted to the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. Medical outfit provided by the Society shall be the 
property of the Society. 


11. The Field Reference Committee shall consider the need of 
furlough or home leave, upon the part of the missionaries within its 
bounds and shall from time to time forward its recommendations con- 
cerning individual cases to the Reference Committee, which shall fix 


the time of such furlough or home leave, and notify the Secretary of 
the Field Reference Committee. 


The liability of the Society for the necessary traveling expenses 
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ef furlough or home leave shall depend upon conformity to these 
regulations. 


12. In case of emergency demanding immediate return home upon 
the part of a missionary she shall bring a certificate of disability from 
a physician and the superintendent of the mission. 


13. If the health of a missionary requires her to remain in this 
eountry, the second year she shall receive $300; and if her detention 
at home is necessary for a longer period, her case shall be in the hands 
of her Branch for adjustment. 


14. A lady missionary desiring her expenses paid by the Society 
for a return home from any other cause than that of ill health, must se- 
cure permission from the General Executive Committee or Committee 
of Reference, through the Corresponding Secretary of the Branch sup- 
porting her. 

15. Each missionary shall attend the first session of the General 
Executive Committee held after her return from the foreign field and 
her traveling expenses to and from the place of meeting shall be reck- 
oned upon the same basis and paid from the same fund as those of 
members of the body. 

16. The return of a missionary to the field after home leave shall 
be submitted to the Reference Committee, by the Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the Branch employing her, and shall be determined by a ma- 
jority vote. 

17. All missionaries and assistants whose homes are in the for- 
eign field shall defray their own furlough expenses, and during their 
furlough shall receive an amount equal to half their respective salaries 
when in active service. 

18. Missionaries shall not adopt any child as their own. They 
shall not bring to this country foreign-born girls or helpers except 
upon recommendation of the Field Reference Committee of the Con- 
ference in which they reside.and permission of the Reference Commit- 
tee of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 


19. The Corresponding Secretary of the Branch by which any 
missionary is sent shall be required to sign the following contract: 
Leite Corresponding Secretary of...... Branch, by which the money 
is raised for the support of...... agree, on the part of the Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society, to pay the traveling expenses of 
, ee from the time of her leaving home to that of her arrival in her 
field of, labor, and also her salary from the latter date. In case of ill- 
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ness, I agree, on the part of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, 
to submit a resolution to the General Executive Committee, or in the 
interim of its sessions, to the Committee of Reference, asking the priv- 
ilege of her return home. Such permission being granted, I agree to 
pay her return passage; and in case her relations to the Society are 
harmonious, her salary for the first year shall be $350. 


20. We agree to furnish our missionaries with necessary outfit 
and $100 for furniture, the furniture to be the property of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 


21. All new missionaries and those returning after five years’ term 
of service, shall have a salary which includes all expenses hitherto 
classed as incidentals and shall be: In Africa, $500; Bulgaria, $600; 
Foochow and Hing Hua, $600; North and Central China, $650; West 
China, $500; India, $600; $50 additional in Bombay City for house ex- 
penses; Italy, $600; Japan, $700; Korea, $700; Malaysia, $425; Mexico, 
$750; South America, $750. 

First year’s salaries: $400, where full salary is $425, $450 where 
$500; $500, where $600; $525, where $650; $550, where $650; $700, 
where $750. Medical missionaries shall from the first receive full 
salary. 


22. If there prove to be a manifest unfitness for missionary la- 
bor, the General Executive Committee may cancel its obligations to a 
missionary whom it has appointed, three months’ notice having been 
given to such appointee by the Committee of Reference, return pas- 


sage to be paid by the Society, provided she return at the expiration 
of the three months. 


23. All rules pertaining to the relations of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church with its mis- 
sionaries shall be published in the general annual report. 


24. We accept the relation of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society to the authorities of the Church, and to our workers in the 


field, as interpreted by the delegated conference in India, in their ses- 
sion of 1881, as follows: 


Wuereas, Certain usages have grown up and been found accept- 
able and successful in connection with our older mission field in India, 
we deem it expedient to formulate the same in the following rules: 


1. In general: The position of a lady missionary, placed in 
charge of work in connection with any of our circuits or stations, is 


= 
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the same as that of a second missionary or “junior preacher” to whom 
special work is assigned. 


2. In particular: The general plan of work, such as establishing 
new schools, employing and dismissing head teachers, arranging terms 
of tuition, board, etc., and preparing a course of study, when these 
matters are not fixed by the Educational Committee, selecting classes 
of people among whom work may be more successfully carried on, 
arranging dispensaries and deciding the proportion of medical work 
to be given to natives and Europeans, Christians and non-Christians, 
etc., all such general plans shall be arranged by the lady in charge 
of the special departments of work, after free consultation with the 
Superintendent or Presiding Elder. 


8. The lady missionary in charge of work has full liberty to do 
the work assigned her in her own way, and to carry out the internal 
arrangement of her department in the manner which she deems best 
adapted to secure success. 


4. The relation of the Superintendent or Presiding Elder to the 
work under the charge of a lady is the same as it would be were it 
under the charge of a member of conference—he having a general 
advisory supervision, auditing the accounts (when not done by trus- 
tees), making suggestions, etc., exactly as with all the other work of 
his district. 

5. Lady missionaries in charge of work, and all missionaries of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, are appointed by the Pres- 
ident of Conference, at the same time and in the same manner that 
the appointments of Conference are made. Should, however, a Pres- 
ident of Conference at any time decline to so appoint, the Superinten- 
dent or Presiding Elder in Council will arrange the same. 


6. All new buildings or expensive repairs or changes shall receive 
the sanction of Superintendent or Presiding Elder, even though no ap- 
propriations of money be asked. 


7. A class of laborers is employed in our work, known as “as- 
sistants.” In the employment or dismissal of these ladies, the con- 
sent of the Superintendent of Mission or of the Presiding Elder must 
be secured. They may be transferred by the Presiding Elder, with 
the consent of the lady in charge of the department in which they are 
employed. When these lady assistants, being members of our Church, 
by several years of faithful service, have come to be received as be- 
longing permanently to our body of laborers, they may, on the recom- 
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mendation of the Woman's Society, when such exists, or by quarterly 
Conference, be formally recognized by Conference, and appointed the 
same as women missionaries are. 


8. In case of a transfer of a woman missionary or an “assistant” 
from one Conference or charge to another, a written permission shall 
be secured, signed by Superintendent or Presiding Elder in whose 

jurisdiction the person may be employed, when, according to the con: 
’ dition in Rule ?, the engagement may be completed, 


OFFICIAL RELATIONS OF LADY MISSIONARIES. 


1. Definition of relations of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, as given by the Bishops in May, 1881. 

“To the ladies of the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society : 

“To your questions we respectfully reply as follows: 

ist. We take the liberty to refer you to our action bearing date

November 22, 1877, a copy of which is as follows: 
TEACHERS IN MISSION SCHOOLS. 


‘4. In the judgment of the Bishops it is not within the right of the 
Superintendent of the mission to remove lay teachers from the schools 
to which they have been appointed, nor to interfere authoritatively with 
the internal arrangements of the schools, unless such right be expressly 
granted by the missionary authorities at New York. 


“2. In case of difference between appointee and the Mission (in- 
cluding the Supérintendent), which cannot be adjusted between the 
parties without unreasonable delay, we recommend that such* differ- 
ence, with the papers and facts, be referred by the parties to the 
Bishop in charge for final decision. 


“3. It is our judgment that the missionaries sent by the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society should be permitted to be present at the 
meetings of the Mission and to speak on all matters relating: to their 
work, Most respectfully and sincerely, 

Wiuram L, Harrts.”’ 


REQUIREMENTS OF MISSIONARY CANDIDATES: 


1. Each Branch shall appoint a standing committee of not less than 
five, of which the Branch Corresponding Secretary shall be chairman, 
who shall investigate the case of any candidate within the limits of the 
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Branch, and shall supply such candidate with blank for health certifi- 
cate and constitutional questions, to be filled out and answered by her; 
and when practical a personal interview shall be had with the woman 
by two or more of the committee before her papers are forwarded to 
the Reference Committee, or the Committee appointed at the General 
Executive meeting. The Corresponding Secretary of the Branch pre- 
senting missionary candidates shall have a personal interview with 
each woman presented before her final appointment to a foreign field. 


2. A missionary candidate must believe herself Divinely called to 
the work of a foreign missionary, and assert her belief that she is 
actuated only by a desire to act only in accordance with God’s will. 


3. She must indicate her ability to work in a foreign field by 
Christian usefulness at home. 


4. She must declare her intention to make foreign missionary 
work the service of her effective years, and agree to give at least five 
years of continuous service, as a single woman, to the work of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, unless prevented by ill-health; 
this is not to be understood in the sense that the obligation to remain 
in the field ceases at five years, but that her obligation to refund pas- 
sage and outfit money is binding for that length of time; she must 
also assert her willingness to labor in any field, though her preference 
is always to be taken into account. 

5. The age of candidates must not be less than twenty-five years, 
or more than thirty years. A special facility in acquiring languages, 


‘or call to English work, may be considered sufficent reason for devi- 


ation from this rule. 


6. Financial and executive ability, and power of adaptation to cir- 
cumstances, are essential qualifications. 


7. She must present a certificate of health from a competent phy- 
sician, and give satisfactory answers to the medical questions author- 
ized by the General Executive Committee of the Woman's Foreign 


Missionary Society. 


8. Every missionary candidate is requested to sign the following | 

“T,.....-.-.+.., agree to conform to the above requirements and 
conditions ‘in the employ of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, ue failing i in this, to refund the amount of outfit and passage 
money.” 
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9. After the adoption of a missionary candidate, she shall be 
regarded as under the direction of the General Executive Committee, 
and of the Committee of Reference, in the interim of the sessions of 
that committee. 


10. The case of any accepted candidate not sent out during the 
year, shall be brought before the General Executive Committee at its 
next session, 


11. The application of a missionary candidate with corresponding 
testimonials shall cover the following particulars: Health, adaptabil- 
ity to people and circumstances, executive ability, intellectual qualities 
and culture, religious experience and usefulness, and general fitness 
for the work. 


First. Health, attested by a properly certified health certificate. 

Second. Personal religious experience. Belief in the doctrines 
and identification with the membership of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, experience and efficiency in Christian work, conviction and call 
to Missionary work, and the intention to give to it the service of her 
life. 


Third. Testimonials are further necessary as to grade of scholar- 
ship, whether it includes the study of Latin or any modern language, 
with facility in its acquirement; knowledge of music, vocal or instru- 
mental. Diploma of Scholarship. 

Certificate of experience and success in teaching. 


Fourth, Testimonials are also required as to executive ability, 
adaptability to people and circumstances, and whatever personal. quali- 
ties are necessary for greatest efficiency in Christian work. 


IX.—PuBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


1. The Periodicals of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
shall be known as the Woman’s Missionary Friend, Children’s Mission- 
ary Friend, Der Frauen-Missions-Freund and The Study, 

2? The editors and publisher shall be elected annually by the 
General Executive Committee. 


3. In the interim of the sessions of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, the management of the society’s periodicals shall be under the 
control of the Publication Committee provided by the Constitution. 


4, The proceedings of the General Fxecutive Committee shall be~-- 


reported in the December number of the Woman’s Missionary Friend, 
excluding appropriations and unimportant details. 
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5. The minutes of the General Executive Committee shall be in- 
corporated in the Annual Report. 


6. The postage and traveling expenses of the editors of Woman's 
Missionary Friend, Children’s Missionary Friend, Frauen-Missions- 
Freund and The Study and publisher of these papers, and members of 
the Literature Committee, to and from the sessions of the General Ex- 
ecutive Committee, shall be paid from the funds of these publications. 


7. In no case shall the amount used in publishing interests, or for 
any other demands, infringe upon a capital of $5,000 to be retained in 
the treasury of the Society’s publications. 

8. There shall be a Constitutional Publication Committee, con- 
sisting of the Corresponding Secretary of each Branch, to take charge 
of the missionary periodicals of the Society and to arrange for the 
publication of an annual report of the work of the Society. This com- 
mittee shall report annually to the General Executive Committee. 

9. The territory of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
shall be divided into three sections: The Eastern section to be com- 
posed of New England, New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
Branches; the Central section, Cincinnati and Northwestern Branches; 
the Western section, Minneapolis, Des Moines, Topeka, Pacific and 
Columbia River Branches. 

10. The Literature Committee shall be nominated by the delegates 
from the above sections, and elected by the General Executive Com- 
mittee for a term of three years on the rotation plan. The Committee 
shall report to the mid-year meeting of the Constitutional Publication 
Committee, to the Annual Meeting and to the General Executive Com- 
. mittee. 

When the Epworth League, Student Volunteer or other Conven- 
tion is held outside our own country the exhibition and sale of our lit- 
erature shall be under the supervision of the Literature Committee, 
the expenses to be met from the treasury of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. 

X-—ZENANA PAPER. 


1. The Constitutional Publication Committee shall take charge 
of the funds raised for the endowment of the Zenana Paper and con- 
- trol of their investment and expenditure, and have the general super- 
vision of the interests of the paper. 

2. The Corresponding Secretary of each Branch shall have the 
control of the investment of the funds raised for the support of the 
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Zenana Paper within the bounds of her Branch, with the approval of 
the Constitutional Publication Committee; the interest on investment 
to be paid semi-annually to the Treasurer of the Zenana Paper. 


3. The Woman’s Conference in India shall nominate a committee 
consisting of five persons, three ladies and two gentlemen, one of whom 
shall be the publisher, to supervise the interests of the paper and ar- 
range with the Press Committee for editing and publishing the Zenana 
Paper in the various languages and dialects required; these nomina- 
tions to be subject to the approval of the Constitutional Publication 
Committee in America. 


4. The Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society in India shall send an Annual Report of the Zenana 
Paper to the Chairman of the Constitutional Publication Committee, 
with the amount of circulation and items of interest, in time to be pre- 


sented to the Annual Meeting of the General Executive Committee in 
America. : 


5 The Treasurer in India of the funds of the Zenana Paper, shall 
furnish the Constitutional Publication Committee an Annual Report of 
the receipts and expenditures of said paper, in time to be presented to 
the General Executive Committee meeting in America. 


6. A report of the Zenana Paper shall be published in the Annual 
Report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

7. The Treasurer of the Zenana Paper funds in America shall 
send the interest on the investments direct to the Treasurer of the 


Zenana Paper in India, only upon order of the Chairman of the Consti- 
tutional Publication Committee. 


XI.—ANNUAL MEETINGS. 


The General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church is hereby author- 
ized to hold its Annual Meetings either within or without the bounds 
of the State of New York, and at such times and places as said Com- 
mittee may determine; said Committee, at its Annual Meeting in each 
year shall appoint a President, Treasurer, Recording Secretary and 
other officers of the Society according to its best judgment. 


XI.— BY-LAWS 


ov? These By-Laws may be amended at any meeting of the General 
Executive Committee by a two-thirds vote of the members present.

*J. The General &xecutive Committee shall convene not later than 
the last week in October. 
II. The annual meetings of the Woman's Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church shall be held at such places as 
the said committee shall elect.

V. The traveling expenses of President and Recording Secretary 
shall be paid by Treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society.

Report of Committee of Reference. 

Report of Constitutional Publication Committee. 

Reports of Editors and Publishers. 

Reports of Official Correspondents and presentation of infor- 
scieten from foreign work. 

9. Fixing place for next meeting. 

10. Election of President and Secretary, who shall continue in 
office until the appointment of their successors.

12. Miscellaneous business. 

13. Reports of Standing Committees fail immediately after 
reading minutes. 

VI. The rules of the order shall be as follows: 

1. Each session shall open and close with devotional exer-

3. No member shall be granted leave of absence except by a vote 
of the entire body. 


Standing Committees and their Duties 


I. ON PUBLICATIONS, 


1. To this Committee shall be referred all reports of agents and 
editors and of the Literature Committee of the Woman's Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. 

2. This committee shall carefully examine the receipts and ex- 
penditures of each department and as far as possible determine the 
source of any unnecessary or undue expense. 

8. It shall nominate agents and editors and recommend amount of 
salary to be paid to each. 

4. It may recommend the authorization of certain amounts con- 
sidered necessary to secure satisfactory results in the issuing of period- 
icals and other literature, being always careful to observe the require- 
ment mentioned in Section IX, Article 7 of By-Laws of Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society. 

5. As far as possible, it shall consider the literary matter of all 
publications. 

Il. .ON MISSIONARY CANDIDATES, 

1. This Committee shall examine and report upon all the testi- 
monials of missionary candidates that are presented at the General Ex- 
ecutive session. 

2. It shall consider all matters relating to native assistants and 
workers that may be brought before the Executive Committee. 

8. All reports, or memorials concerning Folts Institute shall be re- 
ferred to this committee. 


Il, BUILDING COMMITTEE. 

There shall be a standing Building Committee in each foreign mie 
sion and Conference, elected by a majority vote of the General and 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies. | 

IV. REFERENCE COMMITTEE. 

This committee shall consist of the Branch Corresponding Sec- 
retaries, 

SUPPLEMENTAL, 

_ All nominations not provided for in the duties of Standing Com-. 
mittees shall be made by the Committee of Reference or be offered 
through a special committee appointed at the General Executive Com- 
mittee then in session.

There are one hundred sen in the yen.

The discussion was participated in by Mrs. Townley 
and Mrs. Crandon, the latter suggesting the addition of the words 
“in this country” be added. This was accepted by Mrs. Johnson 
and the motion prevailed.

‘vote. By request of Mrs. Crandon, Miss Llewellyn of Italy was 
seated with the delegates from the Northwestern Branch. 

Mrs. Thompson reported for the Committee on By-Laws: 

Item 1, recommending the striking out of Sec. 1 of Article X, 
was adopted after some discussion. 

Item 2, combining Sections 2 and 8 of Article X, was adopted. 

Item 3, regarding special application of the missionaries for 
funds, was recommitted.

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Changes in Constitution, notice of which was given at the meeting 4 
of 1904, was adopted, transferring paragraph 1 under Requirements 
of Missionary Candidates in the By-Laws, to the Constitution, said “A 
paragraph to be section 4 of Article VII, the present nesting 4 be- 
coming section 5, &c. _ 

Mrs. Thompson moved the adoption of the third item under 
Proposed Changes in Constitution, by which Article VI. section 1, 
of the Constitution would read, “The Committee of Reference shall Beit 
be composed of the President of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society and the Branch Corresponding Secretaries.” This was car- 
ried. 

It was moved by Mrs. Thompson that the first item under the 4 
same head, amending Article V, section 1, of the Constitution be 
adopted. 

Mrs. Fisher moved to lay it on the table and it was so ordered. 

The report of Young People’s Work was then given by Miss 
Cushman. (See report.) This was accepted and referred to the 
Publication Committee.

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FIFTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
TUESDAY, OCTOBER 31, 1905. 


The General Executive Committee convened at 9 o’clock, the 
President in the chair.

in ease of those who are in English work. This amendment was 


lost. The item was then adopted as amended. 

Item 5, relating to the expense for outfit and furniture was 
adopted, the suggestion of Mrs. Crandon that the words “not less” 
be inserted, making the phrase read, “not less than $100 for outfit” 
being accepted. 

Item 6, recommending that the section, “Official Relation of 
Lady Missionaries” be stricken from the By-Laws, to be elsewhere 
inserted in the Annual Report, with appropriate title, was adopted. 

A partial report of the Missionary Candidate Committee was 
presented by the Secretary, Mrs. Imboden, recommending for ac- 
ceptance the following candidates: 

Miss Grace Dillingham, Miss Minnie Viola Taylor, Miss Emily 
Irene Haynes, from the New York Branch; Miss Alberta Sprowles, 
Miss Grace E. Hawley, the Misses Rosalie and Celinda Cook, from 
the Philadelphia Branch; Miss Edith Burt from the Northwestern 
Branch; Miss Florence Ethel Smith, from the Minneapolis Branch. 
After representation by their respective Corresponding Secretaries 
and some others, these candidates were accepted.

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At 10:30 the order of the day as voted by the Committee on 
Friday, the presentation of.the German work, was taken up. Mrs. 
Crandon moved the adoption of the Second item under the Proposed 
Changes in Constitution, recommending the formation of a German 
Branch. Seconded by Mrs. Thompson. Miss Rothweiler gave rea- 
sons for asking for this change, presenting both the advantages that 
would be gained and also some of the difficulties to be overcome. 
Mrs. Lindsay, Mrs. Thompson, Mrs. Townley, Mrs. Hartsock, Mrs. 
O’Neal, Mrs. Gamble, Mrs. Fisher, Mrs. Johnson, Miss Northup, Mrs. 
‘Crandon and others took part in the discussion, each expressing 
her own views. Miss Rothweiler answered the objections that had 
been advanced by the different speakers. The question was then 
called for and on motion of Miss Holt a vote by ballot was ordered.

Three-fourths of the number present and voting being necessary, 
the change in Constitution was not effected.

will no longer exist, five cents a month having become the estab- 
lished terms of membership. In view of this danger we pray that 
a time limit be fixed for membership in the Standard Bearers’ or- 
ganization.

timore and Cincinnati Branches; one hundred dollars for each Con- 
ference in the Northwestern Branch; fifty dollars for each Confer- 
ence in the Des Moines, Minneapolis and Topeka Branches, and one 
hundred dollars each for the Pacific and Columbia River Branches— 
to be raised within three years. We further recommend that, as 
far as practicable, gifts from individuals rather than oot puxitaxiey 
be solicited in the raising of this fund.

vote request such a relation. 

Il. That the remuneration of such workers shall be determined 
by the finance committee of the Woman’s Conference with which 
these workers are affiliated. 

Iii. That we recommend that those who contemplate the edu- 
cation of native, Eurasian or Anglo-Indian women in the Methodist 
Schools of our home land, be required to secure the approval of the 
Woman’s Conference within whose borders such students reside.

LITERATURE, 

If the work of the Literature Department for the past year 
were to be characterized in a single word, that word would be— 
expansion. Never in our history has so large an output been i:- 
sued from the publishing office, and perhaps in no year has there 
been a more all-round development of varying phases of our work. 
This new literature has also been carefully and systematically ad- 
vertised, and from all parts of the country come reports that the 
buying and circulating of the literature is on the increase. That 
more might and should be done in this line is unquestionably true, 
but the signs are everywhere encouraging. 
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The output for the year may be classified in different ways 
There has been, for example, a large amount of material on Japan, 
comprising stories, entertainments, recitations, music, accounts of 
our schools, and descriptive leaflets. The Prayer Calendar and tke 
set of Japanese posteards also belong in this section. There has 
been a large issue of supplies, such as mite boxes, topic slips, cer- 
tificates, and various kinds of cards, envelopes and blanks. The 
interests of the children and young people have been consideved. 
and one field, the Philippines—hitherto somewhat neglected—has 
been reinforced by two new leaflets and several reprints, 

The work in general has been grouped about the year’s course 
of study. This made it necessary to reinforce the supply of litera- 
ture on Japan, with twenty-six publications (including reprints) as 
a result. Including the Prayer Calendar for 1905, the total number 
of pages on Japan is 1,153,840. Last year the total output for China 
was 470,000 pages, giving an increase for Japan considerably above 
fifty per cent. This literature is especially attractive in appearance, 
as befits material pertaining to the beauty loving Japanese. 

Lest undue emphasis should seem to have been laid upon the 
United Study theme, let us turn to the list of leaflets on other 
subjects. Here we find a total of 2,132,100 pages (new and re- 
prints), an increase over last year of 683,840 pages. Among these 
are a Christmas, an Haster, and a Thank Offering leaflet; a Korean 
entertainment, a Mexican impersonation, a mite box exercise, and 
a mite box folder; two leaflets—“Dr. Martha Sheldon and her Siege 
of Tibet,’ and “Our Chentu Outpost”—showing our gradual ap- 
proaches, from two entrances, to the no longer closed land; sev- 
eral narrative leaflets, of which “First, the Kingdom of God,” is a 
type; and “A Little Friend in Africa’ and “Social Life of African 
Women,” looking forward to next year’s course of study. 

Of supplies, topic slips, cards, etc., 430,000 pages have been is- 
sued, with 28,800 pages in Japanese postcards,—several editions of 
the last named being called for. The grand total from the Boston 
office—exclusive of periodicals—thus becomes 3,744,740. In this 
miscellaneous literature are two items of special interest. One, is 
the four-page leaflet, announcing our courses of study for children 
and young people, 10,000 of which were sent, on request, to the © 
General Secretary of the Epworth League for distribution among 
Methodist young people. The other is the revised catalogue of 24 
pages which has come out since October first, but is now in the 
hands of our constituency. In addition to this, there have been 
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issued since October first, 1,499,000 pages which do not properly 
belong in the report. They are noted merely to explain that the 
change of the time of beginning the course of study from January 
to October preceding, has brought added demands upon the pub- 
lishing office and the Literature Committee. For this reason the 
Prayer Calendar for 1906, by vote of the committee, and in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation of last year’s Executive Com- 
mittee, has been made smaller in size and price. 


Our German constituency has issued 186,800 pages of literature, 
including its annual report, an advance of 73,200 over last year. 
The annual report of our Scandinavian ont with its total of 
80,500 pages and its pictures of secretary and missionaries, is an 
attractive product, indicative of enterprise and good taste. 

From our Japanese headquarters is sounded the same note of 
advance. In leaflets, including the ever popular Tokiwa cook book, 
there is an increase of over fifey per cent, the number of pages 
being 1,021,000. In the output of decorative cards, which seem to 
be so pleasing to the Japanese, there have been 942,000 copies. The 
titles of a few are suggestive, showing that our workers have their 
fingers on the pulse beat of the popular heart; here we have “The 
Victory Card,” “The Most Dangerous Gun,” the series of “Comfort 
Cards’’—so sorely needed in Japan’s broken homes; the “Scripture 
Railway Cards,” and the “Soldier Cards.” Three calendars find a 
ready market with this constituency, and this year there were issued 
the “Peace Calendar,” the “Bible Precepts,” and the “Bible Text 
Roll.” All of this is a living work and we have reason to take 
pride in it. 

_ The statistics collected by the Branch Secretaries of Litera- 
ture also show on advance, a few items of which may be briefly 
summarized. We hear continually a call for free literature, yet the 
figures show that at least 1,707,468 pages of free literature were 
distributed last year and completeness is not claimed for this sum- 
mary. The sales of Dux Christus amount to 10,588 copies this 
year, as against 9,771 of Rex Christus in 1904. With this must be 
taken into account the sales of the young people’s text book, Sun- 
rise in the Sunrise Kingdom, figures for which have not been ob- 
tained. The sale of the Prayer Calendar has also advanced many 
points. A new item of great interest is the report of missionary 
_ volumes in the various libraries connected with our churches. 
Here the figures show a count of more than 8,000, and although 
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. 
these returns are very inadequate, they are encouraging as ‘show- 


ing the growing and widespread interest in missionary literature. 


While we may take pardonable pride in the scope and quality 


of our output, we place ever first its aim,—to spread the news of 


the Kingdom and advance our Heavenly Father’s business.

issued, one in English, 1,100 copies, and the other in Japanese, 1,000 
copies. Of special advertisements, 350 have been issued in English 
and 11,460 in Japanese. es 


Eleven thousand four hundred and sixty copies of the Tokiwa 
have been published, the largest issue yet made in any one year, 
being nearly a thousand copies monthly. This would be a small 
circulation in America, but is good for a Christian and a Woman’s 
magazine in Japan. Very few of the Christian papers published in 
Japan have yet succeeded in obtaining a circulation of over a thou- 
sand copies, and one of the two secular Woman’s magazines pub- 
lished in Tokyo had, up to a few months ago, a circulation of only 
700 copies monthly. I have not noted it among our Japanese ex- — 
changes lately, so it may be out of circulation entirely now. 

We have done a good deal of printing the past year, which does” 
not appear in the above report, in response to requests for parts 
and wholes of various publications in special form to meet some 
particular need.

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REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY FRIEND. 
1904——1905. 


God has so arranged the chronometry of life that there are 
thousands of silent moments between striking hours. It is in these 
silent moments that the work of the secretaries, literature commit- 
tee, publisher and editors is done. 

The past year has not been unlike its predecessors in happy 
service. No special change has marked the conduct of your maga- 
zine, but the editor has tried to make every issue fully justify its 
appearance. Since this is the last report the present incumbent is to 
give you she may be permitted to review somewhat the period of 
twelve years during which it has been her happy privilege to edit 
the Woman’s Missionary Friend. 

During the first twelve years the subscriptions in toto amounted 
to 202,388. (This was in part a circulation list.) The second period 
is exact and shows that there were 241,314 paid subscriptions. The 
third and last period of twelve years, from 1894-1905, gives us 
262,394 paid subscriptions, a gain of over 60,000 on the first twelve 
years, and nearly 21,000 on the second. The average of the first 
twelve years is 16,865; the second twelve, 20,107; the last twelve, 
21,876. During the thirty-six years of its successful existence the 
magazine has grown from an eight page to a forty paged magazine, 
’ more than half of this advance having been made under the honored 
editorship of Mrs. Harriet Merrick Warren. The present adminis- 
tration has seen the name of the magazine changed from The 
Heathen Woman’s Friend to The Woman’s Missionary Friend; the 
separation of The Study from the magazine and issued as a_leaflet 
with successful independence; the introduction of the Postoffice Box, 
the Young People’s Department, the columns for the Study outline 
and Literature Committee, the establishment and report of the Ma- 
gazine Fund, the establishment and report of Birthday Missionaries, 
the regular report of Folts Institute, and the Tidings page. 

The suggestion for the badge, seal and crest started in the 
Friend, also for historical reference the illustrated series of all our 
mission schools to the present date.

REPORT OF THE CHILDREN’S MISSIONARY FRIEND. 


We come to this sixteenth anniversary of the children’s Mis- 
sionary Friend with grateful hearts, for the past year,—thanks to 
our loyal workers,—has been a good one. Perhaps you will re- 
member that our last report noted a slight decrease in subscrip- 
tions, but we now rejoice over an increase of 1,647, which gives a 
total of 31,051 for the year ending October first This is a good 
step toward the 50,000 we confidently expect to see as soon as we 
fully appreciate the value of the “child in the midst.” 

This children’s paper is unique in its object—as is all mis- 
sionary literature—and perhaps you would like to know just what 
this object is. First of all, then, it is to give its readers a correct. 
idea, and knowledge of foreign missions in an attractive form. 
Children learn the boundaries of foreign countries at school from 


wl 
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globe and map, and the names of rivers, mountains, and cities,— 
but what about the people? If I were to tell the mothers of these 
children that geography was a useless study, fancy their astonish- 
ment! But if location and natural features are essential, how much 
more desirable is a knowledge of the people who wander beside the 
rivers and climb the mountains. This knowledge the Children’s 
Friend tries to impart through pictures, stories, and sketches of 
foreign life——which no missionaries can tell better than our own. 
A few weeks ago the King’s Heralds were given paper and 


-pencils and asked to write what they knew about Japan. The re: 


sult you see in your Branch folios; and with all deference to faith- 
ful superintendents, we feel sure that the paper furnished the 
larger part of information such as led one surprised mother to 
say: “I never could have told as much about Japan as my Helen 
has written.” 

In this great humanizing age it is our privilege to thus intro- 
duce to the children of happy America their less happy neighbors 


_in the Orient, and to teach thereby the spiritual significance of all 


missionary work. Help us to do this by putting the little Friend 
into their hands. 

‘ Our object is also to report home work, and many a discour- . 
aged band finds new inspiration in reading of those who have 
achieved success. Mrs. Harrison’s Portfolio combines these reports, 
while close following the Portfolio comes the list of gifts. 

. The children have now a fine orphanage at Bareilly, a large 
share in the Chemulpo Home, the school in Hai Tang, and a good 
beginning on a school in Japan, the whole aggregating more than 
$12,000. What do yau see in these buildings? Simply stones, and 
bricks, and boards? I see confectionery, and peanuts, gum and ice 
cream—all sorts of luxuries which children love—for, while all chil- 
dren do. not rise to heights of self-denial, many do, and I assure 


you there ‘are sacred pennies.and dimes and dollars in those build- 


ings” across the sea. There is no suspicion of “tainted money” 
here! Have your children contributed a share? Then there is 


that fascinating page of Little Light. Bearers that no one misses, 
which is also a help to your treasuries. We have given 84 pictures 


of life members during the last missionary year, and that does not 
cover the entire number made by the Branches. Our publisher has 


kindly taken on the extra expense of these reproductions, and you 


can repay her only by sending in new subscriptions enough to bal- 
ance the account! 
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We cannot take time to tell more fully the objects of this 
paper, but please take a copy from our literature table and ex- 
amine for yourselves. We hope you will like it, but we also hope 
you will not be satisfied with it. We hope you will say: “What 
can we do as a society to so increase the number of subscribers 
that we may have a magazine with a bright cover, filled with more 
and better stories, sketches, pictures and poetry—a magazine so 
good, in short, that it will appeal to every child.” , 

It is a great thing to place your hand ever so lightly upon 
the destiny of nations that are rising to meet God’s design for 
them, but it is a greater thing to place many little hands upon the 
keyboard and teach them to bring harmony out of confusion and 
discord.

THE STUDY—OCTOBER, 1904—OCTOBER, 1905. 


The subscription returns for The Study show a decrease of 
3,856, the first in its history. Let the fact be thus boldly stated, 
and then mitigating circumstances may be discovered to make the 
culprit’s case appear less worthy of condemnation. 

First in the list of reasons may be suggested the abundance of 
material that has been available concerning Japan. As the litera- 
ture report will show, considerably more than a million pages have 
been issued from our own publishing office alone, and the secular 
publications have been filled with the doings of the Island Empire. 
Hence the material contained in The Study has been less neces- 
sary to program makers. 

Second, our young women were given another text book last 
year, aS an experiment, and the different chapter arrangement made 
The Study of little value to them. 

Third, our bright women, like the Athenians of old, are con- 
tinually desiring some new thing, and it is entirely possible that 
The Study, in its present form, has fulfilled its usefulness and that 
the time is ripe for change. 

There is still another explanation, which is worthy of careful 
consideration. It has been the aim of the present editor to change 
gradually the character of The Study, making it a leaflet for pro- 
gram committees, filled with suggestions, summaries, and references 
to appropriate leaflets and other literature—thus pointing out the 
way and leaving the work to be done by the committee and mem- 
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bers of the society. A publication of this sort would not be so well 
adapted to general use, as an exercise to be read through in the 
meeting. Hence it is not surprising to have societies reporting 
that where once they subscribed for a dozen copies, they now 
take but one or two for the program committee. 

‘The significance of figures depends largely upon their interpre- 
tation, and it seems reasonable to claim that a shrinkage of this 
sort may be regarded as encouraging rather than discouraging, for 
it indicates an intellectual advance. If the members of our socie- 
ties are doing active work for themselves in lines of study, it is far 
better than that they should merely read through a leaflet, with 
brains sometimes—it is to be feared—offering passive resistance to 
its contents. If The Study has succeeded in becoming really a 
study, then even a larger decrease might be endured with courage. 

There is no doubt, however, that The Study should be more 
widely circulated among our auxiliaries and young people’s socie- 
ties, for in too many instances it is not known. It is quite in order, 
therefore, to commend Topeka and Pacific Branches, where an in- 
crease has been made, and to exhort all the rest to renewed effort 
during the coming twelve months in behalf of this interpreter of the 
program for the year.

With four editors, each to represent her own periodical, it seems 
unnecessary for me to make any preliminary report to my financial 
statement, only to express my gratitude for the privilege of nine 
months of rest which you so kindly granted me, and which I have 
conscientiously used to the best advantage to prepare me for better 
service. Nothing can compare with active work in the Master’s 
Vineyard, but sometimes. He calls “Come ye yourselves apart and 
rest awhile,” and he goes with us in these quiet times, and relieved 
from the constant strain of daily duties, we get a different view 
of. our work, and return better equipped for service. Le wish to 
bear testimony to the cordiality with which the dear women of the 
Pacific Branch received me to their hearts and homes, so that it 
was impossible for me to feel lonely, and I advise any who have 
need of rest to go to this beautiful land among these dear women, 
and on the return home to go north to the Columbia River Branch 
and receive the same cordial welcome from the dear sisters of 
the Columbia River Branch, 

The year has been one of constant activity in the Publication 
Office and I desire here to say, that a more willing, capable and 
faithful corps of helpers could not be found in any office than is 
found in the Publication Office of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society. 

To give you a little idea of what has passed through the office 
during the year I give the following statement: 

The aggregate subscriptions of the periodicals is 92,370, acne 
a total number issued 1,223,200, a circulation of 101,933 per month. 
The total pages of the periodicals is 20,617,000. The number of 
pages of leaflets is 3,673,340, which, with the periodicals and reports, 
the total output of the Publication Office this year, has been 26,097,- 
340, an average of 2,174,770 per month. 

A communication was sent to the Branch Annual Meetings by. 
the Publisher urging the increase of subscriptions to all periodicals, 
giving a statement that only one-sixth of our members take the 
Woman’s Missionary Friend,—an average of only three and one- 
half to each auxiliary. A special proposition was made for the 
Woman’s and Children’s Missionary Friend, which will be found in 
each of the papers, and we hope that this will stimulate the local 
agents and all who are interested in our periodicals so that we can 
have 30,000 for the Woman’s Missionary Friend and 50,000 for the. 
Children’s Missionary Friend. :

All but four officers of 
the Branch reported having enlisted a new member. The plea was

Zion’s Herald has continued its courtesy of affording us a 
column once a month, which has been filled with items from the 
field. It has also presented for us letters from Misses Chisholm, 
Mudge and Hemingway. 

The increase of auxiliary speakers has undoubtedly had much 
to do with the happy financial results of the year. Miss Dan- 
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forth’s service as Field Secretary, has been a great blessing. Miss 
Dodge made an extended trip in behalf of the work among the 
young people and children, which resulted in a goodly extension 
of interest. The condition of the work among the young people 
is very encouraging and we believe that our members and Standard 
Bearers are becoming more intelligent givers through the increase 
of the study, and excellent programs haye been given. Membership 
contests have been held in both auxiliary and young people’s so- 
cieties with gratifying results. The children’s work is prosperous 
and the reports show large increase in both membership and collec- 
tions. 

Our Depot of Supplies, removed to larger quarters, has had a 
successful year. The sales of literature have increased especially 
along the line of the mission Study course. 

During the year we have been called upon to mourn the loss 
of the fellowship of two of the founders of our society, members 
of the New England Branch, Mrs. Thomas A. Rich and Mrs. 
Thomas W. Kingsbury. While Mrs. Rich was for many years 
absent from our meetings because of illness, Mrs. Kingsbury’s 
active interest kept up to the very last and Sno, will be greatly 
missed from our midst. 

Our number of missionaries has been increased by two, and 
we now have twenty-one on our list. 

Miss Hartford has returned to the home land after her second 
term of service, for much needed rest. Dr. Sheldon is now with 
us but hopes to return shortly to her work on the northern borders 
of India. Miss Kneeland has regained health and strength and 
will soon go to Mexico. Miss Paine has been with us since last 
winter and soon returns for her third term of service in Korea.

Ba ‘The shadow has been very heavy this first year without our 
| leader, Mrs. Skidmore. For thirty years her thorough knowledge, 
rare wisdom and broad sympathy have been laying the foundation, 
-__ guiding the work and workers on both sides of the sea. We dare 
- not stop to grieve over our failures, we can only trust them in the 
‘hands of the Father who was her guide and who promises wisdom 
ae according t to our need. 
The sudden death of Miss Miles in May, added another shadow. 
For the thirty years she had been so close to Mrs. Skidmore in her 


‘ 
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care for the Special Work that she knew the detailed history of 
every foreign mission and worker. Her carefully kept records of 
almost 1,000 individual cases have been invaluable to Mrs. Preston, 
who was appointed to the work at the June quarterly meeting. 

One of the brightest lights in the year has been the increased 
knowledge of the foreign need brought to the hearts of the women 
throughout our territory by our Field Secretary, Miss Hughes, our 
returned missionaries, and our home workers. As a result of their 
efforts we are able to report 73 new organizations, 4,674 new mem- 
bers and $3,166. 

The steamship Manchuria late in September took across the 
Pacific Miss Jennie Hughes to Central China, Miss Hortense Long 
to Kagoshima and Dr. Li Bi Cu to Foochow. A friend from Cali- 
fornia writes that Dr. Li proves to the world at large what the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society is worth to women in China, - 

Miss Elizabeth Nicholls has returned to her work in Bombay, 
and Miss Maxey to Caleutta, both of them strengthened and re- 
freshed by their vacation, while they brought closer to our hearts 
the needs of the women and girls in Bombay and Bengal. 

We have welcomed home for a well deserved rest our own 
Birthday missionary, Dr. Lucy Hoag, who went to China in 1872, 
Miss Dreibelbies from Kiukiang, Miss Loper from North India, and 
Mrs. Meek from Malaysia. Two of our missionaries have changed 
their relation to our society, Mrs. Rasmussen having married Mr. 
Springer last New Year day, continues the work in Umtali. In 
August, Miss Marguerite Glenk from Kucheng was married and is 
now living in Fall River, Mass. 

Twelve of our missionaries are supported by their home Con- 
ferences or Districts, eight by Young People’s Societies, four by 
individual churches, three by special individuals. One district at 
home gives a thousand dollars annually to support a native district 
in India. Four assistant teachers are cared for by groups of 
workers at home. ; 3 

An additional $2,000 was given this year by a friend in Cen- 
tral New York Conference to the Perpetual Bible Woman’s Fund. 

Our headquarters and depot of supplies becomes each year a 
center of greater activity and interest. The routine work increased 
so rapidly this past year that our efficient secretary, Miss Cole, 
could not do it alone and an assistant became a necessity. 

The Literature Committee reports a handsome advance in the 
sales of literature and a large amount of free literature distributed. 


= 
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Through the generosity of a friend nearly 80,000 free leaflets have 
been sent out during the year. 

The conditions of our Young People’s Work is best shown by 
quoting from the report of our Branch Superintendent, Mrs. Charles 
Spaeth. “We have 305 organizations of young women and Standard 
Bearers, with a membership of 8,823, a net gain of 45 organizations 
and 1,034 members. Early in the year it became apparent that the 
rich soil which we have to cultivate in the field of young people’s 
work was producing a crop of leaves out of proportion to the fruit. 
A pruning process was at once begun. The membership lists of 
many organizations have been cut down. So far as we know we 
have eliminated all. union organizations, not counting their mem- 
bership when their dues are distributed among parish work or di- 
vided between home and foreign missions. We have remaining an 
army well equipped, earnest, enthusiastic, loyal. At the center 
there is felt from the farthest outpost the buzz and stir of activity, 
the desire to serve. 

Last year we began to realize our aim of a young people’s 
missionary in the field for every conference in the Branch. Brie 
was reported as having undertaken the support of Miss Leona Va- 
sileva in Bulgaria. New York and Wyoming united to send Miss 
Saxe to India. Early this year Northern New York assumed the 
respensibility for Miss Miller’s support, and Troy adopted Miss 
Weaver. Elmira district supports Toku Yoshizawa of Hirosaki, 
Japan. The feature of the work in Newark and Genesee Confer- 
ences has been the preparation for the outgoing of their mission- 
aries, Jennie V. Hughes and Dr. Li Bi Cu. 

While the support of the missionaries is the paramount duty 


of the young people, money is given for the support of 85 indi- 


vidual cases under special work. Three societies have paid this 
year $75 on the Folts Permanent Fund. The attention of many of 
our girls is being turned towards Folts Institute, and we are look- 
ing for volunteers for the field as the movement deepens and 
broadens. : 

Because so much of the growth of the Young People’s move- 
ment is due to Miss Hughes, we wish here to make grateful ac- 
knowledgement of her service. With “lips touched with a live 
coal from off the altar” she went up and down encouraging tired 
workers, securing new ones and enriching our treasury. Of the 73 
new organizations reported this year, nearly half of them are the 
result of her labors. True to her conviction that God has a work 
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for her in the foreign field to which He was calling her, she turned 
from the need here of such help as she has rendered and went to 
meet in the power of the Spirit the greater need abroad. She takes 
with her the love, loyalty and prayers of the entire Branch. 

The increased representation of young people on District pro- 
grams is notable: For the first time in the history of the Branch 
an evening rally was held in connection with the March quarterly 
meeting.” : 

CHILDREN’S WORK. 

Four thousand children are enrolled as King’s Heralds and 
Little Light Bearers, an increase of 430, with 19 new organizations 
and eleven new Life Members; they have raised $500 for the Hai- 
tang Orphanage. This department under the leadership of Mrs. H. 
C. Learn, elected at the recent Branch Annual Meeting to the 
office of Superintendent, will add still greater successes to its al- 
ready excellent record under the direction of Miss Maud Saxe. 

Our receipts from the Conference have been over $73,000, $4,000 
in advance of last year. We have received in bequsts $6,000, but a 
decrease of $6,000 in special gifts brings our total receipts almost 
$2,000 less than in 1904 and $2,000 less than our appropriations, 
thereby delaying the payment of some of our pledges made for the 
year just closed. ;

MOVEMENTS OF MISSIONARIES. 

. During the year Miss Hewett returned to Japan, and was ap- 
pétnae to Sendai in the Central division. Four of our missionar- 
ies are home on health leave, Miss Kyle of Pauri, India; Miss 
White, of Central China; Miss Dunmore and Miss Purdy, of Mexico. 
Miss Katharine Ledyard Hill is under appointment to Lucknow, 
India, and is expecting to sail in a few days, and four others have 
told us of God’s call to them to go to the uttermost parts of the 
world to tell the story, when circumstances shall open their way 


to go. 
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Several Christmas boxes have gone to make glad the hearts 
of the little ones in our schools. 

Last year was the first that we had ventured to name a defi- 
nite sum for our Thank Offering, and the pledge of $10,000 has 
been met. A bequest from Mrs. Ford of Pittston, Wyoming Con- 
ference, equal in amount to that received from Mrs. Bennett’s be- 
quest, enables us to complete the Bennett-Ford Hospital at Tai An 
Fu in Shantung, China, for which only a two-thirds estimate was 
asked last year. Our faithful Mrs. Cronham, of Wilmington, Del., 
who for many ‘years had carried the mission cause in her heart, 
left the society a bequest of more than eight hundred dollars, and 
one or two small legacies have helped us through some difficult 
places. Through:all these circumstances abroad and at home, ever 
speaking in our ears, ever calling to our consciences, we hear the 
slogan of the early church: “Be not weary in well doing, for in 
due season ye shall reap if ye faint not,”

As we review the year just closed we see much that excites 
gratitude and “fills our tongue with singing,” for “the Lord hath 
done great things for us; whereof we are glad. 

Beginning with a larger appropriation than the Branch had 
ever made ($16,578); we are most happy to report to this meeting 
$4,539 in advance of that sum, and this without any large gift and 
only one small bequest ($100). We trace this- result to the heart 
searching Bible lessons and addresses of our president; to the 
new and better methods introduced by the Secretary of the Home 
Department, and the fidelity and devotion of the conference and 
district secretaries. The fruitage is seen in a more general recog- 
nition by the auxiliaries of the fact that success er failure rests 
with them, and closer attention to details is paid by the officers. 
All the ordinary agencies—conference anniversaries and camp- 
meetings; echo meeting of the last General Executive, repeated 
many times, have been made use of with gratifying rsults. The 
annual excursion on the bay grows in popularity and enriches our 
contingent treasury. This contingent fund meets, and must meet, 
-our running expenses, for we are under a moral obligation to send 
to the foreign field all money not solicited for expenses. 

Miss Thomas’ basket by its articles of beauty and utility has 
nearly reached the $5,000 mark at which she aims. 

‘Our young women were so generally organized into auxiliar- 
ies and our children into bands, and had assumed obligations they 
could not ignore, that the later organizations known as Standard 
Bearers and King’s Heralds have not made the rapid growth that 
they have in other Branches. But we report fifteen companies of 
- Standard Bearers and thirty-seven bands of King’s Heralds and 
58 Little Light Bearers. 
in auxiliaries must come Siigay from the one Confer- 
Bc ence that is wholly ours, and not from the three small ones that 
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are ours only in part. So an inerease of six auxiliaries, while 
gratifying to us, may seem very small to you. Virginia and Florida 
are the only coast states in which we have auxiliaries; three in 
Virginia, two in Florida, but an increase, though small, in Confer- 
ence collections indicates a growing interest. The Branch has pub- 
lished the third edition of Soobconagam Ammal—5,000 copies; and 
beside the annual Easter leaflet has issued an appeal by the Presi- 
dent for 1,500 new members; by the Corresponding Secretary an 
Open Letter;\A Gleaning from the Communicant (a little journal 
published quarterly by this church), and a History of Bhimabai, 
one of Miss Harvey’s Bible-women. The Haster leaflet asked for 
much the largest offering made by the Branch ($3,200) to complete, 
as we hoped, the Raipur buildings. We lack $115 of the full amount 
asked for. Our Depot of Supplies still abides in Strawbridge Guild 
House, by the courtesy of pastor and trustees of the church. We 
are indebted to Miss P. J. Walden for a file of twelve handsomely 
bound volumes of our official organ—Woman’s Missionary Friend, 
thus more than making good in that direction the loss inflicted by 
the fire.

No resident in Baltimore Branch has presented her- 
self as a candidate for foreign work, but we are assisting Topeka 
Branch to send one to Sironcha, India, and we have returned to 
Yokohama Miss Lan Ogasawasa, to take charge, under Miss Amy 
G. Lewis, of the Tobe School, a memorial to Miss Maud HE. Simons. 
The history of our year is brilliant in instances of noble serving 
and generous giving. A young woman’s auxiliary in Washington is 
an illustration. At the beginning of the year the treasurer expressed 
to me her fear that they would fall behind in their receipts, as 
they were putting a new organ in the church. Well! When the 
organ was in they were so happy over it that their Haster offering 
was $75.75—more than three times larger than the year before. 
They rejoiced so over it that their mite boxes turned $111.78 into 
the treasury, and their total for the year is $380, every cent of it 
a free will offering with the exception of $9.00 from sales they made 
from Miss Thomas’ basket. Every officer in the auxiliary is a 
wage earner; out at work each day, and so their time is limited.

In contemplating the record of the past year, we are con- 
strained to consider it as having been full of privileges, plenteous 
In occasions of good, and richer ‘in known duty than the years 
which have preceded. The overflowing riches of- God’s grace have,. 
many times, impelled the weary heart to make pause and — to ‘ery 
out to the triumphant soul, “Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget 
not all His benefits.’ Repeatedly, messages of tenderness and 
words of cheer have come from the missionaries, to brace the 
heart and strengthen one’s faith in the blessed “tie that binds,” 
and in countless simple, homely ways God has permitted this ele- 
ment of joy to be infused into the daily life, to brighten the path- 
way and to make the cup overflow with these added drops of sweei- 
ness. Especially close has been the co-operation of Branch officers 
who continue with one exception in their familiar places. Mrs. 
Abel Bliss, for sixteen years officially connected with the Branch 
work as Rock River Conference Secretary, and in later years as a 
most efficient Home Secretary, removes to a southern state within

the territory of the Cincinnati Branch, to which we commend her 
most affectionately. 

Mrs. S. J. Herben, though but recently returned to our Branch, 
in which she received her first impulses to work and first training 
in the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, was elected to succeed 
Mrs. Bliss. 

Mrs. Prentice, though a “shut in” for the entire year, has 
faithfully continued her work as secretary of Special Work, and 
has written and distributed hundreds of letters to missionaries and 
patrons. 

The same commendation may be given to the secretaries of 
Young People and Standard Bearers and of the King’s Heralds and 
Little Light Bearers. 

A new significance has been given to the initials of the society 
in the opening of a department especially for Women From Many 
Schools. This promising work has for its motive the intimate ac- 
quaintanee with those Methodist young women who enlist as Student 
Volunteers in the colleges and higher institutions of learning 
throughout the Branch, to inform them concerning the progress of 
the W. F. M. S. and to help them in intelligent, definite preparation 
for missionary service. In addition to the medical scholarships oc- 
cupied, a scholarship in Albion College, Mich., and the free scholar- 
ships in Northwestern University, a new offer has been gratefully 
received from the Chicago Training School to give two annual schol- 
arships, including board and room, to missionary candidates in this 


- Branch. 


The gains have exceeded the losses this year. In new auxiliaries 
we have 26, with a gain in numbers of 401, bringing the membership 
up to 33,773. Though there is a decrease in the number of Young 
Women and Standard Bearers reported, we are assured that they are 
not lost to mission work and interests, but have transferred their 
membership to the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, or to the 


- missionary organizations among the young people under the Mission- 
ary Society of our church. The King’s Heralds show an increase of 


39 societies and 884 members. The Little Light Bearers report 21 
es ‘societies with 476 members. Thank offering receipts $26,693, 
an increase of $2,502. The pledge made for Crandon Hall at the 
Branch meeting one year ago has been raised, and a special effort to 


secure new missionaries and their support for five years has been

neeeerante: of young women in the field. 
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~ The department of Literature has shown steady advance, and 
the increasing demand at large assemblies other than our own show 
a decided gain which is gratifying. The work at Branch Headquar- 
ters continues to grow under the efficient care of the office secretary 
and the active zeal of the committee in charge. =~ 


The interest in the week of prayer for missions at the Christ- 
mastide grows. steadily, and the results are felt in newer purposes 
and deeper devotion. The offering was $3,841, a gain of $528.54: — 


The financial report shows a slight decrease. This does not, 
however, come from lessened receipts from our auxiliaries, but 
from the smaller amount received through bequests and annuities. 


Within the year we have been privileged to send out three new 
missionaries. Dr.-Esther Gimson to hospital work in Bareilly, India, 
Mrs. Harriet L. R. Grove to Calcutta, and Miss Helen A. Witte to 
Chentu, West China. After furloughs, all too brief, Miss Mary E. 
Melton has returned to Nagasaki, Japan, Miss Miriam Forster to 
Asansol, India, and Miss Lizzie Hewett to Montevideo, South Amer- 
ica. Those who are at home on furlough are Miss Lizzie Martin and 
Dr. Emma Martin, from Tientsin, China, Miss May McKinley, of Dar- 
jeeling, India, and Dr. Luella Masters, from Foochow. The wedding 
bells rang for Miss Decker, of Chung King, in November last and 
she became the wife of Rev. James Beech of Chentu. 


Twice, as the year drew to its close, a beloved comrade entered 
that low tent whose curtains never open outward. Mrs. Lewis Mere- 
dith, first president of the first auxiliary west of the Alleghanies, 
and the first home secretary of the Branch, who in the sunny clime 
of California when the new day dawned for her; when the heavens 
became brighter, and the face of God smiled the sweet weleome home 
to another soul triumphant. Our “Little Mother” Nind, to whom 
morning, noon and night were but measures in a ceaseless song of 
victory; had but tasted the rest of the still retreat when the mys- 
terious chariot of fire paused at her chamber door.

When the lowly Moabitess went forth to the harvest field the 
Master said to His reapers, “Let her glean even among the sheaves

her not.” The Lord of our harvest hath put of this same generous 
spirit upon those among whom we have been gleaning, and our bas- 


_ kets have come in filled with golden grain, so that we have no lack; 


all our need has been supplied. 
In the middle of the year we found our accounts much more 
seriously overdrawn than ever before, and we felt that deliverance 
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could come from God alone. The eleventh day of August was fixed 
upon as a day of fasting and prayer, and earnest, believing hearts 
waited upon Him. At the end of the year the treasurer’s report 
showed that the victory was greater than we had expected, and we 
have a balance with which to begin again. The Annual meeting, 
crowlring the year of such blessing, was a time of joyous thanks- 
giving. 

In several particulars, the work in Des Moines Branch manifests 
vigorous life, viz.: in the yearly round of profitable district meetings, 
some thirty in number, in the many Thank Offering and other public 
meetings held by auxiliaries, in the gcodly gains in membership, and 
in the sales of literature and supplies, amounting to $1,700. These 
figures are not only an indication of missionary interest, but a pledge 
of its increase. We note, however, with concern some weak points 
in our defenses; for instance, the too brief lists of subscriptions 
to our periodicals, and the lack of some one to care for and lead 
on in the work among children. 

Our largest building enterprise reached completion last Decem- 
ber in the dedication at Hyderabad, India, of a pair of excellent 
buildings for the Girls’ Boarding School. The good home of the 
missionary and her assistants is a delight, and the school building, 
with its large, well ventilated classrooms, furnished with good desks 
from America, leaves little to be desired. 

It is a great satisfaction to have this excellent school so ‘well 
housed. 


A wise mother in the olden time, pointing to her sons, said: 


“These are my jewels,” and the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society 
prizes similarly its daughters, whom it sends forth to the distant 
and difficult fields ef service. In the matter of new missionaries, 
God has not left himself without witness in our Branch. Within the 
year several names have been added to our list, besides those who 
went out immediately after the close of our last session. Miss 
Newby sailed in June for Nan Chang, Central China, to the assistance 
of Miss Ogburn in the Stephen L. Baldwin Memorial School, and in 
September Misses Wells and Hitchcock left for the needy station 
Chung King, West China. Still another, Miss Aaronson, leaves in a 
few days for service in the Girls’ High School, Calcutta, India. 

Misses Phelps and-Daniel, at the close of needed furlough, return 
to Japan, and Miss Lauck to India. Misses Gregg and Manning have 
recently come home for their first vacation, from Muttra, India, and 
Chung King, China, respectively. 
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This brief report presents but a few of the many points of 
interest in our work. The year, as memory holds it fast, glows with 
a luster “above the brightness of the sun,” for He has walked among 
us, and though our path led through strait places, our feet stum- 
bled not. 

For these precious lessons of faith for rich raterial gifts, for 
richer gifts vouchsafed in bright, young lives devoted to the service 
of our God, for His matchless grace which has upheld and made us 
to triumph, we render joyful, humble praise to His excellent name.

The twenty-second year in the history of Topeka Branch, has 
not been an exception to the goodness and mercy of God. He has 
been better to us than all our fears, yea than all our hopes and 
we rejoice in the larger receipts, increased membership and a 
greater number of missionaries in the field. Nine months ago when 
a change in the office of Corresponding Secretary was imperative, 
to some of us at least, it seemed that disaster might overtake us. 
But more and more are we learning that the Lord’s work is not 
dependent for success upon the strength of any human hand, nor 
the guidance of any human mind, however strong and true. 


We closed last year with Miss Imhof outward bound, returning 
to Japan, Miss Varney preparing to sail for a second term of 
service in China, and the faces of Miss Henry, Miss Clippenger, Miss 
Swan and Miss Morgan set for the first time toward India. 

That these good women accomplished the long jorney by sea 
and land, reaching their destination, without accident and in es, 
is a reason for gratitude. 


The news had also come of the serious illness of Miss Spaulding 
in Ifanila, and a little later the tidings that she had been ordered 
home. We rejoice in having ker with us today, almost restored 
to health to encourage our hearts by telling of the work in the 
Philippines. 

Eight years ago at our annual gathering we said good-bye and 
bade God speed to Miss Livermore, goint to India. After these 
years inwhich she has wrought well, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, she is with us to tell of the condition of woman- 
kind in-a land where Christ is not known. 

Within the twelve months, God’s call has sounded in the ear of 
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other young women gladly, “Here am I, send me,” two of whom 
will sail next week for India. 

A few weeks since we sent to Japan, Miss Suye Shibata, a young 
woman wko came from her native land five years ago to more 
thoroughally prepare herself for a life work. In June she graduated 
from the New England Conservatory of music, the first Japanese to 
receive a diploma from that institution and most fitting is her 
appointment as teacher of music in our school at Aoyama, Tokyo. 

The Christmas offering inaugurated a year ago and the adoption 


of Miss Morgan, as our Christmas missionary, has proven a great 


success, bringing into the treasury more than $1,300. This report 
indicates that the women of Topeka Branch, while planning for gifts 
for friends and loved ones, have not forgotten the one whose com- 
ing they celebrate, Jesus Christ, the greatest gift to all mankind. 
Our treasury has been enriched because earth is made poorer 
by the going home of some of God’s saints, whose last thought and 
dying petition was for the continuance of success of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. Miss Fuller who gave fruitful years to 
India, and in her last will bequeathed her all to the organization 
which she represented,—eleven hundred dollars has been realized 
with a possiblity of two or three hundred more. Fifteen hundred 
has come from the estate of Mrs. Eliza J. Chrisman of Topeka; four 
hundred from that of Mrs. Virginia Mitchell, Marion, Kansas; and 
one hundred from that of Mrs. Leah J. Locke, Crete, Neb. A good 
woman in setting her house in order for the next world has paid 


-into the treasury $1,000. 


The out-put from our Bureau of Supplies increases year by 
year and the interest in the United Study grows as is evidenced 
by the sale of 1,124 copies of “Dux Christus.” The only discourag- 
ing note we have to sound is a decrease of 47 subscribers to the 
Woman’s Missionary Friend. This is sufficient cause for chagrin 
and humiliation. 

The work among the young people and children, our hope for 


the future, has made steady progress and from the respective Sup- 


erintendents we hear of numbers of new organizations. The year 

has had more of joy than sadness, but with our round the world 

constituency, we have experienced a common sorrow in the going 

hence of Mrs. Mary C. Nind. There were present at our annual 

meeting representatives from auxiliaries organized by Mrs. Nind, 

more» thirty years ago and to whom she has been a source 
tion and strength. 
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We might have known that in the eternal fitness of things Mary 
CG. Nind would not take any ordinary road to Heaven. A chariot of 
fire was a fitting ascension for one of such fiery zeal. We cannot 
believe that her activities have ceased, though we shall greatly 
miss her bodily presence. 

Another friend, true and tried who but recently received his 
coronation, is Bishop Joyce. In his busy life never too busy to give 
time to the consideration of the interests of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and how frequently within our territory has 
he responded to calls for addresses at conference anniversaries, and 
ever prodigal of his strength were there a possibility for the 
advancement of the work. 

The annual meeting was, as has been each preceeding, the best 
in our history. 

The children’s meeting and young people’s rally, were of unus- 
ual interest. 

We were fortunate in having as speakers in addition to our 
missionaries, Mrs. Lydia Wilkinson, Miss Melva Livermore, Miss 
Winifred Spaulding, Rev. Geo. B. Smyth, Rev. Geo. H. Jones, Rev.

“Hitherto the Lord has helped us,” and many proofs of His help- 
ful presence have been given ug in the good year 1905. Ourp rogress 
has not been rapid nor our advance as great as we had hoped for, 
yet we are grateful that the fruitage of our year’s work has not 
been insignificant. 

One of our best-beloved, Mrs. Lewis Wright of Pomona, one 


whose life and services seemed so necessary to the prosperity of) 


the Pacific Branch, was called to her heayenly home in March. 

Rev. A. C. Haggard our faithful and generous friend, received 
his crown and heard the “well-done” welcome, since last we met in 
annual session. Property worth nearly $15,000 for the endowment 
of a professorship in Lucknow College, has been given us by the 
godly man. 

Our increase in organizations and membership has not been 
as great as in others years. Seven new auxiliaries and 23 new 
Young People’s Societies make a total increase of 30. Considering 
that many of the District Superintendents of Young People’s Work 
did not fairly get to work, the increase in their work is most grati- 
fying. Our receipts have been encouraging all the year, and if our 
needs did not multiply so rapidly we would be in good financial 
condition. 

But “the reapers overtake the sowers” and our balance did not 
justify a large increase in our appropriations. 

‘The United Study was generally followed by our people and we 
believe the interest in all our literature is hopefully increasing. 

Miss Svaulding and Dr, Sheldon and Miss Means rendered effi- 


ne cient service at Thank Offering meeting. Their ministrations left 
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a gracious influence wherever they spoke, or sung and our work 
was left better and stronger because of their helpful services. 

Misses Hughes, Long and Sites, and Dr. Li Bi Cu spent Sunday, 
Sept. 24th with us, to the delight and profit of our people. 

We are especially favored by having with us for a few months 
Dr. and Mrs. Schwartz of Japan. : 

Our own missionaries have had a successful year. Miss Hol- 
brook has had fine opportunities for reaching the people of Japan, by 
her ministrations.to the soldiers in hospitals, and to their families. 
Miss Collins has had sickness in her home and one of her precious 
children died. We are hoping to send her a helper very soon, who 
in addition to being a college and Normal School graduate is a 
trained nurse, and will-we hope do a great work for Africa. 

Dr. Taft has had to do double duty since her beloved Dr. 
Hoag’s return home. She has found it necessary to confine her 
services to her own Methodist work. Heretofore she and Dr. Hoag, 
have treated missionaries of other Boards. : 

Our Rajputana girls,. Dr. Beck and Miss Hart, are facing a 
terrible famine. They write that already the water tanks are many 
of them dry and the natives are leaving their homes to wander 
about the country, in search of food and drink.. We thought when 
we sent Miss Marble to.India a year ago, that she would be sta- 
tioned in the North India Conference, but she was needed elsewhere 
and now we have all three of our missionaries in Northwest India 
Conference. She is very happy in her home in Meerut and is in love 
with her work and fellow-workers. 

Miss Parker has been in charge of Manila Training School all 
the year and has given general satisfaction, although she has been in 
ill health much of the time. She,has given six years to work in 
the Philippines and must take her furlough next spring. 


Miss Holman is rapidly recovering her health and Bipenett, 


and will probably return to India this winter. : 

Miss Celesta Easton who served us in India for several years, 
has been waiting at the bedside of her invalid mother for years. 
God has called the sufferer home and Miss Easton will be ready to 


return to her work this winter, if the money to send her can be 


secured. The India missionaries stand ready to welcome her back. 


We need the money for her support and for that of our new aviseion- 
ary to Africa. : 


We need women to fill our _ offices, esvecialeg ghe. (oiices 


of Young People’s and Juvenile Work, who have time and health — 
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and push and aggressiveness. We have found no patent method 
by which this work will run itself. The women who undertake 
it cannot accomplish what ought to be done by sitting at home and 
writing letters. Reports are good, but if nothing is done to enthuse 
and increase the work, there will soon be nothing to report. We 
want a band of District Superintendents who will go after these 
young people and children and keep in constant touch with them all. 
We all need to pray more. We have nct tested the power of 
praver. If we had we would have clearer visions of duty and would 
receive all that we need from Him, who is “able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all we can ask or think.” 


Our annual meeting was held in Pomona, California, Oct. 4, 
1905, and was large and enthusiastic. Its important features were 
a lantern slide lecture by Dr. H. W. Schwartz of Japan, an inspiring 
address by Miss Emily Wheeler of the American Board, and the 
retirement of the Branch Secretary, and the election of Mrs. S. F. 
Johnson to the vacant office. In laying down the work that has 
been such a delight and that had grown so dear to her, the retiring 
Secretary rejoices that her precious charge has fallen into such 
vigorous and competent hands. May God bless and greatly prosper 
the work of Pacific Branch in all its future.

The year 1905 is notable in the history of the Pacific Northwest. 
Those giant numerales erected above Portland Heights to blaze 
against the evening sky, signal a date of such local significance 
that the country at large and nations afar have noted its import 
and paid it tribute. Hence the missionary record of Columbia 
River Branch cannot be considered without taking into account the 
Lewis and Clark Centennial Expcsition. In a new country an 
event of this character, involving history of historic pioneer days 
and prophecy of future empire, must of necessity largely absorb 
the attention of the people, to the possible temporary waiving of 
claims of a wider nature. So, although our hope for marked advance 
along every line of cur‘Branch work has not had full fruition, there 
is more than usual reason for thanksgiving for the degree of suc- 
cess attained. Whatever has becn accomplished is due, on the 
human side, to a deep and abiding devotion to the world-wide 
cause of the Master—which is a safer basis for future calculations 
than larger increase under unusually stimulating circumstances. 

Ten new auxiliaries have been added during the year, all in 
small churches where a few devoted women have become surety for 
the undertaking. For four of these organizations we are indebted 
to Miss Livermore, who tarried along her homeward journey from 
India for a glimpse of her Western relatives and thus became a 
blessing to others. Never has any missionary passed our way who 


has made a deeper spiritual impression or presented more forcibly 


the wondrous power of the Gospel in a pagan land. 

Our greatest advance has been among young people. Two new 
factors contributed to increased activity in this direction—the 
election of a Branch Superintendent who has brought strength of 
heart and brain to bear on the task of building up this important 


ae 
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division of our forces, and the fresh incentive to effort that the 
outgoing of a new missionary affords. 


The number of Standard Bearers has been increased by nearly 
one thousand, under the inspiration of providing the support of 
Miss Laura Austin, who has been commissioned to evangelistic work 
in Gujarat, India. 

Our King’s Heralds Bands have also grown and the number of 
Little Light Bearers Life Members. Among the latter is a unique 
trio of beautiful boys—three brothers with one and the same happy 
birth. 


The receipts are less by a small sum than those reported one 
year ago, yet they show a substantial gain from ordinary sources, 
the amount of the preceding year having been augmented by two 
large gifts for specific purposes. 

The Annual meeting was held in Salem, Oregon, a location well 
adapted to incite to brave endeavor, since hard by is the sacred en- 
closure of Lee Mission Cemetery, where sleep the band of heroes 
who wrought so well for church and for state in the days when 
all the region was foreign mission ground. By happy coincidence 
the date of the meeting covered the time fixed upon by the Com- 
mission on Aggressive Evangelism for special prayer for the out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit and the revival of the work of God. 


And truly, in no former Branch Meeting has the voice of 
prayer risen so frequently or the spirit of devotion so controlled 
all the proceedings. The consecration service led by the Branch 
Treasurer, in connection with the consideration of appropriations, 
was such as to lay the responsibility of the work on all hearts and 
to result in the ananimous decision to place the amount of our 
figures considerably in advance of the receipts of the present year. 


The nearly unexpected presence of Mrs. Williams Rouse Keens 


and the tarrying of our own Miss Austin on the eve of her departure 


for the foreign field, lent more than ordinary charm to the gather- 
ing and supplied the living links with China and India, that will 
strengthen future effort in their behalf. 
We go forward into another year, confident that its record will 
far exceed that of any now passed.

German Work 


He who led us in former years and helped us in many diffi- 
culties has been with us and has helped us during the past year. 
Although we cannot report great advance, we feel that it is a 
cause for gratitude that our recipts ‘show a small increase when 
we had feared that the unusuaily large receipts of last year, tracea- 
ble largely to the visits of Miss Nicholaisen in three of our Con- 
ferences, would be followed by a decrease this year. These Confer- 
ences did fall back, so also those in Europe, but others made such 


advances that these losses were not only covered but our totals 5 


show an advance of $415.18. ; 
The largest bequest that has ever come to our German Work 
came to us this year. It amounted to $600.00.. This was sent in 
in several installments, giving no clue as to who the donor might 
be until with the last remittance the information came. 
We are grateful for our corps of faithful Conference Secre- 


taries, without whose help this work could not have been done. 


For the first time for a number of years no change has been 
made necessary by death or other causes. With but three excep- 
tions they are pastors’ wives who, as we all know, are usually over- 


burdened with their own church work, but they have bravely taken 


up and carried this work, giving to it untiring energy. A few of 
them have succeeded in interesting their membership, both young 
and old, in mission study as never before. As a result our sales of 
literature have increased. is : 

We labor under peculiar difficulties in regard to supplying 
suitable study helps and other leaflets. A large number of our 
members are able to use and many prefer to use the English helps, 
but there still remains a large number, and many of them our most 
earnest and faithful members, who cannot derive much if any 


~ 
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benefit from anything in the English language, whether written or 
spoken, and for them we must provide something. The “Study” 
is given in full in our German “Freund,” and last fall we published 
a sixteen page leaflet on Japan, the first one which was distinctively 
in connection with the study. Another on Africa is soon to follow. 
Besides this two other leaflets were published and 4,000 copies of 
our Annual Report. Of the latter 1,600 were sold, the remainder 
being used for free distribution. The increased sale of reports is, 
we believe, an index of the interest which many have in our work. 

The need of an Agent of Supplies, who could relieve the secre- 
tary of this part of the work, had long been felt and we are happy 
to say that we have succeeded in securing the gratuitous services 
of a young lady who proves herself very efficient and who is glad 
thus to be able to do something to help the work of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

We are glad to be able to report another increase in the sub- 
scription list of the Freund. The number of subscribers in Amer- 
ica equals 72 per cent of our membership in America. 

The matter of German Branch has again been discussed and 
voted upon.’ Two hundred and five auxiliaries, representing a 
membership of 5,209, participated in the vote, which resulted in 
3,761 in favor of, and 775 against the formation of a German Branch. 
In none of the Conferences was there a majority against the mat- 
ter, two Conferences did not report a single vote in opposition, and 
several others less than one-half of their vote. The question was 
again submitted to the ministers of our ten conferences in the 
United States. Their vote stands the same as last year, that is, 
6 conferences fayor and 4 oppose the forming of a German Branch. 
Or, to bring it in another form, 82 per cent of the vote cast in aux- 
iliaries and over 75 percent. of our active ministry favor the forma- 
‘tion of a German Branch. We have prayed that the Lord may direct 
us in this matter, bringing to pass that which seemeth best to Him. 

It is a source of gratification and of hope for the future that 
several of our German girls are at present engaged in special prepa- 


_ ration for work under the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 


We know that the more representatives of German Methodism we 
can have in the foreign field, the more will the interest at home 
grow. Relying on the promises of the Master we look happily for- 
ward to the work of another year. Respectfully submitted,

Amother year has gone and we bring you our third annual re- 
port. It is expected of us and rightly so that our work should 
prosper year by year. We admit that the growth has not been 
rapid so far, but nevertheless we are glad that we can report a 
slight increase. We realize that when a society has existed for 
some time the requirements grow and consequently the work and 
care of the officers increase. But we look up to God from whom 
comes help, comfort and strength. 

Central Conference takes the lead this year as well as last in 
contributing money. I ascribe this largely to the fact that Miss 
Swan went out on the missionary field from Chicago where she was 
so well known. She received $200.00 towards her traveling ex- 
penses and $75.00 towards her outfit. Miss Swan is well pleased 
with her lot as missionary in Pakur. Mrs. Culshaw writes that she 
will be an efficient worker when she has learned the language. 
In this conference we have a good worker in the Conference Sec- 
retary. She has made every effort to accomplish th best results in 
her Conference. 

The Northern Conference has not succeeded in raising as large 
an amount of money as last year. There have been a few auxil- 
iaries which have nlot sent their dues this year, but we do not 
‘think they intend to abandon the work. The Conference Secretary, 
Mrs. G. E. Kallstedt, on account of ill health, moved to Kingsburg, 


Cal., in April. We felt the loss very keenly, she being an able sec- - 


retary. I was fortunate, however, in securing Mrs. M. Weber from 
Minneapolis to take her place. She has proved herself competent 
for the rsponsibility and full of enthusiasm for the work. A num- 
ber of auxiliaries in this Conference had farewell receptions in 
March for Miss Granstrand and contributed $53.75 towards her 
outfit. Miss Granstrand started out for Pakur, India, the first of 
April, but stopped in San Francisco until the 16th of August. Then 
her journey towards India was resumed. Her last letter to me was 
_ written on board the steamer Siberia, which was nearing Japan. 

In the Western Conference I haye made a change this year. 
I have secured a separate secrtary to care for the auxiliaries be- 
longing to Des Moines Branch. I am sure that this arrangement 
will prove more satisfactory to both branches. Miss Gabrielson of 
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Lincoln, Neb., gave us the month of July to work in this Confer- 
ence and spent the time in Iowa and Kansas. She organized seven 
new auxiliaries in Iowa, which made an addition of 92 members to 
Des Moines. Branch, and four new auxiliaries with 64 members in 
Kansas, an addition to Topeka Branch. This-makes 11 auxiliaries 
and 156 members added to the Western Conference this year. 

Hastern Conference reports less money contributd this year, 
but I believe all the auxiliaries are trying their best to keep up 
interest. The Conference Secretary tries to encourage every society. 

California District reports a few more members and some in- 
crease in money. The District Secretary has served faithfully and 
reported promptly. In San Francisco, Ookland and Kingsbury the 
societies had receptions for Miss Granstrand before she left for 
Pakur. 

Our editor has kept up her four columns of misSionary litera- 
ture semi-monthly in our church paper, which has proved interest- 
ing and helpful. 

During all our Conference sessions our work has been repre- 
sented. In some of the Conferences quite an interest has been 
taken in the camp meetings. A tent has been used in some meet- 
ings at headquarters for the missionary literature. 

When we sum up the year’s account we find that we have 
added nine new auxiliaries and 337 members this year and an in- 
crease of $400.67. 

I have written 853 letters besides quite a few postals. My 
prayer for God’s blessing on the work has. followed every letter 
written. I am trusting in my Savior and look up i Him for 
guidance in the future.

There has been a deepening of interest, in the work of the 
young people and more perfect organization of many societies, that 
cannot be reported in figures. Much culling has been done, and 
dead timber removed, so that our figures represent real live work 
and workers. Over the grave of nearly every society that has 
been dropped from the list as dead, might be erected a cold gray 
slab, bearing in black letters this pitiful inscription, “This society 
ought to be alive. It died for lack of love and care from one woman. 
It is to be regretted that nobody cared, enough to save it.” 

There is still the same crying need of a supervisor, for the 
young people as well as the children, in every church. 

There is a growing feeling that it is not enough to pay one’s 
dues, and much special work is being taken. This is a natural 
outgrowth of good care. 

We report, 1,663 organizations, with a membership of 42,950. 
50 missionaries are assigned to our care, besides 71 Bible women, 
269 scholarships, 190 orphans, 14 day schoels, 8 teachers, 4 widows, 
3 hospital beds. 
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In most cases the young people have joined with the auxiliaries 
in their Thank Offerings, and it is impossible to tell how much 
they have given. In fact four of the larger branches have not 
reported the special work taken by the young people, and our 
figures should be much larger than they are. 

I would request our committees on special work to give the 
branch superintendents of young people’s work lists of special ob- 
jects to be taken, that they may inform their workers what is 
available, referring them, of course to the committee for arrange- 
ments. 

Every Branch but the Pacific has elected Branch Superinten- 
dents, whe have proved to be valiant leaders for our hosts. They 
have helped each other, in many ways, especially by exchange of 
all helps issued. Miss Walden has kindly put their names on her 
mailing list, and copies of new helps, as issued, have gone directly 
to them, from the Publishing office. 

Most of the Branches have granted an appropriation of money 
for the use of the Superintendent, in pushing her work, and many 
helpful léaflets have been issued for Branch use. 

New York Branch granted $150.00 this year, requesting their 
superintendent to use part of it in going to the Northfield Meeting. 
Generous sowing, brings generous reaping. After dropping off 1,000 
doubtful members, New York still has the largest membership, num- 
bering 8,823 members, and shows the largest net increase of 1,034 
members, and 45 in organizations the total number being 305. 

Miss Jennie Hughes, their field secretary, did splendid work 
for the young people, organizing 35 new societies. 

- No true mother is ever selfish, and our auxiliaries do not mean 
to be, but they are prone to say to the speakers who come to them, 
“We want you to build up the auxiliary.” I would plead earnestly 
that, the young people may have their fair share of the speakers and 
public meetings. 

_ It was a great joy to have the Peking debt of $10,000, as- 


signed to us for a general Thank Offering, upon which we can all 


unite in one grand effort. 

50,000 dainty cards containing a picture of the school, and a 
bright red brick have been issued, to be sold at ten cents each. 
Dollar certificates are ready for those who give $1.00 or sell bricks. 
Any one giving ten dollars may name a chair in the school, the 
gift of $50.00 names a dormitory, and $1,000 a large schoolhoom. 


‘Thank offering leaflets and envelopes have been issued. By the com- 


- 
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bined use of these helps we hope to lift the debt. An average of 


25 cents per member will do it. Treasurers should take great : 


care to report the money given properly. 

This year we propose to join with the mother societies and use 
“Christus Liberator,” as our text-book. The pink slips which our 
publisher makes free, contain our program, which is bright enough 
for any young woman’s club. 

A question that comes with increased‘ force is, How shall we 
induce more of our young women to take and read the “FRIEND?” I 
would suggest that we have Young People’s department of four 
pages, in which shall be grouped the material that particularly 
appeals to young women sixteen, eighteen and tyenty years of age, 
as well as the practical helps from the General Secretary. With such 
a department containing the brightest missionary news, short stories, 
now and then a new song or piece of music, and exercises ap- 
propriate for programs, could we not urge the paper upon our young 
women with even more enthusiasm than now, and if they know that 
they have their own department will they not be more apt to take 
up their mother’s paper, and at least read that part? I think so. 

Again, as last year, I beg that space may be given our Branch 
Superintendents, in each branch quarterly, to be headed with the 
small flag, and the words YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK.. Some who 
will not wade through long reports, will be caught by the flag, and 
read about their own work. 

Several of the Branches where the question has been disputed, 
have taken action allowing our delegates a vote, in the annual 
meeting. This seems to me, right and just. 

Much time and thought has been given in trying to evolve best 
plans for reporting our work. Personally, I regard our Superinten- 
dents, as assistants to the regular secretaries, and think they 
should report to them. The auxiliary is the mother of the house- 
hold, the young women are the older daughter, King’s Heralds the 
younger daughter and the Little Light Bearers, the baby. The 
mother-is responsible for her family and should report the whole 
to the district secretary. The young women: should report to. the 
auxiliary, and to the district superintendent. 

We greatly need a system of uniform blanks, nena the 
Branches for our work. ; 

A delicate question for which I cannot as yet see a ‘definite so- 
lution, is that of the age limit. It is easy to say to a girl fifteen, 
“You are now old enough to be a Standard Bearer,” but who is 
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wise enough to know, at just what time to say to our young women, 
you must now join the auxiliary?” The question is many sided and 
very complicated. In many cases our auxiliaries meet in the after- 
noon, when many young women are busy. In some cases they prefer 
the methods of the younger society. I repudiate the insinuation that 
our young women wish to remain in the younger society, because 


_they do not wish to pay the “two cents per week.” 


I would urge our young women to join the auxiliary, just as 
soon as it seems to be for the good of the cause. 
We close the year with gratitude for its victories, and look 
out into the new year, knowing “It is better farther on.”

Branch, has elected a superintendent for the first time, Mrs. J. F.

So far as possible it is desired that the students shall have had at 
; some college work, though the course is arranged for those 
9 have had High School work only. Much attention is given to 
care of the health. The physical culture work is under the di- 
on of a specialist and the students are expected to spend some 
.e out of doors each day. But much as we value the mental and 
preparation, we realize that these are not sufficient, but 
is needed more than anything else the spiritual preparation.

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Seciety commenced work in 
Africa in 1874.

The 
native work is confined to the Zenanas, day schools and Sunday 
schools in all of which great work has been accomplished. 

BAREILLY. \The work in the Orphanage, one of our most 
important institutions has gone on successfully. All the girls sent 
up for the Government Middle Examination passed. The year 
closed with 225 on roll. In the summer vacation, 22 of the girls 
were married and double that number could have been “given 
away” as this place is known far and wide throughout the land 
as the place where the best wives are to be had. The sheltered 
orphan girl goes out into the world—into heathen villages many 
of them, and there to set up a Christian “home’—a “word not 
found—unknown—in the Hindustani language. The city and mohul- 
la work, with the day and Sunday schools, zenana and village 
work, all with the one object to make known the love of Christ, 
means much for the incoming of Christ’s Kingdom among the 
many who love to listen to the old, old story. 

ZENANA MISSION HOSPITAL. Last year there were 11,717 
new patients in the dispensary, 21,419 visits made, while 318 calls 
were made at the Bungalow outside of dispensary hours, making a 
total of 22,211 patients seen. ~All suitable cases receive medicine to 
last four or five days; so during the year 300,000 doses of medicine 
were dispensed. The money received for dispensary work was $800, 
- the helpers being a medical assistant, one pupil nurse and one com- 
pounder. Last year there were 696 calls on patients in their own 
homes for which $580 was received in fees; and in addition $200 was 
received in donations and for private rooms, all of which has been 
used in meeting general expenses and in ces 24 iron beds, bed- 
ding and hospital clothing. 

During the first two months of this year the in-patient work 
was almost closed on account of necessary repairs; and later the 
plague drove about one-half the population from the city. These 
facts account for the report of less work this year than last; yet 
now they seldom have less than 40 patients daily and often from 
100 to 175 daily during the busiest seasons. In the seven months 
of 1905, January ist to August.1st, dispensary 4736 new patients 
with 781 visits, hospital 150 in-patients, 95 oR outside 
calls 200, and 350 girls examined in the schools. ; 


At the joint commission on medical work held in Bareilly { in 


¥. 
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July plans for enlarging the medical work were made. It was 
proposed to have a Training class for the wives of the men in the 
Theological School that would fit them to treat simple diseases 
among the women and children in the circuits; where they may 
be sent—often far from medical aid. In this class girls also can 
receive training, preparatory to attending a medical college; and 
others can be trained for nurses. Dr. Gimson was a welcome ad- 
dition to this department of work. The school for the wives of 
the students in the Theological School with the kindergarten an- 
nex, is a very important part of the work in Bareilly. 


SHAHJAHANPUR. The Girls’ Boarding School has gone on 
increasing in importance, training girls for the Master’s service. 
Miss Organ’s failing health will necessitate a change here. The 
city and village work and “Home for Homeless Women” are 
valuable auxiliaries in leading heathen women to give up the 
worship of idols. The number of Christian homes is increasing. 


PITHORAGARH. The evangelistic work under Miss Budden’s 
supervision has been wide in its extent and rich in returns. She 
reports an itinerary of almost six months constant work. 556 
villages visited and thousands of souls individually told of the love 
of Christ and his power to forgive sins. There were 25 in the 
Training School last year, not one of whom had to be rejected. 
The institutional work consisting of farming, cattle raising, girls, 


- and boys’ boarding schools, day schools, hospitals and dispensary 


work as well as the Woman’s Home, with its 70 inmates, ten of 
whom are blind, is under Miss Sullivan’s supervision and she re- 
ports a good year in all departments. 


BHOT. This work on the border of Thibet is being honored of 
God and souls are being born into the kingdom in this land so 
long closed to the Gospel. Miss Brown and Miss Sullivan went 
into Thibet without any difficulty and traveled about fifteen miles 
beyond the border, distributing Scripture portions and tracts. 

-DWARAHAT. The work here has been held by the Misses 
Seymour, one teaching the Girls’ school, the other in general work. 
The girls of the Boarding school deny themselves a part of their 
regular food; that is, every day from their daily allowance of 
ata, they keep out one handful and collect it in a bag, then every 
Saturday this is weighed and the price given to them: this they 
give in Sunday school collections. The . girls also collect the 
pickings of their rice and this is bought from them for about Rs 8 
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a year. They give this as follows: Rs 1 each for Children’s Day, 
the Annual Missionary Chanda and the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society: this year as there was a “Bible Sunday” to give 
to, the girls have worked in the garden and earned the extra rupee. 
One of the girls was sent from this school to the Agra Medical 
College this summer. 


THE GARHWAL DISTRICT. Work is carried on among the 
villages with difficulty as many places are so inaccessible that 
the work must be left largely with the native helpers. Still many 
lights are shining in the mountain villages where there are those 
who have accepted the true light of the world. The Girls’ Boarding 
School and Orphanage prepares workers for this mountain district. 


The MORADABAD DISTRICT is a very large one and the work, 
with the exception of Moradabad city, is mostly among the villages 
and smaller cities of Amroha and Sambhal. This work necessarily 
suffered from the absence of Miss Means and the illness of Miss 
Buck. There is great opportunity for evangelistic work and the 
necessity for this work has been emphasized this year as it has 
been found that much of the opposition to Christian work has 
come from the women. The Girls’ school did well in the Middle 
Examination passing all of the girls sent up, and a class of 13 
girls have commenced studying in the High School division. When 
Bishop Thompson visited India he said he envied the workers sta- 
tioned at Sambhal where the Hindoos expect the sinless incarna- 
tion to appear—where Christians can tell the people that the 
“sinless incarnation” has come. A faithful band of Bible Women 
give this message from day to day in this old interesting City. 

THE BIJNOUR DISTRICT has interesting work in nine cir- 
cuits where the Bible Women work among Christians and non- 
Christians. The Girls‘ Boarding School continues to send out 
workers for this’ needy field. In the Zenana work fruit has ap- 
peared in the case of a young woman who seems to be living a 
true Christian life in her heathen home; and it is hoped that she 
may be the means of leading many others to Christ. 


BUDAON. The District work with a native Presiding Elder is — 
carried on in 8 circuits. One of the most efficient workers -died 
with plague and the work in many places has been hindered by 
the ravages of this terrible disease. Still the Evangelistic band 
of workers have been able to do much good work in many places. 
The Girls’ Boarding School is increasing in numbers ag more. prov-

we & 
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ision is being made for the education of boys. The parents object 
to having the girls educated unless their boys can have the same 
privileges. 

PILIBHIT DISTRICT. This work is in charge of a native 
Presiding Elder and his wife. Miss Budden with her band of 
workers visited some of the places in the cold weather and Mrs. 
Mansell has given what help she could. 

HARDOI. The Girls Boarding School with its sixty girls gath- 
ered from the nine circuits is doing very important work in the 
District where a few years ago there were no women or girls who 
could read. The Christians are rejoicing in the gift of money from 
a Los Angeles lady, to build a new church which is very much 
needed. The District work is of special interest as it is carried 
on among many classes of people, some of whom are specially ac- 
cessible. 

THE OUDH DISTRICT—is very large reaching into the bor- 
ders of Nepal where there is an interesting girls’ school, supported 
by the girls in the Bareilly Orphanage. 

GONDAH. The Girls’ Boarding School had 77 girls on the 
scholarship roll. Beside the regular course of study they are taught 
plain and fancy sewing and drawn thread work. Two girls from 
this school are attending the Muttra Training School to further 
prepare themselves for their life work. Miss Scott reports: “We 
were pleased to notice at the Woman’s Annual District Conference 
that nine of our former girls were present and are engaged as 
Bible Women in this large Oudh District, two also who are engaged 
as teachers in this school; and our thoughts went out to others— 
some entirely alone in a heathen community— and especially one 
engaged in the Dufferin Hospital work.” The addition to the Home 


is just completed, but they are not through building yet as a dor- 


mitory is greatly needed. The school dining room where the corn 
is ground and the drinking water is sheltered from the heat and 


_ rain still serves as a dormitory. Miss Scott must return next year 


and another be sent. to take this work. One hundred and twenty 
houses in the city and suburbs are visited regularly where an in- 
terest is shown in learning to read and write—the people wishing to 
learn Roman Urdu so that they can read the Bible and sing the 
songs. Good work has been done in the yillages around Gonda: 
70 places have been visited where tracts and Gospels have been 


given. to those who could read. 
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SITAPUR. The Girls’ School which last year was closed on 
account of the plague has completely recovered from the effects” 
of the panic, with ten more than last year enrolled and the higher 
section larger than ‘for some years. Nine have united with the 
church in full connection and 13 on probation. This school is a 
valuable auxiliary to the district work, many haying gone out 
within the past two or three years as Bible readers, and are doing 
efficient work. 


LUCKNOW. The Isabella Thoburn College continues to gain 
praise by passing girls sent up for Government examination. They 
are rejoicing now in having passed all the girls sent up for the 
B. A. examination. 


Miss Singh writes: “The Annual Class Day of the College was 
held in February, in the Harriet Warren Memorial Hall which 
was beautiful that day with floral decorations in white and gold, 
the College colors. Sir James La Touche, the Governor of the 
Province presided; and we also had the honor of having with us 
Mr. Orange, the Director-General of Education for all India. There 
were the usual numbers on the program, essays, choruses, de- 
bates, ete. There was an essay on astronomy with a chart of blue 
and gold to represent the starry firmament. The Governor was so 
pleased with the exercises that the following week he had the 
building grant Rs 11000, sent to us in cash. It had been promised 
in installments; in the course of two years. Practically all the 
College, Normal and Entrance Class girls belong to the college 
Young Women’s Christian Association. God has blessed them 
greatly this year in deepening their spiritual life and in increasing 
their efficiency as Christian workers. Highty of the graduates from 
the College are today working as assistant missionaries in different 
parts of India, Burmah and Ceylon.” AS 


Miss Brouse reports: “The average attendance in the Girls’ 
Schools is 190, 100 of whom are boarders. Eleven were sent up for 
Government examinations of whom 10 passed. In the Middle ex- 
amination one of our girls headed the Province and five took 
scholarships, while in the High School one of our girls came out 
second in the list. This was cause for rejoicing as her competitors, 
over 1400 in number, were mostly boys. The Junior Young Women’s 
Christian Association meetings have kept the girls in touch with 
missionary needs. The Sunday prayer meetings have been very 
helpful and a real improvement in the spiritual intelligence of the 
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girls as well as in earnest Christian living, is clearly seen. In 1903 
Government officially recognized the courses of study offered for the 


"Normal department and provided certificates to be given on the 


completion of a two years’ course, Four candidates have thus far 
passed this examination and it is expected seven will appear next 
year. Besides these students taking the regular course, there have 
been seven girls during the year taking kindergarten training only. 
Besides the training in theory and practice both in kindergarten 
and Normal methods, the course of study includes mathematics, 
English and science work in High School or College classes.” 
Home for Homeless Women. Miss Hardie writes; ‘Thirty- 
éight women have this year found a home with us and a larger 
number than usual have been passed on: some to service and others 
for whom marriages have been arranged, to homes of their own. 
At present there are 23 in the home, three of whom are children. 
The improvement in some of the women has been marked. A num- 
ber have been taught to make point lace and requests are coming 
in for women to teach this work in other Homes. Some have be- 
come proficient in drawn thread work while plain sewing is taught 
to all. Three hours daily are Spent in study, one of our blind women 
teaching orally those who are unable to learn to read. Miss Guthrie 
has charge of the zenana village work and day schools and reports 
all these departments as prospering and bringing forth rich results. 
Mohammedans as well as Hindus are accepting Christ many being 


' persecuted, disowned and cast out by their people. May God help 


them to stand firm for Him to the end.”

AJMER. Miss Holman’s illness and subsequent home-going | 


left a vacancy in the-Ajmer school. Miss Lawson was sent from 
Phalera to take charge, and the opportune coming of Miss Hart of 
the Pacific Branch, was a delight to all. : 


Dr. Beck, who up to the year 1905 was stationed at Ajmer, 
says of this Girls’ School: “It has been our privilege this year 
to become better acquainted with the individual girls than we ever 
have been able to do before. In the drawing-room of our bungalow 
this summer, we held class prayer meetings, a special class attend- 
ing each Sunday. Never have we seen the presence of the Holy 
Spirit more clearly manifested than in those meetings. There were 
very few indeed who went away without receiving definite spiritual 
blessings. Several girls were happily converted while sitting in the 
services.” ‘ ; 

In addition to her medical work, Dr. Beck was given charge of 
the Ajmer City District work. She says of one of her Bible- 
readers: , 

“Harriet, our cheery, happy worker, has lent us most valuable 
assistance this year, She has a way of attracting the people to 
her smiling face, a happy manner, a few commonplace remarks, 
and her hearers are ready to listen to the Gospel presentation. 
She went with us one day to a large muhalla. With a Sunday 
School lesson chart before her, she gave a talk which held her large 
audience of men, women and children an hour.” 

PHALERA. “The work of the Educational Department in the 
Girls’ Orphanage shows steady progress, as nearly all the classes 
were promoted at the annual examination. For the first time, many 
of our older girls have taken the All-India Sunday School examina- 
tion, and we were delighted at the results; for they did very well 
indeed, one girl having answered every question correctly. Their 
knowledge of the Bible, and the improvement in their singing, is 


a matter of great satisfaction, as special stress has been put upon 
these most important things.” 


ALLAHABAD. How nobly Mrs. D. G. Clancy has worked. With- 
out, dormitories, or store-rooms, or school-rooms, or any of the 
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necessaries to the proper care of a school, she has done her best 
for the famine girls under her care. The time has come when she 
must have help. Not only a Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
Missionary is needed here, but property and dormitories and store- 
rooms for the proper equipment of a school. Allahabad is the head 
of a District, and should have a Girls’ School. The famine girls 
of ’97, who still remain with Mrs. Clancy, should after all these 
years, be properly housed. Living, eating, and sleeping, reciting, 
studying, sewing, and nursing the sick in one little room, has long 
enough been our disgrace in Allahabad. ‘The need here is great. 
Mrs. Clancy says: 

“We greatly need money to build a good girls’ school, with 
proper sleeping dormitories, a school-room, clothes-room, etc. At 
present we have one dormitory not very large. The grounds are 
very confined. There is no school-room at all. The classes have 
to be crowded into a small verandah. Allahabad is one of the prin- 
cipal stations of India, and it should have a good Methodist girls’ 
school. With proper buildings, we could get a lot of girls.” 

ALIGARH. The Woman’s Industrial Home, under Mrs. Mat- 
thew’s efficient management, is turning out cooks, teachers, Bible- 
readers, wives of preachers and .pastor-teachers. It also carries on 
a large industrial work, such as:—cloth-weaving, lace-making, bas- 
ket-weaving, and gardening. Mrs. Matthews writes: 

“Six of our older girls are teachers now, and are a great help. 
Two of them went to the Brindaban mela, and did excellent work. 
It has been very encouraging to see the spiritual growth in these 
young people for whom we have prayed and laboured, and who are 
now prepared for this great work. 

“Last August I attended the Summer School and District Con- 
ference at Muttra with some of our pupil-teachers. I met several 
of our girls, who had been inmates of our Home, and who were 
married to pastor-teachers. My heart rejoiced to hear them give the 

_ report of the work in which they were engaged. These were poor 
ignorant girls when they came to us a few years ago. They were 
converted at some special meetings Bishop Warne had with our peo- 
ple. They were married shortly after, and are now working as 


& rangeliet Teachers.” 


pee Girls’ Orphanage, Miss Bobenhouse has had a good year. 


¢ year adds new interest to the work. Nothing is more 
ng camel the study of child-development. The wonder and 
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delight are increased, when we see the minds of children, whose 
early years were spent in total ignorance and heathenism, suddenly 
open and expand and eagerly grasp for knowledge. To see eyes 
brighten, and faces, once sad and hopeless, light up with a new 
expression of intelligence, is a joyful experience. I shall never for- 
get the weary look upon the faces of some little ones who were 
brought to me during the last famine. Afterwards, when I heard 
them laughing happily as they played, their laughter was music to 
my ears. I have marvelled at the mental development of some of 
these girls, and the readiness with which they grasp spiritual truth.” 

CAWNPORE. Here the Girls’ High School (English), as usual, 
has had a successful year. The Superintendent says: — 

“Last year four candidates were presented for the Government 
High School examination, and all passed. This is the largest 
class ever presented for that examination by this school. It may 
be of interest to the friends of the school to know where these 
young ladies are now. Miss Rae is doing successful work with 
us as teacher of the First Standard; Misses Alice Kouwen and Amy _ 
Mooney are studying in the Blackstone Institute, Muttra, prepara- 
tory to entering Mission work; and Miss Abercrombie is helping her 
mother at home.” 

In the native girls’ school, Mrs. Worthington and her faithful 
assistants have done good work. Mrs. Worthington says: 

“Our girls grind, cook, plaster the walls and floors of the entire 
boarding house; keep clean their school-house, mend and make 
their own clothes. Our girls are also liberal givers. I have been 
surprised often to see how readily they have brought out from 
their little store, their pice for collection; some have worked to earn 
money to be able to give, and sometimes my heart has ached to see 
them give their hard-earned little all, never having anything to 
buy sweets.” : 

Mrs. Calkins, in charge of the Cawnpore city work, says: 

“The patience and love of our women have brought their own 
fruit, for through much sorrow and sickness, we are still able to 
send in a goodly report. Since October the plague has raged, and 
entire families have been swept away. It has been pitiful to go 
through certain districts, and hear the words, “Closed! Closed!; 
(Band! Band) House after house locked, and the tenants either dead 
or gone, until the scourge shall have passed over. Several schools 
were entirely broken up. Out of a family of eleven, the mother 
alone was left. Another poor mother with two beautiful daughters, 


* 
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just ready for baptism, snatched away in a day. Notwithstanding 
all this, God has given us seventeen baptisms, new houses are 
opened, and many are calling to us, more than we can take care 
of, unless the number of workers is increased.” 

In, the District work, ever faithful Mrs. Robertson, has wrought 
well, notwithstanding the demands made upon her time as the wife 
of a pastor-in-charge of a large English-speaking Church. 


MEBPRUT. In the Meerut District, the “village conquest” has 
been pushed with indefatigable earnestness. 

“The record of the year’s work, is one of effort more than of 
accomplishment, of desires and hopes not fully realized. 

“But the reward of our endeavor has been a better knowledge 
of the work, born of experience, and a stranger desire than ever 
to push the village conquest. Many are the opportunities opening 
up “before us. Resources are at our command which at first, to 
us, as to Blisha’s servant, were invisible, ° 

“Of the sixty-four preachers’ wives, Bible Readers, and Evan- 
gelist Teachers under our charge, we have come to know person- 


ally all but two; of the forty-five stations where they live, we have 


visited all but four. In addition to this with the help of our work- 
ers, we have told the Gospel story to Hindus, Mohammedans, and 
Christians in one hundred and sixty different villages. 


“The influence of the Girls’ School is being felt more and more 
throughout the District. The object of the school is to gather in, 
and to educate the daughters of the native Christians, and such 
others as may come to the school, preparing them either for advanc- 
ed study and preparation, which will make them more efficient 
teachers and evangelists; or, to send them, after a few years, back 
to their homes, better able to exert, a Christian influence in their 


_ Villages. 


Through Government aid, fees, and other sources, the school 
collected during the year One Thousand, Three Hundred (1,300) 
Dollars; Hight Hundred and Forty-Nine (849) Dollars of this was 
a epee building grant.” 

-MUTTRA. The important points of the Muttra District during 
the past year, have been: 

_ First,—The remarkable health of the girls in the Institutions. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the plague has surrounded every 


. one of t the schools, there has not been a death from this fearful 
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disease in one of the Institutions of the District. This is cause for 
continued praise by the Missionaries, and for increasing wonder 
and interest and opportunities among the heathen. 

Second,—The Agra Medical School, which was formerly under 
a joint Committee from the North and North West India Confer- 
ences, has been reorganized, and is now to be under a Board of 
Trustees. 

Third,—The increased number and the efficiency of the students 
of the Muttra Training School, necessitate another Missionary, that 
one may be set free to direct Evangelistic work. With the students 
at work in turns, a Misionsary could get out over the entire District 
among the seven thousand Christian women living in the villages. 
The students need the training, and the people need the help. 

Miss Saxe’s knowledge of kindergarten has enabled her to be- 
gin kindergarten work in the Boarding School, in the Summer 
School, and also to introduce some teaching in kindergarten meth- 
ods in the Training School. 

Miss Scott has been able during the past year to secure the 
Bengali Assistant, for whom she has been working and praying 
for years. “We are so thankful to have a good Bengali worker, 
who can help these poor, neglected, deserted Bengali widows. The 
people are learning to know:her, and have confidence in her. Many 
of them come now to visit her, and her work is growing in the city. 
She visits regularly sixty-five homes; goes on certain days to the 
bathing places and temples, where she meets many women. She is 
an old experienced worker, and knows well how to deal with all 
classes. We are continually thankful to have her.” 

The District work has been greatly interrupted by the SiG: 
but this awful calamity has turned the attention of the heathen 
to the Christians and Christianity, as almost nothing else could. 

THE PUNJAB. Although this is practically a new field, yet 
Mrs. Thomas writes: 

“In the Lahore Circuit we have witnessed wonderful results. 
During the present year nearly eight hundred have been baptized 
from raw heathenism. It is not difficult, I am sure, for our friends 
at home to realize what immense responsibilities these victories 
force upon us and upon our workers. These babes in Christ must 
be taught and cared for most diligently; else our work goes for 
naught. 

“In one place which we visited, we were greeted by more than 
three hundred Christian men, women and children, who sat with 
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us all day listening eagerly to our teaching, and joining heartily 
in our Christian hymns and prayers. And at the close of the day, 
they made a free-will offering out of their poverty, for the support 
of the Gospel, and then pleaded with us to take their girls and 
boys and educate them.”

BANGALORE. Baldwin Girls’ High School, the only free Pro- 
testant School for girls in Southern India, was never in so flourish- 
ing a condition as just now. Miss Clippenger’s coming seemed to 
inspire the people with confidence and both boarders and day pupils 
increased rapidly. Her failure in health so soon upon her arrival, 


necessitating her return home, was a great blow to our work in 


Bangalore. It is believed that if the Society will speedily fill the 
vacancy Miss Clippenger’s return has made, the people’s confidence 
will be renewed, and Miss Montgomery encouraged. 

KOLAR. Miss Fisher’s heart is full of praise and gratitude 
to God for His Goodness, and the definite leadings of the Holy Spirit. 
The spiritual life of the girls is more marked than it has ever been, 
and they are glad of any opportunity given to serve Jesus. Four 


‘of the girls have been married and have gone out to make Christian 


homes. Of the eleven who married last year, ten are serving th2 
Mission as Bible Women or Teachers, and yet, says Miss Fisher, 
“we cannot supply the demand for Christian workers.” Since the 
first of January twenty-one girls have been received into the Or- 
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phanage, making one hundred and fifty-four now with us, and we 
are expecting more, aS we are in the midst of famine. Four or 
the six girls who appeared last year for the Government examina- 
tion passed, ‘and seven will appear this year. All our teachers are 
government certificated, and excellent work is being done in the 
school-room. We have organized a -High School Class. High gov- 
ernment officials who have visited the schcol have spoken commend- 
ably of it. Hight widows are now in the Widows’ Home; all able to 
work and earn their living, except one, who is consumptive, and 
she takes care of the children while the mothers are at work. 

Deaconess Home cottage is completed and occupied. This new 
building is composed of three bed-rooms, and is occupied by six 
assistants. The building has been erected by money from the 
government grants, by little things sold, and by savings here and 
there, the missionaries are happy to do something without asking 
the Society for money. The life of a most valuable missionary, as 
well as the lives of her flock, call for something better in the line 
of medical attendance than the services of an inebriate who cannot 
be trusted in anything he says. Miss Fisher acknowledges the good- 
ness of God in every department of work. 

Miss Maskell, reporting for zenana and village work, says: 

‘Never has my heart been so encouraged, so hopeful with regard 
to this work, as now. The women in town and village were never 


before so eager for the glad tidings. There have been many bap- 


tisms, as the result of meetings—many of them in the open air, 
held by Miss Maskell, the Bible women and older girls of the school. 
The way Christians pray—addressing an unseen Being as though he 
stood before one—impresses them very much. 416 zenanas and 62 
villages are now visited by Miss Maskell and her helpers, and 7 
day schools are under her care. She has made pupil-teachers of 
the more advanced girls. Sunday schools for Brahmins and Hindus 
are doing well, and so is the one recently opened for Mohammedans, 
and it has an attendance of from twenty-five to thirty.” _ 
BIDAR. Here a small work, comparatively, is under the direc- 


tion of Mrs. Batstone. She employs seven Bible women, and looks 
after 4 day schools. 


HYDERABAD. If the measure of difficulty encountered in the. 


construction of a work is what entitles it to be known as gigantic, 
then surely gigantic may well be applied to Christian work in this 
stronghold of Mohammedanism. But line upon line, precept upon 


precept, here a little and there a little in the Boarding School and 
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Orphanage and zenanas, in the 9 day schools are making breaches 
in the wall, and some glad day He whose right it is to reign will 
reign even in Hyderabad. Very few of the girls in the school or 
Orphanage in Hyderabad who have been convinced that Jesus is 
the Saviour of the world, have the courage to openly declare it, 
and meet the fierce persecution which is sure to follow, but there 
have been a few notable exceptions. The bright Sunday School 
ecards distributed in the homes, and picture rolls hung on the wall 


-of the school-room are contributing to success. Poor little chil- 


dren, born to drudge all day, that they may put food enough in 
their bodies, so that they may live to drudge the next day, are 
attracted to the day school, and imbibe enough Christian truth to 
repeat it in the homes, and so the truth spreads. An Indian Chris- 
tian lady who visits in the Zenanas on business for the Begum, told 
Bishop Oldham that there she had heard the children from the little 
schools repeating the Scriptures and singing the hymns. More 
than 200 such children are helping the kingdom to come. Six Bible 
women visit in 231 homes, and in them they are reaching regularly 
at least 700 women. A woman's Bible was thrown in the fire by 
her angry husband. She hides the charred leaves in her bosom, so 
rich are they with the precious promises written by the prophets. 
MADRAS. Eventful as is every year of Miss Grace Stevens’ 
life, this last one will rank as superlative. Oh, that there were 
more time to give you its story! In December she wrote of a 
very happy Christmas, spent with her large family in the compound, 
gratifying them with a dinner of “duck curry,” and a Christmas 
tree in the evening. Later of her enjoyment of conference at Kolar; 
then of baptisms in her drawing room; of the great interests that 
filled hearts and hands as the New Year dawned. In February of 
her birthday celebration; its decorations, music, gifts: those that 
most touched her heart coming from the poor villagers, eggs, veget- 
ables, measures of grain; of the opening in the evening of the High 
Caste Girls’ School. In May of her visit to Darjeeling, of the help 
that dear Sooboo--gave her, relieving her of much of the care of 


23 the converts in the Nicodemus Home. Of the class and prayer 
Rs meetings she held with tuem; of her faithful work in the villages, 


attended frequently by persecution. With the word that came in 


_ August ‘that Sooboo—was xidnapped, followed soon after by “she 
abducted,” you all have heard, and it is too painful to re- 


hearse. | Thank God for the later word received by me while in - 


eee Asin Meeting, “Returned.” How glad we were to respond 


be 
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with a shout, “Hallelujah!” What led the misguided woman to 
leave the Mission we do not now know; that will come later. 
Cholera came into her home in August, and a very vaiuable assist- 
ant, after a few hours’ of suffering, entered into rest. 


RAICHUR. The greatly needed land for erection of buildings - 
has not been secured. So crowded for room is Miss Woods that 
classes are studying or reciting on her right hand and her left, anu 
it is a problem how to accommodate the associate missionary— 
should she be sent—that the growing work demands. But the truth 
is spreading. Under a tree by the wayside, near a shrine where 
on his mud throne some heathen deity presides, the children are 
taught: “Thou shalt not have any gods but me.” 

VIKERABAD. Miss Wells reports a prosperous year, and sends 
in. increased estimates for scholarships and Bible women, also 
$7,500 for buildings. In the enclosure which she rents is a Mo- 
hammedan tomb which makes the place a favorite resort for holding 
each March the Tiger Man Festival. So at night 500 or 600 men, 
with masked faces, half naked bodies, painted to represent stripes 
of the tiger, frenzied with religious zeal and drink, rush in witn 
their so-called musical instruments, and make night hideous. As 
no harm has come to her from it in either of the two years, she 
says she is not afraid, but it certainly makes her feel queer and is 
most unpleasant. 


MEDICAL WORK. Itinerating is such a habit in this great 
Gujerat District that even the medical work itinerates also. How- 
ever, Dr. Tuttle is convinced that this method has had sufficient 
trial to prove it decidedly unsatisfactory. In these two years she 
has treated about seven inousand patients and it is readily to be 
seen that her work has suffered vast disadvantage for lack of a 
hospital where proper care might have been given. Much of Dr. 
Tuttle’s work is minor surgery, she has had twenty cases in a day. 
Many of these need hospital treatment. It should be located ata 
central point, easily accessible to the people. It is an institution 
which is sorely needed in this physician’s work among suffering 
women and. children. os 

GODHRA.- GIRLS’ ORPHANAGE. Miss Abbott reports, “There 
has not been many changes. The results of annual examinations 
were very satisfactory and we hope for a grant-in-aid. Our indus- : 
trial work has developed and become quite a feature of the school. 
The kindergarten and physical culture departments haye improyed ~ 
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under the new assistant. many of the girls have made good prog- 
ress in the spiritual life. 


Our great need is a school-house and it seems that we must 
have that if the work is to make any turther progress. Sitting on 
open verandas through heat, cold, dust and rain is not conducive 
to good health or good work.’ Miss Curts is associated with Miss 
Abbott in the work of this orphanage. 


EVANGELISTIC WORK. Mrs. Bancroft reports Godhra circuit 
as moving steadily forward, but is saddened at the sight of the vast 
harvest with so few reapers. There are two good Bible women at 
work but their number should be multiplied. 


Miss Abbott has supervision of six Bible women on Thasra cir- 
cuit, which embraces about one hundred villages wnere work Is 
opened. She herself has visited all the chief points severa: times. 
There is much eagerness to hear the Gospel; and many are turning 
from their idols. A missionary who could give all her time to 
this work is greatly needed as the Bible women need much instruc- 
tion and help. 

NADIAD. Here the evangelistic work is in the hands of Misses 
Holmes and Morgan. There is daily work in nine mohullas of the 
city and several villages near. Miss Holmes has fine helpers; she 
holds a weekly prayer meeting for women which has proved a 
blessing. She rejoices in her work and in the knowledge that the 
women of India are coming to the true light. At Mahuda a “Jubilee 

- church” is to be built by the missionaries; the need is so great .uf 
a place of worship for the converts. 


Miss Morgan finds this work both interesting and hopeful; she 
will be glad to get the language so that she may tell the sweet story 
herself. She has twenty-two helpers who work among the women, 
and carry on day schools for the children. Winter campaigns re- 
lating to the Jubilee are planned in the hope of A bak tata the 
Christians and reaching many others. 

Finally a list of some of the many appealing needs of this great 
and rapidly developing conference: Four or five new missionaries, 
including a deaconess for Grant Road church, Bombay, large num- 
bers of Bible women and evangelistic teachers, property for the 
Telegaon and Godhra schools, and funds for an English school at 
Bombay, for the Poona debt and for a hospital for Gujerat,

The Central Provinces Mission Conference was organized by 
Bishop Warne at Khandwa in January of the present year. This is 
the eighth Methodist Episcopal Conference in India. It is made 
up of what was formerly the Central Provinces district of of Bombay 
Conference and the Godavery and Raipur districts of South India 
Conference. The territory covers an area of about 134,000 square 
miles and includes a population of nearly 13,000,000. Indications of 
a remarkable movement toward Christianity. give promise that this 
will become one of the greatest fields in all the Indian empire. 

The Woman’s Conference was organized at the same time, with 


Mrs. Warne presiding, and their First Annual Report has been 


issued. 

BASIM, Mrs. McMurry has had pineee of the work in this 
station for the past year, though at the sacrifice of physical strength 
that might well be employed in the care of her own little ones and 
in the assistance of her husband in the boys’ school... A passing 
missionary writes that this is the neediest place in the conference. 
Two missionaries should be sent to care for the orphanage and the 
large evangelistic field in the region. It is especially important as 
a center from which must be drawn workers in the Marathi country. 

KAMPTI—A day school and zenana and village work are car- 
ried on at this point. We glean from the published report of Mrs. 
Waller that great credit is due her assistant, Mrs. Butterfield, for 
the success of the work. The school has an average attendance of 
fifty. Requests come from surrounding villages for schools to be 
opened, which the lack of means forbids. In the zenanas the Gospel 


message is eagerly received, and there are some who are Christians 
at heart though in prison still.

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SIRONCHA—The Woman's Foreign Missionary Society owns a 
good property in Sironcha, a large compound of about thirty acres, 
with commodious buildings, but since Miss Fuller’s death the prob- 
lem has been to supply the missionaries who may make this the 
strategic center for as large work as is possible. Mrs. Turner has 
recently been appointed to this station and will soon sail for her new 


field, where it is hoped another new missionary may join her later. 


JABALPUR—Our largest and best equipped work in the con- 
ference is at Jabalpur. Since Miss Hyde’s return from furlough Miss 
Heafer has given attention to the evangelistic and zenana work. 
Her six Bible-women visit regularly one hundred and fifty houses 
where they are eagerly welcomed. Miss Hyde and Mrs. Holland 
have large plans and hopes for the Orphanage, with its 231 girls. 
Miss Hyde writes: “We feel that we must have a High School - 
and a Bible Training School for these Central Provinces, and as 
this is the largest and oldest school, with large classes from which 
to form a nucleus, we propse to get these under way this year.” 
She rejoices in having as assistants four fine Indian Christian 
young women, one of whom comes to them from the Isabella Tho- 
burn College. Permission has been granted to name this institution 
the Johnson Boarding School and Orphanage, in honor of Dr. and 
Mrs. T. S. Johnson, whose friendly aid has been invaluable. 

KHANDWA—The Orphanage contains about 120 girls. Miss 
Elicker has been gladdened by the coming of Miss Lossing, who 
will have charge of the educational work. As for Miss Lossing, she 
writes: “I am so glad I am here. India is a satisfying place if 
one wants her life to count. I would not be anywhere else if I 
could.” 

Mrs. Martha Day Abbott has charge of the evangelistic work 


_ on the circuit and notes encouraging facts. Concerning her annual 


visitation of the villages she says: “Taking tents and all neces- 
saries, we live in the villages for a season. With able native 


_ preachers to assist, we give out the word by preaching, singing, 


and distribution of Scripture portions, and a good magic lantern is 
an aid in the evening meetings. We hail these times as blessed 
0 ies to strengthen the weak and awaken the indifferent. 
At such times we are given a glance at the whitened fields.” 

_ NARSINGHPUR—Mrs. Felt reports of the evangelistic work 
nder her care: ‘We have not yet seen the fruit we wish to in 
circuit, yet we are confident of several things, that hearts are 
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responding to the truth, that people are more ready to hear it, 
that the Bible is being read as never before, and that the Lord of 
Hosts is with us.” All the women workers are from the Jabalpur 
and Khandwa Orphanages. 

Raipur—The new buildings so long and so sorely needed for 
orphans and widows are at last in process of erection. Miss Har- 
vey writes: “The building work requires close and constant over- 
sight to prevent dishonest work, but I am glad all the day long and 
count the extra burdens a real joy, so happy am I in the prospect 
of sometime getting away from the overcrowded and unhealthy 
quart: rs.” 

Concerning the work of the Bible-women in this district, Mrs. 
Gilder writes: . “We have many signs of promise, especially in the 
eagerness of the village women to hear the Gospel story. I am 
planning to help the Bible-women in their studies of the course 
adopted by our Woman’s Conference, in order that they may be 
fully equipped for their important work.”

BOMBAY, BOWEN CHURCH. Miss Davis has had a good year 
in the deaconess work in connection with this church. She re- 
roprts: “In over eleven hundred calls made within the year, I find 
that our church and Sabbath School stand among the people for 
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pure, strong Christian living. Especially do I note the effect of 


total abstinence teaching among the little ones, some of them ob- 
jecting to spirituous liquors as medicine, and warning older mem- 
bers of the family who were taking it under a physician’s direc- 
tions. Our church is indeed a leaven among this great English 
population.”” She rejoices that several of their members have heard 
and answered the call to devote themselves wholly to Christian 
work. 

GRANT ROAD CHURCH. A strong plea comes from this 
church for a deaconess to assist in reaching the great numbers of 
people in its wide and very promising field. The pastor is also 
presiding elder of a large district, and can do little of pastoral 
work, and the deaconess is greatly needed. It is believed that 
after three or four years, the salary could be provided from local 
sourves. 

A very urgent appeal is made and with most excelent reason, for 


_an English school for Bombay, for the training of the children of 


our own people and many others. The need of such a school is 
apparent at a moment’s reflection. To commit the early years of the 
lives of children of Methodist homes to influences unsympathetic, 


even if not openly antagonistic toward the spirit and aims of Meth- 


odism, is not only presumably hazardous in the extreme, but it is 
even now in this very city of Bombay, working out its legitimate 
results in the diverting of bright, promising young people from the 
membership and work of our church. Not one more year of such 
wasteful economy should be permitted in that great center. 

~ POONA, TAYLOR HIGH SCHOOL. A year of rich blessing 
here is reported. The number, both of boarders and day pupils 


has increased, and prospects are good for still further gains. Fin- 


ances are also improving; the patronage of this school must come 
largely from the middle classes, but it is this class which gives 
large promise of results in the matter of supplying mission helpers. 


A very blessed work of grace has been enjoyed which has wrought 


real transformation in hearts and lives. This, the missionaries in 


chargé take as the seal of divine approval of the school, and its 
_ continuance is their highest aim. If only the school were free from 


the crushing debt which has long burdened it, the outlook would 
become more bright. 
_ANGLO-INDIAN GIRL’S HOME. Mrs. Hutchings gratefully 


- records a year of rich blessing. The work has been well done and 
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most of the children passed in their studies. With few exceptions, 
health has been good and in spiritual things the gifts of the Lord 
have been beautiful. ‘‘With regard to our finances, not one word 
has failed of His good promise. We are intensely grateful to the 
Lord and all those friends whose hearts he has touched, for the 
sympathy and help we have received this year.” 

MARATHI DISTRICT. CITY, DAY AND SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 
Miss Robinson reports four of these, enrolling one hundred and 
ten. This indicates missionary access to a goodly number of homes 
where, especially in times of trouble and affliction, the message may 
the more surely find welcome. The ever recurring hindrance aris- 
ing from the child-marriage system prevents the long continuance 
of the girls in the school, and the securing of results in the measure 
desired; nevertheless the work pays. In her work among the wom- 
en the missionary finds a field which especially invites personal 
dealing. It is difficult to get the women to come with regularity to 
public meetings, but a quiet conversation concerning the good-news 
of salvation usually finds a willing listener. Incident after inci- 
dent. shows the blessed results of the meeting “where two or three 
are gathered together in the name of the Lord.” 

EVANGELISTIC WORK. Miss Nicholls reports, “Much of our 
time is taken up in yisiting among a class of people-quite bitter 
against Christianity. An illustration of this will be found in a 
family which has been visited for some time. The father is a direct 
descendent of Mohammed, but he and the whole family are con- 
vinced that Christ, and not Mohammed, is the one through whom 
salvation is to be obtained. The man has often come to our bunga- 
low at night to talk of things concerning the truth. One night the 
entire family came; the day for baptism was arranged, all was 
ready, but the Mohammedans got word of it, filled the house, threat- 
ened them with abuse and death if such a step was taken.” What 
courage they need to make the open confession. There is much 
restlessness upon the part of the people; many are throwing away 
their idols but as yet fear to confess Christianity. The work among 
the low caste people is constantly advancing. 

THE WOMAN’S FRIEND, Marathi Edition, went down for a 
time with the bank failure last year, but has happily reappeared. 
The paper needs the help of new and attractive cuts with which to 
illustrate articles that without them, fail of making the impression 
they should make. This little messenger ought to be better out- 
fitted for attaining its beautiful possibilities. 
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TELEGAON. The experiment of last year resulted in the re- 
moval of the Boarding School from Bombay to this place, and thus 
far there has been an apparent improvement in the health of the 
pupils. The large per cent of passes in examinations indicates good 
work. 

The success of the vegetable garden last year led to larger ven- 
tures in that line this year, as the indications are that the soil 
-is suited to such enterprise. A season of special meetings in April 
resulted in spiritual quickening in the lives of many of the girls, 
and on Easter several were oaptized. Some of the pupils are teach- 
ing in schools for Hindu girls in the town, and others go out at 
times with the»Bible woman to the villages to tell the Gospel story, 
which finds ready listeners. This is a good drill ground for these 
young soldiers. 

EVANGELISTIC WORK, in Mrs. Fisher’s charge has neces: 
sarily been limited to a small area as there were no appropriations 
for traveling expenses. The missionary is studying the language, 
and if she can have means and helpers for work among women and 
girls, the great Marathi field around Telegaon, now so neglected 

. and desolate, will rejoice and blossom as the rose. 

POONA CITY SCHOOLS, and Evangelistic Work. Mrs. Stephens 
in charge. 

The plague and small-pox carried away several of the pupils 
but the schools were not suspended. Fearful havoc was wrought 
in the city, yet our workers went on in the midst of it, meeting 

; many sad cases, sometimes finding but one or two left from large 
f families. The district work is increasing, some fifty villages being 
visited by cart and train. The work is among both Marathi and 
Hindustani people. The latter. keep their women and even their 
little daughters after bethrothal at as early as eight years of age, 
in strict seclusion. In the midst of such monotony what an event 
is the visit of the Bible woman. 

. ‘The Rice Memorial Dispensary, also in Mrs. Stephen’s care is 
doing good work. The compounder takes drugs to many villages 
and this helps to open doors tu the evangelist. There have been 
many baptisms and the condition is hopeful. 

HINDUSTANI ZENANA WORK. Mrs. Vardon reports: “The 
word of God has been regularly taught in forty-four homes and 
the majority of the women take a keen interest, earnestly seeking 
information and we feel sure that some have taken Jesus as their 
Saviour, Our hearts were much encouraged on learning that a wom- 
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an whom we had visited ail the year, openly prayed, as she was 
dying of plague, for the forgiveness of her sins and that she might 
be taken home for Jesus’ sake. 

GUJERAT DISTRICT. BARODA. Miss Williams sounds a hap- 
py, hopeful note in view of present and prospective blessings. 
Abundant rains have assured a good harvest, and are the occasion 
of rejoicing. The new buildings are a joy; there is good health 
and improvement in all lines. Numbers are increased notwithstand- 
ing the losses that are constantly recurring. Nearly every pupil 
who has married is a teacher or Bible woman. 

Industrial work has made a good beginning; numb32rs of the 
girls are learning weaving or some other useful work. This seems 
a happy family from the prankish little nursery people to their 
elders, but there are pathetic life-stories both past and future, for 
many of these girls. It is a pitiless storm that beats upon girl- 
life in a heathen land. Numbers of Miss Williams’ girls have found 
in Christ a personal Saviour. : 

WOMAN’S EVANGELISTIC TRAINING SCHOOL. This insti- 
tution now becomes a part of the Florence B. Nicholson School of 
Theology. Mrs. Fisher says that many of the students remain for 
the year instead a few months as formerly, and thus have much. 
better opportunities. The new buildings are going up and will soon 
be occupied; the work will then have two departments, one for 
ordinary village workers, the other for those further advanced who 
will remain in school for a. period of years. Much is to be hoped 
from this training school. 

EVANGELISTIC WORK. Mrs. Frease and Mrs. Linzell have 
charge of the work in groups of circuits including many villages. 
They have more than forty helpers and the work grows beyond 
expectation. A period of persecution affected the work among the 
women but the Christians were faithful. Recently, two whole vill- 
ages came to the pastor asking for a teacher as they all wanted 
to become Christians. At midnight two of the brethren were met 
on a lonely road by two persons who, they found were candidates 
for baptism who had come a long way and were too late for the 
service. They consented to wait for the ordinance until the next 
visit. The work is being blessed, yet it is trying and laborious, 
as witness a trip made by Mrs. Frease, thirty miles over a rough, 
hard road, with a wet towel to her head, as it was one hundred 
and five in the shade. Mrs, Linzell speaks of the method of estab- 
lishing circuit centers to which may come the village Christians 
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who are unable to read; the native helper and his wife meet with 
them read and pray with them. The hearts of the missionaries 
are filled with praise to note how manifestly the blessing of God 
‘rests upon the labors of these lowly, simple-hearted servants of 
his.

ASANSOL. Miss Forster’s return was hailed with delight. She 
has 120 girls in school, increased from twelve six years ago. Last 
year property was purchased in a fine site on a hill at the outskirts 
of Asansol and now the Ladies’ Home for the workers is built. It 
is a large, convenient building. Cottages are to be put up for the 
school girls in order for practical home training. A building for 
class-rooms including a kindergarten hall is now a necessity. This 
will cost $3,000. Miss Hodgkins has kindly promised to furnish the 
desks. Other friends are providing the cottages. Miss Swinnerton 
has reopened the day school for high-caste girls. Twenty widows 
are trained and cared for in the Home. Occasionally one of them 
is married. The Christian community grows, and God’s favor is 
with the workers in sustaining grace. 

MAZAFFARPUR. Shortly after the opening of the year Mr. 
Denning followed his wife to America. Mazaffarpur, in charge of 
Rev. W. D. Beals and wife. Mrs. Beals is a daughter of Bishop 
Robinson, and was no novice in work in India and knew almost 
instinctively just how to lay her hand on the helm and guide suc- 
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cessfully the work from which Mrs. Denning had been so suddenly 
called, by the illness of her child. The work was opening up-well 
when suddenly the plague broke out in the school and one of the 
most promising girls died with it, and in spite of all precautions, 
another girl was stricken, but with God’s blessing and the faithful 
nursing of Miss Reters she recovered. 

The girls were kept in tents for a month, while the cheat 
was thoroughly disinfected and all danger of contagion was past. 
We will all agree with Mrs. Beals, that Miss Peters is a heroine. 
Going out last year she has from the beginning faced difficulties 
that would have discouraged a heart less brave than hers. Left 
alone by Mrs. Denning’s enforced absence, with the country, language 
and people all new and strange to her and with the nearest Ameri- 
can missionary 300 miles from her, she has conquered difficulties 
and won for herself a place among our bravest and best in India. 

The school is growing in numbers and fifteen of the girls have 
organized themselves into a Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
Auxiliary. 

Mrs. Beals in charge of zenana work has had but one good 
helper since March, and has not been able to do the work she saw 
on every hand. The Training School pupils are making fine prog- 
ress in their studies and some of the more advanced ones are 
going out in little bands holding Sunday Schools. 

DARJEELING. Beautiful for situation and healthful in climate, 
Darjeeling is a choice location for a Christian school for girls of 
Wnglish as well as Asiatic parentage. The necessity for and import- 
ance of such a school is clearly proven by the many testimonials 
that come from the patrons of the school, as to the mental and 
moral improvement of their daughters. Christian parents especial- 
ly, prize highly the privilege of having their daughters under the 
spiritual influence of this Home, and non-Christians give strong 
testimony as to the improvement in study and aeportment of their 
children. In the High school department there are five fine looking, 
noble girls preparing themselves for useful lives. The domestic 
side of the school work deserves more than a passing mention, 
with children of ages ranging from 5 to 18 years, many of whom 
have never learned to do anything for themselves, the task of train- 
ing them to habits of neatness and helpfulness for themselves and 
for others is a difficult one, yet our missionaries are patiently 


and lovingly working wonderful transformations in this important 
line. 
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PAKUR BOARDING SCHOOL. Opened with 80 girls with a 
prospect of 100 before the year closes. A fine kindergarten de- 
partment of 50 pupils is cared for by two teachers. 

The old tumble down building has been deserted and the chil- 
dren are comfortable and happy in their new home. 

The missionaries Home is so far completed that the first story 
can be occupied. Mrs. Culshaw is much pleased with Miss Swan 
and her work. : 

There are eight Bible women on the Pakur circuit and three at 
Bolpur. One of these is a Santal, through whom they hope to reach 
the Santal women. The work is reaching out to the villages about 
Pakur. Day schools have been established in three villages and 
Sunday schools in eleven villages. In one of the villages a Santal 
Methodist Episcopal church has been built, the first of its kind in 
all India. There has been 70 beptisms during the year. The upiook 
and outlook of the Pakur work is most inspiring. 

Mr. and Mrs. Culshaw are careful and conscientious money- 
spenders, and tireless and enthusiastic workers. May their tribe 
increase. 
~The Tumluk work goes on as usual. Miss Blair and her Bible 
women have about 50 houses where they visit regularly. 

Miss Moyers schools begun in Hindu temples are outgrowing 
their quarters., Sne will return to America this year and some one 
must be found to take her place. 

CALCUTTA. Mrs. Lee’s work is all doing well. Miss Eddy is 
in charge of the Dennett Training School and is highly commended 
by her co-laborers. The 150 girls in her school do their own cooking 
by turns and make their own clothes. The Government has sub- 
stantially aided this school during the year. 

Miss Cooper is training ten women in kindergarten methods 
and Miss Bannerjee, B. A., has 68 little kindergartners in her school, 
32 of whom are Hindus. 

Miss Maxey has returned to Calcutta and will take charge of the 
Deaconess Home, which has been efficiently presided over by Miss 
Pritchard. Miss Stumpf lives in the Home and has charge of the 
Orphanage. She has been seriously handicapped in her work 
through lack of funds and has reduced the number of orphans to 

_ 28, and even yet is embarrassed for lack of funds to support the 
girls. 

The Bengal Finance Committee discussed the closing of the Or- 
phanage. They found that arrangements could be made for 20 of 
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them in other Protestant free schools and the remaining three could 
be transferred to the Calcutta Girls’ School. Miss Stumpf’s Hindu- 
stani work has been interfered with by the plague, yet has held 
its own despite of obstacles. 

The CALCUTTA GIRLS’ SCHOOL. Miss Henkle in ate: 
opened with 107 boarders. For lack of room the little boys are 


being sent to other schools. Provision for a better housing of this ~ 


school is an imperative need. The Government inspector says, “the 
present Kindergarten building is not a fit place for the education 
of 60 or 70 children” and that ‘“‘the Boarding School dormitories are 
over-crowded” and unless we soon furnish increased accommoda- 
tions he threatens to close the school. As this school is an im- 
portant feeder to our work, in providing mission workers, we can- 
not afford to have it closed. 
KIDDERPORE. An intensely interesting report comes from 
Mrs. Shaw, in reference to Kidderpore work. The wide-open doors, 
the eager inquiries about the way of salvation, the new openings 
on every hand make this a place of great promise and we can 


well understand how Mrs. Shaw would be grieved exceedingly to see 


the work closed by her removal to another place by the Conference. 
She writes: “I cannot tell you how I have been impressed with 
the hunger and soul-need of these poor women who sit in darkness.” 

Her detailed reports of the work of new Bible Women, and her 
Dock work, where men and women attend together the open air 
exangelistic services give one glimpse of the mighty need in Kid- 
derpore. These Dock laborers come in from the Central Provinces 
and remain for a year or two and then return to their homes with 
their earnings.

RANGOON. The Girls’ School opened with a considerable de- 
crease in attendance, but with a marked increase of spiritual life. 
The decrease in numbers was the result of removals of families 
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from the city. The evangelistic spirit that prevailed was the result 
of believing prayer. The girls are developing in Christian character 
in a most encouraging way, nearly all of them lead in prayer or 
testimony at their League meetings. 

Barly in the year, Bishop Robinson held a service in the school 
and sereval of the younger children, were converted. One of the 
teachers who had been a Catholic was converted at this meeting 
to the great joy. of our missionaries. 

Plague broke out in Rangoon later in the year and prevented 
the filling up of the school that the teachers had hoped for. People 
were afraid to send their children into Rangoon, because of it, 
and the day school being in a part of the city where plague was 
most rife, and lost a number of pupils also. This desease in num- 
bers effects the income of the schools and some necessary repairs 
has increased the expenses somewhat. We should cheerfully meet 
this deficiency, for, in a careful administration of funds, no one 
can excel our beloved Miss Stahl. 

Miss Foster writes most hopefully of the Girls’ School and men- 
tions personally several of the older girls who are developing into 
bright, helpful women. 

Miss Whittaker has fitted into her place so easily and naturally 


that she seems already like a veteran. 


Miss Rigby gives an interesting account of the conversion of a 
Chin. The Chins are a hiil race, who have so long been subjugated 
by the Bumans, that they meekly say, “I am not a Burman, I am 
only a Chin.” They are not Buddhists but sacrifice animals to ap- 
pease evil spirits. The Chin convert named above, is the head-man 
of a village 100 miles from Rangoon. A native preacher visited him 
and taught him the way of salvation through Jesus Christ. When 
he decided to be baptized he and his wife went down to Rangoon 
and spent three days searching for our missionaries. They were 
eager to learn and were radiantly happy when at last they were 
baptized, but insisted on returning home to teach his people and 


said, “We will shut out eyil-doers and study the Bible and keep 


the Sabbath,-and by and by we shall be a Christian community.” 
His name is My Toung, which means Mr. Basket. May he indeed 
be a basket to carry the Bread of Life to his people.

MALAYSIA MISSION, is in mourning today. Mrs. Mary C. Nind, 
its founder, royal patron and steadfast friend is here no more. Full 
well we know the story—how Bishop Harris returning from a tour 
of the world reported Singapore as the wickedest place hu had seen 
and how earnest pleas came from Dr, Oldham, who had just entered 
that field, for help. The plea was laid before the Executive Com- 
mittee in session at Evanston in 1885, but the Committee were 
obliged to report that pressing as was the need they could not incur 
the added expense. ‘Twas then that the sublime faith of Mrs. Nind 
proved equal to the emergency and she offered to become responsible 
for the undertaking, pledging and subsequently paying $3,000 
through the Minneapolis Branch for this Mission. But the money 
that Mrs. Nind gave represented the smallest part of the work for 
that mission. How later in answer to ‘prayer, Sophia, Blackmore 
was sent from Australia to lay its foundations and develop its work. 
From the hour she took it on her heart, she never ceased to labor 
and pray and plan for its establishment and its prosecution and its 
success. When ten years later she was permitted to visit. the mis- 
sion and see some of the fruit of the vine she had planted, her joy 
was so great as to banish sleep and she spent a night in praise 
and thanksgiving. That her interest never ceased is evident from 
the fact that the last appeal she made in the Friend which reached 
its readers after she was in heaven, was for help to send another 
missionary to Malaysia. Ae 

Among the last letters received from Malaysia was one from 
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Miss Anderson setting forth the needs of Ipoh. She concluded by 
saying, “Tell Mrs. Nind they are waiting for her to send some 
one to Ipoh.” 

Malaysia mission was founded by Bishop Thoburn with W. F. 
Oldham, now one of the Bishops of India, as the first missionary. 
In 1887, Miss Sophia Blackmore was appointed the first representa- 
tive of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and is now the 
senior missionary in point of service. Our commodious Mary C. 
Nind Deaconess Home, on a beautiful hill, houses four missionaries 
and fifty girls, the youngest of whom is a baby. An addition to 
the home is greatly needed, a place especially for the sick, who 
ought to be provided for both for the comfort and convenience of 
the children as well as the missionaries. As it now is when any 
are sick they have to be cared for in the already over crowded 
rooms of the missionaries. One thousand dollars will complete the 
needed improvements and be of untold blessing to the work and 
workers. Will not some of the Lord’s stewards to whom much has 
been given, heed this call for this imperative need? Miss Lily has 
had a most successful year with the Methodist Girls’ School. There 
are 150 enrolled with a daily attendance of about 130. There are 
ten teachers and assistants. Two of the girls have been transferred 
to Penang and are teaching in Miss Olson’s school. 

There are difficulties in the way of securing good teachers for 
this school which are very discouraging. A Normal Training School 
is almost a hecessity, either one for the mission schools, or all 
should be required to take some training in the Government Schools - 
—and that means an advance in salaries and an increase in ap- 

THE BIBLE TRAINING SCHOOL is under the care of Mrs. 

B. F. West and progress has been made, notwithstanding the 

difficulties in the way. The women who come use three different 

dialects, so that Mrs. West really has to know all three dialects 

in order to train these women for service. This is a very important 
branch of the work and greatly needed: 

Mrs. Oldham writes: “Miss Salome Fox, a girl who was con- 

hia te! in the early days, has for many years done house to house 

tion amongst the Malay-speaking Chinese women.

in. this. work, but what are two workers amongst so many needy 
women! | I spent a day with Miss Fox, and as we went from house 
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to house my heart was greatly stirred, we were so warmly welcomed 
and kindly received. These are women of means, and consequently 
of leisure, and often the ones who keep the brothers, sons and 
husbands from deciding for Christ, yet the precious seed God has 
given us to sow finds lodgement in the heart, and Miss Fox is 
summoned to death-beds where she has again and again helped to 
make reconciliation between these souls and the Saviour, and heard 
glad testimony. In some of these homes schools are being held 
for the little péople in the neighborhood. Would that there were 
a dozen more like Miss Fox in the city of Singapore.” 

THE TELOK-AYER GIRLS’ SCHOOL has been rapidly advanc- 
ing under Miss Anderson’s wise and careful leadership. There are 
five teachers. One, Miss Pauline Yezelman, has been with us from 
the beginning. She has proved a very reliable woman. We owe 
the teachers a debt of gratitude who have continued with us so 
many years on low salaries, especially Misses Pauline and Florence 
Yezelman. 

Miss ..nderson will come home in March having given six years 
to this work in Malaysia. A new missionary is needed at once for 
this very important and vital work among the Chinese. There 
is an urgent need that one should go this fall. Miss Anderson 
pleads for a missionary and a building to house the Telok-Ayer 
work, then adds, ‘poor Ipoh.” How much they need a deaconess 
there. A home has been built and awaits the coming of a worker. 

Mrs. Rutledge at Ipoh is teaching 120 children with only one 
assistant, has four boarders and looking after the interests of her 
own home. This is too much for any woman to do in such a trying 
climate. Surely some one must go to this needy place, also. 

KUALA LUMPUR SCHOOL has had an increase over last year 
of grant-in-aid of $300 which speaks well for the faithful work done 
by Mrs. Meek, who has worked untiringly for the native people. 
Her heart was gladened by the kind words and beautiful. gifts 
given her by the native people, showing their appreciation of the 
work done for them. Mrs. Meek is now at home and Miss Heming- 
way has most enthusiastically taken up this work. She has started 
a Boarding School and asks for the needed outfit for this new 
enterprise. : 

MALACCA. Mrs. Shellebear has been doing house to house ~— 
visitation, holds open air schools besides other forms of mission 
work. She has been most fortunate in securing Miss Pugh who has 
been employed by the Bible Society, but is now desiring to take up 
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direct missionary work. “She has been in Malacca four years, is 
acclimated, has made a thorough study of the Malay language and 
is a capable consecrated woman. God gives her access to Malay 
homes and hearts.” She is a missionary on the field, ready for 
work. Who will adopt her? The only expense will be $450 per 
year for her support. The field is very inviting and they are 
pleading for a worker. 

PENANG. Miss Martin has been itinerating in company with 
Miss Jackson. They found some very interesting material for future 
development. Miss Martin is beginning to feel at home in the Chin- 
ese language. Miss Olson is becoming proficient in Malay and has 
charge of the day school. There are 24 boarders in the home. The 
work is growing and a third missionary will soon be needed in 
Penang. The Alexander Home is doing excellent work in caring for 
homeless women and orphan children, Mrs. Pykett is an untiring 
worker and is a true mother in Israel. 

THE SANITARIUM is proving a wonderful blessing to the 
tired missionary. Miss Blackmore says it will add two years more 
to each missionary’s term of service. Miss Olson says she feels 
like a new missionary since her return from the hills. 

TAIPENG. Miss Jackson and Miss Toll are making a good re¢c- 
ord of advancement. Miss Jackson working in the Cninese dialect 
with a good Bible woman and Miss Toll has the school work which 
is “growing and bids fair to be a Christian center for disseminating 
Gospel truth.” This is where Mrs. Curtis did such heroic work, and 
laid the good foundations on which Miss Jackson and Miss Toll are 
building. Taipeng is the place where once a year all the mission- 
aries go, for from there our sanitarium “Epworth Heights” is 
reached. Miss Jackson must receive the parties, house them ror 
a day or more, and make all arrangements for the -hill-climbing. 
She has rare executive ability and is not only equal to the task 
but seems to enjoy it. She is studying Chinese and does evangelis- 
tic work. Miss Toll has the school, and has taken Tamil for her 
vernacular: it is a very difficult language, and if she masters it she 
will occupy an unique place, for Mrs. Pykett is the only one who 
speaks Tamil. The Tamils are coming over in large numbers, and 
many of them are Christians, representing all the denominations 
of Southern India. We must provide religious instruction for them,” 

BORNEO. Mrs. Hoover writes: “Our Bible woman has visited 
‘three settlements on the Rejang River, Sarawak, Borneo, twenty- 
one times. She has done a lot of visiting among the women at 
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Ka Pho. She has held thirty-five prayer meetings, thirteen in the 
homes of the people. Fifty-three women were taught by her during 
the year. Sixty-three children were taught to read” 

The imperative needs of Malaysia are, first, a missionary im- 
mediately to take Miss Anderson’s place at Kuala Lumpur. We 
urgently ask that someone be sent soon. We cannot afford to drop 
this very important work, and Miss Anderson cannot remain longer. 

Secondly, a deaconess at Ipoh. We hope Dr. Leuring may be 
able to find the right one while he is on furlough. ; 

Thiraly, a missionary for Malacca. Miss Pugh is there and is 
being supported by the missionaries. We ought to assume uer sup- 
port. 

Fourthly, an addition to the Deaconess Home. - 

May the Lord hear our petitions and grant our requests.

The churches are 
packed with devout worshippers, the Sunday Schools filled with — 
children eager to be taught the way of life. Our Woman’s Training 
School is packed with bright earnest young women anxious for the © 
knowledge that will prepare them for useful, helpful lives. ane 
MISS SPAULDING of the Topeka Branch, was compelled 
to return home on account of ill health and is slowly gaining in. + 
strength in the home land while awakening interest and arousing 
enthusiasm among our people as to the needs of the work in the 
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Philippines. We pray that she may soon regain her usual health. 
Miss Lizzie Parks, who is supported by the Pacific Branch, took 
charge of the Training School and has most successfully carried 
on the work. The school year opened in May with eighteen girls 
in the Classes. The wives of the missionaries are rendering most 
efficient aid in teaching a number of classes daily. The Deaconess 
Home is too small to carry on this important training school. A 
Deaconess Training School building is a necessity. Mr. Harris of 
Chicago has generously offered to contribute $5,000 toward such a 
building, if the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society will contribute 
a similar sum. The amount has been pledged and we hope the 
“Harris Memorial Deaconess Training School” will soon become a 
factor for good in training native teachers for the great harvest 
fields. 


The Minneapolis Branch was fortunate in securing Miss Mar- 
guerite M. Decker of Los Angeles, Cal., a trained nurse and Deac- 
oness for the Principal of the Training School in Manila. Miss 
Decker is exceptionally well prepared for this very important work. 
Miss Decker sailed for Manila, May 27th and arrived July 5th and 
Was accorded a royal welcome. 


Miss Decker writes most enthusiastically of the outlook and its 
promise for future development. She says, “I am glad you sent me 
to Manila. I’ve never been so enthused over anything in all my 
past experience, as over this work. And it looks so hopeful. These 
dear people! I love them already as I have never loved my work 
before, (and I thought I had always given to my work all that I 
possessed) but this is different. I am so glad to be here.” 

A friend of Dr. Stuntz, as well as a friend of humanity, has 
recently offered $9,000, gold, to open up Medical work among the 
‘women and children in Manila. He does not want any of this fund 
used for buildings. Dr. Stuntz very kindly turned over this fund to 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and congratulates the 
society in sending such a capable trained nurse as Miss Decker so 
that she can begin the work at once. The work will be commenced 
on a small scale and as it is deyeloped and nurses are trained, a 

Hospital building may be needed. 

Miss Crabtree of the Cincinnati Branch will go to assist Miss 
Decker in the training school this fall, but another trained nurse 
is needed for this new department of helpfulness and blessing to 
the poor of Manila.

_ PEKING. The two schools of Peking and Ch’ang Li are still 
combined in the new building in this city. From Mrs. Jewell’s 
report we quote the following: ‘School closed a month after con- 
ference. A class of eight girls was graduated. Shortly after the 
close of school one of them was married to a young Methodist 
preacher two returned to the school as teachers, and the other 
five have been teaching in women’s and children’s schools in differ- 
ent parts of the Conference. At their graduation we ventured upon 
unwonted publicity for Chinese girls in that we held the exercises 
in the church and invited native women rather promiscuously and 
men with some discretion. The girls came upon the platform with 
composed dignity and gave their essays without any indication of 
flight or faint. It was a glimpse of a current of progress that is 
setting forward here and which will have much to do with the re- 
making of China. The Chinese are waking up to the fact that to 
have a strong nation, there must be strong women and that crippled 
mothers cannot produce a nation of strong men. The President of 
the Board of Revenue came to visit our school. He was evidently 
interested in all that he saw, but what called forth an exclamation 
of the heartiest approval was the fact that every one of the girls 
had natural feet. Many inquiries regarding the school and its 
course of study are made by well-to-do people, who are looking 
towards a broader life for their women, 
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Fourteen girls without homes remained at the school through 
the summer. They enjoyed the school basement which is probably 
one of the coolest places in Peking during the summer and is 
never cold in winter. 


When school re-opened Sept. 20th, and the long line of girls 
came filing in from the train just at dark, we breathed a little 
prayer of thanksgiving that everything was in order. The girls 
who had remained during the summer had everything prepared in 
the dormitory and dining-room for a cordial welcome. For various 
reasons fifty-one of the former pupils did not return, but enough 
new girls have entered to make the total enrollment for the year 
one hundred and ninety-one. 


There seems to be a difference of opinion in the Conference 
as to the feasibility of introducing the study of English throughout 
the school. This year the experiment has been tried of allowing 
any girl who had reached the High School Grade to study English 
if she wished to do so and would furnish her own text-books. Be- 
low this grade any girl could take English by paying a moderate 
price for it. The result is thirteen out of forty-seven in the High 
School are studying English and they are doing good work. One 
man, an educated Christian, has contributed more to the school 
this year than his daughter’s full board and tuition and three other 
pupils who are from the official class have paid full board and tuition. 
It was thought by some that the question of class distinction would 
be an effectual barrier against bringing this class of girls into 
a school of just ‘common folks,” but it has proved no barrier at 
all. The culture of these common girls quite commands the re- 
spect of others. Of these three girls one proved unworthy and 
was dismissed, while the other two are lovely girls much liked 
by all. 

More has been done for self-support in the school than ever 
before. The native teachers who, with one exception, are graduates 
of the school are doing faithful work. One of them regularly gives 
back to the school a tithe of her salary. Under Miss: Wheeler’s 
capable instruction nineteen girls are making satisfactory progress 
in organ practice. 

The Christmas boxes were a great help at the Christmas cele- 
bration, which as a Christmas tree proved as enjoyable to the little 
Chinese children as to those in our own land.” ; 

A year ago Miss Gilman enlisted a band of forty Standard 
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Bearers. Monthly meetings are held and mission study is vieannd 
in which the girls are much interested. During the recent Con- 
ference at the anniversary of the auxiliaries of the Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society there was much enthusiasm over the col- 
lection. The auxiliary has given a good sum and the Standard 
Bearers $46. 

Nine little girls have united with the church this year. 


Mrs. Jewell, at the close of her report, laments the existence 
of debt on the school-building. We earnestly hope that, during 
the coming year, this debt may be cancelled through the gifts of 
our Young People to whom this is assigned for their Thank- 
Offering. 

“The new Sleeper Davis Memorial Hospital,’ Dr. Gloss writes, 
‘is a beautiful building and will be quite finished this fall. Dr. 
Hopkins has worked hard on it and our Society owes him a great 
debt of gratitude.” — 

The plan of the new hospital differs from the old one in having 
foreign instead of native wards. This change is made because, 
with the hot water heating plant, the whole building can be heated 
with one fire. There are rooms for two physicians. At present 
the new Training School is used for wards and the Dispensary 
for isolation wards. Dr. Gloss reports the Dispensary practice as 
somewhat smaller than formerly but more difficult. There are some 
free Chinese Dispensaries, one German and one run by the English 
army, which do not charge any gate fee as we do and therefore 
draw off some, especially the easy cases. The clinic has been very 
interesting. Some have come from the upper middle class, have 
paid for their medicines and taken an interest in the girls’ school. 
From. such families through this channel no doubt children will 
come into the girls’ school. There seems to be a disposition on 
the part of some of the well-to-do Christians to help in the support 
of the hospital. 

Dr. Headland has made many calls among the very highest 
class of Chinese who send for her socially as well as professionally, 

A union Medical school for women in Peking is proposed, the 
equipment to be furnished by our mission. Four students are wait- 
ing to enter such a school, three of whom are Methodists from 
our own school. As this school cannot be organized this year, a 
course for nurses will be arranged and the girls put to work in 
the hospital. Mrs. Phoebe Li is still the Bible-woman, teaching 
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and preaching in the Dispensary which, practically, is a street 
chapel.

TIENTSIN. In the Training School there has been this year 
twenty-one women from eighteen to sixty years of age. The women 
studied hard. The revival services held by Drs. Pyke and Hobart, 
did much towards deepening the spiritual life of these women. 
In the industrial work the women have shown a very pleasing spirit, 
both toward the work and in their relations to each other. Fol- 
lowing the week of prayer there was a gracious revival among 
the churches in Tientsin and a number of our women were con- 
verted. Dr, Martin reports for the medical work an increase in 
the number of ward and dispensary patients in the Isabella Fisher 
Hospital. At the new dispensary at West City the clinics have 
grown in numbers, the attendance being from fifty to one hundred. 
Many have heard the Gospel. Each patient receives a ticket with 
a number on which is printed, ‘Come unto me all ye who labor 
and are heavy laden and I will give you rest.”

It is proposed to establish in Tientsin an Anglo-Chinese 
school. The Chinese officials and men of wealth are demanding 
western education for their girls and the opening of such a school 
will be a fine opportunity to reach the Chinese upper classes with 
the Gospel. ass 


Bishop Bashford has transferred Miss McHose, whose health ~ 


demanded a change, from Foochow to take charge of this new 
work. ; 


CH’ANG LI. Miss Glover reports thirty-six women in the 
Training Scohol. The Industrial work has been faithfully carried on 
through the year by Mrs. Davis. No one has yet finished the ‘course 
of study. There are many interesting things to be told of these 
lives so common-place and yet so full of pathos. It seems to be 
an understood thing among the most of the candidates for the 
Training School that they are to unbind their feet, and SO several 
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had on the Christian shoes when they came while others went 
to work very soon to make theirs. 

A few of the womer have been too stupid to learn any Chinese 
characters, but we believe that even the most stupid of them have 
learned some lessons of the Great Teacher. Five of the women 
joined the church on probation, and seven were baptized and re- 
ceived into full membership. Mrs. Glover has made short trips on 
the District visiting twelve villages in two weeks. One of the 
most notable events of the year was the holding of a ten days’ 
meeting for the women of Ch’ang Li. Three meetings were held 
each day. Mrs. Jewell conducted a class in Bible study each morn- 
ing. Towards evening a prayer-meeting was held and the last one 
held on the hillside was a very precious one. 

Not a little work has been done by the wives of pastors and 
presiding elders. The native women on two districts have con- 
tributed $25 (gold) to the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 
Dr. Terry made one country trip in the autumn and later two 
other short ones, making the total number of places visited twenty- 
three. ; 

The trip taking two large towns north of Ch’ang Li and the 
outlying villages was full of encouragement, showing the pos- 
sibilities for work in that region. Nowhere are found more intelli- 
gent women than in those villages among the hills. 

The hospital and dispensary records show an increase over 
last year. Dr. Terry makes a strong appeal for a helper so that she 


_ may be free for medical work and visitation in the country. 


T’AI AN. Miss Steere writes:— 

“With two teachers and forty-one pupils I have been able to 
carry out a plan I had for the school, viz., not to fill my time with 
regular classes, but to leave myself free to visit the classes at 
any time. 

This has been our best year.—The first class to go to the Peking 
High School is ready. There are only three girls in the class, but 
they are all old lady Wang’s grand-daughters. They have done 
good work, passed creditable examinations and they are good Chris- 
tian girls. The teachers are good. Seven pupils have joined the 
chureh on probation and Junior Leagues have been organized, and 


much interest shown in the weekly prayer meeting. In four years 
we have grown from fifteen to forty-one pupils with a prospect of 


a larger number next year. The prospects for the Training School 


a 
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were not good at first, but during the year nine women came. Old 
Mrs. Chao of the wonderful head dress granted by imperial per- 
mission for a long life of widowhood and her daughter-in-law were 
even more enthusiastic than last year, and it was an eventful Sun- 
day, when the former was baptized and received into full connection 
in the church at her own request. 

THE LETTIE MASON QUINE DAY SCHOOL has grown con- 
siderably. The teacher is a daughter of old lady “Wang.” 

Dr. Benn rejoices in the coming of a colleague, Dr. Koons, and 
the new Priscilla Bennett Hospital, which is rapidly approaching 
completion. Dr. Benn writes: ‘Many pilgrims have stopped by 
our gate to listen to Mang Lao Tai T’ai, or have gone in to drink 
tea with her and listen to her messages of love. Many of them 
have also come to us for treatment. Two priests from the Great 
Temple and one priest from the Temple of punishments, have been 
among our patients. There have been many hopeless cases and 


among them a number of lepers. The evangelistic results of medi- 
cal work cannot be tabulated.”

CHUNG KING. The present situation of our missionary in- 
terests in West China has been so clearly set forth by Bishop Bash- 
ford in his official letter to the Secretaries, that I have adopted some 
portions of that letter as affording the best possible statement of 
what is being done and what is needed to be done in that locality. 
He says: 

“By agreement with the other missionary societies in West 
China, we have been given for our field from twelve to eighteen 
thousand square miles of the Szchuan Province. Our territory which 
extends from Chunghing to fifty miles beyond Chentu, embraces 
the Chentu plain and is by far the richest territory in the Province. 
Consequently with less than one-tenth of the territory, we have fully 
one-third of the population, or from twenty to twenty-five million 
people. We have now fewer missionaries in the Province than 
any one of three or four other societies, but on account of our 
superior location, secured because we entered the field at an early 
date, we have more Chinese workers than all the other Protestant 
missions combined. These others societies naturally covet our terri- 
tory, and will speedily press in upon us, unless we can re-inforce our 
workers. It would be wicked for us to play the part of the dog 
in the manger, and refuse to allow other societies to enter the 


3 field, unless we are ourselves prepared to take care of the millions 


entrusted to our keeping. 


“Mrs. Bashford and I traveled between five hundred and a 
thousand miles by chair and boat in the Szchuan Province. I 
passed through cities of thirty or forty thousand inhabitants, 
where men told me that they had neyer heard the “Jesus doctrine” 
before, and begged us to send some one to teach them the way 
more perfectly. Our West China Mission increased its membership 
in 1904, forty per cent. You will be surprised to know that ninety 
per cent of our members are men and only ten per cent are women 
and children. You will also be surprised to know that while prob- 


ably only ten to twenty per cent of the men in China can read and 


write, yet ninety per cent of the men applying for membership 
in the church, could both read and write, and we have insisted 
that the other ten per cent shall learn to read the New Testament 
before they are received into full membership. I found the various 


\ 
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chapels where I preached, full of men, with from two or three, up 
to eight or ten women in an inner court. I often asked where the 
wives and children were, and told them that they could have no 
true church unless their wives and children were converted and 
brought into Christian fellowship. They answered that their wives 
had unbound their feet, but that they had no one to teach them 
the “Jesus doctrine.” Often the men seemed very eager that some 
one should be sent to teach the wives and children; but with from 
two to ten families often living together, and with the older people 
in complete control of such families, it is almost impossible for 
the men to establish family prayers, or to teach their wives and 
children at home.” 

Miss Manning, one of the missionaries assigned to duty in 
West China is now at home on furlough. While she was in China, 
her time was chiefly occupied in superintending and carrying on 
the “Woman’s Training School.” When it became necessary for 
Miss Manning to return to America, the Woman’s Training School 
had to be closed as there was no one in the mission station who 
could take up and care for the work. 


An additional missionary has been appointed and is now en 
route for the station, but as she has as yet, no familiarity with 
the Chinese language, she will not for the present be available for 
this particular service. While this situation in regard to the 
training school is much to be regretted, we get some satisfaction 
out of the fact that when Miss Manning can return to her work, she 
will not be single-handed, and in the future, if one of the workers 
is compelled to be absent, the operations of the school will not 
necessarily be entirely suspended. This is an arrangement greatly 
to be desired. ; 


Our congratulations have been duly extended to Miss Decker, 
whose marriage was celebrated last November. 


Mingled with those congratulations were many twinges of re- 
gret, that one of the results of this otherwise auspicious event, was 
the transfer of Miss Decker from Chung King to Chentu. 

Miss Jones has succeeded to the work which had been conducted 
by Miss Miss Decker and she has now the entire charge of the 
school. ‘4 : 

Owing to the crowded condition of the compound in Chung 
King, the location became unsanitary and a number of the students 
in the boarding school suffered from illness in various forms, The 
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siluation became so serious that it was at last decided to abandon’ 


the compound entirely and remove the school to the country. 


The “Friend’s Mission” had a property located about two miles 
up the river from our station, on which they had built a house that 
was at the time referred to, unoccupied. This house and grounds 
were rented and Miss Jones decided to sacrifice her own home and 
the companionship of her associates for the welfare of her wards. 
The school was removed to the new site by the river side and though 
it is a somewhat Jonely place and perhaps not so safe as we could 
wish, the change has proven to be beneficial to most of the students. 
The removal was not however, made quite soon enough. Two of 
the students died from illness which seemed to have been occasioned 
by the unsanitary condition of the building in which the school was 
first conducted. 

At present there are thirty-eight girls in the school, of whom 
Miss Jones writes as follows: ‘It would be difficult to find a 
more helpful and lovable band of little helpers anywhere than 
we have here. Though many doors of opportunity have been closed 
to us, because of our inability to speak the language fluently, the 
door of prayer has always been ajar, and we have had a most 
blessed year, because of God’s gracious presence. In every extremity 
the Lord has brought us deliverance. He has strengthened our 
hands, He has healed our illnesses, He has given us the spirit 
of helpfulness, and He has enabled us to realize, that they who trust 
in Him, are like “Mount Zion which cannot be moved.” 

It is very evident that a new property must be secured if we 
are to continue our school at Chung King. Neither the present 
house nor the grounds are adequate for its present accommodation. 
The play ground is a space whose dimensions are only ten by 
thirty feet. 

No recent report has been received from Dr. Edmonds. That 
fact is doubtless attributed to the severe and dangerous illness from 
which she suffered. In a report sent at an earlier date in the year, 
she writes as follows: 

“In the spiritual progress of our work there has been much to 
encourage us. The patients who have been able to receive it, have 
carried on a regular Bible study under the direction of our hospital 
Bible woman. She has given her afternoons to the patients in the 
hospital, and her mornings to those who come to the clinic, teach- 
ing them as they awaited their turn to go into the consulting room. 
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It is absolutely impossible to judge intelligently as to how much 
of the truth is appreciated or accepted by these clinic patients, for 
they are constantly changing. But we are not without the evidence 
of some fruit from these labors. We have had the joy of seeing 
some darkened souls come into the light and liberty of the Gospel 
of Peace. We Rave seen the idols cast away and Christ given the 
supreme Pace in the household, through the influence of hospital 
teaching. While we would gladly witness a much greater response 
to our instruction, we have an abundant assurance that “our labors 
are not in vain in the Lord.” 


CHIENTU The woman’s work in Chentu still continues to be 
eared for by Mrs. Canright. About thirty girls have been crowded 
into the smail room which is used for a day school. The children 
are industrious, intelligent and happy. They are very fond of the 
hymns which they have been taught, and passers-by often stop 
to stare aiter the crowd of little girls coming out of the gate on to 
the busy street, still singing—“I am so glad that our Father in 
Heaven;” “Jesus Loves Me” and other hymns. 

A new hospital in Chentu will soon be opened by Dr. Canright. 
In this institution there will be a woman’s ward, which Dr. Canright 
is very anxious that we shall equip. 


During the last four years, the progress of our work in Sui-ling, 
both in regard to the intellectual development and as to the spirit- 
ual life and character of the women to whom we minister, has been 
most satisfactory and full of encouragement. Mrs. Curnow and 
our Bible women have held weekly meetings with the native women. 

The dedication of the church at Sui-ling took place at the time 
of a great festival, when crowds of pilgrims come to the city to burn 
incense at the shrine of the goddess of Mercy. Mrs. Curnow took 
advantage of this opportunity to hold special services in the church 
for ten days. During this time thousands of women heard the 
Gospel story for the first time, and our own people were blessed 
and strengthened in their religious faith and practice. 

Mrs. Manly writes from Tozcheo—‘The year was begun with 
a text—There is no restraint with the Lord to work by many or 
by few.”’ This was at once our inspiration and our support. It gave 
to all of us, courage to go forward and attempt much for God among 
the women of these districts, even if our force of workers consisted 
of only one foreign woman missionary and one Bible woman, and 
the field comprises six cities and many villages. Tozcheo being the 
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place of residence of Mrs. Manly has naturally received the greater 
amount of attention, and hence here have developed the most satis- 
factory results. The women who have attended our services have 
increased in numbers and in knowledge and in faith. They have 
been regular attendants at the Sabbath services and the weekly 
class meeting, which has increased one hundred per cent during the 
last year. 

“The Bible woman has been self-sacrificing in her devotion to 
the work assigned to her, and incessant in seeking after those who 
show any interest in their salvation. She is an efficient laborer 
with me in the Gospel.” 

The great progress of the anti-foot binding movement is worthy 
of note. It is not uncommon to see little girls from all grades of 
society with natural feet, while a large number of women have 
discarded the bandage and adopted such shoes and stockings as are 
used in civilized countries. 

The appeals for re-inforcement in this great and promising 
field have been earnest, important and pitiful. Miss Galloway wrote 
during the summer: 

“What would I not give if I had the power to transport some 
of our sisters at home into our midst, to show them these broad 
fields, white already to the harvest, the grain falling to the ground 
and spoiling for lack of hands to gather it. After one look, they 
would go home with hearts so full that they would cry out from 
the housetops—send more laborers to West China. 

No demand is more urgent or more reasonable, or offers greater 
opportunities than those which come from West China. More 

women misionaries for West China is echoed and re-echoed in every 
report which comes from our own representatives, from the superin- 
tending Bishop, from the native workers, and from all who under- 
stand the situation. What shall be the response? We have done 
sometbing—not much—but yet something to supply that work, and 
today the missionaries who have been holding the fort almost alone, 
and whose hopes have been disappointed, and whose eyes have 
grown weary looking for help which they needed so much, but which 
caine not are now rejoicing and happy because five additional 
missionaries who have been assigned to the West China field, are 
entering upon the long journey up the Yangtse River, and are com- 
ing to their relief and support. May a gracious Providence have 
that littie band in His keeping, guard them against every danger,

zive to them journeying mercies, and. bring them safely to their 
journey’s end. 

Five missionaries is not a large contribution to a _ situation 
where the demand is literally for hundreds of workers, but it is 
at least a step in the right direction, and it is hoped that it may be 
followed by many successive steps of the same sort. 

In regard to West China, right earnestly would we emphasize 
the exhortation—‘Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, thac 
He will send more laborers into the harvest.”

CHINKIANG. Miss Robinson writes, ‘We are all working 


towards self-support but at best it will be only a nominal affair 
until the country is more settled and sentiment more in favor of 
the education of girls. We have seen some dark days with our big 
family, but the mercies have been far greater than the afflictions.” 
The school has been under our jurisdiction for 21 years. Its popu- 
larity makes imperative the call for larger quarters. Some ad- 
joining property has been bought and needs to be bi in to 
prove ownership.” 

Dr. Taft writes how desperately a new hospital and dispensary 


. 
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are needed in Chinkiang. The operating room is less than nine 
feet wide and the small wards so full of beds that the air at night 
becomes very close and unhealthy. Negotiations are being made for 
a piece of property adjoining the hospital which they earnestly 
hope they will be able to buy when they can secure it. 

The need for trained nurses is also very great. The two now. 
there, Miss Chang and Miss Liu, are women who have to be in- 
cessantly watched. Dr. Hoag who has been in service 32 years re- 
turned this spring for a vacation. It was nine years since she 
had been home and she greatly needea the change and rest. The 
fact that there has been an increase of 88 in-patients over last 
year is an encouraging one in itself and the total increase of visits 
to the hospital is 1287. 


The evangelistic work is most closely connected with the medi- 
cal work and Miss Hu, the Bible woman has sole responsibility. 

Prayer service starts each morning and from 10 to 3 every day 
Miss Hu preaches in the dispensary. She also prays and visits 
with the in-patients in the afternoons and has charge of the evan- 
gelistic meetings for women and children in the street chapel. 

NANKING. The cry from Nanking is for new and larger build- 
ings for the Girls’ Boarding school. Miss Shaw writes, “Our school 
has opened and we are badly overcrowded. Some girls have been 
turned away. Today three mothers came with their daughters who, 
they said, must come to school; their bethrothed husbands had 
been educated abroad and they demanded education for their wives. 


‘I felt I could not refuse them.” Miss Shaw tells of a suitable piece 


of property that can be had for a reasonable price. She begs for 
the money for this and for a building. 

The teaching force has been strengthened by the coming of Miss 
Alice Peters. She began at once to teach English and after Miss 
White’s departure, took some of the music pupils, 

This year was distinguished by having the first graduating 
class. The exercises were held in the church and two promising 
young women received diplomas. 

Miss Ren with the assistance of a pupil, Miss Chen, has kept 
the Bible Woman’s Training school running smoothly. There are 
now five regularly employed Bible women, each doing work in her 
native place. 


_ A letter from Miss Peters says, “We are greatly in need of an 


évengelistic missionary for our country itinerary work. This work 


. 
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has been much neglected. Classes and churches once flourishing 
are now languishing, and if not watched, they will relapse into 
heathenism. 

KIU KIANG. In Kiu Kiang the school is acquiring an excellent 
reputation under the wise discipline, and up to date methods of 
Misses Merrill and Pierce. Pupils are stimulated to good endeavor 
by the vision of a new high school building growing up and especial- 
ly by the high ideals set before them, in the lives of Dr. and Miss 
Stone. 

In the ELIZABETH SKELTON DANFORTH MEMORIAL HOS- 
PITAL, Dr. Stone is priviliged to do more than ten thousand acts of 
kindness a year to the dispensary patients that throng the waiting 
rooms. The hospital is always badly overcrowded and must be 
enlarged. 

Moreover a home for Dr. and Miss Stone is imperatively needed. 
Given to hospitality, their tiny rented house fairly overflows with 
guests, native preachers and their wives; Chinese ladies who would 
not honor foreigners with their presence, officials and their retinue. 
One progressive official wished his daughter to take a journey of 
four hundred and fifty miles to see Dr. Stone for the inspiration 
she would receive. : 

The WOMAN’S TRAINING SCHOOL is in charge of Miss Anna 
Stone. She says of the women of the school: “They are most 
grateful for the privilege of being here. I wish you could see how 
happy they are and how they try to do their best in everything.” 

Miss Veavitt who went out to Wuhu last year has been trans- 
ferred to Kiu Kiang to take charge of the orphans during the ab- 
sence of Miss Dreibelbies in America. 

NANCHANG. The Baldwin Memorial School has enjoyed ex- 
ceptional favor from the beginning. Miss Ogborn has been carry- 
ing the burden of it alone, but now rejoices in the assistance of 
Miss Newby, sent out by the Des Moines Branch. 

Miss Howe has charge of evangelistic work and day schools. 
Because of her unusual knowledge of Chinese she has been re- 
quested by the Central Methodist Episcopal Conference of China, 
to devote as much of her time as is possible to translating. 

The medical work opened and carried on by Dr. Kahn, has been 
_ almost self-supporting, the receipts covering all expenses but the 
rent of the house. Progressive Chinese have promised to donate 
land and to build a hospital. It is only fair that our Society should 
do their part in building a home for Miss Howe and Dr, Kahn. 
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The victory of Japan over Russia brings fresh problems to 
workers in Central China. Hitherto Christianity and education 
have gone hand in hand. Now the Japanese are pointing out to 
eager China a new road to gigantic civilization, not by way of the 
cross. 

Today in our endeavors to help the east we may be saving the 
west; for a civilized agnostic China will be a menace to the world.

FOOCHOW. At October Conference, 1904, Miss Bonafield and 
Miss Plumb were appointed to the Girls’ Boarding School; but 
just after the opening of the spring term Miss Bonafield left for 
Kucheng to get somewhat acquainted with Miss Hartford’s great 
evangelistic work in three large districts. Miss Hartford’s furlough 
was long over due and she greatly needed the change; this left very 
heavy work brought upon Miss Plumb, but with the Father’s help 
and-the assistance of Miss May Hu, who is a very capable worker, 
she has been able to send in a very fine annual report. She pre- 
faces it with a great longing that the young women at home could 
know the blessedness of this work for the Master: then would 
there be many more laborers in China’s great harvest field. The 
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fall term had an enrollment of 140 which the spring term increased 
to 149. Of this number 30 are boarders, 18 day pupils, making 48 
girls not on scholarships. At the Chinese New Year many pupils 
who had finished the two years’ course of study in the day school or 
in the Mary BE. Crook Children’s Home, were adimtted. In the fall 
term they had to combat a long siege of measles and other illnesses, 
but all recovered. Christmas was a delightful season. The present 
that gave greatest pleasure was the return of Miss May Hu after 
nearly five years spent in study and in training in the United States. 
They tasted too, the more blessedness of giving, contributing money 
to help a poor blind girl. ‘ 

A class that graduated at the Chinese New Year was the largest - 
that ever graduated at this school. Of the graduates three are 
studying medicine; one is taking kindergarten training; another 
has entered the seminary and the others are helping in the boarding 
school. The revival meetings were a source of power, and the bene- 
fit has been seen in many directions, notably in an increasing inter- 
est in the Young Woman’s Christian Association and the organiza- 
tion of a company of Standard Bearers. . 

SEMINARY. Miss Parkinson writes of the Foochow Seminary: 
Last year we enrolled about 40 pupils; not all at one time as our 
building will not accommodate more than 30. If we had had more 
room we could have doubled the number and I know that next term 
I must refuse a number who have applied for admission. The stud-— 
ents have done good work and it is a pleasure to be with them. 

DAY SCHOOLS. There has been an increase of three to the 
number of day schools, making a total of 16, all in good condition. 

WOMAN’S TRAINING SCHOOL. No report of the year’s work 
in the school, to which Miss Wells was appointed in Miss Jewell’s 
absence, has been received. But I hazard nothing by saying, in 
view of the excellent condition in which Miss Wells found the school, 
and the energy and devotion she brought to it, it has been a good 
year. em 

CHILDREN’S HOM#, MARY E CROOK MEMORIAL: Mrs. Su- 
san H. Tippet, in charge, is living on the second floor of the school 
building and the room adjoining hers is the nursery. She says 
she has the most “homey” feeling she has had for years. “In all 
we have cared for 42 children who belong to us, and from 15 to 20 
“boarders beside. Seven of our own have died, all of them babies. 
There has been much sickness and the numbers are diminished. 
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The girls have developed spiritually and are learning to overcome 
deceit and untruthfulness. ‘Vthe kindergarten has flourished with 70 
children, most of them from outside homes, some of them heathen 
homes, and into these the Gospel has gone via the kindergarten. 
On the street corners we have seen the children playing kindergar- 
ten games and have heard them singing kindergarten songs.” 


INDUSTRIAL WORK. The demands of this work carried by 
Miss Jean Adams, self supporting missionary, have become so 
heavy as to enforce her return to the United States for a time to 
make sales for the beautiful work done by the 150 women who thus 
procure a living. 

Miss Chisholm has been associated with Miss Adams in this 
service and her absence leaves Miss Chisholm to take full charge of 
the industria! aud evangelistic work for the women and to supervise 
the finishing of the Voman’s Home. Miss Chisholm has completed 
her first v.ar’s course of study, conducted religious sei vices in Dr. 
Hu’s Hospital and has been a general helper. Her voice is in re- 
quisition wherever song is fitting, and she is a general favorite with 
sister missionaries. 

NGU-CHENG. Conference appointments read “Ngu-cheng Medi- 
cal Work to be supplied.” This was done in the May meeting of 
the Reference Committee, by the appointment of Dr. Li Bi Cu. 


Miss Allen, says of the boarding school: “It has had an at- 
tendance of 60 girls. 14 came from Hai-tang, 2 from another island 
near Hai-tang—the first ones from that island to enter a boarding 
school. It is considered a great event not only by the girls but by 
the entire island. Hight girls graduated this year, four of them 
from Hai-tang. With one exception they are all teaching. The 
younger girls are interested in the Junior League cared for by the 
Misses Bartlett and Glassburner, while\the older ones belong to the 
Epworth League and are active in the spiritual department, going 
with students from the Woman’s School, Sundays, into the nearby 
villages for religious service. 

MEDICAL WORK. Dr. Lyon in charge of Liang-au Hospital, 
says, “Our work does not vary much from year to year. Miss 
Wells having taken charge of the Woman’s School could give but 
partial attention to the evangelistic part of our work—directing the 
Bible women. Our students, led by the Holy Spirit, have entered 
into closer communion with Him, and their half-hour evening prayer 
meetings for God’s blessing upon Christian work have brought 
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blessings to themselves. Two of our students have been to Amoy 
and have seen a new and more modern hospital. I took one to 
Shanghai when I went to the medical convention, where are two 
newly built up-to-date hospitals and it did her good to see them. 
Students returned filled with enthusiasm and want that we, too, 
keep up-to-date. They have been a great help to me as I have tried 
to do better, more thorough, more asceptic work. I have deviated 
from the old plan of allowing each patient to bring her own food 
and keep it by her bedside lest it-be stolen. Of course our patients 
are less, as some hospitais refuse to change. But we do better work: 
our wards and our kitchen are cleaner and as far as I can discoyer 
our patients are happier.” 


THE CITY HOSPITAL. Dr. Hu King Eng occupies the new 
little house on Black Rock Hill where the air is pure and sweet. 
Being near the spot where the new hospital is to stand she can 
watch its construction—something much to be desired. Referring to 
the proverb that filial piety is chief of all the virtues, and the 
universal display of that virtue by the wearing mourning garment 
for a long period after the death of a parent—the well to do and 
most influential making themselves look the most hideous—she says, 
“T did not after the death of my dear mother make myself hideous; 
I dressed in white with sackcloth shoes. \Nevertheless I had to 
keep myself behind the scenes for I was told if I went to the homes 
of the people I might bring death to them. So I was called only to 
very serious cases, the friends saying to each other ‘death is sure to 
come, so let us call Dr. Hu.’ Thank God that all these patients 
were restored to health. The number of hospital in-patients is less 
than last year; the new plan, paying ten cents per day for board, I 
am convinced is shutting out the very rich and very poor. A unique 
feature of Christmas entertainments in Foochow is, that guests ask 
to be invited, and if one is unable to accept the invitation, he or 
she comes afterward for some ‘left over, happiness.” All of Dr. 
Hu’s invited guests came except one old woman too ill to attend; 
but the next evening at ten o’clock she appeared and apologizing 
asked if she was too late to get some of the ‘left over’ happiness. 
There was plenty for her and she was made happy. 


Quite a good many Vegetarians have been taken in for treat- 
ment this year. One woman who was healed and converted a few 
years ago, has brought in a number. The ignorance of parents 
in raising their children is one of the appalling things Doctor meets. 
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A little fellow of two years, suffering from wine and tobacco on 
which he had been fed, was brought in; Doctor put him on low diet 
and little of it and his friends were amazed that “nothing to eat” 
made him well.

LEPER WORK. Beyond any other class of people do the poor 
lepers appeal to the sympathy and practical help of Christianity, 
and none are more appreciative of what is done for them than are 
these poor sufferers. In the leper village near Foochow where a few 
friends of Miss Wells purchased land and built a fine little chapel 
and home for the native workers, the work has had a prosperous 
year. There are more than 50 boys and girls in attendance at the 
day school. There have been a number of baptisms. 


MING-CHIANG. THE GOOD SHEPHERD HOSPITAL, 
NATHAN SITES’ MEMORIAL. Dr. Carleton says the number of 


patients attending the dispensary this year has increased more than 


500, and she notes a greater willingness to pay the small fee required 
to buy medicines, bandages, etc. Visiting out-patients is seldom sat- 
isfactory as the call is only to those who are desperately ill. A little, 
perhaps, has been gained in people recognizing that the Doctor is 
uniformly successful in treating Christian families. They fail to 
recognize that a call for the Doctor must come early, and that the 
case must be given entirely into her hands. Rains—unprecedented 
even in China—have prevented many from entering the hospital as 
patients the rain not ceasing for twenty-four hours in seventy 
days. 

STUDENTS. When work was resumed last fall there was but 
one student. Two graduates from the Foochow boarding school 
have entered to take the course. Miss Longstreet has continued 
to give music lessons to the senior students and to play the organ 
in the more important services. Doctor has conducted a class in 
Bible study with the matron and students. She has made two 


thorough trips over the district. Dr. Carleton says she believes 
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hospital work should be and in most instances is a true nursery of 
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the church. Gospel seed has here been scattered with liberal hand. 
Doctor’s statistics:

WOMAN’S SCHOOL. Miss Mary Peters, in charge. 

In this school 20 or more women are being prepared to serve 
as teachers: or Bible women. These teachers are Bible women 
in a way for the Bible is the main study in all the schools. Many 
of the students being bread-winners at home and knowing that 
their course must be short, apply themselves diligently to their 
books and make fine progress. Of all mission work none is of more 
importance than that done by Bible women; no better place to hide 
the leaven than in the home. There are 15 Bible women on the 
district. 

The GIRL’S BOARDING SCHOOL and DAY SCHOOL. Miss 
Longstreet appointed to this work says, November 14th, I moved 
into eight small rooms back of the church; reserved two for my own 
use, the school had six. The number of pupils was 15, just as 
many as the house would hold. We were a crowded but exceedingly 
happy family. My girl teacher has proved a jewel, with her con- 
secrated heart and happy spirit. In March the number had so in- 
creased partitions were removed, making three rooms into one for 
school room and dining room combined. Two rooms were rented 
of a neighbor for bed rooms. It is interesting to see the rapid men- 
tal development of the girls when they enter the school. There 
is nothing in Chinese books which calls forth a child’s imagination 
or imparts practical knowledge. In Genesis class one day they were 
talking about the stars, how large they were, ete., and a fourteen 
year old girl said—“O, yes! I suppose one star is as large as this 
room’’—my tiny sitting room. The older girls from sixteen to eigh- 
teen have developed spiritually to a marked degree. The chorus 
class has done good work. We want to give our girls the best we 


can along all lines, but we covet for them most of all that they. 


may love Christ and bring their people to Him. 

DAY SCHOOLS. The number this year is ten and I hope 
later to open more. Now that they have boarding school to look 
forward to they have a greater incentive to study than before. 

~ NGU-CHENG. In the training school 22 women -have been 
learning to read, write and think; and the latter-has not been the

easiest part of the task. Study of the Bible occupies the chief place 
in the curriculum, though they study geography, physiology and 
primary astronomy. Miss Glassburner has been a great help in 
teaching the women to sing. As the term was closing measles 
entered the school but Dr. Hung, a graduate from the Foochow 
Hospital, took the sick ones in hand and they were soon well. 
THE ROMANIZED SCHOOL is a great blessing. Some of the 
women who enter here know very little of Christianity though 
they are by name Christians. The Bible is a sealed book, they 
being unable to read; but after two terms in school they can read 
very well any book printed in Romanized. Much of Miss Trim- 
ble’s time and strength have been given to the three great districts 
to which she was appointed: Ngu-Cheng, Hok-Chiang, and Hai- 
Tang. She held evangelistic services for the women on every 
circuit of the district. A wonderful work requiring infinite love 
and patience! With what skill she went over and over the plan 
of salvation, leading the women slowly and carefully out of the 
. darkness into His marvellous light. And with what blessed results! 
I leave Miss Hartford’s work to be represented by herself as I 
‘have not received the annual report.

At the annual session of the Woman’s Conference of 1904, Mrs. 
Bashford was chosen to preside, and her gracious direction of the 
proceedings was thoroughly appreciated. Her closing message is 
here cited in part as indicating the spirit which characterized the 
review of the year’s work: 
“There has been one Scripture text that has come to me during 
my stay here with new impression, ‘Thou shalt call thy walls Sal- 
vation and thy gates Praise.’ This great wall that surrounds your 
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city greatly impresses me. Walls are for safety, for protection. 
We may think of every day as walled about with the presence of 
God, so we are safe. We go through the morning gate to begin 
the day and the evening gate to close the day. If we begin the day © 
with praise for His goodness to us and end it with praise, our days 
will be blessed.” 

So the little company of missionaries entered the gate of a new 
year with praise, and, amid all the vicissitudes of a work far be- 
yond their physical powers, pressed on to its close with praise. 
The HingHua mission has prospered notwithstanding its urgent 
need of reinforcement. Five new missionaries are required to 
avert the possible fatal overstrain of those on the field, or to pre- 
vent retreat from promising undertakings. A missionary in writing 
on this subject says: “Really, it becomes a question—shall we 
work to the very limit of our strength and go home broken down, 
or shall we leave undone the hundred things that wear on the nerve 
and brain and do only what our strength will allow?” 

Surely, there should be no occasion for such questioning for 
lack of laborers! : 

HING-HUA—Miss -Varney’s return from furlough afforded relief 
to Miss Westcott in the Hamilton Girls’ Boarding School, which con- 
tinues to flourish and, year by year, to send forth girls trained for 
Christian service. In addition to their duties in this school, these 
ladies have charge of the day Schools in the district. 

Miss Wilson reports a good year in the Woman’s Bible Training 
School of thirty students. Four women finished the regular course, 
with the best record, both in studies and visiting, of any class en- 
tered. While Miss Thomas has given her attention to the acquire- 
ment of the language, she has assisted somewhat in the care of 
this school, thus releasing Miss Wilson once or twice during the 
year for inspection of the work of the Bible-women on the district. 
Could there be one missionary for country evangelism and one for 
the city, to work daily with these women from the Training School 
as they go out into the homes, they would become much more skill- 
ful workers, and hundreds would be won to Christ in the place of 
tens. ; 

SING-IU—This station has lost one of its workers through the 
transfer of Miss McHose to North China for health reasons, which 
leaves Miss Nicolaisen alone in charge of the growing Isabel Harf 
Boarding School. She reports progress in the studies and spiritual 
life of the girls and manifold grace for her own task, 
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Miss Lebeus, in pursuing her evangelistic work, has been “in 
journeyings often, in perils of waters, in perils in the wilderness, 
in weariness and painfulness.” The tales of her experiences when 


‘overtaken by floods of rain, in crossing mountain torrents and 


scaling slippery precipices, are thrilling. Of these she _ says: 
“Country trips in China during rainy season are jolly when you 
write them up several weeks later, after your aches and pains 
have left you, your wet and torn clothes are washed and ironed and 
mended, and you have enjoyed warm and regular meals for a 
season.” 

Nevertheless, she deems it worth all the toil and privation to be 
able to carry the Gospel message to the multitudes who have not 
before heard. The Margaret BE. Nast Hospital is completed and 
finely equipped, and will be opened this fall, with Dr. Betow in 
charge. This is the only hospital in the region. 

ING-CHUNG—The situation here remains practically unchanged. 
More room is needed for the schools. Miss Todd and Miss Marriott 
have waited in vain for the coming of the missionaries who should 
be preparing to take their places in the near future when their fur- 


loughs must be granted. Who will go? Who will send?

During the beginning of the conference year the work in the 
northern part of the country seemed to be somewhat disturbed by 
war conditions, but in a short time those who had fled in terror 
returned, all fear was dispelled and work has gone on since as 
if there had been no war,.except that prices of everything have 
so advanced that many problems and difficulties have arisen, be- 
cause of the increased expense. 

The loss of so many of the brightest and best trained helpers 
who had emigrated t.. Hawaii, is of course still felt, and the total 
inadeguacy of the missionary force impresses itself more and more 
upon our workers, so that at times they seem to be almost in despair. 
Each one is doing not only a full share of work but often the 
work of several; the letters that have come appealing for new 
workers are pathetic. 

Spiritually the past year has been one of special jienataae 
Dr. Hardie, who seems to be a specially chosen instrument for — 
evangelistic work, with Rev. Moose, both of the Methodist Church 
South, held special revival services in First Church, Seoul, in 
Pyeng Yang, and in some other places, which were accompanied by 
such outpourings of the Spirit as had not been witnessed in Korea 
before. Those who had long been in the church and who were con- 
sidered as our most faithful Christians received new revelations — 
of sin that still remained in their hearts, those who had been 
Christians in name only, all sought cleansing and forgiveness. 
Missionaries, teachers, Bible women, the girls in the Boarding. 
School and others were so blessed that the effect has been felt 
through the year, 


* 
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The Annual Meeting, or rather the Conference of last Spring, 
Was a marked one, not only because for the first time presided over 
by Bishop Harris, but because, as with one impulse, all seemed to 
be filled with a desire for greater unity in work with other mis- 
sions, 

This was not the case simply with our own mission but the 
same thought seemed to fill the minds of the members of the 
different missions. By leading men and women the conviction was 
expressed that better work could be done, as well as strength and 
money saved, by uniting forces in carrying on educational, medical 
und literary work especially, but also in the evangelistic work. All 
seemed to feel that this movement was not of man but of the Lord. 
Several of our ladies wrote that it seemed as if the millennial were 
dawning. 

The oft repeated plea for a new hospital for our medical work 
seems to be more likely to be answered than heretofore. A begin- 
ning at least has been made in securing funds for this much 
needed building and the medical force in Seoul most earnestly 
prays that the matter will be carried to completion very speedily. 

The munificence of Mrs. Gamble has made possible the erec- 
tion of the much needed Home in Chemulpo. The war caused great 
rise in the price of building as well as in everything else and it 
would have been utterly impossible to go on with the building as 
planned for if she had not been ready to supplement her gift by an- 
other large sum. It is reported as being a very satisfactory build- 
ing and was to be ready for occupancy by the middle of November. 


The return of Dr. Ernsberger from her furlough brings some 
relief to Dr. Cutler, who, in addition to her heavy work, has added 
the task of going during Dr. Ernsberger’s absence twice a week to 
the East Gate Dispensary. Miss Edmonds is going forward with 
her Training School for nurses, having five young women in train- 
ing. She holds them strictly to high ideals, hoping in time to have 
native nurses who shall be just as faithful and just as reliable as 


_ any American trained nurse. She as well as Dr. Cutler are working 


under great difficulties as the present hospital is utterly inadequate 
in room, sanitation and equipment so that patients have often 
had to be transported to the Presbyterian Hospital or be turned 
away. An épidemic of scarlet fever in the boarding school, to- 
gether with the already far too heavy work of the hospital and 

ry, made the transfer of Miss Lewis from the evangelistic 
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work to assistant in the medical work necessary. Of the medical 
work in Pyeng Yang, Mrs. Hall says: “At the time of our last 
report dispensary and hospital work seemed practically closed 
by the war, women and children had fled when the Japanese 
soldiers came. It seemed safer for Dr. Pak and the two helpers- 
. to take their well earned vacation in their native city, Seoul. The 
missionaries remaining in the city gave confidence to the natives 
so that they soon came flocking back. As the war moyed north 
patients came as before and I missed my helpers, but our blind 
pupil teacher and Miss Robbins helped me. Miss Robbins put so 
much heart and thought into her work that I have since then eoveted 
a foreign worker very much for the hospital. 8638 cases, almost 
double the number of last year, have been treated. The receipts, 
$190.00 (gold), are triple those of the previous year, 82 patients 
in one day has been the highest number reached. Much curva- 
ture of the spine is caused here by carrying babies on the back 
from the time they are ten days old. Five women were converted 
during their stay in the hospital. The dispensary Bible woman 
made 996 visits in the homes of patients and sold 254 books. 
Dr. Hall begs that she may have a foreign assistant to superin- 
tend the nursing and that an evangelistic worker be sent. 


In the three dispensaries and two hospitals which we sustain 
in Korea, 13,446 patients were treated during the year. 


Special Work. The Boarding School in Seoul opened last fall 
under the most favorable circumstances spiritually, both teachers 
and pupils had received such blessings that they entered the work 
of the year as never before, but still it was a year of special trials. 
Grace Moon, a most reliable native helper, was obliged to leave to 
go with her husband to Hawaii, it was long before her place was 
satisfactorily filled. At last just the one for the place seems to 
have been found, an earnest, true Christian, one of the best edu- 
cated women that Korea affords, able to command the respect and 
obedience of the girls. Her history is so remarkable that it seems 
as if the Lord had been preparing her for years for this work. 
The epidemic of scailet fever above mentioned caused Miss Frey 
much anxiety, and resulted in the death of two of the girls. Self- 
support is being pushed as much as possible. It is a pleasure to 
note that gratitude is shown by some of the girls in a very sub- 
stantial manner, during the year two of them having taught without 
pay in their home village to which they had returned from the 
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school, saying that, as they had received so much they could not 
do else than help others. 


Our building has been pronounced the best built of any in 
Seoul. 

There is an increased desire on the part of the people for ednu- 
eation for their girls and so day schools are being called for. We 
hope the day is not far distant when a system of Christian day 
schools with a common course of study, will give us schools for 
every Christian community and also suitably located schools of 
higher grade. There are at present 20 day schools with 380 pupils. 


We must not forget the very interesting school for blind 
girls that Mrs. Hall carries on. The first received is making 
good progress and is teaching others. Industrial work has been 
done which cared for one-sixth of the cost of maintaining the 
school, another sixth was provided by natives. 


Evangelistic Work. In this department the greatest successes 
as well as the greatest needs are found. As already noted above, 
a special outpouring of the Spirit was experienced at different 
places. One of the most remarkable features of the work has 
been the development of individual women. A poor widow who 
had been greatly blessed in Dr. Herdie’s meetings, soon afterwards 
came saying that she felt she must tell others of this wonderful 
power which the indwelling of the Spirit gives for victory over 
sin. Since then she has traveled over a large part of the district, 
visiting the churches and proving herself such a blessing to them 
that they request. that she come again. All this has been done 
without receiving a cent from us to defray her traveling expenses. 

Misses Miller and Hillmann, spent the winter in conducting 
classes for women at different points on the district. This district, 
lying mostly on islands, must be fraveled by boat which is both 
expensive and difficult. The work on this. district has made 
splendid progress and the result of the classes held is shown in 
the development of more intelligent home life and a deeper personal 
experience. In the Chemulpo church alone, 91 women have given 
their names as inquirers during the year. Mrs. Cable has also 
greatly benefited the work by the long itineraries she has made 
with her husband. 

Misses Estey and Robinson held similar classes on the Northern 
District. At one of these classes held in Pyeng Yang, 130 women 


were enrolled, one of whom had walked 273 miles to attend. Al- 
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together 31 classes, lasting generally two weeks, were held with 
a total attendance of 550. Four Bible Institutes where 350 women 
received instruction. were held. On the Northern District, Mrs. 
Morris has traveled over 1600 miles with her husband, instructing 
the women wherever possible besides helping in the city work in 
which Mrs. Follwell also rendered very efficient help. 

Before being called to the help of the medical work Miss 
Lewis traveled on the South District. Mrs. Alice Hammond 
Sharp has also spent a great deal of time in country work on this 
district, where the outlook is very promising and the need of more 
help is .great. 

We cannot give the exact number of women in the churches, 
but as near as can be told from a careful estimate there have 
been 5600 women under instruction during the past year. When 
we remember that, with very few exceptions, these women are 
mothers or grandmothers who are influencing the coming genera- 
tion we know that a great many more than 5600 are being instructed 
in the way of the Lord. Again and again the plea is-sent for the 
missionaries to come and instruct, but because of the lack of work- 
ers many of these calls cannot be answered. May we IO: hope 
for reinforcements during this year?

The labor of our brave missionaries in the field of Japan 
through the past year has been much increased by the added 
responsibilities and opportunities brought to all by the progress 
of the war with Russia. One earnest woman writes; “The war 
has brought us face to face with such extraordinary responsi- 


bilities and opportunities that we are almost dazed by them; sol- 


diers so eager for Christian literature that they are fairly ready 
to mob a missionary for the possession of the Gospel and the 


tracts which she may hold in her extended hands.” 


The incidents of the work growing out of the conditions of 
war are most touching and inspiring. We have heard of the 
brave soldiers in the field, but not so many stories have been 
told of the despairing women who were left at home. One such 
attempted to take her own life at Sapporo, and was rescued and 
visited by our Christian workers and taught the sweet story of 
the Gospel. She is now seeking the comfort of the Christian 
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religion and says she would never have given way to despair had 
she known of this Saviour before. 

The work in detail at the points where our schools, hospitals 

and Bible women are doing such noble work, shows at each point 
eager seekers after knowledge among the Japanese, and an ever- 
increasing demand for more facilities in the way of buildings and 
appliances for the work in evangelistic, academic and industrial 
lines. 
“There are twenty-two missionaries in the field, representing the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. There are three large board- 
ing schools, with nearly six hundred pupils, seven day ‘schools, one 
training school for Bible women, with forty pupils, two schools for 
the blind, containing thirty students, two kindergartens, with over 
a hundred pupils. These missionaries have the supervision of forty 
Bible women, and work in and out of sixty churches, and the thous- 
ands of homes opened through the schools. They publish a wom- 
an’s magazine, and much other literature for women and children. 
All these responsibilities rest upon the women of this conference, 
and the need for more workers is imperative.” 

HAKODATER. At the girls’ school the report of the work of 
the year is full of encouragement, and the joy that, while new 
pupils are being received almost beyond the possibilities of ac- 
commodating them, many conversions are taking place among the 
day pupils, and a Christian influence is thus being carried to 
the heathen homes as well as the benefits of education. Over five 
hundred are reached by Gospel teachings, and at Christmas 
time twenty-two pupils were baptized. 

.The kindergarten is full to overflowing. The hospital room, 
which had to be turned into a class room, is very much missed, 
but with great faith the teachers look forward to the new building, 
saying; “We believe that our Heavenly Father knoweth the needs 
of the Hokkaido and that he will supply them according to His 
will.” 

In the musical department the work has been most enthus- 
iastic. The Hallelujah chorus has been learned and sung again 
and again. One of the native teachers has gone to the charge of 
the work in the Girls’ School at Fukuoka. Many entertainments 
have been arranged, particularly the song service and magic lan- 
tern entertainments on Christmas night, with pictures of the birth 
and life of Christ. A benefit entertainment was given for the 
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families of soldiers... One former pupil writes; “The first thing the 
Hakodate girls do when they come together in a strange place is 
to sing the dear songs we learned in the Hakodate school.” 
City evangelistic work in Hakodate is very much aided by the 
unconscious work of the children in bringing the truth of the Gospel 


_ to their homes in song and story learned at school. 


HIROSAKI. At Hirosaki Mrs. Alexander had charge of the 
school for the past year and also of the kindergarten. The school 
has flourished in spite of many changes and much dependence upon 
native teachers. One father, himself a teacher, though not a 
Christian, brought his daughter to the Girls’ School in prefer- 
ence to the Government High School for Girls, because, he said, 
*T believe her heart as well as her mind will receive training 


here.” 

It was expected that the present building would be enlarged 
but this plan had to be abandoned for lack of funds. During the 
year 163 have been enrolled, 9 of whom now graduate, five from 
the academic and four from the sewing department, only two of 
whom have not yet openly confessed Christ as their Saviour. Daily 
Bible instruction, evangelistic talks, work of the King’s Daughters, 
temperance society work, all have been instrumental in bringing 
many to Christ. 

TOKYO. “This is the finest mission compound in the East,” 
said Bishop Thoburn, when he first saw Aoyama, Tokyo. The Aoyn- 
ma Jo Gakuin, has made wonderful progress in the past year. 
Two hundred and eight pupils have been enrolled, and twenty-five 
have just been graduated. Four graduates in higher English of a 
year or so since, are now successful teachers, and one has passed 
the examination by which she receives a license to teach English 
in the Government schools. The religious life of the girls was © 
greatly stimulated by the meetings held during the week of prayer, 
when Bishop Harris was present, and many were led to consecrate 
their lives to evangelistic work, At Christmas time the pupils 
cheerfully gave up receiving their usual gifts to devote the money 
to the religious work among the Japanese in Korea, and the same 
pupils also gave ten dollars and more to purchase comforts for 


the soldiers. 


Physical culture is developing the physique of the pupils, and 
the exhibition of their skill in athletic games was highly praised 


by those who were invited to witness them. God has greatly 
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blessed the work of the native teachers, and through their efforts 
Government recognition has been obtained for the intermediate 
course of study. The industrial school has been ably, carried on. 
There are seventy-six pupils and thirteen graduates, all of whom 
are Christians. The entire year has been marked by a very 
earnest spirit of industry and self-sacrifice. ‘Bent 

“The war, instead of hampering the Lord’s work, as was feared 
it might, has greatly inereased our opportunities.” 

The superintendent of Bible women, gives the following in- 
cldent of her work in Nishio; “It had been said that the war was 
interfering sadly with the church work, It has always been difficult 
to oyereome the prejudices of the people in this town, but when 
this war with a so-called Christian country began, they said that 
the Christians were friends of Russia, and the more timid Christ- 
jans came to church more seldom, and everything languished. But 
that has all come right again, and now things are going on as 
well as usual. Recently the brother of one of our members, a 
young officer, was killed in battle, and a great military funeral 
was held, thousands of people attending. And that funeral was 
conducted by our Presiding Elder and pastor. It was wonderful. 
that such a thing could take place in Nishio.” 

SENDAT. An incident of Miss Heaton’s work at Sendai shows 
how the work of the Bible women is blessed. During the latter 
part of January at. night at Morioka, one of their earnest Christians 
went to the parsonage in deep distress. She told the pastor that 
when she first became a believer she was very happy, but for 
sveral days she had been troubled by the knowledge that sin had 
power over her. They read together many passages of God’s — 
Word, and he showed her that the blood of Jesus could free her 
from sin’s power. After a time she was able to understand, ‘and 
surrendering her will, received the desired blessing. She was so W 
happy that she stayed for several hours all the time talking. and 
praising God for her wonderful joy and peace. The next morning 
she returned, bringing fifty dollars for the new church as a thank 
offering, for the unspeakable peace of God, which filled her heart. 

YOKOHAMA. Miss Georgiana Baucus tells in an interesting 
way how she saved her conference publication, Tokiwa, from im- 
pending disaster by devoting one-half of the proceeds of her sub- 
scriptions during the summer months to the relief of the families of — 
soldiers, The material of her paper was also made to harmonize 
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with the spirit of war times, and Japanese heroes and the work 
being done for soldiers in Japan were well written up. Any illus- 
trations which could be borrowed from the war for religious teach- 
ing, were much appreciated, For instance, Miss Dickerson's plan 
of the “Port Arthur of the human heart.” Many other attractive 
forms of Christian literature were published by this enterprising 


.missionary editor and her assistants. 


_ The report of the Japan Woman's Conference is the most able 
presentation of the work that our noble women are doing in the 
field. The spirit of the workers who are there to train, as well as 


that of the native workers who have been trained, is one of entire 


consecration to the will of God, and also of enthusiasm and faith 
in the work of each school and evangelistic labor they under- 
take. Ever and again the hearts of our ladies are cheered by visits 
of friends from the home land, who take pains to look into the 
work of the mission stations as they pass by upon their travels, 
and sometimes an unexpected gift thus finds its way into the 
hands of the missionary to whom it means the possibility of en- 
larging or continuing some cherished piece of work, which was 
threatened on account of scarcity of funds. Truly the women who 
publish the tidings in Japan are earnestly fulfilling the Master’s 
commands to labor while it is yet day. May the Lord continue to 
enrich their toil with His blessing.

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population of over 7,000,000, and the other islands belonging to 
Japan lying south and ,west of the main island, including Formosa 
and the Loo Choo group. ; 

FUKUOKA. Bi-wa Jo Gakko. The past school year has been 
the most prosperous in its history both in increase of numbers and 
increase of conversions among the girls. In the Spring term alone 
we had more conversions than any previous entire year. This - 
perhaps is because we had more new girls to enter in the Spring 
term. Out of more than 40 new students, 20 gave their hearts 
to God. In the other two terms we had eight conversions all of 
whom have been baptized. Many of the conversions among the 
new girls are due to the influence of the Christian girls and the 
lives they live. ; 

It has been the most prosperous year in the history of the 
school in another way. We are being’ recognized not only by our 
own Church and other Christians as an educational center, but 
the non-Christian element so recognizes us. This means much for 
Christianity, when the city’s educational authorities recommend 
girls to come to us because of our high standard of both education 
and morals, the latter of course taught through the Bible. 

In June we had our first graduates from the present course 
of study which is of academic grade, a class of five. One of these 
graduates is now at Kwassui, two remain with us as teachers, and 
the other two are employed otherwise in our immediate work. 

Evangelistic Work. In the N. Kiushiu District, Miss Hettie 
Thomas has had charge of the evangelistic work. The nine Bible ; 
women employed have all done good work. An innovation was 
made last Fall in the establishment of a Foreign Cooking Class and 
a Foreign Sewing School. Mrs. Fretz writes: ; 

“Twice a month a number of Japanese women come to my 
home and spend the whole afternoon, their desire being to receive 
instruction in foreign cooking,’ my purpose in receiving them, to 
teach them of Jesus; they are willing to listen to the Gospel in 
order to learn how to cook foreign food. I am willing to teach 
cooking if by that means I can gain access to those who other- 
wise never have the influence of Christian people. They have 
heard of Christianity—they think of it as a “new religion” but be- 
yond this have no knowledge of it or of its teachings. Becoming 
acquainted with them in this way affords occasion for calling upon 
them in their homes and gradually forming a friendship which 
brings with it great responsibility and golden opportunity for Chris- 
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tian influence. Seated at their work these forty-five women make a 
beautiful picture, and their sweet quiet voices, their quaint cos- 
tumes and their exquisite politeness make them very attractive. 
The Bible woman after reading the Scripture and leading in 
prayer takes about half an hour in which to explain about God and 
his wonderful love to all mankind. To these women, who from 
childhood have known nothing but Buddhism, it must be a strange 
experience. That they are willing to hear the gospel, even as a 
means to an end, is encouraging. But we have had greater cause 
for joy as not long since one woman asked for private instruction in 
the Bible; and still others have asked the privilege of coming 
early and studying the Bible. Sixteen of these women are now 
inquirers. So even while cooking is the attraction at these meet- 
ings we are hoping that the Spirit of our Father may speak 
through us and thus these women may accept Christ.” The six 
Sunday schools in Fukuoka have grown marvelously both in num- 
bers and interest. Not only little children, but high school girls 
attend, as well as the mothers, and sometimes the fathers of the 
children. 


NAGASAKI. Kwassui Jo Gakko. In some respects Kwassui 
has never had a better year. The enrollment of 280 exceeds any 
previous year and it is a matter of sincere regret that applicants 
have been turned away because the house which 20 years ago was 
thought entirely too large, is quite too small for 20th Century 
demands. ; The school has been crowded all the year; too many for 
the buildings and teaching staff. The conditions brought about 
by the war have increased the Industrial Department to its utmost 
capacity. This department was organized in 1881 and it is a pleas- 
ure to have such privileges to offer, now that girls are looking for 
ways of support. In this department, where Japanese and foreign 
sewing, embroidery, drawn work and wood carving are taught girls 
have gone out to do independent work, to work in families or teach. 
Miss Russell writes, “Commencement closed our work on the 29th 
and we had a pleasant week. I wish I could send you some speci- 
mens from our Art and Industrial Departments. The great piece 
in wood carving was a pulpit set which went to the new church 
at Sappora. Our only graduate this year was from the Industrial 
Department, but next year we shall have some College girls if all 


goes well.” 


Last year there was no revival, but almost every Sunday et 
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one would join the church: this year a revival began almost with 
the opening of the school and those who joined the church last 
year, who thought church membership enough, were converted, with 
16 others. The whole number of Christians in the school is 127. 
Kwassui is a class meeting school; with 12 classes made up from 
the students and teachers, all well attended once a week. 


Although not,a school exercise, a Patriotic Society among the 
students is a very interesting variation in school life. Three 
families have been adopted by the Society. : ete 

December 1st, Kwassui celebrated her Silver Anniversary. 
The two teachers first sent out to open the school were there 


‘together. It was a delightful occasion; many pleasant surprises 


came with it; and surely it reflected much credit upon the alumnae 
connected with the school, as well as upon those seattered abroad 
in Japan and America. 3 


There are 17 Sunday Schools in this City of Nagasaki and two 
in suburban centers directly carried on by the Japanese teachers 
and older students of Kwassui. These schools have had an aver- 
age attendance of from 20 to 75 at each center, according to school 


_and location. Bibles, Hymn books, tracts and cards have been 


given out during the year; an occasional member has been brought 
into,the church, and the children of the common people ae 
heard gladly “the old, old story.” 


“To one conversant with the best and brightest side of life i 
Japan some of the sights witnessed in the slums of the open port 
of Nagasaki would be almost ineredible—ignorance, degradation, 
desolation, poverty and practically a total ignorance of Gap and his 
wonderful Gospel of full salvation.” : 


KWASSUI DISPENSARY. During the year, 3154 patients five 
been treated to whom have been given 9656 prescriptions. There 
has been no epidemic of any kind if we except a light one of 
smallpox, which broke out among the refugees returned from ‘Man- 
cehuria and Vladivostock, after the war began, which was promptly 
checked, 622 vacination were made and 314 free visits paid, all of 
them to famalies of soldiers. There have been 229 insane patients R 
several have been apparently cured and many more could be per- 
manently helped if there were only some place where they could 
be placed under care, and controlled. : 

KOGA GIRLS HOME. There are 28 girls in the Home. ‘The | ; 
matron ee teachers, with 2 or 3 of the older girls carry on a. 
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Sunday school in the house to which the children of the neighbor- 
hood are invited. They have a class meeting every Sunday evening 
and prayer meeting dn Friday evening. 


When in 1879 the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society began 
its work in Kiushiu, there was no school, no Bible women, no 
Sunday schools—now we have 2 schools of high grade, one of them 
college grade, 1 night school for girls and women, 15 Bible women, 
24 Sunday Schools, 38 meetings for women-and classes for Bible 
study held regularly, several auxiliaries to our Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society, besides a goodly number of meetings and differ- 
ent kinds of work that no report can cover. Harly in the year the 
support of one of the Bible women was assumed by the church 
in Nagasaki in which she had been working. This is a step forward 
and we shall rejoice when every church in Japan is able to sup- 
port, not only its own Pastor, but its own Bible woman as well. 

Mies Gheer reports: ‘Visits have been made during the year 

to every place where we have work in the District. Most of them 
have been visited several times. One tour of six weeks was made 
last autumn. When I could do so I stopped here and there at 
tea houses, by the road side, on the sea shore, in the hotels or 
‘wherever I could talk to the people about Jesus and the Christian 
religion, giving them tracts and texts of Scripture selected and 
‘printed especially for this purpose. Occasionally I had an audience 
of only one, but almost always from 10 to 40 or 50 persons would 
gather to listen; and at different times and places there were 
between a and two hundred people standing or sitting quietly by, 
listening o all I said. Some days I stopped only a few times; 
other days I would have the opportunity of speaking to 20 or more 
such companies.- Everywhere the people heard with respectful at- 
tention, only once or twice was anything unpleasant said or done.” 
KUMAMOTO. In this city which is one of the largest in 
Kiushiu, the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has no mission- 
aries and the Conference again urges the sending of a worker to 
develop the work in this field which is ripe to the harvest. 

An earnest appeal has been made for several years for two 
missionaries to open work in Formosa. This island which is about 
the size of all Kiushiu, has not yet been entered by our church or 

_ the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, although there are sever- 
al families belonging to our church who have for some time been 
Simas that pastors and Christian teachers be sent among them. 
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Thus far these calls have been unanswered and we have neither 
work, nor workers on the island. 

This S. Kiushui District embraces within its limits a vast area. 
It has not perhaps so many of the large cities as some other parts 
of Japan, though the three largest cities of the island, Nagasaki, 
Kagoshima and Kumamoto are within its bounds, but it is dotted 
all over with larger or smaller towns, villages and communities of 
farmers, fishermen and other folks. There are thousands of these 
towns where the Gospel has never been preached, there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of the people who have never heard anything 
of the Saviour’s words. There are hundreds of square miles where 
no teacher of Christianity either lives, or even occasionally visits 
to tell the people there of God.

MEXICO CITY. The work of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society in Mexico, begun thirty-one years ago, has a record of steady 
growth, improvement and enlarging influence. In Mexico City we 
now have a large commodious, handsome building, with every de- 
partment from kindergarten to college course. The new enterprise - 
has an enrollment of 175, of whom sixty are boarders, and is at- 
tracting pupils of a higher social position than formerly, because 
of its advanced curriculum, and attractive exterior. The Bible is— 
read, and Christian hymns sung daily; the boarders have their. own 
Epworth League services, and attend the Mission church on the 
Sabbath. The fence around the external of the Institute has yet 
to be built, and the chapel is not at all completed, being left in the 
rough until sufficient funds are in hand to furnish these without 
borrowing. Ten thousand dollars are yet needed to pay the debt 
and complete the building as it now stands. American teachers, 
Miss Smith and Miss Allen are employed, besides the Mexican 
professors, and the principal, Miss Temple, considers the pultook 
promising in a high degree. 

PACHUCA. The second school in order, instituted at Pachuca, 
with perhaps not so large number of boarders as ‘some of the in- 
stitutions, has the largest ddy school in the Mission, and its influ- 5 
ence in this mining town, is felt all through the city. 

PUEBLA has been most successful in securing self support, 
which last year amounted to over $6,000. The English department 
has been entirely self sustaining from its first inception, and three 


: 
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additional American teachers, besides the missionaries, teach the 
primary, drawing and English departments. Typhoid fever attacked 
two of the teachers, and for a time caused much anxiety and much 
additional work for the well ones. Miss Purdy was ordered home, 
several months of complete rest being found necessary to secure her 
complete recovery. The pupils of this school manifest a high ap- 
preciation of the efforts to train them in Christian womanhood, form 
ing themselves into associations for the upbuilding of character even 
among the younger children, who have banded together to practice 
obedience and good order. The Alumni Association supports a 
scholarship in the school, and its members put in practice the 
spirit of helpfulness learned in their school days. 

GUANAJUATO, still struggles with the inconvenience of an un- 
finished building, and the devastating flood which swept down the 
mountain early in July, greatly damaged floors and partitions, un- 
dermining the corridors and some rooms. Money is needed for 
repairs and finishing the building, but we thank a kind Providence 
that notwithstanding considerable loss of life followed the course 
of the waters, all the inmates of our school were spared. 

Hight day schools in different towns in the Republic are sus- 
tained by the Society, and we are asked to open six new ones. These 
centres. of Christian witnessing cannot do otherwise than have a 
very decided influence in overcoming the prejudices of the people, 


~ and giving a truer estimate of those who read the Bible for them- 


selves, and learn that there is but cne meditator between God and

BUENOS AYRES. Miss Le Huray reports as follows: “For 
many reasons our school year has been, financially, a good one. 
Our enlarged accommodations allow us to take in more boarders 
so that our family including the thirteen girls on scholarships, 
numbers some thirty. We-have not as many day scholars as we 
would like to see. The medical inspector of the school board visited 
us a short time ago. He was very much pleased with our large 
piece of ground, the arrangements of the school rooms, bath rooms 
and so on, and, on leaving, congratulated us on having one of 
the best schools in the city. “Were it not for the question of 
religion” he said, “you would not be able to accommodate all who 
would come to you.” 

The teaching force is the same as last year with one exception. 
We lave a young German Argentine girl in place of one who married 
last year. We are fortunate in being able to get good normal 
teachers in the city, but in the provinces and smaller towns where 
we have work they are not so easily obtained. For this reason 
_ we wish to train good teachers to be sent out to these places. 

* Our closing exercises held in the English church were very 
interesting. We charged a small admittance and cleared one hun- 
dred and thirty dollars which went to aid a self-supporting native 
congregation. 

Our Bible-woman supported by Mrs. Newman’s fund is an 
Italian woman of middle age belonging to our Italian Mission. 

Our prospects for next year are excellent. At the expiration 
of our lease of this property which still has three years to run, 
-we hope to be very firmly established.” 

The enrollment for the year has been 102. Of this number, 
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thirteen have scholarships and twelve are boarders. There are 
eight teachers, two Normal students and one Bible woman. All 
attend the daily Bible lesson and the mid-week prayer meeting. 

Miss Le Huray expresses great pleasure in having Bishop and 
Mrs. Neely as residents near the school, and in them she finds 
kind and sympathetic friends. 


ROSARIO. The schools continue about the same in the number 
of pupils. Miss Swaney says: ‘The Charity School is always full 
and always turning away applicants, especially in the lowest grades. 
The enrollment has been 155 and there might have been another 
hundred if we had had the room and the teachers. The law obliges 
parents to have their children in some _ school. They like 
our discipline and teaching, and many of them care so little 
for any religious belief that they are willing to risk our teaching 
the Scriptures. It is different with the pay schools. The wealthy 
families are drawn to the schools of the “Holy Union of the Sacred 
Hearts” which are well equipped. Our pupils come from the less 
wealthy and the poor families. The pay school has eighty-sevyen 
girls, a small gain over the previous year. 

The teaching is in Spanish in the two schools and in the Sunday 
Schools. - The Scriptures and our hymns are in daily use. English 
sewing and house work on a small seale are taught. We have ten 
girls on scholarships, two of whom are pupil teachers.” 

During the strikes and labor troubles prices of everything 
went up, and consequently $100 for a scholarship is no longer enough 
to feed and clothe a girl.. Both Miss Swaney and her sister have 
economized “cruelly” and yet there is a deficit which they deplore. 

The new building is commenced and will proceed as long as the 
money holds out.. The plan is to secure first good dormitory room 
for paying boarders and to adapt other parts of the house to the 
immediate necessity. Much new furniture will be needed and an- — 
other missionary should be sent who will be in readiness to relieve 
Miss Swaney by and by.

MONTEVIDEO. We rejoice that the long-standing debt on ettin 
property is cancelled, the final payment having been made this — 
year. During Miss Hewett’s absence in the homeland, Miss Walker - 
has had entire charge of the school, fulfilling her duties in a 
highly acceptable and painstaking manner. Miss Hewett returned 


i 
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in the middle of this year and resumed the Treasurer’s work in 
addition to her duties in the school, all of which Miss Walker had 
heroically carried under very trying circumstances. The effect of 
last year’s Revolution is still felt, not only in business circles 
and other enterprises, but in the school in which there is a decrease 
in numbers and a consequent decrease in tuition fees. 

Miss Hewett further reports a slight increase in numbers this 
second semester which encourages the hope that next year a great 
advance may be made. She says: ‘With our new buildings which 
were voted last year at Kansas City and which we expect to have 
completed the last of February, we shall be able to accommodate 
more boarders and shall then be able to make that department 
a financial help to the school; and what is of more importance, to 
reach a larger number of homes with the Gospel message. In 
the morning prayers which Miss Walker conducts, the boarders 
give their Bible lessons, and during the day it is interesting to 
note how they apply these lessons, selected by themselves, as they 
reach the difficult places. Our Roman Catholic day pupils are 
manifesting an increased interest in spiritual things. A weekly 
prayer meeting which I have started for Spanish girls is attended 


by a large number of Romanists. The Woman's Christian Temper- 


ance Union work of this city is closely connected with our school 
work and the meetings are kept up as circumstances permit.” 

The number of pupils now enrolled in the school is 150; number 
of teachers, 10. As both Spanish and English are taught, a larger 
number of teachers is required. Another missionary is earnestly 

PERU. Our Society began work in Peru in 1891, with one 
missionary. Since 1903 there have been two representatives of 


‘ the Society in this field. Miss Elsie Wood writes as follows: 


“Aside from the help these missionaries give to the regular meet- 
ings of the church, temperance society, Sunday Schools in both 
Callao and Lima (seven miles apart) and Junior and Epworth 
Leagues in Callao, their work has been in the schools. In Callao 
there is a system of schools, so a child can enter the missiou 
kindergarten at four years of age, go through the grades and gradu- 
ate at seventeen, with a High school diploma. The High school is 
the only one for girls in the whole republic. There have been 
twenty-three girl graduates, thirteen of whom are teaching in the 
eon In the school in Lima there are one hundred and thirty- 

ae els in the primary or grammar grade work and nine in the 
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first year of the High school work. The school is almost entirely 
self-supporting. In the boarding department there are twenty-five: 
boarders, some of whom have come ten or twelve days’ journey to 
attend the school, We have girls from the best families and also: 
some from the very worst. We need buildings to accommodate the 
school which has outgrown its present quarters.” 


BULGARIA. 


Woman’s Work Commenced in 1884. 
Constituted a Mission Conference in 1892. 
Official Correspondent, Mrs. F. P. Crandon. 


Missionaries:—Miss Hate Blackburn, Miss Dora Davis. 


Good news is always expected from Bulgaria, and this year’s 
report in no way disappoints our expectations. It is true that our 
schools in that locality do not multiply as they have done at some 
other stations, but the school which we do maintain at Lovetch 
is an apt demonstration of what can be done in the way of giving 
Christian training to Bulgarian girls. The success of this enterprise 
suggests an inquiry as to the wisdom of extending the work which: 
is being so vigorously and admirably prosecuted under the direc- 
tion of Miss Blackburn and Miss Davis. Perhaps the money which 
is available for appropriation this year, is too limited to admit of 
any larger contributions for this station, but it is difficult to find 
a more promising field of work than is presented in Bulgaria. 

The attendance at the Lovetch school is limited only by the 
accommodations which the building affords. Every inch of space is 
utilized and it impossible to provide for the girls who are clamor- 
ing for admission. A class of seven students was graduated last 
June. These girls represented five different cities and villages, 
and come from homes representing varied conditions and varied 
employments. The father of one of the girls is a member of the 
National Assembly, another is a prominent merchant, a third is 
an army officer, and the others though less prominent, are none the 
less honored and. resnected. 

Great profit has been derived throughout the year from month- 
ly lectures accompanied by stereopticon views. An hour each 
month has been devoted to literary exercises, including readings, 
declamations in French, English and Bulgarian, original composi- 
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tions, music, etc. The Government School Inspector visited the 
school on one of these occasions and he was a most attentive 
listener. At the close of the entertainment, he expressed himself 
as delighted with the program and requsted a copy of it to be sent 
to the National Assembly as he wished to call the attention of the 
Assembly to what he had seen and heard, because in this line of 
work they had never yet succeeded in their State schools. The 
following day he visited the regular classes and upon his departure 
said—“‘I am leaving with the most favorable impressions of your 
school and your methods.” 

-Another interesting and encouraging item of school life is the 
organization of an alumnae association by the graduates of the 
school. The wife of the present Mayor of Lovetch is one of its 
members. Much interest and enthusiasm has been manifested in 
the new organization and it will undoubtedly prove of great value 
to both school and alumnae.” 

Miss Lookanova, for seven years a valued member of the faculty, 
was married last year to an estimable young Protestant and has 
removed to Chicago where they still reside. Her place has been 
filled by Miss Rainova, one of the graduates possessed of rare 
qualities of gentlerfess and refinement. 

Miss Gutt, for two years the excellent music teacher, was mar- 
ried at the close of the last school year and now graces the home of 
a rising young lawyer of Sofia. 

Miss Blackburn says: “All things considered, we have never 
had a more satisfactory year than the last. In the matter of scholar- 
ship, the classes compare favorably with those of preceding years; 
the deportment of the pupils deserves unusual praise, and the health 
of both teachers and pupils has been excellent.” 

“Spiritually there has been much to encourage us. There has 
been an unusually large attendance and active interest in the 
class meetings. A number of new members have joined the Epworth 
League. Live prayer-meetings, a Bible class studying ‘The Apos- 
tolic Church,” and eight girls received as probationers into the 
church, are among our successes.” 

“The local Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society completed the 
systematic study of “Rex Christus.” The Thank Offering was more 
than double that of any preceding year and the contributions to 
the Bible work amounted to about $50.00. Throughout the mission 
there has been an increased interest manifested in woman’s work 
and our: ahead woman has received unstinted praise from the 
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pastors. At present in addition to the Bible woman supported by — 


the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, two women who are en- 
tirely dependent on the money received from the Bulgarian auxil- 
iaries, are at work in the adjacent villages. ; 


We are all familiar with the fact that the church has looked | 


upon our mission in Bulgaria as an unpromising field and that it 
has not had strong support from our Society; but one or two in- 
stances that Miss Davis has reported, clearly indicate that the Seed 
that has been sown has not all fallen upon stony ground. She 
writes: ‘‘We were making a little holiday trip to a neighboring 
monastery, and on the way we stopped in a little shop to see a 
man, a maker of wooden bottles. While talking with him we 
noticed a Bible lying on a shelf. Upon inquiry we found that he 
was a diligent reader of the Book, and not only that, but he had 
read it to his neighbors, and had sold thirty Bibles to them. The 


village where this man lives is four or five hours distant by carriage ; 


from Lovetch and no preacher of our mission is located in that 
region, but the teaching and influence of the Lovetch school had in 
some way reached this workman and the Bible had become his 
instructor and his friend.” 


“Another man, a member of our church has during the ‘summer 
been acting as a colporter. He reported that he had met with 
a ready demand for Bibles and especially for copies of the New 
Testament. He had sold many copies in places where he had 
been told that no one would purchase them.” - 

We have much to encourage us in our work in Bulesria, but 
if we desire that its influence shall be increased and that the mis- 
sion here shall become such a center of power as it ought to be, 


we must add to the number of our missionaries and broaden the ~ 


basis of our activities. The very success ef the mission is the 
source of its present embarrassment. Its accommodations have 
become entirely inadequate to the demand of the station. Some way 
ought to be found for meeting the present demands. Enterprises 
such as we are conducting can never remain stationary. Failure 


to prepare the way for further expansion means inevitably, _the ; 


losing of the advantages “already secured,” 


Miss Blackburn closes her report with these encouraging words: 


“With a new superintendent on the field, a Bishop of rare ability 


and experience in charge, and with a full assurance of the Divine 


presence and guidance, we go forward joyfully and hopefully.”

CRANDON INSTITUTE. No educational work which is being 
carried on under the auspices of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, has been.more uniformly successful, or has furnished more 
satisfactory results, than that which has been conducted by Miss 
Vickery in the girls’ school at Rome. The opposition with which 
this enterprise has had to contend from the date of its inception, 
has been both open and insidious. There was no possible hope 
of success for this work except that which was based on the 
excellence of the educational facilities which the Institute afforded, 
and the absolute honesty and genuineness of the methods adopted 
in both the departments of administration and instruction. 

Wisdom, moderation and courage have uniformly characterized 
its management, with the result that the confidence of a once hostile 
community has been secured, and it now enjoys a most flattering 
patronage, a large portion of which comes from a clientage that has 
no sympathy with its religious purpose or teachings. 

Indeed so far as religious doctrines or methods are concerned, 
there can never be any accord between what Crandon Institute 
stands for and the teachings and practices of those who constitute 
an overwhelming majority of the surroundings populace. The re- 
spect which the Institute receives, is a compliment to its integrity 
and to its persistence. We expect it to commend itself more and 
more to the intelligence and to the moral perceptions of the citizens 
of Rome, and our faith in its ultimate establishment as an import- 
ant factor in the educational and religious forces of the “Ancient 
City,” is made more sure and steadfast by every report which comes 
from the active workers in the school, or from those casual or 
interested visitors who become acquainted with its operations. 

The report of Miss Vickery concerning the acts and doings and 
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achievements of the year, is in all respects so admirable, that I 
cannot do better than quote those paragraphs which relate to the 
topics in which the Executive Committee is especially interested. 
She writes: 

“Tn all that relates to the superior quality of the instruction 


which it offers, the high grade of the teachers that it employs, and 


the honors gained by the pupils in the Government examinations, 
Crandon Institute has again this year, held its place in the fore- 
most ranks of educational organizations. The Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and the various government officials and in- 
spectors, have awarded it unstinted praise, and have moreover em- 
phesized their approval of its methods and its curriculum by enroll- 
ing their daughters as its pupils.” 

The number of boarders remains the same as last year. In this 
department no increase was possible, as all the available accommo- 
dations had previously been occupied. The number of day pupils 
has been increased, the total enrollment having been more than 
three hundred and the average attendance two hundred and eighty- 
seven. The kindergarten has been especially well attended. The 
Institute is fortunate in having loyal and devoted teachers, whose 
earnest and conscientious work ensures good results. With the 
assistance of the pupils of the Music School, Mlle. DeLord has given 
a series of entertainments, the proceeds of which have furnished 
a fund for aiding the poor people of the church, and has provided 
clothing and many useful articles for the poor boys of the Recrea-

“The large reception room in Crandon Hall has been converted 
into a chapel, where the teachers, the boarders and day pupils as- 
semble for service every morning. Frequently we have a short 
address from some visiting missionary or minister of the Gospel. 
The resident teachers take their turn in holding evening prayers, 


‘and their earnest words have helped very much in teaching the 


girls, to understand, appreciate and appropriate the salvation which 
the Saviour offers, and beget a desire to read and obey His Word. 
Often the impressive hymns, sung at this service, reach hearts that 
have remained closed to all other spiritual influences, and dispel 
. the peaiiorence in which some of the girls strive to encase them- 
selves.” f 

¥ “AS in other years, the Kings’ Daughters’ effeials have been 
very active. Every Thursday they visit the homes of the poor, 


api sh eater aid and comfort and cheer to the sufferers, in- 
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stilling hope and new courage into the hearts of those who are 
sick, over-burdened ‘and sad. When we see these girls gladly mak- 
ing personal sacrifices in order that they may help others iess 
fortunate, we rejoice that they have grasped something of the Christ 
spirit and are learning to walle in the footsteps of Him who went 
about doing good. x 


“Five families, who in placing their children under our instruc- 
tion, asked that they might not be allowed to hear the sermons of 
a Protestant minister, have now granted permission for them to 
attend our church. Sometimes we feel that the results of our work 
are far short of our desires, but we are consoled with the thought 
thut truth always moves at a slow pace, and that often great and 
lasting results follow the smallest beginnings. It is our prayer 
that year by year, the young women who will go from our doors 
to take their places in the struggle of life, may be well grounded 
in faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, nobly inspired by His teachings, 
trained to the consecration of all their activities to the good of 
Tialy and of the human race.” 


To this report of Miss Vickery’s I desire to add a few extracts 
from an admirably written article from the pen of Mrs. Fidelia 
Buttz Clark: 


“A good work is known by its results. Questions such as 
this are often asked: “What is Crandon Hall doing for the evan- 
gelization of Italy?” As this is naturally the direct, ultimate and 
sole aim of the institution, we are happy to take this opportunity 
of bringing various facts to the attention of the thousands of friends 
who are interested in the school. Crandon Hall brings Christian 


influence to bear upon three hundred girls and young women’ who | 


come to it as pupils each year. Naturally the influence is more 
direct and convincing when exerted upon those who liye in the 
building. Still it cannot fail to be felt by the hundreds who enter 
its doors, by the families of pupils from whom the prejudice so uni- 
versal against Protestants here, is removed, and by the large circle 
of acquaintances which each family represents. Unconsciously to 


themselves, the young women mingle with members of the Evan- . 


gelical churches and imbibe the principles of our religion. The 


next generation will show this. In Italy especially, it is true “That”. 


a little leaven leaveneth the whole lump.” Little by little, as 
gradually and as noiselessly as the rock is worn away by the gentle 
lapping of the waves, the Gospel is entering the hearts and the 
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lives of the Italians through Christian influence over her young 
women and men. Crandon Hall in these few years of its existence 
shows practical results, and its pupils are passing on the benefits 
received there, to others in various parts of the world. One young 
woman has been teaching for two years in a Wesleyan school in 
Bristol, England; six are becoming known for their writings and 
the high moral tone of their productions are in a measure the out- 
growth of ideals formed while in the school; twelve are teaching 
in Government schools in Italy, four in private institutions. One is 
in our Methodist-school in Livorno, and one graduate remains in 
Crandon Hall. <A graduate in music may soon go to Bulgaria to 
accept a position in the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society work 
in Lovetch. Another, after occupying a position as matron, has 
gone to New York for training as a deaconess, two graduates are 
married and have formed homes of their own. An effort has been 
made to teach a practical application of Christianity to daily living 
—not so much creed as action. All the pupils join in prayers and 
the Bible readings. Signor Bani, the pastor of the Italian church, 
talks each Sunday morning. These addresses have been exceedingly 
interesting and helpful. An unusually good spirit prevails among 
the girls and a sincere desire to help others to be kind and patient 


for the love of Christ. . 
These are a few of the results and aims of Crandon Hall. It _ 


deserves the support of the church, both moral and financial. Its 
position is ideal, its scope the highest imaginable, its corps of teach- 
ers able and consecrated. Bishop Burt who saw in every stone laid 
in the building, the fulfillment of a noble ideal writes thus: “There 
is no one institution in our church, whether at home or abroad, 
which needs and merits the confidence and hearty support of our 
people more than Crandon Hall at Rome. It is seareely six years 
old, and yet it has already accomplished wonders in the Christian 
education of girls and young ladies, in enlarging the sphere of in- 
fluence of our church in Italy and in providing for its own financial 
support. I doubt if any other school of our church has a more 


_ brilliant record, especially when we take into account that Crandon 
‘Hall is in Rome, where every malignant art has been assiduously 
used to thwart its purposes, nullify its influence and destroy its 
— existence. It has proved that it is of God by its power of 


and by its marvelous development for good. The future 


> of Italy depends on the evangelical enlightenment and education 
of Sheesh es order that they may be freed from priesteraft. Cran- 
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don Hall is the only institution of its kind in the very heart of 
popery. Though in Rome, its influence for the highest type of 
Christian civilization is felt throughout the whole country; it is one 
of the strategic schools of our church in her worldwide mission. 
Three noble women, Miss Vickery, Miss. Llewelyn and Miss Swift, 
with their faithful associates are doing there a work which com- 
mands the admiration of all who love the cause of Christ. They are 
few against hundreds of nuns furnished with an abundance of money. 
In giving these girls a Christian education, we are anticipating the 
problems of the future and saving the nation. How I wish we had 
about twenty such institutions in Europe.” 


At the annual meeting of the Northwestern Branch in 1904, it 
was determined to cancel if possible, the debt remaining on Cran- 
don Hall. Literature concerning the work of the institution and 
its value to the missionary enterprise was freely circulated, and 
though there was no representation from the school or from Italy, 
to personally impress upon the various contributing congregations 
the value of this educational work and tell of its inspiring, wholesome 
influence among a people to whom a Christian faith was a 
new and strange doctrine, and the money asked for was to be 
applied to the payment of a debt—a fact which is seldom an in- 
spiration to generous giving—yet the loyal and true women through- 
_ out the Branch, responded grandly to the appeal that had been 
sent forth, and the result was a Thank Offering which amounted 
to $20,000. This amount would have been increased by $6,500 but 
for the fact that in three conferences, the Thank Offering collection 
was appropriated to other interests. The property of the Institute 
continues to increase in value. A purchaser stands ready to pay 
us for it $110,000. This is just about double the amount that 
the Society has invested in it. If another site for the school could 
be purchased and a more extensive and commodious building erect- 
ed and paid for with this sum, it would perhaps be a. wise policy - 
to change locations. But no other location which is equally desirable 
for school purposes is now available, and for the present no such 
change will be made. As it is, all the pupils who can be cared for 
are received, and though a large number of applicants must needs 
be turned away, and though we would most gladly provide for all 
who want to come, still we-are unwilling to risk a removal to an . 
ineligible quarter. : a, 

VIA GARIBALDI. The home school for girls ‘in-Via Garibaldi, 
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constantly increases in numbers, in efficiency and reputation. For 
some unknown reason the report of Miss Odgers the Principal, has 
not yet been received. The information which it is now possible 
to give concerning the work, has been gleaned from letters which 
have been received at various times during the year. The school is 
yery much crowded, but Miss Odgers says: “I want to admit all 
that I can for every year counts with these girls. When I see how 
different in every desirable characteristic the girls are, who have 
been educated in our school, from other girls in the same social 
class, and realize what the training here has done for them, and 
that through them the gracious influence of the Christian faith and 
teaching is being felt in the little towns from which they come, 
or, when I remind myself that as the wives of Christian pastors 
stationed in the Methodist churches scattered throughout the King- 
dom, they will become a potent influence in bringing in the day of 
Italy’s redemption, my heart prompts me to receive every girl who 
presents herself at my door, and to do for her all that our facilities 
makes it possible for us to do. One of the graduates of 1904 is 
teaching a day school in a new station opened by Mr. Wright, the 
Presiding Elder. In this school the Bible is read daily and its 
teachings are emphasized and enforced. Another from the same 
class has married an Italian minister, and is now in the United 
States where her husband has been appointed as pastor to the 


' people who have come from their own land. The sewing teacher 


who had been a@ Roman Catholic, united with the Methodist church 
on probation at Easter, as did also a number of the school girls at 
the same time. 


The Creche still continues the good work begun in 1896, and 


-a hundred poor children are gathered there daily to be fed, taught 


and cared for.

Miss Fraisse, our Bible woman visits among the people and 
is gaining their confidence. She is also working among the chil- 
dren, striving to so teach them that they may grow up to be con- 
sistent and devout followers of. the Lord Jesus Christ. 


PAPAL LANDS. It is greatly to be regretted that our church 
people, and to some extent the membership of our society, mani- 
fest so little interest in the missionary work which is being prose- 
cuted in Papal lands. The condition of the people to whom we 
minister is as pitiable as that of the heathen in India, or China, 
or Japan. They are as ignorant as any people on earth and the 
superstition and degradation of these countries, is appalling. Many 
of our missionaries from China and India, when they have witnessed 
the superstitious practices and ceremonies of these people, say that 
the heathen practices of the Hindus and Buddhists, are not more 
meaningless or degrading. In many of these countries the Bible 
is a prohibited book. It is not very long ago that it was ordered 
to be burned in the streets of one of the principal cities of Mexico. 
Images and relics are worshipped in their churches just as idols 
are worshipped in heathendom. The second Commandment has been 
entirely cut out of the Decalogue, and the tenth Commandment has 
been divided into two parts in order to keep the number good. 
Ancient heathen idols have been found on the altars of many church- 
es and are worshipped under the name of some canonized saint. It 
is well known the ancient statue of Jupiter now bears the name 
of St. Peter and is worshipped daily by the throngs who crowd 
into St. Peter’s, and yet many of us seem to think that these people 
do not need any religious instruction.. 


ITALY. Notwithstanding the apathy of the chureh and the 
various missionary organizations in regard to our missions in Papal - 
lands, there are many encouraging aspects to our work in Italy. 
And first let it be noted, that there is an increasing spirit of liber- 
ality and religious toleration among the non-official classes of the 
people. Experience has demonstrated that the doctrines which are 
taught and the principles which are inculeated by the missionaries 
tend to promote the good order of society and sobriety and industry 
among the people. The mission people and the mission schools 
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are never disturbers of the peace and good order of the community. 
The sympathy and helpfulness which constantly attend the ministra- 
tions of our teachers and physicians and our pastors do win the 
hearts of the people, and they do come to believe that the mission- 
ary effort is inspired by unselfishness and a genuine love of the peo- 
ple, and having secured their confidence the way is opened to their 
enlightenment and conversion. Then education is more and more 
widely disseminated and the mission schools afford the best facilities 
for fastruction, which the people can command. The children come 
to us to be taught, they are influenced by the spirit and the atmo- 
sphere of the schools, and gradually but surely, the pupils them- 
selves become efficient missionaries in the social circles where they 
move, 


The spirit of inquiry is constantly becoming more and more ag- 
gressive. Both men and women attend the services in the mission 
churehes. They listen attentively, they ponder over what they hear, 
and they come again and again asking questions and seeking explan- 
ations concerning the new faith which has arrested their attention, 
and out of all this inquiry and investigation, there eventually comes 

thy conviction of the truth and then acceptance of the instruction. 
The people read the Bible and the religious literature which the 
mission workers freely distribute among them. The experience of 
very many years confirms the belief that God’s word will work 

its own way into the heart of any one who will study it and seek 

' for enlightenmént. Those who will candidly read the Bible and 
receive its teachings with an unprejudiced mind, will be brought to 
a knowledge of the truth. Then our people commend themselves

ITALY CONFERENCE SCHOOL STATISTICS. 
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SWITZERLAND AND NORTH GERMANY. 


Official Correspondent, Louisa C. Rothweiler. 


After a number of years of continual increase in receipts from 
our sisters in Germany and Switzerland we are sorry to report a 
decrease. This is no doubt in part due to the heroic efforts that 
are being made in some places to support their own work instead 
of applying to us for help, and in part to the fact that some larger 
special gifts that came for a few years as a result of the visit of 
Miss Lebeus to many of our congregations there, have gradually 
stopped, but also because one of the most generous patrons of our 
society in North Germany was. lately called home to her re- 
ward. We hope that the special efforts which our leaders there 
are planning for the coming year will result in a great increase 
of interest. 

One very hopeful sign in North Germany is the success with 
which several Standard Bearer Bands have been organized among 
the young women of the churches. Others are being planned for. 
In order to hold the interest of these Bands permanently it will be 
absolutely necessary to assign to them a share in a missionary, 
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one who will keep in touch with them and let them know what 
she is doing. A sister of Dr. Luering, of Ipoh, has been instru- 
mental in creating much of this interest, and her Band is very anx- 
ious to have their money go to the support of some one on his 
district. 

The appropriations given to North Germany and Switzerland 
have been used to the best possible advantage, giving just enough 
to stimulate the people to do their utmost to raise the remaindr 
necessary to support the visiting deaconesses employed. 

In North German Conference two are employed, one at Schnee- 
berg, the other at Chemnitz. Both have done faithful work, the 
one in the former place has had an especially successful year. She 
relates very interesting cases where families and individuals have 
been converted and brought into the church. 

Of the four deaconesses employed in the Switzerland Confer- 
ence there is one each in Adlisweil, Herisau, Lausanne and Zurich. 
While all have done good work, the one in Lausanne has had the 
most interesting work, as she gives a part of her time to the su- 
pervision of a Home for Working Girls. This has not only been 2 
refuge for girls when out of employment and destitute, but many 
have been glad to avail themselves of the opportunity of having 
a safe home and boarding place. A goodly number have been 
saved from a life of sin, brought to a knowledge of sins forgiven 
and have united with our church. Others, while they have not 
taken a decisive step, have been influenced for good. Last Christ- 
mas invitations were sent to all who had been, either for a longer 
or a shortr time, inmates of the Home, to come to a celebration 
there. With those in.the home at the time and the members of 
the local organization of young ladies, some 200 gathered. Some of 
these who had not been attending the church services for some 
time have since then again come. Only our Father above knows 
of all the good done at this one station by this sister. Herisau, 
where a very little support was given, has decided henceforth to 
support their worker themselves, so as to let the other three places 
have a little more help, which they stand in sore need of. 

Thanking sincerely for what the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society has done for our work among the Germans in Europe, both 
conferences ask that the same appropriation be given them for

Work Opened in 1899. 
Official Correspondent, Mrs. Wm. B. Thompson.

The places in this great land at which our Society is at work 
are literally very few and very far between. 

The three stations reported one year ago have divided, strange 
to say, to two, one on the east coast and one on the west. 

When and where has the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
ever before spread such a statement upon its courageous records, 
as that of abandoning a station where the whole continent could 
muster but three? The very words seem the knell of dear hopes and 
priceless possibilities. Some day, maybe, the record will be oblit- 
erated from memory, or better still, the lost territory may be 
recovered. 

Which one of the sweet shimmering lights has in dishearten- 
ment slipped out from dark Africa’s tiny constellation? Inhambane 
“was” and so it bears a resemblance in at least this one point to 
its classic predecessor, Troy. Miss Swormstedt was sad at the 
thought of leaving the station and work to which she was at first 
assigned, but for various reasons it seemed the wise course. 

OLD UMTALI to which she is now transferred has the advant- 
age, not only of a more healthful climate, being three thousand 
five hundred feet above the sea, but also of a developing work which. 
demands an increase in our force. 

The tide of popular sentiment has turned and now, native girls, 
recently so hard to induce to come to the school are coming, and 
the girls’ school at Hartzelle Villa is a reality, although still in 
the day of small beginnings. Bishop Hartzell had made over to us 
one of the houses and some of the land granted by the Government 
to our church. The house is a valuable one of brick with iron roof. 
It contains several rooms and a veranda. When needed repairs are 
made it will be very well suited to our use. It is located apart 
from the other houses in a beautiful spot at the foot of the moun- 
tain overlooking a large and fertile table-land bordered by peaks 
rich in gold, oe

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. Our grounds have ample garden room. A new building will be 
needed for the girls, and for this, with repairs and other improve- 
ments, two thousand five hundred dollars are asked—in addition 
to some funds now on hand. 

A new missionary also is needed as a co-worker for Miss Sworm- 
stedt, who is the sole representative of our Society since the mar- 
riage of Mrs. Rasmussen to Mr. Springer of the Missionary Society. 

Mrs. Springer has rendered valuable service to mission work 
by the preparation of a vocabulary and grammar, and she will make 
other contributions to the equipment of our missionaries by doing 
needful translating. Her circular letters are valuable, throwing 
much light upon the needs of that land, bringing its conditions to 
our attention in an appealing way. Very pathetic are the life-stor- 
ies being lived by some of those poor girls. One day the uncle of 
one came and demanded her. His father had given her mother 
to her father who had never paid for ber and this daughter was 
to be sold to pay the debt—and the cattle for which she would be 
sold were to be used in paying off another and similar debt. The 
girl refused to go and a way out of the difficulty was happily found, 

QUESSUA. For the work at this west coast station, adequate 
‘materials for preparing a report are not at hand. In May, Bishop 
Scott sent this appeal from Monrovia. “I am here in Africa doing 
my best to carry forward the work assigned me by the church. I 
write at this time to make formal request of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, for a worker for this field. I desire to open a 
school for girls as soon as may be,,” Later he speaks of securing 
a new two room school building in Krootown, one of the largest 
native towns on this coast, where there is the greatest possible 
opportunity to accomplish a magnificent work. The town is a suburb 

of Monrovia and is under the influence of civilization. 

The Bishop calculates that the expense incident to the opening 
of the work will be really small—and pleads, “If you can help me, 
do not fail to do so.” 

What shall be our response to the plea from the good man? 
His words, “If you can help me” touch the heart. How often in 
all the long years has such a cry been uttered by eager, trembling 
lips, by out-stretched, appealing hands. How far more often has it 
perished mute in the longing heart, and how long has been delayed 
the a laa to these appeals from this “far, forgotten land.”

Constitution 
OF THE 


WOMAN'S FORBIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE METH- 
ODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


ARTICLE I.—NAME. 
This organization shall be called “THE WOMAN'S FOREIGN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH.” 


ARTICLE II.—PURPOSE. 


The purpose of this Society is to engage and unite the efforts of 
Christian women in sending missionaries to the women in foreign 
mission fields of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in supporting 
them and native Christian teachers and Bible readers in those fields 
and all forms of work carried on by the Society. 


ARTICLE Iil.—MEMBERSHIP. 
The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute Member- 
ship, and twenty dollars Life-Membership. Any person paying one 
hundred dollars shall become a Manager for Life, and the contri- 


bution of three hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a Patron 
for Life. 


ARTICLE IV.—ORGANIZATION. | 
The organization of this Society shall consist of a General Ex- 
ecutive Committee, Co-ordinate Branches, District Associations, Aux- 
iliary Societies, to be constituted and limited as laid down in subse- 
quent articles. 
ARTICLE V.—GENERAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Section 1. The management and general administration of 


% 
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the affairs of thé Society shall be vested in a General Executive 
Committee consisting of a President, Recording Secretary, Treas- 
urer, the Corresponding Secretary and two delegates from each 
Branch, the Literature Committee, Secretary of German work and 
the Secretary of Scandinavian work. The President, Recording Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, and Secretaries of German and Scandinavian 
Work shall be elected annually by the General Executive Committee. 
The two delegates and reserves shall’be elected at the Branch An- 
nual Meetings. Said committee shall meet in Boston, the third Wed- 
nesday in April, 1870, and annually, or oftener, thereafter, at such 
time and place as the General Executive Committee shall annually 
determine. 

Section 2. The duties of the General Executive Committee 
shall be: 

First. To take into consideration the interests and demands of 
the entire work of the Society as presented in the report of the 
Branch Corresponding Secretaries and in the estimates of the needs 
of mission fields; to ascertain the financial condition of the Society; 
to appropriate its money in accordance with the purposes and method 
therein indicated; to devise means for carrying forward the work of 
the Society; fixing the amounts to be raised, employing new mis- 
sion aries, designating their field of labor, examining the reports of 
those already employed, and arranging with the several Branches 
the work to be undertaken by each. 

Second. To transact any other business that the interests of 
the Society may demand, provided all the plans and directions of the 
Committee shall be in harmony with the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. 


ARTICLE VI—PERMANENT COMMITTEES OF WOMAN’S FOR- 
EIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


REFERENCE COMMITTHE. 

1. The Committee of Reference shall be composed of the Presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and the Branch 
Corresponding Secretaries. 

2. It shall meet immediately after the adjournment of the Gen- 
eral Executive Committee, and organize by the election of a Chair- 
man and Secretary. 

3. All cases of emergency that would come before the General 
Executive Committee, arising in the interim of its sessions, shall be 
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submitted to this committee, and decided by a majority vote. 

4. The Chairman shall send each resolution that is submitted 
to the committee to each member, and when all have returned their 
votes, the Recording Secretary shall declare the result, and record 
both resolutions and votes. 

5. The committee shall present a full report of its action during 
the year to the General Executive Committee for approval and per- 
manent record. 

6. This committee shall hold a semi-annual meeting, at such 
time and place as shall be designated by the Chairman and Secretary. 
The expenses of this meeting shall be paid from the general treasury. 


CONSTITUTIONAL PUBLICATION COMMITTER, 


1. This committee shall be composed of the President of the 
Society, and the Branch Corresponding Secretaries. 

2. It shall meet and organize immediately after the adjournment 
of the General Executive Committee, by the election of a Chair- 
man and Secretary. 

8. All cases of emergency concerning publications, arising in 
the interim of the sessions of the General Executive Committee, 
shall be submitted to the Constitutional Publication Committee, and 
the case shall be decided by the majority vote. 

4. This committee shall take charge of the missionary period- 
icals of the Society and arrange for the publication of an annual 
report of the work of the Society, and shall have supervision of 
all business concerning the publications. This committee shall 
report annually to the General Executive Committee. 

5. The publisher shall give the Chairman an itemized report 
of the receipts and expenditures of the periodicals properly audited, 
by the first of October. If she finds it necessary to deviate from 
the published instructions of the General Executive Committee, she 
shall lay the matter before this committee, and be subject to its 
direction. She shall report semi-annually to the Constitutional 
Publication Committee. 

6. A committee of three shall be appointed annually by the 
Constitutional Publication Committee, to whom shall be intrusted 
the investment and control of the funds of these publications. 

7. The publisher shall commence and close her financial year 
with October 1. 

8. If the office of editor, publisher or member of Literature 
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Committee becomes vacant during the year this committee shall 
have the power to fill the vacancy. 


LITERATURE COMMITTEE. 


There shall be a Literature Committee of three whose duty it 
shall be to provide all the literature of the Society, except the 
periodicals and General Executive Committee’s report.

Sec. 2. The officers of each Branch shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, one or more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Cor- 
responding Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor and such other of- 
ficers as shall be necessary for the efficient work of the Branch. 
These with the exception of Auditor, shall constitute an Bxecutive 
Committee for the administration of the affairs of the Branch, nine 
of whom shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. These 
officers shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Branch, and 
shall continue in office until others are chosen in their stead. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall have supervision of 
the work assigned to the Branch by the General Executive Com- 
mittee, provide for all the needs, and receive reports from all forms 
of work carried on by the Society, which, by the plan of the General 
Executive Committee, are to be supported by the Branch. 

Sec. 4. Hach Branch shall appoint a standing committee of not 
less than five, of which the Branch Corresponding Secretary shall 
be chairman, who shall investigate the case of any candidate within 
the limits of the Branch, and shall supply such candidate with blank 
for health certificate and constitutional questions, to be filled out and 
answered by her; and when practical a personal interview shall be 
had with the woman by two or more of the committee before her 
papers are forwarded to the Reference Committee, or the Commit- 
tee appointed at the General Executive meeting. The Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Branch presenting missionary candidates shall 
have a personal interview with each woman presented before her 
final appointment to a foreign field. 

Sec. 5. No Branch shall project new work, or undertake the 
support of new missionaries, except by the direction or with the 
approval of the General Executive Committee. 

Sec. 6. Hach Branch may make such By-Laws as may be 
deemed necessary to its efficiency, not inconsistent with this Con- 
stitution. 


ARTICLE VIII—DISTRICT ASSOCIATIONS. 


District Associations shall be formed wherever practicable; 
said associations to have supervision of all auxfliaries within 


their limits. 
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ARTICLE IX.—AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 


Any number of women who shall contribute annually may 
form a society auxiliary to that Branch of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, within 
whose prescribed territorial limits they may reside, by appointing 
a President, one or more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, 
a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, and Supervisor of Chil- 
dren’s work, who together shall constitute a local Executive Com- 
mittee. 


ARTICLE X.—RELATING TO THE MISSIONARY AUTHORITIES 
OF THE CHURCH. 


Section 1. This Society shall work in harmony with and under 
the supervision of the authorities of the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. The appointment, recall, and remun- 
eration of missionaries, and the designation of their fields of labor 
shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and annual 
appropriations to mission fields shall be submitted for revision and 
approval to the general Missionary Committee of the Methodist 
Hpiscopal Church. 

See. 2. All missionaries sent out by this Society shall labor 
under the direction of the particular Conference or Mission of the 
Church in which they may be severally employed. They shall be 
annually appointed by the President of the Conference or Mission, 
and shall be subject to the same rules of removal that govern the 
other missionaries. 

Sec. 3. All the work of the Woman’s Society in foreign lands 
shall be under the direction of the Conferences or Missions and 
their committees in exactly the same manner as the work of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Super- 
intendent or Presiding Elder having the same relation to the work 
and the person in charge of it that he would have were it a work 
in the charge of any member of the Conference or Mission. 

Sec. 4. The funds of the Society shall not be raised by col- 
lections or subscriptions taken during any of our regular church 
services, nor in any Sunday-School, but shall be raised by such 
methods as the Constitution of the Society shall provide, none of 
which shall interfere with the contributions of our people and Sun- 
day-Schools for the treasury of the Missionary Society of the Meth- 
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odist Episcopal Church; and the amount so collected shall be re- 
ported by the pastor to the annual Conference, and be entered in 
a column among the benevolent collections in the Annual and Gen- 
eral minutes. 

Sec. 5. Section 4 of this Article shall not be so interpreted as 
to prevent the women from taking collections in meetings con- 
vened in the interests of their societies; nor from securing mem- 
berships and life memberships in audiences where their work is 
represented, nor from holding festivals, or arranging lectures in 
the interest of their work. 


ARTICLE XI—CHANGE OF CONSTITUTION. 


This Constitution may be changed at any annual meeting of 
the General Executive Committee, by a three-fourths vote of those 
present and voting, notice of the proposed change having been given 
at the previous annual meeting; but Article X shall not be changed 
except with the concurrence of the General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 


By-Laws 
OF THE 


WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


I.— OFFICERS. 


The officers of this Society shall be a President, a Recording 
Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot at the 
annual meeting of the Society. 


IIl— DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society 
and with the Recording Secretary and Treasurer shall have power 
to transact all business of an executive character arising between 
the annual meetings. 

2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of all 
proceedings of the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, and place the same in the safe of the 
Publication Office. 

She shall present at the anniversary of the Society a report 
of the year’s work. She shall also forward to our foreign treasurers, 
as soon as practical after adjournment of the General Executive 
Committee, a copy of the appropriations for each mission. 

3. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all money paid 
into the general fund pro rata by the several Branches, for the 
general expenses of the Society. She shall also have charge of 
all money received from gifts and legacies to the Society not spe- 
cifically devised to any Branch, holding such funds subject to the 
order of the Reference Committee. 


UI.— BRANCH CORRESPONDING SECRETARIBS. 


I. The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall superintend 
all the interests of their respective Branches; conduct the cor- 
respondence of the Society with foreign missionaries; be present 
at all Branch, annual, and quarterly meetings, and present a 
quarterly report cf the work of th- Branch, and give to the public, 
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or direct to be given all communications and plans of the business 
of their respective Branches. 

2. Each Corresponding Secretary shall be required to furnish in 
her report to the General Executive Committee the following items: 
number of auxiliary societies, members, life members, honorary 
patrons and managers, subscribers to the Woman's Missionary 
Friend and the receipts of the Treasurer. In her report of the for- 
eign work she shall include the number of missionaries, Bible read- 
ers, boarding schools, and orphans supported by her Branch. 


IV.—BRANCH TREASURERS. 


1. Branch Treasurers shall be required to publish quarterly in 
the Woman’s Missionary Friend their reports of moneys received. 

2. The financial year of the Society shall commence October 1. 
Branch Treasurers will close their accounts for the year by Sep- 
tember 30. 

3. The money received from annual memberships shall not be 
used to make life members, managers or patrons. Life member- 
ships shall be made by the payment of twenty dollars, given specifi- 
cally for that purpose. If in installments, the final payment shall 
be made as soon as practicable, and the membership reported as 
complete only when that has been done; all the installments to be 
credited on the Treasurer’s book and acknowledged in the Woman's 
Missionary Friend. 

4. In case any Branch is unable to meet the obligations it has 
assumed, any other Branch may, by the action of the Executive 
Board, be permitted to use its surplus funds in aid of the Branch 
deficient. 

5. Any bequest or donation made to the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society shall, unless otherwise specified by the donor, be 
paid to the Treasurer of the Branch within whose bounds the 
donor resided at the time of death. 


V.—SECRETARY OF LITERATURE. 


There shall be a Secretary of Literature elected by each Branch, 
whose duty it shall be to assist the Literature Committee through 
correspondence, by suggestions, by presenting the needs of their re- 
spective Branches, and aiding in any other way the Literature Com- 
mittee may desire. It shall also be the duty of the Branch Litera- 
ture Secretary to advance the interests and increase the circulation 
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of our literature and, publications in every possible way. She shall 
have charge in connection with the Literature Committee of the 
exhibition and sale of our literature at the various public gatherings 
and conventions throughout the country, the expenses to be borne 
by the Branch where the convention meets. When, as frequently oc- 
curs, the Epworth League, Student Volunteer, or other convention is 
held outside of our own country, this duty shall belong to the 
Standing Literature Committee. 


VI.—GENERAL SECRETARIES. 


There shall be a General Secretary of Young People’s Work, 
and a General Secretary of Children’s Work who shall be elected 
annually by ballot by the General Executive Committee. 


VIL—FIELD SECRETARIES. 


Wield Secretaries may be employed to travel throughout the 
Society for the promotion of the work. They shall be elected an- 
nually by ballot by the General Executive Committee, 


VIIT.—FOREIGN TREASURERS. 


!. The Foreign Treasurers shall forward their estimates, prop- 
erly approved and printed, if possible, to each Corresponding Sec- 
retary before October 1. 

2. The Treasurers in the foreign field are instructed, upon re- 
ceiving remittances, to forward immediately receipt for same; also 
to forward semi-annually, January 1 and July 1, a financial state- 
ment together with the balance in United States currency to the 
Branch Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer. Any appropriation 
which, for any reason, is not required on the field, shall be so re- 
ported by the Treasurer on each April 1.and October 1. 

3. The appropriations for the foreign fields shall be paid on 
the basis of the currency of the country, the exchange therefrom 
accruing to our treasury with the exception of the salaries of the 
missionaries, and buildings, which shall be paid on the basis of 
American gold. 

4. The funds of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be entirely under the control of the General Executive Committee, 
to be used only for the purpose designated by that Committee. Our 
missionaries shall not exceed in expenditure the amount appropri- 
ated by the General Executive Committee. Emergencies arising 
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during the year can be met only by application, properly endorsed 
by the missionary authorities, to the Committee of Reference. 

5. If any surplus funds remain in the Foreign Treasuries from 
unused appropriations, exchange, or other source, they must be re- 
ported to the Branches, and held subject to the order of the Secre- 
tary of the Branch from whose moneys they accrue. 


IX.—OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall correspond with 
the missionaries, so as to be able to present a full report of the work 
in each mission, such information to be presented to the General 
Executive Committee, the fields assigned to the several Secretaries 
to be arranged by themselves. 


X.—MISSIONARIBS. 


1. Missionaries shall devote their entire time and attention to 
their legitimate work and shall report each quarter to the Corres- 
ponding Secretary having supervision of the same, and to the Pre- 
siding Elder of their respective districts. 

2. They shall incur no expense which has not been authorized 
by the General Executive Committee and they shall credit to the 
Society all donations received for the support of their work and 
annually report the same with their financial statement. 

8. They shall not apply to private sources for financial aid 
without the sanction of the General Executive Committee. All so- 
licitations for funds shall be made through the proper official author- 
ities. 

4. Medical missionaries shall keep an itemized account of all 
receipts and disbursements, and report them quarterly to the Treas- 
urer of the Mission, any surplus being remitted to the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. Medical outfit provided by the Society ~ 
shall be the property of the Society. 

5. The following contract shall be entered into by each mis- 
sionary and the Corresponding Secretary of the Branch employing 
her: 

Branch 
of the Woman’s Mander Missionary Society of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church covenant and agree on the part of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society to pay the traveling expenses of................ r 
a missionary in the employ of the................ Branch, from her 
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home: to her field of labor and her salary from the time of reach- 
ing the field at the rate of $........ for the first year and there- 
after at the rate of $........ per annum. I further agree to pay 
her return passage and home salary as provided in the By-Laws 
relating to those matters.” 


{Die RR Su teiteoNe eee , a missionary, agree to give at least five years 
of continuous service as a single woman to the work of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society in any field to which I may be sent and 
failing in this, to refund the amount of outfit and passage money. I 
also agree to conform to all the rules and regulations of said So- 
ciety while in its employ.” 

6. The salaries of missionaries going to the field after October, 
1901, either as new or returned missionaries, shall include all ex- 
penses hitherto classed as incidentals and shall be, in Africa, $500; 
Bulgaria $600; Foochow and Hinghua $600; North, Central and West 
China $650; India $600; Italy, Japan and Korea $700; Malaysia $450; 
Mexico, the Philippines and South America $750. The first year’s 
work of a new missionary shall be so planned by the mission that 
the major part of her time shall be given to the study of the lan- 
guage and the first year’s salary shall be one-sixth less than the 
full regular amount except in the case of those whose full salary 
does not exceed $500. Medical missionaries shall from the first re- 
ceive full salary. 


7. Hach new missionary may be provided with not less than 
$100 for personal outfit, and if necessary, $100 for furniture, the fur- 
niture to be the property of the Society. 

8. Missionaries shall not adopt any child as their own. They 
shall not bring to this country foreign-born girls or helpers except 
upon recommendation of the Field Reference Committee of the Con- 
ference in which they reside and permission of the Reference Com- 
mittee of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

9. Estimates and all other matters requiring the action of the 
General Executive Committee shall be presented through the Wo- 
man’s Annual Conference or meeting of the mission or such com- 
mittee as they may appoint. 

10. Each foreign conference and mission shall have a Field 
Reference Committee to be elected annually, whose duty shall be to 
consider all matters of general interest arising during the interim 
of their annual meetings. ' 

il. Estimates for Bible women and zenana workers shall 
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include the expense of conveyances, munshis and teachers, and 
those for scholarships, the cost of fuel, lights, medicines and the 
minor expenses necessary in the maintenance of the schools 

12. (a) The Field Reference Committee of each Conference and 
mission shall consider the need of furlough or home leave upon the 
part of the missionaries within its bounds and shall as occasion may 
require forward its recommencations concerning individual cases to 
the Reference Committee which shall fix the time of such furlough 
or home leave and notify the Secretary of the Field Reference Com- 
mittee. 

(b) In case of emergency demanding immediate return home 
upon the part of a missionary she shall bring a certificate of dis- 
ability from a physician and the superintendent of the mission. 

(c) A missionary returning from the field for any other reason 
than that of ill health shall secure permission of the General Exe- 
cutive Committee through the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Branch employing her. 

(d) The liability of the Society for the necessary traveling ex- 
penses of furlough or home leave shall depend upon conformity to 
the regulations of this section. 

18. In all cases where the relations of the missionary to the 
Society are harmonious her home salary the first year shall be $350. 
If her health requires her to remain longer in this country the sec- 
ond year’s home salary shall be $300. If her detention for a longer 
period is necessary her case shall be in the hands of her Branch 
for adjustment. : 

14. Each missionary shall attend the first session of the Gen- 
eral Executive Committee held after her return from the foreign 
field and her traveling expenses to and from the place of meeting 
shall be reckoned upon the same basis and paid from the same 
fund as those of members of the body. 

15. The return of a missionary to the field after home leave 
shall be submitted to the Reference Committee, by the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Branch employing her, and shall be determined 
by a majority vote. Such application shall be accompanied by a new 
medical certificate. 

16. All missionaries and assistants whose homes are in the for- 
eign field shall defray their own furlough expenses, and during their 

furlough shall receive an amount equal to half their respective sal- 
aries when in active service. 
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17. If there prove to be a manifest unfitness for missionary la- 
bor, the General Executive Committee may cancel its obligations to 
a missionary whom it has appointed, three months’ notice having 
been given to such appointee by the Committee of Reference, re- 
turn passage to be paid by the Society, provided she return at the 
expiration of the three months. 

18. All rules pertaining to the relations of the Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church with its 
missionaries shall be published in the general annual report. 

19. We accept the relation of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society to the authorities of the Church, and to our workers in the 
field, as interpreted by the delegated conference in India, in their 
sesion of 1881, as follows: 

Whereas, Certain usages have grown up and been found accept-, 
able and successful in connection with our older mission field in 
India, we deem it expedient to formulate the same in the following 
rules: 

1. In general: The position of a lady missionary, placed in 
charge of work in connection with any of our circuits or stations, is 
the same as that of a second missionary or “junior preacher“ to 
whom special work is assigned. 

2. In particular: The general plan of work, such as establish- 
ing new schools, employing and dismissing head teachers, arrang- 
ing terms of tuition, board, etc., and preparing a course of study, 
when these matters are not fixed by the Educational Committee, 
selecting classes of people among whom work may be more success- 
fully carried on, arranging dispensaries and deciding the proportion 
of medical work to be given to natives and Europeans, Christians and 
non-Christians, etc., all such general plans shall-be arranged by the 
lady in charge of the special departments of work, after free consul- 
tation with the Superintendent or Presiding Elder. 

3. The lady missionary in charge of work has full liberty to 
do the work assigned her in her own way, and to carry out the in- 
ternal arrangement of her department in the manner which she 
deems best adapted to secure success. 

4. The relation of the Superintendent or Presiding Elder to the 
work under the charge of a lady is the same as it would be were 
it under the charge of a member of conference—he having a general 
advisory supervision, auditing the accounts (when not done by trus- 


tees), making suggestions, etc., exactly as with all the other Borie 
of his district. 


MM 
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5. Lady missionaries in charge of work, and all missionaries of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, are appointed by the Pres- 
ident of Conference, at the same time and in the same manner that 
the appointments of Conference are made. Should, however, a Pres- 
ident of Conference at any time decline to so appoint, the Super- 
intendent or Presiding Elder in Council will arrange the same. 

6. All new buildings or expensive repairs or changes shall re- 
ceive the sanction of Superintendent or Presiding Elder, even though 
no appropriations of money be asked. 

7. A class of laborers is employed in our work, known as “as- 
sistants.” In the employment or dismissal of these ladies, the con- 
sent of the Superintendent of Mission or of the Presiding Elder must 
be secured. They may be transferred by the Presiding Elder, with 
the consent of the lady in charge of the department in which they 
are employed. When these lady assistants, being members of our 
Church, by several years of faithful service, have come to be re- 
ceived as belonging permanently to our body of laborers, they may, 
on the recommendation of the Woman’s Society, when such exists, 
or by quarterly Conference, be formally recognized by Conference, 
and appointed the same as women missionaries are. 

8. In case of a transfer of a woman missionary or an “assis- 
tant” from one Conference or charge to another, a written permis- 
sion shall be secured, signed by Superintendent or Presiding Elder 
in whose jurisdiction the person may be employed, when, accord- 
ing to the condition of Rule 7, the engagement may be completed. 


XI.—MISSIONARY CANDIDATES. 


1. A missionary candidate must believe herself Divinely called 
to the work of a foreign missionary, and assert her belief that she 
is actuated only by a desire to act only in accordance with God’s 
will. 

2. She must indicate her ability to work in a foreign field by 
Christian usefulness at home. 

3. She must declare her intention to make foreign missionary 
work the service of her effective years, and agree to give at least 
five years of continuous service, as a single woman, to the work of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, unless prevented by ill- 
health; this is not to be understood in the sense that the obligation 
to remain in the field ceases at five years, but that her obligation 
to refund passage and outfit money is binding for that length of 
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time; she must also assert her willingness to labor in any field, 
though her preference is always to be taken into account. 

4. The age of candidates must not be less than twenty-five 
years, or more than thirty years. A special facility in acquiring 
languages, or call to English work, may be considered sufficient rea- 
son for deviation from this rule. 

5. Financial and executive ability, and power of adaptation to 
circumstances, are essential qualifications. 

6. She must present a certificate of health from a competent 
physician, and give satisfactory answers to the medical questions 
authorized by the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

7. After the adoption of a missionary candidate, she shall be 
regarded as under the direction of the General Executive Committee 
and of the Committee of Reference, in the interim of the sessions ot 
that committee. 

8. The case of any accepted candidate not sent out during the 
year, shall be brought before the General Executive Committee at its 
next session. 

9. The application of a missionary candidate with correspond- 
ing testimonials shall cover the following particulars: Health, adap- 
tability to people and circumstances, executive ability, intellectual 
qualities and culture, religious experience and usefulness, and gen- 
eral fitness for the work. 

First. Health, attested by a properly certified health certificate. 

Second. Personal religious experience. Belief in the doctrines 
and identification with the membership of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, experience and efficiency in Christian work, conviction and 
call to missionary work, and the intention to give to it the service 
of her life. 

Third. Testimonials are further necessary as to grade of schol- 
arship, whether it includes the study of Latin or any modern. lan- 
guage, with facility in its acquirement; knowledge of music, vocal 
or instrumental. Diploma of Scholarship. 

Certificate of experience and success in teaching. 

Fourth. Testimonials are also required as to executive ability, 
adaptability to people and circumstances, and whatever personal 
qualities are necessary for greatest efficiency in Christian work. 


XII—PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


1. The Periodicals of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
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shall be known as the Woman’s Missionary Friend, Children’s Mis- 
sionary Friend, Der Frauen Missions Freund and The Study. 


2. The editors and publisher shall be elected annually by the 
General Executive Committee. 


3. In the interim of the sessions of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, the management of the society’s periodicals shall be under 
the control of the Publication Committee provided by the Constitu- 
tion. 


4. The proceedings of the General Executive Committee shall 
be reported in the December number of the Woman’s Missionary 
Friend, excluding appropriations and unimportant details. 


5. The minutes of the General Executive Committee shall be 
incorporated in the Annual Report. 

6. The postage and traveling expenses of the _ editors of 
Woman’s Missionary Friend, Children’s Missionary Friend, Frauen 
Missions Freund and The Study and publisher of these papers, and 
members of the Literature Committee, to and from the sessions of 
the General Executive Committee, shall be paid from the funds of 
these publications. 

7. In no case shall the amount used in publishing interests, or 
for any other demands, infringe upon a capital of $5,000 to be re- 
tained in the treasury of the Society’s publications. 

8. There shall be a Constitutional Publication Committee, con- 
sisting of the Corresponding Secretary of each Branch, to take 
charge of the missionary periodicals of the Society and to arrange 
for the publication of an annual report of the work of the Society. 
This committee shall report annually to the General Executive Com- 
mittee. 

9. The territory of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
shall be divided into three sections: The Eastern section to be 
composed of New England, New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
Branches; the Central section, Cincinnati and Northwestern 
Branches; the Western section, Minneapolis, Des Moines, Topeka, 
Pacific and Columbia River Branches. 

10. The Literature Committee shall be nominated by the dele- 
gates from the above sections, and elected by the General Executive 
Committee for a term of three years on the rotation plan. The 
Committee shall report to the mid-year meeting of the Constitutional ° 
Publication Committee, to the Annual Meeting and to the General 
Executive Committee, 
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When the Epworth League, Student Volunteer or other Conven- 
tion is held outside our own country the exhibition and sale of our 
literature shall be under the supervision of the Literature Commit- 
tee, the expenses to be met from the treasury of the Woman’s For- 
ign Missionary Society. 


XTI.—ZENANA PAPER. 


1. The Constitutional Publication Committee shall take charge 
of the funds raised for the endowment of the Zenana Paper and con- 
trol of their investment and expenditure, and have the general super- 
vision of the interests of the paper. 


2. The Corresponding Secretary of each Branch shall have the 
control of the investment of the funds raised for the support of the 
Zenana Paper within the bounds of her Branch, with the approval of 
the Constitutional Publication Committee; the interest on invest- 
ment to be paid semi-annually to the Treasurer of the Zenana Paper.

3. The Woman’s Conference in India shall nominate a commit- 
tee consisting of five persons, three ladies and two gentlemen, one of 
whom shall be the publisher, to supervise the interests of the paper 
and arrange with the Press Committee for editing and publishing 
the Zenana Paper in the yarious languages and dialects required; 
these nominations to be subject to the approval of the Constitutional 
Publication Committee in America. 


4. The Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society in India shall send an Annual Report of the Zenana 
Paper to the Chairman of the Constitutional Publication Committee, 
with the amount of circulation and items of interest, in time to be 
presented to the Annual Meeting of the General Executive Commit- 
tee in America.

Second.—“All deeds of property belonging to the Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society in the United States shall 
be held by the Treasurer of said society.” Lost.

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Missionary Society, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, will 
be asked for, viz: That that portion of Article VI which is 
entitled Constitutional Publication Committee, and which reads 
as follows, be stricken out: 


1. “This committee shall be composed of the President 
of.the Society, and the Branch Corresponding Secretaries. 


2. It shall meet and organize immediately after the ad- 
journment of the General Executive Committee, by the election 
of a Chairman and Secretary. 


3. All cases of emergency concerning publications, aris- 
ing in the interim of the sessions of the General Executive 
Committee, shall be submitted to the Constitutional Publica- 
tion Committee, and the case shall be decided by the majority 
vote. 


4. This committee shall take charge of the missionary 
periodicals of the Society and arrange for the publication of 
an annual report of the work of the Society, and shall have 
supervision of all business concerning the publications. This 
committee shall report annually to the General Executive 
Committee. 


5. The publisher shall give the Chairman an itemized 
report of the receipts and expenditures of the periodicals 
properly audited, by the first of October. If she finds it neces- 
sary to deviate from the published instructions of the General 
Executive Committee, she shall lay the matter before this 
committee, and be subject to its-direction. She shall report 
semi-annually to the Constitutional Publication Committee. 


6. A committee of three shall be appointed annually by 
the Constitutional Publication Committee, to whom shall be 
intrusted the investment and control of the funds of these 
publications. 


7. The publisher shall commence and close her financial 
year with October 1. 


8. If the office of editor, publisher or member of Liter- 
ature Committee becomes vacant during the year, this com- 
mittee shall have the power to fill the vacancy.”’

| MEMORIAL. 

Whereas,—The work of Christian missions has reached 
such magnitude, its influence in the world today touching not 
alone the religious beliefs, but the laws, the commercial, in- 
dustrial, and social life of nations, being a recognized force 
for regeneration in every country on the globe, and 

Whereas,—lIt is admitted by leaders of Christian thought, 
that no education which omits the study of missions is com- 
plete, but lacks the knowledge to understand and face the 
problems of our times, and 

Whereas,—The young people who go out from our col- 
leges are destined to be leaders in the communities and churches 
wherever they are and demand the fullest equipment for a life 
of usefulness, and 

Whereas,—The students in our colleges have already such 
an interest in missions that in many places they have organ- 
ized large classes where at great disadvantage, without proper 
appliances, reference libraries or qualified teachers they take 
up, apart from their college work, this important study, which 
merits the most competent, well informed and scholarly in- 
structors, 

Therefore, We, the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, request the University 
Senate to authorize, through the proper officers, the establish- 
ment of a “department of missions” in our colleges thereby - 
placing the study of missions on a par with language, litera- 
ture and science; and that, where this is not at once practi- 
cable, the mission study be placed in the class of electives for 
which college credits shall be granted for at least two hours 
a semester during two years of college course, and ask that a 
committee shall be appointed to carefully outline a course in 
missions, and list of books for broad study of this great branch 
of learning, and that should the University Senate take favor- 
able action this society shall, through designated officers, or 
committees, appeal to the colleges of our church to at once 
incorporate mission study in the authorized curriculum. 
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We recommend that this address be sent to the Secretary 
of the University Senate. Adopted and committee appointed.

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REFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


The mid-year meeting was held in Williams Street church, 
Deleware, ©., in April, all the corresponding secretaries but 
the two on the Pacific Coast were present, together with the 
president. Bishops Thoburn, Oldham, Hartzell and Bash- 
ford were present to give information concerning their res- 
pective fields. Requests for property were presented from 
Mexico, India, South America, China, and Manila. 

A committee was appointed to define the status of self- 
supporting missionaries. 
Papers were received relating to the proposed union of 
Methodist churches in Japan, Discussion concerning organic 
union in Korea resulted in not considering it feasible, and 
plans were authorized for the erection of the Lillian Harris 
Memorial Hospital. : 

The resignation of Miss Clara Cushman, Secretary of 
Young Peoples Work, was received to take effect at the close 
of the year. 
~ A letter was received from Mrs, J. Ellen Foster, offering 
her services to the Society without cost except traveling ex- 
penses and entertainment. 

A building for Industrial work in Mexico City was desig- 
nated as the object for the Childrens’ Thank offering in 1907. 

Arrangement was made for material for a leaflet con- 
cerning all new buildings, requests for property and all objects 
not provided for in previous appropriations. 

The case of thirty-one missionaries and candidates was 
acted upon; permission given for the home coming of eight, 
the return of seven, and the appointment of eleven. 

Mrs. Abel Bliss was appointed on the committee on Field 
Secretary vice Mrs. Huston resigned. Miss Rothweiler and 
Miss Frances J. Baker were appointed a committee to prepare 
statistical blanks for missionaries and Miss Baker was ap- 
pointed to prepare and publish the annual report of the 
Society for a 

During the interim prior to annual meeting the Reference 
Committee accepted twelve candidates, received requests for , 
four missionaries to Rangoon and one each to Hakodate, Cal- 
cutta, Gujerat, and Bombay district. 
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It appointed Mrs. Gracey to act as recording secretary 
during the absence of Mrs. Barnes in Europe. 

The committee could not see its way to open work in 
Jerusalem, a communication having been received from Bishop 
Warne favoring it and announcing that Mrs. Newman wishes 
to give over to the society the valuable property she has bought 
and promises partial endowment. 

Oct. 19. The committee met in Omaha. Debts and 
buildings were considered, the amount asked for such pur- 
poses being more than $250,000. 

The Secretary was instructed to confer with the Board 
of Bishops relative to time and place of their annual meeting 
being made convenient to that of the General Executive Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Branch treasurers will be asked to give only even dollars 
in preparing statements for General Committee meeting. 

Bishop Harris was present a good part of two days to 
represent Japan and Korea. 

Mrs. Foss, Mrs, Barnes, Mrs. Herben and Mrs. Thomp- 
son were named as committee on By-Laws. 

The committee comprising Miss Moss, Miss Northup and 
Mrs. Isham to formulate plans for a college secretary and 
make their report. This committee was appointed to consider 
and report on duties of Secretary of the General Office. 

Mrs. Foss and Mrs. Baldwin, were named as representatives 
of the society to China Centennial and Mrs. Foss the Secre- 
taries’ representative in other fields she may visit. 

Bishop Oldham was present a short time and listened 
to concerning his field. 

Nominations for Board of Directors were made for Folts 
Institute. The statistical blank for reporting Foreign work — 
was presented and adopted and Miss Walden asked to print 
1,000 copies. 

A notice was given to change the Constitution so as to 
use the term Swedish rather than Scandinavian for Swedish 
work, and Mrs. Hanna Henschen of Chicago was nominated 
secretary of Scandinavian work. 

Mrs. Barnes was nominated to edit and publish the 38th 
Annual Report. 
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The Peking debt was assigned as the object for the Young 
Peoples Thank Offering. 

November 1. The Committee reorganized with Mrs. 
Foss chairman, Mrs. Patten, chairman pro tem, and Miss 
Watson secretary, 

Preliminary action was taken looking to the securing of 
a college secretary.

CONSTITUTIONAL PUBLICATION. 


The Constitutional Publicational Committee met at the 
close of the session of the General Executive Committee in 
New York, Nov. 3, 1905, and organized, Mrs. C. D. Foss 
being elected chairman and Mary E. Holt, secretary. Because 
of her failing health Mrs. Sarah L. Keen was obliged to re- 
linquish her duties as treasurer of the Zenana Paper Fund, 
and Mary E. Holt was elected treasurer. 

April 27th, 1906, the committee met with the Reference 
Committee in Deleware, Ohio. The semi-annual reports of 
the publisher and editors were presented, rad and accepted. 

The editor of the Study desiring to make some changes 
it was voted that she be allowed to make any change in form 
of same or in matter provided the expense be reasonable. 

In regard to the publishing of a Song Book it was voted 
that we recommend the adoption of some book now in the 
field if, after) further investigation, a satisfactory one can be 
found, co-operation with other societies being desirable. 

It was voted to invite Miss Frances J. Baker to edit the ‘ 
thirty-seventh Annual Report of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. 

After some discussion it was voted to reprint at least 500 
of each form of medical blanks for use of candidates, these 
to be numbered 1 and 2. 

In July 600 of each were printed also the same number 
of Questions for Missionary applicants (Form 3) and Con- 
tracts. A forceful leaflet on bequests was discussed but no 
action was taken in regard to preparing one. 

October 24th, 1906, the Committee met with the Refer- 
ence Committee at Omaha, Neb., Mrs. Barnes chairman 
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pro tem, a synopsis of the reports of the Publisher and editors 
was presented. 

The following votes were passed: 

Voted, that the free mailing list of the W. M. F. include 
only educational institutions of college and seminary grade 
of the M. E. Church, also the Deaconess Homes and Training 
Schools of the same. 

Voted, that other institutions be provided with copies of 
the W. M. F. at the expense and discretion of the Branch so 
ordering. 

Voted, that the Publisher be requested to send the free 
mailing list of the W. M. F. to each Corresponding Secretary. 

Voted, that the information given by Miss Moss in re- 
gard to reaching students and all young people be passed over 
to the new Secretary of Young Peoples’ work. 

Voted, that a committee of three be appointed to formu- 
late a plan for reaching the young people in attendance upon 
students and other conferences. 

Miss Moss, Mrs. Isham and Miss Northup were ap- 
pointed this committee. 

Voted, that Miss Northup be appointed Mrs. Gracey’s 
alternate on the Central Committce of United Study to attend 
the meetings of the same when Mrs. Gracey is unable to be 
present. 

Voted, that the matter of a readjustment of the Litera- 
ture Committee be referred to the Finance Committee. 

Miss Moss gave interesting notes of her visit to a Con- 
ference of Young People and urged the dissemination of our 
literature to a large extent.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY GENERAL 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
LITERATURE AT CONVENTIONS. 

Whereas, There is a growing demand for the exhibition 
and sale of our literature at the various public gatherings and 
conventions held yearly throughout the country, 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
Literature within whose borders the convention is held, to 
have the entire charge of all such exhibitions and sales, the 
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expenses to be borne by the Branch where the convention 
meets. When, as frequently occurs, the Epworth League, 
Student Volunteer or other convention is held outside of our 
country, this duty shall belong to the standing Literature 
Committee, the expenses to be met from the treasury of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 1901. 

OUR SPECIAL WORK. 

Whereas, We, your representatives on the foreign field, 
recognize that close personal touch is necessary in order to 
awaken and continue interest in mission work, and 

Whereas, The present method of carrying on one form of 
special work, namely the attachment of individual givers at 
home to an individual protege on the foreign field is often 
productive of many harmful influences and results, both upon 
the givers at home and the proteges on the foreign field, aside 
from the great labor involved in the necessary correspondence, 
and 

Whereas, This system is detrimental to the fundamental 
principles of our Christian service in that such gifts frequently 
prove to have been of a merely temporal and philanthropic 
character instead of being offerings made to the Lord Christ, 
and to the general advancement of His Kingdom, 

Therefore, Resolved, (1) That the missionary be made the 
living link between the givers at home and the foreign field, 
whose support shall be assigned to the various Conferences 
and Districts, and whose duty it shall be to write regularly to 
her constituency letters which may be multiplied and sent to 
each auxiliary. 

(2) That Bible readers, teachers and scholarships, so 
far as possible, be paid from the regular funds as apportioned 
to the different Branches and Conferences. 

Signed by Missionaries, 
Adopted by General Executive Committee. (1901) 
DELEGATES. 

Resolved, That no woman, not elected delegate or alter- 
nate by her Branch to the General Executive Committee, shall 
be admitted as a member of said committee. (1902) 

. REPORTS. 

Resolved, That reports presented by the various com- 
mittees and individuals authorized by the General Executive 
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Committee shall be limited to ten minutes in time of reading. 
(1902) 

Resolved, That the literature on sale at the meeting of 
the General Executive Committee shall be under the super- 
vision of the Literature Committee of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society and of the Branch in the bounds of which 
it is held. (1902) 

STATUS OF NATIVE WORKERS. 


Whereas, The number of native and Eurasian workers 
coming to our home colleges for training is yearly increasing, 
and 

Whereas, We realize that the status of these workers, and 
their remuneration, is a question of such grave importance 
to the work at present, as well as to the future, when the native 
church must assume the obligations which we create, and 

Whereas, The law of supply and demand should deter- 
mine values rather than personal predilections, therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That we recommend that the Eurasian, 
Anglo-Indian and native workers educated in foreign lands, 
be returned to their respective fields as Christian workers in 
the employ of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and 
not as fully accredited missionaries, unless the Conference to 
which they go, by a two-thirds vote request such a relation. 

II. That the remuneration of such workers shall be 
determined by the finance committee of the Woman’s Confer- 
ence with which these workers are affiliated. 

Ill. That we recommend that those who contemplate the 
education of native, Eurasian or Anglo-Indian women in the 
Methodist Schools of our home land, be required to secure the 
approval of the Woman’s Conference within whose borders 
such students reside.

Adopted by General Execptive Committee. (1903) 
FOLTS MISSION INSTITUTE. 

Resolved, That we recommend that missionary candidates 
shall be required to attend our Foreign Missionary Training 
_ School, Folts Mission Institute, at Herkimer, N. Y., for at 
least one year. In exceptional cases the Branch standing 
committee on candidates shall have power to suspend the rule.

PUBLICATION. 


Whereas, The publication interests of the Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society are most vital to the success of our 
work, therefore 

1. Resolved, That the publications of our Society, the 
Woman's Missionary Friend, the Children's Friend, the Frauen 
Missions Freund, and the Study, are increasingly important 
adjuncts to the work of Foreign Missions. Each in its own 
field is a source of information and inspiration that cannot be 
over-estimated. We urge for them the enthusiastic support of 
our loyal constituency. 

2. Resolved, That we record with gratitude to God the 
indefatigable labors of our energetic publisher and progressive 
editor ; that we are impressed with the figure of the thermo- 
meter, and that we will do all in our power to bring the rising 
mercury to the 30,000 point and even yet higher. We ear- 
nestly recommend that each Branch strive to reach the required 
number indicated on the chart, and that as a help to this end, 
it be printed in the Friend; we believe that the free leaflet, 
“Seven Reasons why I should take the Woman's Missionary 
Friend,” will be a great help toward this desirable end, and 
that we appreciate the continuance of the offer made by the 
publisher of one free copy for every five new subscribers, or 
for fifteen renewals sent at the same time also that for every 
ten new subscribers there will be given one free copy of 
“Christus Redemptor.”

GENERAL OFFICE. 


From Miss Thompson’s report we glean the following, 
“There has not been a day in the past three months that has not 
been filled with office work, not a day has passed but that 
callers have visited room 611, to gain all the information pos- 
sible as to methods etc., of catrying on the work of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. Number of calls 420. 

Many inquiries have come in regard to boxes for our 
missionaries from places where there is no auxiliary, but 
the people are interested in making up missionary boxes. 
Since I came into office July 1st, 1906, I have received and 
forwarded fifty (50) boxes valued at $1,123.00, letters written 
four hundred, and packages forwarded twenty-five. Outgoing 
Missionaries met and arranged for six (6) incoming four (4). 

These have been conducted ‘to their boarding places or 
trains and given a warm welcome to the General Office. 

Several missionaries have sent commissions to the Secre- 
tary, expressing pleasure that there was a general office of 
this kind. Arrangements have been made at department 
stores where we can get reductions of Io per cent on mission- 
ary bills. 
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Mrs. Henry Warren has sent $100.00 a gift to the office, 
“in memory of Mrs. Keen,” a Morris chair has also been pre- 
sented the office.” 

The Committee on General Office of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society report a year of hard work and general 
success. Work of the General Secretary for the year, letters 
written 1187, calls received 1953, missionary boxes sent out 
97, letters and packages forwarded 75, money handled for 
Branches $1,980.00. 

The card catalogue is making headway slowly, but surely, 
and will, when finished, be a valuable addition to the working 
material of the Society. 

As “Rome was not built in a day,” so the new venture 
of our Society, opening a General Office in New York, can- 
not become a perfect success in one year. The Committee 
see many new ways of improvement for the coming year. 

The Committee has been handicapped by having to change 
the General Secretary, Miss Todd expecting to return to China, 
left us July 1st. Miss Thompson, her successor, who came to 
us with the highest credentials has had to send in her resigna- 
tion on account of her health. Miss Elizabeth R. Bender, so 
long our missionary to Tokio, will succeed Miss Thompson. 
Another source of embarrassment to the Committee is the 
persistence with which, even some of our Branch Sec- 
retaries, write not only to the General Secretary, but also to 
Dr. Dodd, Dr. Benton, or Dr. Leonard, thus calling for a 
waste of vitality in letter writing, postage, etc., 

We wish to emphasize this point, all correspondence 
from the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society should be 
addressed to the General Secretary, Room 611 150 Fifth Ave. 
New York City, and to no one else. The Secretary will 
attend to everything in the way of planning for outgoing 
and incoming missionaries, sending out boxes, etc., (the in- 
voices and everything pertaining to them.) 

Our General Office was founded to attend to the work of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and thus relieve 
the Missionary Secretaries. We trust the coming year will 


see an improvement on this line. |

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LITERATURE. 


For the first time since thle creation of an Editor of Liter- 
ature that Editor was not a member of the committee. As the 
duties of neither was clearly defined, it was a question what 
was the work of each. The happy adjustment has come that 
largely the committee has collected the material while the 
Editor has overseen the publication, making such additions 
or corrections as she deemed wise. Further it has been her 
work to provide all matter where haste was needed, Although 
the work was undertaken with fear and trembling, and it 
seemed for a time that the trembling would continue, yet 
taking new courage and making a vigorous effort, we come 
to this meeting with pleasure at the work completed and grate- 
ful to all who have made this success possible. 


If expansion was the word last year, more expansion is 
the word this year, since the total output of the Publisher is 
3,733,000 pages, an increase of 447,060 pages. Very naturally 
a part of the work reported was done by the committee of the 
previous year, just as the work now in hand will go into the 
report of the new committee. Under this head are seven 
leaflets, with an output of 182,000 pages, one entertainment 
with 24,000 pages and the Hindu Melodies with 40,000 pages, 
and some reprints. 


The first work of the committee was to collect material for 
the programme of the year as outlined by the former com- 
mittee. Eight new leaflets totalling 194,000 pages is due 
result. In addition five reprints were made with 156,000 
pages, making a total for the year along the line of the out- 
lined programme, which covers both the United Study and the 
programmes in the interim, of twenty leaflets aggregating 
532,000 pages. 

The leaflet ordered by the Soceoutiwe Committee “A call 
to advance” totalled 100,000 pages. The leaflet report and the 
Catalogues aggregating 360,000 pages were without effort 
on the part of the Committee. A large amount of material 
for Standard Bearers and King’s Heralds while properly 
belonging in this report has been prepared by the Superinten- 
dents of these departments and by Mrs. Scott, Editor of the 
Children’s Friend. These total 1,084,000 pages. 
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One piece of music with an edition of 5,000 totalling 
20,000 pages was put out to be used in connection with the 
Study of the year. 

The strenuous work of the committee has been done dur- 
ing the Summer. Just so soon as Mrs. Montgomery was able 
to give us her divisions for the Christus Redemptor, work 
was begun on the outline programme. Changes in her plans 
made changes in ours and delayed the work, so that when 
really begun, the work was finished very quickly. The plan 
for the year appeared in the July Friend. The United Study 
committee have planned to have the books out earlier in the 
future. If they succeed your outline will be provided earlier. 
To plan is one part of work, to carry out plans is by far the 
more difficult part. Thanks to the loyalty and devotion of 
many women much has been completed. 

The Calendar, the work of months, went to the Editor 
early in May. Being a Home Workers’ Prayer Calendar, 
very naturally changes have occurred and new names would 
now rightly appear, but the translation of officers will make 
their pictures all the more precious, while retirement will « 
not detract from the love we bear them. We bespeak for 
this Calendar great popularity. This does not come in 
the report of the pages noted. Our smaller effort of last year 
brought to our notice the fact that the women prefer the 
larger, more ornate Calendar, even if more expensive. If 
used ly this Calendar will be a source of inspiration and 
spiri growth, so choice are the selections of scripture texts 
and other quotations. Following the plan of the Japanese 
Calendar the matter found under every Saturday is in harmony 
with the United Study. 

One new venture for the year, which caused trepidation 
all along the line, is a programme for auxiliaries. It was not 
expected that the stronger societies full of bright women and 
with every opportunity in the way of libraries would use it, 
but that it might be a great help to smaller societies without 
such help. Its sale has taken all by surprise and words of ap- 

ution from many branches indicate the widespread demand 
for such a programme. The same is true of the Bible Read- 
ings prepared by Mrs. Knowles and meets a long felt want. 
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Suggestions from all will be gladly received although it 
will be impossible to suit exactly every society. Material for 
other items called. for by the programme is in the hands of 
- the Editor, or the hands of committee covering every topic 
to July. 

Two members of the committee had the privilege and plea- 
sure of attending two different sessions of the Summer schools 
for. Missions. It was with muchi of satisfaction one noted a 
member of another denomination show our June Friend as 
the best setting forth, to her idea, of what a missionary period- 
ical should be, and again to have a woman of large experience 
in the literature of all denominations call her aside to say that 
we Methodists had the finest and most attractive literature 
to be found and she thought it due to the fact that we are a 
unit in our plans of work, for literature as well as organiza- 
tion. She also showed some of our literature to illustrate 
what she meant by attractive literature. 


The leaflet “How to use Christus Redemptor” was put 
out to meet the needs of some auxiliaries finding the report. of 
the Summer school a little heavy. Had we known Mrs, Mont- 
gomery was to put out the report ours would probably not 
have appeared—at least not under the same title. Ever since 
we had a similar leaflet compiled by Miss Dyer some years 
ago there has been a demand-for such a leaflet. 

-One item which was a cause for gratitude to us was thie 
fact that our society was the only one represented which ex- 
pects every society to use the text in connection with the regu- 
lar meeting and which makes no provision for any other pro- 
gramme, hence the result that a larger number of our women 
are using the United Study books. 

Our German constituency have put out 227,900 pages of 
literature of which they have sold $188.50. Our Scandinavian 
work has had the benefit of a report with an issue of 3,500 
copies, and two leaflets with an issue of 2,500 each. 

Our Branch Secretaries of literature report a larger re- 
turn of blanks than in previous years, with fully 2,500 more 
text-books than last year in use, a total of 1,626,010 pages of 
free literature not including the reports of the New England 
and Philadelphia branches which are given away. The Cin- 
cinnati and Baltimore branches give away their reports but 
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their pages were counted in the above total. This much goes 
out and yet does not meet the demand for free literature. 


Arrangements are being perfected whereby copies of the 
Woman's Missionary Friend is to be placed in all State 
schools being already in the Methodist schools. We do believe 
most earnestly that the majority of people use more carefully 
that which costs them something, yet we feel the need of an 
allowance for a larger amount to be used among our college 
women and a greater effort to have an exhibit at the various 
Summer assemblies will prove a good investment for the 
years to come. 

Leaving the measure of the value of the work to Him 
for whom it is done, to-Him, whose we are and) whom we 
serve, we look to the future. sure that we are to see the demand 
for our literature increase, the quality of it high, the appear- 
ance attractive, since in this work we are ever Onward, 
Forward, Upward.

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THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY FRIEND. 


One year ago the guidance of the Woman’s Missionary 
Fried was given over to a new editor, who was sent to her 
work with a hearty Godspeed. Whether the choice was a 
wise One, the issues for the year 1906 and their promise for 
the future must determine. 

Two lines of policy were at once decided upon. The 
material to be presented by the magazine should be as strongly 
missionary as possible, the outlook being broad enough to 
cover not only our own work, but to give glimpses, at least, 
of the vast and many-sided missionary campaign that is the 
glory of the present century. (2) The interests of the home 
side of the work should be emphasized in order to develop 
it by every practical means, and help to bring it nearer the 
point of adequate provision for the rapid expansion now taking 
place abroad. 


The department for missionary letters has been given the 
heading, “News From the Field.” It needs stronger support by 
the missionaries, many of whom have not yet found time to 
give the editor leaves from their experience. The department 
of “Personal Notes” is also in need of reinforcement, both at 
home and abroad. ‘ 

Strong features inherited from her pace-making pre- 
decessor, have been retained by the present editor, these are: 
the “Magazine Fund,” “Worth Reading,” the Exchange col- 
umn and “What is Interesting Us.” The Quarterlies have been 
maintained at their usual point of efficiency. The articles for 
the year have touched every field in which the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society has work except Bulgaria; two 
fields from which we usually hear infrequently (namely, South 
America and Africa) have had special emphasis. Many places, 
among them Bulgaria, not covered by articles, have received 
mention under “News From the Field.” 

Three special numbers have been issued, the Easter and 
Young People’s numbers with special covers, and the India 
Jubilee number with many illustrations and special articles 
from India. A complete change in mechanical make-up, 
throughout the year, and freer use of illustrations should also 
besnoted.:: >" 
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The magazine needs: (1) More support from the for- 
eign field in the way of articles, letters, news and pictures ; 
(2) More subscribers in the home field. The Friend sub- 
scription thermometer shows the mercury at 23,672 subscribers, 
an advance over last year of 225. It should record at the end 
of next year a total of 30,000. A table showing the propor- 
tional advance necessary ‘for each Branch to make is given at 
the close of this report. Let us work with a will to reach the 
desired figure! Build a fire of enthusiasm and earnest work 
under the bulb of the thermometer and perhaps the mercury 
will go dancing even beyond the 30,000 point. 

Like a tender to a ship, the little leaflet, “Seven Reasons,” 
for taking the magazine, has been issued to accompany the 
Friend and to be used by Branch organizers, conference and 
district secretaries, and in local churches. It is convincing 
and persuasive; it gives full information concerning the pub- 
lisher’s premium offers; and it may be had for the asking, in 
any quantity, from the publisher or any depot of supplies. 
Scatter it broadcast through the land. 

Pray for the Friend that it may be an ever growing force 
in hastening the coming of the Kingdom of God.

Our women are very faithful in trying 
to get new subscribers and keep old ones, We pray that 
God’s blessing may rest on all those who occasionally con- 
tribute to the paper and help to make it a blessing by their 
prayers.

CHILDREN’S MISSIONARY FRIEND. 


Again the “bells of history” announce that another year 
of our Woman’s Foreign Missionary work is completed, and 
reports are in order. The Children’s Friend gratefully re- 
sponds, and greets once more the dear women who have 
made possible its existence during the past seventeen years. 
There have been many changes during these years, but the 
little paper trusts that among the new workers there exists 
the same loyalty to its peculiar mission as actuated the noble 
hearts of its founders. 

The past year has been a good one and since periodicals 
depend for life upon their subscription lists we note first of 
all an increase of 3,487, making the athe number of sub- 
scribers 34,538. 

We attribute a large share of this gain to the efforts of 
our publisher while on the Pacific slope, and more espec- 
ially to our Suparintendent of Children’s work, who, while 
traveling to andi fro across the continent, has made life mem- 
bers with one hand, and with the other has shown the paper- 
in which their pictures should appear. 

But no one agency can have all the credit for this growth, 
since a part is doubtles due tothe general awakening along 
missionary lines, which makes ignorance something to be 
ashamed of, and we humbly hope that the character of the 
paper itself has also been helpful. 

Mrs. Harrison and the editor are somewhat elated over 
the record of life members, in which every Branch is interested, 
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and of which you may like to hear a brief summary. Begin- 
ning in 1902 there were in that year three life members. In 
1903, there were twenty-six, in 1904, seventy-three, in 1905, 
one hundred and two, and in 1906, we shall have about one 
hundred and sixty. In this estimate we are reckoning from 
January to January, and not by our missionary year. The 
total is about three hundred and sixty, which does not cover 
the entire list of members but only such as have appeared in 
the paper. Multiply 360 by ten and you will see how the 
Branch treasuries have been enriched by this “happy thought.” 

We pass over in discreet silence the anxiety of publisher 
and editor lest names and faces become mixed, also the peculiar 
trials of the editor in trying to acceptably condense the bits of 
ancestral and personal history so as not to disappoint the 
dearest friends of the little people. 

Thus far the record is altogether pleasing, but the small 
shadow which hangs over our financial statement for the year 
is involved just at this point with those bright pages of life 
members as our publisher will explain to you. 


The Children’s Thank Offering for the school in Aizawa, 
Japan, has reached more than the thousand dollars asked, and 
we all rejoice that the new building was ready when flames 
consumed the worn-out school-house. The new T. O. is 
$1,000 for an Industrial school in Mexico, and according to 
her annual custom the editor asks that some systematic method 


of reporting may be devised by which the reports given month 


- by month may satisfy every society of waiting children. 


But these financial features are, after all, only incidental, 
for our mission is to interest and educate our readers so 
that foreign missions may win their lasting affection and 
support. 

In this effort our missionaries have, as always, given of 
their best when they have given at all. But we wish they would 
increase their contributions about four-fold. A cordial invi- 
tation is extended to those present to remember this suggestion 
while they are in the home-land. We are reasonably sure of 
material for 1907, if promises are fulfilled’ and if you mission- 
aries at home help us, and believe our year in the Island World 
will be full of delightful interest. 
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As we look toward the future, however, we must claim 
better things for the children in all departments of missionary 
literature, a better paper, better leaflets, better material for 
their programs. 

We are all interested I am sure, in the discussion of Child 
Labor as it has been taken up by individuals, societies and 
periodicals. It all hinges upon the right of every child to an 
education. 

Already some of the little prisoners who have been held 
by the nether mill-stone of Poverty and the upper mill-stone 
of Greed are being released in response to the protest of awak- 
ening Justice. We rejoice, and wonder the agitation did not 
begin long ago. But are not we discovering. as Christians that 
we have been nearly as obtuse respecting our duty to educate 
the child who is to be the dispenser of the world’s wealth? 
There are mill-stones of Selfishness and Thoughtlessness which 
may prove as fatal to the spiritual life of the child as are 
those of Poverty and Greed to the phiysical and intellectual 
life. Today we hold the pocket-book of tomorrow, for the boys 
and girls who form our King’s Heralds and Little Light 
Bearers will many of them be the well-to-do or wealthy Meth- 
odists of the future. God looks to us to train young hearts 
and minds that they may respond to His call. Phillips Brooks 
said: “He who helps a child, helps humanity with a distinct- 
ness which no other help given to human creatures in any 
other stage of their human life can possibly give again.” 

TheChildren’s Missionary Friend seeks this high altitude, 
this wide outlook. May our Heavenly Father who is opening 
the world so wonderfully today, teach us to “help the child” 
that so we may “help humanity.”

Compared with other interests reported here, the Study 
seems unimportant, but the fact of an increase of 2,754 in the 
subscriptions for the year indicates the need for this little 
periodical. 

Just what the mission of the Study is, has been my prob- 
lem since, with fear and trembling, I took the place made 
vacant when Miss Northup was called up higher. The instruc- 
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tions of the Executive Committee were that it should meet 
the needs of both auxiliary and program maker, the publication 
committee made special request that it be suited to young 
people’s needs and the literature committee wished that it 
should be so arranged that it could not be read in the auxiliary 
meeting. Feeling our way to conviction through a maze of 
instructions we came to believe in our cause. We are told 
by one well qualified to know, that the members of our own 
Society are passing all others in the use of the “United Mission 
Study” text-book, and we trust this is partly due to the little 
Study which was the pioneer in our concerted study of mis- 
sions before an inter-denomination plan was arranged and 
has been many times the entering wedge. Many an auxiliary 
passes from a year’s use of the leaflet to the use of the text- 
book, from that to use of the city library and the reference 
library. 

We are glad to believe that our sisterhood numbers many 
progressive, original women who do not need leaflet or Study 
or any such prop, but to very many the bringing together of 
library reference is a time saver, to others it is a “sermon 
taster” like Elipeth, recounting and clarifying the important 
points of the chapters. To others yet, the paragraphs con- 
densed from the text and reference books are deigned to be a 
lure tempting to individual research. 

Some months like that devoted to “Birthday Missionaries” 
and “Bulgaria” every available source of information has been 
utilized and the results condensed for the use of auxiliaries 
for whom the sources are not at hand. We have borne in mind 
that “God loved common folks, becatise he made so many of 


them” and have striven to make every month’s issue simple, 
plain and practical, suggestive of possibilities for the program, 
an aid to the lonely student, an inspiration to prayer and ever 
growing interest in missions and the missionaries of our own 
and every other church under God’s heaven.

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These papers have a wide influence in the homes of 
India, at least three thousand of which are illuminated by the 
regular visits of the Hindi and Urdu issues. 


Mrs. Messmore reports in part as follows: “The Rafig 
t Niswan has held her own during the year, and we half dare 
to say, has improved a little. She is no longer a baby to be 
kept on light food but is able to assimilate strong food and of 
greater variety, in this way being able to give greater help than 
in former years. 

The paper is read by men and boys as well as by women 


and girls. Men sometimes send a word of cheer on their 
own account. Most of the words of encouragement have come 
from intelligent readers outside the Christian community— 
readers who are interested in the present efforts for the re- 
formation of Indian women, 

We receive eight papers in exchange for the Rafig and 
many articles are borrowed for sectarian papers of both 
Hindu and Mohammedan. 

Sometimes we are asked to review reports of their own 
sectarian schools. During the year we have enumerated the 
many ways there are for Indian women to earn their own 
living, on how to be well and how to keep well, on consumption 
and its prevention and cure. Articles on various topics have 
been contributed by the women and school-girls of Garhwal. 
We have a temperance column and a children’s page. Four 
pages of reading matter have been added making the full num- 
ber twenty. We have used all the illustrations that were sent 
four years ago and all we shall have this year are some old 
ones used twenty years ago. The need for help of this kind 
is very great. Illustrations mean so much in a paper like ours 
that, without them, the truth we wish to impress is weakened 
or lost. There are peane under consideration for further im- 
proving the paper.” 

The Marathi Woman's Friend is primarily intended for 
Hindu Readers, but this year a greater number of Christians 
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read the paper than ever before. The tory of Chandra Lela 
was read with avidity by some of them. It has never been 
given in full before and the detailed disclosures of Hinduism 
in the course of the story are certainly an eye opener to most 
of them. 


A letter from one of the missionaries who distributes this 
paper tells how interested in Chandra Lela her sewing circle 
is becoming, and that the Hindu women of the circle are learn- 
ing the verses of Scripture on the back cover. 


Subscriptions have amounted to Rs. 20 for the past year, 
and much of this came from the Zenana Women of Bombay. 
I believe by pushing the matter, still more can be realized next 
year. 

You will notice that the Christmas number had to go to 
press without a single picture to brighten its pages. I there- 
fore take this opportunity to appeal to you to do all you can at 
home to secure blocks of suitable cuts through publishing 
friends. It is getting more and more difficult to get anything 
of the kind in India. 

A box of one hundred cuts would be a most acceptable gift 
to the paper.

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REPORT OF HOME WORK. 
NEW ENGLAND BRANCH. 


Thankful indeed are we that our faithful Home Secre- 
tary is privileged to visit the land of her birth and to see the 
marvelous results of fifty years of Methodism in India, as 
planted under God by the rare wisdom, the sublime faith, and 
the heroic sacrifice of her beloved parents. Our prayers and 
affection go out constantly toward her and her precious mother, 
from both of whom we hope to hear the triumphant tidings 
of our India Jubilee. But as report time comes we regret our 
Secretary is not at hand to present to you the gist of the whole 
story as it has reached her monthly and quarterly, in place of 
the items which we cull from a cursory reading of the brief 
reports of the conference secretaries. 

Last year was one of unprecedented success; and while 
we have not measured up to the advance over that which we, 
in our ardor desired, nevertheless the results are very grati- 
fying and were attained only by sustained effort. Of the 
entire year’s work, we can say what the secretary of Young 
People’s Work said of her department: ‘Looked at in detail, 
discouragements abound; looked at broadly, encouragements 
still more abound.” 

The lack of leaders is generally bewailed, also the yet 
large number of “old-fashioned folk” who have not kept up 
with the procession of events and so are not enthusiastic over 
missions. On the other hand, every secretary records with 
profound gratitude the large number of self- -sacrificing, ear- 
nest toilers in her territory. 

Our Branch Annual was a sweet, inspiring session, from 
which we came with renewed consecration. The presence and 
addresses of our missionaries, Misses Allen, Danforth, Glover, 
Harvey, Kneeland and Organ were very helpful. For the 
highest order of wit and humor, it would be difficult to surpass 
the brilliant address of Mrs. Taft. 

Conspicuous among the resignations were those of Mrs. 
Wadsworth and Mrs. Hanaford, the highly honored and effi- 
cient secretaries of the New England Southern and the New 
England Conferences,—the latter of whom has served for 
eleven years. Fortunately, the work will be taken up at once 
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by Mrs. Melden and Mrs. Nichols. The Children’s and Young 
People’s Work also passes to new hands,

Misses Marriott and Todd have gladly returned to their 
work through the generosity of some benefactor whose name 
is known to the Father, if not to us. 

Great satisfaction and expectations are expressed at the 
appointment of Miss Clara Cushman as Field) Organizer. 


Miss Crowell’s letters from India are keeping us happily 
in touch with her work and thus strengthening the interest in 
that field. 

In our Thank offering for the Memorial Hospital at 
Baroda, India, we have gone beyond our hopes, evincing there- 
by our devotion to Mother Butler. 

Whatever the figures may indicate, the uniformly high 
excellence of the Friend is appreciated by those who read it. 
The Children’s Friend deservedly grows in favor and circu- 
lation, 

Early in the year Miss Danforth, our Field Secretary, 
was compelled on account of ill health, to give up work and 
there was a consequent break in our itinerary service. 

Mrs. Julia F.. Small, whio for many years has served the 
Branch most efficiently and energetically in our Depot of Sup-.

Secretaries, have been indefatigable in their work among the 
churches. Many of our returned missionaries have given 
additional inspiration. The President of the Branch has done 
most efficient service, other Branch, Conference and District 
officers, by word and pen have stirred the heart, conscience and 
brain throughout the Branch. 

Wee are realizing more fully our aim to have each con- 
ference support a missionary. 

Northern New ‘York adopts Miss Honsinger, a newly 
accepted candidate in place of Miss Mitchell, resigned. The 
Young Women and Standard Bearers of New York East, 
assume the support of Miss Powell. Both these young women 
will go to Central China, Miss Honsinger to the Stephen L. 
Baldwin Memorial, Nanchang, Miss Powell to evangelistic 
work. Miss Alice M. Kinney has been accepted for South 
America, 
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Miss Haynes, whose preference was for India, cheerfully 
yielded her wish and went to supply the pressing need in 
Korea, sailing Sept. 2d, enthusiastically supported by the young 
women of the Central New York conference. 

The return of our Birthday Missionary, Dr. Lucy Hoag, 
in June, to her work in Chinkiang, was saddened by the death 
of her beloved friend Miss Robinson with whom she had lived 
for more than twenty years. She writes cheerfully of the help 
and relief she is able to bring to the sick and sad who come to 
the hospital, and of the good result to her work, from the 
months at home, spent in study and: practice. 

We have the pleasure of welcoming home seven of our 
workers from the foreign field, Miss Moyer, Miss Files of 
India, Miss Plumb, Miss Linam of China, Miss Estey of 
Korea, Miss Atkinson, Miss Baucus of Japan, Miss Le Huray 
of South America. 

Miss Estey is returning to Korea this winter eager to be 
at her work. She has greatly endeared herself while in the 
home land, (especially to the Newark Conference which fur- 
nishes her salary) where she has aroused great enthusiasm by 
her stirring appeals. We are indebted to both Mrs. J. O. Den- 
ning and Mr. Samuel Gurney for help. 

A deep shadow of bereavement has again fallen upon us in 
the death of our beloved Troy Conference Secretary, Mrs. 
Hillman. She has been connected with the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society since its first organization, as a manager and 
conference officer, most effective and beloved in every depart- 
ment of our work. 

The day of prayer was generally observed ilirdlighiout the 
Branch. This was followed by a series of prayer circles 
instituted and watched over by Miss Agnes Leaycraft, one of 
our conference treasurers, now Mrs. Donahugh, who has re- 
cently gone with her husband as missionaries to India. We 
attribute much of our advance to this silent, secret force. _ 

The entertainment by our Branch of the General Execu- 
tive Committee last October, was a great pleasure and incen- 
tive. 

The India Jubilee meeting was held in Carnegie Hall, 
New York City, May 13th. A splendid audience gathered to 
hear Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, lately returned from a tour of 
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missions in the far east, speak of her experiences. Bishop Old- 
ham presiding and Bishop Thoburn whose very names suggest 
India labor and sacrifice, made short and thrilling addresses. 
A very pleasant feature of the meeting was the presence of 
the General Secretaries of four sister denominations, each 
bringing a word of greeting and good cheer. 

The crowning word from the platform was spoken by 
Mrs. Butler. One friend present made a gift of $5.000. 

The Branch Secretary of Literature reports a large in- 
crease in the number of Mission Study books used, 1,561 in 
1906 as against 715 in 1905. Also 29 Secretaries of Literature 
where a year ago eleven did the work. 

We report 305 Young People’s organizations. During 
the year 48 new societies with 782 members. While we have 
gained 48, we have lost 48 societies, and report a net loss of 
a thousand members. The reason of any decline is lack of 
leadership. New societies left in charge of one who has ex- 
pressed her willingness to become responsible, have lived; also 
those who have sprung up of themselves, because of a desire 
in the local church to work with us, have prospered. The 
young society thrown on its own resources dies before it has 
accomplished anything. We appeal to the women of the church 
to help us to save to this work the young girls who are waiting 
for marching orders. The Young People of seven conferences 
have each their own missionary. Two conferences share in the 
support of one: One district cares for Miss Yoshizawa in 
Hirosaki. We have one conference Superintendent, 23 dis- 
trict Superintendents, seven newly appointed this year. 

Over $1,200 Thank Offering has been given by the young 
women for the Peking School, including two rooms at $100. 
each and ten chairs at $10. each. Several valuable Christmas 
boxes have been sent and missionaries and Kindergarten sup- 
plies to Miss Saxe at Muttra. 

Silver Bay and North Field Conventions had representa- 
tives from our Young People’s Societies, where they gained 
enthusiasm, uplift and outlook for wider usefulness. 

Our year of earnest work has brought results utterly 
inadequate to meet the growth of need and opportunity among 
the women across the world committed to our care, and yet 
we take courage for another year of effort “For the eyes of 
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the Lord run to and fro throughout the whole earth and show 
himself strong in the behalf of them, whose heart is perfect 
toward him.” How can we fail!

An- 
other worker, Miss Margaret D. Crouse, will sail November 
tenth for Bombay, India, en route to Baroda, where she will 
take charge of the orphanage, thus allowing Miss Williams a 
much needed furlough. 

Our Branch Meeting held in Wilkesbarre was a season 
of refreshing. All were saddened by the absence of her who 
so long had been our inspiration and guide. The Memorial 
Service for Mrs. Keen was beautiful and impresive. Her 
favorite bh . “How firm a foundation,” and “Who are 
these in white array,” were beautifully sung by Mrs. Hudson, 
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of Philadelphia, in a way that carried us all nearer to the 
Throne of Grace. A number spoke of what an inspiration

TREASURER’S REPORT. 
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CINCINNATI BRANCH. 

The beginning of the year found the Cincinnati Branch 
with appropriations much in excess of the previous year, but 
this was due to the expenses incident to seven new workers 
in the field and the necessary “Special Work;” and not to any 
advance in regular work. The year has had its anxieties, but 
we have gone on lengthening the cords and strengthening the 
stakes. The receipts from regular sources were in advance of 
last year, but over fifteen thousand dollars was the Jubilee 
offering and outside the appropriations :—namely twelve thou- 
sand dollars for the Ellen Thoburn Cowen Hospital at Kolar, 
a tribute of love to her who for thirty-five years was at the 
head of the Branch as our beloved Corresponding Secretary, 
two thousand dollars for the Isabella Thoburn College, and 
eleven hundred dollars for the Brindaban Hospital. Although 
we close the year with a deficit we believe it is God’s call to 
greater effort and more thorough consecration of ourselves 
and all that we have. 

The meetings at headquarters have been of unusual spirit- 
ual power. This is accounted for largely by an earnestness of 
prayer and a general spiritual uplift over the Branch. The day 
of Prayer preparatory to the Thank offering was one long 
to be remembered because of the manifest presence and power 
of the Holy Spirit.

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Our Secretary of the Home Department was ill with

The young women under ther new leader, Mrs. C. R. 
Houston, are making marked advance. Oue of the most en- 
thusiastic societies of Standard Bearers is that of Mounds- 
ville W. Va., with a membership of eighty three; while another 
was organized during the vear at Portsmouth, O., with forty 
members, in a church which had already four other societies 
devoted to Foreign Missions. The young ladies of the Ohio 
Conference have been working for five years to raise the :oney 
for a hospital at Brindaban for Dr. Emma Scott's work, to 
be a memorial to Mrs. J. H. Creighton who has just completed 
her twenty-fifth year as Conference Secretary. Four thousand 
six hundred and ninety five dollars have been raised, and 
this year they hope to complete the five thousand dollars need- 
ed. The Children’s work has had at its head an indefatigable 
worker this year in the Superintendent, Mrs. J. F. Fisher. 
The inspiration she gained at the Branch Meeting last year, 
when Mrs. Harrison so ably presented the Children’s work, 
was increased by attendance upon the General [Executive 
Meeting in Néw York and has borne fruit, even an hundred 
fold, all through the year. Her enthusiasm has proven con- 
tagious and as a result there is an increase ot sixty three 
societies among the children with one thousand two hundred 
and ninteen new members. The children are to have a mis- 
sionary of their own in Miss Jessie B. Marker of Chemulpo, 
Korea. ‘ 
Efforts to secure a Field Secretary for the Pranch last 
ear were fruitless; but we begin this year with this office 
ably filled by Miss Harriet Kemper one of our own tnission- 
aries. She has already entered upon her duties and won many 
friends to the work. 

The resignation last April of Mrs. C. W. Barnes as Ree- 
ording Secretary of the Branch, the office which she had tilled 
par 4 for nineteen years, was made necessary bv her duties 
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as Recording Secretary of the Executive Committee. While 
feeling keenly our loss and deploring the necessity cf such 
action we congratulate the Executive Committee on the ac- 
quisition of so efficient an officer. 

Closely following this resignation came that of our faith- 
ful Mite-box Secretary, Mrs. James Sherwood, who, for 
eleven years has been most earnest in furthering the interests 
of this department of the work. 

The business at the Depot of Supplies steadily increases. 
The year just closed is the best in its history and it is now 
as nearly self-supporting as such a place can be. 

The Secretary of Literature, Mrs. J. C. Harper, reports 
a greater amount of free literature distributed than ever before 
and an advance in the amount of sales, 


A number of special gifts have been received during the 
year. Mrs. Wm. A. Gamble gave one thousand dollars to the 
Frauen Deaconess Home in Manila and one thousand to the 
Cowen Memorial; Miss Hettie List of W. Va. gave one thou- 
sand dollars to be divided between the Cowen Memorial and 
the Isabella Thoburn College; Miss Margaret Hyde of Chilli- 
cothe gave three hundred dollars to the Brindaban Hospital, 
Mas: <Taylar Of ly tees gave three hundred for the same 
building. 

We deeply regret that this Jubilee year, when a twenty 
per cent increase was asked, we have to report a decrease in 
membership and auxiliaries, as well as a decrease in subscrip- 
tions to the Friend. We are grateful for the increase in or- 
ganizations and members of both the Standard Bearers and 
King’s Heralds. 


Miss Alice Means left for India immediately after the 
close of the Executive Meeting in New York, and a few days 
later Miss Ayres returned by sea to Mexico. 

Searcely had the echoes of the Branch Meeting died away 
before preparations were begun for the sending out of Miss 
Crabtree to the Philippines.

She sails Nov- 
ember sixth, taking with her Miss Galbreath, who goes to be 
associated with Mrs. Turner at Sironcha, Dr. Swain will 
accompany them, returning to India for the Jubilee celebration. 

Miss Leonora Seeds is looking forward eagerly to the time 
when the physician shall pronounce her able to return to her 
work in Japan. 

About a year ago Miss McHose was transferred from 
Sieng Iu to Tientsin in the hope that the disease that was 
sapping her strength might yield to the climatic influences of 
a cooler region. This hope was vain, for in August she was 
ordered home by her physicians and is now undergoing treat- 
ment in the hope of an early return to China. 

Miss Buck, upon the advice of Bishop Warne, has rested 
all year. She may not be able to return to the tegular work; 
but it has been suggested that she be the literary missionary 
of India, as Miss Baucus is of Japan. God surely has some 
work for her in the land of her birth and she is willing he 
should reveal his will to her. : 

Miss Easton, at Naini Tal, has been ill all year. While 
suffering with influenza she entered the hospital for an opera- 
tion for cataract. The operation was successful; but the shock 
to her nervous system was almost too great. Later catarrahal 
trouble developed and for months it was thought she would 
never be herself again. We are happy to state she has almost 
completely recovered and is doing about as much work as 
usual, . 

Miss Ayres, who, after her return to Mexico had typhoid 
fever and later a severe attack of neuritis has recovered and 
is once mere hard at work. 
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Miss Hamer, who was appointed to Sironcha last year 
but unable to go out in the Fall, has since withdrawn from the 
work because of continued ill health. 

Miss Anderson from Malaysia and Miss Hillman from 
Korea are at home on their first furlough and we welcome 
them here today with Miss Scott from India, who had the 
honor of being the delegate from India, to the International 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union Convention, held at 
Boston last week. 

Mrs. R. L. Thomas, although ill for several months, 
during which time she was unable to attend to her duties as 
Home Secretary, has kept the special work well in hand, having 
kept eight hundred and thirty-nine beneficiaries in touch with 
their patrons during the year and written hundreds of letters. 

We have greatly missed from our councils these latter 
months our President Emeritus, Mrs. Wm. B. Davis, who 
has been detained at the bedside of her son. We rejoice with 
her in his wonderful recovery. The news of her serious 
accident has just reached us and our sympathies go out to her 
in this her time of resting, while our hearts are full of gratitude 
that her life is spared. 

All over the Branch is great rejoicing that Miss Mary 
Reed has returned to our ranks. This was made possible by 
the transfer of the management of the Leper Asylum at Chan- 
dag Heights to the Missionary Society of our church. Miss 
Reed, whom God called so plainly to this work, will again take 
charge of it after nearly two years furlough, the last month 
of which was spent with her parents at her old home in Beck-. 
etts, O. We can well imagine that reunion after fifteen years 
absence. 

The Annual Meeting was held at East Liverpool O. The 
Young People’s Rally the first evening was a fitting inaugura- 
tion to an unusually fine meeting. The anniversary address 
by Bishop Oldham was worthy of him and a great inspiration 
to all who heard him. 

An important feature of the meeting was the election of 
Mrs. R. L. Thomas Secretary of the Home Department to the 
office of Corresponding Secretary in the place of Mrs. L. L. 
Townley, who found it necessary to lay down the work. This 
left a vacancy in the Home Department that has not yet been 
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filled, Mrs. Phillip Roettinger, who has so ably served the 
Branch as President for the last two years, was re-elected to 
that office, and Mrs. L. L. Townley was made Recording 
Secretary. 

We begin the new year with faith in Him who has never 
yet suffered defeat and to whom we look for the fulfillment of 
all our hopes.

For the first time in twenty-eight years, Mrs. Crandon, 
our beloved Chief, was absent from the Annual Meeting of 
Northwestern Branch. Her official reports for Branch and 
General Executive have been prepared at her request. This 
service of love is widely extended through the cordial co- 
operation of all in the Branch, 

In the Musselman devotions, one constant gesture is to 
put the hands to the ears, as if to listen for the messages from 
the other world. Not in vain has Northwestern had this atti- 
tude toward the heathen world during the year we are leaving. 
Besides the General Field Secretary, returned missionaries, 
from our own Board, have abounded in service in which the 
wives of the missionaries have generously shared to the up- 
lifting of courage in many a district and auxiliary. 

Not. only have officers performed the duties assigned in 
explicit By-laws but, from time to time, have been catching 
what God hiad to tell them to do. To some it has been given 
to learn the peace of an accepted sorrow, while universally 
beloved daughters of Mrs. Patten and Mrs. Clark have found 
the pearl of eternity in the temple of God. On the shore of 
our inland sea stands a sunny home where for six beautiful 
years Mrs. H. B. Prentice cared for the “babies’—the children 
under special work patronage. When leaving the old and 
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standing upon the threshold of the new it was given to her to 
view both worlds at once, and in her ecstacy she cried out, 
“My babies in India, my babies in China—my missionaries, 
my Isabella Longstreet, my babies, my babies.” Thus was the 
life of devotion that characterized this tireless worker evinced 
during long years of intense pain, while with love, she over- 
came in the Master’s name and continued in service till the 
very close of life. 
Another bears the tribute of our crowned missionary, 

Mary C. Robinson, of China. 


Upon the bay leaves of these sorrows is laid the year’s 
wreath of laurel for victories won. An interesting comparison 
is found between the new auxiliaries and their counterpart in 
new Little Light Bearers, while the Standard Bearers and 
King’s Heralds have made decided advance. _ Especial em- 
phasis has been placed on the need of specialized leadership, 
and vigorous efforts have been largely successful in securing 
one woman for Superintendent of Children’s Work in each of 
the seventy-two districts, and another group of seventy-two. 
specializing in like manner for Young People’s Work, that 
both departments may be strengthened and adequately pre- 
pared to meet the vast demands the near future is certain to 
bring with increasing insistence from foreign fields. 

Strongly fortifying all lines of work, is the literature de- 
partment. Not only through the successful secretarial con- 
nection, but in the exceptional quality: of theQuarterly, and 
in the peculiarly effective methods of the Committee on Lit- 
erature, Mrs. Burke Chairman, in wresting shekels in ex- 
change for printed information, thus adding net profits of 
$790 to the treasury. The sales at Branch Annual amounted 
to upwards of $400 besides $190 from Mother Nind’s col- 
lection of curios. Camp meetings have been the storm cen- 
ters for whirling clouds of information, verbal and printed. 


“We cannot always be doing a great work, but we can 
always be doing something that belongs to our condition.” 
With apologies to Fenelon. We have faced our condition of 
great need for specialized leadership, and have organized 
definitely to prepare qualified workers not only for foreign 
missionary service, but for intelligent, devoted work at home. 
To this end the College Department, another of Northwest- 
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ern’s “First Things,” has reached out to Student Volunteers, 
and other Methodists, in various educational institutions and 
helps to shape the student’s curriculum with definite purpose 
toward a definite end. Added to this, are new scholarships in 
several colleges and universities, secured this year, and others 
are in prospect. 

Closely allied to this work, is the difficult task of finding 
promising material for future missionary service. During the 
year nintey-two young women have been discovered and en- 
rolled as “Missionary Material,’ another “First Thing,” a 
new term in the Home Secretary’s work to designate the 
young women in preparation for that advanced degree in the 
Branch Corresponding Secretary’s work known as the Mis- 
sionary Candidate. ‘To these at Branch meeting ten others 
were added, in several cases, the beautiful heroism of the 
mother was attested as one and another brought her child, 
and said, “This, my daughter, consecrated from her birth, 
is now trained for service. Will you accept her?” Oh, 
for scores of such makers of “Missionary Material” among 
the Christian mothers in our land. 

To this future hope, must be added the present joy, in 
the splendid group of ten young women sent out this year: 

Miss Strawick to Ing Chung; Miss Marsh to Montivideo; 
Miss Holland to Kolar; Miss Knox to Pekin; Miss Bills to 
Mazefferpur; Miss Hoffman to Phalera; Miss Kipp to Ali- 
garh; Dr. Draper to Sieng Iu; Dr. Parish to Mianila; and Miss 
Benthien returned to India; Miss Martin returned to China. 

These results are clearly attributable to the “Call to Pray- 
er,” which sounded through the Branch after the April Council 
of united, purposeful, effective Conference Secretaries had 
met and considered the need. Thus again and again was the 
faith that found expression in the Advance Movement of the 
early year, confirmed in the results of the closing year. 

While Northwestern Branch reports 2,307 organizations 
in the various conferences a net gain of 332, and 57,467 mem- 
bers, a net gain of 6,048 and corresponding gain in the period- 
icals, there seems some basis for the financial record for the 
year of $168,806.23, thie largest ever received. Yet, when large 
gifts of over $11,000 and bequests over $23,000 and Thank 
offering nearly $27,000 are taken out, when the soul stands bare

two new names are added to our lists, viz: Miss Mildred Si- 
monds, now on her way to Vikarabad, India, and Miss Elsie 
Reynolds, soon to leave for Jubbalpore. Our love and prayers 
are with our dear mariners. 

The press dispatches of the last days of February, bring- 
ing news of the riot in Nanchang, China, occasioned us much 
solicitude; Who shall estimate how much they meant to two 
homes in our midst where the aged parents of the Misses 
Ogborn and Newby scanned the daily columns for word from 
the disturbed city where daughter is? Very welcome was the 
reassuring message which included their names in the list of 
those who had escaped in safety to Kiu Kiang. We thank God 
for his protecting care of our precious missionaries, and re- 
joice that the property was spared and the school happily re- 
opened after a break of only a few weeks. 

Within the year four of our representatives have returned 
from the field, Misses Foster and Pyne on the physician’s order 
and Misses Rigby and Maskell greatly needing a period of 
respite from their exacting duties. , 

’ Miss Pyne is now in her new home in Kankakee, IIL, 
whither she has gone as Mrs. J. R. Berry. Our abiding grief 
is the lack of young women to supply the needy stations that 
plead in vain for reinforcements. We fear that we have too 
often overlooked the methiod prescribed by the Lord of the 


.plenteous harvests for securing the needed helpers—‘‘Pray ye.” 


We have this year suffered serious losses from the ranks 
of our officers. Mrs. Gatchel, Recording Secretary, Mrs. 
Fritz, Treasurer, Mrs. Long, Secretary of Northwest Iowa 
Conference and yet others whose valued services have been 
our enrichment in the past, have found it necessary to relin- 
puish their tasks, but they are with us still in fellowship and 
sympathy. 

We have for some time been aware of the fact that the 
work among our children was being neglected so we invited 
the attendance of the General Secretary, Mrs. Harrison, at 
cur annual mecting in the hope that she would set us in a 
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better way. It was greatly to our pleasure and profit that she 
could come, and we anticipate that the impetus she imparted 
will be sustained by a year and many years of fruitful effort. 

One year ago our President, Miss Pearson, completed 
twenty-five years of superb service to the Society, the first ten 
of which she spent as the secretary of Des Moines Conference 
and the remaining fifteen in the office she still holds. This year 
our Thank Offering of $17,000.00 was made in her honor and 
the building for the Orphanage in Thandaung, Burma, named 
for her, the Branch contributing $7,000.00 toward its erection 
supplementing the Government grant of nearly $9,000.00. 

Several years ago, this orphanage was removed from Ran- 
goon one hundred and sixty miles north, to this place in the 
mountains, once a military station. This beautiful region was 
to be the scene of an interesting experiment, that of teaching 
industry, honest, self-supporting, self-respecting industry. 
The hills of Thandaung were to be touched by a breath of the 
sturdy, self-helpful spirit of a sane Christian training. Indus- 
trial activities were to be the distinctive characteristics of the 
plan. The beneficiaries were to be taught to “labor, working 
with their hands the thing which is good.” The Government 
leased land to the mission. It is a place well worth being re- 
claimed from the wilderness and made to blossom. as the rose. 
Government is again bethinking itself of this beautiful moun- 
tain retreat and is putting in costly improvements, while com- 
mercial people of Rangoon are locating summer residences 
there. Our site is a fine eminence in this charming hill station, 
and commands a magnificent prospect. The building was occu- 
pied late in August. The foundation and first story are of 
stone, the second of durable wood. The form is that of a 
cross, one hundred and ten by one hundred and forty feet, 
each wing being fifty feet wide. 


This good home for the Oirphanage and Industrial school 
at Thandaung is the material suggestion of the more enduring 
memorial which the grace-inspired life of our honored leader 
has written upon a multitude of loving hearts. 
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At each annual meeting our President gives us a text for 
the ensuing ‘year. This year it is “Strong in faith giving 
glory to God.”

We shall continue to observe one day during the year for 
special prayer for the work both at home and on the field. 

We have had a notable increase in the number of sub- 
scribers for thie Missionary Friend, and also for the Children’s 
Friend. 

The Frauen-Missions-Freund, is read by a greater per 
cent of the workers amiong our German Sisters than any other 
Magazine in Methodism. 

Our Secretary of literature has been untiring in her efforts 
to promote the interests of the work. A memorial booklet of 
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Miss Anna Stone has just been published ‘and a Leaflet about 
Miss Iliene Tang is being prepared. 

Our sale of literature this year hias been greater than 
usual, proving that our women are reading and studying and 
thereby gaining in Missionary information. The Uited Study 
of Missions has been constantly growing in interest and help- 
fulness. The Study is almost indispensable. We know not 
how to get along without it. 

We were privileged to have Miss Prather with us ‘for 
field work. She rendered most efficient and valuable service 
in building up weak auxiliaries and discovering Missionary 
candidates, as well as getting fine collections. 

Miss Blackstock gave two months of very successful itin- 
erating and awakened increased interest in the new Japan. 

All our Missionaries are now, in their appointed fields of 
labor. Miss Blackmore of Malaysia asks for a furlough next 
year and will return to Australia for a year of rest among her 
own kindred. 


Among the new Missionaries is a (Norwegian-Danish) 
girl, Miss Louise Stixrud who has been appointed to the North 
District of the Philippines. 


Miss Alice Brethorst goes with Miss Manning of the 
Des Moines Branch to open a woman’s training school at Tsi- 
Choe, West China, and Miss Minnie L. Rank goes to Singa- 
pore, Malaysia, to re-inforce that growing field. 

The death angel has entered our ranks and taken one of 
our brightest and most effective workers, dear Anna Stone. 
The Woman’s Training school at Kiu Kiang, China, will be 
continued in her name, and will be a blessing to the women of 
China in training Messengers to carry the light into other 
homes. 

Our annual Branch meeting at Winona was full of inspir- 
ation from first to last. We were favored in having Mrs. 
Lucie F. Harrison with us the first evening and an hour the 
next morning. Interest in the childrens’ work has received an 
uplift and impetus which will be felt throughout the Branch. 

Mrs. Emma Nind Lacey brought the needs of China’s 
millions very vividly before our eyes, and Mrs. Guthrie from 
Hing Hua told of her work among the women, and their eag- 
erness to receive instruction. 
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Mrs. Homer C. Stuntz helped us to see the opportunities 
in the Philippines, and we were glad to have been among the 
first to answer their call for help. 

At the anniversary on Sunday evening Miss C. J. Illing- 
worth of Burma told in an interesting and helpful way about 
the India Jubilee. The hearts of the people were moved to 
give a sufficient sum in the Sunday collections to pay the out- 
going expenses of our little Chinese girl, one friend contribut- 
ing one hundred dollars for that purpose. 

We have a noble band of officers and Conference secretar- 
ies who, aided by a competent corps of District and Auxiliary 
officers are doing heroic service in making possible even great- 
er victories in the year upon which we will soon enter.

TOPEKA BRANCH. 


Progress is often best seen by comparison, Twenty-two 
years ago the 16th day of the present month, the first annual 
meeting of Topeka Branch convened in Salina, Kansas. Two 
weeks ago we came together in the same town for the twenty- 
third annual gathering. 

Few of those in attendance at that first meeting were 
present at the twenty-third, and had they been their rejoicing 
would have been great over the progress of the work. 

The reports of that first meeting gives one missionary on 
the field, a total of 176 organizations with 4,000 members, and 
receipts from all sources of $6,687.68. 

n these twenty-two years there has been a gain of 336 
organizations, 7,584 members and the receipts for the 23d 
year are $28,708.19 greater than those of the first. These 
results have not been brought about in a day but through the 
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years by earnest, faithful and continued effort of the conse- 
crated women scattered over the various States comprising To- 
peka Branch. 

We came to this 23d annual meeting glad to be able to 
say once again, “The best year in our history.” 

The treasurer’s report whichi is so largely the pulse of the 
organization, tells us the receipts are greater than’ for any 
previous twelve months. The year has been particularly fruit- 
ful in the number of young women offering themselves for 
service and within the next week there will sail from New 
York Miss May C. Widney, for Lucknow, India, Miss Lavinia 
E. Nelsen and Miss Lena C. Nelsen, North West India, Miss 
Judith Ericson, Bangalore, India. To ‘follow these shortly are 
Miss Phoebe James for Burma and Miss Gertrude Dreisbach 
to the Philippines. 

Nothing is more indicative of real missionary interest than 
the offering of these most precious of gifts. 

After a year and a half in the home land, Miss Livermore 
is preparing to return to her work in North West India. From 
scores of places there are those who bid her God speed because 
of the personal truth she has given and the interest created by 
her message. 

The second day after the adjournment of the General 
Executive Meeting in New York last November, to some of 
our Branch officers was given the opportunity of seeing a 
party of missionaries set sail, and in two of the number were 
they particularly interested, Miss Ary J. Holland for Bangalore 
and Mrs. Maud N. Turner, Sironcha. 

The long journey was accomplished in safety, both Miss 
Holland and Mrs. Turner reaching their respective fields in 
time to receive a joyful welcome at conference and then to go 
out to new and varied experiences. 

Several months since word came of the failure in health 
of Miss Winslow and shortly after that in accordance with ad- 
vice of physicians and missionaries, she was en route home. 
We are glad of the assurance that health and strength are 
returning and with the promise of continued activities for the 
Society which she is so worthy of representing. 

Miss Spaulding spent the first few weeks of the mission- 
ary year in South Kansas conference and then went to the 
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Pacific Branch where we have heard much of her successful 
work in behalf of the Philippines. 

The treasury has been enriched by the going home 
of one of God’s Saints, Mrs. Arvinia Marvin of Lawrence, 
Kansas, who bequeathed to the Society the sum of $1,200. 
Two others who for the present shall be nameless, in setting 
the house in order, and while yet upon earth, desire to hasten 
the coming of the Kingdom, have given one thousand each. 

The Christmas and Thank offerings have again been 
successful, the first bringing into the treasurey $1,000 for the 
Manila building and the latter arousing interest in Bangalore 
in addition to the contributions received in payment for the 
property. : 

The out-put of the Bureau of Supplies continues to in- 
crease both in books and leaflets. Twelve hundred and ninety 
six copies of Christus Liberator have been sold—a larger 
number than any previous Study book. 

Such is the record of the year, imperfectly told. That 
more has not been accomplished ; that we are unable to respond 
to many urgent appeals for money and missionaries is a con- 
tinual source of regret, yet the doxology is in our hearts for 
what has been done, believing it is the promise of the even 
greater things yet to be.

Our year closes with much rejoicing. Surely God has 
done for us exceeding abundantly above all that we asked or 
thought. 

Affter experiencing a disaster which in destructive power 
far surpassed the great fires of Chicago, Boston and Balti- 
more, the Charleston earthquake and the Galveston flood all 
ceeaned we naturally expected that the money required to 
support our work could not be paid. The love, loyalty 
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and devotion of our people to the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society we surely did not know for we come to the close 
of the year with nearly six thousand dollars more than we 
raised last year. While rejoicing, some of us feel humiliated 
as we think of our over concern as to meeting our appro- 
priations. How much better God is to us than our fears, for 
surely we recognize His loving care for this His work in 
that he has influenced those who could give the needed gold 
to do so. With courage will we all go forward 

The loving counsel and constant help of Mrs. O’Neal 
have been invaluable. Her devotion to the best interests of our 
work is unexcelled. We love her and hope that she may con- 
tinue to grow younger as she has seemed to do this year. 

Faithfully and with wonderful courage have all our 
officers worked in this our year of great calamity. 

Eight new auxiliaries have been organized, nine compan- 
ies of Standard Bearers and twelve societies of King’s Heralds, 
making in all twenty-nine new organizations while nearly 
three hundred new Little Light Bearers have been enrolled. 

A special feature of the children’s work has been the 
securing of eighteen Life Members. The presence and help of 
Mrs. Lucie F. Harrison for several months of the year was 
a real inspiration and delight to us all and we hail with glad- 
ness the information that she cannot resist the charms of 
California and so returns to us this fall. 

While Los Angeles has been the nominal Headquarters 
of our Branch, only this year have we succeeded in establishing 
a Literature and rest room in a central part of the city—this 
also without any draft -on our Treasury. By the kindness of 
Mr. Z. L. Parmelee we have had the free use of a large room 
and it has been completely furnished by gifts and loans of 
furniture from many friends. 

The sales of literature and supplies have increased as also 
have our number of subscribers to the Woman’s Missionary 
Friend and the Children’s Missionary Friend. 

Our work among young people shows substantial increase 
in the amount of money raised and the number of Standard 
Bearers has steadily grown. . 

Valuable assistance in Thank Offering services has been 
given by Miss Winifred Spaulding, Mrs. F. M. Sherman and 
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Rey. F. S$. Borton while at Branch and District meetings we 
have been greatly indebted to Mr. .Willim E. Blackstone of 
nes, Be now of Pasadena, Miss Pauline J. Walden, who 
spent her vacation days with us, Mrs. R. H. Pooley of Chicago 
and the Misses Abbott, Harvey and Organ in India. At the 
April Quarterly meeting, Mrs. Edwin H. Conger, wife of the 
former American Minister to China, gave a strong address 
on “Christian Missions in China.” 

Of our two new missionaries sent out this year, Miss 
Martha A. Drummer went to Africa to work with our Miss 
Susan Collins who has labored so long alone at Quessua, 
Angola. Miss Celesta Easton was sent to Gonda, India, where 
she is in charge of the girls’ school. 

After very effective itinerating service, Miss Charlotte T. 
Holman has returned to her work in India, sailing from Van- 
couver the first day of October. Miss Elizabeth Parkes of 
Manila is taking her furlough in England and Miss Ella M. 
Holbrook of Japan came to her California home on furlough 
in July and is with us at this meeting. 

Dr. Edna Beck and Miss Hart are still giving royal ser- 
vice in Rajputana, India. Money sent there for famine relief 
has been used to employ native Christians in building a sani- 
tarium for tubercular girls who may come from any of our 
schools in that Conference. Dr. Beck is in charge of this 
enterprise. Miss Hart is much encouraged in her school work, 
especially in her new normal department. 


Miss Marble is now in full charge of the eighty girls 
in our school at Meerut. She writes “My sense of India’s 
need increases daily.” 


The hospital in Chinkiang having been enlarged to admit 
of six more beds besides accomodation for several new girls 
who wish to take training as nurses, Dr. Gertrude Taft finds 
enlarged opportunity for usefulness. 

It is our purpose to send another missionary to Japan 


within a few months. 


Some generous gifts came from friends for application on 
our conditional appropriations, but excepting these we have 
hiad no large gifts, neither have we received anything from 
annuities. 
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Our Branch annual meeting held in Stockton, California, 
may well be characterized “The Doxology Convention,” for 
from first to last the dominant note was praise to our Father 
for the wonderful record of the year. 

Led by the gracious pastor and his wife, Dr. and Mrs. 
John Stephens, Stockton Methodism honored itself by the 
royal welcome and entertainment furnished the convention. 
Inspiring addresses were given by several returned mission- 
aries, including our own Dr. George B. Smythe of Berkley, 
California, Mrs. Yiounglove of India, Mrs, Sherman of Korea, 
and our own Miss Ella Holbrook of Japan added much of 
interest and inspiration to the meeting. 

An invitation was accepted to hold the next annual meet- 
ing in First Church, Pasadena, California,

COLUMBIA RIVER BRANCH. 

The fourteenth year of Columbia River Branch was 
closed under sore bereavement. For the second time in our 
brief history has the dread messenger we call “Death” suddenly 
summoned hence one of our Branch officers. In 1903, our 
President, Mrs. Cranston, went up the shining way; at the 
dawning of an August sabbath morning of this year, our 
Treasurer, Mrs. Mary E. Whitney, passed into the ineffable 
light. On the human side this loss seems irreparable. A 
leader of such strong personality, broad sympathies and devo- 
tion to the Master’s cause, would be greatly missed from any 
Branch—infinitely more when workers are so few and need 
so urgent. But, thanks be to God that in our sorrow this 
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heavenly message, “Fear thou not, for I am with thee,” 
which was her stay during her hours of trial, and that coun- 
terpart from the lips of our Lord, “Let not your heart be 
troubled,” have brought quieting assurance for the days to 
come. 

It is worthy of note that no confusion has arisen in the 
accounts of our treasury. The work which Mrs, Whitney 
held as a God-given trust was taken up and carried without 
break to the close of the year by the dear children who had 
been one with her through the eight years of her stewardship. 
The situation is unique which affords us a son—the honored 
principal of a large city school—ready to add to his day’s 
work nights of toil for the preparation of the financial report, 
and also a capable, consecrated daughter willing to succeed her 
mother in the treasurer’s responsible office. 

The increase in the receipts of the year is the largest of 
our history, being more than one third larger than the 
amount received the preceding year. Of this $1,000 was a 
special gift for investment in mission property under the plan 
which provides for the perpetual support of a Bible-woman in 
India. It also includes our first gift subject to annuity, re- 
ceived from a widow who had gathered by self-denying toil 
$100 for the Master’s cause. 

Advance has been made in organization, accomplished 
mostly without outside aid. In one small church the pastor 
closed a missionary sermon with an invitation to those inter- 
ested in the formation of an auxiliary of the society to meet 
him at the altar, and twenty-five responded, seven of whom 
were men. 

One new district organization was effected under pro- 
mising conditions. 

It was our pleasure to welcome our General Secretary of 
Children’s Work, Mrs. Lucie F. Harrison, for a brief tarrying 
as she passed home-ward after her winter’s sojourn in Cali- 
fornia. The district meetings were arranged with reference 
to her coming, at two of which the members attested their 
appreciation of her sunny presence by pledging life member- 
ship for twelve Little Light Bearers. 

The turn of “the great itinerant wheel” has most unex- 
pectedly brought into our territory from far Minnesota Mrs. 
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Andrew Farrell, the efficient secretary of Swedish work. 
Our Mrs. Whitney’s last public service was for the Swedish 
sisters at Mrs. Farrell’s request. 


Our annual meeting was held at Walla Walla, in Wilbur 
Memorial Church, which perpetuates the name of one of the 
pioneer fathers who laid the foundations of Christian Civi- 
lization in our Western empire. 


The spirit of the session was in fine accord with the brave 
and earnest purpose of that earlier period. 

This was especially noticed in the consideration of the 
appropriations for the coming year, where the Branch Secre- 
tary was authorized to make an advance of $1,500. 


We were favored with the presence of Mrs. Wilma 
Rouse Keene, whom we now claim as ours, Mrs. George Guth- 
rie of India, and Rev. Mr. Van Dyke of Malaysia—an un- 
usually large number of missionaries for Columbia River. 

The sabbath morning offering was augmented by ten life 
memberships, eight of which are for Little Light Bearers or 
King’s Heralds. 


The watchword for the coming year is “One eae 
per cent advance in membership,” adopted after earnest dis- 
cussion and with increasing confidence for its accomplish- 
ment.

TREASURER’S REPORT. 
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GERMAN WORK. 

Our hearts are filled with joy and gratitude because of the 
advance shown by our German Work during the past vear. 
The hand of God has been manifest. 

Local conditions in several conferences were such as to 
make us feel that a decrease was unavoidable; great was the 
surprise when each of these same conferences reported in- 
creases. Some of us marveled; we could not understand how 
it was done, certainly not by human agencies, God himself 
must have moved the hearts. To Him we give all the praise. 

One Conference which, because of a legacy, had an un- 
usually large income the year before, has of coure a decrease 
from this, but still an increase over the receipts from regular 
sources. One other, the North Germany Conference, shows 
a very slight decrease. We can scarcely appreciate the diff- 
culties under which the work of the gathering of contributions 
for the W.. F. M. S. in Europe is carried on. Our church mem- 
bership there consists of the poor, these, coming from the State 
Church, where they are not called on to support the local 
church, must now support their own local church besides: con- 
tributing to benevolences, all from their poverty. 

We have a number of new auxiliaries. One of our weak- 
est conferences, where but little had been done has increased 
the auxiliaries by 90 per cent, and the membership by 60 per 
cent; another shows an increase of almost 50 per cent. While 
we find that it is not so easy to organize new societies we are 
glad to say that we do not often lose an old one. Much might 
be done however in the way of organizing new societies if we 
had some returned missionaries who could speak German, to 
visit the congregations in the country districts of some of 
our conferences. 

Our work among the young people does not show for 
as much as it really is, since in some places young and old work 
together in the same auxiliary, while in other instances so- 
cieties consisting entirely of young ladies are organized as 
regular auxiliaries and reported as such. Only one conference, 
the Northwestern, has done really aggressive work in organ 
izing the young people as Standard Bearers in a considerable 
number. Ole great difficulty lies in the fact that we cannot 
organize enough of our young people in the fractional part of 
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a conference lying in one Branch to enable them to assume 
the support of a missionary, Branch lines interfere, so that 
only in very few-instances could we unite a whole conference. 
We have tried to have them take part in the support of a 
missionary supportd by the nearest English conference, but 
for some reason or other this has not been successful. 


Childrens’ work is just in its beginning. Pastor’s classes 
for children are found in almost all of our German congre- 
gations, Junior leagues in many, our Sunday Schools are as a 
rule very active in the support of the Missionary Society, so 
that it has not been easy to organize Kings Heralds Bands, 
but we do have quite a number and about 1,000 subscribers 
to the Children’s Missionary Friend are reported. 


Year by year more Special Work is being taken up, much 
of this by individuals, Eqworth Leagues, Junior Leagues, etc., 
this we always feel is a real gain as this money would other- 
wise seldom if ever find its way into our treasury. These pa- 
trons however are usually even more insistent about receiving 
letters from their proteges than the auxiliaries. If we could but 
have patrons letters more regularly we could hold patrons 
whom we now lose simply because they do not hear from their 
protege. 

Handicapped as we are in the department of German 
literature, we have issued more, and our sales have been larger, 
than in any previous year. The little booklet on Africa, a 
translation, in abbreviated form, of Christus Liberator, met 
with very good reception, almost the entire edition of 1,500 
having been sold. An India Jubilee Program was published, 
a Standard Bearer Leaflet, reprints of four former publications 
and 4,000 copies of our Annual Report, total of 227,500 pages. 
It being customary for missionary. societies in Germany, and 
more especially in Switzerland, to furnish every donor with 
a free copy of the report of the society we are obliged to send 
a large number of annual reports for which we receive no pay. 
This makes it very difficult for us to carry our literture de- 
partment without either calling for a grant from the Publish- 
ing Funds in Boston or having a deficit to report. We are 
glad that for some years we have been able to avoid both of 
these. 
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We rejoice over the increased subscription lists of the 
Frauen Missions Freund. May we soon be able to report 5,000. 

When the decision of the last General Executive Meet- 
ing, refusing the formation of a German Branch became 
known, protests from all directions came in. From one 
source the request was put, and very pertinently, why a vote 
of 82 per cent. of the membership of our auxiliaries and 75 
per cent. of our German ministers should be disregarded in 
deciding this question. Despite the severe disappointment to 
cotatl have, so far as we know, stood loyally by the Wo- 
man’s Foreign Misionary Society even though she did not 
see fit to give us that which so large a majority believed would 
be a benefit to our cause. An earnest protest has, however, 
come from some of our most devoted workers against the pro- 
posed change of constitution which would put those confer- 
ences which lie in two or more Branches into that Branch in 
which the larger part of its territory lies. 

We are very glad to have the papers of a candidate to 
present this fall, who came from our work in Europe to this 
country, for the purpose of preparing herself for the foreign 
work. While we ask for no favors because of language or 
nationality, we must emphasize the fact that nothing will help 
more to enthuse our German sisters, both here and in Europe, 
for our work than the sending out of some of their number. 

With gratitude to God for his help in the past, we go 
forward, trusting Him to further bless and prosper our work 
and to bring to) pass those things that shall help our German 
sisters to do more for the advancement of His Kingdom than 


they have done before.

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SCANDINAVIAN WORK. 


We have been connected with the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary work five years, and begin to feel at home as well as 
very much interested. During this time we have advanced 
a little every year, especially in contributions in money. The 
young people in our Epworth Leagues have taken a marked 
interest in scholarship and special work. This year $262.50 
has been given to scholarships, an increase of $197.50 over 
last year. For special work in Pakur to furnish some rooms 
in the new building the Central Conference has given $200.00, 
California District $55.50, Northern Conference $7.88, West- 
ern Conference $43.55, Eastern Conference $22.00. A few 
Standard Bearers Societies have been added this year and one 
Kings Herald Society is reported from Minneapolis First 
Church, 

The secretaries for Western Conference Branch report the 
largest increase for the year, they have paid to Topeka Branch 
$768.30, an increase of $255.40 over last year, paid to Des 
Moines Branch $235.45, an increase of $37.35, making the 
total for that Conference $1,003.75. 

The secretaries in all the Conferences have worked hard 
with one desire to prompt, the interests of the organizations 
under their care and report some increase in contributions every- 
where and we have succeeded above expectations. Receipts 
for the year is $3,922.37 an increase above last year of $690.40 
Surely we ought to feel thankful to our dear Master for his 
goodness and continue joyfully in this work. 

We have published this year 3,500 copies of the Annual 
report and two leaflets 2,500 copies of each, report blanks and 
receipt cards. These have been printed in Chicago and Mrs. 
Henschen has looked after the work. We have spent on 
literature $120.00 and realized from sale of annual report 
$50.00. I know that quite a number of subscribers of Woman’s 
Missionary Friend is scattered about in the different societies 
but the secretaries do not report the numbers. Western Con- 
ference report receipts for English literature sold $36.00. 

Our editor, Mrs. Henschen, has made the columns in 
our Church paper very interesting as well as a help to the 
work. Our missionaries in the field have written letters de- 
scribing people and places and their work. These letters have 
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been published in the paper and have been an inspiration to 
our societies. As the work grows in members and interest 
year by year it seems to me that it will be necessary to estab- 
lish a depot of supplies for our literature somewhere, with 
someone in charge to better care for our publishing interests. 
Up to date I have looked) after it but it is much work for the 
secretary to have this care. Last Spring when I moved to 
Seattle I sent the supplies to Chicago and thie Conference Sec- 
retary looked after and Chicago would be the most central 
place for such depot of supplies. The Societies could then 
send for what they wanted and pay for same and thereby 
defray expenses. It would encourage the work among our 
people if some visiting missionary or good speaker could visit 
different parts of the country and hold meetings. 

| have organized three auxiliaries since I came to Seattle 
in Portland, our minister’s wife has organized and there they 
have the largest membership. We have on the district four 
auxiliaries with over 50 members, but as it was late in the year 
[ have not asked for dues this year. They will all be counted 
next year when I hope more have joined us. 

On account of our removal to Seattle, Wash., I am so far 
from our people that I must give up this work, although I do 
it with deep regret. I’rom the beginning I have felt a deep 
interst in the work. May God bless and greatly prosper the 
Swedish Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in the future 
as in the past.

Scholars of the foremost rank tell us that after a careful 
and scientific study of child life it has been revealed that the 
ys important part has passed before the child is five years 
old. 

This exalts the place of parents as educators, showing 
their great responsibilty in shaping the destinies of their chil- 
dren and dignifies the Little Light Bearer work showing its 
value and power. 

In accordance with the spirit of the age thoughtful parents 
everywhere are welcoming the Little Light Bearer plan and 
the Kings Heralds as well. 

Auxiliaries are recognizing their responsibility to a greater 
extent and the number of Little Light Bearers and Kings 
Heralds is increasing. 

The time has come when the presentation of children’s 
work meets with a sympathetic hearing everywhere. The 
blessed Christ spirit is working in hearts preparing the way. 

As circumstances have occasioned the journeying of your 
Secretary during the year from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and back and half way across again ample opportunities have 
been afforded to prove the readiness of the people to listen 
to one who champions the cause of the children. Taking ad- 
vantage of each occasion as it presented itself I have met 
with our workers face to face, in seven of our eleven Branches, 
recently visiting four of our Branch Annual Meetings in one 
week. 
An outline of work done in the several Branches is as 
follows : : 

In New England Branch I spoke at two district meetings, 
two Camp meetings and in six local churches. New England 
still compares well with her sister Branches in Children’s work. 

In the Northwestern I spoke in four local churches, met 
the Branch officers early in the year at the hospitable home 
of the Branch Superitendent and later addressed the Branch 
Annual meeting. 
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With their magnificent leader, Northwestern Branch can 
but stand in the front ranks in children’s work.

In Des Moines Branch I spoke at a Sunday morning con- 
gregation and a children’s meeting at Denison Iowa, and at 
the Branch Annual meeting on Saturday and to the children 
on Sunday. : 

This splendid Branch has’ for the first time secured a 
Branch Superintendent. She is a God-given prize full of en- 
thusiasm and zeal. I expect great things now of Des Moines 
Branch, and you will not be disappointed. 

In Topeka Branch I spoke at a mass meeting of children 
that filled one of Denver’s large churches and also attended 
a delightful reception and worker’s conference in the same city. 

Addressed a Standard Bearers meeting and a Sunday 
evening congregation in Canon City, Colo., and recently an 
axiliary meeting in Lincoln, Neb. 

In Pacific Branch I lived for five months with these peo- 
ple who have made such a noble record. I know full well 
their bravery, loyalty, and true worth. I had many opportuni- 
ties for Quarterly Meetings, District Meetings and addresses 
in local churches. 

In Columbia River Branch I spoke at three District Meet- 
_ ings, one group meeting and reception and gave ten addresses 
in local churches, I spent three happy busy weeks in this 
charming country with these delightful workers.

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BRANCH SUPERINTENDENTS. 


In response to letters of inquiry regarding methods used 
by the superintendents for the advancement of the work and 
other questions we learn that six have prepared and sent out 
circular letters all but possibly one or two furnish some free 
literature with which to work, and at least seven make an 
appropriation for the use of the Superintendent. 

While so many of the branches are advancing all must 
rejoice in the achievements won by our Cincinnati Branch. 
They have made the greatest strides partly because of the great 
room for improvement but mainly because of. the untiring 
efforts of their new and gifted superintendent and the hearty 
cooperation of the officers and leaders in the Branch. 

Mrs. Fisher, the Superintendent, has sent out circulars 
six times during the year to secretaries, leaders and Kings 
Heralds has issued the printed leaflets, made four addresses and 
written a new Kings Heralds Processional. 

Mrs. Whitcomb of the Northwestern Branch has issued 
a carefully prepared statistical table giving the names of the 
67 District Superintendents and containing also pictures of 
all their life members arranged artistically in a group. 

All our Branches have now Superintendents excepting the 
Pacific Branch which has the complete list of District and Con- 
ference Secretaries ably filled, a head, however, ‘is. needed in 
every Branch to unite the work. 


CHILDREN’S MISSIONARIES. 


Six of the Branches have now children’s missionaries. 

Pacific Branch chose one the past year and issued cards 
with a picture of the missionary and a brief sketch also stars 
to keep a record of dues and of the Dollar Brigade Member- 
ship. A good plan to follow as it helps to enlist the children. 

One proof of the growing interest has been the increased 
correspondence. Hundreds of letters of inquiry and also re- 
ports of successful Kings Heralds or fuittle Light Bearers and 
of delightful occasions of various kinds. It is a pleasure to put 
these accounts in the little paper and a great discipline to be 
obliged to leave out so much of interest owing to a lack of 
souenit 
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I would suggest that the Branch Superintendents use 
more generally the columns of their Branch Quarterly in tell- 
ing of their successes and methods for the benefit of leaders. 


REPORTING. 


There is no uniform system of reporting throughout the 
Branches. I would suggest that on the auxiliary blanks pro- 
vision be made for the reporting of children’s work and that 
the corresponding secretary of the auxiliary secure personally 
these statistics to be passed on in the regular chanels to the 
Home and Branch Secretary. 

Then I would have children’s blanks asking for a more 
detailed report, which the Corresponding Secretary of thle 
band may use in reporting to the District Superintendents and 
along the line of Superintendents up to the Branch Superin- 
tendents, if such officers exist—-otherwise to go through the 
regular line of Secretaries up to the Branch Superintendent. 


LIFE MEMBERSHIPS. 


Our interest in life membership continues to increase. 
There is no doubt that our little paper has done much toward 
fanning the flame. In the past four years 308 pictures have 
appeared on its pages, Northwestern leads with 87. New 
England 63, New York 44, Philadelphia 31, Columbia river 
20, Minneapolis 18, Cincinnati 14, Pacific 12, Baltimore 8, 
Topeka 7, Des Moines 4. 

Des Moines Branch awoke at Branch meeting and redeem- 
ed itself by making 26 life memberships in one meeting, an un- 
paralleled feat, and our baby Columbia River Branch after 
making six life members at its last two district meetings con- 
tinued the good work by making 8 more at their annual meet- 
ing. The Topeka and Minneapolis Branch annuals and the 
Santa Anna and Ontario district meetings in the Pacific 
Branch also remembered the children making four life members 
each. 

Our life memberships in the past four years have aggre- 
gated over $5,000, many not appearing in the paper. This 
however is a small item when we consider the added interest 
this has brought to many homes, and to the hearts of many 
children. It has also lent an added charm to the little paper.

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THANK OFFERING. 


Our children will always have a special interest in the 
Don Tarbox memorial day school at Aizawa, our thank offer- 
ing, a third edition of the little letter was needed to meet the 
demand. These were generally furnished free by the Branches. 

The object given us for this year is a share in an indus- 
trial school in Mexico. Thank offering letters have been pre- 
pared for this much desired work which will prove attractive 
to the children,

The Folios deserve special mention this year. You are 
invited to examine them. 
Three hundred and fifty-five new organizations have been 


reported. 
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We have asked the districts for an average of ten: Little 
Light Bearers to an auxiliary. This would give us 40,000 
and we ought to have them. 

We also asked for a club of at least ten subscribers to 
our charming little paper. 


CIRCULARS. 


At the first of the year a sufficient number of circulars were 
printed and sent to Branch Superintendents to supply each - 
auxiliary. These were designed to make plain the aim which 
had been set before the churches and to help District Secre- 
taries or Superintendents in presenting the ‘plan. These 
circulars were to be returned to the District Scretary or Sup- 
erintendent. Most Branches paid the cost of the circulars. 

While we have abundant proof that these circulars incite 
many auxiliaries to new effort yet it has so far seemed impos- 
sible to find any district where every auxiliary came up to the 
mark. 

While we still wait and hope for the ideal district, -we 
will this year set a standard for the auxiliaries which, while 
it will not be easy will be something which an auxiliary large 
or small can reach by making the effort and thus be placed 
on the Honor Roll. 


THE AIM.

1. A supervisor of child’s work in every auxiliary. 

2. A Kings Heralds band.

Two women at the Illinois State 
Epworth League meeting, teachers in high schools, in an in- 
terview acknowledged the claim of the mission field upon 
them, others are in college, while others hope to enter the 
beautiful life of devotion and study at our own Folts Mission 
Institute. Visits to the colleges only make more apparent the 
need of acquainting our college women with the purpose and 
methods and plans of our Woman‘s Society work. Such a 
dearth of information concerning our work obtains among 
these eager hearted, well prepared young women who would 
become our representatives did they know of the scope and 
purpose of our work and how to make application to the 
authorities of our work, 


GIFTS. 

The largest single gift it has been our privilege to secure 
was a $4,000 gift three years ago for the General Board Work 
in Korea for the training of our native workers. A depart- 
ment for the training of our Bible-women will be established. 
Thus indirectly it aids our work though we have no financial 
obligation, one one-hundred dollar gift becomes an annual gift 
for the coming five years. Two five hundred dollar gifts have 
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been given this year, in addition to other gifts and pledges. 

e service of the year has been a privilege. Especial 
mention should be made of the assistance of conference and 
district secretaries and others who have aided in the work of 
the year. The Chairman of the Field work Committee has 
been most faithful in seeking to make the work of the Field 
Secretary effective. 

Some 12,000 miles have been traversed.

FOLTS MISSION INSTITUTE. 

The year of 1905 and 1906 has been a most blessed year in 
the Institute. The average attendance has been larger than 
ever before. Sixteen young women graduated from the school 
in June, ten with diplomas and six with certificates. Three 
are already in the foreign field, Emily Irene Haynes, Pyeng 
Yang, Korea, Miss Harriet A. Holland, Kolar, India, and 
Miss Corlotta Hoffman, Phalera, India. More are to go 
during the year. 

The new year opens with a large attendance and several 
more are to enter in January. 

A new venture has been made in the publication of a 
school paper known as The Folts Institute Record. Through 
its columns we hope to keep in closer touch with the earnest 
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workers of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, young 
women who are to take their places on the field, and with the 
graduates of the school, besides making many new friends for 
the school. 


The field secretary who was elected to work in the interest 
of the school will not be able to serve in that capacity. For 
this reason we need the hearty co-operation of every member 
of the Society. The Permanent Fund amounts now to about 
$6,000, but it should be much larger. 

The new Constitution adopted by the Board of Directors 
in June, 1906, provides that the Directors shall be nominated 
by the General Executive Committee and recommends that 
at least one Director in-each class shall be a Corresponding 
Secretary of the Society. This places the Institute more direct- 
ly under the control of the Society. 

The increasing demand for college women in the work of 
the foreign field gives Folts Institute a larger place than 
ever before, as its course of study is particularly adapted to 
women of that rank. It is urged that a special effort be made 
to send college women to the school for at least one year and 
that scholarships be secured for the same. 

The foreign students enrolled this year are Dagney Olsen, 
Norway; Mary Carleton, China; Mary Sah, Korea; Hedburg 
Altman, Germany; Lanoma Edmead, British West Indies ; 
Faruto Tomi, Japan; Krupabai and Mary Chowey, India.

The prayers which have gone up for the outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit as the seal of God’s approval of the work accomplished in these 
fifty years have been answered, and all over India wonderful revivals 
have occurred, which have grown and spread until now, as the time of 
the Jubilee celebration draws near, the shout of victory ascends as one 
voice, which echoes and re-echoes from one end of India to the other. 

GARWAL DISTRICT—This is a mountain district, far away from 
the greater civilization of the plains. The work reaches thousands of 
needy people, and thirty years of ploughing and sowing is bringing a 
harvest better and surer every year. Mrs. Messmore, in charge of the 
work, writes: 


“T went to one of the out-stations where I saw many Hindu temples, 
and was not surprised that these worshipers hold to their false gods, for 
they have reminders on every side before their eyes always; and the con- 
trast almost broke my heart, for we have not one Christian church in 
all Garwahl. The great revival has found an echo here, and many have 
confessed to receiving new life and new light. From all the out-stations 
the good news comes that God’s blessing is resting upon the work in a 
very wonderful manner.” 
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PAURI—In the Girls’ Orphanage and Boarding School Miss Wil- 
son has had a good year. ‘The girls have improved in many ways, and 
have manifested it by their constant good-will and industrious ways, 
their earnestness and good fellowship among one another. Both pupils 
and teachers have done more thorough work. Three of the girls are 
studying medicine at Ludiana, and a former pupil, who took a nurse’s 
training course some years ago, has been assisting in the work, and 

roven very helpful. Four of the girls are in the Muttra Training 

hool, training for Bible-women. ‘The girls, for two months or more, 
are busy in the fields. This and other outdoor work has proven very 
beneficial. A large number have united with the church this year. 


BAREILLY-KUMAON DISTRICT—Naini Tal—This is Welles- 
ley’s Silver Anniversary. This is a High school for English girls, 
which was opened twenty-five years ago by Miss Knowles, who had six 
years of hard work. Miss Easton followed her and for years was 
alone. Since that time Miss Sellers has shared the work and responsi- 


. bility; and two years ago Miss Waugh was sent to assist them. By the 


time the twenty-five years are rounded out Miss Easton hopes to have 
the school affiliated with the University and become a College. For 
three successive years Miss Sellers sent up seven girls for the F. A. 
examination, which comes at the close of the second College year, and 
all have passed. When they become afiiliated, a full College course 
will be established. All the needed expenses are to be met without 
asking the Society for an appropriation. When these English schools 
were started, years ago, it was expected all would be self-supporting, 
but Wellesley is the only one tnat has been so, and those who know 
Miss Easton’s wonderful financial abilities can understand why this 
school is an exception. ‘This year has been a hard one for Miss Sellers, 
because of an epidemic of measles in the school, and the continued ill- 
ness of Miss Easton; but she has not allowed the work to suffer, and 
the school has continued its usual fine record. Native Work—The 
schools for the native girls have been well attended, one having as 
many as eighty enrolled. All attend the general Sunday school and 
many received prizes for learning the Golden Texts for the year. 
Many of the zenanas and Christian homes have been visited by the 
Bible-readers, and work has been done in Bharbar and Terai by two 
of the teachers during the winter months. It has been difficult to secure 
teachers and Bible-readers for the work. The girls in the schools are 
interesting and bright, and have really done well in their school work. 
Most of them, of course, are in the First Reader, but they get so they 
can read very well before they are obliged to leave school on account 


of their marriage. 


DWARAHAT—Here we have a Girls’ Boarding School, and an 
interesting District work, with no other Mission helping. The death 
of Miss Seymour was a great loss to the school. There were twenty- 
four girls enrolled last year. A number of the girls have been married, 
and two are now teaching in the school, while one is in Agra studying 
in the Med aan ae The Bible-women have worked faithfully, al- 
though, in n of their homes, there has been sorrow and affliction. 
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PLITHORAGARH—Evangelistic and Village Work—Miss Budden, 
with her assistant and Bible-readers, visited 353 villages during the 
year, spe nding nearly five months in their moving tents, traveling dur- 
ing one itinerary B13 miles along the straight road, God's care of 
them, day and night, was marvelous. ‘The use of the magic lantern 
was the means of attracting and presenting the Gospel to thousands 
of people, The Training School gives the pupils thorough instruction, 
which fits them for the work in the mountain districts. There were 
five teachers this year, and an enrollment of forty pupils, thirty of 
whom remained until the close of the term, Of these, four were young 
men who work in the District. Several of the girls are taking a course 
in the Muttra Training School, and are showing deep spiritual develop- 
ment, The sewing classes and village schools have been kept up as 
usual, The work among the women grows steadily, and now there are 
nearly one hundred pupils among them, thirty of whom are reading 
the Gospels for themselves, ‘Truly, God's blessing is resting upon this 
work, for, with a band of thirty-two Bible-readers and nine Training 
School pupils, only one has proven a failure. Jnstttutional Work— 
Miss Sullivan reports a year of prosperity, and the evidences of God's 
presence, With a full corps of capable and consecrated assistants, the 
work has moved on smoothly, ‘The rice harvest has been better than 
for many years. An unusual number of women have been in the Home 
this year, For a time there were eighty. Some have gone out—one 
went to her Christian husband, two decided they did not want to be 
good and become Christians, two entered Miss Budden’s school, so there 
are now seventy-four in the Home, quite a large proportion of whom 
are young and bright, but, being childless, were deserted by their hus- 
bands, ‘There were an unusual number of little girls in the school last 
year who came out of heathenism., Several came with their mothers, 
who are now in the Home, There are two motherless little girl babies, 
not wanted in their home because they ni supposed to be the children 
of ill-fortune, having caused the mother’s death. Méedical Work—Miss 
Sullivan writes: i 

“The special blessing this year is the coming of Dr, Tuttle. She is 
so genial and cheery; and such a capable physician that we count our- 
selves greatly blessed in her coming. She has already, an te wns months, 
treated over 8,700 patients, many of them having come fi or twenty 
miles, She has opened several small dispensaries in the pn AeA is, 
she has put the simple remedies into the hands of several of our preachers 
and taught them to Nes eee them, Im this locality the people are such 
devil-worshipers, and all sickness or loss means the anger of the devil, 
who must be appeased in some way, so the christian doctor, Sekey — 
in, and, with medical skill, ace omplishes what all their idolatry has 
unable to bring about, gives glory to Christ’s name, and an Inalsputable 
testimony to His power; hence, we feel medical mission work has a strong 


call in this locality for this reason, as well as that we are five pad jour- 
ney from the nearest place where a doctor is to be found.” 


BHOT—In most of the Mission schools in India a Missionary 
Society is organized and carried on by the pupils themselves. Many of 
these societies give their contributions to the work in Bhot, upon the 
border of Tibet. Tibet is still practically closed to Europeans so far 
as the government is concerned, but it is quite open as far as the people 
are concerned, and the missionary is accorded a friendly reception 


° . 
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everywhere. Miss Mary Reed spent some time with Miss Brown, at 
Bhot, during Dr. Sheldon’s absence, helping her with the teaching and 
attending to repairs. Two women are employed to teach the Christian 
women and children. Because of the sensual customs, the Ramang 
and drink, these Bhotiyas are hard to reach. Being traders, money is 
their god. Although they are not Hindus, and, therefore, not caste 
people, they do observe caste, and the caste-barrier is about as great a 
hindrance as their sensual customs. While they are not Hindus, they 
become quite indignant if told so. The missionaries are hopeful that 
the time will not be long before they shall see some fruit from among 
these Bhotiyas. 


_ BAREILLY—The last census taken of Bareilly showed a popula- 
tion of 1,031,208. The work in the villages around Bareilly is largely 
among the low caste people, who are very poor and ignorant, and feel 


they cannot spare their children to send them away to school, but are: 


anxious to have them taught at home by the Bible-readers, who go from 
village to village. There are no schools for high caste Hindu girls in 
these villages, although the government maintains thriving schools for 
the high caste boys. While camping among the people a while this 
ee! the workers have come in closer touch and sympathy with them. 
n the city we have many departments of work. ‘The Zenana work is 
showing splendid results in the conversion of Hindu and Mohammedan 
women, who are living the Christ-life in their homes. Mrs. Tucker 
tells of entering a Hindu house where several women had gathered to 
worship a needle which had been used to pierce their children’s ears. 
She says: “I have been in the work for thirty years, but have never 
heard of, nor seen, such idolatry; yet we are not discouraged, but have 
cause to thank God for many who have given up their idols to live for 
and worship the true God. A missionary is needed for the village and 
city work. The Medical Commission last year authorized the estab- 
lishment of the Elementary Medical Class, which has been organized, 
and buildings and apparatus are needed. Orphanage—Mrs. Chew has 
had charge of this work for several years, and, after ten years of hard 
work, must take a furlough, which will leave this responsible place un- 


- provided for. The head mistress is from Lal Bagh, where she has 


given fourteen years of faithful and efficient service as a teacher. All 
the teachers are real helpmeets—conscientious in the least duty and 
ready to lend a hand to whatever there is to be done for the girls, or 
in the Home. Last year six girls were sent up for the government ex- 
amination and all passed. Four of the six are studying in the High 
School, and two have gone out as teachers. This year twelve were 
sent up, and it is expected they will do as well as those last year. The 
girls in the Training School are doing good work, and the improve- 
ment over last year is quite marked. The Christian young men are 
still fsa Me to the Orphanage for their wives, for they know the 
influence and training of the place.” 


MISSION ZENANA HOSPITAL—Dr. Lewis reports: 


Our work has been of great interest during the year, the attendance 
e nsary varying with time and season from 40 to 150 daily. 
has done good work. Tracts have been distributed, as 
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well as song-books and Bibles. Our operative work has been especially 
interesting. Quite a number of very serious obstetrical cases have been 
saved, representing the most difficult of all our operative work. One 
school girl, after months of treatment in a government hospital, was sent 
to us, as incurable, to have her leg amputated, and we have sent her 
home perfectly well, her leg saved. A similar case, with a diseased hand, 
sent with the idea that amputation was the only resort, will soon be 
ready to go home with a strong, healthy hand to use in His service. 
Another hand was saved by sacrificing a part of a thumb after months 
of disability. A few dislocations have been reduced and bones set. One. 
dear old Mohammedan woman, who had been entirely blind for more 
than a year, has received her sight by an operation for cataracts. Her 
spiritual eyes also have been opened, and her baptism was one of our 
encouragements. this year. Many really serious operations have been 
performed, usually successfully, although: the condition of our operating 
room would seem to forbid any form of surgery, having a plaster and 
cement floor, constantly throwing up dust; a tiled roof, with a ceiling 
cloth stretched below, which partially prevents the falling of dust from 
the roof, but is in itself a dirty thing. The only light for operating comes 
from a small window to the north. Many cases have been’ refused be- 
‘cause of having no room that can be made asceptic. The total number 
of persons treated this year was 12,754; total treatments, 24,110; opera- 
tions performed, 317; amount of fees and donations, $347.34.” 


Woman's Training School—During the year forty-six women, in- 
cluding pupil teachers, have been on the rolls, the number of women 
always depending on the number of married students in the Seminary. 
Of these women, eleven are studying the preparatory course; five who 
have passed the entire four years’ course have béen studying the Bible 
and teaching. Some of the women who have never had other school 
privileges have shown great aptitude and made good progress. One 
of the women, who took leave for several months because of ill-health, 
kept on with her studies and passed in all of them—the best candidate 
of all in her own home. District Conference Examination—All of the 
women have their household cares, and, usually, many little ones to 
tend, yet all have made progress. They have listened to lectures this 
year on “Care of Babies” “Children’s Diseases,” “Contagious Diseases,” 
etc. The kindergarten department has been a great boon to the chil- 
dren and their student mothers. The spiritual life of the school has 
been deepened, and during the special meetings a number were greatly 
blessed. E 

SHAH JAHANPUR—The Bidwell Memorial School, in charge of 
Miss English since Miss Organ’s return to America, is a boarding 
school for the girls of our Christian teachers, preachers, servants and 
farmers. One hundred girls were cared for last year and one higher 
grade taught in the school. For several years the girls nave earned 
their missionary money by the sale of crochet lace and drawn thread 
work, and this year an extra effort will be made to earn their Jubilee 
offering as well. Many of the girls have surrendered to Christ this 
year, and are earnest in their endeavors to live a Christian life and lead 
others to Him. City and Village Work—There has been an increase in 
the number of zenanas visited, and Bibles and hymn books have been 
sold to the women whom the Bible-readers visit, and they are learning 
to read the Bible. There are four Hindu Girls’ schools, which are 
visited by the Bible-readers every day, when the girls are taught Scrip- 
ture verses, Catechism and the Sunday school lesson. Sunday schools 
are held every Sabbath. Several villages have been visited, and the 


ee 
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people listened gladly to the massage. The Home for Homeless 
Women. has seventeen women enrolled, who rceive religious instruction 
every day, and are making commendable progress. Circuit Work—_ 
Fifty Christian families have been visited and 109 women and girls” 
taught and helped in their Christian lives. A Training School for vil- 
lage workers was opened and women from various villages in the Dis- 
trict have taken great interest in the work, thoroughly appreciating the 
opportunities given them. “ 


BUDAON—Miss Wright, wno has charge of the Girls’ Boarding 
School, reports : 


“An enrollment of eighty-five, with the prospect of ten more before 
the close of the year. Two of the boarding school girls are in the Benares 
Normal school, two in Muttra Training School and two in Moradabad for 
advanced study. Of the seventeen girls who appeared for the annual 
written scripture examination, only one failed. Last year school closed 
three weeks earlier than usual because of a case of plague occurring at 
that time. We are glad to report the girl got well. Fifteen or more girls 
entered this year. They were from the poorer class, but it is very im- 
portant to get these girls into the school. Many of the girls and teach- 
ers have received a deeper, clearer vision of Christ; and, in praying for 
others, have been greatly blessed themselves. A large number of the 
zenanas visited are among the high caste Hindus and Mohammedans, 
many of whom are finding the light, and enjoy reading the religious books 
and tracts which bring peace and comfort to their thirsty souls. The 
eight or ten city schools are full of interest, with an enrollment of 220 
por an average of 124. Many large girls and women attend these schools, 
and Sunday schools are held in all of them. The Mohulla work is very 
hopeful, the people being very anxious for instruction. There are Chris- 
tiams in nearly all the villages around Budaon to whom the Bible-readers 
Ae, ularly. In soliciting the Jubilee offering in these villages a varied 

was secured, consisting of money, grain, eggs, and a tiny pig, 
are was sold for eight cents. It was a hard year, and they could not 
give much; but God will bless even the handful of grain given in his 
name.’ 


There are Over a million people in the Budaon District, with its 
seven circuits, in one of which there are 210 villages, with only six 
Bible-readers at/ work; in a sub-circuit there are eighty-six villages, 
with only one Bible- reader. In one circuit of 4,000 inhabitants, 450 
died of plague last year, and in this circuit we have 870 Christian women 
and wits, seventy of whom were baptized last year. This District work 
is in charge of Miss Ruddick, who will be coming home this year, and 
another worker should be sent to take her place. 


THE PHILIBHIT DISTRICT lies near the foot of the moun- 
tains, and, at certain seasons of the year, the climate is very unhealthy, 
so it has seemed unwise to station an American missionary there. The 
work is carried on by native workers, with occasional missionary visits. 
Bible-women are at work in ten circuits of the District, in all of which 
are day schools and Sunday schools, and in some are Epworth League 
chapters. The Summer School and District Conference are great helps 
to the workers. A large number of the Bible-women on this District 
are women that were educated in the Girls’ Orphanage, so they are well 
prepared for the work, A tent is needed for the District work. Reports 
show many women and girls were converted and baptized last year. 
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HARDOI DISTRICT—The work in the villages has been again 
hindered by the prevalence of the plague, but the Bible-women have 
been faithful in entering every open door, and the work goes on, not- 
withstanding the obstacles. “~The Summer School was held again this 
year. The new church in Hardoi was dedicated amid great rejoicing. 
There are sixty girls in the Boarding School, and seven young women 
in the Training Class. One of the girls who has been studying in 
Moradabad has joined the staff of teachers, and, through her influence, 
there has been increased religious interest in the school. A govern- 
ment grant has been secured. The school is well organized, and the 
girls have done well in the examinations. They assist in all the work 
required in the establishment, and are learning needlework, crocheting, 
etc. All are active members of the League and Sunday School. 

OUDH DISTRICT—The work of this District is carried on in 
thirteen circuits. This has been the best year the District has ever 
seen. The Bible-readers have done faithful work and often under most 
difficult circumstances. . There have been over 200 baptisms among the 
women and children, and, in thousands of other cases, the sympatay 
and help of the Bible-readers has not only comforted and cheered their 
distressed sisters, but has broken up idolatrous habits, and won the 
erring back to the right way. 


LUCKNOW—tThere are two day schools in the city in which 
good teachers are’ in charge, and effective work being done. The 
Scripture teaching, Catechism and Sunday School work in connection 
with each school gives the real return for the effort expended. Over 
200 zenanas are visited by the Bible-readers, and many more women are 
asking them to come and teach them. Many of the women say they 
believe in Christ and love him. The Deaconess Work includes visiting 
in the homes and hospitals, supplying literature at the railway station, 
helping and directing strangers coming into the station, carrying on a 
Junior League in the chapel of the railway quarters, directing the young 
people in their Temperance and Missionary Societies, and the Church 
Leagues. The total number of visits made during the year in this 
work and among the native Christian homes is about 2,500. Misses 
Ingram and Harvey are the Deaconesses in charge. Home for Home- 
less Women—Fifty women were cared for in the Home last year, 
eight of whom were Eurasians, four were children who were passed 
on to orphanages when old enough. Six of the inmates were married, 
a few were sent out to service, and others were returned to the Mis- 
sions to which they belonged when they had improved enough to warrant 
it. The women, beside their other work of sewing, drawn thread work 
and lace-making, have this year done their own washing, a thing almost 
unheard of in India, but it will monthly save enough to support a girl 
in the Home, and this is to be a sort of missionary effort on the part 
of the women, who feel they are thus helping some one to a home. 
They did their washing for several months last year to earn their 
Jubilee offering, but it was under great difficulties, as there was no 
laundry. But this year that need has been supplied. Jsabella Thoburn 
Colle ge—The clearing off of the debt which has rested so long on this 
College has been greatly appreciated. The addition of the second story 
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to the old college building has changed the appearance of the College, 
and, when the verandas are completed, the Isabella Thoburn College 
will be one of the finest buildings in Lucknow. The addition gives 
two large dormitories, four teachers’ rooms and a hospital. Since Feb- 
ruary a trained nurse has been employed and has quite enough to do to 
care for the large family which now numbers 175. There has been no 
serious illness, but measles and chicken-pox have been quite prevalent. 
The College, Normal and High school departments are all in a flour- 
ishi condition. Of the twenty-one teachers, five are missionaries 
and eight are graduates of the school. The local government has given 
a grant to the Normal! School, which will help to make this department 
equal to the others. A new feature of the High school this year was 
ie course in cooking. The sixteen lessons included Hindustani and 

lish cooking, and invalid food. The Bible Classes and the School 
Ent Colleee Branches of the Y. W. C. A. have nourished the religious 
life of the school. The College and School each has its own prayer 
meeting service one night in the week, and once a month there is a 
missionary meeting. The daily exercise consists of Delsarte exercises 
each morning for ten minutes, and, in the evening, games of basket- 
ball and badmurton are played, while a teacher is present to see that no 
lazy girl escapes. An Alumnae Association has been formed. Nearly 
thirty girls appeared for the government examination this year, and 
the results were very gratifying. Some of the girls will continue their 
studies and others will teach. 


SITAPUR—Miss Hoge took charge of the Boarding School after 
Conference. The revival power came to this school and has been mani- 
fested in the lives of the girls. ‘There have been ninety enrolled most 
of the time, and teachers and pupils have done faithful work. Four 
girls were sent up for the middle examination in February, and all 

ssed in the second division, two receiving government scholarships. 

wo of these are now teaching in thé school. There was one death 
from cholera. The girl was taken ill while in class. Everything possi- 
ble was done fot her, but she died at 3 o’clock that night. She was 
the only Christian in her family. Every Monday evening the teachers 
have a prayer meeting, spending half an hour in prayer for the school. 
First, prayer is offered for the teachers, then for the girls, naming any 
girl needs special care. On Tuesday evenings the teachers hold 
circle meetings with the girls. A Normal class is to be opened in 
January for Hindustani girls who cannot take the course in English, 
which they would have to do in Lucknow. The demand for trained 
teachers in all the schools is being made by the government, and it 
becomes necessary to establish the Normal Schools. 


GONDA—Miss Fannie Scott had charge of this school for many 
years, but since her return to America, Miss C. Easton is in charge. 
Miss Scott had trouble last year to procure the full number of teachers, 
and was also co he yong to take a rest in the midst of the year’s work, 
Notwithsta: ese drawbacks, the school went on with the regular 
work, one eee er the Naini Tal girls helping out in the emergency. The 
girls ‘did well in their examinations, and a number are continuing their 
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studies. One girl and one assistant have become members of the Mis- 
sion. The girls have been taught to make Teneriffe lace, and are mak- 
ing very pretty collars and doilies. Most of the work shown this year 
is underwear, and the knowledge gained by them in this department 
of work will be helpful to them all through their lives. Eleven repre- 
sentatives from this school were at the District Conference this year as 
workers. This school has given a fair share of workers to their own 
and other Districts. 


MORADABAD—This District has suffered because of having no 
missionary evangelist. The illness of Miss Means and later of Miss 
Buck, left the work unprovided for. Mrs. Core has charge of the 
Bible-readers’ work in this large District, and the zenana work, took 
charge of the evangelistic work and spent several weeks with the band 
in the District. There are, in all, more than 150 Christian workers in 
this District, and about 6,000 Christian women and girls, 500 of whom 
were baptized last year. There are abdut 400 girls in the day schools 
in the city. Early marriages prevent these girls getting the necessary 
education, but some can be persuaded to continue their studies in their 
new homes. They come gladly to the Sunday schools and join in sing- 
ing the Christian songs and repeating the Lord’s prayer. Portions of 
God’s word are given out, so they can read it for themselves. They 
receive the Sunday school and zenana papers, and these silent monitors 
enter many homes, and are eagerly read, not only by women, but often 
by the men. The Training School for Bible-readers is a most important 
auxiliary to the work. More than twenty names are enrolled, and there 
has been an average attendance of seventeen. The villages near Morada- 
bad are visited by the Bible-readers, and they still visit the leper asylum, 
where they are welcomed by Christians and non-Christians. The Chris- 
tian songs appeal to the people. Many have been baptized and their 
places of heathen worship destroyed. Work is carried on in twenty 
Mohullas in the city. The quiet visits of the Bible readers, when they 
gather the few Christians for prayer and praise, influence many a poor 
woman. The little Mohulla schools and Sunday schools tend to raise 
the intelligence of the women and girls. In several of these Mohullas 
the people come together for evening prayers. The Zenana work is 
most encouraging. Boarding School—Miss Alice Means reached India 
in time for Conference, and was appointed to her old work in the 
Boarding School. A most gracious revival has gone through the 
school. It was.a regular Pentecostal time, like they had in Wales and 
other places. It began early in the year and has never ceased. ‘The 
latest convert is one of the Pithoragarh girls. All the girls are filled 
with the Spirit and are anxious to work for others. The elder girls 
give valuable aid in the city Sunday schools, going with the teachers. 
Industrial work is carried on as usual, and efforts are made to have 
the girls become good housekeepers as well as good Christian workers. 
The School closed the year with 154 names enrolled. 

BIJNOUR—We are the only Mission at work in this large District. 
There are about 6,000°nominal Christians, most of them working hard 
to earn their daily bread by sweeping and other menial work. They 
have not yet gotten beyond the physical needs, although most of them 
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have given up idolatry and believe in the true God. The Catholics are 
doing all they can to proselyte the weak Christians. The boarding 
school was crowded to its utmost capacity, with sixty boarders in at- 
tendance. A number had to be turned away for lack of room to ac- 
commodate them. The girls are doing better work than ever. Of the 
three who finished last year, one is in the Muttra Training School and 
another is ready to enter the Normal School. All have been good and 
lived together happily. They have improved greatly in sewing, and, as 
usual, have done all the sewing of their own clothes. They have con- 
tinued to take turns in cooking and grinding, and have tried to keep 
their rooms and clothes neat and tidy. They work in the Leagues, and 
are regular in their attendance at Sunday school and prayer meetings. 
There are three city schools, two of which are for Mohammedan girls.

“We have just had in our workers from the District for a five weeks’ 
summ school. Regular classes were formed and carried on, and daily 
e services were held.

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PHALERA—Miss Greene finds the work at Phalera nearer her 
ideal of mission work than any other place she has ever seen. 


“We live out of town about one mile. All around us are the simple 
homes of the poor village people. There is no other mission working here 
in Phalera and in these villages, and the field is so new that many of the 
people have never even heard the name of Christ. This year has seen 
much progress in the educational department of the orphanage, as well 
as in the industrial department. The girls are growing in every way, 
physically, mentally and spiritually. I am anxious to have our girls 
thoroughly trained for the life that is before them, and so I am trying 
to keep them very simple in their habits. I am also trying to teach 
them to be economical. In many little things we are teaching them habits 
of industry and economy.’’ 


Dr. Beck’s dispensary work in Phalera is going on as usual, the 
patients coming from villages far and near: 


“The Sanitarium, for consumptive girls (at Tilania), has been com- 
pleted, and we have admitted our first patients. We have twelve beds 
at present, but in a few weeks shall be able to accommodate eighteen 
patients. The building is of stone, very simple in plan. There are two 
wards, with arched doorways opening out onto a broad veranda. There 
is a spacious roof, with a stairway leading from the veranda at one end 
of the building. We have secured a capable woman as matron. Two 
years ago we sent Kesri Dass, one of the Ajmer school girls, to Ludhiana, 
where she has just completed a two years’ course in nursing. She is 
with us also, and is proving herself a valuable helper. We are still in 
need of a medical assistant who will be able to do outside dispensary 
work, as well as help in the care of the patients.’’ 


ALLAHABAD—The Girls’ School at Allahabad has made good 
progress. Mrs. D. C. Clancy says: 


“We closed our school term on the 31st of May for the first time 
with closing exercises and prize distribution and decoration publicly. It 
was a proud day for the school, which has been running for ten years. 
About twenty prizes were given very carefully for good conduct, general 
proficiency, needlework, cleanliness and Bible study. The report from the 
government is, ‘That the school accommodation is so limited that the 
classes cannot be properly conducted. This is a truth, verily. If you 
could see the barn we have for a school and boarding you would see for 
yourselves the crying need of Allahabad district, where we need a Metho- 
dist school so badly. Needlework, geography, and three languages in all 
their branches have to be conducted in a veranda, and that not a large 
ofe. In the’ same veranda the children have to sit for their food, and at 
one end do their grinding and in a corner their cooking. We need build- 
ings. 

“One more plea. We want a lady for this work. Cannot you send 
one? We have begged for years. I cannot do the work justice. I have 
the District, and, were I six women, with my whole time in the work, I 
could not cover it, but I am a mother of little children, and I have their 
souls and bodies to train and care for. It should take,the bulk of my 
time. Often they get none, the District none, and the girls’ school none. 
Why? Because I am worn out, and have to lie up for three and four 
weeks at a time. Help Allahabad!” : 


CAWNPORE—Miss Pool and Miss Crowell have had a busy, 
happy year in the Girls’ High School (English). Miss Pool says: 


“We had a great deal of sickness during the first part of the year. 
But there was a great deal all over this part of the country, and so we 
have fared better than some other schools. We had one little girl die of 
cholera. The thing that has brought us greatest happiness has been the 
very evident growth of spiritual life.. During the month of March (1905) 
Mr. and Mrs. Lyall were with us, and every girl in school was converted, 
revived and consecrated. The interest has kept up during the whole 
year to a remarkable degree. God is laying His hand on them for His 
service.’’ 
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The Hindustani Girls’ School has had a good year. Miss Elsie 
Leach, the first assistant, has been in charge since Mrs. Worthington 
was appointed to the work at Naini Tal. She says: 

“We are thankful to our Father for all His care over us and His 
blessing bestowed during these months of anxious care and distress In 
India. With plague, cholera and smallpox so bad in the city, and claim- 
ing victims even within a stone's throw of our Mission compound, we have 
had only one case of smallpox, and she recovered. Three girls were sent 
up for the middle school examination, which finishes the course of study 
in our school. All passed in the second division, and are now teaching 
in the school. It is wonderful to see what good nurses our girls make. 
We have six babies, from one month to three years old. We have found 
giving the girls the care of these little ones has helped to make them 
unselfish and brings all the love and good in their natures. Our great- 
est need just now is a sick-room away from the girls’ boarding school, 
and a dormitory for our babies.” 

Mrs. Calkins’ reports for the city work “a deepened spiritual re- 
sponsibility among our workers, which greatly encourages us. Our day 
schools are especially helped. The District work has been greatly en- 
larged, and the work is flourishing.” 

MEERUT—The Girls’ School at Meerut, in charge of Miss Marble, 
is growing in numbers, 137 being reported in the boarding department. 


“Ninety are now members of the prayer circles, which meet each 
evening to pray for the revival. Twenty-four joined the church on 
Easter Sunday, after having been under instruction in probationers’ 
classes for six months.” 


Miss Logeman, who was appointed to the evangelistic work in 
Meerut District in January, was very ill, nigh unto death, but is appar- 
ently quite well now, and studying hard at the language up in the hills. 

MUTTRA DISTRICT—Dr. Emma Scott, of Brindaban, has been 
temporarily supplying the work in Agra since Mrs. Wilson left for 
home. She says} 

Regarding Brindaban, she writes: 

The land has at last been purchasid for our hospital and we hope to 
begin work as soon as possible. The plans will soon be in the hands of 
he contractor and estimates made in the meantime, 


From Aligarh Miss Bobenhouse writes: 


“In April two of the girls on Mission scholarships passed the final 
examination h erédit, one standing second in her class. These two 
girls have had a number of offers, showing that medical assistants are in 
demand in our Mission. The city work is most encouraging. It is good 
to see the Bible read in so many heathen homes.”

She, 
with her women, is to have charge of the catering at the Jubilee celebra- 
tion in Bareilly next December, and the Jubilee visitors will have the 
opportunity to see ‘for themselves some results of the good Christian 
training and careful management of the Aligarh Woman’s Industrial 
Home. 


MUTTRA—Miss McKnight writes: 


“We have eight at present in the English department of the Training 
school, and are expecting two more. They are a good class of girls and 
are doing good work. We opened with thirty-six in the Hindustani Train- 
ing school, the largest number we have ever had so early in the year. 
We have excellent reports of the class who completed the course last May. 
They are all in the work.’’ 

Mrs. Rockwell Clancy says of the District work: 


“More than 300 villages have been visited since last summer’s school, 
and very soon now Miss McLeavy (District assistant) expects to go out 
again and will stay out for the most part of the cool season. Our Bible- 
women and the preachers are very keen on having her visit their cir- 
cuits, and all say that she was such a great help to them.” 

ROORKEE—At the last Annual Conference, in January, 
Roorkee was made a separate district. Mrs. Lyons, on return from 
America, was reappointed to the women’s work at Roorkee, and finds 
herself, at the close of twenty-five years of missionary service, ‘getting 
young again in her loved work.’ She is able to itinerate a great deal, 
which is a great help in building up the work. 


THE PUNJAB—Mrs. Butcher writes: 


“Our District is very much spread out, but I was able to visit all the 
principal places where he had work. As I traveled about from one place 
to another, visiting the work and .workers, I was very much impressed 
with the vastness of the work undertaken. The work has been hindered 
in some places by plague, but, on the whole, this has been a very good 
year. In one village the Christians have had a good deal of persecution, 
and finally the Punjabis attacked them and one man: was killed and 
several others injured, but it seemed to make the Christians stronger 
rather than weaker. We do hope the way will open for our girls’ school 
in Lahore this year. It is needed so much.”

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~ BANGALORE—Baldwin Girls’ School—The aim of this school is 
to fit the daughters of English-speaking Christian parents for leader- 
ship in educational and evangelistic work in the same class. In grade 
it ranges from the kindergarten through the High school, offering a 
course equal to any High school in America. It requires ten teachers 
Some of the pupils are day pupils, residing in the city, while others 
board in the school. The curriculum includes Mission study. A class 
has been formed and a number of the girls expressed desire to enter 
the Mission field when they have completed their studies: The rented 
property the school is occupying is admirably located and well adapted 
to its use. It is offered for sale at exactly its cost. The government 
will aid in the purchase. Black Pulley day school is situated in the 
most congested part of the city, and the teaching is carried on in three 
, requiring the same number of teachers. They are reported 
as faithful and efficient. This school and work in the villages; carried 
on in three widely separated sections, is the entire work of the Society 
at the present time. 
“i ee Ross says of the Stanley Girl's Boarding 
chool: 


“There is an almost continuance enrollment, and at the time of her 

writing 107 names were on the list,, thirty-two of them boarders. One 

. hundred and five girls were sent up for examination, and all passed with 

“credit. The work of this schoo! is an inspiration to all missionaries. Miss 

* Wood puts a high estimate on the value of day schools, and pleads patheti- 

cally for one more city school, that Mohammedan girls may learn to read 
before they are sent behind the purdah.” 


KOLAR—Miss Fisher’s condition, that has caused such anxiety at 
home and abroad, culminated, in a complete breakdown, and she was 
removed from Kolar to Bangalore, the probabilities being that she will 
be obliged to take home furlough before’ she will regain her health. 
The situation was, indeed, gloomy when Miss Maskell was obliged to 
take rest furlough, and left the burden of her important work (zenana, 
en 3 work and day schools) drop from her hands. A better day 
for Kolar is dawning. Cincinnati Branch is to build a hospital as a 
memorial to its beloved Corresponding Secretary Emeritus, Mrs. Cowen, 
upon the site that has waited for it so long, and Northwestern Branch 
is sending the physician. It is important that two more missionaries be 
sent at the earliest date practicable. 

BIDAR—Is comparatively a new point of work for the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, Miss Fenderick transferred from Kolar 
at the last Annual Conference, being our first missionary appointed to 

- that place. The two day schools and Bible-women the Society ‘nas 
supported have heretofore been cared for by wives of missionaries of 
the a poouery Society. It is a place of historic interest, hav- 
ing been the capital of the Mogul Kingdom, and the old fort and city 
walls are still standing. The city stands on a plateau 2,000 feet above 
sea level, and is considered a very healthy location—has never been 
visited by plague. Scattered over the rolling plains and witain a radius 
of ten miles, lie some two hundred villages, and beyond these thou- 
sands of villages, where the Story of Redemption has never been heard. 
‘In the Bidar District, covering 10,000 square miles, are 3,500 villages, 
aggregating a population of 2,000,000 souls. To give the message to 
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these benighted Mohammedans and Hindus, there is only one mission- 
ary of the General Society, and a few native workers. Miss Fenderick 
writes of seven baptisms, six of them women, and after five months in 
her new field, calls, strongly for help; money to purchase an available 
site for a bungalow for missionaries, and building for the girls’ board- 
ing school. She would gather the girls of native Christians, and edu- 
cate and train them for work in this vast and needy field. Miss. Mur- 
ray writes: 


“We are at present living on the ninety-first Psalm. So many of 
the people around us are dying of cholera and some of smallpox. The 
Begam gave large sums of money to the Hindoos to do puja, and the 
Mohammedans and Hindoos that can ill-afford it are using their own 
money. Sacrifice is a large feature of the worship, and they sacrifice 
goats, sheep, oxen, poultry, cocoanuts, and on one day four elephants 
were sacrificed. As I go from village to village, my heart grows sick and 
faint within me, to think how many I have to pass without giving them 
one word of the blessed message. We have about 600 houses where the 
women are willing to listen, and we must tell them until they under- 
stand. One woman said, as we told her for the first time of the love of 
Jesus, ‘“‘That is what I’ve been waiting years to hear.’’ 


Miss Katharine Wood says of Mrs. Somerville: 

“She has now for eleven years been telling the women in the Moham- 
medan zenanas of the only name under heaven by whom we must be 
saved. She has in these years preached the Gospel to thousands who 
would otherwise never have heard. As you read this she will be making 
her visits. The number of Bible-women has increased beyond all my 
expectations. I have had support given me to keep ten at work this 
year, and that number is insufficient.’ 

Miss Wood has added a new department to her work, and that is 
the industrial, chiefly lace work, which will include window curtains. 
For the present she will need moderate financial aid, but hopes soon to 
make it self-supporting, issue price lists and solicit orders. The women 
are some Christian and some non-Christian, that need help to earn a 
livelihood. Religious services are always held in connection with their 
work, 


VIKERABAD—Is situated forty miles from Hyderabad, and is 
in the midst of a large, promising and fruitful field; it has already 
yielded a good harvest for the amount expended. Its greatest need is 
for property and an associate missionary with Miss Wells. 

MADRAS—Two words, Gloriously Successful, can be applied to 
Miss Stephens’ year’s report of each department of work. One hundred 
and forty children in the Orphanage and Nursery have enjoyed excel- 
lent health, are growing in stature and in mental and spiritual develop- 
ment. City and village schools are crowded and baptisms frequent. 
The Chooly High Caste School is increasing in number of pupils and 
in number of converts. Fetters of caste prejudice are broken, and many 
of the little child wives are lovers and worshippers of Jesus. New 
zenanas are frequently added to the list, and the teaching has to be 
done in Tamil, Telegu and Hindustani. Regular instruction is given in 
the largest house in Madras. 

RAICHUR—In the early summer, so severe was the drought, that 
the rocky beds of rivers ordinarily a half mile in width, lay bleaching in 
the sun. Many wells were dry and water in the few was unfit for use, 
and, as a consequence, an epidemic of cholera followed. Deaths from 
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ten to forty per day and one day 110 were reported. Some went mad 
with grief; others demented with fear, and great confusion reigned. 
Procession, beating of drums, and idol worship were the order day and 
night. One death occurred in our boarding school. Mohammedan 
red tape still prevents the purchase of land and erection of buildings so 
aig needed. A recent letter tells of a midnight scare they had 
rom thieves. It is impossible for the missionary to make herself and 
es girls safe where they are now; equally impossible to “Hustle the

ONCHA—This year, for the first time since the death of Miss 
I 1901, a missionary has been appointed to this lone station in 
the j 120 miles from a railway. rs. Turner, of Topeka Branch, 
bravely ‘up the work, single-handed, and, with only a young girl 
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for interpreter. Provision has been made for sending Miss. Galbreath, 
of Cincinnati Branch, to her assistance, when it is expected that the 
Mission will rapidly assume the proportions long since predicted. The 
work has grown, without proper supervision, until thousands have 
heard the preached word, and inquirers are many. Twelve Bible-women 
are carrying their messages of love into the homes and a good begin- 
ning has been made for an orphanage and day schools. The population 
of this circuit is 250,000. 

JABALPUR—The zenana and city evangelistic work is in charge 
of Miss Heafer, who has a good number. of Bible-women under her 
direction. In the Orphanage, under the care of Miss Hyde, are more 
than 250 girls. This school is rapidly advancing in grade, a large 
English department and a High school having been added during the 
year. Mrs. Holland has charge of a Bible training school, and the 
village evangelistic work of the circuit, but the latter has necessarily 
suffered, owing to the serious illness of Miss Hyde through over-strain, 
which imposed the care of the orphanage on Mrs. Holland. A blessed 
revival of more than ordinary power swept through this school early 
in the year. Des Moines Branch is sending Miss Reynolds to the relief 
of Miss Hyde. - 

KHANDWA—tThis Orphanage of 120 girls, superintended by the 
Misses Elicker and Lossing, has also realized a marvelous outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit, that has transformed the girls. Several lines of in- 
dustrial work are carried on here. Mrs. Martha Day Abott superin- 
tends a large evangelistic work, covering a wide territory otherwise un- 
occupied except by the Roman Catholics. 

NARSINGHPUR—A successful evangelistic work is under the 
care of Mrs. Aldrich. 

RAIPUR—Miss Harvey, who has returned home’ for a needed 


furlough, says: 

“In the Raipur Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society work is included 
several departments, perhaps none of which is of more importance or 
more encouraging than that of the orphanage. Three years ago not one 
among all these children could read or write. So far have they now 
advanced that we shall soon have a class in the fifth grade. But most 
gratifying is the spiritual growth. These girls who, so short a time ago, 
were among the most degraded to be found in India, are now letting the 
‘Light of the World’ shine in their hearts, and are manifesting that shin- 
ing in their daily life. Three of our members have already taken up 
zenana work, and are joyfully telling in heathen houses what Jesus has 
done for them.” 

Miss Lauck succeeds to the work in this place. 

Mrs. Gilder is encouraged over arrangements for more systematic 
study on the part of the Bible-women of the district. A Woman’s Con- 
ference has been organized, where examinations are held and fresh 
stimulus is given the workers. 

In a late number of The Woman’s Missionary Friend, Mrs. Hol- 
land writes: : : 

“What are our needs? More—more of everything; more missionaries, 
more money, more native workers, more prayers, and, above all else, 
more of the Holy Spirit. Many of our workers are the only missionaries 
in their stations, and a tremendous responsibility rests upon them for 
the evangelization of their fields. The seed that has been and is being 
sown within the bounds of this newest of the India conferences will surely 
bear an abundant harvest in another decade.”’

The work in Bombay Conference is carried on by a devoted and 
efficient band of women who well know what toil and hardship mean. 
Here, as elsewhere, our missionaries are continually confronted by the 
sight of unoccupied fields, which need only the force required to enter 
in and reap their rich harvests. Beyond the utmost limits of their time 
and strength lie these possibilities, so vast, so appealing. 

At a few centers good school and orphanage work is placing the 
firm foundations of the things hoped for. The Taylor High School, at 
Poona, has had heart-sickening alternations between hope and fear as 
to its very existence, but the decision of the last session of the General 
Executive Pornmitter to provide for the debt, cast the die which, it is 
easy to believe, marks the beginning of better days. The favor of God 
as a seal upon the enterprise, was at once manifest in a marked increase 
in the number both of pupils and helpers, as also in the more comfort- 
able financial returns, so that Mrs. Eddy was able, from receipts, to 
put needed repairs on the bungalow, and add to boarding accommoda- 
tions. This English school, by reason of its good work educationally, 
and its high ideals of Christian character, will meet a distinct need in 
our Mission as a source of supply in the way of trained helpers. 

The Boarding Schools and Orphanges at Telegaon, Baroda and 
Godhra, presided over by the Misses Lawson, Williams and Curts, re- 

‘ively, are good homes for native girls, some of whom are scarcely 
more than babies. Wholesome influences are here thrown around 
these helpless refugees from famine, and many far more bitter and 
destructive conditions. A blessed revival visited Telegaon, and for two 
weeks ordinary school work was suspended while the girls, with cries 
and tears, sought and found salvation from sin. Miss Lawson says: 
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“While we have had so much to rejoice over, we have also passed 
through deep waters. A Hindu mela, held a few miles away, was the 
means of spreading an epidemic of cholera all through these towns. It 
broke out in the school, two cases dying that first day. For a week we 
battled with that terrible disease, our hearts being saddened as one after 
another our girls were taken from us until seven of the eighteen attacked 
had died. One of ovr faithful workers, Hannahbai, after assisting with 
the sick, was herself stricken down on the train, and died at her home 
in Bombay. In the midst of our trouble, smallpox came and one of our 
girls, convalescent from cholera, succumbed at once.”’ 


Telegaon is glad of the prospect of a new building. 

BARODA—With its 240 girls, Baroda has recently registered as 
an Anglo-vernacular school, and, by its excellent work throughout, has 
secured a largely increased grant. The girls are beginning to appreciate 
the value of a good education. Numbers of former pupils are out now, 
working as teachers and Bible-women, and their efforts are richly 
blessed. The Christian girls are growing in grace and strength, and 
others have recently found Christ a personal Savior. A great need here 
is a school building. 

GODHRA—tThe financial problem at Godhra has been a serious 
one, owing to a rise in prices of food by reason of famine near by, and 
additional scholarships are greatly needed. The school work is good 
and the government gives recognition and a promise of help toward the 
cost of a new building. Industrial work is a feature of training at both 
Baroda and Godhra. 

The Woman's Department occupies four rooms of the Florence B. 
Nicholson School of Theology at Baroda. The heart warms at thought 
of what it offers to the wives of native teachers and preachers, who, 
but for it, would have little or no opportunity to be, or know, or do. 
The native men doing mission work in the villages come here for a 
year of training, and the wife comes, also, and it is the privilege of a 
life-time. They are of various attainments. Many do not know their 
letters when they enter. So there are provisions for primary work, as 
well as the Conference course. The women also receive instruction in 
housekeeping and sewing. A nursery is a helpful adjunct to this 
department. Work could get on if there were only two or three little 
ones in the room with the mothers, but when the new students came, 
and twenty children played around the floor, the confusion necessitated 
arranging for their care. A room in the dormitory was appropriated 
and a good woman put in charge. The experiment is successful, and 
suggests the need of a suitable nursery and kindergarten combined. 


In addition to the educational work at these centers, there is the 
important line of day schools. Miss .Robinson is in charge of those 
in Bombay, and they are rightly regarded as important factors of the 
work in that city, where multitudes are, as yet, untouched by the Gospel. 
A small appropriation is asked for to house some of this work in North 
Bombay, where it is believed a fine center can be established. This is 
a new part of the city where, under the supervision of an Improvement 
Trust, plans are operating for more sanitary housing of the people. 
Our Mission contemplates for this quarter, a church, reading room, 
night school, day and Sunday school and pastor’s residence, and cer- 
tainly a building for a girls’ school is one of the essentials to the mak- 
ing of a Christian community. 
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GUJERAT DISTRICT—In the Gujerat District day schools are 
parcelled out, practically one to a circuit. These little schools are the 
one hope of vast numbers of girls in this region, where the work 

reads so fast that it can scarcely be overtaken. Miss Austin is in 

charge of a group of these circuits, and has a force of native women 
helpers. Some of thém teach in the day schools and others go from 
village to village, holding meetings with the women, and visiting their 
homes. One school is attended by boys only, there being no little girls 
to attend, as those who are not too small for school have all gone to 
their husbands’ homes. Miss Austin says: “All these workers greatly 
need help and encouragement, for their field is not an easy one and 
their equipment, at best, is meager.’ 


NADIAD—Out from Nadiad go Miss Holmes and Miss Morgan, 
each haying charge of several circuits, with a large company of teachers 
and Bible-women, one of whom has over thirty villages for her share, 
with a monthly average of 800 hearers. This work, involving so mucin 
of uncomfortable traveling from village to village, is very arduous, but 
the toil has been richly repaid in the baptism of several hundred 
women. By such methods the word of the Lord is carried over a great 
region in this densely populated and promising Gujerat field. 

Within and out from the city of Bombay, the evangelistic work of 
Miss Nicholls proceeds. She rejoices that the spiritual awakening 
which has blessed India this year has reached her Marathi people, also. 
Stirred by the Spirit's presence, they have been confessing and re- 
nouncing their sins. The thought of the darkness of the villages 
around the city was a burden, and, as the need was so great and the 
force so small, it was decided to connect them with the work in the 
city. Kalian, an hour out from the city, was chosen as a center. In 
the winter Miss Nicholls spent a month visiting forty of the 200 villages, 
i tated to hundreds. At first the people would huddle together like 

tened animals and hide; presently growing bolder, they would 
oe their 384 to hear. 

Deac ‘Work in connection with the English congregations, 
Bowen an sant Road, in Bombay, is carried on by Miss Davis and 
Mrs. ite orth, poverty, sorrow and sin make their piteous appeals 
to these faithful women, burdening their hearts and busying their 
hands. Time would fail to tell of the efficient work done by the mis- 
sionary wives in Bombay, Poona, Telegaon, Karachi, Igatpuri, Ba- 
roda, ies ag and Nadiad. Were it not for them and the scores of 

and ‘evangelistic teachers, the work would suffer cruel 
y shall in no wise lose their ‘reward.

ASANSOL—The results of the great revival which began in our 
school last winter are still mueh in evidence, The older girls who 
were so greatly blessed of God have been receiving special training in 
evangelistic work, and the revival spirit still continues, and has spread 
till large numbers of the native and European workers have been lifted 
spiritually, Mr, and Mrs, Byers are so happy over results that Mrs, 
Real and Miss Maxey write that it is a joy to look in their faces, Tn 
the absence of Miss Morster, her sister, Mrs, Byers, cares for our work, 
and she reports a pronounced general improvement in the school work 
of the girls since the revival, 


BOLPURFour Rible women and two new village schools report 
much to encourage, Mrs, Barkley, who has been in charge here, feels 
greatly the need of a missionary to help her, 


CALCUTTA—Rishop Robinson and Miss Henkle write of the ur 
gent need of enlargement of the Girls’ High school building, New dormi- 
tories and a kindergarten hall are greatly needed, government 
promises substantial aid to this our best known school in Southern Asia 
if we can appropriate funds for extensive improvements, Miss Storrs, 
who has given her services free for five years, will net be able to teach 
next year, So valuable has been her work that her loss will be keen 
felt, A poor building and a small amount of money causes the attend- 
ance at the Girls’ Orphanage to be small, Miss Bennet, whe is in 
charge, says that one little girl eried every night at bed time, She 
was afraid of the bed, as she had never slept anywhere but on the floor 
until brought under our care, Because of the continued ill health of 
Mrs, Ada Lee, she, with her husband and two children, have returned 
to America, Her work has been so effective that the necessity of her 
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home-going is greatly regretted. Mr. and Mrs. Beal have been trans- 
ferred from Tirhoot to take the work of Mr. and Mrs. Lee, with the 
help of Miss Eddy and Miss Cooper. 

Miss Maxey’s careful management of the Deaconess’ Home is very 
evident, though the financial burdens have been unusually heavy this 
year. She says, “It is a delight to be back again and to try in a little 
way to carry on the work that was so dear to Mrs. Thoburn’s heart.” 

The Kidderpur and Calcutta Hindustani Work are successfully con- 
ducted by Miss Shaw; also village schools of Mohammedan children. 
With her Bible women, she visits the docks and many of the houses 
of the people regularly, instructing the women and children, and also 
conducts a day school and Sunday school. 

BEGBAGAN—A suburb of Calcutta. Our school here has in- 
creased in numbers and Mrs. Meik reports the need and the opportunity 
of ing another school. Thus another teacher is required. 

DS ARJEELING—Oucen’s Hill School, at beautiful Darjeeling, is 
full to overflowing. Good health, favor with the people, and, best of 
all, a Christ-like spirit is prominent. Two missionary societies meet 
weekly and the girls are learning about missions and becoming 
interested in them as never before. In this do we rejoice, for it is 
from our English schools that we may expect to get workers for our 
native work. Bishop Robinson says, after a recent visit here: 

“T have rarely, if ever, known of a more solid work of grace wrought 
with so little human agency and so quietly. The spirit of conviction 
seemed deep. My heart was full of praise as I listened to the testimony 
and prayers of girls, many of whom had never previously opened their 
lips in public for Christ.” 

_ «Six thousand dollars are needed during the coming year to clear 
the debt on the school building. This, with some help from the gov- 
ernment, would place our work in fine condition and greatly rejoice tne 
heart of Miss Knowles, who, after twenty-five years of glad service 
here, is now on a much needed furlough. 

MAZAFFARPUR—Another assistant has been secured for our 
school and Miss Peters now has the best teaching staff she has ever 
had, and, though the plague caused the school to be closed for a time, 
the attendance is now larger than ever before, and the long- expected 
grant from the government has been secured. Five new village day 
schools have been established, with an average attendance of 140 pupils. 


PAKUR—One of the great events of the year was the dedication 
_of our fine new school building during the session of the last Annual 
Conference. Resolutions were passed showing hearty appreciation of 
the work of our Scandinavian sisters in America, whose gifts made 
- possible this ores building. The school prospers under the care of 
Miss Swan, hty-six pupils being in attendance. The girls are busy, 
preparing work to exhibit in Bareilly during the Jubilee. The weekly 
in the church and Epworth League are helpful to all. The 
and evangelistic work of this District is in charge of Mrs. 
Culshaw and Miss Grandstrand, the former employing eight Bible- 
women, while among the Santals there are two at work. T hey are 
much in mies of conveyances to carry the Bible-women from village to 
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TAMLUK—In a dense population of Hindus and Mohammedans, 
fifty miles from Calcutta. Miss Blair labors alone except for the help 
of native assistants. Many miles from her is the nearest mission of 
any Christian denomination, and seeing a white face is a rarity to her. 
She, with her Bible-women, visit regularly more than fifty homes. Two 
girls’ schools in the town, and several smaller ones in the surrounding 
villages are prospering under her care. She greatly enjoys the new 
Mary Harvey Home, with its six comfortable rooms, but how great 
is the need of another missionary to help her in this District of great 
opportunities and rapidly growing work. When our missionaries first 
went to India. they found many wrongs to be righted, the greatest of 
these being endured by women. Now that Christianity is permeating 
large sections of the country, the fetters of caste are weakening, infanti- 
cide of girls greatly decreasing and woman is gradually coming to 
assume her proper place. Large opportunities for our work open before 
us. May we respond with gladness, haste and with that wisdom which 
cometh from above. Bengal Conference, with Calcutta as its head- 
quarters, need our prayers and our gifts in large measure.

Bright, lively and capable are the women of Burma, and though, 
by many, they are deemed inferior to animals, yet they are not so tram- 
meled by those fetters which press so upon their Indian sisters. While 
their religion teaches that any woman who learns to read may expect 
to go to the Buddist hell, still, as Christianity slowly permeates society, 
so is the status of woman raised, and today 183,000 Burmese women can 
read and our schools and others are crowded. Three of our mission- 
aries, Misses Foster, Rigby and Illingworth, are enjoying well-earned 
furloughs, and great is the need of one or two more workers. Bishop 
Robinson sends us an urgent plea for at least two new missionaries, 
and so far we only know of one to be sent. The Topeka Branch expects 


to send this year Miss Phoebe James. F 
RANGOON—Our Girls’ High School is prospering in numbers, 
and in influence in the community. The total enrollment is— , fifty 


of these being Jews or Parsees, the rest Eurasian. The boarding de- 
partment of this school is the Charlotte O’Neal Institute—a fine prop- 
erty in the best residence portion of the city. All the older girls of 
the forty in this institute are professing Christians, and each takes her 
turn in leading the morning devotions. They also help greatly in the 
Epworth League meetings. 


Our Burmese Girls’ School has had a wonderful growth. The fine 


new building, erected three years ago, is already being enlarged to 
accommodate the 200 pupils now in attendance. The religious infuetice 
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of the school is strong. Buddist girls, who come as boarders, usually 
become Christians very soon. During a recent visit from Bishop Rob- 
inson, a large number of these girls definitely began the Christian life, 
and, under the careful guidance of the Misses Whittaker and Stockwell, 

are learning the beauty of a life of service. Miss Stahl writes 
that, while God has prospered tne work this year and given our workers 
favor with the people and with the government, the great need is a 
revival of pure religion to turn the minds of these people, who willingly 
listen to the Gospel, toward God. 

Since last March, Miss Stockwell has taken up the evangelistic 
work in the city. Carefully she planned to start out each morning at 
6:30 and come in to breakfast at 10:30; but the very first day, so 
urgent were the calls that came from one house after another for her 
and the Bible-woman to come and talk to the people, that it was 12 
o'clock when she ‘finally turned toward home for breakfast. In one 
house death had just claimed a young man, and, though all the family 
were Buddists but one girl, she insisted on having Miss Stockwell con- 
duct the funeral service for her brother, who had attended a Baptist 
Mission School and had become a Christian. Very willingly was the 
service planned for and held the next morning, though it was followed 
by the Buddist funeral service. Such opportunities are occurring con- 
stantly among the Burmese people, as they are not so exclusive in their 
religious customs as the Hindoos and Mohammedans. Usually they 
are quite willing to hear about Christianity and send their children to 
Christian schools. 

THANDAUNG—Much interest in our Thandaung work for this 
year has centered in the building of our School and Orphanage, known 
as “Pearson Hall,” the assembly room of which is named “Wagner 
Chapel.” This building, which has just been finished, is a very fine one 
and occupies a site commanding a view of the whole station. It is 
interesting to note that the masonry was done by East Indians, the car- 
penter work by Chinamen, the lumber sawed (all hand work) by Bur- 
mese, while the architect is a Eurasian.

MALAYSIA is rapidly developing under the progressive leader- 
ship of the resident Bishop. New lines of work are being developed. 
More missionaries are needed and larger buildings to house the grow- 
ing work. Changes have been made on educational lines and more 
emphasis given to vernacular teaching. 


The Deaconess’ Home, with its sixty girls, is also a school with its 
three and more different languages and dialects. The school is con- 
stantly changing its personnel. The older girls marry and go out as 
helpers in other, places. Some are teaching in our Mission Schools. 
Three have gone to Lucknow for advanced studies that they may be 
more fully prepared for teachers in the Methodist Girls’ School. New 
girls are coming in and fill the vacancies. A new dormitory is impera- 
tive. Mrs. Oldham interested some English friends in giving an enter- 
tainment, which netted $200 (Mexican). Since they are so willing to 
help themselves, we must encourage them by contributing a share. We 
trust the dormitory will be built this coming year. 


Miss Blackmore, our senior missionary in years of service, will 
need to take a furlough next year. Miss Harding, who has so ably 
assisted her for the past two years, will return to England. She has 
greatly endeared herself to all connected with the Home, and it will be 
difficult to break away from them. We would gladly retain Miss Hard- 
ing if it were possible for her to remain in Singapore. At the last 
Conference Miss Olson and Miss Lily were exchanged, and Miss Olson 
now has-charge of the Methodist Girls’ School in Singapore. A new 
policy has been adopted, and this school will be brought up to a High 
School grade, “In order that it may become a central school for higher 
education in the Mission.” There are now ninety girls in attendance. 
Since Miss Anderson left for furlough, the Telok Ayer School has been 
under the care of Miss Olson. She spends alternate days in each 
school. The two schools may have to be combined unless there can be 
an Anglo-Chinese Girls’ School which will be self-supporting, the same 

~as the Boys’ School. A missionary is greatly needed for this kind of 
work. The Anglo-Chinese school at Penang is growing under the 
leadership of Miss Lily, about 100 being now enrolled. The girls talk 
Chinese, but study in English, which is not satisfactory. Chinese, Tamil 
and Malay are taught by different teachers. Two of the girls have 
been sent to the Methodist Girls’ school at Singapore for normal work. 
Some are studying music “and all are busy as bees.” 
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Miss Hemingway's report is very encouraging. She says: 

ene Methodist Girls’ school at Kuala Lumpur has had a very pros- 
perous so far. The increase in attendance has been especially notice- 
able. short time ago we had a half-holiday in honor of the attendance 
for the day being 100 for the first time. We have now gone a step further 
and our average for the present month is over one hundred. It is in our 

g department that we have made the most rapid progress, and 
there fa see the largest results. We are in our infancy, for we are not 
yet a year old. We have at present fifteen girls, and expect more soon. 
The majority are young, and we hope to see them grow up into sweet 
Christian girlhood and womanhood. We are talking and planning how to 
get the necessities for our boarding school. We do need more room. One 
end of the veranda has to serve as a dining room. We are happy, and 
we go on day by day trusting God to still provide.” 

At Ipoh, Mrs. Rutledge has moved the girls’ school into the Dea- 
coness’ Home, where they have plenty of room for both work and 
ined There are thirty girls enrolled. The Taipeng Boarding School 

S grown slowly, but surely. The building will soon be too small for 
successful work. The English Resident was well pleased with the 
school, and said if the management decided to ask the government for 
aid in needed repairs, the school could depend on his hearty support. 

Miss Evelyn Toll and Miss Ethel Jackson, who have charge of this 
work, are “abundant in labors” on all lines—the English, Chinese and 
Tamil Sunday schools, the church work and a large day school take 
much of time and strength, and the work grows under their careful 
and helpful leadership. ‘There is no missionary in this station, which 
makes the responsibility so much greater. In addition to the church 
and school work is the entertaining of all the missionaries on their way 
to the Sanitarium on the Hills. These missionaries make admirable 
hostesses, and are delighted with the transient visits of their fellow- 
workers. : 

The evangelistic work has been most successfully carried on in the 
Singapore District with Miss Blackmore’s able assistants, Miss Norris, 
Miss Fox, Miss Ross and a Chinese Bible-woman. Many encourag- 
ing instances often come to these faithful women, as they have been 
“instant in season and out of season” in carrying the messages of love 
to the unsaved women. __ i

and had started a girls’ school in the home of one of our Chinese Chris- 
tians. The work has been a success from the first. The school has 
outgrown the little rooms, and a larger house has been rented and a 
boarding school started on a small scale. Miss Pugh writes most 
interesting letters to her patrons about the prospects for the future, 
which are most hopeful. A Christmas box has been sent to Malacca 
to gladden the hearts of the children at the holiday season. . Mrs, Shel- 
labear has been abundant in labors and success has been attained in her 
efforts to reach the women and children. Mrs. Buchanan, Mrs. Av ery 
and Mrs. Hoover have all rendered most efficient and valuable services 
in this great harvest field. 

The Woman’s Bible Training School, under the care of Mrs. Dr. 
West, is doing good work. More helpers are needed to advance this 
very important arm of service. The greatest difficulty is the language 
problem. ‘There are three distinct classes of women to be taught, the 
Chinese, the Malay and the Tamil. We can see at once that it is impos- 
sible for one woman to manage the three different languages. A 
teacher who has the Chinese dialect would be a great help to this work. 
The imperative needs for Malaysia are a kindergarten for the Metho- 
dist Girls’ School, a dormitory for the Deaconess’ Home, a teacher for 
the Chinese in the Training School and a deaconess for Ipoh, and a 
missionary for the Telok Ayer School to develop a self-supporting 
Anglo-Chinese Girls’ School.

You can never ele- 
vate pee tone of the island people there so much as by the presence of 
ministers.”

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THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS are making history very rapidly. 
The public schools are teaching English to nearly half a million chil- 
dren. There are one million of children of school age. There are not 
school houses sufficient to house this great army of children. The 
course of instruction consists of three years in primary departments, 
three in the intermediate and four in the High School. The state is 
about to establish a University at Manilla, which will be free to all 
pupils. All the schools are free and all books and apparatus are fur- 
nished by the government. Some of the most important branches of 
education are the industrial, trades, domestic science and kitchen gar- 
dening. A wave of reform has recently broken out among the people. 
An effort to do away with the dreadful vice of gambling has been 
started, and a great enthusiasm has been awakened. The little Ameri- 
can church, which only holds 200 people, has been the scene of a great 
spirit of unanimity in doing away with this iniquity. At a recent meet- 
ing more than a thousand people filled’ the church, the yard and the 
street. te ‘ d 

“The movement means more than its immediate object. It means 
better things for the Philippines, and if the good feeling and moral 
force can be kept focused upon practical reforms there will yet be a new 
era for the Philippines, and the present shameful iniquities, perpe- 
trated under the flag, will cease.” 

The Chinese question is an element of anxiety. 

The average reader has no doubt thought of Manila as inhabited hy 
the Filipinos, the Spaniards, and, since the American occupation, with 
some Americans. It may, therefore, came as a bit of news to know that 
there are 27,000 Chinese in the city. The past has made them suspicious 
of other religions, and when invited to our services, it is not uncommon 
for them to inquire in all sincerity what it will cost them. The attitude 
of the United States toward them is a barrier to our work, as they have 
ever associated the church with the state, and when we preach to them 
that God created every man equal and that He loves the Chinamen as 
much as the Americans, they want to know why the United States places 
them owed every other nation. Their feelings in this were shown the 
other day, when, in visiting a large number of workmen in a saw-mill, we 
told them of Jesus, and, in all honesty, they asked if He were an Ameri- 
can or an acy hinan, saying if he was an American they did not care 
about coming to his church, ete. With this great opportunity open before 

hristian world, our own church is the only one entering. We are 
now eran two services on the Sabbath, a Thursday evening prayer 
meeting, a fl ing night school five nights in the week, and plans are 
made Ze open a boarding school in the near future.” 

training school girls compare head and shoulders above any 
young women I have yet seen as a class. There is a refinement and a 
Christian wholesomeness about them that is helpful. The girls are helping 
in the Women’s District Conference, now in session, copying hundreds of 
pages of Bible readings for the women to take to their homes—for future 
use. Poor people, they have no supplies to draw from and are eager for 
the least thing that will help them in Bible study.” — 

Bible in Philippines—In reference to the religious development of 
the Philippines, an interesting fact is reported. It is that the American 
Bible Society has succeeded in circulating the Bible in the languages 
of all the leading tribes of the islands, and plans are being made to 
publish parts of the Bible in the dialects to the remoter tribes. The 


Ind - Catholic Church, of which Aglipay is the head, has ranged 
itself | on the side of the Scriptures. Arrangements have been 
made to ribute through this church 50,000 copies in Panay alone.

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Woman's Work in Manila is growing and is most encouraging. 
This year a class of five girls was graduated from the Deaconess’ Train- 
ing School. Three are retained as assistant teachers and two go out 
as Bible women. There have been twenty-four pupils enrolled. The 
Harris Bible Training School has become a fact—the money has all 
been paid in and a large two-story double house belonging fo the Mis- 
sionary Society was given in exchange for the Deaconess’ Home. The 
difference in price of the two houses was paid by our Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. We now have a large two-story house with four- 
teen rooms, large corridors and wide verandas, all lighted with elec- 
tricity and commodious in every way to house the work for many 
years. Miss Decker and Miss Crabtree are in charge of the training 


school work. Miss Decker writes: 


We have the funds for a home for the missionaries and a sani- 
tarium in the mountains for our workers when in need of rest. An- 
other very ready arm of service is to be given by a friend, who is inter- 
ested in missions, as a memorial for his wife, who was one of our most 
efficient branch officers. A Women’s and Children’s Hospital has been 
decided upon and $12,000.00 promised for the building. An endowment 
fund of $7,000.00 has been given for the medical work. Dr. Parish is 
now on her way to Manila and a nurse will soon follow. Our Woman’s 
Work in Manila has now the equipment for most effective and success- 
ful service. 


Other places in the Philippines have open doors and are pleading 
for workers. Miss Stixrud has been appointed to Dagupan to assist in 
the woman’s work. Her first year will be given to the study of the 
language. ‘Training classes for the wives of the native preachers have 
been started, taught by the wives of our missionaries, who are giving 
of their time and strength to help in this blessed work. It is the plan 
to hold institutes for a month in each Presiding Elder’s District for 
the especial benefit of the women—a wise, most helpful and blessed 
way to train these women in Christian doctrine, in leadership, in all 
church activities. An appropriation is asked for to help pay the rent of 
a building for the institutes and for the traveling expenses of the 
women. Miss Parkes is now in England on furlough. Miss Spaulding 
has recovered her health, so that her heart is calling her to return to 
the work in Manila. Everywhere there are open doors, and hungry 
hearts are asking for the Bread of Life.

PEKING—A full and interesting report comes from Mrs. Jewell, 


who is a most untiring worker. She writes 
“The school has graduated two classes since our last Conference in 
May, 1905. The class of 1905 contained twelve girls, each of whom is 
doing work in various places. Seven are teaching, one is preparing 
to st medicine, and four have married and are in Christian homes. 
When the fall term opened thirty-one of the under-graduates were absent, 
but, as usual, new Se filled their places. Two girls have died during the 
year d one has been expelled. The total enrollment for the year has 
197, which includes five day pupils who choose their own studies and 
pay full ‘tuition. Two years ago the indications were that the awakened 
class were coming to attend our school. The past year they seemed still 
to desire to come, but our conditions did not seem quite to suit their con- 
venience. We adapted until we could meet them at any turn, and still 
they do not come in any numbers. Some, we imagine, do not want to 
pay. the money value, and are unwilling to lose their ‘faces’ by accepting 
ree tuition. A few probably object to the waste of time religious instruc- 
tion entails, It seems now that much of the interest shown in our edu- 
work was due to a desire to see what is done in foreign schools 
that they may make wise selections for themselves. Certain it

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“Nine girls have been received into the church in full connection, 
eight on probation and nine others, already probationers in their respective 
home churches, asked for baptism. 

‘In the spring, for a few days, there were forty girls sick in bed at 
once, but Dr. Gloss and her nurses were equal to the occasion. 

“The Standard Bearers, an enthusiastic body of sixty members, have 
learned about mission work in other lands, and in different parts of their 
own. Their contributions amounted to $36.66. 

“We are grateful for the responses that have come to our appeal for 
memorial rooms. Twelve hundred dollars has thus far been received 
toward the payment of the debt on the school and home. Hach memorial 
room is marked by a neat’tablet in black lacquer, with gold letters. We 
are rejoicing at the good prospect for the payment of this debt. 

“The last event of the year was the graduation of the class of 1906, 
and the home-going. In the afternoon, after our eight girls had grad- 
uated, when every one of them had expressed her willingness to go 
wherever her service was required, we did, indeed, rejoice. Pray that this 
school may be productive of women who shall lose sight of self, and whose 
highest ambition shall be to do the will of the Lord.” 


Dr. Gloss reports for the medical work that: 


“The year, in its history, has been much like other years. A new 
féature has been the establishment of a Union School for Nurses. The 
women physicians in Peking made a combination, and all give lectures to 
the class. The nurses live in the hospital belonging to their own mission 
and get their practical training there. One assistant and three graduates 
from the girls’ school, who wished to study medicine took the nurses’ 
course while waiting for the medical school to begin. One of these girls 
has done well, and will be recommended to go on with her medical studies. 
Two are advised to continue as nurses, not having the mental grip neces- 
sary to study medicine. The difficulty is to teach the girls to take respon- 
sibility and to be exact. The medical school, which has passed the 
various home boards during the year, will open with its first class in the 
fall if there are students enough to form a class. 

“There has been an unusually good class of house patients this year, 
a number having come from the upper middle class, sometimes bringing 
a baby and a servant with them. They have paid all their expenses and 
given liberally to the hospital besides. One old woman Of this class loves 
the hospital so much that she comes often and stays for a few weeks. She 
is the one patient who has come out boldly and joined the church. ‘There 
have been three Mohammedans in the hospital who feared that eating 
with others might contaminate them. Two women have been operated 
upon for cataract, three have broken off the opium habit, two have un- 
bound their feet and three infants have been born in the hospital, a very 
unusual number. 

“There have been from thirty to forty regularly at the Dispensary, 
and sometimes the number runs up to sixty. One mother brought her 
girl, who was nearly dead with tuberculosis, begging that she be taken 
into the hospital. The woman offered to pay any amount if the girl 
could only be allowed to die in the hospital, explaining that the father 
knew all about foreigners and thought his daughter’s prospects of future 
happiness would be better if she were buried with Christian ceremonies, 
but was refused because of the nature of the disease. A Bible-woman 
was sent to the home to tell them the.true meaning of the Christian’s 
hope in dying. : 

! “Mrs. Phoebe Li is still the Bible-woman, who talks. with the 
patients, and is, as ever, a consecrated, faithful worker. Much good work 
has been done through the hospital, but it can never be what it ought to 
be until more thoroughly equipped workers are sent to follow up the in- 
fluences that go out from the hospital.” 


Dr. Gloss has made about 300 calls on patients in their homes. 
Mrs. Headland is still at work among the higher class women, among 
whom she has collected $150 towards the equipment of the Medical 


School, and this will probably buy what is needed in the coming year. 
Dr. Gloss, in closing her report, says:

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“We are still praying for that new doctor and new evangelistic 
worker. We move into the new hospital the Ist of September. Pray 
that, as we make a new beginning in our beautiful hospital, a new 
strength and skill may be given us of God, and that His power may be 


more manifest in all the work."

CHANG-LI—Miss Glover, because of breaking health, was obliged 
to return home late in the winter, and Dr. Terry was thus left alone in 
charge of all the work in this important field. She gives interesting 
accounts of her District trips, from which we quote: 


“The autumn and early winter were spent in work on the District. 
The trip to Tsun Hua occupied nearly two weeks, and it was a pleasure 
& visit a of the old places and meet the friends. At Sha Lin Ho I 
ayed two | three days, visiting with the people. One evening the 
le-woman on some others were sitting on the k’ang in one of the 
large rooms of the house with their sewing. I took my knitting and went 
o listen to the stories of their trials and troubles. One very warm- 
hearted woman told us about a time when her husband was very ill. 
She united fervent prayer with energetic activity and surrounded him 
as he lay on the k’ang with tea-kettles of hot water until his pain was 
relieved. She asked me for medicine for her husband and son, but made 
the remark that she did not need to take medicine, for the Lord dwelt in 
her body and she was never sick. Before I left, however, she asked me 
for something for ‘pain in her heart’o mouth’ (indigestion). 
“At Lao Ti’n ng I spent a very profitable and enjoyable two weeks. 
that time I went every day to some of the surrounding villages, 
ie ‘on the day appointed to meet the people of that town. Sometimes 
I visited two villages in one day. In one home, in Law Chou, the young 
man of the family is gheacying in America. They talked of him continual- 
ly. = when reed th they had written to him they replied: ‘No, there is 
no one to write.’ | They were glad to have me write for them, and the 
whole family gathered around and dictated loving messages to the absent 
one. Last year, during the time of a temple fair, an old lady started for 
the temple, but, instead of passing our gate, she came in. She remained 
here the rest of the day talking with the Bible-woman and others, and 
did not go to the temple. That day she received her first instruction in 
Christian truth. We did not see her again until winter, when she saw a 
notice of a revival in the chapel, and told her sons they must come. This 
old woman is very intelligent, with a fine character. Her father was a 
ee officer, gud she learned to read when a child. Her husband was 


an official, but not of very high rank. She has lived in nine of the

aa February the praiving schools and day schools came under Dr. 
Terry’s care, in addition to her medical work. There have been more 
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patients in the hospitals during the summer than during the correspond- 
ing time last year. Miss Glover reports briefly of the evangelistic work 
previous to her home-coming: 

“An eight days’ meeting was held for our helpers. The attendance 
was a little smaller than that of last year, but the presence of God was 
felt. Only a few women were present with bound feet, so we did not 
have to spend so much time on that line as last year. We talked princi- 
pally on the Holy Spirit, on prayer and on the keeping of the Lord’s day 
holy. Several went away determined to do their best, and to try to get 
others to be more careful. Special meetings were held in other places, 
and the same subjects were discussed. Several women promised to un- 
bind their feet. 

“The training school was full again this year, and the women were 
faithful students, praying earnestly to God to give them understanding. 
One finished the course, and will do Bible-woman’s work as much as pos- 
sible, although she is too young to go out alone. The revival meetings 
held in the chapel were times of. blessing to many of the women, and 


some faces, rather dull before, were lighted up with a knowledge of sins 
forgiven. 

“The country day schools and the one at Ch’ang-Li have been con- 
tinued through the year with a good measure of success. Those in the 
country would prosper more if they could be visited oftener, but workers 
are too few. Again and again we are asked to take girls into the women’s 
school. We tell them that the place for girls is in our Peking school, but 
they say that is too far away. Sometime we shall have a school for girls, 
but, ‘When?’ For six years the walls of the Lucy A. Alderman Memorial 
have stood in ruins at Tsun Hua. The indemnity money is at interest, 
but the building cannot be erected until a teacher can be sent out to 
take charge of the school, and so we are earnestly praying for a well- 
equipped teacher.”’ 


SHANTUNG—During the year Miss Steere has broken in health, 
and is now in the home-land. Drs. Benn and Koons are haying all the 
care, medical, educational and evangelistic, on this important and hope- 


ful District.

CHINKIANG BOARDING SCHOOL—Miss Mary C. Robinson, 
sent to Central China in 1884 by the Northwestern Branch, has given 
22 years of wonderful service to the girls in China, having ‘opened the 
Boarding School in Chinkiang, winning her way slowly but persistently 
into the confidence of the Chinese of all classes, strongly impressing 
all the girls who came under her influence. She was taken ill early in 
February, and after ten weeks of much suffering passed peacefully to 
her reward in the early morning of April 20th, only a few days before 
her 66th birthday. She had the constant care of Dr. Taft, consulta- 
tions with other physicians, a good trained nurse and most devoted 
help in nursing from the school girls who so loved her. 

Miss Grace Crooks, sent out by the Northwestern Branch in 1904, 
associated with Miss Robinson while studying the language, was 
called upon very unexpectedly to take charge of the school. Her co- 
workers bear witness to her fitness for the place, notwithstanding her 
youth and inexperience. She writes that her difficult task is made 
much easier by the excellent well trained native helpers in the school. 

Dr. Hoag reached the Chinkiang hospital June 2nd. Before sail- 
ing she had received the cablegram telling of Miss Robinson’s going, 
her constant friend and helper for 22 years. She plunged into the hos- 
pital work in order to give Dr. Taft a vacation as soon as possible, 
the strain of the year upon her having been great. Dr. Hoag felt the 
benefit of the mental as well as the physical refreshing of her furlough 
and work in the medical school at home. 

Increased facilities for the carrying forward of the work of the 
Hospital have been made possible by the promise of the new Letitia 
Mason Quine Hospital. 

Dr. Taft reports for 1905 6,313 visits and patients. 


NANKING—When the girls’ boarding school opened in Septem- 
ber t were overwhelmed with applications for admission. Only 65 
could be accommodated, all others had to be refused. In December 
the Visstge opened a Girls’ School that soon became overcrowded 
and other r private girls’ schools were opened in different parts of tie 
city, With this pressure upon them it was a great joy to learn from 
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home that money had been granted by the Northwestern Branch for a 
new school building. It was announced in chapel May 22nd, the 
school’s 18th birthday. 


Miss Shaw had stayed in Nanking through the long hot summer 
to oversee the repairing of the home, and when autumn came she took 
a month’s needed vacation, a trip to Peking, leaving Miss Crane and 
Miss Alice Peters in charge of-the schocl, where they both taught un- 
til Annual Conference in November, when Miss Crane was appointed 
to evangelistic work and Miss Alice Peters continued her work in 
English and music. Mrs. A. W. Martin also gave help in English 
classes. They celebrated Christmas by inviting the day school pupils 
for dinner, making a company of 100 girls. The crowded church on 
the Commencement Day proved the interest of the people in the work 
of the school. At the opening of the new term their graduate, Miss 
Hsia, took her place in the faculty of the school and enabled them for 
the first time to open a kindergarten class, in which there were fifteen 
pupils. Mrs. Wright had made a donation of English books which 
formed the nucleus of a library. They are in need of physical and 
chemical laboratories. 


In answer to some months of earnest united prayer a real Pente- 
costal revival came to Nanking in-May. A young Chinese evangelist 
from Soochow, Dr. Li, and a Miss Yu, held a series of meetings with 
the Chinese of all denominations. Miss Yu did much personal work 
among the women, holding union prayer meetings in the afternoon of 
each day. Dr. Li also held services in English with the missionaries. 
Foreigners and natives of all denominations, young and old, united in 
prayer and were wonderfully blessed. 


Miss Alice Peters has been teaching singing and physical culture, 
has a class of twenty-four in instrumental music. The advanced schol- 
ars teach the little children. They prove apt pupils in sight singing. 
She has passed her first and second year’s examinations, taught in 
English and hopes to teach some classes in Chinese the coming year. 


Miss Sarah Peters, restored in health, reports marked improvement 
in the Bible woman’s work the last half of the year. They have 
adapted the course of study to the present need and are receiving 
younger and brighter women, who are preparing to teach day schools. 
Many young men of the Reform Class now wish their wives to study. 
Much of the school’s success is due to the efficient and faithful work 
of Miss Ren, the teacher, (Chinese) and Miss Chen, the Bible woman 
and matron. The day school at Ku I Lan has so increased under the 
care of Miss Cheo that it now numbers fifty-three pupils. Mrs. Chao, 
a former assistant in the woman’s school, has gone to assist in the teach- 
ing and rented an adjoining room in the same building. ‘They are con- 
secrated, earnest women; many of the little children have professed 
conversion. They plan to open day schools wherever they can find 
Christian women who have the education to teach and who live in their 
own home in a locality where the school is needed. The city and 
itinerating work has been left mostly to the Bible women who have 
taught the Christian women in their homes, in the Sunday school, held 
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Gospel meetings in the day schools and visited the homes of the pupils. 
There are four very earnest Chinese women well fitted for this work. 


-The District work is in great need of a missionary who can give 
her whole time to its supervision. There has been no one free for 
this work for two years. Several of our women could work effectively 
with a missionary, through the District. We have women fitted to 
be put in charge of the outstations, to take care of day schools and to 
visit the homes, could they but have the needed supervision. In this 
way we would secure most suitable women for training in our Bible 
Woman’s Training School. The preachers from the outstations came 
into the city to the revival services and have taken a renewed spirit 
back to their work. If we had a missionary to visit them with her 
Bible women there would be a rich harvest time. Besides the Bible 
women and teachers well trained for work, there are others from our 
school exerting a strong influence in their scattered homes. Three of 
our old Christian women are in three different widows’ homes in the 
city, Chinese Benevolent Institutions, but not Christian. These women 
have each been in the woman’s school for a time, are intelligent 
Christians, attended many of the revival meetings and through them 
the Light of the World is penetrating these dark and needy corners of 
the city. Surely our God is showing himself strong in behalf of tne 
Chinese. 

The district work has been hampered by the exceeding need of the 
Wuhu work, to which Miss Crane was transferred in February. 


WUHU—Miss Edith Crane was appointed to Wuhu to take charge 
of the evangelistic work among women and the girls’ day schools in 
of Miss Mitchell, whose health necessitated her leaving the work. 
iss Crane had had two happy years learning the language and doing 
good work in Nanking school and district, but unselfishly left the work 
when she was unexpectedly called by Bishop Bashford to take charge 
of the Wuhu work. We gratefully appreciate the ready response of 
Miss Crane and her co-workers in Nanking who took upon themselves 
heavy additional burdens for the sake of giving her to the new need. 
Both foreigners and Chinese gave her a cordial welcome to Wuhu. 
She found the wives of both pastors in the city with some education 
and experience and ready to take a large share of the responsibility 
for the woman’s meetings. With the help of Mrs. Tung she was en- 
abled to start work in one needy outstation, Nin Tsao, where they 
_ found a young woman willing to take up the work of teaching and 
visiting among the women. The city day school has been progressing 
in a very satisfactory way, and when time came for the usual summer 
vacation it was a great delight to find that the Wuhu pupils, coming 
fresh from the late outpouring of the Spirit there, gladly entered into 
the po age meetings held in the city churches, so continuing them 
during Miss Crane’s summer vacation, 


_ The property question of the Woman’s Home has not yet been 
definitely settled. Land has been purchased for a city day school im- 
ue _ tely adjoining their Second street chapel, their largest Church in 
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KIUKIANG—The new building for the Sallie A. Rulison Fish 
High school, built of dark grey brick, with red brick trimmings and 
native red tile roof, is nearing completion and will mean many new 
opportunities. The:present quarters are very crowded. They nave had 
an average of seventy-five pupils during the year. Twenty-five ap- 
plicants have been turned away. Miss Pierce has taken increased 
charge of the classes, teachers and home life of the girls, leaving Miss 
Merrill free for her many other duties. The girls are very enthusiastic 
in their work, making excellent progress, and were very happy at New 
Year, when Miss Merrill was enabled to secure the services of Mr. 
Hwang as teacher of High school science and mathematics. Their 
literary contest in the spring brought out some fine essays from the 
girls on “The Relation of Woman’s Education and Her Sphere in the 
Home.” During the May meetings twelve of the girls publicly 
acknowledged Christ. Anna Stone has deeply impressed the lives of 
many of our school girls. : 


Woman's Bible Training School—Ten years ago this school was 
a small, low building with but one room, the school room. A couple 
of years later the present school, with accommodations for twenty-six 
boarders, was built from the material of the old building and a small 
amount of money granted for the purpose. 


It would be interesting to call the roll of the women who have 
here received Christian training, not only to labor as Bible women, 
but to become Christian mothers. Of all who have received instruction 
in the school but three on entering could read, yet the names of 
twenty women who have been foremost among the native workers come 
rapidly to mind; women who have been successful as teachers for some 
years in the day schools, a few as matrons in schools and one is at 
present employed in the first government school for girls opened in 
Kiukiang. During the past year three women, wives of men who were 
Christians, have been in the school as students, persuaded by their 
husbands to enter for instruction. One of the most able and efficient 
workers in Central China Conference (a graduate of what is now the 
William Nast College), unable to secure Christian training for his wife 
before marriage, persuaded her to enter the school while her first baby 
was but a few months old. Here she accepted Christ as her personal 
Saviour, and although in the school but a few months, became a most 
helpful assistant to her husband in his work. Two years since she 
went to her reward saying, “My light is small, I do not understand my 
Bible very well, but I always remember that Jesus said, ‘Come unto Me 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden and I will give you rest.” ° 


Miss Anna Stone—And here we pause to pay tribute to the mem- 
ory of one who spent a portion of her young life in self-forgetful 
service in this same school, also in general evangelistic work, Miss 
Anna Stone. In March of this year she was called home and has not 
only left a large place in the field vacant, but a heart loneliness has 
come to all those whose lives she touched, not only in her native China, 
but here in America, where she came to make preparation for what she 
hoped would be her life work.

For five years Miss Ogborn has carried this 
nost “alone, superintending the building of the school and its 
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management. Miss Beard married after giving one year’s work there. 
In August, 1905, Miss Newby came to Miss Ogborn’s help and later, 
November same year, Miss Hughes arrived. The riot of February 25th 
caused a suspension of school work for forty days, the workers finding 
refuge in Kiukiang..' Here Miss Hughes remained to continue her 
study of the language and help in the work of the school and hospital. 


Almost every day there are callers from all classes, men and 
women, at the school; it has so recommended itself that the Chinese 
wish to learn and copy our methods and regulations. Frequently they 
say, “They care for the children here just as parents care for their 
own.” When on the memorable Sunday, February 25th, the girls fled 
under police escort to a place of safety until their parents could come 
and receive them, it was feared that these experiences, together with 
the anti-foreign sentiment, would result in estranging many of them. 
Instead, at the earliest hour we were permitted to return, every girl 
in the city who had been in the school seemed eagerly waiting for the 
opportunity to re-enter. 


The temporary arrest of the work by the Nanchang riot, which 
forced the workers to seek refuge in Kiukiang, brought no retrograde 
movement on their return. The first practical work, undertaken in 
April, when they resumed work, was the fixing of the boundary lines 
about their property by the building of a wall. This city land, about 
four acres, had been given them by the gentry of Nanchang, but no 
accurate survey had been made to determine their exact holdings. 
Happily the work was completed without any clashing with the small 
holders of property, who were neighbors. 

There is now one good day school building on the hospital prem- 
ises near the gate. We hope soon to have another one, where the 
girls may be gathered and taught. 


Topeka Branch is giving to Dr. Kahn the greatly needed Home. 
To the hospital there have come fewer visitors, since the riot, but the 
number of patients has increased. Hundreds of copies of the Gospel 
have been distributed among the latter, which, it is believed, thus find 
their way directly to the homes. A few women, some of them wives 
of officials, are among the inquirers and are to be received as such by 
the pastor at Pan Pu Chia. It is hoped this may, mean the beginning 
of an advance in spiritual work in Nanchang. 


The work of teaching the Christian women at Pan Pu Chia still 
progresses and they are entering more into the spirit of the Christian 
services.

The official communication made by Bishop Bashford last year 
recounted concisely the agreement by which a territory vast in extent, 
and among the richest in resources, has become our field for missionary 
operations. This section of the Szchuau Province is densely populated, 
nearly twenty-five million people live in 12,000 to 18,000 square miles 
of territory, or nearly one-third the population of the United States 
is crowded into a U shaped plot, with Chungking, with its 330,000 souls, 
on the upper right side of the U and the Min river leading the way up 
the left side to the west to far off Chentu, the future home of the 
Chung King Boarding School for girls. Traversing this great U is a 
highway connecting Chung King with Chentu, and about midway is 
Tsicheo. Here, then, is the field, the most remote in Methodism to- 
ward which Bishop Spellmeyer is turning his steps and the eyes of the 
Church are directed as China approaches her centennial. Here also 
a valuable site has been secured on the great road between Chung 
King and the capital. 

CHENTU—Chentu is the natural educational center of the Prov- 
ince. It has been unanimously approved as the best, most healthful lo- 
cation in which to place the Girls’ Boarding School, which must be re- 
moved from Chung King. In this section the education of girls is just 
now immensely popular and only one school, the Canadian, is available 
in this city of nearly one million inhabitants. This field is ours, to 
care for by promise to other denominations. It is China’s crucial time 
and we cannot too quickly prepare the people to meet Jesuitical in- 
trigue and Japanese agnosticism and infidelity. 

A new China is here. What it shall be, Christianity alone can de- 
termine. 

Miss Clara Collier writes, rejoicing over the arrival of Miss Semes- 
ter and Miss Witte, who have already begun vigorous study in the diffi- 
cult language. Miss Witte tells of the saw mill on the premises where 
“logs are "lhl ge into necessary household furnishings by methods 
that indi: truly pioneer conditions.” : 

*“SICHEO—En route from Chung King to Chentu is Tsicheo, 
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where there is a strong feeling that a Training School for Women 
should be built. This is the station where Mr. and Mrs. Manly are. 
It is central for West China Mission, as it is surrounded by small vil- 
lages where work by the Church is already established and a fine 
prospect for that line of work. Here one missionary could manage the 
school, her co-worker serve in evangelistic work in the districts near by, 
as well as in the city. A small home would be a necessity and will 
undoubtedly have to be built, as this station is the half way place 
between the two extremes of our territory. Bishop Bashford states 
that in Tsicheo ninety per cent of the Christians are men. Only ten 
per cent of the women have been reached and evangelistic work is 
most sorely needed. 

CHUNG KING—Continued ill health among the girls, 75 per 
cent of whom have suffered from the fever during the year, has been 
a large determining factor in the unanimous decision to advise the 
transfer of the Girls’ Boarding School from Chung King to Chentu. 
The location in Chung King made enlargement impossible, ancestral 
holdings, the city wall, General Board property and a sheer precipice 
set definite bounds. The boarding students had most inadequate sleep- 
ing accommodations and these, together with other conditions, made 
the situation one of concern. But, with the removal of the boarding 
school, it becomes almost imperative to establish a day school for the 
children of native Christians, as well as to recognize helpfully the 
medical and evangelistic lines of missionary effort in this city, which 
is pre-eminently a commercial rather than an educational center.

FOOCHOW—Miss Jewell reached Foochow September 20th, 1905, 
was warmly greeted by sister missionaries, friends and servants, and 
by the boom of firecrackers. She says: “The sight of twenty-four 
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strange faces in the Training School and the Romanized School and 
the knowledge that I must get acquainted with so many new women 
all at once made me realize that I had been absent for a year, as, per- 
haps nothing else would, for, returning to the same home, the same work 
and with practically the same se rvants, made me feel, in the home, as 
though I had not been away at all. Conference came a month later 
and we entertained a number of the delegates from Hok-chiang. The 
school women gain spiritual strength and enlightment from the ser- 
mons and prayer services and the earnest advice and encouraging cheer 
of the Bi . After Conference we settled down to hard work again, 
and kept it up until the second month had passed. 

November 17th completed my twenty-first year since arriving in 
Foochow, but last year the date was marked by a more important 
event than that anniversary. The college students, connected with the 
Y. M. C, A., had been holding meetings which had increased in num- 
bers and interest night after night. That night, as Miss Bosworth 
said, “The fire fell.” A wonderful meeting, resulting in confessions, 
conversions and decisions for life work. 

Miss Parkinson had invited Mr. Diong to hold meetings at the 
Seminary and invited the students from the other schools to meet with 
her girls. Ihe wonderful fact in these meetings was the spirit of 
prayer; fifty, sixty, seventy—who could tell how many, praying in the 
Chapel at once, audibly and no one hindering any other one. The meet- 
ings were a great blessing to my women. 

‘In another month it was time to prepare for Christmas. Sup- 
plies were scanty, but from boxes sent to other missionaries and 
kind friends at hand we made out very well. The women prepared 
the Christmas program, decorated the.room and we had a happy time. 

Almost another month passed by and examinations were held; the 
women did well. 

We closed school January 12th and the women scattered for their 
New Year's vacation, and to carry the Light of the Gospel into their 
homes and the neighbor’s homes. Nine of the new women joined the 
Church on probation December 31st. The whole enrollment for the 
term was fifteen in tne Woman's Training School and twenty-two in 
the Romanized School—a total of thirty-seven. The women paid their 
share toward the Preacher’s salary, the Foreign and Home Missionary 
Societies, and the Women in the Romanized School paid $58 Mexican. 
We opened school again February 12th, 1906, after just a month’s 
vacation, The enrollment in the Training School was twenty-five and 
in “ Romanized School eighteen—total number forty-three.

ans soon after my arrival in September, I saw fifteen Bible- 
women walk down tie center aisle of Tieng Ang Dong Church to 
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_take Communion together, and realized that I had helped to train all 
but one, my heart was full of thanksgiving, and I felt the work and 
burdens and trials of the years had not been in vain. 

Conference Seminary—Miss Parkinson says: “June 15 we closed 
one of the most successful terms the Seminary has yet had. Four of 
the students graduated and will now teach in some of our schools. 
One has married and gone to Manila to live; one of the sweetest 
Christian characters to be found in China. One will help Miss Lorenz 
in Kucheng and two will help in the Seminary. 

Girls’ Boarding School—Misses Bonafield and Plumb, Mission- 
aries; Miss Ruby Sia, Music Instructor; Miss May Hu, Preceptress. 
Miss Bonafield gives grateful recognition of the Father’s help in joy 
and in sorrow. The school year is divided by two terms; the fall term 
of five months and the spring term of four months. Miss Plumb had 
charge of the school during the fall term, and then with sad hearts 
they parted with her for the much needed rest in the home land. 
Christmas was a severe strain upon Miss Plumb; there were so many 
she wanted to make happy, and there was so little to plan with. But 
boxes from America arrived and brought substantial aid. 

January 20th, close of the Chinese year, a class of seven girls 
graduated from the school, and have gone as helpers to various needy 
fields. 

After a year of itinerating Miss Bonafield returned to take up her 


work in the school at the opening of the spring term. She says: 

“When I came to China, eighteen years ago, the first girl teacher, a 
graduate of the school, had just been employed. Our ideal to have our 
own graduates for teachers, instead of the long-finger-nailed-read-book- 
men, which constitute the Literati of China, has never been lost sight of, 
but our bright-faced Christian girls have been in such demand to estab- 
lish Christian homes that we have been able to keep them as helpers but 
a short time. But progress has been made, and, when I found I was to 
have associated with me in the school Miss May Hu as preceptress, Miss 
Ruby Sia as musical instructor, Miss Bertha Li at the head of our 
Primary department, with its fifty little beginners, and Miss Mary Sia 
as my helper in all departments, I felt the time had come for me to sing 
a song of praise, and I have been singing it through the term. Dr. Lyon’s 
illness and home-going left us with only a visit once a week from our 
over-worked Dr. Hu King Eng, and this has been a cause of constant 
anxiety to us, but, in the midst of pestilence, we have been kept, and no 
serious illness came to us during the term. The native teachers of the 
boarding school, kindergarten and day schools have come together for a 
summer school, and we are working with enthusiasm and determination. 
The students undertake to solve questions which the greatest statesmen 
of China fear to undertake. During the year 175 girls have been enrolled 
seventy-six self-supporting, either as day pupils or boarders. We have 
been obliged, on account of the crowded condition of the school, to turn 
away many applicants. While it is most encouraging, the number of 
girls who come to us from fairly well-to-do homes, yet the poor, the very 
poor, the homeless, the destitute crowd upon us. Since the original pur- 
chase of the property now occupied, six different plots have been pur- 
chased at a value of $1,700, making the present compound about twice 
the size of the original one. But we still need additional ground and 
buildings. We are occupying the old stables, renovated for dining room 
and kitchen, and we need better ones. During the year our school girls 
gave out of their deep poverty $18.85 toward pastor’s support. The 
Standard Bearers support a day school at $20, and the school has given 
$25 to the Home Missionary collection. 

“In May the senior class, with Miss Ruby Sia’s help, gave a patriotic 


program, which was attended by over 200 women and girls, and greatly 
enjoyed.’”’ 
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bb E. Crook Children’s Home—The work of nearly five years 
in this hanage home told heavily on Mrs. Tippet, and with quiver- 
ing nerves and pulse registering 104 she obeyed her physician and left 
for home. At the time of her leaving there were forty-two belonging 
to the orphanage and ten boarders. 

The orphanage is quite popular as a boarding place, and were the 
accommodations larger they would have more. The kindergarten grows 
in popularity and the past year over 100 have been enrolled with an 
average daily attendance of over eighty, and of that number only six 
belong to the orphanage. When the tiny babies are older grown there 
will be more kindergartners. 

The health of the children has been better than last year, and 
only two deaths have occurred. There has been marked improvement, 
too, mentally and spiritually. They are paying more attention to their 
personal appearance and are beginning to feel that it is important that 
heads and bodies should be clean from that form of uncleanness which 
is so common in China, where babies have their first bath in the sixth 
moon, when it is warm! This, Mrs. Tippet learned at the official 
orphanage, and she says it is what the babies looked like. 

Miss Soci Sia, reporting for the day schools in Foochow District, 
says: 

‘*They have passed many visisitudes and along many lines we see 
rapid growth, not in numbers only, but in the characters and attitude 
toward the Christian religion and its missionaries I have visited these 
school frequently, especially these to which I could examine all of them 
quarterly. The two schools up the river, taught by graduates from our 
boarding school, were examined in the spring by Miss Bonafield. We 
have this year fifteen day scholars, one of them supported by our girls 
in the Foochow boarding school. Many more schools could be located 
in the District if we teachers to give them. It is very encouraging to 
see parents so desirous to have their girls educated that they will send 
their daughters to boys’ schools, and sometimes pay for their tuition. 


Miss Ruby has received many invitations to visit the homes of the 
pupils. She looks upon the day school as her ideal method of mis- 
sionary work. The teachers are all married, Christian women, the ma- 
jority of them graduates from the Boarding school. The pupils are 
png not only secular knowledge, but are being led to Christ— 
ats them this year. 

The day schools are furnishing many bright and well qualified 
students for the Boarding school. In June Miss Ruby had. tie teachers 
come to Foochow for four weeks’ instruction in modern methods of 
teaching, especially primary instruction. 

Wealthy people in Foochow are establishing an educational institu- 
tion for ig women and girls, and many more wealthy families are . 
ier English or teachers to teach their wives and daughters. 

China has begun. In the musical department of the 
Boake car Seat two semi-weekly vocal classes have been formed and 
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a Sunday evening choir class, which meets for practice as often as 
Miss Ruby’s time will permit. All the High school girls take vocal 
lessons and fourteen of them instrumental. A new piano is greatly 
needed. f 

Industrial Work—Upon Miss Jean Adams’ leaving for home to 
make sale for the product of the work, Miss Chisholm took charge of 
the women, and looked faithfully after the interests of the industrial 
work, beside doing evangelistic work in the city hospital and helping 
in other directions. 

Dr. Lyons’ complete breakdown was a critical time for the Liang-au 
Hospital. Thessituation was relieved as far as possible by visits from 
physicians of other Boards, and Dr. Lyons’ medical students. 

Medical Work—Dr. Carleton says: “As I sit down to write my 
report I am reminded of an experience in an elevator at home. The 
door closed, the boy pulled the rope, the elevator responded and we 
moved up. Then it settled a little; then recovering itself a little, rose 
perhaps half way to the floor above, only to drop suddenly. The door 
opened, the boy said, ‘Ladies, you will have to use the stairs.’ 

“Withdrawal from Ming Chiang by the General Missionary Society 
of its missionary and inability to erect the buildings promised has had 
a very depressing effect upon Methodism. The two societies are so, 
allied that the Woman’s Society has felt the depression. The hospital 
has worked on just the same, of course; a few more people in the 
wards, about the same number in the dispensary, fewer visits, perhaps, 
outside and the Gospel preached faithfully, but our problem is yet, 
“Where are the stairs? How are we to find the way?’ ” 

Woolston Memorial Hospital—Dr. Hu King Eng in charge, writes: 

“One more year’s work for Jesus! 
How sweet the work has been. 
To tell the story, 
To show the glory, 
Where Christ’s flock enter in! 
How it did shine - 
In this poor heart of mine!” 


She makes grateful recognition of the native pastor and all the 
hospital assistants and for the abundant opportunities to tell the Story. 
“We have sown the seed, God gives the increase.” The celebration of 
Christmas was the same happy event; the program provided being an 
especial feature of it; the singing by the sweet little kindergarten 
children, accompanied by gestures, was much admired. 

In December another class of two: students graduated ; the room 
insufficient to hold the many that wanted to witness the exercises. 
Among those that came were quite a number of the gentry and teachers 
of the government schools for young men. They were surprised and 
delighted that their country women could be so brave and do so well. 
One. of the gentry decided that his daughter should come and study 
medicine. 


A new class of young women entered in February, without the 
diplomas that had heretofore been required, the class being made up of 
Christian and non-Christian girls.

MING-CHIANG—Miss Peters, in August, moved with her women 
into the new buildings, which they will greatly enjoy. The work in 
both the Training and Romanized school has prospered during the 
year. She has fifteen regularly employed Bible-women at various sta- 
tions throughout the district. 


Miss Longstreet says: I have put new books in my day schools 
and am pleased with the improvement that I have already seen. I 
have ten day schools now. In February I had my day school teachers 
in for a week’s study; they gained great inspiration and help. My 
Boarding school has had an enrollment of thirty-nine this last term. 

KU-CHENG AND KU-DE DISTRICTS—Miss Travis says of the 
Ku-Cheng Boarding School: “God has greatly blessed us with many 
temporal and spiritual gifts the past year. Sixteen girls have gone 
out with bright faces and hopeful hearts to take up work for God. Tie 
prospects for the future of the school are bright. We have eighty- 
eight girls from ten to twenty years of age. Ku-de District day schools 
scattered about among the villages of this mountainous district are nine- 
teen in number—a few weak, most of them doing excellent work. 
The teachers are all “ristian women, graduates of our Ku-cheng Wom- 
an’s school or the Boarding school. The schools have prepared dur- 
ing the past year twenty girls to enter the boarding school; fifteen 
brave little women are as Bible-women holding up the standard of 
Jesus, and leading the darkened ones to Him.” 

NGU-CHENG—Miss Bartlett says: 


“We have had about forty women enrolled in the Woman's Training 
school and the Romanized school, and have had to turn some away 
because of of room. ‘These women have been a constant inspiration 
to me, as I have watched them from day to day, and seen what difficul- 
ties they overcome. Three bright women graduated at Chinese New 
Year | time, and are now at active work.

As we near China’s centennial of Protestant Missions it is with 
the hope that the work of this little conference may win its meed of 
attention and reinforcement No field is more promising of abundant 
harvest. 

Year by year the call comes with added emphasis for an increase in 
the missionary force. The larger number of our representatives have 
already served for years and are beginning to find strength sapped by 
jong continued toil and responsibility. Others should be preparing to 
relieve them and to push for greater conquest. Furloughs have been 
asked for Miss Wilson and Miss Westcott, while there are no mis- 
sionaries at hand to take their places. 

HING-HUA—The Hamilton Girls’ Boarding School, under the care 
of Miss Westcott and Miss Varney, is prospering to such an extent 
that additional room is needed in the building. 

In the Bible training school are forty students, all that can be 
accommodated. A class of thirteen new students was received, most 
of whom did remarkably well. The middle and higher classes were 
also very good. Miss Wilson reports that a large class in the Acts 
of the Apostles, taught by Mrs. Li, the pastor’s wife, was the very 
best of any class examined by herself. The wife of the native presid- 
ing elder is another valuable teacher. 

Miss Thomas has now such a command of the language as to be of 
great assistance in the training school, which leaves Miss Wilson free 
for the work of Romanizing and church history. The Bible women 
are becoming more efficient ‘than formerly and Christians more intelli- 
gent under their instruction, but the supply is very inadequate—only 
one Bible woman for 108 villages. 

SING-IU—tThe evangelistic work: under Miss Lebeus is very en- 
couraging. During the summer the Bible women—nineteen in num- 
ber—assembled for a season of normal training, which was very profit- 
able to all and a joy to Miss Lebeus’ own heart. Regular hours were 
observed for study. The devotional services twice each day, led by 
herself and the Bible women in turn, were an especial blessing. Miss 
Lebeus writes that she often wonders at the power of the Chinese to 
grasp and explain spiritual truth. 

Miss Nicolaison very much needs an assistant in the care of her 
large girls’ school, with its multitudinous demands for the home and 
the teaching, and especially because of the strain on her own health.

The Margaret Eliza Nast Memorial Hospital was dedicated last 
November by Bishop Bashford. Dr. Betow is in charge. The record 
for the first nine months is 97 in patients, 175 out patients, 2,675 treat- 
ments in the two dispensaries and 87 in the country. A small fee is 
charged for treatment and the amount thus taken was $367.77 Mexican. 
The patients are taught to read and to memorize Scripture. Two 
women unbound their feet and one who had never before heard of 
Christ has entered the Bible training school and the whole family attend 
church services. 

Nurse Training—In addition to this regular work of the hospita! 
Dr. Betow has a fine class of five young women who are taking a 
two years’ course of training as nurses and one taking a medical course. 
Dr. er has recently been commissioned as her associate.

The crisis which the late war brought to Korea, has not only left 
her people humiliated and her government shorn of power, but has 
caused he people to recognize, as never before, that heathen religions 
cannot sustain in the hour of tribulation as the Christian religion does 
sustain and strengthen those who follow it. They also see that old 
time ‘educational methods do not fit them to enter the new conditions 
of life with any prospect of success or of being lifted to a higher plane 
and better eae: There is a spirit Of inquiry abroad and a general 
deman Rgeancation, for modern schools, 

bags el message of a God of love, of a Redeemer from sin, 
sppeals and they are ring into the Christian churches of 

own Pad other missions, not by hundreds only, but by thousands. 
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Our own church reports an increase of members and probationers dur- 
ing the past year of 4,995. The reports of missionaries of all denomt1- 
nations teem with tales of wonderful awakenings, of the many who 
are crowding the places of meeting and eagerly listening to and study- 
ing the Word. 

Our own workers plead for more help, not enough to be able to’ 
go into the cities, villages and hamlets and there to teach the individual 
inquirers, this they know is beyond our power, but that they may be 
able to train up native helpers by calling together the representative 
women, instructing and leading them further in Christian knowledge 
and life, so that they may instruct others. In this way the efficiency 
of our missionaries will be multiplied many fold, and a corps of native 
workers be trained to do the work which the missionaries cannot do. 
Mrs. Noble says: ‘Now is the time to take Korea for Christ. We 
need all the workers we have asked for; the harvest is ripe here.” 
Another from the north says: “The work is growing by leaps and by 
bounds and we cannot keep up to it.’ Mrs. Morris from Yeng Byen 
says: “There is the promise here of a splendid work among the 
women and girls.” 

Miss Miller of Chemulpo says: “We continue to be embarassed 

by our opportunities. For the 190 groups of Christians on this district 
we have but two W. F. M. S. workers. There should be a division, 
putting one new home with two workers at Haiju and another with 
two workers at Kong-ju.” The district is too large and traveling too 
expensive to try to work it all from Chemulpo. She says: “At 
Chemulpo the average attendance of women at the Sunday service 
is 250 and at the Friday morning prayer meeting 65.” 
j Mrs. Scranton and Mrs. Sharp report aggressive and successful 
work on the Southern District. Baldwin Chapel, at East Gate, in 
Seoul, has been so crowded the last year that at times even the table 
has had to be put out of doors in order to make room. Some way 
of enlarging the chapel must be found. 

Miss Paine writes: “It has been most gratifying to me to see 
how many are coming into the church ‘on both sides of the curtain.’ 
I went to one home to examine eight women and girls for baptism. 
The great grandfather and the father of the family will also be bap- 
tized with the rest next Sunday. Think of four generations from one 
family coming into the church at one time! The work is in such a 
growing condition that it is most encouraging. 

A Traming School for Bible women, with a woman especially 
trained and fitted for such work set apart for such a school, is one 
of the greatest necessities of our work in Korea just now. So long 
as the training of Bible women devolves on those who are already 
overburdened with itinerating and other work it cannot be satis- 
factorily done. 

The success of the evangelistic work brings with it greatly en- 
larged needs in educational lines. It seems but a few years since the 
first attempt at opening a day school for girls was made and a still 
shorter time since we considered an attendance of twenty to thirty 
girls almost a marvel. The past year the day school in Yyeng Yang 
reported an enrollment of 110, that in Chemulpo of 95 and 20 others 
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are feported with an attendance ranging from 55 down to 8, the total 
attendance aggregating 570. There has been a general awakening in 
educational lines throughout the country; everywhere the people are 
clamoring for schools, many attempts are being made to open schools, 


’ and if we do not help our Christians to establish schools under Chris- 


tian supervision and with Christian teachers we force them to send 
their children to schools where they will be imbued with the teachings 
and practices of heathendom. Can we afford to do this? Surely not. 
li is well known to all that our schools are distinctly Christian, that 
the Christian religion is taught there just as well as secular studies, 
nevertheless large numbers of non-Christians are ready to send their 
girls to these schools, giving us the best opportunity to win these chil- 
dren and through them their families for Christ. Will we turn our 
backs on such opportunities ? 

SEOUL—tThe Boarding school in Seoul has grown to an attend- 
ance of 88, the number being limited by the appropriations, many ap- 
plicants needing to be turned away. Miss Paine writes: “It has been 
my greatest joy to watch ‘the life in the Spirit’ which is lived by the 
girls. Earnest prayer has been the daily habit and it has shown its 
effect. The first day after my return, when I took my classes, I found 
that at a certain time each day lessons were stopped and all engaged 
in prayer. I found that they spent the short time in earnest prayer 
for their country. One of our girls from a heathen home, returning 
after the New Year’s vacation, told me how they had allowed her to 
have prayer each day and how at noon they had gathered while she 
prayed for their country. Six of the girls have acted as pupil teachers, 
and, under the careful oversight of Mrs. Cho, have done very satis- 
factory work.” Self-support has been pressed and much is being done 
in this line, else it would be impossible, with the increased cost of 
living, to cover expenses with scholarships at only $35.00 A larger 
number of scholarships is urgently asked for. From this school must 
come our future teachers for our day schools. Miss Lewis has also 
aan much appreciated help in the industrial department. 

The Blind School in Pyeng Yang is still caring for seven girls 
and with the income from industrial work and native contributions 
hopes to take in two more girls this year. 

Medical Work—The inability of Dr. Pak, in Pyeng Yang, to carry

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Ernsberger is pleading that the Lillian Harris Memorial Hospital may 
be erected at East Gate, as this seems to her to be the very best point 
in the city for reaching crowds of natives. 

Dr. Cutler and: Miss Edmunds worked on bravely, despite dis- 
couragements and the lack of most necessary room and conveniences. 
Three thousand three hundred and forty-seven dispensary patients were 
treated, 118 patients were cared for in the wards and about 250 out- 
calls made. The ward patients were cared for an average of twenty- 
three each. If the dispensary work is carried on under difficulties be- 
cause of lack of proper facilities much more so the surgical and the 
ward work. For years it has seemed like a waste of money to make 
further repairs, but so long as no appropriation for another hospital 
was made it had to be done in order to keep even a roof over the 
heads of our patients and nurses. Now that a part at least of the 
money is provided for our workers plead earnestly that some other 
branch, or branches, make further provision. There is a division cf 
opinion as to where the new hospital should be located. It is a ques- 
tion whether the likelihood of reaching the largest number of patients 
or the greater ease of co-operating with the well equipped Severance 
Hospital shall give the decision as to location. The needs of the 
medical work of today are not simply medical and surgical help for 
those who come or send, but also the training of native women as 
nurses and physicians. Along with the general awakening the demand 
for general education throughout the country there is also a demand 
for education along special lines. The duty is laid at the door of our 
church to provide such instruction for our Christian women and girls 
under Christian influences and surroundings. If we do not do this we 
will find our most promising native workers going where they can find 
the coveted opportunities and we will be more helpless to meet the 
needs, not only in these, but also in every other line later on than we 
are even now. : 

Seven new missionaries and two homes at new stations are asked 
for, besides the additional money necessary to build the much needed 
hospital. How much of this will have to be denied? The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fullness thereof; there is an abundance of wealth 
in the church to supply all these needs. Where is the steward or the 
stewardess of the Lord’s money ready to furnish the remainder neces- . 
sary for this hospital and others to erect these homes and to support 
these missionaries? They are somewhere, if we are earnest enough in 
our prayers and our efforts we will surely find them. Let us join, as 
never before, our prayers with those of the hundreds and thousand: 
of women and girls in Korea who are praying that help may. be sent 
them, in the meantime doing our best to help in the answering of our 


prayers.

The streets were mapped out, and 
all the schools in the city were assigned places to stand and shout, ‘Ban- 
zai,’ wave flags, and sing songs of welcome as the soldiers marched by. 
With these interruptions, class work fell behind and the commencement 
exercises were later than usual.’’ nae = z : 

Weare deeply grateful for the spiritual life manifested in the hearts 
of teachers and pupils. Our schools, being centers from which evangel- 
izing influences reach out in so many different directions, we long more 
and more to have a thorough baptism of the Holy. Spirit in the hearts 
of all. The agencies used here to this end are daily Bible classes, 
weekly prayer meetings, King’s Daughters’ Circle and Temperance 
Society, and have seemed to be of more than usual-interest this year. 

The Orphanage, or Home for Famine Children, has been an out- 
growth of war and famine. It has greatly appealed to almost all 
classes, and receives help from both Japanese and foreign sources. The 
awful suffering caused by soul salvation touched the heart of humanity. 
Miss Phelps, in charge of the Home, writes: 

“The first seven children were brought to us on the 28th of February. 
A few days later, ten more were brought in from one of the distressed 
villages. Then, by ones, twos, and, as many as thirty and forty at once, 
have been coming, until now we have over 250 in the Home. Miserable, 
in rags, dirt and vermin, when they come to us, then, after a bath, a 
clean dress, and a few strong combings, with perhaps a week of satisfy- 
ing food, behold a bright-faced, grateful, singing little boy or girl. 

; “The older children work busily and happily, helping to care for the 
little ones, and our teachers are models: of Christianity, earnestness and 
devotion to the work. Our boys are, most of them, good in study and 
full of energy, ambition and hopefulness of young Japanese. Our hope is 
to plant the seed of the Gospel where it can never be forgotten, so that, 
in after years, when these children go out, perhaps to the old homes, 
perhaps to other cities, the word will go with them, an abiding Light, 
which shall be known and read by all men. We have already school 
work, knitting, sewing, and some outdoor work, and the care of the 
house with which to employ the children. The work appeals to almost 
everybody. The officials of Sendai are very helpful and sympathetic; a 
school building almost new and quite well suited to our need, was found 
available; earnest, devoted laborers sprang up about us just as if prepared 
with the work; bedding, floor mats, schoolbooks, and other necessaries 
are made very reasonable in price for us, and in every way the blessing 
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of the Lord, and His daily help are manifest. These bright little village

Daily Bible classes and 
weekly prayer meetings have been faithfully taught and attended. The 
Holy Spirit like the dew, silently, constantly blesses us. There is a 
visible, steady growth in grace, and there are signs of fruit-bearing 
among the older grils, while eight of the new pupils were consecrated 
to Jesus Christ in baptism on the Sabbath preceding Christmas. The 
present year is one of building and preparation for the change to our 
new, commodious school. We hope everything will be completed for 
our twenty-fifth anniversary, to be celebrated in our new buildings. 
Our pupils and friends are looking forward: eagerly to this and are 
helping all they can. There have been several contributions toward 
the “building fund” received from former pupils. One bride and 
groom recently decided to economize in their wedding feast that they 
might give us twenty yen ($10.00). The husband of one girl sent fiity 
yen ($25.00) as the thank-offering for a successful fishing season. This 
fund was started several years ago, and is gradually increasing. We 
hope it will be large enough to build a gymnasium by the time the other 
buildings are completed. A large number of girls have been pressing 
for admission, only to be refused, until the new building is completed. 
The girls of this island are growing more and more eager for education, 
and we are so glad that soon we may be able to accommodate a larger 
number. Miss Hampton is giving most careful supervision to the erec- 
tion of the new buildings and the work, long delayed, is now going 
forward as rapidly as possible. Miss Dickerson has been alone in 
charge of the school a great part of this year, owing to Miss Singer’s 
critical illness. We rejoice that the life of the latter has been spared, 
and she is now in a sanitarium in the home land doing her best to get 
strong and well enough to go back to her much loved work.

FUKUOKA—Ei-Wa Jo Gakko—This year more than twice the 
number of students have given their hearts to God. In September Miss 
Finlay reached Fukuoka, and her coming was a great joy, and she has 
been a great blessing. ‘The total enrollment is 166, almost 50 per cent. 
in advance of last year. The limited room will not permit a much 
larger increase; but, with sufficient equipment, the numbers would reach 
into the hundreds. ’ The school is still enjoying the favorable opinion 
of the school authorities in the city, who, while they do not appreciate 
the religious interests, fully appreciate the standard of education and 
morals, The special recommendation of the principal of the city 
Grammar school was received when he advised the girl graduates to 
attend our school for further instruction. Every year a number of 

es from that school attend our school. ‘This year all the board- 
students have become Christians except one, and her stay in the 

ool was short. The majority of the day students, too, have become 
Christians. A few special meetings have been held each term, each 
resulting in a number of conversions, the largest number being at the 
last spring term, when twenty-six girls and one teacher gave their 
hearts to God in one series of meetings. In all forty-six have been 
converted during the year. Some of the conversions have been most 
interesting. The class meetings have been of unusual interest; that of 
the day students is led by a native teacher. These meetings of the day 
students are especially interesting, sometimes two or three rising to 
give testimony at the same time, while a call for voluntary prayer is 


always responded to quickly and earnestly. Miss Seeds says: 
“We watch with greatest interest the spiritual progress of the day 
students, who, for the most part, go back at night to their heathen homes 
with their various influences. On Saturday evening there is a prayer 
and t ony meeting, conducted by the girls themselves, which is a 
source of aot spiritual blessing. Two of the girls teach in the infant 
department of the church Sunday school, and the five city Sunday schools 
are all conducted by the older girls, two to each Sunday school. ‘This is 
shalt ly ¢ te outside work, but their lives have a wonderful influence.

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District where the nine Bible-women have work, at each of which the 
missionaries have held meetings, and called on the Christians and in- 
quirers with the Bible-women in charge. Where there is a native pastor 
the missionary is ofteri requested to hold a meeting, open to men as well 
as women, when as many as seventy or more have been present. Twen- 
ty-nine were baptized last year, and more than one hundred earnest 
inquirers are being led. The Sunday school work is very interesting 
and prosperous, with one Sunday school at each of the twelve points of 
work, while at Wakamatsu there are two, at Kakata five and at Kukuoka 
there are six, representing, in all, twenty-two Sunday schools and nearly 
two thousand children. At the Christmas entertainment 450 children 
crowded the Fukuoka church. A new church has been dedicated at 
Moji this year, which has proved an incentive to all the work there. All 


the Bible-women have worked faithfully and well, as the results indicate. 

“Mrs. Fretz has most faithfully conducted her cooking classes twice 
each month, with an attendance from fifteen to twenty-five at each meet- 
ing. At each of these meetings one hour has been devoted to a. Bible 
reading and talk by the Bible-woman. All the women bring their own 
Bibles and listen with interest. Barly in the year a few asked for special 
instruction in the Bible, but later the number increased so much that 
they all come at a much earlier hour than formerly for the special Bible- 
instruction and have thus become definite inquirers, and one of the class 
has been baptized. As the cooking class is composed of a class of women 
very hard to reach, Mrs. Fretz is to be congratulated on the success she 
has attained and the promise she may claim for a splendid future work.’’ 


NAGASAKI—Kwassui Jo Gakko—With the unprecedented en- 
rollment of 414, the class rooms have been crowded, and many refused 
admittance for lack of room in the dormitories. “This is certainly a 
change from twenty-six years ago, when girls could hardly be hired to 
enter a Mission School.” Japanese, Chinese, Eurasians, Koreans, Rus- 
sians, English, American and Danish, all are represented in the school. 
Nearly all the boarders and some of the day scholars have become Chris- 
tians, and it is most encouraging to see the day pupils coming to Sunday 
school and church, and manifesting an interest in Christianity that has 
hitherto been unknown. ‘Twenty-one girls have been baptized during 
the year. Miss Young organized a King’s Herald Society last October. 
The children have their own officers, who preside over the regular 
monthly meetings, take the collections, keeping accurate reports. They 
have evinced great interest in their mite boxes; and their Thanksgiving 
program was quite a success, with an offering of $7.50. They voted 
their collection to, Korea. King’s Herald’s pins were sent to this 
society by Miss Gaddis, of Cincinnati. The older society has raised 
over $20 dues and over $40 in mite boxes, and will send their money 
for the work in Loo Choo. Besides this, more than $50 was raised 
for the famine sufferers, while the Patriotic Society has made good 
collections and helped a number of people this year. ‘Miss Cody has 
put new life into the Kindergarten. She has five excellent girls in 
training, one of whom completed the course in June. Girls were 
graduated from the Collegiate, Kindergarten, Training and Industrial 
departments this year. TheBiblical and Evangelistic Department is in 
charge of Miss Melton. We have no regular Bible-woman doing work 
in Nagasaki, because the young women in the Biblical department re- 
quire practice in Sunday school work, women’s meetings, visiting, 
etc., all of which must be gotten in Nagasaki; and the girls in the -

school are trained to do Sunday school work, the seventeen Sunday 
schools im the city being in charge of these girls. Also the Central 
church supports a Bible-woman of its own. Twelve Bible-women have 
been enrolled in the Biblical department during the year. Their educa- 
tion being deficient, all but two have taken up the lower branches of 
study. At 11 o'clock each day all have met for an hour's study in 
“The Life of Christ.” Two of the more advanced students take Old 
Testament history and Biblical geography. ‘The progress of the whole 
class has been gratifying. The city Sunday schools have been carried 
on by the girls and Bible-women, and one new school was opened by 
Miss Russell under the shadow of the largest Shinto temple on the 
island. The attendance has been good and the interest increasing. 
The annual Christmas gathering brought over 500 children into Kwassui 
chapel, and 150 and 100, respectively, at other centers. Two weekly 
mother’s meetings have been held, and the simplicity of the faith and 
trust of these women has been an inspiration to their leader. The 
school has been embarrassed from lack of a proper place for physical 
exercise, and they are planning to construct a room where the girls 
can exercise properly. More than $150 has been given by Kwassui 
: girls, both old and new; but this sum is not half enough. Many diffi- 
cult problems have confronted the workers this year, some of which 
are financial. The increase in the cost of living has made it necessary 
to raise all tuitions, which has been.done without loss to the school. 
A serious matter is that of teacher's salaries. They have an excellent 
corps of Japanese teachers, but it is feared many will leave unless their 
salaries are made more nearly like those paid by the government, 
where the work is much less. This the appropriations will not allow, 
and local receipts are totally inadequate to meet the many extra de- 
mands. Kwassui Dispensary—The dispensary was closed over six 
weeks, owing to the illness of the physician in charge, Mrs. M. A. Suga-

The little lame girl carefully 
leads her blind friend all about the grounds, teaching her Sunday school 
songs, and now and then sitting one to play with grasses and flowers, 
or shells and sand, the blind oné pretending she saw them all; and she 
is happy all the day. Every two or three years some poor unfortunate 
baby has been brought to the home, and last winter a poor little waif 
was found one bitter cold morning on a refuse heap and brought to the 
Home. She is now a dear little baby si : 

KAGOSHIMA, KIUSHIU DISTRICT—This southern District is 
cut off from land communication with the north portion of the island 
by an almost impassable knot of mountains, and is, therefore, much 
behind the rest of Japan in civilization. The people, especially the 
women are steeped in the worst superstition and are afraid of the 
“Jesus religion.” The District extends from Nagasaki to Formosa, but 
work has been carried on only as far as Naha, Loo Choo. In all this 
vast territory we have only eighteen Bible-womn, and when we know 
that in all this densely populated District ours are the only Bible- 
women except in the large cities of Kagoshima and Kumamoto, we 
stand appalled and wonder at the courage and faith of our missionaries, 
who go on, year after year, against such awful odds. Without excep- 
tion, all of the Bible-women are doing satisfactory work. Last year 
16,500 tracts and leaflets were distributed, 8,250 visits made and 1,800 
families visited. Miss Smith says: 

“Twenty-five conversions for so much work may seem very few to 
those at home, but not so to us who know so well the great difficulties in 
the way. Miss Gheer has traveled the District from end to end, teaching, 
holding meetings and distributing tracts, which she herself carefully pre- 
pared. Miss Long, too, has made two trips into the country and held 
two weekly Bible classes, yet it seems as though we had hardly touched 
the edge of the work.”’ 

Everywhere more workers are needed. At Sendai there is only 
one Bible woman, and she is the only one at work within a radius of 
sixty miles, where there are eight large towns where numerous oppor- 
tunities are waiting to be taken. 

Miss Long, who went out early in the year was most cordially 
welcomed. Miss Gheer was thus enabled to take her furlough after 
ten years of continuous work, and Miss Smith has now the superin- 
tendence of this vast work. A most urgent plea comes to open work 
in the places where opportunities seem most abundant. Those men- 
tioned especially are Kumamota, Loo Choo and Formosa.

MEXICO CITY—tThe Sarah L. Keen college has been at home for 
more than a year in its beautiful new building, which is truly a fitting 
memorial to her whose name it bears. The college is becoming an 
increasing power in the evangelization of Mexico and continues to grow 
in favor with the upper classes of the Mexican people who are sending 
their daughters to it and are willing to pay well for their education. 
We look forward to its becoming self-supporting in the not far distant 
future. During the year, 184 pupils matriculated, and all departments, 
from the Kindergarten to the Normal, gave evidence of substantial work, 
A class of five young ladies graduated from the Normal department last 
November, all of whom are teaching in our Mission schools. Land has 
recently been purchased within walking distance of the college, on which 
it is proposed to eréct a building for the Industrial Manual Training 
School, where pupils of the college, who can not take the higher courses 
of study, may have the opportunity of learning useful industrial work, 
which will fit them for a self-supporting future. Our day schools, so 
far as heard from, are doing well. 

PACHUCA—In our school in the city of Pachuca, which is a 
large mining center, we had a total enrollment for the year of 503, the 
largest in the history of the school, and only the lack of room pre- 
vented the number from being larger. This is the largest school in the 
republic. The Kindergarten enrolled more than 200 little folks. This 
department possesses almost unlimited possibilities, but its crowded 
guarters prevent its full development. To one having seen these bright 
children doing their work under such trying conditions, comes a great 
desire to give them a better chance to more fully experience Froebel’s 
ideal. The Superior department is reaching a higher standard, the girls 
are developing a class spirit that is a help to them and to the school. 
The three Epworth Leagues have strengthened the spiritual life of the 
school, and they have also contributed to the self-support of the church. 
This school is in great need of more scholarships in order that some 
very worthy children may be given a chance for a Christian education. 


GUANAJUATO—The school at this place is still hampered by an 
unfinished building and from inadequate supplies. An increase of ap- 
propriation is needed for better equipment. Prejudice against Protest- 
ants has been largely broken down in this conservative, but important 
city, thr n the medical work of the General Board and our two 
churches. It is desirable that our school should be put on a better 
basis to meet its increasing opportunities. 

PUEBLA—Of thePuebla Normal Institute it has been said: “From 
the Rio Grande on the north to Guatamala on the south, from ocean to 
ocean, there is no better work in all Mexico.” In July, the Twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the founding of the institute was celebrated with 
fitting exercises, which attracted attention throughout the city. Many 
of the graduates of former years returned for the occasion, and the 
school is more than ever widely and favorably known. American visit- 
ors are surprised to find how thoroughly progressive this school is and 
how fully American ideas and latest methods have been adapted to 
meet Mexican conditions. All this is appreciated by the better class of 
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Mexicans and the English-speaking residents of Puebla and other parts 
of the Republic. 

“The English department continues to be a popular feature of the 
Institute, and it is largely through it that their remarkable record of 
self-support has been attained. ‘lheir entire income this year amounts 
to $12,022.32 (Mexican currency), or over $6,000 in gold, the highest 
figure ever reached by any of our schools in all these years,’ writes Dr. 
Butler. 

All departments show an increase in matriculation this year, but 
the school has been hampered during the last two years for lack of 
room. ‘This year seventy pupils have been admitted into the Boarding 
department, when the sanitary conditions would justify the admittance 
of not more than fifty. Miss Limberger says: 

“We regret to state that unless we are able to buy more property 
we cannot expect to increase in the future, as we have reached our limit, 
and in many of the school-rooms already we have enrolled during the 
month of January (the opening of the school year), more pupils than we 
have seating room for. In several instances, classes have had to meet in 
dining rooms and bedrooms. A beautiful Christian spirit and an unusual 


home-like atmosphere pervade the place, and the high standard of the 
school has been maintained in spite of these hindrances.”

BUENOS AYRES—“The year of 1905 has been the most prosper- 
ous year in the history of the Evangelical School for girls in this city. 
The blessing of God has rested upon the institution, and teachers and 
pupils have done everything possible to contribute to the success of the 
school year. The total enrollment of pupils from March to November 
was 102; teachers and professors, 7; pupils on scholarships, 13; regu- 
lar borders, 12:. Taking into account the proximity of this school to the 
great public school of The Five Corners, this is a good number of pupils, 
but yet there have been vacancies in all the grades except the primary. 
It is difficult to keep the girls for the higher grades. The house rented 
for the school was sold in November. Having a contract for two years 
longer, we accepted the liberal offer of settlement which the owner 
made us, and thus realized a good sum with which it is proposed to buy 
a lot on which to build later. Our tuitions have helped considerable 
towards self-support. Miss Le Huray is now at home for rest, but, 
should a suitable building be found, it may be necessary for her to 
return to superintend the removal of the school. Miss Susie A. 
Walker, now in charge of the school, writes: “We have permission 
to remain in the building and finish the year’s work. We nave daily 
Bible classes, in which the pupils are greatly interested. -Several 
parents from Roman Catholic homes have gone to the Methodist Epis- 
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copal church with their children.” One of the boarding pupils, whose 
conduct had caused much anxiety, has been hopefully converted and has 
joined the church on probation. 

ROSARIO—The ,Charity School would have been filled twice over 
if we cduld have had teachers and sufficient seating capacity for such a 
number of pupils. The rooms are the same as the school has occupied 
for the last twenty-two years, but, in spite of these limitations, this 
school does a good work. The attendance in the day schools is ex- 
cellent, the lower grades being full. The higher grades have suffered 
considerable because of the great increase in Rosario of schools of a 
semi-official character. Most of the teachers are members of the evan- 
gelical churches, and have received their primary education in the Mis- 
sion schools. ‘Their character is based on Christian principles, and the 
result can be seen in the classes under their care. The spirit of service 
and mutual loye is noticed, especially in the girls living in the Girls’ 
Home. ‘That the health of the family is good is shown by the fact that 
only twenty-two Argentine paper dollars have been paid for medical 
attendance in two years. For lack of a proper building, no boarding 
pupils have been received besides the eleven scholarship girls. Twenty- 
five girls have been refused admission for the same reason. There is 
urgent need for a new building, with large dormitory for a Christian 
home for girls, and the necessary appliances for industrial training, 
especially in the domestic department. The money now in hand will 
not be sufficient even with the modified plans, which cannot be further 
reduced, the prices of material and labor having increased so rapidly. 
Teachers and assistants, 9; Sunday schools, 2; scholarships, 11; day 
schools, 2; nite ils in both 2 Nt 225. 

EVIDEO_On Miss Hewett’s return from her brief fur- 
lough ye year the plans for the new building were placed in the hands 
of the architects, who began its erection immediately. It is now com- 
pleted, and the school work is carried on under most favorable condi- 
tions. There are large school rooms and sufficient dormitories to ac- 
commodate a number of boarders. The name of Crandon Insti- 
tute has been given to the school, in honor of our beloved Secretary of 
the Northwestern Branch, Mrs. F. P. Crandon, who has used her in- 
fluence in securing the funds for those enlarged accommodations.

Miss Wood pleads earnestly for help to establish a High school in 

Lima, where there is nothing- but secondary education for girls. She 
says: 
“The load is so heavy I cannot sleep nights. I have walked the 
streets praying for help; have taught my classes praying for help; have 
gone to sleep praying for help and I am sure God will send it. The High 
school for girls in Callao, of which Miss Bertha Wood has had charge 
since December, 1903, is the only school in the republic where girls can 
have High school studies. People have moved here from other cities for 
the sake of giving their girls a chance to study. All of the teachers for 
the other Mission schools have come from this school. Miss Bertha Wood 
has recently married and this important position is left vacant.” 


We close this report with these words from Bishop Neely’s book: 

“South America is rising in importance and increasing in influence, 
and it is the special duty of the evangelical people of the United States 
to help make it a beneficent influence. Let them rise and do their part! 
Let the evangelical world remember and help South America!’’

Tiny Bulgaria, scarcely half the size of Illinois, has ups and downs, 
not alone in its domination by the Balkans, but by varied opposition in 
its mission service. It is difficult, after centuries of misrule and op- 
pression for the Bulgarian to comprehend the selfless purpose of the 
true missionary. This greatly augments the difficulties of progressive 
evangelism, difficulties that affect even the convert to Protestantism, 
who can but faintly conceive the real difference between enrolled mem- 
bership in the church as a saving ordinance, and the actual faith in God 
that constitutes true conversion. In this hard field, the Educational 
work of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has made its advance. 
It has done much for the evangelical training of the Bulgarian girls. 

During the year the Orthodox Church has maintained its hostility, 
but blessed opportunities have not been lacking to make each day’s 
service count for good in His name. Never before has so large a pro- 
portion of old pupils returned. Miss Davis relinquished part of her 
furlough that she might early care for the music in this year’s curricu- 
lum, her work has succeeded admirably as shown in the progress of the 
pupils.. Sewing was made eminently practical by requiring the senior 
class to cut and make their own dresses. Advanced classes have in- 
struction in English and French. Best of all is the evident spiritual

Yesterday when the dumb and deaf sang; today, when 
Korea’s blind were described and India’s lepers maimed in awful pain, 
our hearts were deeply stirred. But in Italy, as in other Catholic 
ountries, the fingers of the pope have pressed the lids of pagan Christen- 
lom, that the truth should not be read. Public speech has frequently 
been under the ban, while the leprosy of immortality is a festering sore, 
deeper than any in the physical life of the outcast leper of India. In 
this moral miasmic swamp Christian missionaries are at work, draining 
out impurities, opening up new avenues of religious thought that lead 
direct to the cross, without intervention of priest or devotion to

di is insistent. Miss Odgers came to America for surgi- 
cal treatment, but hastened back to her chosen work. 
The report of the Bible-women is one long plea for more workers 
to permeate the family life with the vital principles of Christianity, and 
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to reach the mothers and daughters who may not enter our churches 
for fear of excommunitation. A plea for nurses is also made. The 
daughters of the New Italy, tormented by the restless social movements 
of the twentieth century, require examples of applied Christianity, such 
as shown by Christian nurses in the homes and hospitals. When lead- 
ing physicians find only nurses who insist on the greater efficiency of 
images of the Virgin than doctor’s orders, or that other class from 
society's dregs bringing even greater peril, their plea is most insistent. 
After fourteen years of most efficient service, in which she has: won 
Italian heartS8 as well as skillfully presided over the increasing educa- 
tional work now resident in Crandon Hall, Miss Ella M, Vickery retires 
voluntarily, and so presents her report, the tenth in the history of the 
Institute, and-the last under her direction. In brief, she says: 


“My thought has always been that, rather than a simple ad- 
junct to our Methodist church in Rome, the Crandon Institute 
ought to become a vital force in the social life of Italy, bringing 
its power for good to bear upon that part of the community, 
which, by reason of deeply-rooted prejudices against Protestants, 
must ever remain without the circle of. the pastor’s influence. 
My ideal would be a union school, a woman’s college for all evan- 
gelical denominations in Europe, "whose merit would be. reckoned, 
not so much by the number of pupils sent to the church services, 
as by the character of the young women, prepared by it for life 
work, by the ascendance these would exert in the formation of 
Italy’s moral conscience. 

“T should wish some religious liberty, that the fear of prose- 
lytism, always instilled into the hearts of our pupils, might be 
diminished, and thus the cirele of its influence for good be en- 
larged, but that all the branches of activity of the Institute should 
have but one goal—the greater glory of God and the increase of 
His kingdom on earth. 

“From the day of its opening, the Crandon Institute became a 
mark for the most poisoned shafts of the papal party, and its 
progress should be measured, rather by the formidable obstacles 
overcome, than by the visible results. Exposed to publie eriticism, 
as a venomous exotie plant, the priests left nothing undone that 
might dwarf its growth or prevent its taking firm root in the Cen- 
tral City of Romanism. But, in spite of their defamatory words, 
proclaimed from pulpit and press (extended even to the Roman 
Catholic publications of London, Paris and Berlin), notwithstand- 
ing their calumny, whispered from ear to ear, or wafted brdad- 
cast in anonymous letters; despite even the insidious influence of 
the confessional upon relatives of the pupils and the allurements 
of papal blessings and special indulgences, granted to all who 
would join the organized opposition, ‘known as “‘The League for 
the Preservation of the Faith;’’ the Institute, in these ten years, 
has acquired such general favor, as to leave no doubt of its adap- 
tability to the environment of the Bternal City. 

“Tf, according to Socrates, a work is to be judged, not by the 
praises or criticisms of its friends, but the opposition it awakens 
in its enemies, the Crandon Institute has had eloquent proof of its 
importance. To use the Tuscan proverb: ‘The tongue turns 
where the tooth aches. 


“Opened in 1897, in a large, gloomy apartment of the Palazzo 
Moroni, the Institute enrolled twelve young women, mostly stu- 
dents of the Magistero, or of the American Archeological school, in 
its boarding department during the first year and seven small 
girls, four of foreign birth, in its small elementary school. 


“The tenth year finds the Institute installed in a beautiful

The appropriation is used in North Germany for two, and in Switz- 
erland for three visiting deaconesses. The churches, in connection 
with which they work, made up the remainder of their salary, as the 
entire appropriation would scarcely support one worker. Miss Kehl, 
who works in connection with one of the charges in Berlin, does very 
efficient and, successful work. There has been an unusual spirit of in- 
quiry and a revival that lasted all the year around. A total of at least 
200 conversions during the past conference year is reported. Miss Kehl 
reports a weekly average of five metings held, eight visits made and 
sixty papers or tracts distributed. She says in her forty-one years of 
Christian life she has never seen such manifestations of the Spirit as 
during this year. Miss Klinghammer, who works in Chemnitz, has not 
as great success to report, but she has done faithful work. Much of 
her time has been spent among the sick. She reports for nine months 
thirty-four whole days, forty-eight half days and 383 hours of nursing, 
besides other visiting, and distributing about 300 tracts. For a time 
she was not well, but is now again in good health. Of the three sisters 
employed in Switzerl and, one is at Lausanne, one at Adlisweil, and one 
in Zurich. The sister at Lausanne has, besides her work of visiting, 
had charge of Home for Working Girls...This home does a great deal 
of good in providing a temporary home for girls out of work and in 
finding situations for them, in giving to girls working in factories a 
Christian home where they are shielded from temptations and in saving 
girls who have gone astray. Miss Rothlisberger feels that the work in 
the Home demands her entire time and so asks to be relieved from the 
work ot visiting. She reports 676 visits, 108 hours of nursing and 800 
tracts distributed. 

Sister Verona has done good work in Adlisweil, especially among 
the poor sick, reporting 1,517 hours, two half days, three whole days and 
thirteen nights of nursing. She reports besides this 326 other visits 
and 488 tracts distributed and tells of a number of conversions and 
many blessed hours in the service. 

The sister in Zurich has also done a great deal of work among the 
poor and sick. She reports over 500 hours of nursing 733 visits 
and sixty-one meetings conducted. 

The same appropriations are asked for the coming year. 

While being themselves greatly in need of help from us these 
same churches have contributed generously, when we consider their 
circumstances, not only for general church purposes, but. also for the 
work. of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. While they are 
thus doing through their gifts what they can to send help to their 
heathen sisters, there are a number of young ladies from these con- 
ferences in Germany and Switzerland asking what we can do to help 
them prepare themselves for the foreign field. If we tell them that 
they must come to America to take a course in any of our schools here 
and bear their own expenses while so doing, with the exception per- 
haps of some heip from the Educational Fund of our church, we tell 
them that we refuse them, for almost without exception they are with- 
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out means. Their hearts are burning to go out into the great fields 
as workers and we must find some way of making it possible to accept 
some of them or we will find not only them, but the support also of 
our women in Germany and Switzerland being turned towards other 
societies which will send them. During the past year the contributions 
show an increase of $51.64. ;

MISSIONARIES AND THEIR STATIONS. 
uessua—Susan Collins, Martha A. Drummer. 
ld Umtali—Virginia Swormstedt, 

The two stations at which the Society has work may rightfully be 
termed outposts, indeed. They are not only far away from the rest 
of our army, but they are also remote from each other. Our sentinels 
at each of these points have encouraging news to report. 

QUESSUA—After some four years of loneliness one good day 
last winter brought to our faithful Miss Collins the word that she was 
now to have an associate in the well equipped Miss Drummer, wnom 
the Pacific Branch was to send. The twenty-three girls in the school 
already filled the small house, so the work of enlarging its capacity 
by enclosing the back veranda was promptly begun. A part of the 
house had also been used as the school room, and arrangements were 
now made to use the kitchen, a few yards away, for this purpose, 
which it very well serves. So much for the spirit of thrift which so 
often contrives to make something out of nothing. After a delay of 
some weeks at the coast for an opportunity to proceed to her destina- 
tion the new missionary reached Quessua. She had scarcely more than 
received a welcome to her new home when she was attacked by 
illness, which continued several weeks. We are very thankful that her 
life was spared and that she finds herself happily situated. There is 
now a promising outlook for this school, where these girls sheltered 
within this truly Christian home are being taught the Christian faith. 
They show real aptitude in the memorizing of the Scriptures and every 
one participates in the morning and evening prayers. 

health of the school has been good the past year. The young 
people marry and settle in Quessua, which is becoming quite a village, 
the only Christian village near. 

OLD UMTALI—Here a real victory has been won. It has been 
very difficult to get girls to come to the school, which was opened in 
August, 1905, with eight girls. This year there have been altogether 
twenty-nine. 

The training of these girls is a hand to hand struggle with heathen- 
ism, and to secure even a reasonable degree of order and cleanliness 
requires uy the part of the missionary the persevering line-upon-line 
method, is no other is equal to the needs of such an undertaking. 
But the girls are capable and patient training will have its reward. 

- A creditable record has been made in the matter of gardening, 
which has greatly helped in providing eatables. Miss Swormstedt pur-. 
poses further advance in this line, expecting from this source substan- 
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tial returns. The girls are also taught housework and sewing. With 
such raw material to operate with it is no small measure of progress 
which is recorded in the statement that “most of the girls can handle 
a broom and duster, many can make a bed, five make bread and three 
cook fairly well.” 

These girls have brains and I plead for the school first. To awaken 
their minds and fill them with uplifting thoughts, eternal truths, will 
lift the veil of heathenism far more quickly than industrial. work, 
though this-also must be taught.” 

In addition to the work in the school, some outside work has 
been done in medical and evangelistic lines, also in the holding of 
mothers’ meetings. 

An immediate and urgent need here is a dormitory for the girls, 
the present accommodations being entirely inadequate to the demands 
of health and ordinary convenience. Another pressing need is that 
of an associate missionary, which need we anticipate will soon be sup- 
plied, greatly to the encouragement and help of Miss Swormstedt. 

fhe workers at our two stations, Quessua and Old Umtali, are 
doing faithful, heroic work, but there are other openings which we can- 
not enter as yet. . 

St. Paul de Loauda, on the west coast, is a promising and urgent 
field. The earnest calls from this place and from Monrovia are still 
compelled to wait for response. Oh, that help might speedily: be found!

“We are encouraged and strengthened to know that the people in 
the home churches are studying Africa this year, and we earnestly hope 
that the army of-prayers enlisted as a result of this study will never grow 
less, and that they will not drop this needy field from their intercessions 
when a new one is taken up for study, but rather that the faithful prayers 
of the church shall continue in increasing volume until this land is made 
truly a praise unto God.’

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Constitution 
OF THE 
WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE METH- 
ODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
ARTICLE I.—NAME. 
This organization shall be called “THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN 


MISSIONAI Y SOCIETY OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH” 


ARTICLE II.—PURPOSE. 

The purpose of this Society is to engage and unite the efforts of 
Christian women in sending missionaries to the women in foreign mis- 
sion fields of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in supporting them 
and native Christian teachers and Bible-readers in those fields and all 


. forms of work carried on by the Society. 


ARTICLE ITI].—MEMBERSHIP. 


The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute Membership, 
and twenty dollars Life-Membership. Any person paying one hundred 
dollars shall become a Manager for Life, and the contribution of three 
hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a Patron for Life. 

ARTICLE IV.—ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of this Society shall consist of a General Execu- 
tive Committee, Co-ordinate Branches, District Associations, Auxiliary 
Societies, to be constituted and limited as laid down in subsequent 
articles. 

ARTICLE V.—GENERAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


’ Section 1. The management and general administration of the 
affairs of the Society shall be vested in a General Executive Committee, 
consisting of a President, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, the Corre- 
rpm in es Secretary and two delegates from each Branch, Secretary of 

erman work and the Secretary of Scandinavian work.. The President, 
Recording Secretary, Treasurer and Secretaries of German and Scandi- 
navian work shall be elected annually by the General Executive Com- 
mittee. The two delegates and reserves shall be elected at the Branca 
annual meetings. Said committee shall meet in Boston the third 
Wednesday in April, 1870, and annually, or oftener, thereafter, at such 
time and place as the General Executive Committee shall ‘annually 
determine. ; 

SEC. 2." The duties of the General Executive Committee shall be: 


First—To take into consideration the interests and demands of the 
entire work of the Society as presented in the report of the Branch 
Corresponding Secretaries and in the estimates of the needs of Mission 
fields; to ascertain the financial condition of the Society; to appropriate 
its money in accordance with the purposes and method therein indicated ; 
to devise means for carrying forward the work of the Society; fixing 
the amounts to be raised, employing new missionaries, designating their 
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field of labor, examining the reports of those already employed, and 
arranging with the several Branches the work to be undertaken by each. 
Second—To transact any other business that the interests of the 
Society may demand, provided all the plans and directions of the Com- 
mittee shall be in harmony with the provisions of the Constitution. 


ARTICLE VI—PERMANENT COMMITTEES OF WOMAN’S 
FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
REFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


1. The Committee of Reference shall be composed of the Presi- 
_ dent of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and the Branch Cor- 
responding Secretaries. 


2. It shall meet immediately after the adjournment of the General 
Executive Committee, and organize by the election of a Chairman and 
Secretary. 

3. All cases of emergency that would come before the General 
Executive Committee, arising in the interim of its sessions, shall be 
submitted to this Committee, and decided by a majority vote. 

4. The Chairman shall send each resolution that is submitted to 
the committee to each member, and when all have returned their votes, 
the Recording Secretary shall declare the result, and record both resolu- 
tions and votes. 

5. The Committee shall present a full report of its action during 
the year to the General Executive Committee for approval and perma- 
nent record. 

6. This Committee shall hold a semi-annual meeting, at such time 
and place as shall be designated by the Chairman and Secretary. The 
expenses of this meeting shall be paid from the general treasury. 


CONSTITUTIONAL PUBLICATION COMMITTEE. 


1. This Committee shall be composed of the President of the 
Society and the Branch Corresponding Secretaries. 


2. It shall meet and organize immediately after the adjournment 
of the General Executive Committee, by the election of a Chairman and 
Secretary.

3. All cases of emergency concerning publications, arising in the 
interim of the sessions of the General Executive Committee, shall be 
submitted to the Constitutional Publication Committee, and the case 
shall be decided by the majority vote. 


4. This Committee shall take charge of the missionary periodicals 
of the Society and arrange for the publication of an annual report of 
the work of the Society, and shall have supervision of all business 
concerning the publications. This committee shall report annually to 
the General Executive Committee. 


5. The publisher shall give the Chairman an itemized report of 
the receipts and expenditures of the periodicals, properly audited, by the 
Ist of October. If she finds it necessary to deviate from the published 
instructions of the General Executive Committee, she shall lay the

matter before this committee, and be subject to its direction. She shall 
report semi-annually to the Constitutional Publication Committee. 

6. A committee of three shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
stitutional Publication Committee, to whom shall be intrusted the invest- 
ment and control of the funds of these publications. 

7. The publisher shall commence and close her financial year with 
October 1. ; 

8. If the office of editor, publisher or member of Literature Com- 
mittee becomes vacant during the year, this committee shall have the 
power to fill the vacancy. 


ARTICLE VII.—CO-ORDINATE BRANCHES. 
Section 1. Co-ordinate Branches of this Society on their accept- 
ance of this relationship under the provisions of the Constitution, may

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Sec. 2. The officers of each Branch shall consist of a President, 
one or more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding 
Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and such other officers as shall be 
necessary for the efficient work of the Branch. These, with the excep- 
tion of the Auditor, shall constitute an Executive Committee for the 
administration of the affairs of the Branch, nine of whom shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. These officers shall be elected 
at the annual meeting of the Branch, and shall continue in office until 
others are chosen in their stead. 


Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall have supervision of the 
work assigned to the Branch by the General Executive Committee, pro- 
vide for all the needs, and receive reports from all forms of work carried 
on by the Society, which, by the plan of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, are to be supported by the Branch. 

Src. 4. Each Branch shall appoint a Standing Committee of not 
less than five, of which the Branch Corresponding Secretary shall be 
chairman, who shall investigate the case of any candidate within the 
limits of the Branch, and shall supply such candidates with blank for 
health certificate and constitutional questions, to be filled out and an- 
swered by her; and, when practical, a personal interview shall be had 
with the woman by two or more of the Committee before her papers 
are forwarded to the Reference Committee, or the Committee appointed 
at the General Excutive meeting. The Corresponding Secretary of the 
Branch presenting missionary candidates shall have a personal interview 


with each woman presented before her final appointment to a foreign 
field. 


Sec. 5. No Branch shall project new work, or undertake the sup- 
port of new missionaries, except by the direction or with the approval 
of the General Executive Committee. 


Sec. 6. Each Branch may make such By-Laws as may be deemed 
necessary to its efficiency, not inconsistent with this Constitution. 


ARTICLE VIII—DISTRICT ASSOCIATIONS. 


District Associations shall be formed wherever practicable; said 
associations to have supervision of all auxiliaries within their limits. 


ARTICLE IX—AUXLIARY SOCIETIES. 


Any number of women who shall contribute annually may form a 
society auxiliary; to that Branch of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal’ Church, within whose prescribed 
territorial limits they may reside, by appointing a President, one or 
more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secre- 
tary, a Treasurer, and Supervisor of Children’s Work, who, together, 
shall constitute a local Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE X—RELATING TO THE MISSIONARY AUTHORI- 
TIES OF THE. CHURCH: 


Section 1. This Society shall work in harmony with and under 
the supervision of the authorities of the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. The appointment recall, and remunera-

tion of missionaries, and the designation of their fields of labor shall 
be subject to the approval of the Board of Managers of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and annual appropriations 
to Mission fields shall be submitted for revision and approval to tne 
General Missionary Committee of the Methodist Episcopal Church. ~ 

Sec. 2. All missionaries sent out by this Society shall labor under 
the direction of the particular Conference or Mission of the church in 
which they may be severally employed. They shall be annually ap- 
pointed by the President of the Conference on Missions, and shall be 
subject to the same rules of removal that govern the other missionaries. 

Sec. 3. All the work of the Woman’s Society in foreign lands shall 
be under the direction of the Conferences or Missions and their com- 
mittees in exactly the same manner as the work of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Superintendent or 
Presiding Elder having the same relation to the work and the person 
in charge of it that he would have were it a work in the charge of any 
member of the Conference or Mission. 

Sec. 4. The funds of the Society shall not be raised by collections 
or subscriptions taken during any of our regular church services, nor 
in any Sunday school, but shall be raised by such methods as the Consti- 
tution of the Society shall provide, none of which shall interfere with 
the contributions of our people and Sunday schools for the treasury of 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church; and the 
amount so collected shall be reported by the pastor to the Annual Con- 
ference, and be entered in a column among the benevolent collections 
in the annual and general minutes. 

Sec. 5. Section 4 of this Article shall not be so interpreted as to 
prevent the women from taking collections in meetings convened in the 
interests of their societies; nor from securing memberships and life 
memberships in audiences where their work is represented, nor from 
holding festivals, or arranging lectures in the interest of their work. 

ARTICLE XI. CHANGE OF CONSTITUTION. 


This Constitution may be changed at any annual meeting of the 
General Executive Committee by a three-fourths vote of those present 
voting, pee of the proposed change having been given at the previous 
annual ; but Article X shall not be changed except with the 
eee tay of the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church. 
By-Laws 
OF THE 
Sat kirs FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
I—OFFICERS. 


The officers of this Society shall be a President, a Recording 
Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot at the 


annual era of the Society. 


I—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society and 
with 2 Recording Secretary and Treasurer shall have power to transact 


all business of an executive character arising between the annual meet- 
ings. 

2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of all pro- 
ceedings of the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and place the same in the safe of the Publication 

ffice. 

She shall present at the anniversary of the Society a report of the 
year’s work. She shall also forward to our foreign treasurer’s, as soon 
as practical after adjournment of the General Executive Committee, a 
copy of the appropriations for each mission. 

3. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all money paid into 
the general fund pro rata by the several Branches, for the general 
expenses of the Society. She shall also have charge of all money 
received from gifts and legacies to the Society not specifically devised 
to any Branch, holding such funds subject to the order of the Reference 
Committee. 


III—BRANCH CORRESPONDING SECRETARIES. 


1. The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall superintend all the 
interests of their respective Branches; conduct the correspondence of 
the Society with foreign missionaries; be present at all Branch, annual 
and quarterly meetings, and present a quarterly report of the work of 
the Branch, and give to the public, or direct to be given, all communica- 
tions and plans of the business of their respective Branches. 


2. Each Corresponding Secretary shall be required to furnisn in 
her report to the General Executive Committee the following items: 
Number of auxiliary societies, members, ‘life members, honorary 
patrons and managers, subscribers to theWoman’s Missionary Friend 
and the receipts of the Treasurer. In her report of the foreign work 
she shall include the number of missionaries, Bible readers, boarding 
schools, and orphans supported by her Branch. 


IV.—BRANCH TREASURERS. 


1. Branch Treasurers shall be required to publish quarterly in the 
Woman's Missionary Friend their reports of moneys received. 


2. The financial year of the Society shall commence October 1. 
Branch Treasurers will close their accounts for the year by Septem- 
ber 30. 


3. The money received from annual memberships shall not be 
used to make life members, managers or patrons. Life miemberships 
shall be made by the payment of twenty dollars, given specifically for 
that purpose. If in installments, the final payment shall be made as 
soon as practicable, and the membership reported as complete only when 
that has been done; all the installments to be credited on the Treas- 
urer’s book and acknowledged in the Woman’s Missionary Friend. 


4. In case any Branch is unable to meet the obligations it has 
assumed, any other Branch may, by the action of the Executive Board, 
be permitted to use its surplus funds in aid of the Branch deficient. 
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5. Any bequest or donation made to the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society shall, unless otherwise specified by the donor, be paid 
to the Treasurer of the Branch within whose bounds the donor resided 
at the time of death. 


V.—SECRETARY OF LITERATURE. 


There shall be a Secretary of Literature elected by each Branch, 
whose duty it shall be to assist the Literature Committee through 
correspondence, by suggestions, by presenting the needs of their re- 
spective Branches, and aiding in any other way the Literature Com- 
mittee may desire. It shall also be the duty of the Branch Litera- 
ture Secretary to advance the interests and increase the circulation 
of our literature and publications in every possible way. She shall 
have charge in connection with the Literature Committee of the 
exhibition and sale of our literature at the various public gatherings 
and conventions throughout the country, the expenses to be borne 
by the Branch where the convention meets. When, as frequently oc- 
curs, the Epworth League, Student Volunteer, or other convention is 
held outside of our own country, this duty shall belong to the Standing 
Literature Committee. 


VI—GENERAL SECRETARIES. 


There shall be a General Secretary of Young People’s Work, and 
a General Secretary of Children’s Work, who shall be elected annually 
by ballot by the General Executive Committee. 
VIIL—FIELD SECRETARIES. 
- Field Secretaries may be employed to travel throughout the Society 
for the promotion of the work. They shall be elected annually by ballot 
by the General Executive Committee. 


VIII—FOREIGN TREASURERS. 


1. The Foreign Treasurers shall forward their estimates, prop- 
erly approved and) printed, if possible, to each Corresponding Sec- 
retary before October 1. 

2. The Treasurers in the foreign field are instructed, upon re- 
ceiving remittances, to forward immediately receipt for same; also 
to forward semi-annually, January 1 and July 1, a financial statement 
together with the balance in United States currency to the Branch 
Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer. Any appropriation which, for 
any reason, is not required on the field, shall be so reported by the 
‘Treasurer on each April 1 and October 1. 

3. The appropriations for the foreign fields shall be paid on tie 
basis of the currency of the country, the exchange therefrom accruing 
to our treasury with the exception of the salaries of the missionaries, 
and buildings, which shall be paid on the basis of American gold. 

4. The funds of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be entirely under the control of the General Executive Committee, 
to be used only for the purpose designated by that Committee. Our 
missionaries shall not exceed in expenditure the amount appropriated 
by Shedagneral: Executive Committee. Emergencies arising during the 
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year can be met only by application, properly endorsed by the mis- 
sionary authorities, to the Committee of Reference. 

5. If any surplus funds remain in the Foreign Treasuries from 
unused appropriations, exchange, or other source, they must be re- 
ported to the Branches, and held subject to the order of the Secretary 
of the Branch from whose moneys they accrue. 


[X.—OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Branch Corresponding Secretaries shall correspond with the 
missionaries, so as to be able to present a full report of the work in 
each mission, such information to be presented to the General Executive 
Committee, the fields assigned to the several Secretaries to be arranged 
by themselves. 


X.—MISSIONARIES. 


1. Missionaries shall devote their entire time and attention to 
their legitimate work and shall report each quarter to the Corresponding 
Secretary having supervision of the same, and to the Presiding Elder 
of their respective districts. 

2. They shall incur no expense which has not been authorized 
by the General Executive Committee and they shall credit to the So- 
ciety all donations received for the support of their work and annually 
report the same with their financial statement. 

3. They shall not apply to private sources for financial aid with- 
out the sanction of the General Executive Committee. All solicitations 
for funds shall be made through the proper official authorities. 

4. Medical missionaries shall keep an itemized account of all re- 
ceipts and disbursements, and report them quarterly to the Treasurer 
of the Mission, any surplus being remitted to the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. Medical outfit provided by the Society shall be 
the property of the Society. 

5. The following contract shall be entered into by eaeh missionary 
and the Corresponding Secretary of the Branch employing her:

I further agree to pay 
her return passage and home salary as provided in the By-Laws re- 
lating to those matters.” 

Gh, aera comnts , a missionary, agree to give at least five years 
of continuous: service as a single woman to the work of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society in any field to which I may be sent and 
failing in this, to refund the amount of outfit and passage money. I 
also agree to conform to all the rules and regulations of said So- 
ciety while in its employ.” 

6. The salaries of missionaries going to the field after October, 
1901, either as new or returned missionaries, shall include all ex- 
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penses hitherto classed as incidentals and shall be, in Africa, $500; 
Bulgaria $600; Foochow and Hinghua $600; North, Central and West 
China $650; India $600; Italy, Japan and Korea $700; Malaysia $600; 
Mexico, the Philippines and South America $750. The first year’s 
work of a new missionary shall be so planned by the mission that 
the major part of her time shall be given to the study of the lan- 
guage and the first year’s salary shall be one-sixth less than the full 
regular amount except in the case of those whose full salary does not 
exceed $500. Medical missionaries shall from the first receive full 
salary. 

7. Each new missionary may be provided with not less than $100 
for personal outfit, and if necessary, $100 for furniture, the furniture 
to be the property of the Society. 

8. Missionaries shall not adopt any child as their own. They 
shall not bring to this country foreign-born girls or helpers except 
upon recommendation of the Field Reference Committee of tne Con- 
ference in which they reside and permission of the Reference Com- 
mittee of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 


9. Estimates and all other matters requiring the action of the 
General Executive Committee shall be presented through the Woman's 
Annual Conference or meeting of the mission or such committee as 
they may appoint. 


10. Estimates for Bible-women and zenana workers shall include 
the expense of conveyances, munshis and teachers, and those for schol- 
arships, the cost of fuel, lights, medicines and the minor expenses 
necessary in the maintenance of the schools. 

11. Each foreign conference and mission shall have a Field Refer- 
ence Committee to be elected annually, whose duty shall be to consider 
all matters of general interest arising during the interim of their annual 
meetings. 


12. (a) The Field Reference Committee of each Conference and 
mission shall consider the need of furlough or home leave upon the 
part of the missionaries within its bounds and shall as occasion may 
require forward its recommendations concerning individual cases to 
the Reference Committee which shall fix the time of such furlough 
or home leave and notify the Secretary of the Field Reference Com- 
mittee. 


(b) In case of emergency demanding immediate return home 
upon the part of a missionary she shall bring a certificate of dis- 
ability from a physician and the superintendent of the mission. 


(c) A missionary returning from the field for any other reason 
than that of ill health shall secure permission of the General Exe- 
cutive Committee through the Corresponding Secretary of the Branch 
employing her. 


(d) The liability of the Society for the necessary traveling ex- 
penses of furlough or home leave shall depend upon conformity to 
the regulations of this section. 
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13. In all cases where the relations of the missionary to the 
Society are harmonious. her home salary the first year shall be $350. 
If her health requires her to remain longer in this country the second 
year’s home salary shall be $300. If her detention for a longer period 
is necessary her case shall be in the hands of her Branch for adjust- 
ment. 


14. Each missionary shall attend the first session of the General 
Executive Committee held after her return from the foreign field and 
her traveling expenses to and from the place of meeting shall be 
reckoned upon the same basis and paid from the same fund as those 
of members of the body. 


15. The return of a missionary to the field after home leave shall 
be submitted to the Reference Committee, by the Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Branch employing her, and shall be determined by a ma- 
jority vote. Such application shall be accompanied by a new medical 
certificate. 


16. All missionaries and assistants whose homes are in the for- 
eign field shall defray their own furlough expenses, and during their 
furlough shall receive an amount equal to half their respective sal- 
aries when in active service. 


17. If there prove to be a manifest unfitness for missionary la- 
bor, the General Executive Committee may cancel its obligations to 
a missionary whom it has appointed, three months’ notice having 
been given to such appointee by the Committee of Reference, re- 
turn passage to be paid by the Society, provided she return at the 
expiration of the three months. 


18. All rules pertaining to the relations of the ‘Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church with its 
missionaries shall be published in the general annual report. 


19. We accept the relation of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society to the authorities of the Church, and to our workers in the 
field, as interpreted by the delegated conference in India, in their 
session of 1881, as follows: 


Whereas, Certain usages have grown up and been found accept- 
able and successful in connection with our older mission field in 
India, we deem it expedient to formulate the same in the following 
rules: 

1. In general: The position of a lady missionary, placed in 
charge of work in connection with any of our circuits or stations, is 
the same as that of a second missionary or “junior preacher’ to 
whom special work is assigned: 


2. In particular: The general plan of work, such as establish- 
ing new schools, employing and dismissing head teachers, arrang- 
ing terms of tuition, board, etc., and preparing a course of study, 
when these matters are not fixed by the Educational Committee, 
selecting classes of people among whom work may be more success- 
fully carried on arranging dispensaries and deciding the proportion 
of medical work to be given to natives and Europeans, Christians and 
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non-Christians, etc., all such general plans shall be arranged by the 
lady in nag Ss of the special departments of work, after free consul- 
tation with the Superintendent or Presiding Elder. 


3. The lady missionary in charge of work has full liberty to 
do the work assigned her in her own way, and to carry out the in- 
ternal arrangement of her department in the manner which she deems 
best adapted to secure success. 


~- 4, The relation of the Superintendent or Presiding Elder to the 
work under the charge of a lady is the same as it would be were 
it under the charge of a member of conference—he having a general 
advisory supervision, auditing the accounts (when not done by 
trustees), making suggestions, etc., exactly as with all the other work 
of his district. 

5. Lady missionaries in charge of work, and all missionaries of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, are appointed by the Presi- 
dent of Conference, at the same time and in the same manner that 
the intments of Conference are made. Should, however, a Presi- 
dent of Conference at any time decline to so appoint, the Superintendent 
or Presiding Elder in Council will arrange the same. 

6. All new buildings or expensive repairs or changes snall re- 
ceive the sanction of Superintendent or Presiding Elder, even though 
no appropriations of money be asked. 


7. A class of laborers is employed in our work, known as “as- 
sistants.’” In the employment or dismissal of these ladies the con- 
sent of the Superintendent of Mission or of the: Presiding Elder must 
be secured. They may be transferred by the Presiding Elder, with 
the consent of the lady in charge of the department in which they 
are employed. When these lady assistants, being members of our 
Church, by several years of faithful service, have come to be re- 
ceived as belonging permanently to our body of laborers, they may, 
on the recommendation of the Woman’s Society, when such exists, 
or by quarterly Conference, be formally recognized by Conference, 
and appointed the same as women missionaries are, 


8. In case of a transfer of a woman missionary or an “assis- 
tant” from one Conference or charge to another, a written permis- 
sion shall be secured, signed by Superintendent or Presiding Elder 
in whose jurisdiction the person may be employed, when, accord- 


ing to the condition of Rule 7, the engagement may be completed. 


XIL—MISSIONARY CANDIDATES. 


1. A missionary candidate must believe herself Divinely called 
to the work of a foreign missionary, and assert her belief that she 
is actuated only by a desire to act only in accordance with God’s will. 

2. She must indicate her ability to work in a foreign field by 
Christian usefulness at home. 

8. She must declare her intention to make foreign missionary 
work the service of her effective years, and agree to give at least 
five years of continuous service, as a single woman, to the work of 


the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, unless prevented by ill- 
health; this is not to be understood in the sense that the obligation 
to remain in the field ceases at five years, but that her obligation 
to refund passage and outfit money is binding for that length of 
time; she must also assert her willingness to labor in any field, though 
her preference is always to be taken into account. 

4. The age of candidates must not be less than twenty-five years, 
or more than thirty years. A special facility in acquiring languages, 
or call to English work, may be considered sufficient reason for devia- 
tion from this rule. 


5. Financial and executive ability, and power of adaptation to 
circumstances, are essential qualifications. 


6. She must present a certificate of health from a competent 
physician, and give satisfactory answers to the medical questions au- 
thorized by the General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. 


7. After the adoption of a missionary comdidane she shall be 
regarded as under the direction of the General Executive Committee 
and of the Committee of Reference, in the interim of the sessions of 
that committee. 


8. The case of any accepted candidate not sent out during the | 
year, shall be brought before the General Executive Committee at its 
next session. 

9. The application of a missionary candidate with corréspond- 
ing testimonials shall cover the following particulars: Health, adap- 
tability to people and circumstances, executive ability, intellectual 
qualities and culture, religious experience and usefulness, and gen- 
eral fitness for the work. 

First. Health, attested by a properly certified health certificate. 

Second. Personal religious experience. Belief in the doctrines 
and identification with the membership of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, experience and efficiency in Christian work, conviction and 
call to missionary work, and the intention to give to it the service 
of her life. 


Third. Testimonials are further necessary as to grade of schol- 
arship, whether it includes-~the study of Latin or any modern lan- 
guage, with facility in its acquirement; knowledge of music, vocal 
or instrumental. Diploma of Scholarship. 

Certificate of experience and success in teaching. 

Fourth. Testimonials are also required as to executive ability, 
adaptability to people and circumstances, and whatever personal quali- 
ties are necessary for greatest efficiency in Christian work. 


XII—PUBLICATIGNS OF THE SOCIETY. 


1. The Periodicals of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
shall be known as the Woman’s Missionary Friend, Children’s Mis- 
sionary Friend, Der Frauen Missions Freund and The Study. 

2. The editors and publisher shall be elected annually by the 
General Executive Committee. 
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3. In the interim of the sessions of the General Executive Com- 
mittee, the management of the society’s periodicals shall be under 
the control of the Publication Committee provided by the Constitu- 
tion. 

4, The proceedings of the General Executive Committee shall 
be reported in the December number of thel’/oman’s Missionary Friend, 
excluding appropriations and unimportant details. 


5. The minutes of the General Executive Committee shall be 
incorporated in the Annual Report. 

6. Bar postage and traveling expenses of the editors of Woman's 
Missionary Friend, Children’s Missionary Friend, Frauen Missions 
Freund and The Study and publisher of these papers, and members of 
the Literature Committee, to and from the sessions of the General 
Executive Committee, shall be paid from the funds of these publications. 


7. In no case shall the amount used in publishing interests, or 
for any other demands, infringe upon a capital of $5,000 to be re- 
tained in the treasury of the Society's publications. 


8. There shall be a Constitutional Publication Committee, con- 
sisting of the Corresponding Secretary of each Branch, to take charge 
of the missionary periodicals of the society and to arrange for the 
publication of an annual report of the work of the Society. This com- 
mittee shall report annually to the General Executive Committee. 


9. The territory of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society shall 
be divided into three sections: ‘The Eastern section to be composed of 
New England, New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore Branches; the 
Central section, Cincinnati and Northwestern Branches; the Western 
section, Minneapolis, Des Moines, Topeka, Pacific and Columbia River 
Branches. 


10. There shall be a Literature Committee of not less than three 
whose duty it shall be to provide all the literature of the Society, 
except the periodicals and General Executive Committee’s report. 

11. The Literature Committee shall be nominated by the delegates 
from the above sections, and elected by the General Executive Com- 
mittee for a term of three years on the rotation plan. The Committee 
shall report to the mid-year meeting of the Constitutional Publication 
Committee, to the Annual Meeting and to the General Executive Com: 
mittee.

XIIL—ZENANA PAPER. 


1. The Constitutional Publication Committee shall take charge 
of the funds raised for the endowment of the Zenana Paper and con- 
trol es investment and expenditure and have the general super- 
vision of the interests of the paper. 
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2. The Corresponding Secretary of each Branch shall have the 
control of the investment of the funds raised for the support of the 
Zenana Paper within the bounds of her Branch with the approval of 
the Constitutiona! Publication Committee; the interest on investment 
to be paid semi-annually to the Treasurer of the Zenana Paper. 

3. The Woman's Conference in India shall nominate a commit. 
tee consisting of five peisons, three ladies and two gentlemen, one ot 
whom shall be the publisher, to supervise the interests of the paper 
and arrange with the Press Committee for editing and publishing 
the Zenana Paper in the various languages and dialects required; these 
nominations to be subject to the approval of the Constitutional Publi- 
cation Committee in America. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society in India shall send an Annual Report of the Zenana 
Paper to the Chairman of the Constitutional Publication Comunittee, 
with the amount of circulation and items of interest, in time to be 
presented to the Annual Meeting of the General Executive Committee 
in America. 


5. The Treasurer in India of the.funds of the Zenana Paper 
shall furnish the Constitutional Publication Committee an Annual 
Report of the receipts and expenditures of said paper, in time to be 
presented to the General Executive Committee meeting in America. 


6. A report of the Zenana Paper shall be published in the An- 
nual Report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. . 

7. The Treasurer of the Zenana Paper funds in America shall 
send the interest on the investments direct to the Treasurer of the 
Zenana Paper in India, only upon order of the Chairman of the Con- 
stitutional Publication Committee. i 


XIV.—ANNUAL MEETINGS. 


The General Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church is hereby authorized 
to hold its Annual Meetings either within or without the bounds of 
the State of New York, and at such times and places as said Committee 
may determine; said Committee, at its Annual Meeting in each year, 
shall appoint a President, Treasurer, Recording Secretary and other 
officers of the Society according to its best judgment. 


XV.—BY-LAWS. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any meeting of the General 
Executive Committee by a two-thirds vote of the members present.

INDIA—A pice is one-fourth of an anna, or about two-thirds of a 
cent. An anna is worth one-sixteenth of a rupee. The rupee varies in 
value, and is worth about 33 cents. 

JAPAN—A yen, whether in gold or silver, differs slightly in value 
from the gold and silver dollar in the United States, being of less 
value. There are one hundred sen in the yen. 

CHINA--A cash is one mill. The tael is worth in gold about 
$1.15. The Mexican dollar is also used in China. 


POSTAGE TO FOREIGN LANDS. 


The postal rates to Mexico are the same as in the United States. 
To all other points where our missionaries are stationed letters weigh- 
ing half an ounce are five cents; newspapers, one cent for each two 
ounces and on all printed matter the same as in the United States;

Whereas, Experience has shown that every missionary, after a 
certain period of service, needs a change to the home-land for spiritual 
and mental uplift, as well as for physical recuperation; and 

Whereas, This change is not only beneficial to her, but a means 
of inspiration to the home workers; be it 

Resolved, That we recommend to our Woman's Foreign Mission- 
ary Society the practice of other missionary societies in setting a limit 
to this term of service, Suggesting five years for the first term, -and six 
years for each succeeding term. (Referred to Finance Committee. ) 

ExPLANATION—An effort was made early in the year to obtain 
statistics for a tabulated report of missionary societies in mission sta- 
tions. To this request many responded, At the mid-year meeting of 
the Reference Committee a committee was appointed to draft a blank 
to include such information with that of much other that will give a 
more intelligent idea concerning the work. We learned, however, that 
about every station in North India, Northwest India, and Bengal Con- 
ferences is organized; that some work is being done in South India 
and Central Provinces Conferences; the funds used locally, for Dr, 
Sheldon’s work, and various other purposes. 

Japan stations quite regularly organized, the United Study text- 
book used in Yokohama, disbursements to Loo Choo and Korea, 

In China work is reported in six districts. United Study text- 
book used in Chinkiang. In Bulgaria every charge in the Conference 
contributed to the Conference Society over 716 francs, ‘The United 
Study ‘text-book is used in the Lovetch auxiliary.

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One may ask a Methodist woman a mu!titude of questions con- 
cerning the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society, which she cannot 
answer, every one of which she could answer if she read the annual 
report. This report for 1906 contains much valuable information. 
Some changes have been made and historical data added during the 
past three years. The order of arrangement corresponds more nearly 
with the “order of business,” with “Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society” and its officers in the lead. A general financial tatement is 
furnished. There is a Branch Officers’ Directory. Branch Super- 
intendents of Young Peoples’ and of Children’s Work is given in 
connection with their respective reports. In the table of “nome stat- 
istics” an effort has been made to get Branch recepts by organizations 
and show average per member. More successful has been the uni- 
formity in Branches as also elsewhere in naming foreign Conferences. 
All Home Work is disposed of before the Foreign Reports. A 
definition of these foreign conferences is given also more explicitness 
in giving data when the Woman’ Foreign Missionary Society com- 
nienced work, since in some instances “Woman’s Work” commenced a 
few years earlier under the direction of “Wives of Missionaries.” 
A more general recognition of their work. “Missionaries and their 
stations,” with the latter alphabetically arranged and the names ot 
missionaries “run in” rather than be given more space. A collation 
of facts showing “when” and “by whom” the Society entered the sev- 
eral fields. Summary of Disbursements, similar to summary of Ap- 
propriations. Missionary Directories, revised and revised again, (not 
yet perfect). In the latter directory a valuable data is added show- 
ing how much time was given to mission work, married names are quite 
generally added, attention is called to the growing number of self- 
supporting missionaries and also to daughters of missionaries. For 
preservation, in the Miscellany, are some “First Things” and atten- 
tion is called to a “Missionary Mutual Benefit Association.” With 
the making have been many mistakes which the editor regrets more 
than another, ‘
